Government):- 

Sir,  I  rise  to  present  the  Budget  Estimates  for  the  year  1114.- 

Before  reviewing  the  financial  position  for  the  current  and- 
ensuing  years,  I  shall,  as  usual,  explain  briefly  the  results  of 
the  last  completed  financial  year  (1112). 

ACTUALS  OF  4112. 

.2...  The  ordinary  revenue  and  expenditure  charged  to  revenue 
for  the  year  1 1 12  were  Rs  256*4 1  lakhs  and  Rs  24l  '62  lakhs 
respectively, against  the  revised  estimates  of.. Rs. 2^1 '54  I?khs  ^ncJ_ 
0-  E.  T.  2390.  350,  22-12-1113. 
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R 3  240  02  lakhs.  |The  lyear  thus  closed  with  ,  a  surplus  of 
Rs  1479  lakhs  against  Rs  11*52  lakhs  anticipated  m  the 
revised  estimates  for  the  year.  But,  as  explained  in  the 
previous  two  budget  speeches,  Rs  12  lakhs  out  of  the  above 
revenue  surplus  was  transferred  to  the  credit  of  the  Revenue 
Reserve  Fund  with  a  view  to  provide  for  special  and  capital 
expenditure  and  also  to  meet  unforeseen  fall  of  revenue.  The 
net  surplus  for  the  year  was  thus  reduced  to  Rs  2*79  lakhs. 

The  revenue  for  the  year  exceeded  the  revised  estimate  by 
Rs  4*87  lakhs.  The  improvement  in  revenue  was  chiefly  under 
Land  Revenue  (2*06),  Salt  (*42),  Customs  (*90),  Stamps  f  *47) 
and  Stationery  and  Printing  057).  Under  Land  Revenue,  the 
increase  was  due  to  better  collections  of  Ayacut  Revenue. 
The  improvement  in  Salt  revenue  was  under  Duty  on  salt,  due 
to  larger  consumption  of  salt.  Under  Customs,  the  increase 
was  under  Export  duty  and  also  under  Duty  on  tea.  The 
increase  in  Stamp  revenue  was  due  to  larger  sales  of  General 
Stamps.  Under  Stationery  and  Printing,  the  increase  was  due 
to  the  sale  of  Malayalam  Readers  and  copy  books.  Forest 
Revenue  was  however  less  than  the  revised  estimate  by  Rs  '43 
of  a  lakh  due  to  less  receipts  from  the  sale  of  Royal  trees  and 
jungle  wood  by  Government  agency. 

The  actual  expenditure  of  the  year  excluding  the  contri¬ 
bution  of  Rs.  12  lakhs  to  the  Revenue  Reserve  Fund  amounted 
to  Rs  241  *62  lakhs  and  was  in  excess  of  the  revised  estimate  by 
Rs  1 '60  lakhs.  The  increase  in  expenditure  was  mainly  under 
Interest  (1'26),  Political  pensions  ('53),  and  Superannuation 
allowances  and  pensions  (*82).  Under  Interest,  the  increase 
was  due  to  the  larger  investments  in  the  Savings  Bank.  Payment  of 
previous  years’  arrears  of  pension  during  the  year  accounts  for 
the  increase  under  Political  Pensions.  The  increase  under 
Superannuation  allowances  and  Pensions,  was  due  to  the 
general  increase  in  the  number  of  retirements. 

On  the  capital  side,  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  Govern¬ 
ment  lands  and  Capital  Expenditure  not  charged  to  revenue 
amounted  to  Rs  I '3 1  lakhs  and  Rs  11  '12  lakhs  respectively 
against  the  revised  estimates  of  Rs  I  *40  lakhs  and  Rs  1 8'90 
lakhs.  A  sum  of  Rs  2'54  lakhs  was  also  written  off  the 
accounts  during  the  year  as  loss  on  investment  in  the  State- 
aided.  Bank  Ltd.,  Alleppey,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
tentative  agreement  with  the  Bank,  dated  September  1936, 
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As  a  result  of  the  year’s  transactions,  both  ordinary  and 
capital,  including  loss  written  off,  the  Government  Account 
balance  which  was  expected  to  stand  at  Rs  74*61  lakhs  in  the 
Revised  estimates  for  1112  was  reduced  to  Rs  )73'58  lakhs  at 
the  close  of  the  year- 

REVISED  ESTIMATES  FOR  1113. 

3.  The  Budget  estimates  for  the  current  year  were  for  a  total 
revenue  of  Rs  249’48  lakhs  and  provided  for  a  programme  of 
expenditure  of  Rs  246 ‘88  lakhs  resulting  in  a  revenue  surplus  of 
Rs  2‘60  lakhs.  On  the  basis  of  the  actuals  so  far  available,  the 
revenue  is  expected  to  stand  at  Rs  25 1  ‘06  lakhs  and  the  expen¬ 
diture  charged  to  Revenue  at  Rs  ;250'06  lakhs.  The  current 
year  is  thus  expected  to  close  with  a  small  revenue  surplus 
of  Rs  TOO  lakh  against  Rs  2‘60  lakhs  anticipated  in  the 
Budget.  The  ordinary  revenue  for  the  year  is  expected  to 
be  better  than  the  original  budget  anticipation  by  Rs  1’58 
lakhs  being  the  net  result  of  an  improvement  in  revenue 
to  the  extent  of  Rs  5*7 1  lakhs  under  some  of  the  major 
heads  of  revenue  and  a  decline  of  Rs  4*  13  lakhs  under  others. 
The  expected  improvement  in  revenue  is  mainly  under  Land 
Revenue  (’40),  Customs  (TOO),  Excise  duty  on  matches  (’70), 
Education  ('50),  Buildings,  Communications  and  Miscellaneous 
Public  Improvements  (’50)  and  Commercial  Transport  (T15). 
Under  Land  Revenue,  the  increase  is  due  to  better  receipts  un¬ 
der  Ordinary  Revenue  and  Miscellaneous.  I  may  mention  here 
that  owing  to  the  severe  drought  of  1112  and  insufficiency  of 
water  to  irrigate  lands  in  Thovala,  Agastiswaram  and  Kalkulam 
taluks,  remission  of  tax  for  the  Kanni  crop  of  1 1 13  in  respect  of 
an  extent  of  25,276  acres  amounting  to  Rs  1  '09  lakhs  was 
sanctioned  by  Government.  The  increase  under  Customs  is  due 
to  the  improvement,  to  the  extent  of  Rs  4'30  lakhs,  under  duty  on 
exports  including  tea,  off-set  by  a  decline  of  Rs  3*1 3  lakhs  under 
Cochin  Harbour  Receipts,  due  mainly  to  the  fall  in  imports  of 
sugar  owing  to  the  policy  of  sugar  protection.  While  framing  the 
Budget  estimates  for  the  current  year,  it  was  assumed  that  the  net 
customs  revenue  in  the  Cochin  Port  for  the  year  ended  March 
1937  would  amount  to  at  least  Rs  49'00  lakhs  and  our  share  of 
the  net  collections  would  amount  to  Rs  16‘50  lakhs.  A  revenue 
of  Rs  1 2'40  lakhs  was  thus  expected  from  this  source  after  de¬ 
ducting  the  import  duty  collected  in  our  ports  from  Quifon  to 
Munambam  and  also  the  duty  collected  on  Jaffna  tobacco,  B,ut. 
owing  to  the  absence  of  the  import  of  Java  sugar  through  the 
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Cochin  Port,  the  net  revenue  collected  in  the  Cochin  Port  for  the 
year  ended  March  1937  amounted  to  Bh.  Rs  34*57  lakhs  only 
and  consequently,  our  share  after  deducting  the  export  duty 
realised  in  the  ports  above  mentioned  and  the  duty  on  Jaffna 
tobacco ,  which  have  to  be  surrendered  to  the  common  pool, 
amounted  to  Rs  9*26  lakhs  only.  Under  Excise  duty  on  matches, 
the  increase  is  under  contribution  from  the  Government  of  India 
out  of  the  pool  of  the  receipts  for  the  whole  of  India  for  the  year 
ended  March  1937  which  amounted  to  Rs  3*2 2  lakhs,  as 
against  Rs  1*92  lakhs  in  1936.  Under  Education,  the  expected 
increase  is  under  fees  from  schools  and  ‘Examination  fees. 
The  increase  under  Buildings,  Communications  and  Miscella¬ 
neous  Public  Improvements  is  due  mainly  to  increased  receipts 
under  subventions  from  the  Road  Development  Account  of  the 
Government  of  India  which  amounted  to  Rs  2*23  lakhs  against 
’Rs  2'00  lakhs  only  anticipated  in  the  budget.  In  accordance  with 
the  scheme  referred  to  in  the  last  budget  speech,  the  control  of 
bus  traffic  has  been  taken  over  by  Government  and  the  Trivan- 
drum-Nagercoil-Cape  bus  service  was  opened  from  10th  Kum- 
bhom  1113.  Subsequently,  the  Trivandrum-Nedumangad  line 
and  the  Town  Bus  service  were  also  taken  under  Government 
control.  The  net  receipts  from  the  scheme  during  the  current 
year  are  expected  to  amount  to  Rs  1*15  lakhs  after  providing  for 
interest  on  capital,  and  depreciation.  Decreases  are  expected 
under  some  of  the  Major  heads  of  revenue  of  which  the  most 
important  one  is  Excise  (2'60).  As  a  result  of  the  special 
measures  adopted  during  the  current  year  to  check  effectively  the 
smuggling  of  tobacco  through  the  frontiers,  it  was  expected 
when  the  budget  estimates  were  framed  that  a  revenue  of  at  least 
Rs  25*00  lakhs  would  be  realised  under  tobacco.  But,  on  the 
basis  of  the  actual  receipts  so  far  realised  a  revenue  of  Rs  23*35 
lakhs  only  is  estimated  from  this  source.  Under  Abkari  and 
Opium  also,  the  revenue  is  expected  to  fall  short  of  the  budget 
anticipation  by  Rs  '95  of  a  lakh  due  mainly  to  the  slow  progress 
in  the  collection  of  arrears  of  Excise  Revenue. 

4.  Coming  to  the  expenditure  side,  the  revised  estimate  for  the 
.-current  year  is  for  a  net  increase  of  Rs  3*18  lakhs  over  the 
Budget  estimate  for  the  year.  The  items  which  contribute  to 
this  increase  are  mainly  Interest  (*73),  Panivagai  (*68),  Medi- 
*cal,  Public  Health  and  Sanitation  (*99),  Public  Works  (1*28). 
Miscellaneous  Political  Expenditure  (I  *41 )  and  Superannuation 
allowances  and  Pensions  (*  76).  The  increase  under ‘Interest! 
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is  due  to  the  provision  for  payment  of  interest  on  the  rapidly  in¬ 
creasing  Savings  Bank  deposits  and  on  the  special  loans.  Under 
Panivagai  the  increase  is  due  to  ithe  additional  allotment  sanctioned 
during  the  year.  The  contribution  of  Bh.  Rs  i  lakh  towards  the 
All-India  Anti  Tuberculosis  Programme  accounts  for  the  in¬ 
creased  expenditure  under  Medical,  Public  Health  and  Sani¬ 
tation.  The  increase  under  Public  Works  is  due  to  the  addi¬ 
tional  allotment  sanctioned  during  the  year  for  urgent  works. 
Increased  expenditure  under  catering  for  State  guests,  Birthday 
Celebrations  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  and  other  charges 
accounts  for  the  increase  under  Miscellaneous  Political  Expen¬ 
diture.  Under  Superannuation  allowances  and  Pensions,  the 
expected  increase  is  on  account  of  increaseUn  the  retirement  list. 

Savings  fin  expenditure  are  also  expected  under  “  His 
Highness  the  Maharaja’s  Tours  outside  the  State  ”  (‘90),  Edu¬ 
cation  (.41 ),  Maramat  (‘43),  and  Army  ('98).  Under  “His 
Highness  the  Maharaja’s  tours  outside  the  State’’,  the  major 
portion  of  the  budget  grant  is  expected  to  lapse  since  the  only 
tour  of  His  Highness  during  the  year  was  a  short  one  to 
Waltair.  The  savings  under  salaries  and  establishment  charges 
account  for  the  decrease  under  Education.  The  amalgamation 
of  the  Maramat  department  with  the  P.  W.  D.  after  the  passing  of 
the  budget  estimates  for  the  year  and  savings  in  the  allotment 
provided  for  Maramat  works,  account  for  the  less  expenditure 
under  Maramat.  Under  Army,  the  expected  saving  is  chiefly 
under  salaries  and  establishment  charges  due  mainly  to  the 
strength  of  the  Forces  not  having  been  brought  up  to  the  full 
sanctioned  number. 

5.  On  the  Capital  section,  sale  proceeds  of  Government’lands 
are  expected  to  bring  in  Rs  1  '35  lakhs  against  the  budget  esti¬ 
mate  of  Rs  2  lakhs  and  the  Miscellaneous  receipts  from  the  sale 
of  Government  Distillery  at  Nagercoil  and  the  Tincture  Fac'ory, 
to  the  Travancore  Sugars  and  Chemicals  Ltd.,  are  expected  to 
bring  in  Rs  2'01  lakhs.  The  capital  outlay  on  our  non-produc¬ 
tive  schemes  and  works  is  now  expected  to  stand  revised  at 
Rs  30*7 5  lakhs  against  the  budgeted  expenditure  of  Rs  38' 32 
lakhs.  The  loss  on  our  investments  in  the  Travancore  Sugars 
Ltd. ,  Thuckalay,  amounting  to  Rs  I '58  lakhs  is  also  proposed 
to  be  written  off  the  accounts  of  this  year  as  capital  loss.  A 
net  outgoing  of  Rs  27'98  lakhs  is  thus  expected  against 
Rs  33'29  lakhs  anticipated  in  the  budget.  The  Government 
Account  balance  which  was  Rs  73'58  lakhs  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  is  now  expected  to  be  reduced  to  Rs  45‘60  lakhs  at 
the  close  of  the  current  year. 
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BUDGET  ESTIMATES  FOR  1114. 

6.  The  following  are  some  of  the  more  important  changes  in 
the  classification  of  Budget  heads  made  in  the  next  year’s 
Budget  Estimates: — 

(0  On  the  receipt  side  two  major  heads  have  been 
opened  under  the  Group  head  Commercial  Services, 
one  to  exhibit  the  details  of  the  gross  receipts  and 
working  expenses  of  the  Commercial  Transport 
Department  and  the  other  of  the  Clay  refining  and 
Porcelain  Factory. 

(ii)  A  new  sub  ihead  “  Department  of  the  Director  of 
Development  ”  has  been  opened  under  6.  Forests 
and  provision  is  made  under  this  head  for  the  salary 
of  the  Director  of  Development,  his  staff  and  contin¬ 
gencies. 

(iii)  The  Legal  Remembrancer  appointed  as  a  result  of 
the  abolition  of  the  Law  Member’s  appointment  is 
treated  as  a  Secretariat  Officer  and  accordingly  pro¬ 
vision  for  his  salary  as  well  as  his  staff  and  contin¬ 
gencies,  is  made  under  a  new  sub  head  “  Legal 
Remembrancer”  opened  under  15.  General 
Administration. 

(iv)  The  Photograph  department  has  been  amalgamated 
with  the  Press  Room  and  placed  under  the  control 
of  the  Director  of  Information  and  provision  for  the 
reconstituted  department  of  the  Director  of  Informa¬ 
tion  is  included  in  the  next  year’s  budget  under  a 
separate  sub  head  under  I  5.  A.  General  Admini¬ 
stration. 

(V)  The]  Superintendent,  Government  Press,  has  been 
divested  of  his  control  in  the  Central  Prison  Press 
which  has  been  placed  under  the  Superintendent, 
Central  Prison.  Accordingly  the  provision  for  the 
Central  Prison  Press  is  made  under  a  separate  new 
head  ‘‘  Central  Prison  Press  ’’  under  1 7.  Jails. 

<vl)  With  the  constitution  of  the  Travancore  University 
and  the  transfer  of  the  Colleges,  the  Collegiate  Hostels 
and  some  of  the  other  allied  institutions  to  that  body, 
provision  has  been  omitted  for  the  running  of  the  above 
institutions  in  the  budget  estimate  of  the  next  year. 
The  receipts  pertaining  to  these  institutions  have  also 
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been  surrendered  to  the  University  and  the  next  year’s 
budget  has  not  taken  credit  for  the  expected  receipts 
from  these  institutions.  A  lump  provision  of  Rs  8 
lakhs  proposed  for  payment  by  way  of  grant  to  the 
University  from  the  General  Revenues  is  provided  for 
under  a  separate  head  under  20.  Education. 

(vii)  The  provision  for  the  pay  of  the  Officer  and  staff 
deputed  for  taking  stock  of  the  vessels  in  the  Utsava- 
matom  is  shown  under  a  minor  head  newly  opened  in 
the  next  year’s  budget. 

(viii)  Provision  for  the  continuance  of  the  Poultry  Farm 
hitherto  included  under  21.  B.  Agricultural  Farms 
and  Depots  has  been  separated  and  is  shown  in  the 
next  year’s  budget  under  a  separate  minor  head 
“Poultry  Farm’'  under  <2 1 .  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries. 

7.  I  shall  now  proceed  to  the  Budget  Estimates  of  the  coming 
year.  The  revenue  is  estimated  at  Rs  26 1 ’41  lakhs  which  is 
the  highest  on  record  and  an  expenditure  charged  to  revenue 
of  Rs  259*98  lakhs  has  been  provided  for,  leaving  a  revenue 
surplus  of  Rs  1’43  lakhs.  It  is  a  matter  for  satisfaction  that 
this  increase  has  taken  place  without  resort  to  any  fresh  taxation 
measures.  This  is  a  conservative  estimate  and  if  our  anticipa¬ 
tions  are  realised,  our  revenue  may  easily  mount  up  to  Rs  265 
lakhs  leaving  a  surplus  of  about  Rs  5'5  lakhs.  Sale  proceeds 
of  Government  lands  are  expected  to  bring  in  Rs  2'5  lakhs  and 
our  programme  of  Capital  Expenditure  on  non-productive  works 
is  estimated  at  Rs  33*5  lakhs,  the  productive  works  aggregating 
to  Rs  45*53  lakhs  being  provided  for  under  Debt  Heads. 


The  revenue  budgeted  for  the  ensuing  year  is  Rs  261'41 
lakhs  as  against  the  current  year’s  revised  estimate  of  Rs  251*06 
lakhs.  While  improvement  in  revenue  to  the  extent  of  Rs  1 3*42 
lakhs  is  expected  under  some  of  the  major  heads,  chiefly  Taxes 
on  Income  (*51),  Excise  k  1  *76),  Customs  (5*58),  Forest  (*50), 
Interest  (1*02),  Commercial  Transport  (2*10)  and  Ceramic 
Factory  (.*95),  decreases  to  the  extent  of  Rs  3*06  lakhs  are 
anticipated  under  others.  The  expected  increase  undo*  Income 
Tax  is  mainly  under  income  from  business  as  a  result  of  the 
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revision  of  rates  and  the  measures  adopted  against  evasion  of 
payment  of  tax.  The  increase  of  Rs  176  lakhs  under  Excise 
is  expected  both  from  Tobacco  and  Abkari  and  Opium  to  the 
extent  of  Rs  I '05  lakhs  and  Rs  71  of  a  lakh  respectively.  It  is 
expected  that  on  account  of  the  special  measures  adopted  to 
check  effectively  the  smuggling  of  tobacco  through  the  frontiers, 
which  have  just  now  begun  to  operate  effectively,  the 
improvement  in  revenue  anticipated  for  the  next  year  will  be 
realised.  Under  Abkari  and  Opium,  the  expected  increase  is 
based  on  the  results  of  the  auction  sales  for  the  bienniel  contract 
of  1114-16.  [The  large  increase  anticipated  under  Customs 
is  mainly  underTeceipts  from  the  Cochin  Harbour  Scheme  which 
are  expected  to  amount  to  Rs  1 4‘92  lakhs  in  the  next  year  as 
against  the  current  year’s  receipt  of  Rs  9'26  lakhs.  As  a  result 
of  the  separation  of  Burmah  from  India  under  the  Reforms,  the 
duty  on  petrol  and  oil  which  was  till  then  treated  as  Excise 
Revenue  by  the  Government  of  India  is  classed  as  Customs 
Revenue  and  the  duty  realised  at  the  Port  of  Cochin  on  petrol 
and  oil  is  also  pooled  for  division.  Consequently,  the  net 
revenue  available  for  division  for  the  year  ended  March  1938 
according  to  the  preliminary  figures,  exceeds  Rs  1  crore  and 
our  share  according  to  the  revised  agreement  amounts  to  B. 
Rs  1976  lakhs,  comprising  Rs  19'02  lakhs  from  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  India  including  duty  already  collected  by  us  and 
Rs  74  of  a  lakh  due  from  the  Government  of  Cochin  on 
account  of  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco  pooled  for  division  prior 
to  1936  —  1937.  In  this  connection,  I  am  glad  to  inform  the 
House  that  as  a  result  of  negotiations,  the  Government  of  India 
have  agreed  to  pay  in  advance  90  per  cent,  of  our  share  on  the 
basis  of  the  preliminary  figures  and  the  balance  of  10  per  cent, 
as  soon  as  the  final  figures  are  settled  so  that  there  may  not  be 
any  loss  of  interest]]  Forest  revenue  is  expected  to  be  more 
than  the  current  year’s  revised  estimate  by  Rs  '5  of  a  lakh  due 
mainly  to  the  better  prices  already  secured  for  soft  woods  as  a 
result  of  the  activities  of  the  new  Director  of  Development. 
The  anticipated  increase  under  Interest  is  due  to  the  adjustment  of 
interest  on  the  increasing  outlay  on  the  Capital  schemes  includ¬ 
ing  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme.  Under  Commercial 
Transport,  the  increased  revenue  anticipated  in  the  next  year  is 
due  partly  to  the  natural  expansion  of  existing  traffic  and  partly 
also  to  the  taking  over  of  other  lines  under  State  control, 
especially  the  one  from  Alwaye  to  Munnar  and  Water  Transport 
from  Alwaye  to  Cochin.  The  Ceramic  Factory  at  Kundara 
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is  expected  to  start  work  from  the  beginning  of  the  next  year  and 
a  net  revenue  of  Rs  -95  of  a  lakh  is  expected  to  he  realised 
from  this  source  as  offers  have  been  received  for  purchase  of 
all  our  ou*  put. 

During  the  year  under  reference,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Government  of  India,  the  Sirkar  half  rupee  coin  which  is 
now  styled  as  “  Chitra  ”  has  been  declared  unlimited  legal 
tender.  Silver  coins  to  the  extent  of  Rs  2  lakhs  were  minted 
resulting  in  a  revenue  credit  of  Rs  1'04  lakhs  by  way  of 
profit.  It  is  ■proposed  to  mint  an  additional  lakh  of  rupees 
worth  of  ‘Chitra’  in  1114  giving  a  profit  of  Rs  40,000. 

The  anticipated  fall  in  the  next  year  as  compared  with  the 
revised  estimates  is  mainly  under  Education  ( I  ’69)  and  Buildings, 
Communications  and  Miscellaneous  Public  Improvements  ('50). 
The  decrease  under  Education  is  due  to  the  transfer  of  the 
Colleges  and  Hostels  attached  thereto  to  the  Travancore  Uni¬ 
versity.  Under  Buildings,  Communications  and  Miscellaneous 
Public  Improvements,  the  expected  fall  is  under  Tolls. 

Exvendituhe  charged  to  Revenue. 

9.  The  next  year’s  programme  of  expenditure  for  the  various 
departments  has,  as  usual,  been  scrutinised  carefully  both  by  the 
Government  and  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  allocation  of 
funds  fixed  with  due  regard  to  the  resources  of  the  State  on  the 
one  hand  and  the  needs  of  a  progressive  administration  on  the 
other.  The  total  expenditure  provided  for  in  the  next  year’s 
Budget  is  Rs  259'98  lakhs  which  is  in  excess  of  the  current 
year’s  revised  estimate  by  Rs  9*92  lakhs.  I  shall  now  proceed 
to  deal  with  the  more  important  items. 

1 0.  Land  Revenue.  The  Jenmikaram  Settlement  work  which 
was  commenced  in  the  year  1  108  is  practically  completed  and 
the  number  of  cases  yet  remaining  to  be  disposed  of  is  only  very 
small.  To  attend  to  these  pending  case3,  as  also  to  wind  up 
the  Jenmikaram  Settlement  work,  which  involves  the  preparation 
of  a  Jenmikaram  register,  the  issue  of  perpidi,  pidipad,  etc.,  it 
is  proposed  to  continue  for  the  next  year  also  the  present 
reduced  temporary  staff  for  Jenmikaram  Settlement  work.  Pro¬ 
vision  has  also  been  made  for  the  revision  of  Volume  II  of  the 
Land  Revenue  Manual,  so  as  to  make  it  current  up  to  1st 
Chingom  1113  by  incorporat  r.g  therein  all  the  changes  and 
deleting  the  cancelled  G.  Os.  up  to  that  date.  The  temporary 

.staff  appointed  last  year  for  the  survey  of  minor  circuits  is  pro¬ 
posed  tp  be  continued  next  yea,-  also  and  the  necessary  provision 
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has  been  made  under  capifal  expenditure.  Funds  have  been 
provided  for  the  continuance  of  the  Survey  Sehool  at  Kottayara 
as  also  for  the  arrangements  for  the  demarcation  and  survey  al 
encroachments  within  the  Cardamom  Hills  Reserve. 

1  1 .  Income  Tax.  As  announced  to  the  House  this  time  last 
yea>",  the  services  of  a  retired  officer  of  the  British  Indian  Income 
Tax  Department  were  secured  by  the  Government  for  advising 
them  on  matters  connected  with  the  reorganisation  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  Income  Tax  Department.  On  the  advice  of  this 
Officer,  who  has  now  returned  after  finishing  his  work,  it 
has  been  decided  to  form  a  separate  and  self-contained 
Income  Tax  Department  divesting  the  Division  Peishkars,  Assis¬ 
tant  Peishkars  and  Tahsildars  of  income  tax  work,  the  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner  however,  continuing  to  be  the  head  of 
the  Income  Tax  D  partment.  This  Department  consists  of  a 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  Income  Tax,  with  three  full-time 
Collectors  of  Income  Tax.  Provision  has  been  made  in  the 
budget  for  the  reorganised  Income  Tax  Department. 

1  2.  Excise.  The  House  was  informed  last  year  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  were  then  contemplating  the  reorganisation  of  the  Excise 
Department  with  a  view  to  prevent  the  smuggling  of  tobacco  in. 
the  frontier.  This  scheme  was  brought  into  effect  from  Is* 
Vrischigom  1113  and  its  effects  will  be  perceived  in  the  course 
of  the  coming  year.  But  it  is  hoped  that  when  the  scheme  has 
worked  for  some  time  more,  the  results  would  fulfil  Govern¬ 
ment's  expectations.  Provision  has  accordingly  been  made  fat 
the  working  of  the  scheme  next  year  also. 

13.  Forests.  Over  and  above  the  usual  provision  for  the 
normal  activities  of  the  Forest  Department,  a  special  provision 
of  Rs  f'5  lakhs  has  been  made  in  the  next  year's  budget  of  the 
Department  for  investigating  and  giving  effect  to  certain 
proposals  for  improving  the  revenue  from  our  forest  resource*. 
For  this  purpose,  the  services  o  f  Mr.  Kamesam,  the  Timber 
Expert  of  the  Government  of  India  have  been  secured  on  loan 
fora  period  of  3  years.  He  is  considering  proposals  for  utili¬ 
sing  to  the  best  advantage  the  various  specimens  of  timber  in  our 
forests.  He  hopes  that  by  subjecting  the  timber  in  our  forests 
to  a  process  of  Ascu  treatment,  it  would  be  possible  to  use  such 
timber  instead  of  steel  and  cement  in  the  construction  of 
bridges.  This,  if  found  successful,  will  result  in  substantial 
saving  in  the  P ■  W.  D,  expenditure.  Important  experimental 
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works  such  as  the  manufacture  of  pressed  boards,  artificial  silk, 
wood  and  charcoal  gas  for  power  and  illumination,  sporting 
.goods,  metallised  cart-wheel  rims  and  cement  and  bamboo  pulp 
boards  are  also  proposed  to  be  taken  up  by  him.  For  the  next 
year,  a  modest  estimate  of  Rs  60,000  on  the  receipt  side  has 
■been  made  under  ‘sale  of  soft  wood  ’  Mr.  Kamesam  has 
already  succeeded  in  practically  i doubling  our  receipts  from  the 
sale  of  soft  woods. 

14.  General  Administration.  The  period  of  three  years  for 
which  the  appointment  of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  was 
made,  expired  on  the  30th  of  Dhanu  1113.  It  is  proposed  to 
continue  the  services  of  the  Commissioner  and  fhis  staff  next 
year  also. 

1 5.  Administration  of  Justice.  The  next  year's  budget  ha  3 
provided  for  the  continuance  of  the  existing  temporary  Second 
Judges’  Courts,  the  temporary  Muhsiffs’  Courts  and  the  Debt 
Conciliation  Boards. 

16.  Education.  The  expenditure  hext  year  is  estimated  af 
Rs  52‘63  lakhs  or  Rs  3'39  iakhs  more  than  the  revised  estimates 
lor  the  current  year,  due  to  the  provision  of  funds  for  the  Tra» 
vancore  University.  ^ 

17.  The  Tracancore  University .  The  House  is  already  award 
■That  .the  establishment  of  a  University  of  its  own  for  Travancora 
is  now  an  accomplished  fact.  Besides  the  usual  Faculties  of 
law  and  Art6,  the  University  also  'provides  for  technical 
faculties  such  as  Engineering,  Fisheries,  Textile  Technology  etc. 
Educational  Ins’itutiohs  such  as  the  Colleges  of  Science  and 
Arts,  Law  and  Training  Colleges,  Sanskrit  College,  Collegiate 
Hostels  and  Educational  Museum  and  Bureau,  as  also  some  of 
the  minor  departments  such  as  the  Observatory,  the  Public 
Library,  the  School  of  Arts,  the  Museum  and  the  Carpentry 
and  Smithery  Schools  have  been  transferred  to  the  control  of 
the  University  and  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  these  institu¬ 
tions  will  be  shown  in  the  University  Budget.  In  accordance 
With  the  provisions  of  the  University  Regulation  and  Statutes 
framed  thereunder,  the  detailed  budget  of  the  University  will  be 
considered  by  the  Senate,  while  the  aggrega’e  expenditure  -on 
the  University  is  shown  in  (he  State  Budget  as  a  lump  sum 
grant.  A  grant  of  Rs  8  lakhs  (Rs  5'5  lakhs  for  ordinary  expen¬ 
diture  and  Rs  2 ‘5  lakhs  for  capital  expenditure)  is  proposed  ior 
fhe  next  year  for  the  University.  This  amount  includes,  in 
addition  to  the  normal  expenditure  incurred  by  Government  on 
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the  various  institutions  transferred  as  already  mentioned,  to  the 
University,  a  sum  of  about  Rs  1  50  lakhs  for  their  natural  and 
legitimate  expansion  and  for  new  schemes  to  be  undertaken  by 
the  University.  An  increased  provision  has  been  made  under 
‘grants  to  private  Colleges,’  as  it  is  expected  that  the  University 
will  have  to  sanction  a  substantial  building  grant  to  the  St. 
Berchman’s  College,  Changanacherry.  It  is  proposed  to  conduct 
Diploma  and  Certificate  Courses  in  Textile  Technology  under 
the  Faculty  of  Technology  of  the  University.  An  Engineering 
College  providing  Degree,  Diploma  and  Certificate  courses  in 
Civil,  Mechanical  and  Electrical  Engineering  is  also  proposed 
to  be  started  from  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  1939-40. 
Under  the  Department  of  Research,  a  few  Fellowships  and  Stu¬ 
dentships  are  proposed  to  be  instituted  with  a  view  to  the 
encouragement  of  Research  work  particularly  in  applied  sciences. 
Under  the  Department  of  Marine  Biology  and  Fisheries,  provi¬ 
sion  has  been  made  for  an  Aquarium  and  Marine  Biological 
Laboratory.  There  is  also  a  Faculty  of  Oriental  Studies  and 
Fine  Arts,  aiming  to  promote  the  appreciation  of  Arts  among  the 
students  and  the  public  and  to  effect  a  general  elevation  of  taste. 
The  University  also  proposes  to  make  arrangements  for  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  books  of  modern  scientific  knowledge  in  Malayalam 
and  with  this  end  in  view,  a  publication  department  is  also  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  attached  to  the  University.  The  University  also 
hopes  to  make  ample  provision  for  games  and  athletic  activities 
and  a  separate  Physical  Education  Department  as  also  a  Uni¬ 
versity  Union,  a  Training  Corps  and  such  other  institutions  de¬ 
signed  to  develop  a  sense  of  corporate  life  among  students. 
Under  capital  expenditure,  a  provision  of  Rs  2'5  lakhs  has 
been  made  for  the  construction  of  buildings  for  the  Convocation 
Hall  and  Senate  House,  the  Engineering  College,  the  Univer¬ 
sity  Library  and  for  the  equipment  of  the  Engineering  College 
besides  a  provision  of  Rs  2  lakhs  in  the  General  Budget  for  the 
reorganisation  of  the  workshop  now  attached  to  the  Public 
Works  Department,  so  as  to  make  it  serve  the  needs  both  of 
Government  Departments  and  of  the  Engineering  College  and  for 
other  works.  With  this  small  beginning,  it  is  hoped  that  Univer¬ 
sity  will  en'er  on  an  era  of  progress  and  achievement. 

18.  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  It  is  proposed  to  s'rengthen 
the  executive  staff  of  the  Department  in  order  to  enable  the 
Departmental  officers  to  have  closer  contact  with  the  agri* 
Culturists  and  to  do  propaganda  work  on  a  more  intensive  scale. 
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Provision  has  also  been  made  for  the  purchase  of  a  cinema 
operator  with  the  necessary  equipments  for  doing  propaganda 
work  in  agriculture.  The  Agricultural  School  at  Kottarakara 
and  the  Kari  Experimental  Farm  at  Porakad  are  to  be 
continued. 

Intimately  connected  with  the  question  of  improving  the 
livestock  in  this  country  is  the  question  of  improving  the  grazing 
lands  in  the  State.  The  general  question  of  improvement  of 
grass  lands  came  up  for  the  consideration  of  the  Imperial  Council 
of  Agricultural  Research  last  year  and  Dr.  W.  Burns,  the 
Agricultural  Expert  of  the  Council,  drew  up  a  scheme  on  the 
subject  which  has  been  recommended  to  all  the  constituent 
States  including  Travancore.  The  scheme  is  simple  and  costs 
very  little.  The  proposal  is  to  select  from  any  grazing  reserve 
two  similar  and  adjacent  plots  of  about  20  acres  each,  enclose 
one  for  controlled  grazing  and  leave  the  other  for  indiscriminate 
grazing  as  at  present.  Within  each  of  these  blocks  small 
movable  fences  will  be  erected  to  enclose  random  representative 
plots  from  which  cattle  will  be  excluded  and  the  grass  growing 
thereon  in  similar  intervals  of  time  will  be  cut  and  weighed  to 
compare  results  and  estimate  improvements.  As  the  expenditure 
involved  in  the  experiment  is  but  small  in  comparison  with  the 
importance  of  the  problem  of  improvement  of  livestock,  it  is 
proposed  'o  give  the  experiment  a  fair  trial. 

On  the  report  of  the  Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
and  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  arrange- 
men's  have  been  made  to  open,  as  an  experimental  measure  in 
the  first  instance,  two  Quarantine  stations,  one  at  Aramboly 
and  the  other  at  Karukutty  for  preventing  the  import  into  this 
State  of  cattle  from  ou'side  infected  with  contagious  and  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  such  as  rinder-pest  etc. 

The  opening  of  a  fish  curing  yard  at  Warkalai  to  render 
adequate  facilities  to  the  fisherfolk  of  the  locality  for  drying  and 
curing  the  fish  caught  by  them  has  also  been  provided  for. 
Provision  has  also  been  made  for  working  the  Cold  Storage 
plant  at  Trivandrum. 

19.  Industries.  Enquiries  havihg  reached  Government  for 
the  purchase,  if  available,  of  6uch  minerals  as'tniGa,  graphite  and 
limestone  lor  which  there  is  an  increasing  demand  in  the  foreign 
markets,  the  Director  has  reported  that  an  organised  attempt  may 
be  made  to  mine  them  bn  a  commercial  basis  and  provision  has 
therefore  been  made  in  the  Industries  Budget  for  starting  ail 
intensive  prospecting  work  in  respect  of  these  minerals  in  order 
to  investigate  and  explore  the  possibilities  in  this  direction. 
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The  Trade  Agency  and  Sales  Depot  at  Bombay  which 
was  opened  as  a  Government  concern  for  popularising  and 
extending  the  introduction  of  Travancore  products  into  the 
foreign  markers  is  proposed  to  be  handed  over  to  an  agency 
initiated  by  the  various  Chambers  of  Commerce  in  the  Sta'ewho 
are  naturally  interes'ed  in  the  industrial  and  trading  activities  of 
the  State.  The  hales  Depot  at  Trivandrum  has  been  doing 
useful  work  and  its  continuance  has  been  provided  for. 

20.  Co-operative  Department,  ft  has  been  brought  to  the 
notice  of  Government  that  there  is  some  tardiness  in  the  progress 
of  liquidation  work  in  the  Co-operative  Department  owing  to  the 
inadequacy  of  the  executive  staff.  To  remedy  this  state  of 

■  affairs,  an  additional  temporary  staff  of  10  Inspectors  for  liquid¬ 
ation  work  is  proposed  to  be  appointed  next  year.  The  usual 
subsidies  to  non- official  Co-operative  bodies  such  as  the 
Supervising  Unions  and  Co-operative  Conferences  are  proposed 
to  be  continued  next  year  also.  The  payment  of  an  annual 
subsidy  ol  Rs  500  to  the  Gorasa  Vyavasaya  Co-operative 
Society  Ltd.,  Neyyaitinkara,  has  also  been  provided  for. 
Provision  has  also  been  made  for  placing  the  services  of  a  trained 
Inspector  of  Co-operative  Societies  at  the  disposal  of  the  Central 
Produce  Society  Ltd.,  Alljppey,  a  Co-operative  Non-Credit 
Society  organised  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Devadhar 
Committee. 

21.  Uplift  of  Backward  Communities.  It  has  always  been 
the  aim  of  Government  to  increase,  as  far  as  possible,  from  year 
.  to  year,  the  budget  allotment  for  expenditure  on  account  of 

ameliorative  measures  for  the  uplift  of  Backward  Communities 
and  for  the  ensuing  year  a  provision  of  Rs  40,000  fRs  30,000 
in  the  Revenue  Budget  and  Rs  10,000  under  Debt  Heads  for 
the  advance  of  loans  to  Backward  communities  for  putting  up 
houses)  has  been  made  as  against  the  current  year’s  provision  of 
Rs  20,000.  The  main  items  of  ameliorative  Work  carried  out 
by  the  Department  for  the  protection  of  Backward  communities 
are  the  grant  of  educational  concessions  such  as  the  supply  of 
books  and  school  accessories  to  children  of  Backward  com¬ 
munities,  the  award  of  grants-in-aid  for  industrial  purposes, 
concessional  registry  of  lahd  in  favour  of  members  of  Backward 
communities,  the  provision  of  wells,  burial  grounds,  common 
buildings  and  other  amenities  and  the  establishment  of  modal 
Colonies  where  members  of  Backward  communities  are  provided 
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house-sites  at  Government  cost  and  are  trained  to  live  in  healthy 
sanitary  surroundings  engaging  themselves  in  remunerative 
occupations. 

It  may  be  seen  that  besides  the  ameliorative  measures  pro- 
vided  for  under  this  head,  expenditure  is  being  incurred  by  the 
Departments  of  Education,  Industries,  Land  Revenue  and 
Public  Works.  During  the  current  year,  three  centres  for 
intensive  work  were  selected  for  the  establishment  of. 
colonies  for  the  Backward  communities.  The  sites  for  the 
establishment  of  these  colonies  have  been  selected  and  where 
Government  lands  are  not  available,  private  lands  are  being 
acquired.  Owing  to  the  delay  in  land  acquisition  proceedings, 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  corople'e  the  work  of  establishing 
these  colonies  during  the  current  year  and  so  provision  has  been 
made  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  the  completion  of  the  work. 

The  construction  of  dwelling  houses  for  the  colonies  in  an 
area  of  over  1 1 2  acres  of  land  is  making  rapid  progress.  Besides 
special  grants  to  individual  applicants  for  the  purchase  of  books 
and  school  accessories,  the  Department  has.  also  been  arranging 
for  tfie  general  supply  of  books  to  the  children  of  Backward 
communities.  The  next  year’s  budget  includes  a  provision  of 
Rs  4, (DO  for  the  free  supply  of  text  books  to  the  pupils  belonging 
to  the  Backward  communities  in  the  3rd  and  4th  classes  of  the 
Vernacular  Schools  of  the  Sta*e,  Another  item  for  which 
special  provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget  of  this  Department 
is  the  conduct,  under  its  auspices,  of  a  free  hostel  at  Trivandrum 
for  the  benefit  of  the  pupils  of  Backward  communities.  Govern¬ 
ment  have  been  granting  some  subsidy  to  the  local  branch  of 
the  Hari  jan  Sevak  Sangh  towards  the  maintenance  of  their  free 
Harijan  Hostel.  The  Central  Board  of  the  All  India  Harijan 
Sevak  Sangh  having  decided  to  stop  their  contribution  towards 
the  maintenance  of  this  Hostel  from  the  1st  July  1938,  the 
authorities  of  the  local  branch  of  the  Harijan  Sevak  Sangh  have 
made  a  request  for  enhanced  grant  from  the  next  year.  As  the 
continued  existence  of  the  Hostel  depends  primarily  upon  the 
financial  aid  rendered  by  Government,  and  as  Government  feel 
that  an  institution  of  this  kind  providing  free  boarding  and  accom¬ 
modation  for  pupils  of  Backward  communities  should  not  be 
allowed  to  be  closed  down  for  want  of  adequate  funds,  it  is 
proposed  to  enhance  the  grant  from  the  next  year  and  provision 
has  been  made  accordingly  in  the  budget  for  a  grant  of 

Rs  4,000,  f 
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22.  Medical,  Besides  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a 
small  additional  staff  for  the  General  Hospital,  Trivandrum,  ass 
also  in  some  other  District  Hospitals,  funds  have  been  included 
in  the  Medical  Budget  for  the  grant  of  honoraria  to  the  Honorary 
House  Surgeons  attached  to  the  more  important  of  the  District 
Hospitals.  These  Honorary  House  Surgeons  do  regular  hos¬ 
pital  work  and  thereby  meet  in  some  measure  the  demand  for 
additional  staff  in  the  Medical  Department. 

23.  Public  Health.  Vaccine  to  the  value  of  about  Rs  1 0,000 
per  year  is  now  being  purchased  from  the  Pasteur  Institute 
Coonoor,  for  anti -rabic  treatment  in  the  State.  With  a  view 
to  investigate  the  possibility  of  producing  locally  the  vaccine 
required  for  anti-rabic  treatment,  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  was  trained  in  the  King  Institute, 
Guindy,  in  the  methods  of  preparation  of  vaccine.  He  has 
submitted  a  scheme  for  the  local  production  of  all  the  vaccine 
required  for  use  here,  and  for  this  purpose,  a  provision  of 
Rs  8,215  has  been  included  in  the  Public  Health  Budget.  Of 
this  Rs  7,500  constitutes  the  initial  capital  expenditure  and  the 
balance  of  Rs  715  represents  the  annual  recurring  expenditure. 

The  continuance  of  the  existing  health  organisations  in  the 
taluks  of  Thovala,  Agasteeswaram,  Kalkulam,  Vilavancode  and 
Shencottah,  as  well  as  the  production  of  cinema  films  for  public 
health  propaganda  work  have  been  provided  for  in  the  Budget. 

24.  Public  Works.  The  allotment  for  ordinary  public  works 
expenditure  for  the  next  year  including  establishment  charges 
and  tools  and  plant  is  Rs  32'57  lakhs  as  against  the  current  year’s 
budget  grant  of  Rs  32' 26  lakhs,  exclusive  of  the  provision  under 
Capital  works  for  the  Town  Planning  Scheme,  the  Council 
Chamber,  University  Buildings  and  Military  works.  Provision 
has  been  included  in  the  P.  W.  D.  Budget  for  a  special  staff  to 

*  expedite  the  land  acquisition  proceedings  so  that  sufficient  pro¬ 
gress  may  be  made  in  the  direction  of  improvements  to  irrigation 
works  in  the  taluks  of  Neyyattinkara,  Trivandrum,  Nedumangad 
and  a  portion  of  the  Vilavancode  Taluk.  Provision  has  also 
been  made  for  the  continuance  of  the  temporary  staff  engaged  in 
investigating  the  irr igatio n'pro bl em  in  South  Travancore  and  the 
augmentation  of  the  water  of  the  Kodayar  Supply. 

25.  A  lump  sum  provision  of  Rs  3,000  is  proposed  to  be 
placed  under  the  control  of  the  Economic  Development  Board 
for  rendering  financial  help  to  Rural  Development  schemes. 
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26.  An  aggregate  sum  of  Rs  88’  1 9  lakhs  has  been  provided 
in  the  budget  estimates  of  the  next  year  for  expenditure  on  the 
following  Capital  Schemes : —

Water  Works  and  Drainage. 

27.  W illingdon  Water  Works — 1st  and  2nd  Stage  and  Sap* 
plemental  Works.  The  1st  stage  works  are  nearing  completion 
and  the  accounts  are  being  closed  urgently.  Under  the  2nd: 
stage  works,  the  laying  of  mains  over  a  length  of  42  miles  has 
been  completed.  The  total  length  of  mains  laid  under  the  1st 
and  2nd  stages  till  now  is  about  1 20  miles.  The  reconstruction 
of  the  Water  Works  Division  Office  has  been  completed  and 
the  building  occupied  on  10-1-11)3.  Due  to  the  early  setting 
in  of  the  monsoon  and  the  incessant  rains  and  the  consequent 
floods  in  the  river  at  Aruvikarai,  the  construction  of  bathing 
ghats  could  not  be  proceeded  with  and  completed.  The  total' 
amount  of  expenditure  at  the  end-  of  the  current  year  is  expected 
to  stand  at  Rs  57"40  lakhs.  The  next  year's  provision  under.- 
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this  head  is  Rs  ■' I ‘04  lakhs.  The  amount  of  contribution  re¬ 
coverable  from  the  Municipality  for  the  year  1114,  according 
to  the  arrangements  already  arrived  at,  is  Rs  90,000. 

28.  Water  Supply  Schemes  to  mofussil  towns.  — 

(1)  Nagercoil.  Against  the  sanctioned'estimate  of  Rs  1 6*85 
lakhs  under  the  scheme,  the  expenditure  to  the  end  of  the 
current  year  is  expected  to  stand  at  Rs  7‘22  lakhs  nearly.  The 
acquisition  of  lands  for  the  work  has  been  completed  and  works 
commenced.  Foundation  work  connected  with  the  construction 
of  Dam  and  Head  works  has  been  started  and  the  construction  of 
the  Low  Level  Reservoir  has  been  put  in  hand.  The  supply 
of  Hume  Steel  Pipes  for  the  Gravitation  Main  and  the  Asbestos 
Cement  Pipes  for  the  Town  Distribution  System  is  in  progress. 
The  next  year’s  provision  for  this  item  is  Rs  6'53  lakhs. 

(2)  Alleppey  and  Shencoltah.  In  these  cases  also,  the 
works  have  commenced  and  are  making  good  progress.  Provi¬ 
sion  to  the  extent  of  Rs  4'33  lakhs  and  Rs  1'25  lakhs  respec¬ 
tively  has  been  made  for  1114  for  these  items  and  it  is  expected 
that  water  will  be  made  available  by  about  the  close  of  1114. 

29.  Water  Supply  to  pilgrims  at  Sabarimala. — The  question 
of  providing 'good  drinking  water  to  the  pilgrims  who  congregate 
in  large  numbers  at  Sabarimala  during'lhe  Makaravilakku  festival 
had  been  engaging  the  attention  of  Government  for  some 
time  past.  A  reconnaisance  survey  was  conducted  and  the 
feasibility  of  pumping  water  from  the  Pumba  River  at  the  foot 
of  the  Sabarimala  Hills  up  to  the  temple  premises,  a  distance  of 
about  a  mile  and  a  naif,  investigated.  The  initial  cost  of  the 
scheme  is  estimated  at  Rs.  38,000  and  the  annual  recurring 
charge  between  Rs  I  50  and  Rs  200.  It  is  proposed  to  start  the 
work  and  have  it  completed  soon  so  as  to  make  water  avail¬ 
able  to  pilgrims  at  the  next  Makaravilakku  festival.  The  ex¬ 
penditure  is  debitable  to  Devaswom  Fund  budget. 

30.  Drainage  Scheme,  Trioandrum. — Sewer  laying  work  for 
an  aggregate  length  of  20  miles  with  the  manholes  and  house 
branches  on  them  has  been  completed.  The  construction  of 
the  Pumping  Station  at  the  Kuriathi  Ela  is  expected  to  commence 
shortly.  The  provision  for  the  next  year  under  this  item  is 
Rs  8‘52  lakhs,  and  besides  this,  a  sum  of  Rs  25,000  is  also 
provided  for  Sanitary  Installation  in  Government  Buildings. 

^  A  provision  of  Rs.  40,000  has  also  been  included  for  a 
Drainage  Scheme  for  the  Alleppey  Town, 
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31.  Town  Planning  Scheme. — The  expenditure  on  this 
scheme  is  expected  to  stand  at  Rs  9'5  lakhs  at  the  close  of  this 
year  and  for  the  next  year  a  sum  of  Rs  3'58  lakhs  has  been  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  continuance  of  the  works  included  in  the  scheme. 
The  formation  of  a  Special  Town  Planning  Committee  of  the 
Trivandrum  Municipal  Council  for  drawing  up  a  definite 
programme  of  work  to  be  carried  out  under  the  Town  Planning 
Scheme  is  in  contemplation. 

32.  The  Council  Chamber. — The  construction  of  the  Council 
Chamber  is  making  rapid  progress  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  would 
be  possible  very  shortly  to  celebrate  the  Golden  Jubilee  of  the 
Travancore  Legislative  Council.  Water  supply  and  'electric 
fittings  as  also  sanitary  installations  are  proceeding  side  by  side 
with  the  actual  construction  work.  The  expenditure  on  account 
of  this  work  is  expected  to  stand  at  Rs  1  '68  lakhs  at  the  close 
of  the  current  year  and  for  the  next  year  the  provision  is 
Rs  1  lakh. 

33.  Military  Buildings. — A  regular  programme  of  building 
construction  is  going  on,  vigorously  in  the  premises  of  the 
Military  Head  Quarters  at  Pangode  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
general  re-organisation  of  the  State  Forces.  Buildings  which 
were  in  progress  last  year  are  nearing  completion  and  new  ones 
also  are  being  taken  up.  The  total  expenditure  on  the 
buildings  is  expected  to  stand  at  Rs  1 0'2  lakhs  at  the  close  of 
the  current  year  and  a  provision  of  Rs  3  lakhs  has  been  made 
in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  the  completion  of  the  buildings 
already  taken  up  and  the  construction  of  new  ones  which  are 
found  to  be  absolutely  necessary. 

34.  Railways. — The  capital  charge  for  the  Quilon-Trivan- 
drum  Railway  and  the  Chackai-Thambanoor  Extension  at  the 
close  of  the  year  ending  3 1st  March  1937  was  Bh  Rs  53'63  lakhs 
and  Rs  28 ’33  lakhs  respectively.  The  budget  estimate  for  1  1 1 4 
provides  for  a  net  credit  of  Rs  29,600  on  account  of  the  re¬ 
linquishment  of  lands  acquired  for  Railway  purposes  at  the  old 
station  at  Chackai.  The  agreement  between  the  Secretary  of 
State  and  this  Government  for  the  working  of  the  Chackai- 
Thambanoor  Railway  Extension  is  still  pending,  and  the  Ex¬ 
tension  is  provisionally  worked  by  the  South  Indian  Railway 
Company  as  part  of  the  Quilon-Trivandrum  Section  of  the 
Travancore  Railway. 

The  working  of  the  Railway  resulted  in  a  loss  of 
Bh.  Rs  42,874  for  the  year  ending  3 1st  March  1938  represent¬ 
ing  the  deficit  in  the  interest  guaranteed  by  the  Government,  the 
amount  being  worked  out  on  yearly  calculations  in  [place  of  the 
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half-yearly  '  calculations  hitherto  followed,  according  to  the 
revised  orders  of  the  Government  of  India.  A  sum  of 
Bh  Rs  1 5,052  has  also  been  refunded  by  the  Railway  Company 
as  a  result  of  the  acceptance  by  the  Government  of  India  of  our 
contention  that  the  loss  in  the  working  of  the  Travancore  Rail¬ 
way  should  be  apportioned  between  the  Government  of  India 
and  this  Government  in  proportion  to  the  capital  outlay  incurred 
on  British  and  Indian  State  Sections  of  the  Tinnevelly-Quilon 
line  alone. 

In  this  connection  I  am  glad  to  inform  the  House 
that  though  the  Government  of  India  considered  in  1932  that 
our  contention  that  the  advances  made  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  India  for  discharge  of  Debentures  should  be  charged  interest 
at  3k  per  cent  only  was  unjustified,  they  have,  as  a  result  of 
our  representation,  now  agreed  to  charge  interest  on  such  advances 
at  3k  per  cent  only.  The  saving  involved  is  about  Rupees  half 
a  lakh. 

COMMERCIAL  UNDERTAKINGS. 

35.  Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Project. — Last  year  the  House 
was  informed  that  the  original  Power  House  for  the  project 
was  found  to  be  not  quite  satisfactory  and  that  therefore  a  new 
Power  House  at  a  new  site  had  to  be  constructed.  The  new 
Transformer  Yard  at  Pallivasal  has  been  fixed  and  the  erection 
in  the  Yard  is  in  progress.  The  new  Power  House  building 
is  under  construction  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  solid  rock 
foundations  have  been  obtained  therefor.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
installation  of  the  machinery  could  be  done  by  about  the  3rd 
quarter  of  the  next  year.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  scheme  will 
be  in  commercial  service  for  about  3  months  next  year  and 
an  approximate  revenue  of  Rs  1  lakh  has  been  provided  in  the 
next  year’s  budget  under  this  scheme.  The  total  expenditure 
as  at  the  end  of  the  current  year  is  expected  to  be  Rs  106’24 
lakhs  and  the  next  year’s  provision  is  Rs  31  ’30  lakhs.  Judging 
by  the  experience  of  similar  works  elsewhere  such  as  Pykara  and 
Mysore,  the  Scheme  should  be  able  to  pay  a  substantial  return 
on  the  outlay  from  the  second  year  of  its  operation. 

As  power  from  the  Power  House  at  Pallivasal  is  not  yet 
available,  a  small  Power  House  has  been  built  as  a  temporary 
measure  at  Kalamassery  with  second  hand  generating  sets  pur¬ 
chased  from  Coimbatore  for  meeting  the  demand  for  the  supply 
of  power  to  the  Sri  Chitra  Mills,  Alwaye.  This  had  to  be  done 
in  order  to  secure  the  market  for  electric  supply  and  to  avoid 
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the  installation  of  thermal  stations  by  possible  consumers. 
Tbe  Municipal  Town  of  Alwaye  has  also  been  brought  under 
electric  supply  very  recently. 

In  accordance  with  the  present  anticipations  and  forecast 
of  revenue  and  expenditure,  the  scheme  is  expected  to  meet 
interest,  depreciation  and  sinking  fund  charges  and  operation 
expenses  within  three  years  from  the  commencement  of  the 
supply. 

36.  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply. — The  total  cost  of  this 
scheme  is  expected  to  be  Rs  I0'73  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  current 
year  and  Rs  1 1  ’46  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  next  year.  The 
present  generation  is  1  '3  million  units  as  against!  '1  7  million  units 
last  year.  The  number  of  consumers  is  also  steadily  increasing. 
The  gross  receipts  for  the  current  year  are  estimated  at  Rs  2'51 
lakhs  and  for  the  next  year  at  Rs  2  55  lakhs.  Substantial  re¬ 
ductions  in  the  tariffs  have  also  been  made  this  year. 

37.  Quilon  Electric  Supply. — The  capital  (Outlay  on  this 
undertaking  is  expected  to  stand  at  Rs  2'84  lakhs  at  the  close  of 
this  year  and  at  Rs  3’21  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  next  year.  The 
gross  revenue  for  the  current  year  is  estimated  to  be  Rs  ‘91  of 
a  lakh  while  for  the  next  year,  the  receipts  are  anticipated  to  be 
Rs  T3  7  lakhs.  The  depreciation  and  reserve  funds  opened  for 
the  Electric  and  Telephone  Schemes  are  expected  to  amount  to 
Rs  5‘39  lakhs  and  Rs  2,03  lakhs  respectively. 

38. 1  The  Trunk  Telephone  Scheme. — Since  we  met  here  this 
time  last  year,  negotiations  between  the  Government  of  India 
and  this  Government  for  the  execution  of  a  Trunk  Telephone 
Scheme  have  been  completed.  An  experienced  officer,  who 
was  until  recently  in  the  Indian  Posts  and  Telegraphs  Depart¬ 
ment,  has  been  appointed  as  Telephone  Engineer  to  design  and 
construct  the  All-Travancore  Trunk  Telephone  Scheme.  An 
estimate  of  Rs  8  lakhs  has  been  sanctioned  for  the  work.  But 
only  about  a  fifth  of  the  sanctioned  estimate  is  expected  to  be 
spent  this  year  as  most  of  the  materials  required  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  scheme  will  be  arriving  only  at  the  beginning  of  next 
year.  The  scheme  contemplates  the  linking  of  all  the  important 
towns  in  the  State  in  addition  to  a  net  work  specially  to  be  con¬ 
structed  for  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  S  cheme  to  facilitate 
operation.  The  survey  works  have  already  been  completed 
for  the  line  between  Trivandrum  and  Nagercoil  and  the  con¬ 
struction  has  just  been  started.  It  is  proposed  to  use  Ascu 
treated  timber  for  most  of  the  trunk  telephone  lines.  For  the 
next  year  a  provision  of  Rs  5*99  lakhs  has  been  made  in  the 
budget  for  the  continuance  of  the  work. 
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39.  Clay  Refining  and  Porcelain  Factory. — The  construction 
of  the  buildings  for  the  factory  is  in  rapid  progress  and  the 
machinery  is  being  fitted  up.  It  is  expected  that  the  factory 
will  actually  begin  to  work  very  shortly.  The  total  expenditure 
on  account  of  the  buildings  and  the  machinery  would  be  about 
Rs  474  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  current  year  and  a  provision  of 
Rs  1  ‘35  lakhs  has  been  made  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  the 
completion  of  the  buildings  and  machinery  and  the  refining 
operations.  A  net  revenue  of  Rs  '95  of  a  lakh  is  expected  in  the 
next  year.  This  works  up  to  15  per  cent,  on  the  capital 
outlay. 

40.  Commercial  Transport. — This  scheme  which  was  an¬ 
nounced  at  the  Budget  Session  of  the  Assembly  and  the  Council 
last  year,  began  actually  to  function  in  Kumbhom  last  with  a 
fleet  of  59  buses  and  1  break-down  lorry.  Service  was  first 
started  on  the  Trivandrum — Nagercoil — Cape  and  Nagercoil — 
Colachal  routes.  Later  on,  the  Trivandrum  Town  Service  and 
the  Trivandrum  -  Nedumangad  service  were  also  taken  up  by 
the  Transport  Department.  Just  3  days  back  i.  e.,  on  the  5th 
of  Karkatakam,  Trivandrum— Quilon  route  also  began  to  be 
served  by  the  State  Transport  Scheme.  On  the  whole,  about 
110  miles,  besides  the  Trivandrum  Town  are  now  under 
operation.  It  is  proposed  to  take  over  some  of  the  feeder  routes 
of  the  main'  Trivandrum — Cape  Road  for  operation  in  the 
course  of  the  next  year.  Negotiations  for  taking  over  the 
Transport  business  of  the  K.'D.  H.  P.  Co.,  have  been  practically 
completed.  The  investments  up-to-date  amount  to  Rs  5 '8 5  lakhs 
and  the  net  receipts  for  the  current  year  after  providing  for 
interest  on  capital  and  depreciation,  are  expected  to  be  Rs  1  'I  5 
lakhs.  Government  have  every  reason  to  hope  that  the  scheme 
would  give  a  substantial  income  on  their  outlay  besides  afford¬ 
ing  improved  conveniences,  and  facilities  to  the  travelling  public 
in  general.  For  the  maintenance  of  the  lines  already  opened 
and  for  the  further  expansion  of  the  scheme,  a  lump  sum  provi¬ 
sion  of  Rs  4*1 5  lakhs  has  been  included  in  the  budget  for  the 
next  year. 

41.  The  State  Land  Mortgage  Bank. . — The  business  of  the 
State  Land  Mortgage  Bank  with  all  its  assets  and  liabilities,  is 
proposed  to  be  transferred  to  the  Travancore  Credit  Bank  which, 
as  the  House  is  aware,  was  recently  established  as  a  Share¬ 
holders’ Bank  under  Regulation  IV  of  1113  and  which  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  commence  operations  by  about  the  middle  of  Chingom 
next.  Provision  has  been  made  for  the  continuance  of  the 
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existing  Land  Mortgage  Bank  for  one  'month  in  1114,  pending 
its  actual  absorption  by  the  Credit  Bank. 

42.  State  Life  Insurance  ( Public  Branch).—  The  Public 
branch  of  the  State  Life  Insurance  scheme  has  just  entered  the 
fifth  year  of  its  operations.  Its  increasing  popularity  is  evident 
from  the  huge  volume  of  business  secured  in  a  short  period  of 
4  years.  5376  proposals  for  nearly  49  lakhs  have  been  received 
so  far  and  policies  assuring  a  total  sum  of  Rs  34  lakhs  have 
already  been  issued.  The  monthly  premium  receipts  now  range 
between  Rs.  1 2,000  and  Rs  1  5,000-  The  balance  to  the  credit 
of  the  Fund  stood  at  Rs.  2'26  lakhs  at  the  beginning  of  the 
current  year  and  it  is  expected  that  the  Fund  will  have  Rs  3’66 
lakhs  to  its  credit  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  Rs  5'41  lakhs  at 
the  end  of  1114.  The  expense  ratio  is  expected  to  remain  at 
1 4  per  cent,  or  even  below.  The  accounts  of  the  Fund  are 
kept  separate  and  Government  have  no  financial  commitments 
with  regard  to  the  guarantee  of  interest  as  in  the  Official 
Scheme.  In  spite  of  this,  the  interest  yield  on  the  Fund  is 
satisfactory  and  the  actual  yield  for  1112  was  well  above  3  per 

43.  State  Life  Insurance  ( Official  Branch). — The  policies  in 
force  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  were  643  and  the  Fund 
balance  stood  at  Rs  4'5  lakhs. 

The  actuarial  valuation  of  the  Fund  for  the  quinquennium 
ended  3 1  st  Karkatagom  1111  completed  during  the  year,  dis¬ 
closed  a  surplus  of  Rs  99,932  including  carried  forwards  from 
the  previous  valuations  and  a  simple  Reversionary  Bonus  of  I J 
per  cent,  per  annum  was  declared. 

44.  The  State  Provident  Lund. — The  State  Provident  Fund 
was  instituted  in  the  year  1  1 07  with  the  object  of  making  provi¬ 
sion  for  Government  employees  in  their  old  age  or  for  their 
families  in  case  of  their  premature  death.  The  scheme 
maintained  its  record  of  progress  during  the  year  also.  It  has 
become  popular  and  up  to  3 fd  Mithunam  1113,  11134  accounts 
have  been  opened  of  which  10418  are  effective.  The  closing 
balance  for  the  current  year  is  expected  to  reach  Rs  9'34  lakhs 
and  Rs  1 1  '54  lakhs  at  the  end  of  1114. 

45.  Cochin  Harbour.— According  to  the  agreement  of  1925 
one-third  of  the  cost  of  the  fourth  stage  works  in  the  Harbour  esti- 
mated  to  cost  Bh.  Rs  9 2 '83  lakhs  is  payable  by  this  Government. 
Of  this  Rs  22  lakhs  has  already  been  paid  and  a  provision  of 
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Rs  9‘  1 6  lakhs  has  been  made  for  final  payment  in  the  next  year. 
The  share  payable  by  this  Government  towards  the  purchase  of 
a  Dredging  Plant  for  the  Harbour  has  been  paid  to  the  Harbour 
authorities  and  repayments  in  respect  of  the  loan  advanced  last 
year  have  already  begun  with  interest  at  4  per  cent,  per  annum. 

46.  Assets  and  Liabilities  —  I  furnish  on  pages  1 1  and  1 2  of 
the  budget  estimates  the  usual  statements  of  assets  and  liabilities. 
The  Government  balance  at  the  end  of  the  next  year  is  esti¬ 
mated  at  Rs  90'36  lakhs  including  the  General  Reserve  Fund  of 
Rs  60*55  lakhs,  the  Revenue  Reserve  Fund  of  Rs  12  lakhs  and 
the  Sinking  Fund  Reserve  of  Rs  15*79  lakhs.  This  includes 
the  sum  of  Rs  184*38  lakhs  representing  the  estimated 
expenditure  on  remunerative  schemes  shown  under  Debt  Heads 
to  the  end  of  1 1 1 4.  We  have  financed  hitherto  capital  expendi¬ 
ture  on  schemes,  both  productive  and  non-productive,  tothe  extent 
of  Rs  3*75  crores.  The  Government  five  per  cent,  loan  of  1 091 
has  already  been  secured  by  investments  in  gilt-edged  securities 
and  the  recent  3k  per  cent,  loan  and  special  loans  are  more  than 
covered  by  the  value  of  our  remunerative  assets.  Our  gilt-edged 
surplus  investments  amount  to  Rs  1 50*29  lakhs  and  our  other 
liquid  assets  to  more  than  Rs  1 00  lakhs. 

47.  Ways  and  Means. —  Our  surplus  investments  in  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  Securities  and  short-term  deposits  in  Banks  which 
stood  at  Rs  196*09  lakhs  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  are  expected 
to  stand  at  Rs  202'20  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  year  on  account 
of  further  investments  during  the  year  in  short-term  deposits. 
Our  closing  cash  balances  at  the  end  of  the  current  year  are 
estimated  at  Rs  52*16  lakhs. 

With  a  view  to  finance  the  estimated  programme  of  our 
capital  schemes  both  productive  and  non-productive  and  to  main¬ 
tain  adequate  cash  balance  in  our  Treasuries  and  the  Banks,  it  is 
proposed  to  credit  the  short-term  deposits  in  Banks  when  they 
mature  and  also  to  withdraw  Rs  25*44  lakhs  next  year  from  our 
surplus,  investments.  The  investment  account  which  will  be 
operated  on  to  finance  our  programme,  both  productive  and  non¬ 
productive,  and  which  will  keep  in  view  the  maintenance  of 
adequate  balances  in  our  Treasuries  and  in  approved  Banks,  is 
estimated  to  stand  at  Rs  1 50*29  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  next 
year.  Our  closing  cash  balance  at  the  close  of  the  ensuing  year 
is  expected  to  amount  to  Rs  40*97  lakhs.  The  general  financial 
position  of  the  State  can,  therefore,  be  asserted  to  be  thoroughly 
sound  and  satisfactory. 
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THE  DEWAN’S  STATEMENT. 


DEWAN  :  Under  Rule  68  (4),  I  proceed  to  make  a 
statement  on  the  Budget  that  has  been  presented  to-day  at  the 
Joint  meeting  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Travancore  Legislature. 

Before  I  proceed  to  do  so,  it  is  my  duty  to  tender  thanks 
on  behalf  of  the  Travancore  Government  and  I  feel  sure  on 
behalf  of  the  honourable  Houses  of  the  Travancore  Legislature, 
to  His  Excellency  the  Crown  Representative  and  to  Mr.  Skrine 
for  the  cordial  and  continuous  help  that  has  been  rendered  to 
this  Government  in  many  directions  during  the  past  year. 

In  the  course  of  the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  to 
which  we  have  listened  with  pleasure,  and  I  trust  with  profit, 
we  have  had  indications  of  the  diverse  ways  in  which  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  India’s  help  has  been  manifested.  In  the  matter  of 
the  Railways,  there  was  a  longstanding  question  about  interest 
which,  on  account  of  the  intercession  and  the  good  offices  of  the 
Resident,  was  settled  to  our  satisfaction  and  to  our  advantage. 
With  regard  to  customs  and  the  pre- payment  of  90  per  cent,  of 
the  anticipated  yearly  share  in  regard  to  the  Cochin  Harbour, 
there  again,  the  Government  of  India  was  most  helpful  and  their 
assistance  has  to  be  gratefully  acknowledged. 

In  this  connection  I  may  say  that  there  was  a  rumour  set 
afloat  some  time  ago  of  those  tendencious  statements  which  often 
appear  in  newspapers  to  the  effect  that  the  Government  of  India 
had  issued  an  ultimatum  that  unless  we  paid  certain  monies  they 
would  take  steps  to  deprive  us  of  our  share  of  the  Harbour  Re¬ 
venues.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  relations  of  the  Government 
of  India  and  the  Travancore  Government  are  such  that  ultimata 
on  the  one  side  or  on  the  other  are  incredible  and  impossible. 

In  regard  to  the  question  of  minting  our  own  coins  I  must 
also  gratefully  acknowledge  the  valuable  assistance  that  was 
given  to  us  by  the  Government  of  India  in  recognising  the 
‘  Chitra  ’  coins  to  be  unlimited  tender.  Many  years  ago, 
our  coins  were  unlimited  tender.  But  during  the  last  25  or 
30  years  or  even  for  a  longer  period  they  were  limited  tender 
and  the  result  was  that  we  were  u..able  to  take  advantage  of 
the  minting  which  every  Sovereign  State  has  as  one  of  its  main 
prerogatives  and  to  obtain  the  profits  from  that  min'ing.  Thanks 
to  the  good  offices  of  the  Government  of  India  and  to  Mr.  Skrine 
especially,  we  were  able  to  get  that  difficulty  removed  and  we 
are  entitled  to  mint  up  to  an  unlimited  extent  ‘Chitra’  coins  ; 
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and  as  you  will  see  from  the  speech  to  which  we  have  listened, 
we  propose  to  mint  a  certain  amount  of  ‘Chifra’  coins  next  year 
as  was  done  in  the  previous  year. 

Finally,  with  regal'd  to  the  arrangement  connected  with 
telephones  the  Government  of  India  have  rendered  us  much  help. 

I  now  turn  to  the  budget  proper. 

Let  me  in  the  first  instance  congratulate  the  Financial 
Secretary  on  the  lucidity  and  the  thoroughness  of  his  treatment 
of  this  complicated  subject.  It  is  a  pity  that  Mr.  Rengaswamy 
Iyer  is  not  with  us  to-day  as  his  health  has  not  been  satisfactory. 
But  it  is  hoped  that  he  will  be  restored  to  normal  health  very 
soon  and  rejoin  his  work.  1  am  glad  to  say  that  his  locum 
lenens,  Mr.  Ramachandra  Rao  and  thereafter  Mr.  Cherian,  per¬ 
formed  their  task  with  laudable  expedition  and  with  an  efficiency 
which  the  Government  acknowledged  with  pleasure.  As  will 
be  noticed  from  the  document  that  has  been  placed  before  the 
Houses  of  the  Legislature,  we  are  budgeting  for  a  surplus.  As 
is  observed  by  Mr.  Cheriyan,  this  budget  is  a  conservative 
Budget.  Deliberately  the  amount  of  income  has  been  put  down 
as  low  as  possible,  notwithstanding  that  we  fee!  convinced  that 
at  the  end  of  the  next  year,  we  shall  not  have  less  than  Rs.  265 
lakhs  by  way  of  revenue.  Bui  in  order  to  provide  against  all 
contingencies,  the  Budget  figure  has  been  put  at  about  Rs.  .’61 
lakhs.  In  this  conneciion,  it  may  be  useful  to  remember  that 
the  annual  revenue  of  Hydrabad  State  is  Rs,  817  lakhs,  ihat  of 
Mysore  is  Rs.  351  lakhs  and  there  is  no  other  State  in  India 
which  is  getting  as  much  by  way  of  annual  Revenue  as  Travan- 
core  is  budgeting  for.  [n  revenue  as  well  as  in  population, 
therefore,  we  rank  next  to  Hyderabad  and  Mysore  amongst  the 
Indian  States  and  in  future  discussions  and  in  allotting  the  place 
due  to  this  State  in  the  confraternity  of  States  1  trust  that  ade¬ 
quate  notice  will  be  taken  of  these  factors.  It  may  be  remarked 
in  passing  that  this  increase  in  Revenue  has  been  really  Rs.  20 
lakhs  in  the  past  two  years  and  it  was  effected  without  a  single 
pie  of  additional  taxation.  The  object  of  raising  the  revenue  is 
however  not  lor  the  pleasure  of  doing  so  but  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number  and  enhancing 
the  prosperity  of  the  State.  And  the  policy  of  this  Government 
is  not  to  allow  Government  balances  to  accumulate  for  their 
own  sake,  but  to  utilise  them  as  fe r  as  possible  in  productive 
works  and  not  to  allow  them  to  fetch  little  or  no  interest.  It  is 
well  known  that  the  utmost  interest  that  we  can  get  for  our 
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balances  if  kept  in  cash  is  not  more  than  two  per  cent.  In  cer¬ 
tain  banks  it  is  less  than  two  per  cent  and  in  ceria  n  other  banks 
it  is  two  per  cent,  or  at  the  most  21  per  cen\  We  cannot 
generally  get  more  than  two  per  cent.  lor  our  monies  y  invest 
ment  in  banks.  Therefore  it  is  a  great  pity  and  a  great  mismke 
keep  monta  locked  «P 


Speaking  generally,  there  is  no  doubt  that  so  far  as  agri¬ 
culture  is  concerned  there  is  a  world  slump.  Having  bestowed 
some  attention  to  this  subject  and  having  studied  much ^  o ■  the 
literature  on  the  matter,  I  may  say  that  it  is  very  very  doubdul 
indeed  whether  the  world  slump,  apart  from  extraordinary  causes 
will  improve  in  the  immediate  future.  A  Committee  ™»g«ted 
by  League  of  Nations  which  has  been  bestowing  considei able  at 
tendon  fo  this  subject  has  published  brochures  dealing  with  he 
matter  in  which  rather  pessimistic  forebodings  occur  with ,3d 
to  the  possibilities  of  what  may  be  called  agricul oral  evnal 
Now  there  is  no  gainsaying  the  fact  that  m  this  State *  affiu.lt  re 
is  in  a  very  depressed  condition.  As  a  matter  of  fact  Govern- 
ment  have  been  considering  during  the  last  year,  and  1  am  afraid 
will  have  to  consider  during  the  coming  year,  certain  scnemes 
of  agricultural  relief  to  the  people  who  are  toiling  an  “*land. 

Remissions  have  been  made  last  year  and  am  a  “  ,  ^  wyj

be  made  this  year  and  there  will  arise  also  certain  specmc 
mands  as  to  relief  exigible  by  certain  iocahties  which  a  not  be 
longer  delayed.  We  shall  hear  more  of  this  when  the  actual  de¬ 
mands  come  up  for  voting.  But  the  general  po  icy  i

By  agriculture  I  mean  agriculture  conducted  on  the >  old l  methods 
and  in  the  old  way.  It  has  therefore  become  mcurnbent  on^the 
State  to  devise  new  methods  of  agricultural  ope 
centrate  on  new  kinds  of  crops.  Therefore  it  is  that  last  year  i

an  extent  as  practicable  lor  the  existing  crop  investigated 

of  Soya  bean,  tobacco  and  sugar-cane  have  o  g 
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have  been  concentrating  in  South  Travancore  on  the  stoppage 
of  the  registry  of  tank  beds  and  the  improvement  of  irrigation 
sources,  having  regard  to  the  undoubted  fact  and  the  inescapable 
circumstance  that  the  Pechipara  Dam  and  the  Reservoir  have 
ceased  to  fulfil  the  expectations  that  were  originally  raised  and 
entertained  regarding  it ;  and  as  to  South  Travancore  other 
plans  are  also  under  consideration.  The  initiation  of  the  Credit 
Bank  is  one  of  the  essential  requisites  for  agricultural  rehabilit¬ 
ation  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  start  successful  operations 
very  shortly. 

Now,  the  point  1  wish  to  make,  and  make  very  strongly, 
is  that,  so  far  as  the  future  of  Travancore  is  concerned,  reliance 
will  have  to  be  placed  in  order  to  sustain  Governmentall  oper¬ 
ations,  and  in  order  that  the  Government  of  Travancore  can 
continue  in  its  traditions  of  progressiveness,  not  so  much  on  land 
revenue  but  on  other  items  of  income-producing  activities  and 
other  taxes  and  imposts.  From  that  point  of  view  it  is  the  object 
and  aim  of  the  Travancore  Government  to  try  and  raise  revenue 
in  other  ways,  for  example,  by  tightening  up  income  tax  rules  and 
by  devising  other  means  which,  without  operating  harshly  upon 
the  individual  inhabitant  of  Travancore,  will  yield  substantial 
revenue  to  the  Government. 

In  this  respect,  Travancore  is  in  a  very  different  position 
from  practically  all  the  rest  of  India.  Take,  for  example,  the 
Madras  Government.  Till  recently,  they  had  a  total  annual 
income,  or  revenue  of  about  Rs.  16  crores  of  which  more 
than  between  fifty  and  sixty  per  cent,  they  derived  from  Land 
Revenue  and  Excise.  Travancore  on  the  other  hand,  has  a 
total  annual  revenue  of  about  Rs.  2k  crores  of  which  about 
Rs.  40  lakhs  is  contributed  by  Land  Revenue.  Therefore,  we 
are  in  a  better  position  than  other  parts  of  India  in  the  matter  of 
relying  for  our  Governmental  activities  on  sources  of  income 
other  than  Land  Revenue.  There  is  no  doubt  that  hereafter  we 
shall  have  to  rely  less  and  less  upon  land  until  the  agriculturists 
of  the  country  take  to  intensive  cultivation  and  to  improved  and 
scientific  methods  and  commercial  crops.  The  future  of  Land 
Revenue  and  its  incidence  are  therefore  engaging  the  anxious 
attention  of  Government. 

So  far  as  our  income-tax  is  concerned,  Government  now 
■  feel  that  there  is  complete  justification  for  the  reorganisation  of 
the  department,  to  which  reference  was  made  last  year.  Now 
speaking  only  of  one  concern,  let  me  point  out  the  tremendous 
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difference  in  the  amount  of  income-tax  which  it  paid  in  the  year 
1112  and  the  amount  it  paid  in  the  year  1113.  In  ihe  year  1112, 
it  paid  a  sum  of  Rs.  7,643-4  as.  plus  Rs.  6,774  by  way  of  income- 
tax  plus  super -tax ;  and  in  1 1  1 3,  the  same  concern  has  paid  an  in¬ 
come-tax  of  Rs.  31,000  and  super  tax  ofRs.  11,000.  Similarly, 
in  the  case  of  other  concerns  also,  income-tax  and  super  tax  have 
doubled  and  more  than  doubled.  1  am  mentioning  this  only  for 
the  purpose  of  showing  what  result  can  be  produced  by  careful 
scrutiny  of  income-tax  appraisement.  Such  fac’s  also  demon¬ 
strate  that  the  State  is  entitled  to  demand  and  to  get  really  much 
more  by  way  of  income-tax  and  super  tax  than  it  has  been  get¬ 
ting  hitherto.  It  has  been  clearly  shown  that  with  the  fuller  and 
better  realisation  of  their  objectives  they  have  been  able  to  se¬ 
cure  for  the  Government  a  bigger  income  under  income-tax  than 
they  used  to  in  the  pasf. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  my  duty  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  fine 
work  done  by  Mr.  K.  C.  Venkstarama  Iyer,  who  has  now  re¬ 
turned  to  Madras  after  finishing  his  work  here.  There  is  no 
doubt  that,  in  the  reorganisation  of  the  department,  a  certain 
amount  of  very  good  work  has  been  done  by  the  department  itself 
under  the  existing  chiefs.  But  that  Mr.  VenkaSarama  Iyer’s 
assistance  was  invaluable  would  be  gratefully  acknowledged  by 
none  more  readily  than  by  those  chiefs  of  the  department  here. 

I  now  turn  to  the  Cochin  Harbour.  It  is  now  quite  clear 
that  our  participation  in  that  enterprise  has  more  than  justified 
itself.  On  account  of  the  separation  of  Burma  from  India,  as 
has  been  pointed  out  in  the  Budget  Speech,  the  receipts  of  the 
Harbour  in  respect  of  petrol  have  greatly  swelled  the  pool  and 
we  are  likely  to  get  hereafter  never  less  than  about  Rs.  20  lakhs 
every  year.  I  do  not  wish  to  say  more  than  this,  namely,  that, 
considering  that  at  the  most  we  shall  not  have  spent  more  than 
about  Rs,  lj  crores  on  the  venture,  an  annual  income  for  all 
time  of  Rs.  20  lakhs  is  not  bad  regarded  merelyasan'  invest¬ 
ment.) 

But  I  must  refer  also  to  one  aspect  of  the  matter  which 
must  be  borne  in  mind  with  regard  to  the  current  year’s  decrease 
in  import  revenue  at  the  Cochin  Harbour.  The  Government  of 
India  embarked  on  the  policy  of  protection  of  Indian  sugar. 
With  a  view  to  stimulate  local  production  of  sugar,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  imposed  prohibitive  duties  against  Java  sugar  which 
Was  being  imported  in‘o  India  in  large  quantities.  That  has 
been  the  real  reason  for  our  loss  of  revenue  in  the  year.  But 
that  is  more  than  compensated  by  the  decision  in  regard  to 
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pe'rol,  and  certain  oiher  matters  also  on  which  decision  is  pend¬ 
ing.  It  is  hoped  that  from  next  year  onwards  we  shall  never  get 
an  income  of  less  than  Rs.  20  lakhs  by  way  of  customs  exclusive 
of  our  own  collecions. 

I  now  turn  to  the  general  policy  of  the  State  with  regard  to 
State  enterprises,  especially  in  view  of  the  misunderstanding  and 
misconception  in  some  quarters  about  the  policy  o[  (he  Govern¬ 
ment  in  spite  of  the  explanation  I  tried  to  give  last  year.  Let 
me  once  more  make  the  position  perfectly  clear.  The  object 
and  aim  of  the  Travancore  Government  will  be  not  to  compete 
with  but  to  encourage  private  enterprise,  private  enterprise 
meaning  enterprise  which,  for  its  success  and  fruition,  depends 
upon  commercial  acumen,  advertisement  and  the  various  other 
expedients  which  commercial  men  have  necessarily  to  adopt  to 
ensure  commercial  success.  In  other  words  the  Sta’e’s  main 
function  is  to  let  trade  and  manufacture  remain  under  private 
management  and  control.  Government,  in  the  nature  of  things, 
cannot  conduct  commercial  concerns  adequately.  On  the  other 
hand  the  duty  and  the  function  of  the  Sta'e  will  also  be  to  make 
the  utmost  use  of  certain  things  which  are  or  should  be  State 
monopolies.  Let  me  illustrate. 

Take  the  case  of  timber,  for  instance.  Travancore  pro¬ 
duces  a  large  variety  of  useful  timber  and  in  greater  abundance 
than  most  other  places.  Thai  is  a  natural  monopoly  of  the  State. 
Let  me  point  out  that  for  the  last  25  years,  we  were  getting  a 
particular  rate  of  royalty  of  four  annas  per  cubic  foot,  in  regard 
to  certain  varieties  of  timber  sold  by  us.  We  were  so  doing 
not  because  of  any  cussedness  on  our  part,  but  because  we  did 
not  know  the  real  value  of  what  the  State  possessed.  The 
expert,  about  whose  entertainment  different  opinions  have  been 
expressed,— an  expert  chosen  for  his  skill  by  the  Government  of 
India  and  whose  opinior  s  are  now  followed  by  many  Govern¬ 
ments  ou'side  India— was  brought  over  here.  Within  some 
weeks  of  his  com  ng  here,  all  those  rates  were  revised  and  ex¬ 
actly  double  those  rates  were  cheerfully  given  by  the  very  firms 
which  had  been  paying  for  many  years  the  old  rates.  So  that, 
in  the  course  of  the  first  month  of  his  arrival  here,  he  was  able 
to  show  a  clear  profit  of  many  thousands  and  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
if  his  schemes  for  the  ulilisation  of  the  timber  of  the  State  are 
put  into  propfr  shape  and  lead  to  fruition,  it  is  expected  that  in¬ 
stead  of  the  Forest  revenue  of  about  Rs.  13  lakhs,  we  shall  geta 
revenue  of  about  Rs.  18  to  19  lakhs,  in  the  course  of  two  years, 
if  not  in  the  course  of  one  year.  1  am  leaving  out  of  account 
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the  question  of  building  of  bridges  and  structures  of  that  kind. 
On  that  matter,  as  there  is  apparently  difference  of  opinion,  let 
me  enunciate  the  policy  of  the  State.  This  State  does  not  now 
produce  cement  though  it  hopes  to  do  so.  This  state  does  not 
produce  steel.  We  have  *o  import  our  steel  and  our  cement. 
We  do  not  propose  to  do  so  unless  we  are  compelled  to  do  so. 
We  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  substitute  wood  and  timber  for 
those  articles.  Let  us  concede,  if  necessary,  that  wood  and 
timber  are  not  so  durable  as  steel  structures  and  cement  struc¬ 
tures.  Very  well,  we  will  renew  them  at  the  end  of  20  years 
or  even  earlier.  The  timber  is  ours  and  with  proper  care  is  an  in¬ 
exhaustible  source  of  supply.  It  is  State  labour  that  is  employed. 
The  profit  that  is  derived  from  it  goes  to  the  State.  This  is  the 
policy  of  the  Government  and  that  policy  will  be  adhered  to  as 
far  as  practicable  as  to  bridges  and  piers  and  similar  ventures. 

Take  another  matter.  For  years,  mineral  licenses  were 
granted  by  the  Sta'e.  Whole  areas  have  been  leased.  What 
did  we  find?  We  found  that  there  was  a  tremendous  amount 
of  buying  and  selling  of  lands  and  speculative  applications  for 
mineral  licenses.  We  came  to  the  conclusion  that  this  kind  of 
thing  must  stop  and  that  the  State  must  derive  an  adequate 
revenue,  an  adequate  share  of  the  profits  which  these  people  are 
making.  I  have  before  me  a  very  instructive  pamphlet  published 
by  our  Ceramic  expert  with  regard  to  Sillimanite  which  is  one 
of  the  concomitants  of  Ilmenite  sand  that  we  have  here,  it  is 
now  used  as  an  element  preferable  to  porcelain  in  the  matter  of 
electrical  goods.  So  far  as  this  is  concerned  we  do  no!  know 
its  real  commercal  value.  The  production  and  marketling  of 
Ilmenite  and  sill  manite  are  in  the  hands  of  a  world  combine. 
Until  the  facts  are  ascertained  and  our  far  share  of  profits 
secured  the  Government  do  not  propose  to  hand  over  any  of  the 
mineral  resources  to  prospectors.  Of  course  we  are  bound  to 
honour  the  contracts  that  have  already  been  entered  into,  we  are 
bound  to  carry  out  in  the  spirit  and  in  the  letter  the  contracts 
which  are  existent.  No  new  licenses  will  be  given  to  anybody 
unless  Government  after  investigation  are  able  to  see  what  are 
the  net  profi's  which  the  venture  can  bring  and  what  is  the  proper 
share  which  Government  migh'  obtain  from  that  amount.  This 
policy  again  is  in  furtherance  of  the  idea  that  these  be  ng  natural 
monopolies  of  the  State,  these  must  be  exploited  to  the  best 
advantage  and  the  State  must  get  the  best  profit  out  of  it. 

Take  again  the  case  of  other  minerals.  We  now  find  that 
Travancore  mica  which  is  of  the  crimson  variety  is  supposed  to 
be  better  for  the  purpose  of  electrical  goods  than  the  mica  which 
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is  elsewhere  found  in  India  and  which  is  of  the  greenish  variety. 
Therefore  there  have  been  demands  from  ou'side  on  account  of 
the  various  re-armament  and  other  programmes  elsewhere,  for 
this  kind  o[  mica.  There  has  been  demand  for  graphite  which 
is  also  found  here.  Therefore  Government  have  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  these  are  things  which  ought  not  to  be  handed 
over  to  any  private  enterprise  but  that  the  State  should  exploit 
these  resources  for  the  profit  of  the  State  Thus  in  regard  to 
the  n  tural  monopolies  of  the  State,  like  timber,  like  the  mineral 
resources,  we  should  exploit  them  for  our  own  benefit  exclu¬ 
sively.  if  we  cannot  conduct  business  on  proper  lines  ourselves, 
we  may  have  to  hand  them  over  to  people  who  will  do  so  but 
on  taking  a  proper  share  of  the  profit,  never  less  than  10  per  cent, 
and  in  certain  cases  going  up  higher  still. 

I  come  now  to  the  State  Transport  Department.  There 
has  been  a  tremendous  amount  of  confusion  of  thought  and  con¬ 
flict  of  opinion  about  it.  So  far  as  the  financial  aspect  is  con¬ 
cerned,  it  is  not  open  to  controversy  any  longer,  I  am  happy  to 
say.  Let  me  recapitulate  or  review  the  position.  We  have 
spen'  on  the  whole  less  than  Rs.  7  lakhs.  We  are  now  negoti¬ 
ating — those  negotiations  are  practically  complete  — with  the 
Kannan  Devan  Hills  Produce  Com  tr.ny  for  taking  all  them  tea 
and  transporting  that  tea  to  Cochin,  thereby  helping  the  port  of 
Cochin  and  a  sis'er  State.  Let  us  realise  exactly  what  the  posi¬ 
tion  is  to-day.  The  Kannan  Devan  Hills  Produce  Company 
sends  all  its  tea  by  ropeway  down  to  Bodi.  From  Bodi  it  is 
put  into  railway  wagons  and  taken  to  Tuticorin  and  exported 
from  Tuticorin  to  Europe.  The  idea  is  that  hereafter  that  rope¬ 
way  will  be  given  up  and  that  tea  will  go  through  Travancore 
territory  to  Alwaye  and  from  Aiwa  ye  it  will  be  p 't  in'o  the 
steamer  at  Cochin  by  our  Transport  system.  We  are  negotiat¬ 
ing  for  this  and  those  negotiations  have  practically  been  com¬ 
pleted  Then,  the  inhabitants  of  these  plantations  themselves, 
the  coolies  and  the  labourers  working  there,  require  provisions, 
rice,  tamarind  and  such  other  articles.  All  these  will  be  taken 
from  Alwaye  to  Munnar  and  thence  to  the  plantations  of  the  K- 
D.  H.  P.  Company,  instead  of  being  brought  by  the  ropeway 
from  British  India  In  other  words,  we  shall  be  the  sole  trans¬ 
porting  agents  for  taking  tea  from  Munnar  to  Alwaye  and  from 
Alwaye  to  Cochin,  and  provisions  from  Alwaye  back  to  Munnar. 

.  Now,  we  expect  an  income  of  about  Rs.  2  to  Rs.  3  lakhs  in  this 
direction  from  the  year  after  the  next. 
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i  may  also  inform  the  House  that,  having  learnt  of  this 
scheme,  similar  proposals  have  been  made  by  other  companies ; 
and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  one  of  such  proposals  is  now  before  the 
Government. 

Now,  leaving  on  one  side  this  contract  with  the  K.  D.  H. 
P  Company  which  has  not  yet  been  signed  although  the  preli¬ 
minaries  are  all  over,  we  are  bound  to  get  between  5  and  6  lakhs 
of  rupees  every  year  under  our  transport  scheme  by  way  of  gross 
income.  Out  of  that  6  lakhs,  deduct  50  per  cent,  for  overhead 
charges  and  other  expenses ;  that  leaves  us  3  lakhs.  Out  of  that 
again,  let  us  deduct  Rs.  1  lakh  for  the  maintenance  of  the  road, 
because  hereafter  all  roads  covered  by  the  transport  scheme  will 
be  maintained  out  of  the  receipts  from  that  scheme  and  not  from 
the  allotment  lor  the  P.  W.  D.  This  leaves  2  lakhs.  Again, 
out  of  the  balance  of  Rs.  2  lakhs,  deduct  Rs.  1  lakh  for  deprecia¬ 
tion  and  Rs.  1 14  lakh  for  contingencies.  That  leaves  us  a  net 
profit  of  3/4  or  one  lakh  of  rupees  per  annum.  Certainty,  an 
annual  income  of  Rs.  1  lakh  for  a  total  expenditure  of  Rs.  7 
lakhs  does  not  constitute  a  bad  investment.  Even  if  these  calcu¬ 
lations  are  wrong  by  50  per  cent,  still  we  get  half  a  lakh  of  rupees 
per  year  for  Rs.  7  lakhs,  that  is  nearly  7  per  cent. 

Now,  what  does  this  mean  ?  It  means  either  that  till  now 
somebody  has  been  getting  all  that  profit  without  the  State 
deriving  practically  anything  out  of  such  profit,  or  that  hitherto 
the  venture  was  being  run  in  such  a  wasteful  manner  or  under 
cut-throat  competition  that  nobody  could  get  any  profit.-  Indeed, 
it  is  the  latter  explanation  that  has  been  lurnished  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  in  answer  to  the  demand  for  income-tax.  It  was  said  that 
no  single  Transport  Company  got  any  profit  because  of  competi¬ 
tion,  cutting  of  rates  and  reduction  of  fares;  and  therefore 
instead  of  paying  legitimate  income-tax  to  the  Government,  some 
even  claimed  preferential  treatment  and  remissions.  The  net 
result,  as  I  have  already  pointed  out,  is  a  minimum  annual  return 
of  1 U  per  cent,  or  at  least  7  out  of  the  Transport  Scheme. 
Certainly,  this  is  a  means  of  securing  revenue  without  increasing 
the  burden  on  the  agriculturists  or  on  anybody  else.  It  is  a 
perfectly  legitimate  form  of  profit  and  it  may  be  incidently  ob¬ 
served,  has  been  taken  great  advantage  of  by  such  institutions  as 
the  London  Ccunty  Council. 

Let  me  next  take  up  the  Ceramic  Factory.  There  used  to 
be  a  series  of  questions  every  year  wi.h  regard  to  that  factory. 
We  have  spent  so  far  less  than  Rs.  6  lakhs.  This  factory 
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serves  an  area  of  thirty-five  square  miles  which  is  packed  with 
China  Clay.  The  supply,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  practically  un¬ 
limited  for  the  next  fifty  or  sixty  years.  1  am  glad  to  be  able 
to  announce  to  the  House  that  there  are  competitive  tenders  at 
attractive  rates  for  all  the  Refined  China  Clay  that  we  can 
supply;  big  concerns  have  come  forward  with  the  offer  to  buy 
all  the  China  Clay  that  our  factory  can  produce.  The  only- 
question  is  which  offer  we  are  to  accept.  It  is  expected  that, 
even  in  the  first  year,  we  shall  get  a  lakh  of  rupees.  Our  China 
Clay  is  supposed  to  be  better  than  most  other  Textile  Clay  in 
the  world.  So,  for  an  investment  of  Rs.  6  lakhs,  we  shall  get 
year  after  year  a  lakh  of  rupees. 

Turning  next  to  the  Hydro-Electric  Project,  it  is  my  duty 
to  allay  certain  doubts  and  apprehensions  which  have  been 
raised.  I  can  tell  you  definitely  from  my  own  inspection  that 
the  trouble  now  with  die  Power  House  is  not  that  the  found¬ 
ations  are  weak  but  that  they  are  too  strong.  We  have  found 
a  bed  of  solid  rock  on  which  Power  House  is  now  being  con¬ 
structed.  The  difficulty  was  to  dynamite  that  rock  and  start 
building.  The  foundations  are  laid  and  the  work  is  proceeding 
apace  and,  as  pointed  out  in  the  Budget  speech,  in  the  course  of 
die  next  6  or  7  months,  certainly  before  9  months  are  out,  the 
machinery  will  be  installed  and  the  current  will  begin  to  be 
supplied.  We  have  budgeted  for  an  income  of  a  lakh  ol  rupees 
next  year.  I  may  mention  my  own  experience  with  regard  to 
the  Pykara  Scheme,  as  to  which  also  as  in  the  case  of  certain 
large  scale  contracts  here  there  were  very  strong  allegations 
made  against  the  originator  of  the  scheme  which  was  my  humble 
self  and  against  others  working  under  me,  firstly  for  handing 
over  all  the  contracts  to  foreign  firms,  secondly  for  getting  com¬ 
missions  in  regard  to  the  contracts  and  thirdly  for  other  nefarious 
practices.  But  I  am  glad  to  tell  you  that  on  Rs.  3k  crores  in¬ 
vested  by  the  Madras  Government  on  that  scheme  they  are 
getting  an  annual  revenue  of  Rs.  27  lakhs.  The  rate  of  interest 
which  the  Mysore  Government  makes  is  also  9  to  10  per  cent, 
every  year  on  their  Hydro-Electric  enterprises.  It  is  a  known 
fact  that  so  far  as  the  Hydro-Electric  schemes  are  concerned, 
from  the  second  year  of  their  working  they  never  pay  less  than 
9  or  10  per  cent,  interest.  The  enterprise  is  well  on  its  way. 
There  have  been  difficulties  and  there  have  been  troubles  in  the 
beginning— no  big  enterprise  of  that  kind  can  get  on  without 
troubles  and  snags — but  they  have  all  been  overcome  and  1  am 
glad  to  announce  to  the  joint  House  that  from  the  close  of  the 
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next  year  we  shall  begin  to  make  income  out  of  it.  The  Trivan¬ 
drum  Electric  Supply  has  also  done  very  well. 

1  now  come  .  to  the  other  kind  of  enterprises,  namely, 
commercial  enterprises.  With  regard  to  these  enterprises  the 
position  stands  thus.  The  Rubber  Factory  was  leased  by  this 
Government  to  a  firm.  The  Rubber  factory  is  not  working 
to-day.  The  Government  have  therefore  absolutely  no  respon¬ 
sibility  for  its  working.  It  is  run  by  a  Travancore  Limited 
Company.  What  happened  was  this.  We  leased  the  factory 
for  a  monthly  rent  of  Rs.  2,205.  We  sold  our  stock  to  them  for 
a  lakh  of  rupees.  There  is  a  very  big  market  all  over  India  for 
the  produce  of  that  Rubber  Factory.  They  are  admitted  to  be 
first  rate  in  quality.  Their  machinery  is  admitted  to  be  adequate 
for  the  purpose.  But  the  only  thing  that  is  lacking  is — and  I 
am  saying  so  with  all  possible  respect — commercial  organisation, 
advertising  skill  and  financial  facilities.  These  are  things  which 
no  Government  can  supply  and  therefore  those  persons  who  are 
now  in  charge  of  the  Rubber  Factory  are  themselves  endeavouring 
to  obtain  these  requisites  from  elsewhere  and  I  hope  very  shortly 
the  Factory  will  begin  to  run,  because  a  great  deal  of  rubber  is 
required  for  our  own  purposes  including  the  Transport  Scheme. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  they  confine  themselves  only  to  making 
cycle  tubes  and  inner  tubes  for  motor  cars  and  buses,  they 
might  make  a  profit  of  the  concern  provided  that  their  marketing 
arrangements  are  good. 

So  far  as  the  Tincture  Factory  is  concerned,  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  Government  have  already  received  Rs.  5  lakhs  being  the 
consideration  for  their  handing  over  the  Tincture  Factory  to  a 
company  which  again  is  a  Travancorean  concern.  The  company 
has  been  formed  in  Travancore.  A  large  number  of  shares  of 
that  company  have  been  taken  by  Travancoreans  and  it  will  be 
found  that  so  far  as  that  company  is  concerned  there  is  no 
difficulty  about  commercial  skill  or  advertising.  It  will  begin  to 
pay  dividends  very  shortly  as  honourable  members  will  see  for 
themselves.  The  Paper  Factory  is  also  run  under  efficient 
management. 

Now  the  policy  as  to  these  private  concerns  is  that  Govern¬ 
ment  do  not  want  to  take  a  hand  in  running  them.  Government 
will  only  run  what  may  be  called  the  natural  monopolies  and 
concerns  which  are  in  the  nature  of  monopolies,  like  the  Com¬ 
mercial  Transport  and  electrical  production. 

Investigations  are  now  in  progress  for  the  purpose  of  using 
some  of  our  soft  woods  to  produce  rayon  for  the  manufacture  of 
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artificial  silk  from  which  pure  Travancore  Khadar— made  of  yarn 
produced  in  Travancore,  spun  here  and  woven  here- -can  be 
made  available  for  the  people  of  Travancore.  Travancore  does 
not  produce  cotton,  and  possibly  she  cannot  produce  the  best 
varieties  here  ;  and  in  this  respect  we  are  faced  with  the  same 
difficulty  as  Japan.  She  had  to  import  all  her  cotton.  She 
tried  substitutes  and  has  successfully  made  use  of  her  timber 
resources  which  are  very  extensive. 

As  I  said,  investigations  are  now  proceeding  for  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  rayon,  and  if,  with  the  ramification  of  our  hydro¬ 
electric  project,  we  succeed  in  bringing  into  existence  a  net  work 
of  cottage  textile  industries,  throughout  the  State,  the  results  will 
be  tremendous. 

I  now  come  to  the  University.  Nothing  in  the  shape  of 
re-orientation  in  the  industrialisation  of  the  State  is  possible 
unless  the  whole  ideal  and  the  whole  programme  of  education 
are  also  re-oriented.  And,  it  is  in  order  to  bring  about  that 
result  that  the  University  has  been  started,  and  will  be  worked. 
Criticisms  have  been  heard.  I  have  heard  that  a  certain 
number  of  students  have  been  asked  not  to  join  the  University 
or  to  boycott  it.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  effect  of  it  will  be 
that  those  students  who  do  not  join  the  University  will  be  at  a 
positive  disadvantage  in  the  matter  of  recruitment  to  public 
service,  for  naturally  Travancore  undergraduates  and  graduates 
will  be  more  in  demand  than  others  in  all  varieties  of  service  — 
public,  industrial  and  commercial.  But  1  feel  sure  that  these 
threa's  and  prognostications  will  not  materialise.  The  University 
is  formula'. ;ug  a  programme  to  work  on  its  own  lines  with  its 
own  agencies,  fi  is  an  essentially  national  organisation  which 
the  people  can  mak>.  or  mar.  1  feel  confident  that  the  people  will 
make  it  a  great  institu'ion  for  the  progress  and  advancement  of 
the  country  and  for  the  spread  of  the  right  type  of  education 
physical,  intellectual  and  aesthetic. 

Speaking  of  the  University,  I  am  reminded  of  the  large 
number  of  interpellations  about  the  importation  of  foreigners 
into  the  State  service.  Criticisms  have  been  heard  with  specific 
reference  to  the  entertainment  of  Mr.  Kamesam,  Dr.  Parames- 
waran.  Dr.  Cousins  and  other  experts.  My  only  answer  to 
such  criticisms  is  this.  The  last  people  in  the  world  who 
should  agitate  on  those  lines  are  the  people  of  Travancore  ; 
because  Travancore  talent,  Travancore  energy  and  Travancore 
enterprise  are  being  used  all  the  world  over,  and  if  cries  of  that 
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kind  are  heard  and  resound,  it  is  very  likely  that  we  may  meet 
retaliation  from  other  parts  of  the  world.  We  may  be  faced 
with  the  query  ‘why  should  we  entertain  Travancoreans  when 
Travancore  is  not  prepared  to  tolerate  any  foreigner  ?’  That  is 
the  real  danger  in  local  and  provincial  exclusiveness. 

I  may  make  it  clear  in  this  connection  that  it  is  not  the 
intention  or  the  object  of  the  Government  to  entertain  non- 
Travancoreans  in  service  unless  and  to  the  extent  to  which  it  is 
essential  for  the  development  of  some  Governmental  programme 
or  policy.  It  is  certainly  not  the  object  of  the  Government  to 
make  Travancore  a  kind  of  refuge  for  people  who  cannot  get 
employment  elsewhere.  If  experts  have  to  be  found  for  any 
particular  scheme  they  must  be  got  down  from  wherever  they 
can  be  found.  That  is  the  policy  of  this  Government. 

Finally,  let  me  add  that  the  resources  of  the  country  are 
manifold,  so  that,  in  the  deliberate  opinion  of  the  Travancore 
Government,  if  a  wise  policy  of  industrialisation  and  of  intensive 
agricultural  operations  is  conducted  and  if  there  is  a  background 
of  proper  educational  training,  the  revenues  of  the  State  can 
easily  go  up  by  Rs.  20  to  Rs.  30  lakhs  in  the  next  four  or  five 
years.  And,  the  revenue  will  be  raised  not  for  its  own  sake 
merely,  but  for  the  purpose  of  the  common  good  of  the  people  of 
the  country,  for  ensuring  the  inauguration  of  ameliorative  and 
beneficial  schemes,  for  getting  the  utmost  advantage,  from  the 
intellectual  and  physical  assets  available  to  the  State.  There 
might  be  differences  as  to  political  objectives.  There  are  bound 
to  be  such  all  the  world  over.  But  in  the  matter  of  industrial, 
agricultural  and  educational  programmes  and  policies,  there  ts  no 
room  for  acerbity  of  temper  and  no  real  reason  for  conflicts. 
There  is  no  place  for  animosities.  There  is  room  only  for 
friendliness,  comradeship  and  co-operation.  May  we  all  work 
in  that  spirit.

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  May  1  know 
the  date  on  'which  Government  arrived  at  this  conclusion"? 

Mr.  Govinda  Pillai :  After  all  the  tenders  were  ex- 
amined  Government  thought  that  their  offer  was  the  best  and  the 
Government  afeer  enquiries  felt  that  the  company  was  competent 
to  undertake  the  work. 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Are  Government 
aware  of  even  a  single  instance  in  which  the  company  has  under¬ 
taken  construction  work? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  Subsequent  to  the  answer  to 
this  question,  I  may  inform  the  House  that  Government  have  in¬ 
formation  that  the  company  had  undertaken  and  executed  very 
important  works  in  the  Madras  Presidency;  for  instance,  I  may 
say  that  they  did  the  Ponnai  Bridge,  the  Mangalore  Dry  Docks, 
the  Madras  Port  Tursl;  Works,  the  Cement  Company  buildings  at 
Trichinopoly  etc- 

Mr,  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Najr  ;  Have  they  done 
any  construction  work  in  Travancoro  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  No,  Sir. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  With  reference  to 
part  (/)  may  I  know  whether  Government  called  for  tenders  for 
the  construction  of  the  permanent  garage  ? 

Mr.  M-  Govinda  Pillai :  Government  called  for  quotations- 
They  did  not  call  for  tenders, 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  How  many  sent 
in  quotations  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  Quotations  were  obtained  from 
Messrs.  Harrisons  &  Crosfield,  the  General  Construction  Company 
and  the  Combined  Construction  Corporation,  Ltd. 

Mr.  Nedumnagad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  May  T  know 
what  the  offer  made  by  Messrs.  Harrisons  &  Crosfield  was  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai:  It  was  for  Rs-  1,19,000, 

Mr,  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  With  respect 
to  part  (g)  may  I  know  the  date  on  which  the  company  undertook 
to  construct  the  garage  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai  :  They  were  asked  to  finish  the 
contract  within  three  months  and  should  they  fail  to  do  so,  they 
agreed  to  pay  a  penalty  of  Rs.  LOO  a  day  for  the  period  that  they 
exceeded  the  three  months. 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R,  Kesavan  Nair:  Was  it  made  a 
condition  precedent  in  respect  of  contracts  that  were  given  toother 
companies  ? 

Mr-  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  It  is  certainly  one  of  the  essential 
things.  Expeditions  construction  was  one  of  the  most  essential 
things,  for  the  chassis  had  arrived,  the  Superintendent  had  arrived 
and  Government  were  very  anxious  to  have  the  service  put  into 
active  operation  tq  .avoid  loss  on  the  capital  already  invested. 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Are  Government 
aware  of  any  companies  that  bad  to  keep  to  the  time-limit  stipu¬ 
lated  by  Government  ? 

Mr.  M,  Govitlda  Pillai :  I  may  inform  the  House  that 
the  P.  W.  D.  had  estimated  that  the  wo4:  could  be  completed  only 
after  four  or  five  months, 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair;  May  I  know 
the  time  taken  by  the  Combined  Construction  Corporation  Ltd.,  for 
completing  the  garage  ? 

Mr.  M.  Covin  da  Pillai :  In  view  of  certain  alterations  in 
designs  and  specifications,  the  company  had  to  take  some  more 
time.  But  the  company  was  not  responsible  for  it,  The  alteration 
in  the  design  was  made  by  the  Government. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair:  May  I  know 
the  exact  time  within  which  the  work  was  completed  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai  :  A  little,  over  four  months. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  May  I  know 
who  suggested  the  alterations  in  the  building  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  The  Transport  Superintendent. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R  Kesavan  Nair:  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  the  Government  did  consult  the  Transport,  Superintendent 
before  the  contract  for  construction  was  given  V 

Mr-  M.  Govinda  Pillai  :  Yes,  Sir. 

President  :  The  honourable  member  need  not  go  into  the 
details  of  the  consultation  between  the  Government  and  their 
officers. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  May  I  know  who 
suggested  the  plan  for  the  temporary  garage  ? 

Mr.  M-  Govinda  Pillai :  The  original  plan  was  suggested 
by  the  Transport  Buperintendend  himself. 

Mr  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair;  May  I  know  the 
reasons  that  were  given  by  him  for  changing  the  plan  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai  :  The  plan  was  prepared  by  him 
in  England.  After  coming  here  and  investigating  local  conditions, 
he  felt  that  certain  changes  were  necessary. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Did  not  the 
Superintendent  investigate  the  local  conditions  when  the  original 
plan  was  prepared  by  him  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai  Me  took  advantage  of  his 
experience  in  England  and  the  conditions  obtaining  there. 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R,  Kesavan  Nair  :  Mny  I  know  iho 

additional  amount  that  Government  had  to  spend  as  a  result  of 
those  alterations  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  The  contract  was  given,  in  the 
first  instance,  for  96,000  rupees,  and  the  final  payment  made  was 
Es.  1,15,965.  But  at  the  same  time  1  may  inform  the  House  that 
materials  to  the  value  of  Rs.  10,000  and  more  are  still  available  for 
use  by  Government. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Na.fr  .  Kay  1  know  the 
source  of  information  for  Government  regarding  the  capacity  of 
the  company  to  do  works  connected  with  structural  ungraamng  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai  :  I  have  informed  the  House  of 
the  several  works  they  were  engaged  in  and  how  satisfactorily  they 
executed  those  works. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  I  know 
whether  the  Government  got  information  about  the  scveial  works 
done  by  the  company  prior  to  admitting  this  question  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai ;  The  Government  knew  that  the 
company  was  competent  to  take  up  such  work.  Li  view  of  the 
several  interpellations  raised  on  the  subject  hero  and  elsewhere  the 
Government  thought  it  desirable  to  ascertain  the  specific  items  of 
work  which  they  had  executed. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  How  did  Govern¬ 
ment  know  that  they  were  efficient  in  the  execution  of  work  with¬ 
out  ascertaining  and  collecting  the  necessary  data  ?

Mr.  Q.  B.  E  Truscott  :  The  cracks  are  on  the  plaster  ; 
there  is  no  report  that  the  walls  are  cracked.

Mr.  G.  B.  E-  Truscott :  I  do  no  think  so. 

Mr.  G-  Narayana  Aiyar  :  May  I  know  whether  the  mem- 
ber  has  ascertained  that  diminution  of  water  was  not  caused  by 
silting  1 

Mr.  G-  B.  E.  Truscott :  I  do  not  think  that  the  silting  up 
of  the  river  would  contribute  in  any  way  to  diminution  of  water 
supply  in  it. 

Mr.  G  Narayana  Aiyar  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  is  aware  that  people  go  to  Alwaye  during  summer  and 
stay  there  considering  it  as  a  place  of  health  resort  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  Truscott  =  Yes,  Sir. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar :  Is  the  member  aware  that 
people  find  it  very  difficult  to  stay  there  when  there  is  less  water 
in  the  riveF  ? 

Mr-  G-  B.  E-  Truscott :  No,  Sir. 

Mr-  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  May  I  know  whether  the  Govern¬ 
ment  are  spending  any  amounts  for  removing  the  silt  in  the  river  ?

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  Truscott :  Yes,  Sir.

Mr-  Q  8-  E-  Truscott :  I  do  not  think  so.

Mr-  G.  B.  E.  T ruscott :  Yes,  Sir. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko :  Is  it  in  any  way  responsible  for  dimi¬ 
nution  of  water, in  the  river  at  Alvvaye  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  T ruscott :  Not  to  any  appreciable  extent- 
Construction  oj  the  Alwaye  bridge.

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  Truscott ;  The  end  of  1114  m.  is.

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair  :  Yes,  Sir.

I  understand 
there  is  another  committee  also  functioning.  But  the  matter  is  not 
one  of  urgent  importance  nor  of  recent  occurrence.  Therefore  t 
rule  the  motion  out  of  order,  '  ' 
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.  (8)  There  is  another  motion  standing  in  ihe  name  of 
Mr.  Korah,  It  reads  as  follows. 

“I  intend  asking  for  leave  to  make  a  motion  for  the  adjournment  o! 
the  business  of  the  house  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  matter  of 
urgent  public  importance,  namely,  the  illegal  interference  of 
Government  Officers  in  canvassing  support  against  the  State 
Congress  candidate  in  the  recent  Assembly  elections  at  Maveli-  / 
kara,  by  means  of  intimidation,  personal  violence,  and  undue  in¬ 
fluence  brought  to  bear  on  the  electors.” 

This  is  a  matter  which  ought  to  have  been  raised  in  the  form 
of  an  election  petition.  Grounds  such  as  intimidation,  personal 
violence  and  undue  influence  that  where  brought  to  bear  on  the 
electors  are  just  the  grounds  which  can  be  taken  up  in  the  form  cf 
election,  petition.  It  is  a  well-known  rule  in  regard  to  adjourn¬ 
ment  motions  that  if  there  are  legal  remedies  available  in  regard  to 
those  matters  and  those  legal  remedies  have  not  been  availed  of 
during  many  months  then  such  points  cannot  be  raised  in  the  form 
of'  adjournment.  Morevover,  it  is  not  a  matter  of  recent  occur¬ 
rence.

President  :  It  was  in  order  to  prevent  the  run  which  had- 
already  started  and  to  infuse  belief  in  the  mind  of  the  people  in 
banking  institution  and  to  restore  confidence  to  the  depositors 
Hutfr.tfiis-:  Press:  "Note,  was  issued..  In  any  .case  the  toatter.-.is  of 
urge®*!  importance.-  If  the-  honourable  member  wishes-  to  move  it, 
he  can:  do- so.  But' the  question  is  whether  the  discussion  in  this 
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house  will  not  make  it  more  serious  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
various  Banks.  There  are  many  reasons  why  such  a  discussion 
would  not  be  in  public  interest.  But  if  the  honourable  member 
wishes  to  have  a  discussion  he  can  do  so.  Does  he  press  it  ? 

Mr.  R-  V-  Thomas  :  In  view  of  the  remarks  made  by  the 
President  that  the  discussion  would  lead  to  heavier  run  on  these  in¬ 
stitutions,  I  do  not  press  it. 

President  :  The  next  motion  for  adjournment  by  Mr.  N.V. 
Chakko  is 

“I  intend  asking  leave  to  move  for  the  adjournment  of  the  business  of 
the  house,  for  discussing  a  definite  matter  of  urgent  public im- 
h  portance  namely  the  need  for  taking  immediate  stops  for  tho  grant 
of  responsible  Government  In  TraVancore  under  the  aegis  of  His 
Highness  the  Maharaja.” 

This  is  a  matter  that  has  already  been  dealt  with  elsewhere) 
but  as  it  is  very  important  I  shall  deal  with  it  shortly  here.  In  the 
first  place,  as  remarked  elsewhere,  this  is  not  a  matter  of  urgent 
importance.  The  question  of  responsible  Government  has  been  be¬ 
fore  the  country  for  many  yeara  and  so  far  as  one  can  judge  it  will 
be  before  the  country  for  a  long  time  to  come.  The  question  of 
responsible  Government  and  the  grant,  of  responsible  Government 
are  also  not  matters  which  can  be  discussed  under  an  adjournment 
motion,  because,  as  will  be  seen,  a  motion  which  cannot  be  brought 
up  as  a  resolution  cannot  be  moved  as  an  adjournment  motion. 
Dealing  with  resolutions  it  will  be  noticed  that  no  discussion  shall 
be  permitted  in  regard  to  any  matter  removed  from  the  cognisance 
of  the  Chamber  under  Section  17  of  the  Regulation.

PROCEDURE  RELATING  TO  GENERAL  DISCUSSION 
OF  THE  BUDGET  AND  VOTING'  OF  DEMANDS  FOR 
GRANTS. 

President :  Before  we  proceed  to  the  general  discussion  of 
the  budget,  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  honourable  members 
to  the  general  rules  and  the  procedure  which  have  to  be  observed 
in  the  discussion  and  debates  in  this  House  on  the  budget. 

As  you  are  already  aware,  the  debate  on  the  budget  will  begin 
today  with  a  general  discussion,  followed  by  the  voting  of  demands 
for  grants  from  Tuesday.  The  maximum  of  four  days  allowed 
under  Rule  74  of  the  Legislative  Rules  has  been  allotted  for  the 
latter.  The  demands  will  be  discussed  in  the  order  in  which  they 
appear  in  the  printed  list  placed  in  your  hands.  The  demands  un¬ 
der  I — Land  Revenue  and  Taxes  on  Income;  and -IV — Public  Works 
may  each  be  discussed  for  half  a  day,  and  not  more  than  one  hour 
will  be  allotted  for  each  of  the  remaining  demands. 

The  procedure  in  calculating  the  time  for  the  voting  of  demands 
will  be  the  one  adopted  in  previous  years.  A  day  will  be  taken  as 
from  11  A.  m.  to  5  P.  M.  of  which  the  first  hour  is  available  for 
questions  and  answers  and  another  hour  (1  to  2  P.  M.)  will  be  the 
lunch  interval.  The  remaining  four  hours  will  be  reckoned  as  a  full 
day  and  two  hours  as  half  a  day.  If  the  time  taken  up  for  ques¬ 
tions  and  answers  is  less  than  an  hour,  the  remaining  time  will  also 
be  available  to  the  House  for  the  voting  of  demands,  but  such 
available  time  will  not  go  to  increase  the  time  allotted  for  any  one 
demand,  and  will  only  enable  the  House  to  reach  more  demands* 

Honourable  members  of  the  Council  are  of  course  aware  that 
they  should  discuss  each  demand  as  a  whole  and  vote  upon  it  as  a 
whole  without  moving  for  the  reduction  of  any  grant  or  of  any 
item  in  a  grant.  To  enable  the  discussion  of  each  demand  in  the 
Council  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  members  should  send  in  any 
specific  motion,  and  the  Council  will  have  the  right  to  assent  or 
refuse  its  assent  to  any  demand  when  it  is  put  to  the  House. 

During  the  general  discussion  no  member  other  than  the 
Financial  Secretary  will  be  allowed  more  than  15  minutes,  and  in 
the  voting  of  demands  for  grants  the  time  limit  for  speeches  for 
members  will  be  l'O 'minutes.  I  hope  honourable  members  will  so 
adjust  their  speeches  as  to  make  it  possible  for  a  good  number  of 
their  colleagues  including  the  official  members  to  participate  in  the 
debates. 

FIXING  THE  DATE  OF  ELECTIONS  TO  THE  PUBLIC 
ACCOUNTS  COMMITTEE  AND  THE  STANDING 
FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

I  also  wish  to  announce  that  this  House  will  elect  one  repre¬ 
sentative  to  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  and  another  for  the 
Vol.  XII*  No.  J. 
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Finance  Committee,  for  the  next  financial  year,  on  Monday,  the 
15th  August,  after  the  proceedings  of  the  day  are  over. 

The  elections  will  be  conducted  in  the  same  way  as  in  previous 
years  and  they  will  be  presided  over  by  one  of  the  panel  of 
chairmen. 

The  House  will  now  proceed  to  the  general  discussion  of  the 
budget. 

GENERAL  DISCUSSION  OF  THE  BUDGET. 

Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  [Qnilon  cum  Kunmt- 
tur):  Sir,  I  rise  to  offer  a  few  remarks  on  the  budget  presented  by  the 
Financial  Secretary.  It  has  been  pointed  times  without  number 
that  the  most  significant  feature  of  our  finances  was  that  its  expen¬ 
diture  was  increasing  and  its  revenue  is  becoming  more  and  more 
inelastic.  ]  am  glad  to  find  that  the  Government  have  taken  note 
of  that  significant  fact.  There  are  not  many  ways  of  increasing 
the  revenue  and  there  are  not  many  effective  means  of  introducing 
retrenchment  in  regard  to  expenditure.  The  only  course  open 
under  these  circumstances  is  either  to  increase  the  revenue  by  way 
of  new  taxation  or  the  tapping  of  new  resources  and  by  retrench, 
ment  as  far  as  possible.  It  has  been  found  that  it  is  not  possible 
to  introduce  any  fresh  taxation  in  this  country.  Because  this 
country  mainly  depends  on  agriculture  and  agriculture  has  become 
more  and  more  uneconomic  as  days  go  by.  Under  these  circum¬ 
stances,  Sir,  the  Government  deserves  warm  congratulations  and 
appreciation  for  tapping  resources  and  inventing  methods  of  aug¬ 
menting  our  revenue  by  finding  out  sources  which  were  till  now 
unrecognised.  I  was  rather  surprised  to  find  and  I  was  delighted 
to  see  that  even  in  quarters  that  were  trying  to  find  out  a  loop  hole 
in  the  budget  as  it  is  presented  they  were  finding  it  difficult  to 
point  out  any  substantial  defect  or  criticism  so  far  as  the  budget  is 
concerned.  All  that  could  be  done  by  the  most  malicious  was  to 
create  vague  fears  and  to  give  gloomy  forecasts.  Sir,  any  budget 
in  the  world  can  be  attacked  in  this  way.  If  you’say  that  the  anti¬ 
cipations  will  not  be  realised,  that  the  estimates  are  too  optimistic, 
there  will  ba  no  surplus  but  everything  will  be  deficit,  that  the 
financial  position  is  weak,  that  the  revenue  surpluses  have  become 
small ;  all  these  are  trite  criticisms  on  budgets  with  which  we  are  all 
familiar. 

But  one  who  looks  honestly  into  the  budget  will  find  if  one 
is  to  view  things  impartially  that  this  is  one  of  the  very  best  budgets 
presented  to  the  House  in  recent  times  and  the  new  Financial 
Secretary  deserves  congratulations  for  the  lucid  presentation  of  it 
and  for  its  scientific  arrangement, 
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Sir,  with  regard  to  the  budget  I  have  been  in  the  habit  of 
urging  Government  and  dinning  into  their  ears  that  they  should 
not  keep  a  lump  sum  without  [being  utilised  for  nation  building 
purposes.  There  is  no  use  in  raising  alarm  that  our  cash  balance 
has  been  reduced.  On  the  other  hand,  representatives  of  the  people 
ought  to  be  glad,  and  I  have  been  advocating  this  from  1108,  that 
money  must  be  spent  more  liberally  and  money  must  not  be  hoard¬ 
ed  but  must  be  spent  for  nation  building  activities  for  the  purpose 
cf  benefiting  the  tax  payer.  Sir,  it  would  be  foolish  to  think  that 
to  spent  money  on  ination  building  activities  is  a  waste.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  foolish  to  keep  it.  hoarded  to  meet  unforeseen  con¬ 
tingencies.  Sir,  unforseen  contingencies  might  arise  at  any  time  in 
any  country.  But  the  greatest  asset  of  a  Government  is  the  pros¬ 
perity  of  its  people.  If  the  people  are  prosperous  and  their  econo¬ 
mic  condition  is  kept  at  a  higher  level  there  is  ample  means  to  meet 
any  contingency.  That  ought  to  be  the  aim  of  any  Government,  parti¬ 
cularly  our  Government  because  we  find  it  is  profitable  to  invest  our 
money  on  big  industrial  schemes  as  we  cannot  get  high  rates  of 
interest  anywhere  else.  I.find  that  this  budget  has  been  characterised 
as  a  conservative  budget  by  the  Financial  Secretary.  But  I  am  not 
one  who  considers  that  it  is  a  conservative  budget.  It  may  be  con¬ 
servative  in  its  anticipation  of  estimates.  But  the  budget  has  to  be 
characterised  as  a  ‘development  budget’.  What  is  a  ‘development 
budget’?  ‘Development  budget’,  I  know,  is  an  ambitious  term. 
The  finances  of  the  State  have  been  clearly  set  forth  in  the  form  of  a 
statement  so  far  as'the  future  spending  policy  of  the  Government  is 
concerned.  It  has  been  given  out  frankly  in  the  budget.  Sir,  that  is  a 
great  advantage  and  improvement  upon  former  budgets.  Sir,  I 
have  seen  this  Government  fighting  shy  of  loans  for  remunerative 
purposes.  It  was;a  conservative  view',  I  believe,  which  prevailed  before 
the  W  ar  that  a  State  going  in  for  loans  is  not  a  very  desirable  step 
so  far  as  its  financial  position  is  concerned.  But  that  theory  has 
been  blown  up  since  the  War.  The  War  has  been  an  eye  opener  in 
many  directions.  It  is  found  that  if  the  Government  can  train 
people  in  the  matter  of  safe  investments,  that  in  itself  is  a  great 
boon  to  the  people.  Sir,  we  find  that  the  people  in  our  country, 
rather  the  rich  people  not  only  in  our  country  but  elsewhere,  are 
finding  it  difficult  to  find  safe  investments  for  their  money,  And  we 
know  perhaps  only  too  well  about  the  tragedies  of  people  who  go  and 
invest  their  surplus  funds  in  concerns  that  are,  due  to  bad  manage¬ 
ments  and  worse  conduct  of  its  managers,  crumbling  down  with  the 
result  that  many  families  are  ruined  and  made  to  suffer  untold 
miseries.  Under  these  circumstances  I  want  to  urge  upon  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  Government  the  necessity  of  going  in  for  loans  for  reproduc¬ 
tive  works.  Sir,  we  find  that  capital  is- very  shy  in  our  country.  • 
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One  of  the  reasons  why  capital  is  shy  is  that  we  are  not  accustomed 
to  such  investments.  If  Government  would  come  forward  and  float 
loans  to  train  up  people  in  the  matter  of  investments, il  think  people 
will  not  patronise  loosing  concerns  and  afterwards  get  desperate 
over  the  ruin  of  those  concerns.  If  that  is  done  by  the  Government 
people  will  be  very  much  benefited  and  their  money  will  be  utilised 
for  the  benefit  of  the  country.  Sir,  it  may  be  said  that  the  policy 
of  floating  loans  may  have  some  disadvantages  because  it  will  create 
competition  in  the  private  money  market.  I  do  not  agree  with  that 
view.  Sir,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  find  a  private  concern  in  which  a  large 
amount  can  safely  be  invested  in  our  country.  Secondly  the  market 
for  Government  loans  is  not  exactly  the  market  for  the  private  eon- 
cerns.  Therefore  there  will  be  no  serious  handicap  to  safe  private 
concerns  that  require  the  patronage  and  help  of  the  investors  and 
without  harming  them  Government  will  be  able  to  get  loans  and 
that  a  low  rate  of  interest.  And  the  amount  thus  obtained  may  be 
utilised  for  nation  building  activities.  Sir,  it  is  found  that  the 
Government  of  Travancore  has  launched  upon  very  big  schemes  in 
recent  years.  There  is  no  doubt  about  that.  But  I  want  to  stress 
the  point  that  the  Government  have  not  quickened  their  pace  with 
regard  to  the  practical  realisation  of  these  many  schemas  as  much 
as  they  should.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  see  the  reason  why  they  should 
not  boldly  undertake  the  schemes  that  [they  have  launched.  I  am 
led  to  think,  Sir,  that  the  Government  are  preoccupied  with  certain 
doubts  caused  by  certain  vilifications  that  have  been  going  on  on 
the  Governmental  policy  created  by  certain  people  who  do  not 
understand  the  economic  wisdom  of  these  .policies  in  and  outside 
the  State.  I  presume,  Sir,  Government  are  slackening  their  paee 
in  regard  to  the  working  of  the  schemes  because  of  these  circum¬ 
stances.  I  may  be  wrong  'in  saying  that.  And  I  will  be  only  too 
glad  to  be  assured  that  I  hs,m  wrong  in  this  respect.  But  I  am 
naturally  led  to  infer  that  there  is  some  little  slackening  in  -the- 
matter  of  pushing  through  the  many  schemes  that  Government 
launched  upon.  Sir,  what  I  wish  to  say  definitely  is  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  should  not  heed  this  unthinking  accusations  regarding- 
Governmental  schemes.  Sir,  with  regard  to  one  scheme  I  wish  to. 
say  a  few  words. 

The  transport  has  been  taken  up  and  enlarged  by  Government  ■ 
to  a  certain  extent.  But  I  think  there  should  be  absolutely  no 
delay  with  regard  to  the  extension  of  the  Government  Transport 
Scheme  from  Kottarakara  to  Kottayam,  because  I  find  from- ex¬ 
perience  that  this  is  the  most  inefficiently  run  line.  And  there  is. 
very  great  inconvenience  experienced  by  the  travelling. public  which, 
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they  have  been  suffering  for  a  very  long  time  more  than  in  any 
other-  line.  In  the  lines  either  from  Quilonto  Trivandrum  or  from 
Cape  to  Trivandrum  we  cannot  see  such  difficulties  as  is  experien- 
sed  in  the  Kottarakara-Kottayam  line.  I  wish  also  to  point  out 
that  all  the  buses  in  that  line  are  monopolised  by  a  certain  clique. 

I  found,  Sir,  to  my  astonishment  that  political  considerations  have 
put  difficulties  in  the  way  of  respectable  gentlemen  in  the  matter  of 
travel.  Sir,  I  have  it  as  a  fact  from  a  very  respectable  gentleman 
that  because  he  belonged  to  a  political  organisation,  because  he  was 
working  in  a  political  organisation,  because  he  was  against  another 
organisation  to  which  the  bus  owners  and  the  people  who  control 
the  traffic  from  Kottarakara  to  liottaynra  belong,  that  gentleman 
was  refused  admission  into  successive  buses  and  be  had  to  wait 
from  5  in  the  evening  till  12  at  night  before  he  got  a  bus  and  r  each¬ 
ed  his  destination  from  Pandalam  to  Changanacherry.  I  do  not 
know  how  this  can  be  dealt  with.  I  am  assured  that  he  has  com¬ 
plained  to.  the  Police  Commissioner  regarding  this  matter  and  also 
to  the  Traffic  Superintendent.  If  the  Transport  is  conducted  like 
this,  and  if  travellers  ought  to  confirm  to  the  political  views  of  the 
bus  owners  it  would  be  a  great  hardship  to  the  travelling  public. 
The  transport  scheme  introduced  by  Government,  even  if  it  does 
not  bring  out  any  remuneration  to  Government,  I  think  if  it  does 
allow  all  persons  to  travel  by  bus  irrespective  of  his  political  pre¬ 
dictions  it  ought  to  be,  enough  reason  for  emulation.  Otherwise 
it  would  be  curtailing  our  liberties  to  a  considerable  extent.  The 
State  should  not  allow  that,  I  wish  to  point  out  that  Government 
should  take  early  steps  to  extend  the  transport  system  and  take  up 
the  Kottarakara-Kottayam  route  as  well.  My  fear  is,  that  the 
private  bus  owners  are  not  taking  adequate  steps  to  improve  trans¬ 
port  facilities  as  they  ought  to;  This  is  a  matter  which  I  wish  to 
bring  to  the  earnest  attention  of  Government.  Sir,  this  is  one 
instance  in  which  _the  Government  ought  to  push  on  with  the 
scheme. 

Then  with  regard  to  the  Pallivasal  Hydro  Electic  Scheme  I 
wish  to  say  a  few  words.  I  must  say,  Sir,  that  even  though  we  can 
give  full  credit  to  the  statement  made  by  the  Electrical  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer,  there  is  a  feeling  in  the  country  that  the  work  is  not  prog¬ 
ressing  as  speedily  as  they  expected.  That  cannot  be  denied.  It 
may  be  due  to  unforeseen  circumstances  and  unavoidable  difficul¬ 
ties.  Bur,  Sir,  those -difficulties  which  caused  the  delay,  must  be 
made  up  and  -the  work  must  be  speeded  up.  Now  it  gives  opportu¬ 
nities  for.  the  people  who  are  bent  upon  crying  down  every  scheme 
of.  lie  Government  that  this,  scheme  wall  be  a  failure.  All  sorts, of 
lies  are  being  spread.  They  say,,  a  lot  of  money  has  .been  sunk... 
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at  Pallivasal  and  there  will  be  no  electricity  coming  and  no  benefit 
done  to  the  people  by  this  scheme.  I  know.  Sir,  as  a  matter  of  fact 
during  the  recent  elections  one  party  exploited  those  transmission 
lines  for  condemning  Government  and  asserting  that  if,  their  man 
was  elected  they  would  see  that  these  wires  are  pulled  down  and 
that  they  would  criticise  the  actions  of  Government  in  un mitiga¬ 
ting  terms  and  thus  bring  about  a  millennium.  They  were 
lecturing  to  the  people  like  this  :  ‘‘Your  money  has  been  sunk  in 
this  venture  and  this  venture  is  not  going  to  succeed.”  All  these 
lies  were  deliberately  used  by  these  people. 

President  :  The  honourable  member  has  only  8  minutes 
more. 

Sir,  therefore,  I  say  we  should  not  leave  the  schemes  in  sus¬ 
pense  ;  they  ought  to  be  speeded  up  as  early  as  possible,  irrespective 
of  the  doubts,  misrepresentations  and  apprehensions. 

Sir,  with  regard  to  the  budget,  regarding  the  expenditure  side, 
I  must  say  that  there  is  necessity  to  look  into  the  matter  carefully 
and  reduce  the  expenditure  as  far  as  possible.  Sir,  it  is  all  very 
good  that  we  should  go  on  for  big  schemes  to  improve  our  material 
condition.  We  should  even  utilise  all  the  revenues  that  we  receive 
for  developing  the  country  as  a  whole ,  but  at  the  same  time,  it  must 
be  shown  that  the  expenditure  side  is  very  carefully  scrutinised  and 
all  avoidable  surplus  expenditure  is  eliminated.  It  must  be  shown, 
beyond  the  shadow  of  a  doubt,  that  we  are  only  spending  as  much 
as  is  absolutely  necessary  to  keep  up  the  proper  running  of  the  Go¬ 
vernmental  machinery. 

Before  I  sit  down,  I  wish  to  make  another  point  clear.  It  has 
been  found  that  various  economic  schemes  of  undoubted  value  has 
had  to  be  slackened  and  various  other  measures  have  to  be  stopped 
because  of  the  unrest  in  the  country.  Sir,  I  point  out  very  strongly 
to  the  Government  that  this  unrest  is  mainly  due  to  the  communal 
bickerings  among  the  representatives  of  the  people.  Sir,  I  have 
always  held  the  view  that  this  communal  bickering  is  the  inevitable 
consequence  of  the  present  system  of  single  non-transferable  voting 
which  divides  one  community  from  another  and  cuts  up  the  whole 
country  on  the  basis  of  community. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath  :  Sir,  I  raise  a  point  of  order  whether 
in  discussing  the  budget,  the  member  is  in  order  in  referring  to  the 
constitution  or  the  limitations  of  the  Legislative  Bodies. 

President  =  Order,  order.  Ordinarily  speaking  there  can 
be  no  discussion.  The  exact  ruling  is  this  :  ‘‘It  shall  not  be  law¬ 
ful  for  the  Council  or  the  Assembly  to  consider  ,  and  enact  any 
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measure  relating  to  or  affecting  (a)  The  Ruling  Family”  etc.,  Any 
matter  which  is  exempted  under  Section  17  cannot  form  the  subject 
of  a  Resolution.  So  far  as  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget  is 
concerned,  while  no  proposal  could  be  made,  a  general  passing  re¬ 
ference  to  the  constitution  of  the  country  may  be  made  and  this  has 
been  allowed  in  the  past. 

Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  Therefore,  accord, 
mg  to  me  the  reason  for  this  communal  rivalry,  as  is  seen  now 
among  the  representatives  of  the  people,  is  due  entirely  (o  the  fact 
that  they  owe  their  allegiance  entirely  to  the  individual  communi¬ 
ties.  The  voting  system  was  introduced  for  helping  certain 
minoity  communities  and  to  the  communities  to  the  whom  reserva¬ 
tion  has  been  given. 

President :  The  honourable  member  has  one  minute 
more. 

Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  =  Even  though  in  one 
instance  one  minority  representative  was  able  to  secure  ninety-nine 
per  cent,  of  the  votes,  of  his  community  he  was  defeated;  whereas 
another  reservation  community  chose  the  candidate  for  the  other  in 
effect.  Before  the  next  election  commences,  I  hope  the  Govern¬ 
ment  will  take  necessary  steps  to  see  that  this  system  of  voting 
is  changed  because  it  cuts  at  the  very  root  of  national  solidarity. 
Some  people  who  talk  high  politics  scarcely  recognise  or  refuse  to 
recognise  the  importance  of  this  problem.  Government  will  con¬ 
sider  it  very  seriously  and  they  will  find  that  the  introduction  of 
plural  voting  system  is  the  only  solvent  to  make  the  legislature  really 
representative  of  the  people  of  the  country.  Under  the  present 
system  it  will  create  more  and  more  bickerings  and  divide  commu¬ 
nity  from  community  and  create  greater  hatred  among  the  commu¬ 
nities.

Mr*  K.  K.  Kuruvilla :  Sir,  I  rise  to  speak  oil  the  budget, 
not  to  criticise  it  nor  to  congratulate  its  author.  My  purpose  is  to 
make  certain  observations  which  I  hope  will  be  useful  in  the  pre¬ 
parations  of  the  budget  and  to  our  people. 

What  I  feel  about  the  budget  is  that,  in  framing  it,  due  con¬ 
sideration  has  not  been  given  to  certain  aspects  which  should  have 
been  attended  to.  I  shall  make  myself  clear.  The  Dewan-Presi- 
dent,  in  his  statement  to  the  Joint  Session  of  the  Legislature,  very 
aptly  remarked  that  he  would  give  due  consideration  to  the  problem 
of  the  ryots  of  the  country.  That  very  appealing  statement  has 
since  been  supplemented  by  the  declaration  of  remission  of  taxes  in 
certain  places  and  reduction  in  other  place?.  But  when  I  scan  the 
pages  of  the  budget,  1  find  there  is  very  little  in  it  indicating  the 
partial  fulfilment  at  least  of  the  desire  of  the  ilewan- President. 
Let  me  quote  a  fiew  instances. 
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Sir,  about  40  per  cent,  of  our  total  income  is  spent  on  the 
salaries  of  our  officers.  Out  of  the  60  per  cent,  left  for  the  people 
as  a  whole,  drainage,  town-planning  etc-,  consume  about  Rs.  25 
lakhs.  Out  of  this  Rs.  25  lakhs  only  Rs.  7,  000  has  been  set  apart 
for  a  rural  area,  namely,  Shertala.  Rs.  7,000  out  of  Rs.  25  lakhs, 
for  the  development  of  rural  areas  ; 

In  regard  to  ryots’  roads  about  which  there  has  all  along  been 
persistent  cry  from  the  different  parts  of  the  country,  only 
Rs.  17,000  has  been  set  apart  for  new  works  during  1114  ;  and  out 
of  this  Rs..  17, 000,  Rs.  7,000  has  bean  allotted  for  metalling  the 
roads,  so  that  only  Rs-  10,000  will  really  be  available  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  ryots’  roads.  Sir,  I  need  not  adcl  instances  further.  It  is 
clear  that  only  a  very  little  amount  of  our  large  income  is  being  de¬ 
voted  for  the  development  of  rural  areas.  Out  of  about  Rs.  259 
lakhs  which  is  proposed  to  be  spent  during  11 14,  suffice  it  to  say 
that  we  propose  to  spend  only  Rs.  10,000  for  rural  development, 
Rs.  3,000  for  the  Development  Board,  Rs.  30,000  for  backward 
communities,  in  all  about  Rs.  40,000for  the  real  good  of  the  masses. 
Sir,  that  is  a  very  sad  reflection  on  the  preparation  of  the  budget, 
however  excellent  it  may  be  in  other  respects. 

I  shall  now  pass  on  to  a  few  important  suggestions  which  I 
want  to  make  to  the  Government.  Sir,  it  has  been  suggested  all 
over  the  country  that  the  Conciliation  Boards  should  be  so  modified 
that  the  debts  of  a  person  would  have  some  reference  to  the  price 
of  produce  in  the  country  and  to  the  amount  of  interest  he  has  al¬ 
ready  paid.  Certainly,  the  Credit  Bank  should  be  so  worked  that 
the  Bank  would  take  over  the  liabilities  of  the  debtors  and  accept 
the  repayment  of  the  debts  to  the  Bank  in  easy  instalments.  That 
is  my  first  suggestion  to  the  Government. 

The  next  suggestion  that  1  would  like  to  make  is  about  what 
I  would  call  Pakuthi  reorganisation.  It  is  a  wellknowr.  fact,  Sir,  that 
the  various  officers,  especially  of  the  nation-builcling  departments, 
do  not  co-operate  with  each  other  nor  co-ordinate  their  work  ;  this 
is  particularly  so  in  the  case  of  the  subordinate  officers  among 
whom  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  rivalry  between  one  department 
and  another.  I  should  think  that  many  of  our  problems  can  really 
be  solved  if  we  can  bring  about  an  understanding  between  the 
officers  of  various  departments.  There  should  be  an  organisation  in 
which  the  P .  W.  D.  Supervisor,  the  Proverthicar,  the  Inspectors  of 
Co-operative  Societies  and  of  Agriculture,  and  the  representatives 
of  the  people  will  be  members.  Such  an  organisation  will  certainly 
be  a  great  boon  to  the  coun  try. 

I  would  recommend  such  an  organisation  for  another  reason  as 
well.  At  present  Government  have  necessarily  to  depend  upon  the 
reports  of  co.  min  subordinate  officers,  like  the  pakuthi  officers  or 
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the  0. 1-  D.  Much  of  the  trouble  in  the  country  is  due  to  the  false  re¬ 
ports  submitted  by  these  subordinate  officers  who  have  neither 
the  education  nor  the  character  to  represent  facts  as  they  are;  and 
this  is  true  whatever  be  tbe  community  of  the  officer.  If,  as  I  am 
now  suggesting,  we  have  these  village  organisations,  Government 
can  have  reliable  reports  to  proceed  upon.  No  report,  no  infor¬ 
mation  should  go  to  the  Government  except  through  these  pakuthi 
organisations.  So  long  as  we  depend  upon  people  whose  consci¬ 
ences  are  so  dark  that  they  cannot  distinguish  between  right  from 
wrong,  there  cau  be  no  peace  and  satisfaction  in  the  country.  That 
is  the  reason  why  I  say  that  we  should  create  responsible  pakuthi 
organisations. 

There  are  also  two  other  reasons  in  support  of  this  suggestion. 
Just  as  plants  turn  towards  light,  roads  have  a  tendency  to  turn 
towards  influential  quarters  instead  of  to  places  where  they  are 
really  needed.  I  myself  have  made  representations  to  authorities 
about  two  or  three  roads.  I  am  not  referring  to  Mr.  Truscott, 
and  my  remarks  are  not  directed  against  him  like  those  of  some  of 
my  friends  here.  Sir,  I  have  made  representations  for  a  few  roads 
which  would  have  cost  just  three  or  five  thousand  rupees  on  the 
whole,  roads  which  would  have  greatly  helped  the  ryots  in  the 
country.  1  am  sorry  to  find  that  the  budget  does  not  provide  for 
any  of  these  roads. 

Lastly  and  finally,  1  may  mention  that  these  pakuthi  organi¬ 
sations  should  ultimately  so  develop  that  they  will  have  their  influ¬ 
ence  felt  in  the  central  Government.  The  real  trouble  in  our  country 
now  is  that  the  people  have  no  real  organisation  to  make  their  will 
felt  in  the  central  administration.  I  do  not  see  why  some  people 
are  so  much  against  responsible  Government.  To  my  mind, 
the  primary  basis  of  responsible  Government  is  that  the  people  of 
the  country  must  have  an  organisation  by  which  they  can  impress 
their  will  definitely  and  clearly  on  the  central  Government.  People 
must  have  the  satisfaction  that  they  have  (he  right  of  direct 
approach— not  through  0.  I.  D.  or  the  Police — straight  to  the 
authorities  where  they  can  make  their  will  felt.  I  do  not  think  there 
is  any  one  in  this  country  who  will  say  that  it  is  either  disloyal  or 
subversive  to  have  an  organisation  by  which  the  people  cau  express, 
strongly  and  effectively,  their  will  to  the  central  Government ;  any 
Government  which  understands  popular  will  will  surely  respond  to  it. 
Therefore,  Sir,  I  hope  that,  before  the  end  of  1111,  the  question  of 
these  Pakuthi  organisations  will  receive  special  consideration  at  the 
hands  of  Government.  The  Chairman  of  this  Council  is  also  the 
Dewan  of  the  State,  1  hope  he  would  immediately  turn  his 
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attention  to  th;s  very  important  suggestion  that  I  lmve  made.  As 
I  have  indicated,  my  chief  criticism  is  that  the  people  have  no  real 
organisation  to  express  their  will. 

I  have  one  more  point,  and  that  is  about  the  nationalisation  of 
industry  in  this  country.  Sir,  I  have  always  been  an  advocate  of 
nationalisation  of  certain  industries,  I  have  no  opposition  against 
that  idea  as  such.  But  our  difficulty  here  is  that  one  thing  follows 
another  iu  such  rapid  succession  that  the  ordinary  man  gets  be¬ 
wildered.  Pallivasaf,  Rubber,  Sugar,  Ceramics,  Transport,  have 
all  come  in  such  quick  succession  that  our  people  are  not  able  to 
grasp  fully  the  value  of  these  schemes  or  to  realise  their  consequ¬ 
ences.  If  people  are  not  given  sufficient  time,  sufficient  interval, 
to  consider  what  is  behind  all  these  and  what  the  economic  con¬ 
sequences  of  these  will  be,  certainly  we  cannot  expect  them  to 
appreciate  such  schemes.  What  I  therefore  plead  is  that  we  must 
go  rather  slow.  There  may  be  exceptional  people  who  hare 
brilliant  intelligence  and  intuition  to  look  into  even  big  problems 
very  quickly  but  we  must  think  of  the  common  man.  After  all, 
Sir,  as  Abraham  Lincoln  has  stated,  God  loves  the  common  man, 
and  hence  he  has  created  so  many  of  them.  Therefore,  instead  of 
going  on  so  rapidly,  Government  must  adjust  itself  to  the  Psycho¬ 
logy  of  the  ordinary  man  so  that  even  he  can  understand  it  and 
respond  to  it.  The  chief  defect  in  this  quick  succession  of  big 
schemes  is  that  money  is  being  diverted  from  important  schemes 
that  contributes  to  the  Welfare  of  the  people  and  is  spent  on  less 
important  things.  In  this  connection  I  would  request  the  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  Chair  to  read  an  extract  from  a  Review  of  Provincial 
Budgets  in  British  India,  a  Review  with  which  1  entirely  agree. — 

“The  main  attempt  seems  to  be  one  of  careful  manipulation  of  the 
normal  revenue  and  expenditure  so  as  to  transfer  larger  sums  to 
the  ameliorative  departments.  This  is  made  possible  by  mild 
retrenchment  over  a  large  field,  reduction  of  salaries  and  allow¬ 
ances,  reduction  or  amalgamation  of  departments.  More  value  is 
obtained  by  a  new  order  of  preference  of  items,  so  that  the  villages 
obtain  snore  than  larger  towns,  direct  work  more  than  buildings, 
small  beneficial  schemes  more  than  ambitious  gigantic  schemes. 
-Money  is  thus  widely  distributed  rather  than  tied  up  in  large 
commitments  for  long  periods.” 

Sir,  I  wish  I  had  the  privilege  to  make  the  same  comment  on 
the  budget  that  is  presented  before  as  but  I  am  sorry  that  1  cannot 
do  so. 

Mr-  Eric  Hail  {Tramncore  Planters ):  Sir,  the  previous 
speaker  referred  to  the  budgets  of  the  Provincial  Governments  and 
his  remarks  brought  to  my  mind  the  Budget  of  a  neighbouring 
country  where  the  population  is  approximately  the  same  as  in  Tra- 
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vancore.  There,  the  budget  estimate  is  for  Its,  1114  lakhs  for  a 
population-  of  about  50  lakhs.  When  going  into  the  details  of  that 
budget  we  will  find  that  for  a  population  of  5  millions,  the  estimate 
for  the  budget  for  Education -is  Us.  142  lakhs  against  Rs.  44-3,-  lakhs 
in  this  country.  Knowing  those  countries  as  I  do,  I  can  only  say 
that  if  they  are  getting  value  for  the  money  that  they  spend  oh 
education  then  we  get  more  for  the  money  that  we  spend  on  edu¬ 
cation.  However,  it  goes  to  show  that  the  best  is  being  made  of 
the  money  which,  we  spend  in  Travaneore.  If  there  are  not  those 
sources  of  income  which  the  other  country  has,  at  least  we  are  doing 
the  best  with  what  we  get. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  see  that  we  are  not  allowing  our  money 
to  remain  idle  as  some  people  would  advise.  If  money  is  made  to 
wrork,  money  will  make  money.  There  is  no  cornmonsense  in  keep^ 
ing  money  hidden  away  when  there  are  opportunities  to  make  it 
useful. 

I  would  touch  on  the  agricultural  aspect  of  the  budget.  It  is 
true,  Sir,  that  in  your  speech  you  said  that  agriculture  was  de¬ 
generating.  Travaneore  is  no  exception  to  the  rule  and  throughout 
the  world  where  intensive  agriculture  is  carried  on,  the  land  is 
slowly  but  surely  going  waste.  I  know  that  in  America  an  area  of 
10,000  square  mdes,  of  what  was  very  fertile  soil,  has  now  become  a 
sandy  desert  without  absolutely  any  vegetation  on  account  of  this 
intensive  cultivation  and  soil  erosion.  That  is  a  picture  which  we  in 
Travaneore  should  not  forget.  From  our  experience  here,  we  see 
that  the  lands  are  becoming  more  and  more  infertile  now,  we  will 
find  that  in  course  of  lime  they  will  be  of  little  use.  That  is  the 
result  of  intensive  cultivation,  taking  crops  and  leaving  nothing 
behind  in  the  land.  What  was  in  the  jungle  ?  There  were  wild 
animals,  -  and  there  was  no  taking  stuff  out  of  it.  The  land  was 
fertile  and  yielded  good  crops.  But  you  cannot  expect  the  land  to 
yield  for  all  time. 

As  regards  Japan,  what,  has  happened  there?  I  atn  now 
coming  to  industries,  the  necessity  for  exploring  every  avenue  of 
industry  in  this  country,  because  the  result  of  intensive  agriculture 
is  degeneration  of  the  land  and  the  people  of  this  land  will  have  to 
depend  ultimately  ou  industries.  The  poorest  agricultural  country 
in  the  world  to-day  I  think,  is  Japan.  I  recently  read  about  agri- 
cultural  Japan  and  I  can  only  say  that  the  yield  per  acre  in  Japan 
is  not  nearly  so  great  as  the  average  yield  of  Travaneore,  and  60 
per  cent,  of  the  population  there  are  dependent  on  agriculture.  The 
result  was  that  the  Government  of  Japan  about  forty  years  a^o 
said — Industrialise  Japan  and  industrialise  the  people,  What  did 
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they  do  V  They  sent  their  students  to  England  ;  they  sent  their 
students  to  Germany  ;  they  sent  their  students  to  every  part  of  the 
world  where  there  was  industrial  progress.  What  was  the  result? 
The  pupils  have  become  master  of  their  own  teachers  and  to-day  as  a 
result  of  searching  round  and  leaving  no  avenue  unexplored  to 
make  Japan  an  industrial  country,  they  have  exceeded  the  exports 
of  every  other  country  with  one  exception.  That  shows  you  that 
in  Travancore  with  agricultural  degeneration  we  must  explore  every 
direction,  rubber  manufacture,  sugar  manufacture,  ceramic  manu¬ 
facture,  or  monazite  etc.  We  must  at  least  search  round  as  Japan 
did  and  give  such  industries  a  trial.  No  new  industry  cm  prove 
itself  a  success  within  a  few  months.  Sometimes  an  industry  may 
require  years  before  it  can  be  a  success-  It  requires  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  everybody  and  in  course  of  time  you  will  find  that  these 
industries  as  they  have  been  in  other  countries  will  prove  a  success. 
What  we  do  not  consume  ourselves -we  would  sell  out  of  Travan¬ 
core  and  we  get  new  money  into  Travancore  and  that  in  my  humble 
opinion  is  what  we  ought  to  do.  We  want  to  get  money  into  Tra- 
vancore,  It  will  provide  appointment  to  those  who  have  no  work 
and  that  in  few  words,  means  prosperity.  Therefore  we  must  see 
to  it  that  we  search  for  other  industries  if  we  have  the  money 
now. 

Touching  on  agriculture,  I  recently  had  a  pleasant  experience 
when  at  Quilon,  i  saw  a  number  of  officers  conducting  scientific  agri¬ 
cultural  experiments.  It  was  of  the  greatest  interest  to  me.  That,  1 
consider,  is  one  of  the  sources  of  life  ,in  Travancore.  Agricultural 
scientific  research  must  be  augmented  and  we  must  find  out  how 
we  can  get  the  best  out  of  the  Travancore  soil  and  its  fertility.  If 
we  cannot  augment,  we  must  at  least  maintain  the  fertility.  I  would 
like  to  see  more  money  spent  on  agricultural  research  which  will 
benefit  every  one  of  the  agriculturists. 

With  regard  to  transport,  the  new  prospective  transport  from 
the  north  Travancore  to  Alwaye  and  thence  to  Cochin,  I  should 
think,  is  a  very  fine  thing  indeed.  Under  Government  control  and 
security  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  there  will  be  more  de¬ 
mand  for  Government  transport-  There  is  nothing  more  gratifying 
than  to  know  that  you  have  security  in  the  transport  of  your  goods. 
From  my  experience  in  transport  of  goods,  1  can  say  that  goods 
have  not  always  reached  their  destination.  I  may  assure  the  House 
that  when  there  is  Government  comrol  over  the  transport  and  liabi¬ 
lity  to  see  that  the  goods  reach  the  other  end  the  planters  will  be 
benefited  and  the  purchasers  may  also  get  the  goods  quicker. 

Touching  on  F.W.D  it  just  struck  me  while  I  was  coming  this 
side  that  some  years  ago  we  mentioned  the  good  parts  of  the  roads 
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but  now  we  refer  to  the  bad  parts.  The  extent  of  new  roads  which 
have  been  made  and  maintained  is  considerable  and  the  condition 
of  these  roads  I  should  think  is  very  satisfactory. 

President:  The  honourable  member  has  two  minutes  more. 

Mr-  Eric  Hall  :  There  is  nothing  more,  Sir, that  I  wish  to 
say  except  that  the  budget  is  an  exemplary  one. 

Mr.  James  Fletcher ;  With  very  great  pleasure  I  congratu¬ 
late  the  Government  on  the  Surplus  Budget.  The  Budget  shows 
that  the  expenditure  on  nation- buildiug  departments  has  not  been 
curtailed  but  there  is  an  all  round  increase  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  10| 
lakhs.  Under  the  item  of  Education  alone  there  is  budget  provi¬ 
sion  for  an  increased  expenditure  of  about  Rs.  3|  lakhs.  On  ac¬ 
count  of  the  economic  depression  prevailing  all  over  India  and  es¬ 
pecially  in  Travancore,  one  naturally  expected  that  the  State  income 
would  not  permit  even  the  usual  expenditure.  But  the  great  states¬ 
man  wrho  is  at  the  helm  of  the  affairs  of  this  country  has  succeeded 
in  raising  necessary  funds  from  fresh  fields  and  pastures  nev\ 

The  revenue  budgeted  for  the  ensuing  year  is  Rs.  261‘41  lo.khs. 
But  this  revenue  has  not  been  obtained  by  increasing  taxes  on  the 
people  ;  but  by  other  means  the  necessary  funds  have  been  found, 
for  example,  by  nationalising  the  transport,  by  successful  negotia¬ 
tion  with  the  Government  of  India  in  the  matter  of  Cochin  Harbour, 
by  taking  effective  measures  to  check  the  smuggling  of  tobacco 
through  the  frontiers,  by  making  Chitra  coins  an  unlimited  tender, 
and  by  working  the  Ceramic  Factory.  By  such  means  the  State 
has  succeeded  in  raising  the  necessary  funds  for  meeting  the  in¬ 
crease  in  expenditure. 

Mr  Nedumangd  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  May  I  know,  how 
far  the  State  has  succeeded  in  raising  money  from  the  Ceramic  Fac¬ 
tory  1 

Mr.  James  Fletcher  :  By  the  end  Jof  1114,  1  can  assure 
my  friend  that  the  Ceramic  Factory  would  yield  about  a  lakh  of 
rupees. 

It  is  to  be  noted  with  pleasure  that  the  financial  position  of 
the  State  is  as  sound  as  it  ought  to  be.  In  the  speech  explaining 
the  budget,  the  Dewan  President  informed  us  of  the  progress  made 
by  the  State  on  the  industrial  side.  He  told  us  also  of  the  policy 
of  the  Government  toward*  industrialising  this  State.  We  are 
thankful  to  the  Government  for  their  wise  policy  of  implementing 
the  agricultural  resources  of  the  country  with  those  from  industrial 
enterprises."

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I  shall  now  consider  another  aspect  o£  the  needs  o£  Travancore. 
If  one  has  regard  to  the  fact  that  more  than  70  per  cent,  of  the 
population  of  the  State  depend  on  agriculture  for  their  sustenance 
and  well-being,  one  can  easily  envisage  the  need  for  a  well -equipped 
Department  of  Agriculture,  with  the  primary  object  of  improving 
the  system  of  agriculture.  Over  and  above  the  cultivation  of  food 
grains,  Travancore  needs  the  development  of  commercial  farming. 
The  cultivation  of  tobacco,  Ground-nuts,  Soya  beans,  etc.,  can  be 
tried  on  a  large  scale  in  suitable  places  in  the  State.  It  should  be 
the  duty  of  the  Agricultural  Department  to  see  that  the  agricultu¬ 
rists  take  up  the  best  method  of  farming  'at  an  early  date.  But 
more  than  the  commercial  farming,  1  would  like  to  stress  the  need 
for  increasing  effectively  the  production  of  paddy.  It  has  to  be 
admitted  that  Travancore  may  not  be  in  a  position  to  supply  all 
the  rice  necessary  for  consumption  in  the  State.  But,  however,  it 
is  a  poor  consolation  to  see  that  Travaucore  should  be  purchasing 
paddy  worth  about  two  to  three  crores  of  rupees  every  year  for 
consumption  in  the  State.  It  should  be  the  aim  of  Government  to 
reduce  this  large  drain  oE  money  from  the  State  by  increasing  the 
yield  of  paddy  in  Travancore  itself.  And,  with  the  educated  pub¬ 
lic,  with  the  educated  ryots,  I  think  that  Travancore  can  easily 
manage  to  increase  the  yield  of  paddy  by  scientific  cultivations. 
For  succesfully  carrying  out  the  above  object,  we  want  a  well  orga¬ 
nised  Agricultural  Department  with  an  educational  institution  fully 
equipped  with  a  research  institute  second  to  none  in  importance 
and  district  model  farms,  where  local  problems  ,|can  be  tackled,  by 
trained  men  who  will  constitute  an  effective  link  between  the  peas¬ 
ant  and  the  department.  This  should  be  the  object  of  our  Agricul¬ 
tural  Department.  Sir,  in  this  connection  I  want  the  University  of 
Travancore  to  supply  the  necessary  qualified  men  for  this  work  and 
our  new  University  can  easily  produce  such  men  who  will  have  the 
local  knowledge  and  scientific  education’  for  bringing  about  a  reve- 
lution  in  the  matter  of  production  of  paddy  in  the  State. 

I  may  also  point  out  that  one  of  the  causes  for  the  pooryieldof 
paddy  is  due  to  the  poverty  of  the  agriculturists.  The  agriculturist 
is  not  in  a  position  to  improve  his  cultivation  or  increase  his  out¬ 
put  in  his  profession,  though  it  is  well  known  that  Government  is 
trying  their  best  to  relieve  the  agricultural  indebtedness  in  various 
ways.  One  of  the  methods  that  has  been  adopted  was  by  passing 
an  Agricultural  Debt  Relief  Regulation  and  having  a  certain  num¬ 
ber  of  Government  officers  in  various  places  as  Conciliation  Officers, 
to  help  the  agriculturists  in  the  matter  of  settling  their  debts.  I 
may  submit  that  Conciliation  Boards  have  been  doing  their  best  to 
relieve  the  indebted  agriculturists.  But  the  provisions  of  the  Agri¬ 
culturists  Relief  Regulations  are  not  comprehensive  enough  to  touch 
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even  the  fringe  of  .the  problem  of  rural  indebtedness.  A  special 
legislation  is  urgently  needed  to  inpleraent  that  Regulation  with  pro¬ 
visions  similar  to  those  contained  in  the  Madras  Agricultural  Debt 
Relief  Act. 

Another  urgent  need  to  help  the  Agriculturist  is  by  way  of 
improving  his  irrigation  facilities,  The  budget  of  course  provides 
some  allotments  for  improving  irrigation.  But,  to  my  mind,  that 
provision  is  not  sufficient.  The  agriculturist  at  present  is  entirely 
at  the  mercy  of  the  irregular  rainfall.  When  there  is  no  rain,  he 
loses  all  the  efforts  he  had  put  in  cultivating  his  paddy  field. 
Therefore  it  is  necessary  that  irrigation  facilities  are  so  made  that 
the  agriculturist  can  impound  all  the  rain  water  in  irrigation  tanks 
and  take  from  them  the  necessary  water  according  to  his  needs.  All 
over  Travancore  and  especially  in  the  South  the  irrigation  tanks  are 
without  water  during  most  part  of  the  year.  The  tanks  get  silted 
up,  I  submit  that,  as  early  as  possible,  arrangements  should  be 
made  to  keep  the  tanks  fit  to  hold  necessary  water  to  feed  the  fields 
that  are  situated  nearby. 

Another  important  matter  1  would  submit  is  about  ithe  ques¬ 
tion  of  taxation,  In  South  Travancore  especially,  the  Government 
are  aware  that  on  paddy  fields  as  well  as  on  lands,  tax  is  heavy  and 
I  understand  that  Government  have  sympathetically  considered  that 
aspect  of  the  matter.  But  no  permanent  arrangements  have  yet  been 
made  to  bring  about  relief  to  those  people.  Therefore  I  suggest 
that  the  Government  would  immediately  call  a  committee  with 
members  from  both  the  Houses  and  with  the  present  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  as  Chairman  so  that,  a  scheme  may  be  drawn  up  du¬ 
ring  the  ensuing  year  and  permanent  relief  effected  by  removing 
the  existing  heavy  taxation  to  the  people  of  those  districts* 

Another  point  I  wish  to  submit  is  with  reference  to  the  mala¬ 
rial  condition  in  Neyyattinkara  Vikvancode  and  Kalkulam  taluks. 
There  are  a  large  number  of  pakuthias  in  those  taluks  where  malaria 
is  prevailing.  It  is  true  Government  have  spent  some  mony  two- 
wards  giving-  relief  for  the  people  who  are  malaria  stricken-  It  is 
also  true  that  Medical  Officers  have  been  sent  over  to  that  area  to 
give  medical  aid-  Unfortunately  the  patients  have  been  getting 
only  English  medicines  with  the  result  that  those  who  have  just 
recovered  from  it  are  unfit  for  any  sort  of  physical  exertion. 
Therefore  I  request  Government  that  they  may  be  pleased  to  send 
some  of  the  biddah  Vaidyans  who  are  prepared  to  go  to  the  spot 
and  live  among  the  malaria  stricken  people  and  give  them  all  the 
help  they  can.  I  also  request  Government  to  place  generous  sums 
of  money  for  helping  the  malaria  stricken  people. 
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*Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath :  Sir  I  wish  to  offer  a  few  remarks  on 
the  budget.  The  Government  should  be  congratulated  on  the  fact 
of  their  being  able  to  present  us  a  budget  showing  the  largest 
amount  of  revenue  from  this  state.  When  criticizing  the  Budget, 
one  should  be  necessarily  and  justifiably  permitted,  to  view  it  from 
an  ordinary  layman’s  point  of  view  than  from  the  point  of  view  of 
a  technical  expert.  The  increase  which  we  find  in  the  total  receipts 
of  the  State  is,  I  should  think,  phenomenal.  As  such,  one  natural¬ 
ly  looks  to  the  ways  and  means  by  which  that  excess  amount 
anticipated  could  be  spent.  Viewed  in  that  light,  I  cannot  fully 
agree  with  the  members  who  have  decided  to  shower  congratula¬ 
tions  on  the  Financial  Secretary.  I  cannot  but  observe  that  the 
ryot’s  point  of  view7  has  almost  been  totally  ignored.  In  this  con¬ 
nection  I  should  be  failing  in  my  duty,  if  I  do  not  express  grati¬ 
tude  for  what  the  Government  have  done  by  way  of  a  small  remis- 
sioifof  tax. 

The  House  rose  for  lunch  at  1  p.  m.  and  reassembled  at  2  p.m. 
with  the  President  in  the  Chair. 

Sir,  I  was  referring  to  the  Dewan’s  announcement  made  re¬ 
cently  permitting  remission  in  some  cases  wholesale,  in  some  cases 
50  per  cent  and  the  rest  12  per  cent.  Whatever  be  the  good  inten¬ 
tions  of  Government  in  making  this  announcement  to  the  bast 
interests  of  the  agriculturists,  I  would  bring  to  the  notice  of  this 
House  and  the  Government  that  if  this  announcement  had  been 
made  a  couple  of  months  before,  early  in  Edavom,  it  would  have 
had  the  maximum  benefit  because  as  the  year  is  closing,  all  the 
revenue  is  realised  from  the  ryots  by  all  coercieve  means  available. 
But  as  it  is,  the  benefit  comes  too  late.  Even  there,  an  exception 
is  made  in  the  ease  of  some  persons.  It  is  not  to  affect  rich  land¬ 
lords  or  people  who  can  afford  to  pay.  But  I  would  ask  , whether 
if  rich  people  can  afford  to  pay  out  of  income  other  than  from  their 
property  they  are  to  suffer  on  that  account. 

Mr.  K.  George:  The  exception  is  contemplated  only  as  far 
as  tea,  rubber  and  cardamom  planters  are  concerned. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath  :  Even  in  that  case  I  would  suggest 
that,  if  for  unavoidable  reasons,  fluctuations  in  prices,  owing  to 
reasons  beyond  the  control  of  the  planters,  is  it  not  legitimate  that 
they  also  should  be  brought  within  the  provisions  of  the  announce¬ 
ment  i>  The  principle  of.  remission  is  that  whenever  the  land  does 
not,  owing  to  reasons  beyond  the  control  of  the  ryots,  yield  the 
produce,  the  ryot  is  entitled  to  remission.  1  cannot  see  any  reason 
why  the  Government  should  not  extend  the  benefit  of  the  conces¬ 
sion  even  to  big  landlords.  I  was  speaking  about  the  difficulties  of 
Speech  not  correoted  by  the  member. 
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the  ryots  who  on  account  oE  their  honest  intentions  had  to  pay 
their  tax.  Government  can  even  now,  although  roo  late,  announce 
that  what  amount  they  have  given  as  tax  for  this  year  may  ',  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  payment  due  for  the  next  instalment.  In  that  ease 
Government  will  not  have  to  refund  the  amount.  Because  the 
honest  peasant  who  by  pledging  his  ornaments  or  by  his  difficult 
situations  was  forced  to  pay  by  means  of  coercive  processes,  why 
not  he  be  also  gi  ten  the  beneEit  of  this  concession  ? 

Coming  to  the  excess  in  revenue  which  i  referred  to,  this  year’s 
receipts  have  exceeded  by  more  than  Us.  10  lakhs  from  that  of  the 
previous  years  and  ordinarily  one  expects  that  at  least  a  good  per¬ 
centage  of  this  amount  will  be  utilised  foi  the  best  advantage  of  the 
rypts  whose  suffering  is  hardest  in  thise  days  of  drought.  Ho 
cannot  now  produce  what  these  lads  would  have  fetched  some  four 
or  five  years  back.  It  is  no  use  crying  every  year  that  the  wishes 
of  the  peasants  are  not  heeded  to.  Government,  I  understand,  are 
appointing  investigation  officers  in  certain  areas  to  find,  out  means 
by  which  their  conditions  could  be  improved.  These  investigating 
officers  do  not  come  to  any  conclusion  even  after  working  for  years 
and  one  of  the  reasons  is  that  even  for  investigation  adequate 
provision  is  not  made  in  the  budget.  1  find  that  what  the  P.  W. 
Department,  spending  nearly  Its.  40  lakhs,  has  provided  for  the 
investigation  officer  is  Ks.  600  for  investigating  work  in  South 
Truvancove,  how  the  irrigation  facilities  may  be  improved  and  all 
that.  You  can  find  how  inadequate  it  is  when  you  come  to  the 
actual  working  such  as  the  restoration  of  tanks  and  rebuilding  of 
tanks.  What  I  find  is  that  for  the  whole  o£  the  Nagercoil  Division 
what  is  provided  is  a  trifling  sum  of  Rs  17,000  for  maintaining, 
restoring  and  the  upkeep  of  the  irrigation  facilities  in  that  area 
comprising  Nanjinad  and  Edutiad.  I  would  suggest  that  a  five 
year  plan  or  a  three  year  plan  or,  if  the  Government  find  it  difficult, 
even  teu  or  fifteen  year’s  plan,  by  which  the  problem  of  irrigation 
may  be  tackled,  may  be  adopted  and  the  restoration  works  of  tanks 
taken  up  as  a  whole.  When  coming  to  the  restoration  of  tanks  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  the  Department  think  that  restoration  means 
removal  of  the  surface  silt.  When  the  Chief  Engineer  came  for 
inspecting  a  very  important  tank  in  Eraniel  I  was  also  there  and 
was  discussing  about  the  result  of  the  investigation  that  was  made. 
What  he  told  me  was  that  the  depaening  would  mean  &  large 
amount  than  the  Government  cannot  spend.  It  would  be  better  if 
five  or  six  tanks  are  well  maintained  rather  than  fifty  or  sixty  tanks 
kept  in  a  haphazard  manner.  There  is  uo  good  in  keeping  such 
tanks  and  saying  that  Government  have  restored  such  and  such 
number  of  tanks.  So  I  would  suggest  to  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
the  Government  to  see  that  what  they  do  may  be  well  done  and  to  the 
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Mr.  R.  Elenkath.] 
best  advantage  of  the  'ryots  for  whose  benefit  it  is  done.  Then 
there  are  tanks  for  which  provision  is  made  in  one  year’ s  budget 
and.  when  the  work  is  half  done  it  is  left  there.  For  the  restoration 
of  a  particular  tank  in  Sutk  Travancore  a  sum  of  Rs.  3,  000  was 
made  in  the  last  year’ s  budget.  But  no  provision  is  made  for  it 
this  year.  The  tank  that  was  half  constructed  last  year  is  to  be  in 
that'oonditon  till  additional  sum  is  provided  for  some  five  or  six 
years  hence.  The  money  invested  and  the  interest  on  that  amount 
is  a  waste.  I  do  not  wish  to  speak  about  it  in  detail  when  discussing 
on  the  budget  in  general  but  I  shall  refer  to  it  when  the  discussion 
of  the  particular  demand  comes. 

Coming  to  the  larger  question  like  the  transport  and  com¬ 
mercial  enterprises,  I  would  point  out  to  the  Government  that 
although  the  results,  have  proved  themselves  to  be  a  commercial  gain 
I  would  suggest  some  improvements  to  be  made  with  regard  to 
the  same,  the  details  of  which  I  shall  refer  to  ou  another  occasion. 
In  calculating  the  profits  on  the  commercial  transport  I  doubt 
whether  the  Government  are  calculating  the  income  which  they 
were  receiving  by  way  of  tolls,  license  fees  and  the  income  by  way 
of  petrol  duty.  I  will  avail  this  occasion  to  appeal  to  Government 
that  this  opportunity  may  be  taken  to  see  that  all  tolls  are  abolished. 
Especially  in  South  Travancore  where  the  state  transport  has  been  in¬ 
troduced,  the  major  portion  of  the  toll,  nearly  75  per  cent  was  being 
paid  by  big  bus  owners,  like  the  Pioneer  and  the  syndicate  Companies. 
When  the  75  per  cent  of  the  tolls  are  allowed  to  be  made  by  book 
adjustment,  why  should  the  poor  ryots  and  the  car  owner  be  taxed 
for  the  25  per  cent?  When  nearly  a  lakh  and  odd  rupees  was  the 
income  collected  by  way  of  tolls,  after  the  transport  system  has 
come  into  being  only  30  or  40  thousand  rupees  are  being  collected 
by  way  of  tolls- 

Sir.  M,  Govinda  Pillai :  May  I  ask  the  member  whe¬ 
ther  he  is  aware  that  the  transport  buses  have  also  to  pay  tolls? 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath  :  That  is  only  a  book  adjustment. 
That  amount  is  calculated  as  an  additional  income  under  tolls  and 
at  the  same  time  it  is  subtracted  from  the  transport  Department. 
The  practice  now  is  that  the  transport  buses  are  given  a  pass  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  they  make  adjustments.  My  point  is  that 
only  a  small  portion  of  the  tax  is  paid  by  private  motor  owners  and 
the  major  portion  is  paid  by  the  transport  services.  As  such  the 
tolls  can  well  be  abolished.  If  that  is  to  be  done  Government  is 
not  going  to  incur  materially  much  loss.  Now  what  is  the  position 
of  the  ryots  ?  When  the  price  of  produce  is  diminishing  day  by 
day  he  has  to  pay  tax  in  more  ways  than  one.  The  tax  payer  has 
not  only  to  pay  the  laud  tax  but  he  has  to  incur  cutltivation  expen¬ 
ses,  market  tolls  when  he  goes  to  sell  his  produce  in  the  market  and 
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tolls  to  the  P.  W.  D.  whan  he  has  to  cross  the  tollgates.  AH  these 
are  heavy  burdens.  Therefore  1  would  appral  to  the  Government 
to  see  that  the  tolls  are  abolished. 

Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  May  1  know  how 
by  taking  away  the  tax  from  Lhe  motor  owners  the  ryot  is  benefi¬ 
ted  ? 

Mr,  K.  R-  Elankath  :  They  are  benefited  in  a  way. 
The  major  portion  of  the  people  who  are  given  the  benifit  are 
middle  class  people.  In  the  case  of  motor  owners  they  may  be 
made  to  pay  registration  fees.  Why  should  a  toll-gate  be  "maintain¬ 
ed  for  the  purpose  of  taxing  these  iron- wheeled  carts,  when  the 
policy  of  the  Government  is  to  see.  that  as  far  as  possible  the  land 
tax  is  not  increased,  or  if  possible  abolished  ?  In  that  case  and  at 
a  time  when  new  sources  of  income  are  forthcoming,  is  it  not 
proper  that  we  pray  for  the  abolition  of  such  additional  tax  direct 
or  indirect  which  ultimately  goes  to  the  ryots.  Government  should 
consider  this  question  very  seriously. 

President  :  The  honorable  member  has  three  minutes  more, 

Mr.  K,  R.  Elankath :  Sir,  a  word  about  commercial  enter¬ 
prises.  My  friend  Mr.  Kuruvilla  was  suggesting  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  were  thrusting  one  industrial  enterprise  after  another  on  the 
people  without  getting  adequate  results  or  experience  from  any  one 
of  them.  Sir,  I  do  not  find  my  way  to  agree  with  him.  If  Gov¬ 
ernment  see  that  such  and  such  enterprises  will  be  certainly  advan- 
tageous  to  the  State  and  will  ensure  additional  income  to  Govern¬ 
ment,  why  should  not  they  take  up  such  enterprises  and  work  them 
up  ?  The  only  question  to  be  considered  is  whether  the  State  can 
afford  to  spend  money  for  all  these  enterprises.  I  do  not  say,  Sir, 
that  there  is  anything  to  hinder  such  schemes  of  Government.  But 
there  is  a  legitimate  fear  prevailing  among  a  section  of  the  public 
even  though  it  was  caused  by  malicious  intentions.  Sir,  we  had  to 
write  off  2J  lakhs  of  rupees  in  1112  for  the  State  Aided  Bank  and 
in  1113  lj  lakhs  in  connection  with  the  Thuckalali  sugars.  It  is 
these  things  that  make  people  apprehensive  as  to  the  ultimate 
success  of  these  schemes.  If  the  Government  think  that  such 
institutions  could  not  be  improved  they  must  close  them  down.  Sir, 
I  ask  in  all  earnestness  whether  it  would  not  have  been  better  if 
efforts  were  put  forth  to  re-organise  the  State  Aided  Bank  and  not 
to  establish  the  Credit  Bank.  If  that  were  done  the  necessity  to 
write  off  big  amounts  would  not  have  arisen. 
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President :  The  honorable  member  must  know  that  the 
State  Aided  Bank  is  not  a  Government  concern. 

Mr.  K  R  Elankath  :  Sir,  according  to  my  opinion  neither 
the  Credit  Bank  is  a  Government  concern.  It  is  a  concern  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  shareholders.  Therefore  my  suggestion  is  if  that  could  have  been 
done,  Government  could  have  saved  the  .Bank  and  had  the  credit  of 
having  rescued  the  Bank  which  1ms  the  support  and  patronage  of 
Government.  But  in  unavoidable  cucuinotauces  ike  other  course 
miodit  have  been  chosen.  The  Government  established  the  Credit 
Bank  not  after  serious  consideration  and  after  convincing  them¬ 
selves  of  the  facts,  and  the  contingency  of  re-establishing  that  bank. 

President :  The  honorable  member  may  conclude  his 

remarks.  He  has  got  one  minute  more. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath  :  Sir,  with  these  remarks  I  resume 
my  seat. 

Mr.  S.  Katnesam,  Director  of  Development,  took  his  oath  and 
signed  the  llolls. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Najr :  Sir,  in  spite  of 
the  very  solemn  assurance  that  has  been  given  by  one  honorable 
member  that  the  current  year’s  budget  is  a  ,, Development  Budget” 
and  in  spite  of  a  note  of  warning  given  to  the  honorable  members 
of  the  House  that  they  should  not  criticise  the  increased  expendi¬ 
tures  of  Government,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  say  that  the  budget  of 
the  coming  year  has  not  been  very  satisfactory.  Nor  do  I  find  my 
■  way  to  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  on  the  clarity  of  his 
speech  or  on  the  re-arrangement  of  the  various  items  of  the  budget. 
The  figures  that  have  been  supplied  to  us  by  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  divulge  certain  facts  which  obviously  he  has  lost  sight  of.  A 
perusal  of  the  budget  for  the  year  1112  would  show  that  we  anti, 
cipated  an  increase  by  way  of  land  revenue  to  the  extent  of  Rs. 
2-46  lakhs.  Not  only  were  we  able  to  collect  that  amount  but  we 
were  also  able  to  collect  an  excess  amount  of  2‘06  lakhs.  Thereby 
our  increased  collection  of  land  revenue  amounted  to  4‘52  lakhs  in 
1112.  Sir,  this  bespeaks  not  the  capacity  of  the  people  to  pay  tax 
but  the  enormous  extent  of  coercive  steps  taken  against  the  people 
by  the  department.  The  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  has  freely 
conceded  in  his  Administration  Report  for  1112  that  coercive  steps 
by  auction  sales  are  on  the  increase  and  as  a  result  of  that  85  per 
cent,  of  the  laud  revenue  lias  been  collected.  Sir,  we  also  find  that 
side  by  side  with -this,  that  in  1112  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
collections  under  the  item  of  land  revenue  Iis.  40  lakhs  and  of 
expenses  under  interest  to  the  extent  of  1'26  lakhs.  We  are  not  in 
a  position  to  see  on  what  deposits  these  interests  accrue  and  what  is 
being  done  with  the  deposits.  So  much  for  1112. 
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Coming  to  the  figures  for  1113  we  find  that  there  is  an  increaie 
of  expenditure  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  3' 18  lakhs  over  and  above  the 
anticipated  expenditure,  whereas' there  is  no  corresponding  increase 
in  the  income.  The  result  is  othat  the  revenue  balance  expected  in 
1113  was  reduced  to  the  nominal  sum  of  a  lakh.  I  would  invite 
the  attention  of  the  Financial  Secretary  to  the  two  statements  made 
by  his  predecessors  in  1111  and  11 1 2  to  see  hew  far  he  has  con¬ 
formed  to  that-  A  reference  to  paragraph  14  of  the  speech  of  1 112 
and  paragraph  61  of  the  Bpeech  of  1113  would  show  that  the  need 
of  curtailing  expense  is  imperative.  An  increase  of  expenditure  to 
the  extent  of  3 ’18  lakhs  in  1113  is  seen  with  no  corresponding 
increase  in  income.  Let  us  see  how  far  this  increase  in  expenditure 
is  justifiable  ?  Under  the  item  of  interest  again  in  1113,  there  is 
an  increase  of  Rs.  73,000.  One  outstanding  fact  of  the  budget  for 
1113  is  that  under  the  miscellaneous  and  political  item  there 
appears  to  be  an  enormous  increase  of  expenditure  to  the  extent  of 
1'41  lakhs  over  and  above  the  anticipated  expenditure  of 
Rs.  2,04,303.  The  explanation  given  by  the  Financial  Secretary  is 
not  satisfactory. 

President :  The  honorable  member  is  not  entitled  to  speak 
on  that  subject  under  Section  28  (4)  oE  the  Regulation.  The 
Section  is  as  follows  : 

‘‘The  proposals  of  our  Government  lor  the  appropriation  ol 
revenue  or  monies  relating  to  the  foliowing  heads  of  expendi¬ 
ture  shall  not  be  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  Assembly  or  the 
Council,  nor,  udIoss  ouriDewan  otherwise  directs,  shall  they  be 
open  to  discussion  by  either  Chamber  at  the  time  when  the 
budget  is  under  consideration.” 

Here  the  relevant  heads  of  expenditure  is  under  (g) — “Mara- 
mat  and  Political.” 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Sir,  am  I  entitled 
to  speak  on  the  miscellaneous  7 

President  '■  Certainly. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  -  Sir,  1  find  that 
a  provision  of  Rs.  3,45,200  has  been  made  in  the  budget  of  1113 
for  Miscellaneous  and  Political  but  the  amount  has  been  increased 
to  an  alarming  extent  so  far  as  the  provision  for  1114  is  concerned. 
A  huge  sum  of  Rs.  4,77,455  is  provided  for  this  purpose. 

President:  I  suppose  the  honourable  member  is  aware 

that  there  is  the  Pallikettu  ceremony  to  be  celebrated. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Yes,  Sir,  I  am 
aware  of  the  marriage  and  also  of  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy  s  visit, 
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but  there  are  often  items  that  require  explanation'  Sir,  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  has  not  given  adequate  explanations  for  the  the  items 
of  expenditure  which  have  been  provided  in  the  budget. 

Sir,  I  now  leave  the  expenditure  and  income  of  1113  and  come 
to  1114.  During  1114  the  Financial  Secretary  makes  provision  for 
an  expenditure  of  Rs.  25 9’9  lakhs,  the  highest  on  record.  In  justi¬ 
fication  of  that  he  anticipates  an  income  of  Rs.  26U41  lakhs.  That 
also  is  the  highest  on  record*  I  think,  Sir,  that  there  is  no  use  in 
criticising  the  Financial  Secretary  for  the  additional  expenditure. 
It  is  up  to  the  Financial  Secretary  to  anticipate  anything  he  likes 
so  far  as  the  incomes  are  enneerned.  It  is  up  to  us  to  sue  whether 
the  Financial  Secretary’s  anticipations  are  justified.  Let  us  see  how 
he  anticipates  to  get  Rs.  261  lakhs  as  income.  His  anticipations 
for  1114  are  based  on  the  following  items  :  Income  Tax,  Excise, 
Customs,  activities  of  the  Development  Director,  Transport  and 
Ceramic  Factory. 

Now  let  us  take  up  one  by  one  all  these  revenue  yielding 
departments.  So  far  as  the  Income  Tax  is  concerned  we  find,  as  a 
result  of  the  Income  Tax  Expert’s  activities  and  of  the  Special 
Deputy  Commissioner,  they  have  been  able  to  collect  an  amount  of 
Rs  8  lakhs,  That  is,  2  lakhs  over  and  above  what  was  obtained  in 
the  previous  year. 

Under  the  Excise  item  the  Financial  Secretary  anticipates  an 
increase  of  expenditure  of  Rs,  176  lakhs.  The  explanation  of  the 
Financial  Secretary  is  that  for  the  purpose  of  effective  control  of 
smuggling  a  special  staff  was  appointed.  Sir,  this  staff  was  in  exis¬ 
tence  even  in  1113.  Nevertheless  in  1114  the  income  is  expected 
to  be  2-|-  lakhs  less.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand  what  additional 
reason  the  Financial  Secretary  has  to  show  that  he  could  get 
Rs.  1*76  lakhs  under  Excise. 

Under  Customs  the  Financial  Secretary  anticipates  an  increased 
income  of  Rs  5‘5J  lakhs.  There  also  our  past  experience  shows 
that  he  is  not  justified  in  this  expectation.  In  11 13  under  customs 
from  the  Cochin  Harbour  we  expected  Rs.  12,40,000  but  we  were 
able  to  get  only  Rs.  S‘14  lakhs  less,  i.  e ■  Rs.  9’26  lakhs. 

Our  experience  from  the  Cochin  Harbour  also  turns  out  to  be 
disappointing,  so  that  there  is  no  justification  for  the  Financial 
Secretary  anticipating  an  increased  income  under  Customs,  Excise 
and  Income  Tax.  There  are  three  items  about  which  we  cannot 
say  anything  from  the  figures  which  are  available.  Nor  are  there 
data  for  the  same.  I  was  just  asking  my  friend  Mr.  James 
Fletcher  whether  we  are  able  to  collect  anything  as  a  result  of  the 
working  of  the  Ceramic  Factory.  Mr.  Kamesam’s  venture  in  the 
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Ascue  treatment  remains  to  be  seen.  These  are  items  about  the 
income  of  which  we  cannot  be  too  sure.  Then  again  under  the 
Commercial  Transport :  here  we  are  anticipating  an  increased 
income  to  the  extent  of  Rs  2*10  lakhs.  The  income  anticipated 
from  these,  namely,  the  activities  of  the  Director  of  Development, 
the  Commercial  Transport  and  the  Ceramic  Factory  remains  to  be 
seen.  These  are  items  on  which  you  could  not  depend.  Regarding 
the  items  for  which  an  anticipation . . . 

Mr.  3.  Kamesam  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  As 
regards  the  increased  income  with  regard  to  the  Development 
Department,  the  increase  that  the  budget  refers  to  has  already  been 
explained. 

President :  Order,  order.  It  is  not  a  point  of  order. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Now,  a  word 
about  the  Government  balances,  since  I  have  to  resist  the  tempta. 
tion  even  though  some  members  were  telling  me  that  I  should  not 
say  anything  about  it.  The  Government  balance  in  1104  was 
Rs  170*1  o  lakhs.  The  House  will  be  aware  that  in  1112  the  de¬ 
crease  in  Government  balance  has  been  phenomenal.  It  has  been 
alarming  in  1112.  It  has  amounted  to  73  lakhs.  Again,  in  1113 
it  has  dwindled  down  to  Rs.  45  lakhs.  In  1114,  according  to  the 
Financial  Secretary’s  statement,  the  Government  balance  is  going  to 
be  Rs  16  lakhs.  I  distinctly  remember  the  Financial  Secretary’s 
speech  in  1111.  There  it  is  stated  that  the  minimum  balance  that 
is  required  for  the  Government  is  Rs.  46*8  lakhs. 

Mr-  K.  George :  Is  that  Government  balance  or  cash 
balance  ? 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  It  might  be  Gov¬ 
ernment  balance  or  other  balances  added  together.  I  do  not  want 
to  discuss  it  further  because  there  is  no  time. 

President :  The  Honourable  Member  has  two  minutes 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  iNair :  The  Financial 
Secretary’s  statement  of  1 1 1 3  shows  that  the  Government  balance 
required  is  Rs  49  lakhs.  Now  what  has  the  Financial  Secretary  td 
say  about  the  balance  of  16  lakhs.  The  Financial  Secretary  might  say 
that  we  would  bs  drawing  from  our  surplus  investments  an  amount 
of  Rs.  25'44  lakhs.  Our  liquid  assets  are  practically  on  the  decline 
whereas  our  liabilities  are  great  and  frightening.  ask  what  is  the 
surplus  investment  that  is  left  to  our  disposal  ?  It  has  dwindled 
to  Rs.  150  lakhs.  Sir,  now  consider  our  liabilities  which  are  to 
the  extent  of  Rs.  321*72  lakhs, .

President  :  As  I  find  that  a  number  of  questions  have  been 
raised  on  this  matter,  I  should  think  it  is  better  I  make  the  position 
clear  so  far  as  the  parliamentary  limits  of  debate  are  concerned. 
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It  is  not  here  alone  but  in  many  parts  of  this  country  and  it 
many  countries  in  the  world  that  particular  uniforms  have  characte¬ 
rised  specific  political  parties.  We  are  all  aware  of  blue-shirts, 
red -shirts,  brown-shirts  and  black-shirts.  They  constantly  refer  to 
each  other  like  that.  In  the  early  days  of  the  communist  party 
when  they  were  not  considered  to  be  quite  within  the  pale  of  par. 
liamentary  propriety,  they  used  to  distinguish  themselves  by  wear¬ 
ing  red  ties.  Then,  on  a  particular  occasion,  one  of  them  was  re. 
ferred  to  in  the  House  at  ‘that  gentleman  with  a  red  tie’,  and  the 
question  was  raised  whether  that  was  parliamentary.  The  Speaker 
ruled  that  that  was  permissible  where  a  party  uses  a  distinctive 
item  of  dress  as  significant  of  that  party.  But  that  ruling  has  no 
reference  to  the  other  rule  of  parliamentary  propriety  that  it  is  noj 
open  to  one  honourable  member  to  refer  to  the  particular  costume 
Or  item  of  attaire  in  such  a  manner  ns  to  make  fun  of  it  or  to  de. 
ride  it.  That  is  the  rule  of  parliamentary  decorum  in  this  matter,

President :  I  have  already  given  my  ruling  on  the  question 
If  Mr.  Kunju  has  made  what  may  be  called  a  sarcastic  or  derisive 
reference  with  regard  to  the  costume  of  any  other  honourable  mem¬ 
ber,  fie  ft  out  of  order  and  will  be  called  to  order.  But  the  ques¬ 
tion-  whether  one  member  has  got  his  cap,  or  has  taken  it  off,  or  has 
left  it  on  his  way  to  this  hall,  these  are  questions  whick,  however

President :  Your  time  is  up, 

Mr.  T.  Mahomed  Ismail:  Sir,  I  rise  to  offer  a  dispas¬ 
sionate  criticism  of  the  financial  position  of  the  State  as  seen  from 
the  budget  presented  to  us,  not  to  congratulate  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  for  the  budget  nor  to  condemn  him. 

On  a  careful  analysis  of  the  budget,  although  it  shows  a 
surplus-the  people  do  not  cure  whether  it  is  a  surplus  or  a 
deficit  budget  ;  they  want  adequate  and  proportionate  re¬ 
turn  for  their  hard  -earned  money  which  is  squeezed  out  of  them—, 
the  people  are  not  satisfied  with  the  provision  made  in  the  budget 
for  their  real  necessities.  They  are  not  satisfied  that  the  revenues 
are  being  spent  for  the  maximum  good  of  the  greatest  number  of  the 
people.  Viewed  from  that  standard,  the  expenditure  side  of  the 
budget  clearly  shows  that  very  little  concern  is  shown  for  the  inte¬ 
rests  of  the  masses  as  a  whole.  It  is  a  truism  to  say  that  the  bulk 
of  our  revenue  is  derived  from  land  tax  ;  and  that  comes  from  the 
agriculturists  who  form  the  backbone  of  the  State, 

Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  What  is  the  propor- 
tion  that  our  land  revenue  bears  to  our  total  revenues  ? 

Mr.  T.  Mahomed  Ismail:  The  honourable  member  may 
refer  to  the  budget. 

Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  May  I  know  what 
the  member  understands  from  ‘bulk  of  revenue’? 

Mr.  T.  Mahomed  Ismail :  It  is  open  to  the  honourable 
member  to  understand  it  in  the  way  it  is  capablo  of  being  under¬ 
stood. 

President:  Honourable  members  will  remember  that  the 
debate  by  the  non-officials  shall  automatically  terminate  by  4‘30  so 
that  the  official  members  will  have  about  hali-an-hour  for  their  re¬ 
plies.  Therefore  less  of  such  mutual  interruptions  will  mean  that 
more  of  them  will  be  able  to  say  what  they  have  got  to  say- 

Mr.  T.  Mahomed  Ismail :  _  The  condition  of  agriculture  at 
present  is  rather  appalling.  Sir,  it  is  not  the  agriculturist  that  gets 
electric  lights  and  fans,  water  supply,  drainage  and  other  amenities 
of  a  luxurious  life.  They  do  not  hear  the  music  of  the  radio.  Ins¬ 
tead’,  what  they  get  is  demand  notices  for  arrears  of  tax.  They  are 
pursued  with  warrants  of  arrest  for  agricultural  debts.  We  heat  of 
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the  police  troubling  the  people  and  there  is  an  all  round  clamour 
from  the  people  for  Govenimnit  help  and  support  from  official  high 
handedness.  By  God,  let  us  remember  that  Travancore  lives  in  her 
villages  and  so  it  is  for  the  sake  of  the  villages  that  the  money  con¬ 
tributed  by  them  has  to  be  spent.  Nor  is  the  condition  of  the  people 
in  towns  of  Travancore  much  better.  Who  has  not  seen  the  piti¬ 
able  sight  of  beggars  and  dogs  fighting  furiously  for  the  stray  leaves 
thrown  out  from  hotels  ?  Sir,  if  we  consider  these  factors,  it  is  no 
wonder  that  the  people  feel  that  money  is  collected  from  them  to 
spend  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  rich  and  the  officials,  and  that  a  ma¬ 
jor  portion  of  the  revenue  is  spent  for  satisfying  their  whims  and 
fancies.  There  is  no  attempt  on  the  part  of  Government  to  look 
after  the  needs  of  the  people,  and  more  than  all,  there  is  no  money 
for  them.  I  ask  the  question,  why  there  is  no  money  to  spend  for 
the  nation-building  activities  of  Government,  to  ameliorate  the  con- 
dition  of  the  people.  The  answer  is  very  simple.  It  is  because  nearly 
half  the  income  of  our  country  is  spent  for  the  salaries  of  the  offi¬ 
cers.  Times  out  of  number  both  the  Houses  of  Legislature  have 
clamoured  for  the  reduction  of  the  high-paid  salaries  of  officers. 
What  was  the  result?  Nothing  was  done  in  satisfaction  of  that  cla¬ 
mour.  Again,  there  are  superfluous  officers  in  every  department- 
Many  departments  can  be  abolished  and  soma  can  be  amalgamated. 

I  wish  to  make  the  point  more  clear  by  a  reference  to  one  or  two  de¬ 
partments.  Our  State,  which  is  not  bigger  than  a  district  of  the 
Madras  Presidency,  is  divided  into  four  revenue  divisions,  three  un¬ 
der  three  Division  Peishkars  and  the  fourth  under  a  Commissioner. 
The  Devicolam  Division  which  consists  of  only  two  hilly  taluks  con¬ 
stitutes  a  separate  Division.  It  was  first  constituted  just  to  satisfy 
the  desires  of  the  European  planters,  but  now  there  is  no  necessity 
for  such  a  separate  division  and  the  money  spent  for  the  upkeep  of 
this  separate  division  is  spent  uselessly.  But  if  this  division  is 
abolished  and  the  two  taluks  are  amalgamated  with  the  Kottayam 
Division,  we  will  save  a  good  amount. 

In  this  connection  1  would  ask  the  Government  to  consider  se¬ 
riously  whether  they  can  run  the  administrative  machinery  without 
some  departments  such  as  the  Office  of  the  Game  Warden  and  all 
the  paraphernalia  of  the  State  Guests  Department.  Let  me  also  in¬ 
form  this  House  about  the  desirability  of  reducing  the  number  of 
officers  in  many  of  the  department.  Take  for  instance  the  Police 
Department.  We  have  got  a  Commissioner,  5  D.  S,  P’s  and  6  A. 
S.  P’s.  On  many  occasions  this  legislative  Bouse  has  passed  re¬ 
solutions  requesting  Government  to  reduce  the  number  of  officers 
and  supervising  authorities.  Take  the  traffic  branch  of  the  Police 
Department.  We  have  got  6  or  7  Traffic  Inspectors,  With  the  in¬ 
auguration  of  the  State  Road  Transport  we  naturally  expected  that 
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a  reduction  will  be  made  in  this  branch  because  the  State  Transport 
Department  is  not  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Molcr  Vehicles  Re¬ 
gulation  or  the  control  of  the  'Traffic  Police. 

”  Mr-  M.  Qovinda  Pillar  May  I  point  out  to  the  Honoura¬ 
ble  Member  that  they  are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Motor 
Vehicles  Regulation  and  the  control  of  the  Traffic  Police? 

Mr-  T,  Mahomed  Ismail  =  But,  Sir,  the  fact  remains  that 
they  do  not  take  any  action  against  the  irregularities  of  the  Trans¬ 
port  Department  and  what  we  understand  is  that  there  is  no  use  of 
these  traffic  officers  so  far  as  the  lines  which  are  under  the  State 
Transport  Department,  are  concerned.  Reduction  of  slaff  will  make 
it  possible  to  reduce  a  considerable  amount  of  expenditure  in  this 
line.  I  can  quote  instances  in  regard  to  other  departments  also. 
In  the  Electrical  Department  there  are  several  Executive  Engineers, 
Assistant  Engineer  a  and  Supervisors.  In  each  of  these  departments 
it  is  possible  to  reduce  considerably  the  amount  that  is  spent  by 
reducing  the  number  of  officers. 

In  this  connection  I  also  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  one  important  fact  that  no  office  should  be  created  for  the 
sake  of  individuals.  This  practice,  if  there  is  any  and  I  kuuw  there 
is,  could  not  but  be  severely  condemned. 

Thus,  by  the  abolition  of  unnecessary  departments,  by  the 
amalgamation  of  some,  by  reducing  superfluous  offices  and  by  reduc¬ 
ing  the  salaries  of  the  high-paid  officers,  it  is  possible  for  Govern¬ 
ment  to  find  out  sufficient  money  to  utilize  for  the  good  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  to  attend  to  nation-building  activites  so  as  to  have  contentment 
and  peace  in  the  country  side.  Not  only  that.  If  it  is  possible  to 
reduce  this  high  expendi  ture,  it  will  be  possible  for  Government  to 
increase  the  salaries  of  low  paid  officials  also.  We  hear  much  of 
corruption  everywhere,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  low  paid  offi¬ 
cials,  simply  because  they  find  it  impossible  to  get  on  with  the  small 
salary  that  they  get.  Sir,  it  is  impossible  for  our  country  to  pay 
any  officer  more  than  Rs.  500  a  month  and  no  officer  should  be 
given  less  than  Rs.  iO. 

Coming  now  to  the  recent  commercial  ventures  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  it  is  really  a  relief  for  me  to  turn  to  that  side  of  the  budget. 
It  is  a  matter  of  genuine  satisfaction  that  the  commercial  under¬ 
takings  of  Government,  such  ns  the  Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Scheme, 
the  Ceramic  Factory  and  the  State  Transport,  are  progressing  well 
and  are  capable  of  giving  sufficient  income  for  us  next  year.  Sir, 
the  failure  of  commercial  undertakings  such  as  the  Rubber  Factory 
and  Sugar  Factory  sponsored  by  Government  has  erea'ed  a  feeling 
in  the  minds  of  the  people  that  Government  undertakings  will  not  be 
a  success.  If  properly  worked,  I  am  sure  that  these  concerns  will 
give  us  more  than  what  we  require  for  the  reconstruction^  of  the 
finances  of  our  State. 
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President :  Does  the  Hon.  Member  say  anything  about  the 
new  reconstructed  Sugar  Factory  ?  Government  have  nothing  to 
do  with  it. 

Mr.  Mohamed  Ismail  I  am  not  speaking  of  the  reconstru¬ 
cted  Sugar  Factory.  The  failure  of  those  concerns  has  created  an 
impression  in  the  minds  of  the  people  that  Government  sponsored 
enterprises  may  not,  be  a  success.  My  opinion  is  that  it  is  possible 
for  us  to  gain  a  good  amount  for  the  uplift  of  our  country  if  these 
concerns  are  properly  worked.  It  is  also  my  desire  to  point  out  in 
this  connection  that  the  State  Transport  Scheme  may  be  extended 
to  North  Travaneore  and  that,  the  Water  Ways  may  also  be  taken 
uuder  the  control  of  the  Government.  But  1  want;  to  stress  in  this 
connection  that  on  no  account  the  enhancement  of  fares  should  be 
effected  because  it  will  affect  the  poor  people  considerably.  Instead 
of  that,  it  is  possible,  if  all  the  lines  are  taken  uuder  Government 
control,  to  get  sufficient  gain  without  enhancing  the  fares. 

Moreover  Govermenc  have  to  keep  in  mind  certain  fundamental 
principles  as  far  as  these  commercial  concerns  are  concerned.  We 
cannot  help  getting  experts  from  outside.  But  there  appears  to  be 
a  tendency  to  import  outsiders  without  looking  in  to  their  past 
history,  their  character  and  qualifications.  I  need  not  mention  one 
by  one  the  concerns  which  have  resulted  in  heavy  losses  due  to  the 
fact  that  these  experts  were  carelessly  imported.  When  we  get 
these  experts  to  our  country,  really  more  often  they  are  foreigners, 
we  give  them  local  subordinates .  These  expens,  because  they  are 
foreigners,  are  not  able  to  understand  the  real  position  of  our  State 
and  therefore,  their  local  subordinates  do  all  sorts  of  mischief.  If 
the  Government  relax  their  control  over  these  Departments  I  do  not 
think  it  is  possible  for  the  experts,  however  great  they  may  be,  to 
manage  the  schemes  profitably.  The  local  subordinates  have  their 
own  axes  to  grind- 

It  is  a  pity  that  the  State  Transport  Department  and  other 
commercial  concerns  which  are  conducted  solely  for  the  sake  of  gain 
could  not  appoint  members  of  different  communities  in  their  depart¬ 
ments.  In  this  connection  I  fully  realise  the  necessity  for  appoint¬ 
ing  efficient  hands,  because  we  are  to  work  these  concerns  for  gain. 
While  conceding  that  I  assert  that  all  communities  have  a  right  to 
serve  in  these  departments  also. 

In  this  connection  I  am  forced  to  speak  a  word  about  the  com¬ 
munal  representation.  My  friend  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  stated 
in  his  speech  that  communal  bickerings  are  due  to  the  voting  system. 
But  I  say  it  is  nut  so.  It  is  simply  because  of  the  favouritism  and 
partiality  shown  by  the  appointing  authorities  that  all  communities 
do  not  get  a  fair  share  in  the  service.  I  do  not  wish  to  speak  much 
op  this  point  at  present  because  I  know  I  have  got  time  enough  tp 
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speak  on  this  matter  when  the  question  comes  under  demands.  At 
present  suffice  it  to  say  that  this  is  the  burning  problem  of  the  day 
and  nobody  need  misunderstand  me  when  I  say  that  unless  and 
until  all  communities  are  properly  represented  in  public  service  and 
justice  is  meted  out  to  all,  Travancore  is  not  going  to  have  a  good 
and  prosperous  time  inspite  of  surplus  budget. 

About  the  activities  of  the  different  groups  of  people  having 
different  political  outlook,  Mr.  Joseph  Kunju  has  said  much.  He 
stated  that  subversive  activities  are  going  on.  I  appeal  to  Govern¬ 
ment  that  if  they  believe  that  any  man  or  group  of  people  are  carry¬ 
ing  on  subversive  activities,  they  must  be  dealt  with  severely. 
There  is  no  use  of  saying  here  that  people  are  doing  this  thing  and 
that  thing.  Government  must  take  legal  action  immediately  and 
see  that  our  country  is  saved  from  such  activities  if  such  activities 
do  exist. 

Mr.  K.  M.  Korah  :  The  Financial  Secretary  lias  stated  that 
the  financial  condition  of  the  State  is  thoroughly  sound  and  satis¬ 
factory.  If  the  real  financial  position  is  as  stated  by  him,  every 
Travancorean  must  feci  glad  over  it.  But  on  a  study  of  the  budget 
I  am  led  to  believe  that,  that  statement  is  not  quiie  correct.  Before 
entering  into  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget  I  should  like  to 
say  that  even  in  spite  of  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  it  is  not 
possible  to  understand  what  exactly  the  financial  position  of  the 
State  is.  To  understand  the  real  financial  position  of  the  State, 
the  Financial  Secretary  should  have  given  a  clear  statement  of  the 
real  assets  and  liabilities.  To  show  that  our  assets  are  sufficient 
and  enough  to  discharge  our  liability,  the  Financial  Secretary  has 
included  capital  outlay  as  assets.  As  an  instance  in  point  I  may  say 
that  in  the  assets  column  on  page  13,  the  Financial  Secretary  has 
included  the  Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Scheme  works  Rs.  137-54 
lakhs  as  assets.  I  am  asking  Sir,  is  this  the  proper  way  of  showing 
our  assets  ? 

(At  this  Stage,  the  President  left  the  Chair  which  was  then 
occupied  by  Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai,  one  of  the  Panel 
of  Chairmen). 

If  that  is  the  proper  way,  I  cannot  understand  why  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  has  left  out  the  other  capital  works  such  as,  the  Kodayar 
Project,  the  Trivandrum- Quilon  Railway,  the  Chakkay-Tampanur 
Railway,  etc.  That  this  was  not  the  practice  will  be  seen  from  the 
assets  and  liabilities  given  in  the  Administration  Reports  prior 
to  1109.  Before  1109,  the  practice  was  .to  treat  these  items  undet 
a  separate  heading  known  as  capital  outlay  in  1 109.  We  find  for 
the  first  time  that  some  of  the  items  mentioned  as  capital  outlay 
in  1108  are  given  as  assets.  I  may  refer  to  some  instances.  Tri¬ 
vandrum  Electric  Supply  Rs  7-70  lakhs;  Telephone  Rs  1'2 
lakhs,  Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Scheme  Rs  5‘51  lakhs,  these  were 
included  in  1108  budget  as  capital  outlay  and  not  as  assets. 
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Mr.  K.  P.  Padnianabha  Menon  ( Electrical  Engineer 
to  Government )  :  The  provisions  referred  to  by  the  member  such 
as  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply  telephone,  Pallivasal  works  etc., 
are  converted  into  5  per  cent,  stock.  The  Government  get  interest 
out  of  these  investments.  Hence  there  is  justification  for  calling 
those  provisions  as  assets. 

Chairman:  The  official  member  will  please  explain  that 
when  his  turn  comes. 

Mr.  K.  M.  Korah  :  But  in  1109,  they  are  shown  as  assets. 
My  submission  is  that  the  object  of  this  change  is  to  show  that 
we  have  enough  assets  to  meet  our  liabilities.  I  may  say,  that 
this  is  not  the  correct  method  of  giving  a  statement  of  assets  and 
liabilities. 

I  may  say  a  word  on  the  liabilities  of  the  State.  Of  the  many 
short  term  liabilities  the  Savings  Banks  Deposits  alone  come  to 
Rs  206' 17  lakhs  at  the  end  of  next  year.  Under  ordinary  circmn- 
stances,  all  the  depositors  may  not  come  all  on  a  sudden  for  their 
deposits.  But  now  a  peculiar  situation  has  arisen  in  view  of  the 
Quilon  National  Bank  crisis-  So  what  I  submit  is  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  should  have  at  least  a  substantial  portion  of  these  depo¬ 
sits  as  cash  in  the  treasury.  Now,  what  would  be  the  closing 
Government  balance  according  to  Government  accounts'?  On  a 
perusal  cf  page  12  of  the  budget,  we  find  the  closing  Government 
balance  at  Rs  16' 02  lakhs. 

I  may  view  the  budget  from  another  aspect.  The  total 
amount  allotted  for  expenditure  next  year  comes  to  Rs  259‘99 
lakhs.  Out  of  this  Rs  96  lakhs  have  to  be  set  apart  for  interest 
on  debts,  sinking  fund,  superannuation  allowances,  pensions,  Sta¬ 
tionery  and  Printing  etc.  To  this  should  be  added  salaries  and 
allowances  of  officers  which  would  come  to  Rs  100  lakhs  and  odd, 
So,  the  total  amount  set  apart  would  be  Rs  196'66  lakhs.  The 
balance  which  remains  for  peoples’  purposes  comes  to  Rs  63‘33 
lakhs.  This  state  of  affairs  is  highly  unsatisfactory. 

I  may  now  be  permitted  to  say  a  word  on  the  amount  spent 
on  salaries  and  allowances.  The  amount  spent  in  1090  towards 
that  item  was  Rs  54  lakhs  and  when  we  come  to  1112  it  is  Rs  103 
lakhs  and  this  year  and  next  year,  I  think  the  amount  would  go 
much  higher.  In  1090,  the  income  was  nearly  Rs  2  crores  and 
during  the  period  commencing  from  that  till  i  112,  the  income  has 
increased  by  about  25  per  cent,  while  the  salary  has  increased  by 
about  100  per  cent. 
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According  to  me,  the  chief  reason  that  contributes  to  the  un¬ 
satisfactory  condition  of  our  finances  is  this  highly  disproportionate 
amount  of  salary  in  the  State.  Hence,  my  suggestion  is  that  it  is 
high  time  to  reduce  the  number  of  appointments  and  reduce  the 
salary  and  that  to  a  considerable  extent.  I  may  also  say  that  our 
State  is  paying  Rs-  24,003  to  the  A.  P.  I.  From  the  nature  of 
the  work  turned  out  by  them  I,  as  a  representative  of  the  people, 
strongly  urge  the  necessity  for  stopping  this  payment. 

I  invite  the  attention  of  Government  to  the  famine  stricken 
labourers  of  Kuttanad  who  are  without  any  work  now.  I  am  in 
touch  with  those  people  and  I  therefore  know  their  conditions. 
Most  of  the  labourers  are  suffering  from  famine.  They  do  not  get 
even  a  day’s  meal.  I  request  Government  to  spend  the  amount 
that  is  annually  given  to  the  A.  P.  I.  towards  the  people  of 
Kuttanad  who  are  without  any  money  for  their  daily  food. 

Another  point  to  which  I  should  draw  the  attention  of  the 
House  is  regarding  the  appointment  of  the  Director  of  Develop¬ 
ment  and  the  proposed  Ascu  treatment  of  timber.  Before  launch¬ 
ing  into  this  experiment  and  spending  money,  1  may  draw  the 
attention  of  the  Government, to  a  Bulletin  that  was  recently  publish¬ 
ed  by  tbe  Research  Institute  of  Dehra  Dun  on  the  treatment  of 
timbers.  From  what  1  have  been  able  to  understand,  it  is  too 
premature  to  express  an  opinion  on  Ascu  treatment.  So,  I  would 
suggest  that  Government  would  wait  and  see,  hew  far  it  is  a 
success  before  launching  into  that  experiment. 

Viewing  the  budget  from  our  agriculturist’s  paint  of  view, 

1  am  asking,  in  right  earnest,  whether  there  is  any  provision  in  the 
budget  to  relieve  the  burden  of  the  agriculturists  of  the  State  or 
to  improve  the  system  of  agriculture.  It  is  admitted  that  95  per 
cent,  of  our  people  are  agriculturists  who  are  deeply  immersed  in 
debt.  We  know  that  provisions  of  tbe  regulation  do  not  at  all 
give  them  adequate  relief.  It  is  high  time  Government  afford 
them  substantial  relief.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  Government  in 
other  parts  of  India  to  relieve  the  indebtedness  of  the  agriculturists 
and  to  ameliorate  their  condition  by  means  of  legislative  enactments 
and  other  ways.  I  am  glad  to  note  here  that-  the  Government 
have  recognised  the  urgent  necessity  cf  giving  adequate  relief  to 
them  by  means  of  legislation.  I  request  Government  to  take  the 
initiative  in  that  matter.  The  bill  should  be  sponsored  by  the 
Government,  because,  if  a  bill  is  introduced  from  the  non- official 
side,  it  is  likely  to  end  in  failure.  At  the  moment  when  the  ryot 
is  in  need  of  immediate  help  the  Government  should  rescue  them. 
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In  Madras  in  spite  of  opposition  from  a  few  money  lending  interests, 
the  bill  was  successfully  passed  by  the  Government.  Here  the 
present  situation  is  much  more  favourable  for  the  passing  of  such  a 
measure  than  in  Madras.  I  would  earnestly  request  Government 
to  introduce  the  bill  and  convene  a  special  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture  for  the  same  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

I  would  in  this  connection  urge  the  necessity  of  giving  sub¬ 
stantial  concessions  to  the  agriculturists  of  Kuttanad  who  have 
taken  loans  both  from  the  Agricultural  and  Industrial  Departments, 
The  unprecedented  fall  in  the  price  of  cocoanuts,  the  spread  of 
oocoanut  disease  for  which  no  remedy  has  yet  been  found,  the  en¬ 
ormous  fall  in  the  price  of  paddy  all  these  have  impoverished  the 
Kuttanad  ryots.  They  have  not  been  able  to  pay  back  the  loans 
as  per  their  contracts.  What  do  Government  loss  in  giving  them 
25  or  30  instalments  for  repayment.  If  Government  realise  that 
the  agriculturists  require  immediate  help,  why  not  Government 
give  them  help  in  that  direction  at  least  ?  Government  should 
think  themselves  to  be  the  creditors  of  the  agriculturists  and  effect 
the  necessary  help  so  that  the  ryots  may  be  enabled  to  pa\  back 
the  loans  in  easy  instalments.  Government  themselves  should  set 
up  that  ideal.  They  must  have  the  large-heartedness  to  help  them 
at  the  moment  of  their  dire  need.  I  am  also  surprised  to  see  that 
no  amount  is  provided  in  the  budget  by  way  of  special  punja  loans, 
How  is  it  possible  for  Kuttanad  ryots  to  carry  on  their  cultivation 
in  the  coming  year  ? 

Mr.  M.  K-  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  ( Nominated ) :  Is  tlw 
member  aware  that  the  ioans  are  not  being  repaid  by  the  ryots  ? 

Mr.  K.  M.  Korah  :  The  member  himself  knows  that  the 
loans  are  not  realised  mostly  because  of  the  inefficiency  of  the 
officers  engaged  in  the  collection  of  those  amounts  from  the  ryots 
concerned.  If  some  loans  are  not  granted  by  Government  a  large 
part  of  the  Kuttanad  fields  will  remain  uncultivated.  Even  now, 
it  is  not  too  late  to  render  them  help  in  the  direction  suggested  by 
me.  So,  I  request  them  to  lend  their  generous  hand  to  the  needy. 

A  word  about  the  suppression  of  civil  liberties,  Sir. 

Chairman  :  The  member  has  exceeded  his  time. 

Mr.  V.  5.  Arutnukham  Pillai  ( Tovala  cum  Agustis- 
varam )  :  Sir,  before  entering  into  the  discussion  of  the  budget,  let 
me  also  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  for  the  very  excellent 
budget  which  he  has  presented  to  us.  Administrative  and  financial 
programmes  of  the  Government  indicated  in  the  budget  and  the 
Dewan’s  statement  explaining  the  budget  deserve  our  high  admira¬ 
tion  and  heartiest  approval. 
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Sir,  referring  to  that  policy  and  programme  the  “Madras  Mail” 
said  a  few  days  agp  that  it  is  a  thing  of  which  any  Government 
ought  to  feel  proud.  1  would  like  to  submit  that  it  is  a  policy 
which  every  Travancorean  ought  to  feel  proud  of.  The  most 
successful  attempts  of  our  Government  in  increasing  the  sources  of 
revenue,  the  manner  hi  which  they  were  raised  and  utilised  and  the 
objects  and  the  principle  underlying  the  whole  plan  are  matters  on 
which  we  ought  to  feel  proud  of.  An  examination  of  the  budget 
during  the  previous  years  will  show  that  the  increase  of  revenue  had 
been  under  land  revenue,  Excise  and  other  items.  We  know  what 
is  meant  by  the  increase  in  laud  revenue.  It  means  pressure  on  the 
poor  ryots.  It  is  very  creditable  on  the  part  of  the  present  Govern¬ 
ment  that  it  is  directing  its  attention  towards  exploring  all  legiti¬ 
mate  resources  of  the  State  and  making  the  best  use  of  them,  fhat 
Our  Government  have  been  able  to  increase  the  revenue,  which,  -  as 
the  Financial  Secretary  says,  is  the  highest  on  record,  without  re¬ 
sorting  to  fresh  taxation  and  without  any  undue  pressure  on  the 
ryots  is  certainly  a  matter  for  congratulation.  What  is  the  object 
of  earning  and  exploring  these  new  sources  of  income  ?  It  is  all 
Eor  planned  programme  of  national  reconstruction.  So  far  as  land 
revenue  is  concerned,  the  door  is  closed.  The  utmost  possible 
limits  of  taxation  has  been  reached  already.  Any  attempt  at 
further  taxing  the  ryots  is  not  right ;  and  it  would  Dot  be  creditable 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  resort  to  new  sources  of  taxation. 
The  Dewan  has  said  in  his  speech  before  the  joint  session  that  the 
policy  of  the  Government  is  not  to  lock  up  the  increased  revenue  in 
banks  at  a  low  cate  of  interest  but  to  utilise  them  and  invest  them 
in  schemes  and  profitable  undertakings.  Sir,  what  is  the  policy 
underlying  that  and  what  is  the  object  of  the  Government  P  The 
object  is  to  secure  the  greatest  happiness  and  to  ensure  peaceful, 
happy  and  harmonious  advancement  of  the  people  of  the  State  as  a 
whole.  Sir,  an  examination  of  the  policy  and  programme  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  will  be  found  to  embody  the  most  progressive  and  most 
advanced  of  political  ideals.  In  ancient  days  the  individual  existed 
for  the  sake  of  the  State,  but  in  modern  society  the  State  exists  for 
the  sake  of  the  individual.  What  I  mean  is  that  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  thing  for  the  State  is  to  secure  the  best  life  to  the  individual 
and  the  individual  can  realise  the  best  life  only  through  the  State. 
So  when  any  measure  is  proposed,  there  is  little  advantage  to  be 
gained  by  asking  the  question  whether  the  particular  measure  is 
within  the  sphere  of  the  State  or  whether  it  is  meddling  wilt  the 
sphere  of  the  individual.  On  the  other  hand  the  question  to  be 
asked  is  whether  a  particular  measure  tends  to  the  greatest 
happiness  of  the  greatest  number  and  to  the  greatest  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  people  as  a  whole.  Sir,  in  this  connection. 
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our  future  revenue  policy  is  worth  special  mention.  It  is  a 
matter  for  gratification  that  the  present  Government  have  re¬ 
cognised  the  real  hardships  of  the  ryots.  Over  and  above  that,  the 
present  Government  have  recognised  also  the  necessity  that  the 
agricultural  population  do  stand  in  need  of  relief.  The  Dewan  said 
in  the  joint  session  that  deman  ds  for  remission  will  be  coming  from 
agriculturists  from  particular  areas  which  will  not  be  dismissed. 
That  shows  that  the  object  of  the  Government  is  to  give  proper 
relief  in  appropriate  cases.  We  are.  also  glad  to  learn  that  the 
object  of  the  Government  is  to  rely  less  and  less  on  agricultural  in¬ 
come  and  more  and  more  on  other  sources.  We  have  before  us 
series  of  measures  and  schemes  and  they  have  to  ba  considered  and 
judged  in  the  light  of  what  I  have  said  before,  namely  whether  any 
particular  measure  operates  harshly  upon  the  individual  and  whether 
it  tends  to  the  happiness  of  the  people  of  the  State  as  a  whole. 
Judged  from  this  standard,  I  can  assure  the  House  and  the  public 
that  the  various  schemes  and  measures  now  given  effect  to  are  for 
the  advancement  of  the  people  as  a  whole.  Ido  not  wish  to  taka 
the  time  of  the  House  by  pursuing  with  the  various  schemes  and 
measures  that  have  been  already  dealt  with  by  honourable  members. 

I  will  refer  to  one  other  aspect,  and  that  is  with  regard  to  in¬ 
dustrialisation.  I  may  say  that  we  are  only  at  the  initial  stage  of 
industrialisation  and  it  is  a  matter  of  immense  gratification  that  even 
at  this  very  initial  stage  we  are  able  to  announce  to  the  world  that 
a  major  portion  of  our  income  comes  not  from  agriculture  as  in 
Madras,  but  from  other  sources.  This  is  a  matter  for  genuine 
pride.  In  this  connection  I  will  read  one  or  two  passages  from  a 
speech  delivered  by  Sir  M.  Visveswarayya,  in  Trivandrum,  to  the 
South  Indian  States  Peoples’  Conference. 

“  In  a  well-managed  modern  State,  Industries  and  trade  provide,  more 
than  half  the  income  of  the  people.  Under  Indian  conditions, 
nearly  three-fourlhs  of  the  population  live  on  the  lowest  form  of 
occupation,  practised  in  the  most  primitive  manner,  namely  agri¬ 
culture.  No  one  In  authority  seems  concerned  about  this.  There 
is  no  active  interest  in  the  powers  that  be  to  develop  industrial 
life  or  spread  sound  ideas  of  economic  progress  among  our  people. 

The  wealth  of  the  country  is  derived  by  the  work  of  its  people.  In  the 
West,  State  organisations  provide  both  training  and  work  for  their 
people  and  the  ooumry  reaps  a  rich  harvest.  Here,  oa  the  other 
hand,  material  resources  remain  undeveloped,  and  the  brain  power 
of  the  country  is  allowed  to  lie  fallow  to  the  permanent  injury  of 
the  efficiency  and  earning  power,  of  our  people.  In  this  senBe 
many  of  tbe  States  administrations  are,  I  regret  I  have  to  state, 
unpatriotic,  if  not  out  of  date.”

1  quote  this  passage  simply  to  show^that  the  policy  pursued  by  our 
State  embodies  the  most  advanced  of  political  ideals  and  the1  various 
measures,  and  schemes  if  _  pursued  and  properly  worked  out  with 
the  harmonious  co-operation  of  the  people,  1  am  sure,  our  State  will 
attain  a  position  of  predominance.  Sir,  what  is  wanted  is  hearty 
co-operation  and  good  understanding  from  all  sections  of  the 
people. 

I  will  be  failing  in  my  duty  if  I  do  not  advert  to  one  important 
matter  and  that  is  with  regard  to  the  land  revenue  reform,  I  mean 
resurvey  and  resettlement.  Our  country  stands  in  urgent  need  of 
land  revenue  reform. _  The  glaring  defect  in  the  present  system  is 
the  unequal  distribution  of  tax  burdens.  Unless  drastic  measures 
are  adopted  and  resettlement  is  inaugurated,  existing  defects  with 
regard  to  inequalities  and  uneq  ual  distribution  of  tax  burden  can¬ 
not  be  remedied.  The  last  settlement  was  conducted  between  1053 
and  1081.  Since  then  many  new  plantations  have  sprung  up. 
There  have  been  encroachments  of  rubber  and  cardamom  planta¬ 
tions.  If  only  a  resurvey  is  instituted  it  will  bring  to  light  large 
encroachments  and  this  will  help  the  State  to  gain  a  great  deal  by 
way  of  capital  revenue  and  recurring  revenue.  Most  of  the  suits  in 
civil  courts  are  due  to  want  of  proper  survey  records.  There  are 
arrears  of  settlement  work  still  not  cleared.  For  this  reason  and 
for  the  fair  and  equitable  distribution  of  taxation  it  is  highly 
necessary  that  a  resurvey  and  resettlement  is  instituted. 

Mr.  P.  1.  Simon  ( Municipal  Councils)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  offer  a 
few  remarks  generally  on  the  budget.  The  budget  as  presented  by 
the  Financial  Secretary  shows  that  our  financial  position  is  unques¬ 
tionably  sound.  The  revenue  estimate  for  1114  is  Rs  261'41  lakhs. 
According  to  me,  this  is  a  very  modest  estimate.  It  is  found  to  be 
more  in  view  of  all  the  measures  the  Government  have  adopted  to 
improve  our  existing  sources  of  revenue  as  well  as  to  devise  fresh 
sources.  Our  estimates  in  1112  and  1113  were  actually  exceeded. 
Within  the  last  two  years  our  revenue  has  increased  by  about 
20  lakhs  and  the  next  year’s  revenue  (estimate  is  the  highest  on 
record.  There  is  no  other  State  in  India  excepting  Hyderabad  and 
Mysore  which  is  getting  as  much  by  way  of  revenue  as  Travancore 
is  budgeting  for.  In  point  of  population  also  we  rank  third  among 
the  Native  states  in  India. 

•  The  existing  sources  of  revenue,  such  as  Income  tax  and 
Excise,  have  improved  considerably.  The  Income  Tax  Department 
has  recently  been  reorganised  and  effective  safeguards  are  provided 
against  evasion  of  tax.  This  has  given  a  substantial  increase  in 
revenue  under  that  head.  The  Government  have  adopted  efSeient 
methods  of  preventing  smuggling  of  tobacco  in  the  northern  frontier 
and  the  increase  in  revenue  under  Excise-  is  estimaited  -at 
lakhs. 
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The  commercial  transport  scheme  that  started  business  in  the 
month  of  Kumbhom  last  has  already  yielded  a  net  income  of 
Rs  1-15  lakhs.  The  expansion  of  commercial  transport  business 
during  the  coming  year,  especially  between  Munnar  and  Alwaye,  so 
ns  to  connect  our  planting  areas  with  the  Cochin  Harbour  is  estima¬ 
ted  to  give  us  a  net  profit  of  more  than  Ks.  two  lakhs. 

The  ceramic  factory  work  has  progressed  very  satisfactorily 
during  the  current  year  and  we  ar-e  assured  of  about  a  lakh  of  rupees 
as  net  revenue  during  the  course  of  the  next  year. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Kamesam  as  Director  of  Development 
augurs  well  for  the  State.  Our  Forest  resources  have  not  so  far 
been  exploited  to  our  best  advantage.  He  is  devising  ways  and 
means  of  utilising  the  manifold  varieties  of  timber  found  in  oar 
forests  so  as  to  augment  the  revenue  from  our  forests  in  the  most 
substantial  manner.  The  Director  has  already  succeeded  in  show¬ 
ing  a  substantial  increase  under  sale  of  softwood.  He  promises  that, 
by  the  aseu  treatment,  our  timbers  can  be  made  use  of  in  lieu  of 
steel  and  cement  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  bridges.  He  is 
also  proposing  to  manufacture  pressed  boards,  artificial  silk,  sporting 
goods  »ud  bamboo  pulp ,  boards  from  the  raw  materials  available 
from  our  forests.  I  am  sure  that  these  ambitious  schemes  of  the 
Director  of  Development  will  bear  fruit  and  the  revenue  from  our 
forest  resources  will  be  enhanced  considerably. 

The  mining  resources  of  our  State  are  plentiful  and  it  is  very 
much  to  be  regretted  that  they  are  not  exploited  sefficiently  well.  1 
should  think  that  the  Government  are  guilty  of  gross  negligence 
in  omitting  to  make  the  best  use  of  our  resources  in  that  respect. 
We  are  beginning  to  forget  the  days  when  our  State  employed  the 
services  of  Geologist.  He  did  precious  little  and  it  is  long  since  he 
has  retired  and  no  one  has  yet  taken  his  place.  So  far,  considerable 
areas  has  been  leased  to  Mineral  Companies  for  nominal  returns  to 
the  State.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  from  the  Dewan’s  speech  to  the 
joint  session  of  the  Legislature  that  he  is  not  unmindful  of  the  fact 
that  these  being  natural  monopolies  of  the  State,  should  be  exploi¬ 
ted  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  State. 

Now,  passing  on  to  the  expenditure  side  of  the  budget,  I  have 
to  say  that  the  needs  of  a  progressive  administration  such  as  ours 
should  necessarily  involve  heavy  expenditure.  Our  State  has 
always  enjoyed  the  reputation  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  well 
governed  States  in  all  India.  The  expenditure  side  in  a  beneficent 
and  progressive  administration  in  a  well  governed  State  ought  to 
be  on  the  increase  every  year.

A  University  for  Travaucore  has  become  an  accomplished  fact 
and  we  are  new  free  to  have  our  own  educational  policy  and  our 
educational  system  can  be  so  fashioned  so  as  to  suit  the  special  needs 
and  conditions  of  our  State.  Besides  the  usual  faculties  of  law  and 
arts,  the  University  also  provides  for  technical  faculties  such  as 
engineering,  fisheries  and  textile  technology.  There  is  also  a  faculty 
of  oriental  studies  and  fine  arts  which  is  calculated  to  revive  our 
indigenous  arts.  There  is  also  a  proposal  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  production  of  books  of  modern  scientific  knowledge  in 
Malayalam. 

The  policy  of  the  State  has  all  along  been  to  invest  our  moneys 
in  reproductive  schemes.  We  are  nearing  the  completion  of  our 
Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Scheme  and  we  have  spent  more  than  a 
crore  over  it.  Like  all  other  Hydro  Electric  Schemes  it  is  bound 
to  give  us  a  net  return  of  9  to  10  per  cent  on  our  investment.  Idle 
money  cannot  be  tolerated  even  in  the  hands  of  private  citizens  and 
they  ought  to  be  made  subject  to  higher  taxation.  If  our  moneys 
are  deposited  in  banks,  the  interest  we  get  is  never  more  than  two 
per  cent,  and  Government  have  to  be  congratulated  on  their  policy 
of  finding  out  more  profitable  reproductive  schemes. 

The  agriculturist  in  our  country  is  in  the  most  miserable  and 
deplorable  condition.  He  is  heavily  indebted  and  the  crops  lie  is 
able  to  raise  in  spite  of  drought  and  other  adverse  circumstances  do 
not  fetch  him  an  economic  price.  It  is  in  such  junctures  that 
Government  ought  to  seriously  consider  the  necessity  of  expanding 
their  functions  by  assuming  direct  control  of  agriculture.  We  have 
accepted  the  principle  of  nationalising  transport  .and  the  nation¬ 
alisation  of  the  salt  industry  is  being  pressed  for  in  certain  quarters. 
Let  us  nationalise  agriculture  by  taking  up  control  of  it  in  so  far  as 
bringing  all  Callow  lands  under  cultivation,  dictating  to  the  agri¬ 
culturists  the  crops  to  be  grown  and  guaranteeing  an  economic  price 
for  the  crops.  Unless  something  of  this  kind  is  done,  there  will  be 
no  end  to  the  demand  for  relief  to  agricultural  indebtedness  and  to 
remission  of  taxes. 

Coming  to  my  own  constituency,  Sir,  the  Municipalities,  I 
have  to  bring  to  your  kind  notice  that  Government  are  not  foster¬ 
ing  the  growth  of  the  existing  Municipalities  nor  are  they  constitut¬ 
ing  Municipalities  in  towns  where  they  do  not  exist.  There  are 
46  towns  in  our  State  and  there  are  Municipalities  in  17  towns  only. 
As  an  instance  of  the  vast  length  of  our  State  where  there  are  no 
Municipalities,  I  should  mention  that  for  a  distance  of  80  miles 
from  Trivandrum  to  Thiruvalla  along  the  M.  C.  road,  there  is  not 
even  a  single  Municipality.  There  are  important  towns  on  the  w*y 
for  instance  Kottarakara  and  Chengannur  that  are  fit  to  be  ad¬ 
ministered  by  Municipalities.

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The  existing  Municipalities  should  be  allowed,  to  grow  and 
Government  should  grant  them  more  powers  and  privileges.  Gov. 
eminent  should  have  nothing  to  do  in  Municipal  towns  and  all  the 
functions  that  are  now  being  performed  by  Government  sunk  as 
medical  aid,  education,  transport,  lighting,  water,  drainage,  etc., 
should  properly  form  the  functions  of  the  Municipal  Councils.  As 
at  present  constituted  they  have  nothing'  better  to  do  than  sweeping 
the  roads  and  scavenging.  The  town  planning  scheme  in  Trivandrum 
has  not  progressed  satisfactorily.  The  roads  stand  in  urgent  need 
of  being  widened.  There  are  very  many  narrow  roads  in  the  busy 
parts  of  the  town  where  school  going  children  are  exposed  to  dangers 
from  vehicular  traffic. 

At  this  juncture,  Sir,  I  may  say  that  the  District  Municipalities 
Bill  and  the  City  Corporation  Bill  that  have  been  introduced  into 
the  Legislature  nearly  five  years  back  have  not  yet  emerged  from 
the  stage  of  the  Select  Committee.  The  delay  is  unpardonable 
whoever  may  be  responsible  for  it.  I  request  tlie  honourable 
member,  the  Legal  Remembrancer  to  push  it  through  expeditiously, 

In  conclusion,  Sir,  I  congratulate  Government  on  their  policy 
regarding  the  exploitation  of  the  States  resources  and  that  regard¬ 
ing  the  expenditure  on  useful  and  reproductive  lines  which  would 
tend  to  make  the  financial  position  of  the  State  more  and  more 
sound. 

President ;  Under  the  Rules  the  meetings  of  the  Council 
should  commence  ordinarily  at  11  a.  m.,  and  end  at  4-30  p.  m.  As 
a  number  of  members  have  given  notices  that  they  desire  to  speak 
on  the  various  Demands  for  grants,  if  the  House  has  no  objection 
we  could  continue  to  sit  till  5  r.  m. 

No  objection  was  raised. 

Mr.  N .  V.  Chacko :  Sir,  I  have  the  honour,  pleasure, 
privilege  and  pride  to  belong  to  that  class  of  members  known  as  the 
elected  members  whom  one  honourable  member  not  belonging  to 
that  class  had  the  magnanimity  and  charity  to  characterise  here  as 
‘Thendikal’ (5’®»n«'1<6Oo).  At  the  outset  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
Dewan  of  Travancore  for  the  dexterous  way  in  which  he  was  able  to 
extract  an  assurance  from  the  British  Government  that  they  would 
not  stand  in  the  way  of  Travancore  or  any  other  Indian  State  in 
introducing  responsible  Government  in  the  States. 

President :  Order,  order.  That  is  an  irrelevant  remark. 

Mr.  N-  V.  Chacko  :  Sir,  may  I  thauk  Lord  Winterton  and 
Lord  Zetland  for  their  statements  on  the  subject. 

President '  Even  irrelevant  thanks  are  equally  irrele- 
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Mr.  N.  V.  ChackO  :  With  regard  to  other  matters  the  acti¬ 
vities  of  the  Government  may  be  divided  into  those  which  are 
known  and  published  and  those  which  are  not  known  and  would 
not  be  published.  On  the  latter  I  can  say  nothing.  But  on  the 
known  activities  there  is  little  for  me  to  congratulate  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  It  appears  that  the  Government  are  not  giving  and  devoting 
proper  attention  and  energy  that  are  needed  for  constructive  and 
ameliorative  works.  The  Government  are  wasting  and  frittering 
aivay  their  time  and  energy  upon  activities  which  do  no  good  to 
them  but  result  in  a  lot  of  evil  to  the  people. 

It  would  seem  that  the  main  object  of  the  activities  of  the 
Trnvancore  Government  is  to  advertise  themselves  as  great  bene¬ 
factors  by  whitewashing  ail  their  evil  acts.  They  are  not  doing  any 
real  benefit  to  the  people.  If  they  are  benefiting  the  people  in  any 
way  there  cannot  be  any  objection  to  advertising  it.  But  even 
when  an  injury  is  done  to  the  public  it  is  being  tried  to  be  broad¬ 
cast  as  a  real  good  to  the  State.  It  is  not  the  broadcast  news  alone 
that  reach  the  people  of  the  Northern  Frontiers  and  our  neighbours 
but  news  reach  them  by  other  processes  which  may  be  called  per¬ 
colation,  conduction,  etc.  I  ain  sure  that  the  Government  will  do 
well  to  follow  the  healthy  example  of  the  present  Madras  Govern- 
ment  in  cutting  down  the  salaries  of  the  Government  officials  and 
in  introducing  social  and  relief  measures  calculated  to  improve  the 
condition  of  the  people. 

One  thing" which  the  Government  should  not  tolerate  in  Travan- 
core  is  the  flattering  of  Government  officials  by  the  people  in  the 
press  or  on  the  platform.  It  appears  to  me  that  Government 
officials  are  more  prone  to  flattery  than  their  salaries  or  even  bribes, 
in  the  case  of  those  who  accept  bribes.  Flattery  has  been  badly 
nauseating  to  me.  It  must  have  sickned  all  the  people  of  Travan- 
core.  It  seems  to  have  deprived  Government  officials  c>£  their 
sanity  and  discretion  and  sense  of  proportion  and  perspective.  It 
is  this  appetite  for  flattery  growing  by  wbat  it  feeds  on  that  makes 
Government  officials  oversensitive  and  touchy  even  with  regard  to 
sane  criticisms  and  makes  them  say  that  people  are- disloyal  and  not 
law-abiding.  Fortunately,  some  time  ago,  a  rule  was  made  that 
excepting  the  Dewan,  the  Heads  of  Departments  should  not  receive 
addresses  or  presents.  I  am  not  complaining  about  this  exception 
in  the  case  of  the  Dewan.  But  no  such  exception  should  be  made- 
in  favour  of  the  Dewan  in  the  matter  of  flattery. 

President  :  Order,  order.  I  think  the  honourable  member 
will  find  no  rule  enjoining  the  flattery  of  the  Dewan, 
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Mr.  N,  V  Chacko  :  No,  certainly  not.  What  I  meant  to 
submit  was  that  flattery  is  abundently  being  poured  out  in  Travan- 
core  as  the  waters  of  the  flood  of  1099. 

President :  Order,  order.  1  think  the  flattery  such  as  it  is 
is  judiciously  administered  along  with  denunciation  in  the  proportion 
of  100  to  1.  ( Laughter ) 

Mr.  N-  V.  Chacko  :  Flattery  is  twice  cursed.  It  curses 
both  the  flatterer  and  the  person  flattered.  I  am  not  complaining 
against  any  judicious  approval  of  the  conduct  of  the  Government. 
If  a  Press  Regulation  has  to  be  retained  in  Travancore  it  may  contain 
only  the  provisions  that  the  license  of  the  flattering  newspaper  shall 
be  cancelled  and  that  its  editor  will  be  liable  to  whipping  for  flat, 
tery..  In  fact  this  evil  is  so  rampant  now  that  it  is  being  indulged  in 
even-  in  this  House.  In  the  Financial  Secretary’s  budget  speech  in 
11 12  there  is  one  passage  that  is  not  only  flattery  but  blasphemy 
also, 

“As  a  result  of  our  prayers  and  mainly  because  of  the  energetic 
drive  of  the  present  Dewan  who  assumed  charge  shortly  after  the 
last  budget,  whose  career  is,  as  you  all  know,  characterised  by  the 
uniform  good  fortune  and  prosperity  and  whose  touch  converts 
every  thing  into  gold  etc.  etc.” 

Here  there  is  an  implied  comparison  between  God  and  a  human 
being  and  that  is  why  1  said  there  was  blasphemy. 

President  :  Order,  order.  I  take  it  that  the  budget  that  is 
being  discussed  is  the  budgot  for  the  year  1114  M.  E.  The  speech 
delivered  in  connection  with  the  budget  for  the  year  1113  is  not 
quite  in  point. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  Sir,  I  have  been  quoting  an  instance 
to  show  that  even  in  a  budget  speech  there  are  such  examples  of 
flattery.  The  gift  of  golden  touch  is  not  a  blessing  as  I  have  been 
taught  in  the  school  final  class.  If  everything  that  a  person  touches 
is  turned  into  gold  his  children  also  would  be  converted  into 
gold. 

President  :  Honourable  member  will  proceed  with  the 
budget  for  1114  M.  E. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  It  appears  that  the  general  policy  of 
the  Government  is  tending  towards  totalitarianism  or  fascism  or 
nazism,  These  are  quite  foreign  to  the  soil  and  tradition  of  India 
and  all  the  more  so  of  Travancore.  I  have  read  a  neat  definition  by 
the  Honourable  President  that  dictatorship  is  the  sublimation  of 
popular  will-  I  have  seen  pictures  where  Mussolini  is  seen  working 
with  peasants.  1  do  not  know  whether  our  Dewan  or  any  other 
Government  officer  including  the  Director  of  Agriculture  will  be 
prepared  to  work  for  some  time  at  least  with  the  peasants.  There 
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is  much  difference  between  those  countries  where  dictatorship 
prevails  and  our  State  where  the  Government  are  not  able  to  under¬ 
stand  or  appreciate  popular  will. 

One  word  with  regard  to  the  question  of  disloyalty  and  of  not 
being  law-abiding.  I  am  very  much  touched  by  this.  There  can 
be  individuals  whose  certain  acts  may  be  disloyal  in  that  particular 
case.  But  till  now  or  till  atleast  about  5  years  ago,  we  never  knew 
or  heard  that  the  country  as  a  whole  or  any  community  or  section 
of  the  community  there,  was  in  any  way  disloyal  and  nonlaw- 
abiding.  For  some  time  only  some  papers  were  making  that  charge. 
But  now  even  the  Government  have  begun  it.  If  it  were  true  that 
there  is  disloyalty  in  this  country  when  did  it  originate?  What  or 
who  was  the  cause  for  that?  It  is  very  essential  to  seek  and  find  it 
out.  If  the  people  of  Travancore  have  from  time  immemorial  been 
traditionally  loyal  and  law  abiding  and  till  now  if  there  has  not 
been  the  slightest  sign  of  disloyalty  to  His  Highness  the  Maharaja 
who  is  as  dear  to  the  people  as  their  life  and  soul,  how  can  it  be 
feasible  for  the  people  to  turn  to  disloyalty  to  the  Maharaja  all  of  a 
sudden?  If  they  are  not  disloyal  to  the  Maharaja  they  cannot  be 
disloyal  to  anything  which  has  the  sanction  of  the  Maharaja. 
Loyalty  to  the  Maharaja  does  not  mean  loyalty  to  officers.  It  is 
not  as  Lamb  says  ‘if  you  love  me  you  should  Jove  my  dog  also. 
Loyalty  to  the  Maharaja  cannot  mean  loyalty  to  even  peon  or 
scavenger  employed  in  the  public  service. 

Mr.  R,  Kesavan  Nair  :  May  1  know  whether  the  ©ewan 
speaking  at  Kotkamangalam  made  statements  to  the  effect  that  the 
State  Congress  is  disloyal? 

N.  V.  Chacko:  When  the  head  of  the  administration 
either  in  his  personal  or  official  capacity  makes  a  remark  that  certain 
people  or  sections  of  people  are  disloyal  that  certainly  is  a  very 
serious  matter.  Probably  the  I)ewan  may  have  got  such  infor¬ 
mation  from  the  C.  I.  D.  Let  us  see  what  the  honourble  member 
the  Eajyarakshapravina  had  to  say  about  the  Police.  This  is  what 
he  says  :  “Sir,  does  the  honourable  member’  really  think  that  the 
Commissioner  would  not  have  tried  his  best  to  ascertain  who  the 
culprits  were?  Does  the  honourable  member  really  believe  that  the 
policeman  is  likely  to  come  forward  and  confess  before  the  Cbm- 
missioner.  Is  it  the  case  with  all  the  accused?’ ’  I  am  reading- 
from  the  Council  Proceedings  of  the  29th  Karkadagam  1112,  page 
.138.  The  Commissioner  means  that  the  police  would  never  speak 
the  truth  when  it  goes  against  their  interest  and  that  in  such  cases 
they  should  not  be  expected  to  speak  the  truth.  Probably  he  is 
advising  them  here  not  to  speak  the  truth.  Even  murderers  after 
committing  murders  rush  from  the  scene  of  offence  right  to-  the 
police  station  and  confess  the  guilt.  The  implication  in  the  sentences

just  quoted  is  an  admission  that  every  confession  by  the  accused  is 
the  result  of  tortures.  There  are  at  least  rare  exceptions  to 
him. 

President  :  Order,  order.  The  Honourable  member  has  got 
four  minutes  more. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  Yes,  Sir.  In  ninety. nine  cases  out  of 
hundred  it  may  be  the  result  of  torture.  My  submission  is  that  the 
report  of  the  police  cannot  be  swallowed  as  a  whole.  I  am  sure  that 
all  the  people  of  Travancore  are  entirely  loyal  and  law-abiding  un¬ 
less  we  are  going  to  define  loyalty  and  law-abidingness  in  the  terms 
in  which  Dr.  Johnson  defined  patriotism. 

Mr.  R-  V.  Thomas  ;  May  I  know  what  that  definition  is  1 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  I  do  not  mention  it  here  now. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  loyalty  I  would  like  to  quote  two 
lines  which  are  considered  to  be  the  deepest  lines  in  Shakespeare 
‘  There  is  nothing  good  or  bad  but  thinking  makes  it  so.’  That  is 
why  the  State  Congress  has  been  accused  by  the  Government  of  dis¬ 
loyalty  while  the  Travancore  National  Congress  agitating  with  the 
same  acknowledged  object  of  attaining  responsible  Government  is 
considered  loyal  and  law-abiding.  If  there  are  any  differences  be. 
tween  these  two  they  are  so  minute  and  casuistic  as  some  Christian 
churches  have  got  about  their  doctrines.  I  feel  that  the  Travancore 
State  Congress  is  more  sinned  against  by  the  Government  than  they 
have  sinned  against  the  Government.  I  have  no  time  now  to  quote 
instances  of  the  Government  sinning  against  the  State  Congress. 
The  feeling  that  the  State  Congress  cannot  hold  meetings  while 
similar  meetings  to  agitate  for  responsible  Government  are  permit¬ 
ted  or  even  encouraged  to  be  held  by  other  associations  like  the 
Travancore  National  Congress  touches  a  citizen  of  Travancore 
to  the  quick  so  keenly  that  one  cannot  give  sufficient  expression  to 
it.  The  question  of  loyalty  and  disloyalty  is  not  an  academic  one. 
It  affects  the  flesh,  the  blood,  the  soul,  the  body,  the  imagination 
and  the  brain-  It  was  said  that  some  rowdies  were  responsible  for 
assaulting  some  State  Congress  members  and  disturbing  some 
State  Congress  meetings.  Were  not  they  existing  before 
this  ?  What  touched  their  psychology  to  cause  disturbances 
now-  And  if  they  do  not  continue  the  disturbance  hereafter  what 
is  i:  that  chocks  them  ?  The  worst  .of,  it  all  is  the  assault  on  the 
students  in  the  Science  College  compound  under  the  very  nose  of 
the, professors.  Wbafc  do  you  expect  of  students  except  booting  and 
howling  when  situations  arise?  Have  we  not  done  so  in  our  own 
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days  ?  Even  if  the  students  did  the  worst  they  could  possibly  do 
they  ought  not  to  have  been  attacked  at  all.  Vire  are  all  aware  of 
the  heartlessness  and  cruelty  that  were  behind  the  lathi  charges  on 
them.  It  would  have  been  better  if  the  police  had  used  guns  or 
even  machine  guns  against  the  students.  That  would  have  been 
neater  and  less  wicked. 

President:  Honourable  member  has  one  minute  more. 

Mr.  N.  V-  Chacko  •  Every  detail  of  it  is  gruesome. 
Voltaire  has  said  ‘fate  is  temperament.’  1  think  the  present  situ¬ 
ation  in  the  country  is  due  rather  entirely  to  the  temperament  of 
the  Government  than  to  anything  else  Sir,  due  to  flattery  the 
clear  vision  and  sanity  of  the  Government  are  blurred  or  disturbed 
and  they  have  been  made  oversensitive  and  unable  to  tolerate  even 
fair  criticism.  But  the  whole  defect  of  our  Government  is  due  to 
the  lack  of  character.  In  all  the  flatteries  we  "do  not  find  any  of 
the  Government  officials  being  praised  for  character.  It  is  charac¬ 
ter  alone  that  can  make  one  great.  Cleverness  without  character 
cannot  make  one  great.  Satan  is  clever. 

President  :  Order,  order.  The  honourable  member  is 
using  defamatory  language  against  an  organisation. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  Sir,  I  withdraw  the  words  most  willingly. 
I  have  not  the  remotest  intention  of  offending  the  Government  on 
anything  animate  or  inanimate. 

President  :  The  comparsion  of  Government  to  inanimate 
object  may  be  humorous  but  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  honourable 
members 's  withdrawal. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  The  word  was  not  used  deliberately. 
I  only  meant  to  say  Government  or  institutions  or  individuals  of 
comparatively  much  smaller  position  or  status.  Confucious  about 
2500  years  ago . 

President :  Order,  order. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar:  Sir,  before  expressing  my  views 
on  the  budget,  I  would  request  you,  Sir,  to  convey  to  His  Highness 
the  Maharaja  and  to  our  sympathetic  Dewan  our  deep  sense  of 
gratitude  for  tile  kind  remission  of  land  tax  which  wras  announced 
recently.  Sir,  the  benefit  of  that  remission  has  been  of  immense 
help  not  only  to  the  poor  agriculturists  but  also  to  the  rich  who  too 
in  fact,  have  been  seriously  affected  by  the  present  economic  depres- 
aion.  It  can  be  said  without  fear  of  contradiction  that  we  have  no 
millionaires  in  Travancore;  everyone,  rich  or  poor,  has  to  depend 
upon  the  sale  of  local  products  for  his  subsistence.  That  being  the 
case,  the  remission  so  kindly  granted  to  us  has  helped  us  all  with¬ 
out  any  distinction  whatsoever  at  this  critical  period  when  we  are 
all  badly  in  need  of  help. 
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There  is  just  one  appeal  that  I  have  to  make  to  you,  Sir,  in  re¬ 
gard  to  this  remission.  All  that  I  am  going  to  suggest  is  that  the 
order  should  be  construed  a  litth  more  liberally.  As  the  order 
now  stands,  it  appears  that  only  the  arrears  remaining  unpaid  on 
the  last  day  of  Karkatakam  this  year  will  come  under  it.  It  means 
that  those  who,  due  to  their  sense  of  loyalty  and  respect  for  the 
Government,  have  paid  the  tax  promptly  and  punctually,  at  great 
risk  and  considerable  loss,  will  not  bo  entitled  to  get  the  benefit  of 
this  remission.  Certainly,  that  will  give  a  premium  for  delayed 
payment.  In  the  succeeding  years,  nobody  will  think  of  making 
punctual  payment,  and  will  try  to  postpone  payment  of  tax  till  the 
very  last  day,  in  the  hope  that  towards  the  close  of  the  year  Gov¬ 
ernment  would  announce  some  sort  of  remission.  Sir,  on  a  previous 
occasion  the  benefit  of  such  remission  was  extended  also  to  those 
who  had  already  paid  the  tax.  I  request  the  Government  that  a 
very  liberal  construction  may  be  adopted  now  also  and  definite 
orders  passed  to  the  effect  that  the  remission  announced  will  be 
applicable  to  those  who  have  already  paid  the  tax  due  and  that  the 
amount  remitted  will  be  given  credit  to,  as  in  the  past,  towards  the 
tax  due  for  next  year. 

Coming  to  the  budget,  it  is  very  encouraging  to  find  that  the 
revenue  has  reached  a  psak-point  notwithstanding  the  severe  econo¬ 
mic  depression  and  the  very  low  price  of  agricultural  products;  and 
it  is  also  noteworthy  that  there  is  not  a  pie  of  additional  taxation. 
The  public  of  Travancore  owe  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  you  for 
your  exploration  of  new  sources  of  income  without  additional  taxa¬ 
tion.  I  may  in  this  connection  assure  you,  Sir,  that  you  have  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  all  sections  of  the  people.  Given  sufficient 
peace  of  mind  I  am  sure  you  will  find  it  possible  to  explore  mow 
sources  of  revenue  and  to  see  that  our  revenues  rise  by  leaps  and 
bounds  ;  and  I  hope  the  public  will  heartily  co-operate  and  do  their 
best  to  see  that  you  are  able  to  bestow  all  your  attention  to  such 
activity  and  that  your  attention  is  not  diverted  to  political  and  other 
troubles. 

Coming  to  the  budget  proper,  I  want  the  Financial  Secretary 
to  clear  my  doubts  about  one  point.  Items  such  as  minor  survey 
circuits  and  the  bankshail  construction  at  Trivandrum  are  put  down 
as  ‘Items  not  Charged  to  Revenue’,  while  the  bankshail  construc¬ 
tion  expeuses  at  Munambam  and  the  expenses  for  the  construction 
of  the  Commissioner’s  Bungalow  at  Devinolam,  for  instance,  are  put 
down  as  ‘Items  Charged  to  Revenue’,  Sir,  similar  items  of  expen¬ 
diture  are  grouped  under  different  heads.  That  gives  room  for 
suspicion  and  requires  satisfactory  explanation. 
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Sir,  the  Village  Panchayat  Regulation  was  passed  in  1100.  and 
still  we  have  only  six  Panchayats.  Sir,  this  is  a  matter  to  which 
the  attention  of  the  Government  has  been  pointedly  drawn  on  pre¬ 
vious  occasions  also.  I  hope  Government  will  seriously  consider 
the  question  and  establish  more  Village  Panchayats  so  that  the  Go¬ 
vernment  may  be  relieved  of  the  responsibility  of  looking  to  the 
needs  of  the  village  people.  It  is  high  time  that  we  leave  village 
questions  to  be  managed  by  the  villagers  themselves. 

Sir,  the  allotment  for  new  roads  is,  I  beg  to  submit,  far  from 
satisfactory.  Roads  are  one  of  tile  prime  necessities  of  the  agricul¬ 
turists.  Unless  they  are  able  to  take  their  produce  to  markets  and 
sell  them,  how  can  they  pay  the  taxes  ?  And  for  that,  they  require 
good  roads.  And,  this  is  a  matter  in  which  very  little  attention 
has  been  paid  by  the  Government  notwithstanding  repeated  requests 
so  far  as  North  Travancore  is  concerned-  In  regard  to  North  Tra¬ 
vancore,  this  is  not  peculiar  to  this  year  alone;  all  along,  we  have 
been  neglected  and  our  agitations  are  ignored.  In  fact,  not  only  in 
the  matter  of  roads  but  in  every  other  matter  we  have  been  neglec¬ 
ted. 

Sir,  I  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  re¬ 
cent  breaking  open  of  the  doors  of  our  Perumpavur  Muusiff’s  Court 
building  j.  e.  early  in  1113.  Sir,  this  has  been  occurring  in  the 
years  111!  and  1112  also.  The  fact  was  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Police  as  well  as  to  the  notice  of  the  High  Court  Judge  when 
he  went  there  on  inspecton,  The  matter  was  seriously  taken  up  and 
the  necessary  repairs  for  the  building  were  recommended.  In  fact, 
very  recently,  by  about  the  end  of  Mithunam  the  Munaiff  there  re¬ 
ceived  official  communication  from  the  Engineer  to  the  effect  that 
the  urgent  repairs  of  the  building  at  a  cost  of  Rs-  3,000  and  odd 
had  been' included  in  the  budget  and  sanctioned  and  will  be  carried 
out  at  once.  Just  a  few  days  after  this,  early  in  Karkatakain,  I 
received  the  copy  of  the  budget.  To  my  great  surprise  I  found 
that  there  was  absolutely  no  provision  for  this  very  important  item 
of  work  which  the  High  Court  themselves  have  regarded  and  trea¬ 
ted  as  very  urgent. 

I  shall  now  refer  to  another  matter  in  which  according  to  me 
there  is  considerable  waste  of  public  funds;  and  we  are  sure,  Sir 
that  if  you  are  convinced  that  there  is  waste  anywhere  you  will  im¬ 
mediately  take  steps  to  see  that  it  is  prevented,  and  the  money 
saved  is  utilised  for  useful  purposes.  Sir,  the  Law’s  Delays  Com- 
mittee  was  appointed  and  they  submitted  their  report  in  1931. 
After  conducting  a  thorough  enquiry  they  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  average  file  for  one  Munsifi's  Court  ought  to  be  between 
750  and  800  ordinary  suits  and  about  1,000  small  cause  cases;  they 
also  suggested  that  territorial  jurisdiction  of  certain  courts  should  be

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altered  and  certain  Munsiffs’  Courts  should  be  located  in  certain 
areas,  Sir,  it  was  after  going  into  the  question  of  law’s  delays  and 
the  necessary  remedies  for  avoiding  the  same  that  they  made  their 
recommendation  about  the  work  that  a  Mnnsiff  can  handle  and  the 
distribution  of  Courts.  Sir,  subsequent  to  that  report,  the  Jenmi 
Kudiyan  Amendment  Regulation  XII  of  1108  and  the  Agriculturists 
Debt  Relief  Regulation  of  1112  were  passed.  The  effictive  work¬ 
ing  of  the  Nayar  Regulation  and  of  the  Ohitties  Regulation,  began 
only  after  that.  As  a  result  of  all  this  litigation  has  gone  down 
considerably  in  Travaneore  State.  While  there  were  65,082  suits 
in  all  the  Munsiffs’  Courts  put  together  in  1108,  in  1112  it  came 
down  to  51,316.  That  there  has  been  a  decline  in  litigation  as  has 
been  admitted  in  the  Report  an  the  Administration  of  Civil 
Justice  for  1112.  Now  there  are  several  courts  iii  which  the  file  is 
far  less  than  the  minimum  suggested  by  the  Law’s  Delays  Com¬ 
mittee,  namely,  800  original  suits  and  1,000  small  cause  cases,  j 
shall  give  some  figures.

These  figures  will  show  that  the  Munsiffs  iu  these  places  have 
not  got  enough  work;  somehow  or  other  they  arc  pulling  on.  When 
the  Munsiffs  are  asked  to  explain  about  tire  poor  disposals  and  pen¬ 
dency  they  complain  that  the  distribution  of  jurisdiction  (territorial) 
is  not  proper.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  other  courts  where  the 
files  are  very  very  heavy.  In  Changauacherry  for  instance,  there 
are  1,352  original  suits;  1,338  iu  Muvattupuzha,  and  1,391  in  Me- 
nachil.  There  are  also  several  other  courts  where  the  number  of 
ordinary  suits  pending  on  the  said  date  is  more  than  1,000  besides 
small  cause  suits.  Proper  territorial  adjustment  has  become  absolu¬ 
tely  necessary.  Some  are  not  able  to  cope  with  the  work,  while 
others  have  no  work. 

Sir,  we  have  only  30  taluks;  but  we  have  10  Muusiff;  and  side 
by  side,  there  are  also  6  Conciliation  Officer#.  It  is  clear  from  Go* 
vernment  reports  that  the  Conciliation  Officers  also  have  very  little 
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work  to  do.  Sir.  why  not,  I  ask,  some  of  these  Munsiffs  Courts 
and  Conciliation  Courts  be  abolished  and  the  Conciliation  work  en¬ 
trusted  to  the  Munsiffs  as  is  done  in  Mysore.  I  am  sure  that,  with 
proper  redistribution  of  work,  it  will  be  possible  to  reduce  the  num¬ 
ber  of  Munsiffs  at  least  by  6.  Each  Munsiff’s  Court  establishment 
costs  the  Government  yearly  not  less  than  Rs.10,000,  so  that  the 
abolition  of  6  Munsiff’s  Courts  would  mean  an  annual  saving  of 
Rs.  60,000-  I  submit,  Sir,  that  this  matter  deserves  the  earliest 
attention  of  the  Government.  I  am  told  that  memurials  have  been 
sent  up  for  the  redistribution  cf  territorial  jurisdictions  of  various 
courts.  That  has  been  going  on  for  a  number  of  years.  Sir,  it  is 
high  time  that  this  serious  wastage  of  public  money  is  put  an  end 
to  as  early  as  possible  and  the  saving  effected  utilised  for  the  good 
of  the  people. 

Sir,  there  appears  to  be  an  additional  provision  in  the  budget 
so  far  as  the  Excise  Department  is  concerned.  Last  year  some  re¬ 
organisation  took  place  which  involved  nearly  a  lakh  o"f  rupees.  It 
was  said  that  regular  smuggling  of  tobacco  was  going  on  and  if 
sufficient  staff  was  given,  mo3t  probibly  the  annual  income  might 
increase  between  5  to  10  lakhs.  The  figures  in  the  budget  for  the 
current  and  next  year  show  that  the  expected  income  cannot  be 
realised.  The  amount  under  tobacco  realised  during  the  year  1112 
was  Rs.  23,51,826.  In  1113  when  the  re-organisation  took  place 
and  a  lakh  of  rupees  was  invested,  it  was  expected  that  the  figure 
will  come  to  Iis.  25  lakhs.  But  what  was  actually  realised  or  what 
is  expected  to  be  realised  now  is  only  Lis.  23,35,000.  In  the  next 
year  we  expect  only  Rs.  24,40,000,  not  even  an  increase  of 
Rs.  1  lakh,  the  amount  spent  on  the  re-organisation  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  What  does  it  show  ?  In  the  year  of  the  re-organisation  it 
was  argued  that  there  was  not  sufficient  time  to  get  a  full  return 
adequate  to  the  additional  investment.  What  about  the  income  for 
1113?  The  expectations  have  not  turned  out  to  be  true.  But 
what  do  you  expect  t'or  the  current  year  ?  Rs,  24,40,000,  a  little 
over  what  was  realised  in  1112,  This  is  not  encouraging,  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  with  the  advent  of  the  new  Commis¬ 
sioner  the  tone  of  the  Department  has  improved  and  I  am  glad 
to  say  that  the  subordinates  are  doing  their  dutis  very  satis¬ 
factorily.  1  hope  that  the  Excise  Commissioner  will  see  that  the 
additional  amount  incurred  for  the  re-organisation  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  is  satisfactorily  compensated  by  increased  revenue  for  the 
next  year,  an  1  that  he  will  take  all  possible  steps  to  »ee  that  the 
expectations  are  fulfilled. 

As  regards  Land  Revenue  I  have  to  submit  one  fact.  It  can 
be  seen  that  the  Land  Revenue  £  jr  this  year  is  expected  to  be  a 
little  over  41  lakhs.  It  went  down  to  a  (considerably  small  amount 
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in  1103.  Before  the  pre -depression  years,  in  1104  it  was  ranging 
between  Rs.  41  lakhs  and  Rs.  42  lakhs.  It  is  only  very  recently 
that  it  has  reached  the  figure  Rs.  41  lakhs.  Sir,  we  have  been 
getting  remissions  year  after  year.  That  is  a  fact  which  could  not  be 
forgotten.  So  far  as  South  Travancore  is  concerned  we  see  that 
there  is  a  lot  of  cry  always  for  reduction  of  tax.  Every  year 
Government  are  kind  enough  to  graut  remission  also.  What  I 
would  submit  in  this  connection  is,  that  it  will  be  advisable  that 
Government  at  once  delcare  that  a  certain  portion  of  the  present 
tax  alone  be  charged  on  an  acre  of  land  ;  say  Rs.  15  or  Rs.  20  per 
acre.  The  present  tax  in  some  instances  comes  Rs.  35  per  acre, 
inclusive  of  watercess.  That  is  very  high.  Side  by  side  with 
that  declaration  Government  may  also  appoint  a  Committee  to  go 
into  the  whole  matter,  thoroughly  and  declare  that  the  excess  over 
the  declared  rate  need  be  paid  only  after  the  report  of  the  committee 
and  only  if  the  committee  say  that  the  rate  of  tax  now  charged  is 
not  excessive.  Unless  such  a  declaration  is  made  by  Government, 
the  giving  of  remissions  yearly  may  not  create  a  peaceful  atmos- 
phere.  The  agriculturists  are  very  hard  hit,  especially  in  South 
Travancore  and  I  request  you,  Sir,  to  make  an  announcement  on 
the  line  suggested  by  me  or  in, any  other  conciliatory  manner. 

Mr .5.  Kamesam  :  Sir,  there  li«s  been  a  certain  amount  of 
misconception  regarding  the  activities  of  my  department  which  is 
hardly  six  months  old.  The  main  policy  of  my  department  is  the 
intensive,  systamatic  and  extensive  utilisation  of  our  forest  resources 
as  dictated  by  recent  research  and  modern  scientific  principles.  I 
have  no  time  to  go  into  the  various  cross  sections  of  the  work  of 
my  department  as  I  have  only  a  few  minutes  available  to  me.  I 
shall  meet  one  or  two  points  that  have  been  brought  against  my 
department.  Travancore  has  no  resources  for  steel  and  cement  and 
she  imports  steel  and  cement  annually  to  the  extent  of  over 
Rs.  10,00,000.  On  the  other  hand,  she  could  have  exploited  in  the 
previous  years  about  5  lakhs  of  cubic  feet  of  excellent  timber  for 
the  purpose,  thus  effecting  considerable  economy.  This  timber 
could  be  utilised  even  for  heavy  engineering  works  such  as  high¬ 
way  bridgs  and  marine  piers.  I  [am  glad  to  tell  the  Honorary 
Members  that  since  my  coming  I  have  been  able  to  find  use  and 
market  for  1  1/2  lakhs  to  2  lakhs  of  cubic  feet  of  this  timber  which 
could  have  been  exploited  during  any  of  the  previous  years,  but 
which  was  not  exploited,  as  no  use  could  bo  found.  In  this  con¬ 
nection  the  Honourable  Members  may  be  interested  to  know  that  a 
sum  of  Rs.  50,000  has  been  ear-marked  in  the  budget  of  my 
department  for  rural  bridges.  These  bridges  will  be  constructed 
during  the  course  of  the  next  year-  Even  if  2  lakhs  of  cubic-ft  can 
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be  utilised  during  next  year  our  gross  revenue  iu  the  Forest  Depart¬ 
ment  irill  go  up  by  Rs.  4  to  5  lakhs  and  we  shall  be  able  to  /release 
probably  some  teak  timber  for  the  foreign  market  so  that  we  may 
have  a  favourable  balance  of  trade. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  May  I  know 
whether  any  bridge  with  timber  treated  with  ascu  has  been  constru¬ 
cted  anywhere  else  ? 

Mr.  S.  Kamesam :  Although  in  India  more  than  one  or 
two  treated  timber  bridges  have  not  been  built,  they  have  been  built 
on  a  very  large  scale  iin  America,  where  J  80  percent  of  the  total 
bridge  length  of  the  railways  consists  of  treated  timber  bridges. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nalr:  May  I  know 
the  number  |of  years  during  which  the  bridges  constructed  with 
treated  timber  will  last  ? 

Mr.  S.  Kamesam  :  As  far  as  the  experience  in  America 
o-oes,  treated  timber  bridges  have  lasted  anywhere  from  30  to  60 
years.  Recently  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  American  Rail¬ 
way  Board  came  to  the  conclusion. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair .  May  I  know. 

President :  He  has  only  six  minutes  and  he  has  no  time  to 
answer  questions. 

Mr.  S.  Kamesam-'  Sir,  with  regard  to  the  scepticism  re¬ 
garding  ascu  expressed  by  one  of  the  Honorary  Members  I  may 
say  this.  The  attitude  of  the  Forest  Research  Institute  has  been 
this.  Ascu  or  any  invention  in  wood  preserving  is  such  that  no 
final  opinion  can  be  expressed  probably  for  20  years.  As  far  as  mo¬ 
dern  and  recent  scientific  technique  have  been  developing,  the  Forest 
Research  Institute  has  made  accelerated  test  not  only  with  regard  to 
Ascu  but  several  other  wood  preservatives,  and  they  have  stated  in 
the  recent  periodical  quoted  by  >one  of  the  Honourable  Members 
that  although  asou  treated  wood  has  been  submitted  to  more 
severe  tests  than  several  dozen  other  varities,  there  was  not  a  single 
failure  with  Ascu,  and  that  it  gives  the  best  results.  I  may  also 
mention  in  this  connection  that  the  Mysore  Government  have  trea¬ 
ted  over  two  lakhs  of  railway  sleepers  and  a  few  thousand  electrical 
poles  with  Ascu,  the  United  Provinces  Government  have  treated 
about  3  1/2  years  ago  900  miles  of  high-tension  line  posts,  and  the 
Punjab  Hydro  Electric  Department  have  also  a  few  thousand  ascu 
treated  timber  poles.  The  Madras  Government  are  now  putting  up 
2  plants  and  in  their  recent  specifications  they  have  definitely 
specified  ascu  for  the  treatment  of  electrical  poles.  I  might  add  the 
ascu  has  been  used  in  smaller  or  larger  quantities  in  several  foreign 
countries. 

Mr.  A.  T.  S.  Kader.  Bhoy :  May  I  know  whether  the 
timber  used  in  America  is  available  there  or  whether  it  is  imported 
from  other  places  ? 
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Mr-  5.  Kamesam  :  The  tirobet  mostly  used  in  America  is 
fine,  a  timber  which  is  about  60  per  cent  as  strong  as  some  of  our 
hard  woods  £,.r  which  there  is  no  market,  and  which  we  can  get  in 
very  large  quantities. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair  :  Were  any  bridges 
constructed  with  timber  treated  by  Mr.  Kamesam  ? 

Mr.  5.  Kamesam  :  Yes,  Sir,  At  the  Lucknow  exhibition  I 
designed  and  put  up  a  bridge  of  50ft.  span,  16  ft.  width  ot  road  way, 
constructed  out  of  men  treated,  timber.  It  was  tried  with  a  121/8 
ton  roller  and  the  road-way  engineers  were  thoroughly  satisfied 
with  the  soundness  c£  the  design  and  economy  of  the  structure. 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  Sir,  1  do  not  propose  t0  traverse 
the  entire  ground  of  the  observations  made  by  the  Honourable 
members,  but,  1  would  like  to  refer  to  one  or  two  specific  points. 
My  friend,  the  Honourable  Member  Mr.  Kesavan  Nsir,  expressed 
his  apprehension  as  to  whether  the  Ceramic  Factory  was  going  to 
bring  in  any  income  at  all  in  the  next;  year.  I  may  inform  the 
Honourable  Member  and  the  House  that  negotiations  are  practi¬ 
cally  complete  whereby  Government  are  assured  of  an  income  of  at 
least  a  lakh  of  rupees  on  account  of  the  efforts  of  the  Ceramic  Ex¬ 
pert. 

Sir,  apprehension  was  also  expressed  as  to  how  far  the  Govern¬ 
ment  would  realise  any  profit  from  the  Transport  Scheme.  I  think 
that  the  Honourable  Members  are  aware  from  the  facts  and  figures 
already  published  in  the  papers  and  elsewhere  that  during  the  past 
seven  months  the  Transport  Scheme  has  been  in  operation  in 
Travancore,  the  Government  have  realised  a  profit  of  nearly  15  per 
cent.  Government  have  also  absolutely  no  doubt  in  expecting  a 
decent  out-turn  on  their  investments  in  commercial  transport, 

Mr.  Ismail  suggested  that  sufficient  representation  has  not 
been  given  to  the  several  communities  in  the  Transport  Department, 
Several  questions  have  been  asked  and  doubts  expressed  elsewhere 
also  on  this  identical  subject.  Government  have  already  ascertain¬ 
ed  that  the  Transport  has  been  duly  and  properly  constituted, 
representatives  from  various  communities  being  recruited  by  the 
Transport  Superintendent,  Government  have  also  issued  instruc. 
tions  to  the  Transport  Superintendent  that,  eonsistant  with 
efficiency,  representation  should  be  given  to  the  less  represented 
communities  in  that  branch  of  Government  activity  also. 

Sir,  I  have  to  say  a  word  about  the  observations  made  by  my 
friend  Mr.  Chacko.  Sir,  he  questioned  the  propriety  and  the 
wisdom  of  the  Government  characterising  the  activities  of  the  State 
Congress  as  subversive  and  disloyal.  Government  have  got  ample 
information  in  their  hands  to  justify  that  characterisation. 
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Mr.  K.  M.  Korah  :  May  I  know  what  those  are? 

Mr.  M.  Qovlnda  Pillai;  It  is  unnecessary  and  super¬ 
fluous  for  me  now.  to  detail  all  the  circumstances.  But  one  or  two 
instances  I  shrill  give  for  the  information  of  the  House. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  May  I  know  why  the  details  are  un¬ 
necessary  ? 

Mr-  M.  Govinda  Pillai  :  I  mean  that  within  the  limited 
time  that  I  have  I  am  not  able  to  give  all  the  details.  But  one  or 
two  circu instances  which  have  induced  Government  and  which  in 
the  public  interest  may  be  divulged  I  shall  just  refer  to.  The 
Honourable  Member  and  the  House  will  be  aware  that  there  has 
been  a  deliberate  campaign  of  persistent  disparagement  of  the  credit 
of  the  country  and  that  campaign  has  been-  carried  on  not  only  in¬ 
side  the  State  but  outside  the  State  as  well.  Probably  it  is  not 
within  the  knowledge  of  most  membere  that  even  a  very  futile 
attempt  has  been  made  to  engineer  a  run  on  the  Savings  Banks 
Deposits. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  May  l  know  from  the  member  whether 
it  was  not  the  prohibitory  order  that  was  the  cause  of  the  State 
Congress  Party  going  outside  the  State  ? 

President :  The  Honourable  Member  is  referring  to  a  run 
on  the  Savings  Bank  deposits.  There  was  no  prohibitory  order  in 
regard  to  that. 

Mr.  Nedurnatigad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  May  I  know 
what  the  State  Congress  party  did  in  regard  to  the  rush  on  Sav¬ 
ings  Bank  deposits  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  I  am  referring  to  the  results  of 
the  activities  of  the  State  Congress.  There  has  been  a  persistent 
attempt  in  different  parts  of  the  country  to  have  a  run  on  the 
State’s  Savings  Banks. 

Mr.  Ned  urn  an  gad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  I  know. 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  I  do  not  yield,  Sir. 

President  :  It  is  generally  considered  right  and  proper  that 
members  of  Government  answer  all  possible  questions  and  ordinari¬ 
ly  speaking,  Government  members  will  resume  their  seat  when 
interruptions  are  made  and  questions  are  asked.  But  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  Honourable  Member  has  got  only  four  minutes 
and  if  Honourable  Members  want  to  put  any  questions  they  may 
do  so  after  his  speech  is  over. 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai:  Sir,  it  is  needless  and*  super¬ 
fluous  for  me  to  say  that  the  Government  of  Travancore  is  not 
based  on  fragile  or  on  insecure  foundations.  The  Government 
finances  are  absolutely  secure  and  such  attempts  can  only  be  chara¬ 
cterised  as  unfortunate.  Apart  from  the.  disparagement  on  the 
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credit  of  the  country,  both  inside  and  outside  the  State,  there  has 
also  been  a  consistent  agitation  to  impute  corruption  and  mala  pies 
to  the  Head  of  the  Administration.  Sir,  the  Government  certainly 
would  welcome  constructive  and  reasonable  critic, sms  on  their 
measures.  But,  to  attribute  corruption  and  malafides  to  the  Head 
f  he  Administration  is  certainly  subversive  and  disloyal.  I  may 
even  sat  that  there  were  certain  publications  and  utterances  by 
some  members  of  the  organisation  to  an  extent  hat  even  the  most 
exalted  in  the  land  have  not  escaped  their  slandeious  tongues 
Sir,  the  President  read  one  of  the  very  sentences  which  was  uttered 
by  one  of  the  prominent  members  of  that  organisation  and  that 
sentence  1  shall  read  again  with  your  permission. 

“I  visualise  that  if  Government  do  not- retrace  their  steps,  we  wilUej 
loose  a  non-vlolent  civil  war  in  TraYancore  within  the  comae  oi

Mr-  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Natr  .  But,  was  then 

n0t  aM?M  QovTndbdnpiUai :  I  am  sm-prled  that  the  Government 
should1 be  compared  with  those  mushroom  banks  and  attemp  s 
made  to  discredit  the  solveucy  and  soundness  ot  i . 
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Mr.  R.  V-  Thomas  .  Are  those  banks  to  be  called  mush¬ 
room  banks  ? 

Mr-  M.  Govinda  Pillai  :  All  banks  which  have  collapsed 
as  a  result  of  fraud  and  inefficiency  can  only  be  considered  as 
mushroom  growths. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Sir.  the  member 

has  not  answered  my  question. 

President :  He  is  not  bound  to  answer  all  the  questions. 

Mr.  K.  J-  Cheriyan  :  Sir,  I  am  glad  to  state  that  the 
budget  has  been  received  well  by  this  House  also.  I  may  however 
say  a  few  words  in  reply  to  che  criticisms  made  by  the  Honourable 
members.  It  was  pointed  out  by  some  of  the  honourable  members 
that  there  is  very  little  in  the  budget  to  show  that  the  needs  of  the 
ryots  are  attended  to  adequately  by  Government.  I  may  observe 
that  for  the  next  year  a  sum  of  Rs.  40,000  has  been  provided  for 
ameliorative  measures  for  the  depressed  classes,  Its.  3,000  lor  rural 
reconstruction,  Rs.  6,000  for  Village  Panchayats  and  Rs.  3-23  lakhs 
for  Protective  Irrigation  Works  besides  ample,  provision  made  under 
Medical,  Sanitation  and  Public  Health  Departments  and  Co-opera¬ 
tive  Department.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that  only  Rs.  7,000  has 
been  provided  for  the  Shertnlai  taluk  and  ether  areas  for  water 
supply.  I  may  say  that  this  amount  is  only  for  expenditure  in 
connection  with  the  investigation  of  water  supply  scheme  and  that 
it  does  not  represent  the  outlay  on  the  scheme. 

Mr.  K-  K.  Kuruvilla  :  Has  the  scheme  been  settled 
finally  V 

Mr.  K.  J.  Cheriyan  :  Not  yet,  Sir- 

Another  honourable  member  referred  to  the  closing  Govern¬ 
ment  balance  and  pointed  out  that  the  amount  has  dwindled  down 
to  Rs.  16-03  lakhs.  I  may  observe  that  one  reason  why  this  balance 
has  gone  down  to  this  figure  is  the  creation  of  two  Reserve  Funds, 
n:  the  General  Reserve  Fund  and  the  Revenue  Reserve  Fund  which 
together  amount  to  Rs.  72  and  odd  lakhs.  The  Government  acco  unt 
balance  at  the  beginnning  of  llOb  was  Rs.  165  odd  lakhs  and  since 
then,  capital  expenditure  on  non-productive  works  to  the  extent  of 
Rs.  151  and  odd  lakhs  has  been  incurred,  If  this  capital  expendi¬ 
ture,  which  is  mainly  on  development  works  and  schemes  of  lasting 
public  utility,  bad  not  been  incurred,  the  Government  account -would 
have  been  Rs.  166  and  odd  lakhs.  Tile  items  such  as  the  Railways 
the  Water  Works,  Drainage  etc.,  are  all  items  of  public  utility  and 
are  met  out  of  accumulated  surpluses.  During  the  current  year  a 
portion  of  the  surplus  balances  was  invested  in  short  term  deposits 
and  consequently,  the  balance  was  reduced  to  Rs.  52-16  lakhs.  As 
a  result  of  the  program])- e  of  capital  expenditure  during  the  next 
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year,  both  productive  and  non-productive,  to  the  extent  of  Its.  88 
and  odd  lakhs,  the  cash  balance  is  expected  to  be  reduced  to 
its.  40-97  lakhs. 

A  reference  to  the  ‘  Assets  and  Liabilities’  statement  at  the 
close  of  1114  given  at  pages  Id  and  14  of  the  Preliminary  edition 
of  the  Budget  Estimate  would  show  that  our  total  assets  amount  to 
Rs.  537-12°  lakhs  as  against  a  liability  of  Us.  452  and  odd  lakhs 
only.  Our  actual  debt  on  account  of  loans  amount  to  Rs.  144 H 
lakhs  including  special  loans. 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Naif:  How  much  me 
the  liquid  assets  'l 

Mr.  K.  J-  Cheriyan  :  More  than  Us.  265  lakhs,  Sir. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  liow  was  that 
fio-ui-e  arrived  at  ‘1  May  l  know  whether  that  includes  the  amount 
for  buildings  also  ? 

Mr.  K-  J.  Cheriyan  :  No,  Sir. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesava  Nair  :  Tlum,  what  are  the 
items  which  constitute  that  asset? 

Mr.  K.  J.  Cheriyan:  It  consists  of  the  cash  balance  of 
Rs.  40  and  odd  lakhs  and  the  investments  in  Government  securities. 

The  five  per  cant,  loan  of  Its.  1475  lakhs  raised  in  1091  has 
already  been  fully  secured  by  investment  in  Government  of  India 
Securities.  So  our  actual  debt  position  will  be  Rs-  129*30  lakhs 
only.  Against  this  debt,  we  have  investments  on  reproductive  works 
to  the  extent  of  Rs-  222  24  lakhs  including  Rs.  37*86  lakhs  advanced 
to  tho  Cochin  Harbour  uthorities  towards  the  4th  stage  works.  Our 
investments  in  gilt-edged  securities  etc,  amount  to  Rs.  225  and  odd 
lakhs  including  the  sinking  fund  investments  of  Rs.  1475  lakhs, 
and  our  investments  on  Reproductive  works  alone  exceed  the  actual 
debt  by  Us.  92’88  lakhs. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kavan  Nair :  May  1  know-  whether 
the  figure  Rs.  115  and  odd  lakhs  was  arrived  at  after  reducing 
Rs.  25  lakhs  ? 

Mr.  K.  J.  Cheriyan  :  I  will  come  to  that,  Sir. 

As  our  investments  on  Reproductive  works  alone  exceed  the 
actual  debt  by  Rs.  92  and  odd  lakhs,  there  need  be  no  anxiety  what- 
ever  about  our  financial  position  which  now  stands  on  an  unassail¬ 
able  basis. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  May  I  know  what 
is  the  special  loan  of  Rs.  78  and  odd  lakhs  made  up  of  ? 

Mr.  K-  J.  Cheriyan  :  It  consists  of  Palace  loans  and  other 
loans,  Sir.

President :  Under  the  Rules,  it  is  my  right  as  it  is  my 
privilege  to  make  a  few  remarks  at  the  end  of  the  general  budget 
discussion;  and  I  propose  to  do  so  solely  confining  myself  to  certain 
aspects  of  the  budgetary  position  of  the  State.  It  is  true,  as  the 
Secretary  Mr.  Govinda  Pillai  stated,  that  there  has  been  a  deliberate 
and  persistent  attempt  made  within  the  State,  and  even  more 
thoroughly  without  the  State  to  make  it  appear  that  the  State 
is  in  a  practically  insolvent  condition,  that  its  finances  are 
being  mismanaged  and  that  it  is  almost  ‘bankrupt’.  That  word 
was  in  fact  used  on  some  occasions.  It  is  therefore  necessary  for 
me  to  point  out  certain  facts  and  to  make  an  appeal.  If  honourable 
members  really  and  honestly  believe  that  the  finances  of  the  State 
are  in  a  perilous  condition,  that  we  are  heading  towards  bankruptcy 
and  that  the  finances  are  mismanaged,  by  all  means,  let  the  exposure 
come.  Let  the  facts  be  stated  and  re-stated  and  reiterated,  But, 
for  political  exigencies,  for  indirect  ends,  to  say  that,  not  only  in¬ 
side  the  State  but  outside,  the  financial  condition  is  critical,  that  if 
there  is  a  run  on  Anchal  Office  Savings  Banks,  there  is  not  enough 
money  to  repay,  the  moneys  due  that  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  say- 
is  not  good  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  people  of  the  State, 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  nrosperity  of  the  State,  from  the  points 
of  view  of  the  prestige  of  the  state,  from  any  point  of  view  not 
even  of  self ‘interest.  But  yet,  that  has  been  stated  and  re-stated. 

Let  me  put  another  aspect  of  this  matter.  Is  it  not  the  duty 
of  the  people  of  the  State  to  resort  only  to  constructive  criticism  on 
financial  and  other  matters,  and  put  useful  suggestions  before  the 
House  and  try  to  evolve  a  better  financial  scheme,  a  better  budgetary 
ideal?  Instead  of  that,  to  raise  these  bogies,  to  make  statements 
which  are  demonstrably  inaccurate,  merely  for  the  purpose  of  creat- 
ting  a  panic,  is,  I  submit  not  doing  the  right  thing,  by  the  State, 

Now;  I  pass  from  that  topic.  There  was  undoubtedly — the 
Secretary  was  right  in  saying  this — an  attempt  engineered  in  certain 
selected  places  to  create  a  run  on  Anchal  Savings  Banks.  The  run 
took  place.  An  amount  to  the  tune  of  Rs.  2f  lakhs  was  withdrawn 
within  four  or  five  days  from  Anchal  Savings  Banks.  I  am  glad 
to  say  that  more  than  that  money  has  come  back  and  money  is  now 
coming  back  to  such  an  extent  that  Government  are  considering 
whether  it  may  not  be  necessary  to  prevent  a  further  investment  of 
large  sums  in  Anchal  Offices.  But  there  is  no  doubt  that  a  delibe¬ 
rate  attempt  was  made  in  that  direction  and  I  think  it  is  the  duty  ' 
of  Government  to  put  an  end  to  those  attempts.  I  know  the  locali¬ 
ties—  I  will  not  mention  them — but  they  are  significant. 

So  far  as  the  general  financial  policy  of  the  Government  is 
concerned,  it  is  this  and  it  has  been  so  stated.  Government’s 
policy  is  not  to  hoard  money  on  non-interest  bearing  or  nominally

interest-bearing  securities.  Let  us  consider  what  the  interest  that 
was  derived  by  this  Government  from  their  cash  balance  was  till 
three  or  four  years  ago.  The  Imperial  Bank,  on  deposit,  paid  one 
per  cent  interest.  It  was  at  one  per  cent  interest  or  no  interest  that 
Rs.  15  J  or  Rs.  200  lakhs  had  been  invested.  The  policy  of  this 
Government  is  not  to  continue  in  that  policy  but  to  invest  the 
money  in  interest-bearing  resources.  Therefore  you  will  find  that 
today,  although  what  is  called  the  cash  reserve  is  Rs.  40  or  45  lakhs, 
considerable  sums  are  put  out  at  one  and  three  quarter  per  cent, 
two  per  cent  and  two  and  a  quarter  per  cent  interest  and  so  forth, 
That  accounts  for  Rs.  25  lakhs.  Over  and  above  these  sums  as  hag 
been  pointed  out  by  the  Financial  Secretary,  a  great  deal  has  been 
spent  by  Government  on  productive  schemes.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
no  civilized  Government  in  the  world  nowadays  keeps  money  in  its 
treasuries.  The  general  accepted  policy  is  that  the  Government 
must  budget  only  just  for  the  bare  minimum  of  its  expenditure  and 
must  not  save  money  but  must  borrow  for  reproductive  expenditure 
so  that  with  the  borrowed  money  they  may  embark  upon 
schemes.  It  is  in  that  spirit  that  (he  Mysore  Government 
embarked  upon  its  hydro  electric  scheme,  which  at  its  inception 
considered  to  be  a  doubtful  concern  from  the  financial  point  of  view, 
but  which  now  helps  materially  to  swell  the  resources  of  Mysore  and 
which  pays  seven  to  eight  per  cent  yield.  Pykara  scheme  in  Madras 
was  pronounced  a  costly  fiasco.  The  Honourable  Sir  M,  Krishnan 
Hair  when  he  was  a  non-official  criticised  me  and  he  ran  the  depart¬ 
ment  after  me.  He  had  stated  that  the  scheme  would  fail  but  he 
leanit  of  the  possibilities  after  he  succeeded  me  and  that  department 
is  now  bringing  a  revenue  of  seven  per  cent,  So  far  as  this  State 
is  concerned,  the  Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Scheme,  I  repeat,  will 
become  a  fait, accompli  in  the  course  of  1939  ;  and  already  contracts 
have  been  entered  into  for  the  supply  of  the  power.  Within  the 
first  year  we  hope  to  make  a  fairly  good  revenue  ;  and  during  the 
second  year  we  hope  to  pay  six  to  seven  per  cent. 

So  far  as  the  Ceramic  factory  is  concerned,  in  spite  of  the 
doubts  that  have  been  raised,  it  is  certain  that  the  market  is  ready 
not  only  for  the  entire  present  output  but  for  something  more  at  a 
price  which  we  can  suggest,  and  a  large  profit  is  ensured  on  that 
account. 

So  far  as  transport  is  concerned,  Government  have  entered  into 
a  contract  for  the  transport  of  a  large  amount  of  tea  which  now 
goes  through  Tuticorin  to  be  taken  to  Alwaye  and  thence  to  Cochin. 
Ahvaye  will  become  a  great  entrepot  for  commerce.  It  will  be  a 
centre  wherefrom  provisions  will  go  in  our  own  transport  vehicles 
back  to  the  various  tea  estates.  This  scheme  is  expected  to  yield 
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by  itself  next  year  a  net  revenue  of  Rs.  two  lakhs.  I  am  therefore 
saying  that  the  policy  of  the  Government  is  not  to  allow  its  money 
to  lie  idle  in  its  chests  and  treasuries  but  to  put  in  beneficial 
channels  so  that  plenty  might  come.  It  is  in  the  way  of  practical 
industrialisation  bringing  in  its  train  various  other  enterprises  that 
the  essential  agricultural  situation  can  be  modified  so  as  to  make 
this  country  not  only  entirely  agricultural! but  partly  agricultural  and 
partly  industrial.  In  all  these  schemes  co-operation  and  help  is 
essential.  Criticism  leads  us  no  where,  pessimistic  forebodings  take 
us  no  where.  Conjoint  effort  will  lead  us  to  prosperity. 

Mention  was  made  of  the  Rubber  Factory.  Government  was 
wrong  in  running  it  on  commercial  lines  and  as  a  Government  De. 
partment  and  it  has  been  stated  definitely  by  the  Government  that 
it  will  not  do  so  hereafter.  By  the  present  arrangement,  it  is  run 
by  a  private  company.  If  it  is  not  well-conducted, '  Government 
have  to  recover  their  dues.  We  are  no  longer  interested  in  the 
working  of  the  Rubber  Factory.  It  is  a  private  concern.  Whether 
it  closes  its  doors  or  continues  its  work  is  not  the  primary  coneern 
of  the  Government  except  from  the  general  point  of  view-  If  it  is 
not  well  run,  it  means  that  the  men  in  charge  of  the  concern  are  not 
business-like.  If  the  Rubber  Factory  closes  its  business,  Govern¬ 
ment  will  exercise  its  powers  under  the  agreement  by  taking  back 
the  factory  and  giving  it  to  some  other  agency  which  can  run  it 
well. 

So  far  the  Sugar  Factory  is  concerned,  the  previous  failure  was 
due  to  Government  running  the  industry  as  a  Government  Depart¬ 
ment.  Now  it  lias  gone  to  sound  hands  and  within  the  first  year 
of  its  working  it  is  going  to  yield  a  dividend.  This  has  been  the 
policy  of  Government.  In  matters  which  are  natural  monopolies,— 
timber  resources,  mineral  resources,  electrical  resources  and  things 
of  that  kind,  Government  has  to  rum  them  as  nationalised  enter¬ 
prises.  That  is  the  only  way  in  which  natural  monopolies,  bounties 
of  nature,  can  be  administered.  In  regard  to  industrial  and  com- 
mercial  enterprises,  Government  departments  cannot  function  ad¬ 
equately,  They  cannot  pay  commissions  and  cannot  spend  large 
sums  on  advertisements  and  pushing  their  wares.  Many  expedients 
are  necessary  for  commercial  success  and  therefore,  Government 
departments  are  unfitted  to  run  commercial  items.  That  question 
was  considered  not  only  by  this  Government,  but  many  other  Gov¬ 
ernment  has  been  faced  with  the  consideration  of  similar  problems. 
Whanever  any  Government  has  tried  to  run  a  commercial  concern  as 
a  profit  making  concern  and  as  a  Government  department  then 
success  was  not  sure.  A  distinction  has  to  be  drawn  between  purely

profit  making  concerns  like  rubber,  soap  and  other  things  and  the 
administration  of  monopolies.  The  only  case  on  the  border  line  is 
that  of  transport.  With  regard  to  that,  opinions  in  the  world  have 
changed.  At  one  time  it  was  held  that  in  the  case  of  railways 
and  motor  transport,  private  concerns  could  run  then  without  re* 
fereuce  to  the  state.  England  and  especially  America  today  furnish 
conspicuous  examples  of  railways  being  run  by  Joint  Stock  Com- 
panies.  It  was  gradually  found  that  these  transport  organisations, 
railway  organisations  and  motor  organisations  led  to  exaggerated 
profit  making  on  the  part  of  a  few  to  the  detriment  of  public  safety 
and  convenience  and  of  the  public  exchequer.  Therefore  world  op- 
inion  has  largely  'changed  and  today  transport  is  considered  iu 
common  with  electricity  and  water  as  one  of  the  natural  monopolies 
and  it  is  the  duty  and  right  of  the  State  to  handle  and  administer 
it.  These  are  the  ideals  with  which  the  state  is  working  out  its 
schemes.  In  the  pursuit  of  these  ideals,  it  is  the  ardent  desire  of 
Government  that  all  sections  of  the  community  should  work  together 
not  in  a  spirit  of  carping  and  frivolous,  partisanship,  but  in  a  spirit 
of  comradeship,  union  and  good  will.

{f)  Steps  are  in  progress  for  the  registration  of  the  buses 
but  they  are  not  subjected  to  all  the  incidence  of  private  buses  ply¬ 
ing  for  hire.

Mr.  Nedumattgacl  R.  Kesavan  Nair ;  May  I  know 
which  are  the  clauses  of  the  Motor  Vehicles  Regulation  from  which 
the  Transport  buses  are  exempted  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai  :  Tlure  are  several  clauses  from 
which  the  Transport  buses  have  been  exempted.  But  I  shall  cite 
one  or  two  instances.  The  Police  Department  need  not  check  nor 
conduct  half-yearly  inspection  of  the  Transport  buses.  G  permits 
need  not  be  issued  nor  should  the  Police  Department  issue  licenses 
to  the  conductors. 

Mr*  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  I  know 
whether  the  Government  are  aware  that  overloads  are  taken  in  all 
the  Transport  buses. 

Mr.  M-  Govinda  Pillai  :  The  Government  are  not  aware 
of  such  a  circumstance,  nor  have  complaints  been  made  to  Govern¬ 
ment  about  it. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  I  know 
who  checks  overloads  ?  Is  it  the  Traffic  Department  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  The  Traffic  Department,  as  I 
have  already  said,  Sir,  has  nothing  to  do  with  Transport  buses. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  I  know 
whether  the  Traffic  Department  is  authorised  to  charge  Transport 
buses  provided  they  are  found  to  contain  overloads  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai  :  1  have  already  said  that  the 
Transport  buses  have  been  exempted  generally  from  certain  specific 
provisions  under  the  Motor  Vehicles  Regulation  and  one  of  them  is 
that  the  Police  Department  need  not  exercise  any  control  over  those 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair;  So,  am  I  to 

understand  that,  oven  if  there  are  overloads  in  the  Transport  buses, 
the  Traffic  Department  is  not  allowed  to  take  notice  of  them  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai  :  The  Government  would  take  very 
drastic  action  if  their  attention  has  been  drawn  to  such  cases  of 
infringement  of  rules. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair ;  May  I  take  it  that 
the  Traffic  Department  has  no  control  over  the  Transport  buses  in 
case  of  overload  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  No,  Sir. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Are  not  the  seats 
in  the  Transport  buses  intended  for  seating  the  passengers '?  Are 
there  not  standing  passengers  as  well  in  the  Transport  buses? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillaii:  Honourable  members  who  have 
used  the  buses  can  very  well  appreciate  the  allotment  of  seats  for 
the  use  of  passengers  who  stand. 

Mr  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  1  know 
whether  the  Government  are  aware  that  the  passengers  standing  in 
the  buses  iu  the  pathways  cause  considerable  inconvenience  to  the 
passengers  who  are  seated  in  the  buses  ? 

.TDj  Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  It  has  not  been  brought  to  the 
notice  of  Government  that  serious  inconvenience  is  caused  on  that 
account  to  the  passengers. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  I  know 
whether  the  Transport  buses  have  T.  V.  R.  numbers  so  that  the 
public  could  identify  the  buses  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai  :  The  granting  cf  T.  V.  Ii.  num¬ 
bers  is  under  correspondence  with  ;he  Commissioner  oi  Police.  I 
understand  from  the  Commissioner  that  the  T.  V.  R.  numbers  will 
be  issued  to  the  Transport  Superintendent  without  delay- 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Is  it  not  neces¬ 
sary  that  those  numbers  should  appear  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  iden¬ 
tified  by  the  public  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  At  present  there  are  distinguish¬ 
ing  numbers  assigned  to  Transport  buses  and  the  public  can  easily 
distinguish  between  one  bus  and  another.

Mr.  G.  H.  E.  Truscott  :  It  is  a  village  road  about  10  feet 
wide. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  May  I  know  whether  it  is  a 
metalled  road  or  an  ordinary  road  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  Truscott  :  I  do  not  think  it  is  a  metalled 

road. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar :  May  I  know  whether  the  inha¬ 
bitants  of  the  Vadakkekara  pakuthi  has  any  other  means  of  access 
other  than  this,  to  go  to  Munambam? 

Mr.  G  B.  E.  Truscott  :  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  G  Narayana  Aiyar :  It  is  stated  in  the  answer  that 
the  road  is  under  water  even  in  summar  daring  high  tide.  May  I 
know  how  many  feet  of  water  will  there  be  ill  such  a  situation? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  Truscott  :  Between  1  foot  and  i  feet. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Chief  Engineer  has  on  any  occasion  visited  that  road  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  Truscott  :  No,  Sir. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  May  I  know,  what  will  be  the 
expense  necessary  to  raise  the  road  so  that  it  may  not  be  under 
water  even  during  high  tide  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  Truscott :  It  will  cost  about  Rs.  11,500-

K-  George  :  (a)  No.  The  register  of  jenmikarams 
has  been  prepared  for  20  pakuthies  in  the  taluks  of  Tovala,  Agas- 
tisvaram,  Kalkulam,  Karunagapally,  Kavtikapally,  Lvminattur 
and  Pattanapnram. 

(h)  The  following  are  the  important  items  of  work  that  re¬ 
main  to  be  done  before  the  preparation  of  the  register  of  jenmi- 
karams  is  taken  up  in  respect  of  the  remaining  pakuthies: — 

1.  2763  jenmikaram  cases  pending  disposal  on  1-11-1113  have 
to  bo  disposed  of. 

2.  2487  cases  pending  in  the  offices  of  the  Division  Peishkars 
have  to  be  disposed  of  after  necessary  orders  in  revision. 

3  42  revision  cases  are  pending  disposal  in  the  office  of  the 

state  Jenmikaram  Settlement  Officer. 

4.  The  lists  of  Jenmies  and  Kudiyans  arranged  in  alphabetical 
order  have  to  bo  prepared  for  25  pakuthies. 

5.  Out  of  the  lists  of  347  pakuthies  pvopared,  the  lists  of  38 
pakuthies  are  pending  verification  with  the  pakuthi  accounts. 

6.  Correction  of  the  names  of  Kudiyans  has  to  lie  effected  in 
accordance  with  the  ins! ructions  issued  by  the  Government  in  their 
R.Dis.  No.  2281/37/Rev-,  dated  27-1-1-1937,  in  the  lists  of  327 
pakuthies. 

7.  4952  cases  transferred  from  the  Jenmikaram  Section  are 
pending  disposal  in  the  Karampathippu  Section.  It  is  likely  that

Mr.  K.  George:  The  Settlement  Officers  relied  also  on  the 
admission  of  parties. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar:  When  there  is  a  conflict  between 
the  admission  of  the  party  and  the  statements  in  the  settlement 
records,  may  I  know,  what  formed  the  basis  for  determining  that  a 
particular  land  is  jenmom? 

Mr-  K.  George:  Both  the  document  and  the  admission  of 
the  party  were  taken  into  consideration  in  determining  whether  a 
land  is  jenmom  or  not. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar:  To  [ascertain  whether  the  laud  is 
jenmom  or  not  may  I  know  whether  agreements  between  the  parties 
admitting  the  land  to  bo  jenmom  have  bean  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  jenmikaram  settlement  Officers.  ? 

Mr.  K.  George:  The  settlement  was  effected  after  perusal 
of  the  records  and  in  consultation  wi  h  the  parties  by  the  Settle¬ 
ment  Officers.

Women  and  Children's  hospitals  in  Kottayam  Division. 

23.  #Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko:  Will  the  Government  be  pleased 
to  state  how  many  hospitals  for  women  and  children  are  there  in  the 
Kottayam  Division  of  the  Travancore  State  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  Raman  Pillai:  There  are  no  hospitals  in  the 
Kottayam  Division  exclusively  set  apart  for  women  and  children. 
But  there  are  lady  doctors  attached  to  the  District  Hospitals  at 
Kottayam  and  Parur. 

Mr.  T-  Muhammed  Ismail  {Nominated)  ■  May  I  know 
the  reason  why  lady  doctors  were  not  appointed  in  certain  hospitals? 

Mr-  K.  P-  Raman  Pillai:  There  was  no  sufficient 
demand  for  the  same. 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail :  May  1  know  whether  the 
member  is  aware  that  more  than  half  the  population  of  the  State 
consists  of  females  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  Raman  Pillai  =  Yes. 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail Then,  may  1  know  why 

the  Government  have  not  considered  the  necessity  for  appointing 
lady  doctors  in  all  the  hospitals  of  the  State  ? 
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Mr.  K-  P.  Raman  Pillai :  Women  generally  do  not  object 
to  being  treated  by  men  doctors.  Wherever  lady  doctors  are  found 
necessary  they  are  being  appointed- 

Mr-  N.  V.  Chackot  May  I  know  whether  there  is  any 
hospital  for  women  and  children  in  north  Travancore^? 

Mr.  K.  P.  Raman  Pillai  •  No. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  '•  May  I  know  the  reason  why  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  Raman  Pillai :  There  was  no  urgent  necessity 
for  the  same. 

Mr.  R-  V.  Thomas  :  What  has  become  of  the  redistribution 
of  hospitals  in  general  and  of  women  and  children’s  hospital  in 
particular  in  north  Travancore? 

Mr.  K.  P.  Raman  Pillai  :  It  is  to  be  considered  along  with 
the  reorganisation  scheme  of  hospitals  in  the  State  : 

Mr.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi:  Are  there  not  many 
women  going  to  General  Hospital  though  there  is  a  women  and 
children’s  hospital. 

Mr.  K.  P-  Raman  Pillai  '•  Yes. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  How  is  it  that 
the  women  do  not  go  in  larger  numbers  to  the  General-  Hospital? 

Mr.  K..  P.  Raman  Pillai1  There  is  a  separate  hospital  for 
women  and  children  and  yet  many  women  go  to  General  Hospital. 

Covenant  entered  into  with  the  Transport  Superintendent. 

24-  ^Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail  :  Will  the  Government 
be  pleased  to  lay  on  the  table  a  copy  of  the  covenant  entered  into 
with  Mr.  Salter,  Superintendent,  State  Transport  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  The  member  is  referred  to  pages 
505  and  506  of  the  latest  Civil  List  corrected  up  to  the  1st  Edavam 
1113,  wherein  the  contents  of  the  covenant  are  given. 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail :  May  I  know  whether  it  is 
the  practice  to  refer  the  member  to  other  documents  when  answer¬ 
ing  a  question  ? 

President:  Yes.  It  is  allowed. 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail  :  Is  there  any  stipulation 
that  the  Transport  Superintendent  will  be  given  a  portion  of  .  the 
gain  realised  in  the  Transport  Scheme  ? 

Mr.  M. Govinda  Pillai  :  Yes,  Sir.  There  is  a  stipulation 
in  the  covenant  that  he  will  be  paid  5  per  cent  of  the  net  profits  if 
that  exceeds  7£  per  cent  after  deducting  depreciation  charges. 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail :  Is  it  over  and  above  his  pay 
and  allowance? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai  i  Yes,  Sir. 
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Mr.  T-  Muhammed  lsmail ;  Is  there  any  other  officer 
who  is  given  such  a  concession  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  He  is  not  an  officer  in  the  ordinary 
sense  and  he  is  in  charge  of  a  Commercial  Department  and  brought 
down  for  that  special  purpose.  ° 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail  ;  May  I  know  whether  there 
are  not  other  commercial  departments  in  the  State? 

Mr.  M-  Govinda  Pillai  :  I  do  not  think  that  there  is  any 
other  department  of  Government  like  the  Transport  Department 
which  is  reckoned  as  commercial. 


ADJOURNMENT  MOTION. 


President :  I  have  received  notice  of  an  adjournment  motion 
from  Mr.  K.  M-  Korah  which  reads  thus  :  — 

“  1  intend  moving  for  the  adjournment  of  the  business  of  the  Council 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  definite  matter  of  nrgent  public 
importance,  [namely  the  serious  situation  created  by  the  pro¬ 
nouncement  made  in  the  Council  yesterday,  by  the  Secretary  to 
Government  and  the  Dewan  that  the  Travaneore  State  Congress, 
in  view  of  the  alleged  propaganda  by  that  body,  questioning  the 
soundness  of  the  finances  of  the  State,  oharging  the  Head  of  the 
Administration  with  corruption,  arid  creating  a  run  on  the  Anchal 
Savings  Bank,  is  disloyal  and  subversive. 

Now  it  will  be  remembered  that  yesterday  morning  there  was 
a  motion  for  adjournment  of  the  business  of  the  House.  It  will  be 
also  remembered  that  I  gave  time  for  the  discussion  and  I  asked  the 
House  to  take  it  up  for  consideration  at  3-80  p.  m.  Then  it  was 
pointed  out  by  one  honourable  member  that  the  discussion  would 
infringe  upon  the  time  for  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget  and 
the  honourable  member,  the  mover  of  the  motion,  withdrew  it. 
Now  the  question  itself  was  discussed  at  great  length  yesterday  in 
the  course  of  the  general  discussion.  More  than  one  honourable 
member  referred  to  the  views  of  the  Government,  the  statement 
of  the  Chief  Secretary,  and  the  statement  of  the  head  of 
the  administration,  that  the  activities  of  certain  members  of  the 
State  Congress  were  disloyal  and  subversive.  It  is  well  known 
that  so  far  as  motions  for  adjournment  are  concerned,  no  such 
motion  can  be  dealt  with  on  a  matter  which  has  already  been  dis¬ 
cussed  in  the  same  session.  On  that,  precedents  are  clear.  It  has 
been  ruled  before  that  the  proposal  to  revive  discussion  on  a  matter 
which  has  already  been  discussed  need  not  be  complied  with,  The 
decision  .is  the  same  in  England  also- 
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“ . May’B  Parliamentary  Practice  adverts  to  matters  already  dis¬ 

missed  during  the  current  session,  whether  upon  a  previous  motion 
for  adjournment,  upon  a  substantive  motion,  upon  an  axendment, 
or  upon  an  order  of  the  day.” 

As  it  has  bean  difinitely  ruled  that  no  motion  must  revive  a 
discussion  on  a  matter  which  has  already  been  discussed  in  the  same 
session  as  is  laid  down  under  Rule  21  (3),  this  adjournment  motion 
is  not  permissible.  Moreover,  no  motion  for  .  adjournment  on  a 
matter  on  which,  as  I  have  said  elsewhere  and  l  wish  to  repeat— all 
the  materials  cannot  be  placed  before  the  House  cannot  be  discussed. 
Government  have  difinite  information  regarding  the  activities  of  the 
State  Congress  both  within  and  outside  and  it  was  with  reference 
to  such  materials  that  the  Government  came  to  a  certain  conclusion 
which  was  adnmberated  in  that  statement.  Under  the  preceding 
grounds  and  also  on  the  ground  of  detriment  to  public  interest  I 
rule  the  motion  out  of  order. 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvila  ( Mmelikara  and  Tiruvalla  cum  Pat- 
t  anamthitta)  ;  Sir,  will  you  kindly  allow  me  to  make  a  statement  ? 

President  ;  Certainly . 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  :  We  have  been  told  yesterday  that 
the  activities  of  the  State  Congress  are  subversive  and  disloyal. 
I  think  the  Secretary  to  Government  has  given  three  reasons. 

President :  The  honourable  member  cannot  discuss  on  that 
matter.  You  cannot  make  a  statement  or.  which  discussion  has 
been  forbidden.  If  you  want  to  make  a  personal  explanation,  yon 
may  do  so. 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  :I  want  to  make  a  personal  statement, 
This  subject  has  been  discussed  so  often  that  I  do  not  want  to  raise 
it  again.  But  I  want  to  present  before  you,  Sir,  and  the  House 
that  there  are  certain  reaction  in  the  case  of  individuals  to  things 
that  happen  in  the  State. 

President  :  I  do  not,  want  to  curtail  any  freedom  of  discus¬ 
sion  in  the  House  provided  that  discussion  is  permissible  under  the 
Rules.  It  is  open  to  any  honourable  member  to  make  a  personal 
statement,  and  under  prescribed  conditions  members  have  the  right 
to  move  for  the  modification  of  oar  Standing  Order,  move  a  resolu¬ 
tion,  an  adjournment  motion  for  the  purpjse  of  raising  a  certain 
matter  of  importance,  questions  can  be  put,  legislation  can  be  intro¬ 
duced  and  certain  matters  can  be  raised  during  the  discussion  of  the 
budget.  Apart  from  that,  no  other  business  is  permissible  in  the 
House.  I  have  already  ruled  that  the  question  which  was  discussed 
yesterday  cannot  be  revived  in  the  form  of  an  adjournment  motion, 
Therefore,  if  the  honourable  member  wishes  to  revive  discussion  on 
this  question  of  the  attitude  of  the  Government  with  regard  to  the 
State  Congress,  he  cannot  do  so.  Subject  to  this  restriction,  and 
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PRONOUNCEMENT  THAT  THE  STATE  CONGRESS  IS  DISLOYAL  AND 
SUBVERSIVE, 

nowing  the  honourable  member  as  I  do,  ami  knowing  that  he  will 
.  eep  himself  within  the  proper  limits,  if  he  wishes  to  make,  a  per* 
6onal  statement  he  will  be  at  liberty  to  do  so. 

JWr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  ;  It  is  perfectly  personal.  I  shall  be 
glad  to  do  so. 

A  man  does  not  join  a  movement  without  taking  much  time 
to  think  over  it,  I  was  rather  surprised  to  hear  that  this  movement 
with  which  I  am  assoc:ated,  has  been  doing  things  underhand.  I 
understand  from  the  Secretary’s  statement  that  soma  secret  manoe¬ 
uvres  are  being  engineered  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  Govern¬ 
ment  into  discredit.  I  want  to  deny  that  slatement,  I  want  to 
asrare  you,  Sir,  that  the  party  to  which  I  belong  desires  to  be  honest, 
to  be  considered  open  in  every  thing  they  say  and  do.  If  we  want 
.to  say.  anything  against  you  or  tho  Government,  we  will  say  it 
openly  and  plainly  with  the  consciousness  that  straight  statements, 
honest  statements  will  be  appreciated  by  you.  I  feel  that  the 
statement  that  this  organisation .  [ 

President :  The  honourable  member  will  realise  that  iu  the 
statement  that  I  have  made,  and— I  believe— in  the  statement  made 
by  the  Chief  Secretary  and  Mr.  Govinda  Pillai,  it  was  definitely  said 
that  the  activities  that  were  condemned  by  Government  were  the 
activities  of  menders  of  the  State  Congress  purporting  to  act  on 
behalf  and  in  name  of  the  State  Congress.  The  activities  of  the 
State  Congress  have  been  characterised  in  a  particular  manner.  No 
name,  has  yet  been  mentioned  and  therefore  the  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  need  not,  unless  he  thinks  that  it  is  necessary  to  mention  any 
name,  refer  to  piny  particular  names.  So  far  as  the  honourable 
member  is  condoned,  as  evidently  he  is  a  new  recruit  to  that  body 
called  the  State  Congress,  the  question  of  tho  honourable  member 
being  personally  responsible  or  charged  with  these  tilings  does  not 
arise  so  far  as  the  Government  are  aware.  But  if  the  honourable 
member  wants  to  make  a  personal  statement  he  can  do  so. 

Mr- K- K.  Kuruvilla:  It  is  rather  difficult  to  separate  the 
personal  from  the  general.  So  I  do  not  with  to  press  it.  But  I 
hope  I  will  get  a  chance  to  talk  to  you,  Sir,  personally  about  these 
things. 

President  :  I  thank  the  honourable  member  for  the  state¬ 
ment  that  has  been  made  and  for  the  assurance  that  he  has  given, 
which  coming  as  it  does  from  him,  — I  underline  the  word  him — 1 
am  willing  to  accept  at  its  face  value.  I  am  glad  to  be  assured  by 
Mr.  Kuruvilla  that  if  there  is  any  charge  that  he  has_  to  make 
against  the  Government  or  against  the  head  of  the  administration 
thafrwill  be  made  openly.  At  the  same  time,  as  is  well  known, 
statements  made  outside  the  House  against  the  head  of  the  :ul  minis¬ 
tration  or  the  administration  are  subject  to  the  law  of  sedition, 
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which  anplielf  to  Ihe  Government  of  His  Highness.  The  honourable 
member  knows  well  how  to  speak  subject  to  that  restriction.  I  did 
r.ot  expect  any  other  statement  from  Mr.  Kuruvilla.  It  is  however 
due  to  him  to  assert  that  the  statement  that  was  made  by  the 
Government  and  on  behalf  of  the  Government  with  regard  to  the 
members  of  the  State  Congress  still  Subsists. 

Mr.  N.  v.  Ghacko:  Sir,  on  a  point  of  information— 

President :  Is  it  a  point  of  order  ? 

Mr.  N.  V.  Ghacko  :  It  is  a  point  for  information,  if  on  a 
dav  for  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget,  time  is  granted  for 
discussing  an  adjournment  motion,  will  such  time  be  granted  on 
another  day  for  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget?  I  do  not 
know  what  the  precedent  is. 

President :  There  is  no  adjournment  motion  coming  on 
ard  so  the  question  docs  not  arise.  The  'adjournment  motion  has 
v  been  overruled. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  Probably,  I  did  net  make  myself  clear. 
Yesterday  the  adjournment  motion  was  withdrawn  because  it  was 
made  to  understand  that  no  other  time  will  be  gran  tea  for  the 
general  discussion  of  the  budget. 

President  :  it  is  the  law.  Rule  74  (2)  lays  down 

‘‘On  a  day  to  be  appointed  by  the  Dewnn  subsequent  to  the  day 
on  which  the  budget  is  presented  and  for  Such  time  as  the  Dawn 
inay  allot  for  this  purpose  the  Council  shall  be  at  liberty  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  budget  as  a  whole  or  any  question  of  principle  involved 
therein,  but  no  motion  shall  be  moved  at  this  stage,  nor  shall  my 
men  her  be  entitled  to  divide  the  Council  in  respect  of  any  si. oh 

discussion  on  the  budget.”  ,  ,.  ... 

If  that  day  is  spent  for  other  purposes,  tneo  no  further  time  util 
be  allowed  for  general  discussion.  Similarly  in  the  case  o.  o  her 
days  also  not  more  than  four  days  shall  he  allowed  for  the  voting 
of  demands.  That  is  the  law.  it  is  not  a  question  of  precedents.

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Sir,  before  I  conclude  I  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  markets. 
It  seems  the  Government  are  pursuing  the  policy  of  not  allowing 
the  opening  of  private  markets  as  far  as  possible.  The  opening  of 
markets  in  rural  areas  are  conducive  to  the  material  prosperity  of 
such  areas.  L  think  that  it  is  liecessaiy  that  Government  should 
give  every  inducement  for  the  opening  of  private  markets,  where- 
ever  Government  could  not  open  public  markets.  As  a  general  case 
it  will  be  well  that  the  experimental  stage  of  the  conduct  of  the 
market,  is  in  the  hands  of  private  persons. 

Kuttanad  proper  comprises  the  water-bound  area  coming  with¬ 
in  the  jurisdiction  of  Ambalapuzhn,  Changnnaehery  and  Kottayam 
taluks.  The  condition  of  the  people  living  iu  the  Kuttanad  portion 
of  ill:  above  taluks  and  thoir  requirements  are  quite  different  from 
those  of  tin  people  in  other  parts.  The  people  of  Kuttanad  have 
been  praying  to  Government  for  Kuttanad  being  formed  into  a 
separate  taluk.  [  impress  upon  the  Government  this  aspect  of-  the 
matter  so  that  they  might  consider  it  in  all  seriousness. 

There  is  already  a  complaint  that  public  expenditure  is  increas¬ 
ing  year  by  year.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  see  that 
such  expen  lilui'o  is  brought  down.  Yesterday,  when  dealing  with 
the  general  discussion  of  the  budget,  the  honourable  member,  Mr. 
Ismail,  suggested  that  (he  post  of  the  Devicolam  Commissioner 
miy  very  well  be  abolished  and  that  the  two  taluks  of  Devicokia 
and  Peer  made  may  be  joined  with  the  Kottayam  Division..  I  join 
hands  with  Mr.  Ismail  iu  saying  that  the  place  of  the  Devicolam . 
Commissioner  may  he  abolished.  If  the  Government  think  that  the 
Devicolam  Commissioner  is  an  absolute  necessity,  I  would  suggest 
that  he  may  be  entrusted  with  the  work  of  the  Game  Warden. 
Then  there  may  not  be  necessity  of  a  separate  officer  as.  game, 
warden  and  Government  may  make  a  saving. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  Sir,  I  also  oppose  the  demand.- 
In  doing  so,  I  agree  with  the  previous  speaker  in  saying  that  the-- 
G.  0.  granting  remission  of  tax  for  the  current  year  should  be- 
more  liberally  construed  and  applied.  Many  people  have  paid  tax- 
for  the  current  year  suffering  considerable  difficulty  and  hardships-- 
only  because  of  their  loyalty  to  the  Government.  That  those  who  ■ 
paid  the  tax  iu  time  even  at  great  risk  should  be  deprived  of  the 
benefit  of  the  concession  is  very  hard.  To  do  so  would  be  setting 
up  a  premium  for  non  payment  in  future.  I  therefore  request: 
that  Government  may  consider  this  matter  in  all  seriousness  and* 
extend  the  benefit  of  the  concession  to  those  who  have  already- 
paid  tax.  '  - 
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With  regard  to  income  Lax,  as  was  represented  by  my  friend 
it  is  very  unjust  tbit  Lhc  Government  are  directing  the  Jimmies  to 
accept  jenmikaram-  at  the  commutation  rate  of  Vo  cks.  per  para 
when  the  Government  are  valuing  paddy  at  1  2  to  14  chs.  for  in¬ 
come-tax  purposes.  Sir,  this  is  unfair.  The  price  of  paddy  fixed 
for  income-tax  purposes  is  very  high  and  disproportionate  to  the 
local  current  price. 

Coming  to  the  question  of  markets,  1  may  say,  that  I  cannot 
agree  with  my  learned  friend  in  his  statement  that  the  private 
markets  must  be  encouraged.  I  would  object  to  that  proposal  and 
would  request  the  Government  to  convert  all  private  markets  into 
public  markets-  Private  markets  are  a  source  of  much  trouble  to 
the  public  who  have  to  go  there.  Private  markets  are  also  a  source 
of  much  loss  to  Government.  To  illustrate  one  concrete  instance, 
Sir,  there  was  a  private  cattle  market  in  Pemmbavur  till  recently. 
The  licensee  was  till  an  year  ago  paying  only  a  nominal  amount  aa 
license  fees.  This  market  was  converted  into  a  public  market  last 
year  and  the  amount  realised  in  auction  last  year  was  Us,  600. 
This  year  the  amount  realised  is  Rs.  1,000,  This  being  the  case 
it  is  not  at  all  advisable  to  give  the  right  of  conducting  the  markets 
to  private  licensees.  If  the^e  markets  are  in  the  hands  of  private 
licensees  the  poor  agriculturists  who  resort  to  them  will  be  pud  to 
much  difficulties,  A  t  present  there  are  very  few  proper  stalls  in 
the  public  markets  even  though  income  under  markets  now  amount 
to  nearly  a  lakh  of  rupees.  The  poor  agriculturists  who  go  to  the 
market  with  their  articles  have  now  to  wait  in  the  market  compound 
exposed  to  sun  and  rain  to  the  detriment  of  their  health  and  the 
quality  of  the  goods  they  bring.  I  would  particularly  request  the 
Land  Revenue  Commissioner  toihave  suitable  stalls  built  iir  all  the 
public  markets  ns  early  as  is  possible.  It  is  all  the  more  necessary 
as  exposure  is  liable  to  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases. 

Nbw  there  is  a  tender  cy  on  the  part  of  the  public  not  to  go  iit 
for  re  venue  sales  because  of  the  heavy  loss  and  difficulties  involved 
in  the  same.  Under  the  rules  in  force  such  purchasers  have  to  be 
informed  by  notice  to  produce  stamp  papers  for  sauads-  That  pro4 
c'edure  is  seldom  observed' in  some  courts.  There  is  no  register  kept 
iir  Taluk  offices  to  enter  receipt  of  stamp  papers  produced  for  pre¬ 
paring  .sanads.  Purchasers  have  to  depend  upon  the  good  will  and 
honesty  of  the  Taluks  clerks  to  get  their  sanads.  Very  often  par¬ 
ties  have  to  produce  valuable  stamp  papers  on  2  or  3  occasions.- 
because  when  pressed  for  sanads  they  are  told  that  there  are  no 
stamp  papers  found.  This  leads  to  a  good  deal  of  foul  play,  buck 
registers'  are  preserved  in.  Mtinsiff’s  courts  which  courts  also  issue 
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sanads.  I  have  heard  of  Taluk  offices  where  more  than  300  appli- 
cations  for  sanads  are  pending  long,  the  parties  saying  that  they 
have  produced  stamp  papers  and  the  clerks  replying  that  such 
papers  are  not  to  be  found.  This  practice  of  not  keeping  a  register 
for  receiving  stamp  papers  for  sanads  has  become  si  source  of  much 
loss  and  complaint  to  the  public  at  large,  so  much  so  that  there  is  a 
real  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  public  not  to  go  in  for  purchase 
of  properties  at  revenue  sales.  I  had  sent  an  interpellation  on  this 
matter.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  it  has  not  been  admitted, 

President :  Does  the  honourable  member  say  that  his  inter¬ 
pellation  was  not  tabled  ? 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  .1  am  glad  to  say  Sir,  that  it 
has  been  admitted  but  uot  tabled.  In  this .  connection  I  would 
bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  another  reason  why  people  do 
not  freely  go  in  for  purchase  in  revenue  sales.  It  is  this  viz.,  that 
after  a  sale  is  over  the  formality  of  signing  the  sanad  is  entrusted 
with  the  Peishkar  though  the  sauad  is  prepared  by  the  Tahsildar. 
This  causes  great  delay.  The  delay  can  be  avoided  if  the  Tahsildar 
is  given  that  power  of  signing  sanad.  We  see  that  the  status  of 
the  Tahsildar  is  equivalent  to  that  of  the  Munsiff.  When  the 
Munsiff  is  competent  to  sign  the  sanad  why  should  there  be  any 
difference  in  the  case  of  a  Tahsildar.  The  Tahsildars  are  now  send¬ 
ing  the  copy  of  the  sanad  to  the  Division  Peishkar  for  signature 
and  the  same  is  kept  there  indefinitely  causing  a  lot  of  delay.  So 
much  so,  the  public  have  become  disgusted  with  revenue  sales. 
Now  they  are  under  the  impression  that  to  buy  properties  ia 
revenue  sales  is  not  at  all  advisable,  I  trust  that  the  Land  Reve¬ 
nue  Commissioner  will  consider  these  difficulties  seriously  and  find 
out  some  remedy  as  early  as  is  possible. 

Then  I  want  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Lund  Revenue  Com 
missioner  to  ihe,  serious  coir  plaints  of  the  Arayans  residing  in  the 
Kadal  theerom  at  Munambam.  These  poor  people  live  entirely  by 
fishing.  A  certain  porambokc  land  in  Vadakkekara  pakuthi, 
Munambam  kara,  was  being  used  by  Arayans  for  fishing  purposes 
from  olden  days.  They  had  applied  for  registry  of  that  place  in 
their  name.  The  Land  Revenue  Commissioner,  the  Tahsildar,  and 
the  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies,  all  recommended  for  the 
registry  of  the  plot  in  the  name  of  the  Arayans.  These  men  be¬ 
long  to  the  backward  communities  and  they  are  very  poor  also. 
Notwithstanding  those  recommendations,  the  Government  ordered 
that  the  trespassers  ought  to  be  vacated  and  the  land  left  free. 
This  order  was  passed  oil  the  26th  of  December  1936.  Nothing 
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was  clone  soon  after  that.  It  took  nearly  one  year  for  the  Parur 
taluk  officers  to  see  to  the  evacuation,  With  the  help  of  Reserve 
Police  it  was  finally  clone.  After  the  evacuation  now  again  the 
land  is  trespassed  upon  by  the  old  trespassers.  The  Government 
in  their  order  stated  above  say  that  nobody  should  occupy  the  laud 
and  that  it  should  be  left  free  for  the  Arayans.  But  nothing  has 
been  done  till  now  to  evacuate  the  trespassers.  I  request  the  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner  to  look  into  this  as  early  as  possible  and 
help  the  poor  Arayans. 

Sir,  again,  in  the  matter  of  getting  copies  from  the  taluk  offices 
serious  difficulties  are  being  experienced  by  the  public. 

President  :  The  honourable  member  has  three  minutes 
more. 

Mr.  Q.  Narayana  Aiyar :  Sir,  there  are  certain  taluks 
where  the  puduval  work  is  very  heavy.  But  in  the  distribution  of 
staff  this  additional  work  is  not  taken  into  consideration,  Now 
there  is  a  uniform  distribution  of  staff  in  all  the  taluk  offices  with¬ 
out  reference  to  the  work.  I  would  suggest  that  where  there  is 
very  heavy  work  a  re-  distribution  has  to  be  done  or  else  there  will 
be  much  delay  in  the  disposal  of  these  puduval  matters. 

Another  point  that  L  wish  to  emphasise  in  this  connection  is 
that  there  is  not  sufficient  accommodation  in  the  Perumpavur 
Taluk  Treasury  office  for  those  who  go  there  to  remit  money  into 
the  treasury.  They  have  to  wait  for  hours  in  the  open  air  exposed 
to  sun  and  rain.  On  an  average  there  will  be  about  1U0  to  200 
people  going  to  the  Treasury  daily  to  make  remittances.  I  would 
urge  the  matter  of  providing  sufficient  accommodation  for  these 
people  in  the  Treasury  building  for  the  serious  consideration  of  the 
Government. 

It  is  also  necessary  to  appoint  a  Nottakaran  in  this  Treasury 
because  of  the  heavy  work. 

With  these  few  words  I  oppose  the  demand, 

Mr.  K,  K.  Kuruvilla;  Sir,  every  year  the  Government  kindly 
sanction  certain  amounts  to  be  given  to  the  agriculturists  exclu¬ 
sively.  In  the  year  1112,  Us.  1,50,000  was  sanctioned.  The  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner  did  not  utilise  the  whole  amount.  In  the 
course  of  his  report  he  also  says  that  there  are  about  Rs.  5,24,000 
in  arrears.  The  Government  sanction  the  loans  for  the  benefit  of 
the  ryots  and  the  departmental  heads,  out  of  fear,  are  very  reluct¬ 
ant  to  issue  loans  to  any,  people.  So  the  arrears  are  accumulating. 
This  problem  arises  not  only  in  this  department,  but  also  in  most 
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departments  of  the  State.  It  is  a  wonder  to  me  why  these  depart¬ 
mental  officers  who  ought  to  be  in  close  touch  with  the  ryots  have 
not  discovered  any  means  by  which  this  situation  could  be  remedied. 
My  long  experience  with  co-operative  societies  makes  me  feel  .that 
one  of  the  causes  of  arrears  is  that  in  most  cases  loans  are  not  uti-  ' 
Used  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  sanctioned.  Now,  there 
must  be  some  organisation  which  will  look  into  the  matter  and  bog 
that  these  loans  arc  properly  utilised.  From  our  long  experience 
we  find  that  the  machinery  of  the  Government  is  not  succeeding  in 
this  attempt.  It  is  a  clear  fact  that  the  machinery  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  has  failed.  Its.  5  lakhs  and  odd  are  in  arrears.  I  therefore 
bring  to  your  notice  and  to  the  attention  of  the  House  that  if  there 
is  a  Pakuthi  or  Village  organisation  which  is  responsible  to  see  that 
these  loans  are  properly  used,  then  we  have  a  chance  that  the  loans 
will  be  supplied  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  asked.  I  do 
not  see  any  other  way  by  which  this  can  be  done.  In  a  report 
which  I  have  seen  in  another  Indian  State  I  find  that  they  have  an 
organisation  of  the  kind  which  I  have  just  now  described.  They 
describe  the  function  of  these  societies  as  follows ; 

‘‘The administrative  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Panchayats 
as  contemplated  in  the  .Panohayat  Regulation  which  underwent 
no  change  du’-bag  the  year  under  report  and  they  are  detailed 
below 

(а)  The  construction,  repair  and  maintenance  of  minor  irrigation 
works  denominated  chira°,  kappus,  canals,  thodus,  etc.,  and  the 
regulation  and  distribution  of  water  supply  to  the  lands  com¬ 
manded  by  such  works. 

( б )  Constructing  and  repairing  tanks  and  wells  and  such  ether  works 
as  will  supply  the  inhabitants  of  .the  area  over  which  the  Panchayat 
has  jurisdiction  with  a  wholesome  supply  of  water  for  drinking, 
bathing  and  other  purposes. 

(c)  Reservation  In  tact  of  all  poramboke  paths,  lanes  and  canals 
useful  for  purposes  of  communication,  cattle  grazing,  irrigation, 
etc.,  purposes. 

(d)  Control  over  vaceination'and  registration  of  vital  statistics. 

(e)  Construction  and  repair  of  village  roads  and  maintenance  of  road¬ 
side  avenues. 

■(f)'  Maintenance  of  Sirkar  water  pandals. 

(g)  Attending  to  all  matters  relating  to  the  improvement  of  village' 
sanitation  such  as  prevention  of  epidemic  diseases,  cleaning  of 
roads,  drains,  otc  ,  and  generally  doing  Such  things  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  the .  public. 

(k)  Formation  of  Co-operative  Societies  under  Kogulation  IV  of 

10:8. 

CO  Supervision  over  elementary  education. 

(0  Improvement  of  a  griculture  and  agricultural  cattle  and  prevention 
of  cattle  mortality. 

(7c)  Maintenance  in  tact  and  repair  and  renewals  of  survey  and1  bound- 
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Now  all  these  functions  of  the  village  shall  be  undertaken  by 
the  kind  of  organisation  1  have  described. 

Turning  to  the  another  side  of  the  report,  I  shall  emphasise  the 
same  fact  about  Kandukrishi  lands  of  which  something  has  already 
been  said.  In  one  part  of  the  Kandukrishi  area,  the  price  of 
paddy  is  fixed  at  12  chuckrams,  and  in  another  the  price  is  fixed  at 
13J  chuckrams  for  purposes  of  taxation.  Now  the  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  who  has  a  loDg  experience  and  who  is  fairly  well  in 
touch  with  the  needs  of  the  ryots,  even  he  was  misled  by  the  re¬ 
ports  of  his  subordinates  and  it  must  be  due  to  that  misrepresent, 
ation  that  he  has  fixed  different  rates  for  these  two  places.  Such 
a  thing  would  not  have  happened  if  you  had  some  organisation 
which  would  immediately  inform  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner 
about  these  facts.  I  also  want  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  great 
hardship  which  the  poor  people  in  these  places  suffer  owing  to  the 
procedure  that  was  adopted  in  regard  to  the  levying  of  prohibitory 
assessment.  It  seems  to  very  strange  that  such  an  order  has  been 
passed.  For  one  perimeter  of  land  the  tax  is  about,  on  the  average 
two  paras  and  the  general  income  therefrom  is  about  ten  paras. 
But  the  prohibitive  assessment  is  ten  paras,  that  is,  five  times  the 
amount  of  the  tax-  The  man  who  has  to  cultivate  the  land  under 
this  state  of  affairs  could  not  live.  In  addition,  he  has  to  pay  back 
arrears  also. 

Mr.  P.  I.  Simon  ( Municipal  Councils ) ;  Is  it  not  for  the 
conversion  of  land  ? 

Mr.  K-  K.  Kuruvilla  :  The  land  has  been  converted  but 
not  degenerated .  If  he  has  converted  the  land,  it  is  because  the 
poor  man  has  no  place  to  live.  If  he  applies  for  sanction  it  will  be 
delayed  to  such  an  extent  that  he  would  not  be  able  to  get  it  in  bis 
life  time.  With  back  arrears  and  prohibitory  assessment  I  cannot 
understand  how  he  can  live  his  life.  I  know  that  even  in  this 
Council  Hall  there  are  persons  who  know  the  real  situation.  I  find 
the  Financial  Secretary  and  the  Excise  Commissioner  who  are  in 
touch  with  the  situation  and  one  of  the  Division  Peishkars,  Mr. 
Chandy,  and  the  Irrigation  Officer  must  also  be  aware  of  this. 
None  of  them  have  touched  this  problem  at  all.  I  have  often 
wondered  why  a  new  situation  produces  a  new  psychological  change 
in  the  minds  of  men.  Officialdom  creates  a  particular  psychological 
outlook  which  has  not  been  always  helpful  to  the  rural  population 
of  this  country.  1  submit  this  as  the  real  reason-  Therefore,  I 
want  the  village  people  to  be  associated  with  the  Government  Officers 
for  the  purpose  of  looking  into  this  question. 

Sir,  a  word  more  about  the  markets. 

President  :  You  have  three  minutes  more, 
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Mr,  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  ;  The  income  derived  from  the  markets 
is  Rs.  95,745,  while  the  expenditure  for  the  markets  including  sani- 
tary  arrangements  is  Rs.  8,000.  Ycu  must  remember  that  this 
amount  of  Rs.  95,000  is  made  by  charging  a  8  pie  tax  on  the  poor 
persons  who  bring  a  head  load  to  the  market.  If  a  man  takes  a 
fowl  in  hand  and  sells  this  for  six  cbuckrams,  he  has  to  pay  out  of 
this  a  few  cash.  In  this  wiy  the  Government  are  able  to  make  an 
income  of  a  few  lakhs.  I  call  this  blood  money.  And  the  pity  of 
this  is  that  out  of  this,  only  Rs.  8,000  is  spent  on  the  improvement 
of  the  market.  In  fact,  I  know  a  particular  market,  I  mean  the 
Kozhenchery  Market,  where  we  have  only  one  sweeper  to  do  the 
work  over  a  fairly  extensive  area.  I  ask  the  Land  Revenue  Com¬ 
missioner  why  so  little  money  has  been  spent  for  the  improvement 
of  the  market  when  he  gets  its.  95,000  by  way  of  income. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Sir,  I  rise  to 
oppose  the  Demand.  In  doing  so,  1  would  like  to  invite  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  House  to  the  hollowness  of  the  Government  Commu¬ 
nique  remitting  a  portion  of  the  land-tax.  There  used  to  be  a  con¬ 
vention — I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  in  existence  now — of  a.  mes¬ 
sage  from  the  Huzur  Office  being  sent  to  the  Central  Prison  soon 
after  every  execution  to  the  [effect  that  the  execution  should  be 
stopped.  In  the  same  manner,  after  attaching  all  movable  proper, 
ties  and  auctioning  most  of  the  immovable  properties,  here  comes 
an  announcement  of  some  kind  of  relief.  Sir,  it  has  come  too  late. 
Also,  it  is  putting  a  premium  upon  default  in  the  matter  of  pay¬ 
ment  of  tax.  It  helps  only  those  who  are  favoured  by  the  Prover- 
thicars  and  Tahsildars,  those  who  have  been  allowed  to  delay  the 
payment  of  tax.  I  am  certainly  in  agreement  with  the  obser¬ 
vations  of  my  friends  Messrs.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  and  Kuruvilla 
regarding  the  condition  of  the  Kandukrishi  tenants.  In  many  cases 
Sir,  it  is  not  a  waste,  but  only  an  improvement.  What  in  English 
Law,  may  be  called  ameliorative  waste  has  been  penalised  here, 
After  all  the  tenants  of  Kuttanad  also  want  something  like  a  terra 
firma  to  live  on  ;  and  that  has  been  penalised.  Their  condition  is 
certainly  very  pitiable.  Even  without  the  activities  of  any  sub¬ 
versive  body,  these  tenants  will  become  very7  desperate,  and  the 
Government  would  only  be  inviting  aggrarian  trouble  if  they  do 
not  do  something  to  minimise  their  grievances. 

I  oppose  the  Demand  also  because  the  Division  .Peishkars— 
some  of  them  at  any  rate — engage  themselves  now-a-days  in  poli¬ 
tical  activities.  I  know  one  of  them  who  went  'about  canvassing 
votes  during  the  recent  bye  election. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  May  I  know  who  that  officer  was? 
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Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi:  Everybody 
knows  it,  the  Quilon  Division  Peishkar.  He  is  not  very  good 
canvassing  either.  {Laughter.)  Daring  the  recent  Mavelikara  bye- 
election,  he  went  about  canvassing  votes. 

President  :  Does  the  honourable  member  make  himself  res¬ 
ponsible  for  that  statement  ? 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  I  make  myself 
responsible  for  every  statement  that  I  make  here. 

President :  That  was  not  the  question.  The  question  is 
whether  the  honourable  member  makes  himself  responsible  for  the 
statement  that  the  Quilon  Peishkar  went  about  canvassing  Votes 
during  the  recent  bye-electiou  at  Mavelikara, 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi ;  I  make  my¬ 
self  responsible  fully  and  unequivocally  that  Mr.  Chandy,  the  Divi¬ 
sion  Peishkar  and  District  Magistrate,  Quilon,  [went  about,  during  > 
the  recent  Mavelikara  bye-election,  canvassing  votes,  ;for  one  Mr. 
Narayana  Pillai,  and  against  Mr.  Sankara  Pillai,  who  had  been  set 
up  by  the  State  Congress  as  the  candidate  for  the  Mavelikara- 
Kunnattur  constituency.  That  shows  that  Government  Officers 
themselves  are  breaking  their  own  Rules.  Sir,  this  is  very  danger¬ 
ous.  A  situation  may  come  when  this  relaxation  of  discipline  will 
be  very  inconvenient  to  the  Government  themselves. 

I  oppose  the  Demand  also  because  the  revenue  authorities  have 
not  done  anything  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of  the  people  in  Karu- 
nagapalli  whose  lands  have  been  washed  away  by  the  sea.  Sir,  by 
the  time  we  give  them  amenities,  by  the  time  they  can  listen  to  a 
programme  from  Paris  or  to  a  musical  programme  from  our  own 
broadcasting  station,  these  poor  people  will  have  been  washed  away 
by  the  sea.  This  shows  the  indifference,  almost  criminal  in  its 
nature,  of  the  revenue  authorities  in  not  making  the  necessary  pro¬ 
posal  to  the  Government,  and  of  the  Government  in  rot  making 
any  provision  to  relieve  the  grievances  of  these  people  on  the 
sea-side, 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Sir,  I  regret 
I  have  to  oppose  the  Demand,  and  begin  to  do  it  by  repeating 
my  old  complaints.  The  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  himself 
knows  the  extent  to  which  the  collection  of  market  tolls  has 
now  gone  up.  My  friend  Mr.  Kuruvilla  has  pointed  out  that 
a  sum  of.  R».  95,714  has  been  realised  by  way  of  market 
tolls  in  the  year  1112.  Sir,  complaints  have  been  made  and 
resolutions  have  been  passed  times  without  number  on  this  question. 

I  know  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  is  absolutely  helpless  m 
i his  matter  unless  the  Government  make  it  a  point  not  to  care  for 
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this  pittance  of  less  than  a  lakh  of  rupees  which  is  being  realised  by 
harrassing  and  squeesing  the  people.  If  we  refer  to  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  Reports  of  the  Land  Revenue  Department  for  the  last  four 
or  five  years,  we  will  find  that  the  Tahsildars  have  been  very  alert 
in  seeing  that  somehow  or  other  the  markets  are  bid  for  increased 
amounts  year  after  year.  Even  after  the  auction,  if  a  rival  to  the 
highest  bidder  puts  in  a  petition  offering  a  higher  amount,  the 
auction  sale  is  set  aside  and  the  new  coiner  is  given  the  contract. 
While  the  income  under  this  head  was  only  JRs.  85,525  in  1111,  in 
1112,  it  was  Its.  95,714.  There  is  also  another  peculiar  feature- 
Of  the  four  Revenue  Divisions,  the  Trivandrum  and  Kottayam 
Divisions  come  1st  and  2nd  respectively  in  the  matter  of  income 
under  market  dues.  There  are  44  markets  in  the  Trivandrum 
Division  and  74  in  the  Kottayam  Division.  Still  the  Government 
are  able  to  collect  Rs.  42,000  from  the  , Trivandrum  Division  while 
they  get  only  Rs.  14,000  from  the  74  markets  of  the  Kottayam 
Division.  That  shows  that  there  is  reckless  bidding  in  the  Trivan¬ 
drum  Division,  I  would  therefore  request  the  revenue  authorities 
not  to  con  film  any  contract  of  a  market  lease  without  ascertaining 
whether  the  contract  amount  is  reasonable  and  can  be  realised  by 
the  lessee  if  he  collects  at  the  rates  allowed  by  the  rules.  It  is 
clear  from  the  contract  amount  that,  unless  the  lessee  extracts 
money  by  illegally  harrassing  the  people,  he  cannot  pay  the  Govern¬ 
ment  dues  fully.  Recently  under  the  instance  of  the  lessee  of  the 
Kattakada  market  some  rowdies  assaulted  5  or  6  persons.  I  myself 
have  represented  the  matter  to  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner, 
It  happened  under  the  very  nose  of  the  policemen.  The  Public  of 
Kattakada  came  here  and  invited  the  attention  of  the  D.  S-  P. ;  and 
it' was  under  his  supervision  that  the  collections  were  then  made. 
The  position  is  the  same  in  Nedumangad  also.  In  all  these  places 
the  contractors  bid  very  highly  and  recklessly  harrass  the  poor 
people  who  go  to  the  market,  and  extract  money  out  of  them. 
Amounts  much  more  than  the  scheduled  rates  are  levied  from  these 
podr  people.  If  the  Government  really  care  for  the  interest  of  the 
public  they  should  somehow  do  away  with  this  item  of  revenue  and 
redress:  this  longstanding  grievance  of  the  tax-payer.  I  would  re¬ 
quest  you,  Sir,  that  at  least  now  this  scandal  of  market  tolls  should 
be  put  an  end  to.  Sir,  yesterday  1  adverted  to  the  expenditure  of 
Rs.  1  lakh  under  the  head  ‘  Political  and  Miscellaneous, '  for  which 
no  explanation  was  given.  Under  this  item  the  amount  is  even  less 
than  one  lakh  ;  and  I  ask  why  not  this  toll  amount  be  imade  up  in 
some  other  item.  The  tendency  of  the  Government  in  recent  years 
has  been  to  encourage  public  markets  and  to  discourage  private 
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markets-  I  have  nothing  to  say  about  that.  But  I  would  suggest 
that  the  Police  should  co-operate  with  the  people  whenever 
they  get  complaints  against  an  arbilrary  levy  being  made  by  the 
market  contractors.  When  I  made  a  similar  representation  last 
year  on  the  floor  of  this  House,  the  Land  lie  venue  Commissioner 
was  pleased  to  go  to  Kattakada.  But,  Hr  these  contractor*  behave 
like  very  good  boys  in  the  presence  of  the  Land  Revenue  Commis¬ 
sioner  or  even  the  Tahsildar.  They  will  not  collect  a  cash  more 
than  what  is  legitimately  due  when  the  Tahsildar  is  present  at  the 
spot.  That  is  not  the  way  things  have  to  be  ascertained.  The 
situation  is  really  very  serious.  Several  petitions  have  been  ssnt  up. 
Last  year  a  protest  meeting  was  held  and  the  resolutions  passed 
there  were  sent  up  to  the  Government.  Although  the  Government 
are  tom-toming  that  our  finances  are  sound,  they  are  not  prepared 
to  redress  this  grievance  of  the  poor  agriculturists  in  spite  of  re¬ 
peated  representations  and  complaints  made  in  this  House.  Why 
not,  I  ask,  the  Government  show  that  their  finances  are  really  sound 
by  granting  this  boon  to  the  poor  people?  After  all  it  will  not 
cost  the  Government  even  one  lakh  of  rupees.  In  spite  of  all 
our  representations  Government  are  not  prepared  to  raise  even 
their  little  finger  in  this  matter.  I  request,  Sir,  that  my  observa¬ 
tions  may  be  taken  in  the  spirit  in  which  they  are  made.  I  know 
several  instances  in  which  innocent  people  have  been  harrassed  by 
market  contractors-  Every  time  a  load  is  taken  to  a  market,  the 
best  articles  are  appropriated  by  the  contractor  and  his  rowdy 
comrade  for  their  Jown  use,  and  they  also  extract  in  cash  much 
more  than  what  is  really  due  to  them.  The  policemen  on  duty 
there  invariably  sides  with  the  contractor  and  do  not  come  to  the 
rescue  of  the  poor  people  who  go  to  these  markets-  I  trust,  Sir, 
that  I  will  not  be  put  to  the  painful  necessity  of  repeating  these  sad 
stories  any  more.  I  hope  the  Government  will  grant  this  boon  to 
the  poor  agriculturists  of  the  country. 

In  regard  to  coercive  steps,  Sir,  I  'would  request  the  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner  to  see  that  some  more  consideration  is  shown 
to  the  poor  tax  payer.  I  pointed  out  to  the  House  last  year  that 
the  land  revenue  authorities  were  able  t0  collect  85  per  cent,  of  the 
arrears  of  land  revenue.  It  is  quite  good  that  arrears  have  been 
collected  to  that  extent.  I  would  only  suggest  that  immovable  pro- 
perty  should  not  be  sold  iu  cases  where  the  attachment  of  the 
crops  would  enable  the  Government  to  get  their  dues  in  full. 

Further,  Sir,  notice  of  auction  sales  of  properties  should  be 
served,  and  the  written  acknowledgement  of  the  parties  obtained, 
at  least  one  month  before  the  date  of  auction,  so  that  they  can  ar¬ 
range  for  money  and  pay  off  the  dues,  and  save  their  property.  I 
know  of  many  instances  where  for  Rs.  8,  properties  worth  Rs,  300 
have  been eold  in  auction,-  -•  •  _  " 
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I  would  also  suggest  to  the  Government  to  lay  down  a  specific 
provision  to  verify  that  agricultural  loans  are  actually  utilised  for 
the  purpose  for  which  they  are  granted.  That  is  a  matter  which 
requires  scrutiny. 

I  would  also  request  that  whenever  there  is  drought  remission 
should  be  granted  as  far  as  possible. 

One  other  suggestion  that  I  would  like  to  make  is  that  the 
agricultural  loans  should  be  transferred  to  the  Credit  Bank  if  pos¬ 
sible. 

I  will  conclude  by  repeating  my  request  about  the  market  tolls 
so  that  I  may  not  have  to  repeat  it  next  year. 

Mr.  M.'  S.  Anirudhan  ( Karunagapally ,  Iiartikapally  and 
Ambalapuzhi  cum  Shertalla ):  I  would  like  to  offer  a  few  re¬ 
marks  on  this  demand.  Last  year,  while  debating,  on  this  demand, 
there  had  been  several  speeches  from  the  representatives  .of  the 
under-represented  communities  about  the  inadequate  representation 
of  those  communities  in  the  Land  Revenue  Department,  especially 
among  the  Accountants  and  Provertliicars;  and  the  Laud  Revenue 
Commissioner  had  been  good  enough  to  assure  this  House  that 
something  may  be  done  so  that  the  representatives  of  the  under- 
represented  communities  may  get  adequate  representation,  I  am 
not  aware,  Sir,  whether  anything  has  been  done  by  the  Government 
in  this  direction.  In  other  sections  of  the  department  also  the  re¬ 
presentation  of  these  communities  is  far  from  satisfactory.  We 
have  been  clamouring  for  adequate  representation  for  the  last  so 
many  years  and  it  is  a  pity,  Sir,  that  the  attention  of  Government 
has  not  been  seriously  drawn  to  this  question.  When  I  begin  to 
speak  on  communal  representation  Sir,  it  may  appear  to  be  jarring 
to  some  of  iny  friends  but  it  is  a  necessity  from  which  I  cannot 
escape  and  those  people  to  whom  this  may  be  jarring  belong  to  com. 
munities  which  are  over-represented  in  the  services. 

The  next  point  on  which  I  would  like  to  offer  some  remarks 
is  the  sad  plight  of  the  land— owning  classes,  especially  the  small 
land— owning  classes.  A  look  at  the  figures  oE  the  demand  notices 
issued  in  1110,  1111  and  1112  would  give  a  sufficient  indication  of 
the  financial  degradation  of  the  land-owning  classes.  The  number 
of  demand  n  otices  issued  in  1110  was  7,90,000,  in  1111  it  was 
8,51,(139  and  in  1112  it  was  8,86,607.  Movables  were  sold  in  1111 
in  1785  cases  for  an  amount  of  Rs.  15,000  odd  and  immovable  pro¬ 
perty  was  sold  in  19,106  cases  for  an  amount  of  Rs.  2,33,o94. 
Coming  to  1112,  in  1651  cases  movables  were  sold  for  realising  an 
amount  of  Rs.  1,16,000  and  in  23,163  cases  immovable  property 
had  to  be  sold  to  realize  an  amount  of  Rs.  3,66,799.  Coming  to 
1113  the  pages  of  the  Government  Gazette  for  the  last  few  months  . 
will  convince  one  of  the  sad  plight  of  the  land-owning  classes, ... 
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These  facts  unmistakably  indicate  the  downward  trend  of  the  finan- 
cial  stability  oE  the  land-owning  classes.  The  volume  of  agricultu¬ 
ral  output  is  diminishing  year  by  year  and  the  price  of  agricultural 
produce  is  on  a  downward  trend.  The  price  of  the  cocoanut  has 
gone  down  to  Rs.  15  per  1100.  These  facts  would  clearly  indicate 
the  sad  plight  of  the  land-owning  classes  and  I  appeal  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  see  that  something  substantial  is  done  to  relieve  them 
from  their  difficulties  by  reducing  the  taxes,  granting  loans  and  giv¬ 
ing  them  other  reliefs. 

Another  question  on  which  I  would  like  to  speak  a  few  words 
is  the  policy  of  Government  in  granting  loans  to  the  landless  classes. 
The  Administration  Report  says  that  there  were  1,625  applications 
for  lands  in  1112  of  which  only  726  were  disposed  of.  This  is  a 
very  sad  circumstance.  I  am  told  that  an  application  put  in  by  a 
large  section  of  the  Kurava  community  for  some  lands  in  Kulakkada 
pakuthi  has  been  rejected  without  assigning  sufficient  reason.  I 
think  Government  ought  to  be  more  alert  in  these  matters. 

Mr-  V.  S-  Arumukham  Pillai :  Sir,  honourable  friend 
Mr.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  just  now  said  that,  if  a  re-settlement  is 
affected,  the  Government  will  be  losing  a  large  revenue.  I  am 
quite  against  that  statement.  I  assure  you,  Sir,  that  by  a  re-settle¬ 
ment  the  Government  will  stand  to  gain  a  great  deal.  In  the 
absence  of  a  re-settlement  the  Government  are  now  losing  a  large 
amount  of  money.  They  are  losing  lakhs  and  lakhs  of  rupees. 
Sir,  as  I  said  yesterday,  settlement  operations  were  going  on  from 
1053  to  1081.  Since  the  last  settlement,  several  new  plantations 
have  sprung  up  and  several  encroachments  have  taken  place.  A 
survey  conducted  in  the  .'cardamom  areas  has  revealed  a  lot  of 
encroachments.  Similarly  in  the  areas  cultivated  with  rubber,  tea 
and  coffee,  if  only  a  re-survey  is  undertaken,  it  will  be  Eound  that 
a  large  amount  of  revenue  will  be  available  to  Government. 

Sir,  without  dilating  too  much  upon  this  question  of  re¬ 
settlement,  I  may  draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  the  urgent 
necessity  for  effecting  a  reform  in  land  revenue.  The  glaring  defect 
in  the  existing  system  is,  as  I  have  said  so  often,  the  inequality 
and  the  unequal  and  most  inequitable  distribution  of  tax  burdens. 
At  the  risk  of  taxing  the  patience  of  the  Government  and  at  the 
risk  of  taxing  the  patience  of  my  honourable  friends;  I  may  state 
that  taxation  in  Nanjinad  is  most  excessive  and  onerous.  Refer¬ 
ring  to  this  inequality  the  Honourable  Rama  Aiyangar  said  that  the 
present  inequality  of  assessment  is  another  evil  oE  great  magnitude. 
Generally  to  the  north  of  Trivandrum  it  is  slight  and  moderate,  but 
in  the  south  of  Trivandrum,  especially  in  Tovala.and  Agastisvaram, 
the  tax  is  excessive  and  onerous.  It  is  against  this  inequitable  dis¬ 
tribution  of  tax  burdens  and  this,  differential  treatment  that  the

Nanjinad  ryots  have  been  making  representations  year  after  year 
and  the  convenient  answers  has  been  that  the  whole  thing  will  be 
looked  into  at  the  time  of  the  re-settlement. 

Now,  Sir,  within  the  short  time  at  my  disposal  I  would  like  to 
refer  to  two  main  grievances  of  the  Nanjinad  jyots.  The  first  is 
with  regard  to  the  excessive  taxation.  How  was  it  brought  about? 
If  you  take  a  double-crop  wet  land  bearing  the  first  tharam,  the  tax 
is  ni.in  kottas,  nine  marakals  and  four  padies  and  the  cash  equiva. 
lent  is  11s.  25  ch.  18  c.  7.  Sir,  how  was  this  arrived  at  ?  In  the 
first  place  I  may  submit  that  it  was  Dewan  Shungarasubier  who 
fixed  this  rate  on  the  basis  of  u  lease  of  18  kottas  per  acre.  Six* 
tenths  were  taken  ns  the  rajjabhogam  or  the  Government  share  and 
excluding  one-tenth  for  the  unprofitable  areas,  the  tax  is  nine  kottas, 
nine  marakals  and  four  padies.  Sir,  I  may  submit  that  no  land¬ 
lord  ever  gets  his  18  kottas  per  acre  in. Nanjinad  or  anywhere  near 
it.  I  submit  that  this  is  most  unjust.  Even  at  that  time  no  land¬ 
lord  could  get  IS  kottas  from  one  acre  of  paddy  land. 

Secondly,  I  may  submit,  Sir,  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  no  settle¬ 
ment  took  place  in  TTunjiniid,  because  the  Settlement  Officers  in  fix¬ 
ing  the  tax  on  the  basis  of  18  kottas  per  acre  simply  looked  to  the 
munkaram.  That  was  because  the  people  of  Nanjinad  unlike  the 
people  of  other  pares  of  the  State  are  a  very  convenient  set  of  people 
to  aeaL  with.  Because  they  were  not  at  all  vociferous,  the  officers 
found  it  convenient  to  levy  any  kind  of  tax  on  these  people  and 
without  doing  any  work  whatever,  they  simply  settled  according  to 
munkaram.  That  is  why  I  bring  it  to  the  notice  of  Government 
that  so  far  as  Nanjinad  is  concerned,  settlement  is  an  urgent  neces¬ 
sity. 

Another  grievance  of  the  Nanjinad  ryots  is  with  regard  to  the 
conversion  rates.  This  matter  also  has  been  agitated  for  a  very 
long  time  and  several  representations  haveibeen  made.  In  regard  to 
these  also  the  convenient  answer  has  been  that  the  whole  thing  will 
be  looked  into  at  the  time  of  the  re  settlement.  Sir,  I  will  just  deal 
with  this  question  very  briefly.  The  main  grievance  is  that  instead 
of  treating  one  kotta  as  being  equivalent  to  seven  paras,  Govern¬ 
ment  have  fixed  one  kotta  as  being  equivalent  to  nine  paras  and 
3/5  idamgalis  for  the  first  half  and  8  paras  and  6J  idamgalis  for 
the  second  half,  and  on  the  basis  of  this  adjustment  they  have  been 
realising  one-fifth  of  the  tax  in  excess  of  what  is  legitimately  and 
legally  due  from  the  ryots-  It  is  on  the  basis  of  this  calculation, 
namely  s  hat  tor  the  first  half  one  kotta  equals  9  paras  Bib  idamgalis 
at  6  chs.  per  para  and  for  the  second  half  one  kotta  equals  8  paras 
61  idamgalis  at  11  chs.  per  para,  that  thig  amount  of  Ks.  25  odd 
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has  been  worked  out.  It  would  have  been  different  if  they  liar! 
followed  in  their  calculations  the  Settlement  Proclamation  which 
stated  that  one  lotto,  equals  one  acre.  They  ought  to  have  followed 
the  Settlement  Proclamation  and  it  is  a  gross  mistake  that  they  have 
not  done  so.  Besides,  they  arbitrarily  and  without  any  authority 
whatever  fitted  the  rate  that  obtain^  now.  If  the  Settlement  Pro. 
Qlataation  had  only'  been  followed  by  them  the  amount  will  only 
come  to  Rs.  20  odd.  This  can  very  easily  be  worked  out-  Uni  - 
foraily  for  one  lotto,  as  I  said,  the  tax  is  9  lottos,  9  nctralah  and 
ipadies.  If  this  is  converted  intoywas,  it  will  come  to  66  paras 
and  calculating  for  33  paras  at  6  chs  for  the  first  half  and  for 
33  paras  at  11  chs.  for  the  second  half,  we  will  get  an  amount  of 
Rs.  20.  So,  the  excess  of  Rs.  5  per  lotto  the  Nanjinad  ryots  have 
heen  paying  for  the  last  so  many  years  and  this  means  a  serious 
drain  on  the  resources  of  those  ryots. 

The  amount  can  easily  be  calculated  and  I  do  not  know  for 
how  long  they  should  suffer  that  injustice.  I  do  not  know  for 
what  long  a  period  this  difference  on  account  of  the  conversion 
ratemt  an  unjust  basis  is  to  exist.  If  justly  assessed  in  accordance 
with  the  just  principles  on  the  most  proper  lease  basis  namely 
1Q£  lottos  per  lotto  of  paddy  land  and  if  the  mistakes  pointed  out 
in  the  conversion  rules  were  not  committed,  the  tax  per  lotto  would 
work  out  only  to  Rupees  13  f.  The  above  is  the  legitimate  tax 
which  one  lotto  of  wet  land  ought  to  bear. 

In  this  connection,  I  will  be  failing  in  my  duty  if  I  do  not  con¬ 
vey  the  gratitude  of  the  millions  of  Nanjinad  ryots  to  the  present 
Dewan-of  Travancore  for  the  grant  of  remission  al'owed  to  them. 
Our  representations  have  all  along  been  a  cry  in  the  wilderness. 
That  was  the  case  even  with  tharisv,  that  is  in  regard  to  lands  that 
were  fallow.  We  have  not  been  getting  any'  remission.  But  it  is  a 
matter  for  gratification  that  the  peculiar  hardships  of  the  ryots  cf 
Nanjinad  were  engaging  the  attention  of  Government  and  on  behalf 
of  the  ryots  I  convey  their  sincere  and  heartfelt  thanks- 

There  has  been  a  continuous  drought  from  1 1 10.  Owing  to 
the  failure  of  the  Kodayar  reservoir  the  lands  could  not  be  culti¬ 
vated.  Even  this  year  Ayacut  lands  have  been  left  fallow  in  Agas. 
tisvaram  and. other  neighbouring  paknthies.  Of  course,  we  are  thank¬ 
ful  to  the  Government  for  the  complete  remission  for  karivu  and  for 
lands  which  were  left  fallow.  Considering  the  amount,  of  hardship 
experienced  by  the  ryots,  and  the  excess  tax  paid  by  them  the 
remission  recently  granted  will  not  satisfy  the  people  of  Nanjinad. 
In  the  matter  of  remission,  they  are  entitled  to  be  treated  separately 
different  from  the  ryots  in  other  parts  of  the  State.

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  Sir,  it  appears  that  the  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  is  ignorant  of  the  existence  of  North  Trnvancore 
comprising  Parur,  JTunnatnud,  Mnvattupuzha  and  Devitolam  taluks 
except  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  tax.  He  seems  to  be  under  the 
impression  that  those  parts  are  the  ideal  ones.  Government  are 
net  aware  of  the  destructions  caused  by  the  floods  occurring  twice  a 
year,  the  drought  and  .too  much  rainfall.  I  do  not  know  whether 
anybody  else  has  experienced  the  floods  of  those  parts  except  mv 
honourable  friend  Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar.  Government  officials 
do  net  visit  those  parts  during  flood  for  fear  of  being  drowned. 

In  the  matter  of  remission  of  tax,  I  do  not  know  why  the 
people  of  North  Travnncore  do  not  even  get  any  remission  at  all. 
Is  it  the  Government's  case  that  North  Travancore  is  always  pros¬ 
perous  and  that  they  never  deserve  such  concessions  from  the 
Government  ?  It.  is  true  some  concession  has  apparently  been 
made  now,  but  that  cannot  benefit  the  people  of  those  parts.  It  is 
only  good  for  advertisement.  It  applies  only  to  the  arrears  remain¬ 
ing  due  at  the  end  of  the  current  year.  I.  do  not  know  of  the  con¬ 
ditions  in  South  Travancore.  But  the  state  of  affairs  in  North 
Travancore  is  bad  indeed.  This  concession  has  come  at  a  time 
when  almost  everybody  has  paid  taxes  owing  to  sheer  dread  of 
Government  officers.  ‘  I11  North  Travancore  they  are  feared  even 
more  than  plague.  During  the  collection  of  tax  from  those  parts 
people- might  have  been  deprived  of  ■  everything  which  they  might 
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have  possessed.  Government  say  that  they  have  allowed  a  conces. 
sion  of  50  per  cant,  of  the  arrears  of  tax  remaining  due  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  That  is  really  making  fun  of  the  people  of  North 
Travancore  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they  will  have  by  this  time  paid 
those  taxes  without  leaving  arrears.  It  would  be  well  if  statistics  is 
made  for  the  total  amount  of  tax  due  from  each  of  the  taluks 
separately,  the  amount  of  arrears  due  from  each  taluk  and  the 
amount  of  remission  that  might  be  allowed  to  each  taluk,  as  a 
result  of  the  announcement  made  recently. 

Mr.  Narayaua  Aiyar  said  that  justice  should  be  done  to  the 
jenmies  in  the  matter  of  commutation  rates.  No  doubt,  justice 
must  be  meted  out  to  them.  But  it  should  not  be  done  by  enhanc¬ 
ing  the  commutation  rate  of  dues  from  the  kudiyaus,  but  by  reduc- . 
ing  the  commutation  rate  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  income  tax 
due  to  the  Government  from  the  jenmies.  I  think  that  that  is  the 
view  point  in  which  the  matter  has  been  urged  by  my  honourable 
friend.  The  depth  and  intensity  of  the  poverty  of  the  agri¬ 
culturists  in  rural  parts  are  not  realised  by  the  Government.  How 
ever  I  am  glad  to  notice  that  the  Government  have  admitted  that 
the  agriculturists  arc  in  a  very  bad  predicament,  but  Government 
say  that  they  will  have  to  remain  in  that  condition  for  an  indefinite 
period  and  seem  to  have  resigned  them  to  their  inexorable  fate. 
They  seem  to  think  that  there  is  no  use  of  trying  to  help  the  agri¬ 
culturists  who  are  given  up  as  doomed  for  ever.  But,  if  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  are  willing  to  help  the  agriculturists,  they  can  relieve  them 
to  some  extent  at  least.  One  way  of  helping  the  agriculturists  is 
by  the  remission  of  tax.  The  amount  remitted  can  be  made  good 
by  reducing  the  pay  of  the  officials.  I  hope  they  will  excuse  me 
for  saying  so-  Their  pay  can  be  reduced  oil  the  model  of  the 
Congress  Government  in  Madras.  The  agriculturists  require  ever 
so  many  relief  measures.  The  Relief  measures  which  we  have  here 
are  quite  inadequate  and  they  should  he  improved  on  the  linas 
followed  in  Madras. 

One  fact  why  North  Travancore  is  so  much  ignored  is  because 
there  are  no  officers  from  that  side  who  would  really  be  interested 
in  those  areas.  I  think  this  defect  can  be  remedied  if  regional 
representation  is  given  effect  to.  I  am  not  claiming  regional  repre¬ 
sentation  for  my  own  sake  or  for  my  children. 

There  is  a  tug  of  war  between  the  Revenue  Department  and 
the  P.  W  .  Department.  They  are  trying  to  see  who  are  in  greater 
authority-  As  a  result  of  this  the  1'oads  constructed  by  the  agri¬ 
culturists  are  seldom  taken  by  the  P  W.  Department.  This  De¬ 
partment  complains  that  the  revenue  authorities  cause  great  dela^ 
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in  taking  the  necessasy  proceedings  and  allowing  the  P.  W.  D.  to 
take  possession  of  the  roads  so  that  they  may  be  improved  and 
maintained.  So  1  would  invite  the  attention  of  the  Land  Revenue 
Department  and  the  Government  to  see  that  no  such  friction  occurs 
in  future.  We  have  not  the  good  fortune  of  having  A1  way e  or 
Putheukurisu  as  the  capital  of  this  State.  That  does  not  mean 
that  our  cry  need  not  be  heard  here. 

Ever  bo  many  members  complained  about  markets.  It  is  wall 
known  that  the  Contractors  are  taking  all  sorts  of  coercive  steps 
to  extract  money  from  the  poor  people,  while  the  Government  get 
only  a  poor  pittance  as  their  share- 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail;  Sir,  it  was  with  the  full 
sense  of  responsibility  that  I  have  stated  yesterday  that  the  moun¬ 
tain  taluks  of  Devieolam  and  Peermade  can  very  well  be  abolished 
with  advantage.  My  friend  Mr,  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  pointed  out 
that  at  least  the  office  of  the  Game  Warden  may  be  amalgamated 
with  this.  If  we  can  understand  the  work  of  the  Game  'Warden, 
I  fear  it  will  be  an  unnecessary  wasie  if  it  is  to  continue.  My  con¬ 
viction  is  that  this  can  be  abolished  and  if  necessity  arises  for  the 
preservation  of  the  wild  animals  that  can  very  well  be  entrusted  to 
the  Forest  Department. 

I  think  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  is  very  very  careful 
to  get  as  much  money  as  possible,  but  he  is  very  reluctant  to  spend 
the  money  for  the  good  of  those  who  contribute  it.  I  remember  it 
was  in  111  1  that  the  Pambanar  market  was  shifted  from  the  old 
place  to  the  new  one.  By  auctioning  the  right  to  collect  the  tax 
from  the  markets  for  the  last  four  years  the  Government  got  about 
Rs.  3000.  I  have  the  fortune  or  misf  rtune  to  visit  this  place  very 
often  and  even  last  month  I  visited  this  particular  market  on  my 
way  to  some  other  place.  There  i  a  history  behind  the  choice  of 
this  particular  site  which  I  do  not  want  to  say  here.  The  place 
chosen  is  a  hilly  tract  removed  from  the  main  road.  When  this 
market  was  opened  there  was  not  the  least  convenience  and  the 
people  were  told  “here  is  the  place  for  the  market  and  you  carry  on 
the  business.”  They  were  made  to  believe  that  conveniences  will 
be  made,  roads  will  be  constructed,  wells  sunk,  walls  made  and  all 
that.  But  Sir,  even  in  the  last  month  it  continues  as  it  was  before. 
There  is  no  well  there. 

Mr.  K.  George  :  There  is  a  well. 

Mr.  T-  Muhammed  Ismail :  No,  it  is  only  a  pit.  I  my¬ 
self  had  occasion  to  take  water  from  that  pit  last  month.  That  is 
of  no  use  and  a  good  well  is  an  absolute-necessity.  Without  a  road, 
it  is  impossible  to  carry  on  the  market  there.  It  may  be  under 
construction,  but  nothing  is  done.  It  takes  four  years  for  the  con. 
struction  of  this  market !  Even  this  year  Government  got  Rs,  400 
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as  licence  fees.  If  the  convenience  of  the  people,  especially  in 
market  places,  are  not  looked  to,  market  going  people  will  have  to 
suffer  a  great  deal.  Therefore  I  invite  the  serious  attention  of  the 
Land  Revenue  Commissioner  to  make  it  a  pacca  market. 

A  word  about  the  revenue  sales  also.  Whenever  there  is  a 
revenue  sale  there  will  be  an  appeal  and  a  revision  complaining  that 
there  are  irregularities  in  the  sale  of  the  land.  These  irregularities 
are  due  to  tin  misconduct  of  subordinate  officers  who  conduot  the 
sales.  After  two  or  three  years  the  purchaser  and  the  defaulter 
are  both  put  to  great  loss,  it  may  be  that  it  is  only  after  three 
years  that  the  irregularities  are  found  out  by  the  authorities  and 
the  person  who  has  purchased  the  land  in  auction  has  to  leave  that 
property.  True  he  may  get  five  per  cent.,  of  what  he  has  paid. 
It  may  be  for  small  sums  that  one  or  half  an  acre  of  land  is  sold. 
If  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  will  exert  some  influence  on 
his  subordinates  he  can  reduce  these  irregularities  to  a  minimum. 

About  the  income  tax  also,  every  body  knows  that  there  is 
much  of  evasion  even  now.  At  this  time  people  know  how  to  hide 
their  true  accounts.  I  request  that  the  Government  will  pay  more 
serious  attention  to  find  out  these  evasions,  so  that  they  can  get- 
mors  money  from  the  rich. 

Mr.  A-  Easwara  Pillai  (Kottarakara  and  Patianapmm 
onm Shenaotlci)  ■  I  also  oppose  the  demand.  My  object  in  doing 
so  is  to  impress  upon  the  Government  the  necessity  for  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  land-tax.  The  Dewan  President  in  his  speech  before  the 
joint  session  of  the  Assembly  and  the  Council  stated  unequivocally 
that  the  ultimate  aim  of  the  Government  is  to  abolish  land-tax. 
Me  also  said  that  if  the  people  will  willingly  co-operate  with  the 
Government -he  will  see  that  our  revenue  will  be  augmented  by 
Rs.  20  lakhs  every  year.  Our  receipts  from  the  Land  Revenue 
Department  is  only  about  Rs.  41  lakhs.  More  than  10  lakhs  we 
spend  for  the  Revenue  Department.  The  balance  in  land-tax  is 
only  Rs.  30  lakhs..  If  the  wind  fall  promised  by  the  Dewan  comes 
true  without  difficulty  we  can  abolish  land-tax.  The  agricultural 
community  consists  of  the  bulk  of  the  people  of  Travancore.  l  ean 
boldly  say  that  they  are  mostly  willing  to  co-operate  with  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  provided  the  Government  are  willing  to  help  them.  If  the 
Government  will  abolish  the  land-tax,  I  can  assure  that  the  agricul¬ 
tural  section  of  the  people  of  Travancore  will  heartily  co-operate 
with  the Government.  They  ere  not  enamoured  of  any  form -of 
Government  whether  it  be  responsible  Government  or  self-Govern- 
ment  or  Republic.  (Mr.  P.  Balakrishnan  Turnip,  Shame.)  They 
want  good  Government — a  Government  which  is  alive  .to  their 
needs  and  requirements.  They  want  such  a  Government. 
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Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  (Thodupuzha  cum  MinachU):  May  I 
know  whether  the  member  would  reject  Responsible  Government  if 
it  is  granted  by  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  under  his  aegis  ? 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai :  Sir,  I  have  no  attraction  for  any 
particular  form  of  Government.  My  concern  is  that  we  want  good 
Government,  a  Government  which  is  sympathetic  and  considerate’; 
let  it  be  Responsible  Government,  Monarchy  or  Republic.  I  don’t 
give  any  importance  to  the  nomanclature.  The  agricultural  com¬ 
munity,  I  represent,  does  not  care  for  mere  names.  It  it  only 
certain  discontented  politicians,  who  wish  to  conduct  propaganda, 
that  speak  about  the  forms  of  Governments,  The  peasants  want 
benevolent  Government  which  would  attend  to  their  needs  and 
requirements.  If  the  Government  are  going  to  do  that,  I  can 
assure  them  the  hearty  support  tof  the  agricultural  community  of 
the  State. 

One  honourable  member  said  that  South  Travancore  people 
require  remission  of  tax.  One  other  honourable  member  wanted 
remission  for  Kuttauad.  Sir,  this  is  the  common  cry  of  the  people 
of  all  parts  of  the  State.  Every  year,  honourable  members  of  this 
house  bring  forward  resolutions  and  cut  motions  to  reduce  the  land- 
tax,  and  they  were  passed  with  great  majoritj^  Our  Government 
were  also  pleased  to  grant  occasional  remission.  Any  how,  a  strong 
case  is  made  out  for  abolition.  The  Government  have  conceded  its 
urgency  also.  In  view  of  these  facts,  I  request  the  Government  to 
abolish  the  lar.d-tax  in  toto.  If  it  is  done  there  will  be  great  con¬ 
tentment  and  peace  in  the  State. 

Sir,  the  condition  of  the  agriculturists  is  very  miserable.  Their 
holdings  have  lost  their  economic  importance  on  account  of  sub¬ 
divisions  and  fragmentations.  Economic  depression  hit  them  very 
hard.  The  price  of  articles  has  fallen  considerably  and  it  is  impossi¬ 
ble  for  them  to  meet  the  cost  of  cultivation.  Under  these  circum¬ 
stances  it  is  only  just  and  fair  to  consider  the  abolition  of  land-tax. 

Another  fact  I  have  to  impress  upon  the  Government  is  this. 
Every  civilised  Government  are  trying  to  make  their  country  self- 
supporting.  Travancore  should  not  be  an  exception.  Our  country 
should  be  made  self-contained  and  self-sufficient.  To  achieve  that, 
we  must  begin  extensive  'cultivation.

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Mr.  A.  Eatwara  Pillai :  To  make  our  country  sel£-suffi. 
cientwe  must  increase  the  production  of  paddy.  We  import  large 
quantity  of  rice  and  paddy  every  year  from  outside.  To  avoid 
that  we  must  start  extensive  cultivation  of  paddy  here,  Large 
tracts  of  land  and  swampy  areas  are  lying  idle  in  our  forest  regions. 
We  must  disafforest  these  lauds  and  register  them  in  favour  of  the 
people.  So  also  large  portions  of  the  Vembanad  and  the  Kayan- 
kulam  lakes  should  bo  reclaimed  and  made  available  for  cultivation. 
I  should  also  impress  upon  the  Government  one  other  point  in 
connection  with  market;  tolls.  Market  tolls  should  be  abolished. 
It  has  become  a  curse  to  the  poor  agriculturists.  The  fees  that  we 
collect  are  comparatively  small.  We  get  only  Us.  98,000.  It  is  only 
a  small  amount  which  we  can  forego  without,  any  difficulty.  The 
misery  of  the  people  is  appalling.  So  I  join  with  my  friends  who 
advocate  the  immediate  abolition  of  this  obnoxious  tax. 

I  would  also  draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  another 
matter.  Sir,  in  some  taluks  the  Tahsildars  are  asked  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Magistrates.  The  Tahsildar  has  to  do  multifarious 
duties.  He  is  an  overburdened  and  overworked  officer.  It  is  a 
great  sin  to  ask  him  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  magistrates  as  well. 
He  may  not  be  able  to  cope  with  both  duties.  It  is  better  to  divest 
the  Tahsildav  of  his  magisterial  duties  and  entrust  it  to  Second  Class 
Magistrates.

Mr.  K.  George  :  Sir,  a  large  number  of  subjects  have  been 
discussed  here. 

President  .•  You  have  8  minutes. 

Mr.  K.  George  :  Sir,  under  this  demand  many  subjects  have 
been  discussed.  I  do  not  think  I  shall  have  sufficient  time  to  deal 
in  detail  with  all  of  them  ;  but  1  shall  attempt  to  deal  with  such  of 
them  as  are  important. 

One  general  subject,  that  was  discussed  by  several  members 
was  about  tolls  in  markets.  I  think  I  had  better  speak  of  that  at 
the  very  beginning.  Tolls  in  markets  were  established  under  the 
Market  Regulation  and  they  have  been  in  force  for  a  very  long  time 
now.  The  principle  which  underlies  the  levy  of  tolls  in  markets 
was  recognised  by  the  legislature  when  the  Market  Regulation  was 
passed  by  it.  The  principle  evidently  is  this : — 

The  markets  are  local  institutions  and  the  improvement  of  the 
markets  is  a  requirement  which  should  be  met  not  from  general 
finance  but  from  local  revenues.  Apparently,  it  is  on  that  principle 
that  market  tolls  are  levied  in  British  India  also.  Vi  ell,  that  being 
recognised,  suppose  market  tolls  are  abolished,  then  all  the  expen¬ 
diture  that  has  to  be  incurred  for  the  maintenance  and  improvement 
of  markets,  such  as  their  upkeep,  sanitation,  the  supply  of  drinking 
water,  the  provision  of  stalls,  the  construction  of  boundary  walls, 
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etc.,  all  these  will  fall  oil  the  general  revenues.  It  is  no  doubt  true 
that  we  have  not  been  spending  a  substantial’amoiuu  for  improving 
the  markets  in  the  past.  It  is  due  to  various  reasons  which  I  need 
not  detail  now.  I  can  only  say  that  for  the  next  year  we  have 
made  a  substantial  provision  of  Rs,  25,000  for  markets.  We 
are  proposing  to  take  over  mid  convert  into  public  markets  as  may 
private  markets  as  possible.  At  present,  although  we  are  not  spen¬ 
ding  the  entire  sum  we  collect,  we  are  maintaining  the  markets  pro¬ 
perly  as  far  as  the  funds  allotted  permit.  Now  I  shall  consider  the 
question  of  private  markets.  It  was  said  by  one  member  that  more 
private  markets  should  ba  allowed  and  that  should  be  taken  over  by 
the  Government  after  seeing  that  they  are  thriving.  Government  have 
no  objection  to  allow  private  markets  in  places  where  it  is  useful  to 
open  them  and  whore  the  opening  of  public  markets  will  not  ba 
possible.  At  the  same  time,  Government  have  to  inform  the  House 
that  their  policy  is  as  far  as  possible  to  convert  private  markets  into 
public  ones.  That  policy  is  being  steadily  kept  in  view.  Now,  as 
regards  the  irregularities  in  certain  markets,  it  is  true  that  in  some 
markets  much  larger  tolls  are  levied  than  is  authorised.  Complaints 
have  been  occasionally  received  from  the  public  that  the  tolls  levied 
are  excessive  and  not  authorised  by  the  Market  Regulation.  Enqui¬ 
ries  have  been  made  in  such  cases,  and,  where  it  has  been  proved 
that  the  market  contractors  are  levying  exhorbitant  rates  steps  have 
been  taken  to  put  a  stop  to  such  practices.  The  honourable  member 
Mr.  R.  Kesavan  Nair  is  aware  that  I  went  in  company  with  him  to 
inspect  a  particular  market  and  to  see  whether  the  contractor  levied 
excessive  rates.  It  was  found  that  the  complaints  against  the 
contractor  were  true  and  I  took  immediate  steps  to  stop  his  exac¬ 
tion.  Sir,  last  year  I  promised  to  consider  the  question  of  the 
abolition  of  tolls  on  handiload.  I  have  already  made  some  proposals 
to  Government  in  that  matter  aud  I  expect  Government  will  pass 
order  shortly.  Consistent  with  the  policy  that  the  Government 
have  been  adopting  in  this  matter,  it  would  not  be  practicable  to 
abolish  the  tolls  on  other  than  hand  loads. 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvila  :  We  are  getting  Rs.  95,000,  why 
can’t  we  do  that  ? 

Mr.  K.  George  :  We  cannot  sacrifice  the  revenue,,....,., 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Why  can’t  we 
dispense  with  this  blood  money  as  Mr.  Kuruvila  will  have  it. 

Mr.  K.  George1  It  is  not  as  easy  as  it  looks  at  first  sight. 
There  are  various  questions  to  be  considered  in  that  connection. 
There  is,  for  instance,  the  question  of  tolls  in]  markets  in  municipal 
areas.  We  cannot  interfere  with  the  tolls  levied  there.  Ikese  are 
a  substantial  source  of  revenue  for  the  municipalities.  Well,  it  is 
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not  proper  that  toils  should  be  abolished  in  rural  areas  and  allowed 
to  continue  in  municipal  areas.  .No  such  differential  treatment 
ought  to  be  made.  Then  the  other  thing  that  we  have  to  consider 
is  that  on  principle  the  levy  of  tolls  in  markets  is  proper,  because 
markets  are  local  institutions  and  the  general  funds  should  not  be 
utilised  iu  improving  the  conditions  of  markets  in  rural  areas. 

One  other  subject  which  I  should  refer  is  the  question  raised 
by  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Arumukham  Pjllai,  regarding  the 
excess  taxation  in  Nanjanad.  Government  have  already  admit¬ 
ted  that  the  rate  of  taxation  in  Nanjanad  is  comparatively  heavier 
than  in  other  parts  of  the  State.  It  has  been  decided,  at  any  rate, 
for  the  time  being, _  that  the  question  of  resettlement  should  be 
postponed  ;  that  being  so,  the.  Nanjanad  ryots  will  be  justified  in 
asking  that  their  long-standing  grievances  should  be  redressed.  If  re¬ 
settlement  is  to  be  postponed,  something  should  be  done  in  the  mean 
time  to  remedy  their  hardships.  One  or  two  methods  of  remedying 
their  grievances  suggest  themselves  to  the  Government.  Some 
of  the  members  from  Nanjanad  have  made  a  suggestion  that  their 
hardships  will  be  mitigated  if  the  complaints,  which  they  have  all 
along  been  making  regarding  the  conversion  of  kotia  into  para ,  is 
re-examined  and  the  Tcotta  is  declared  to  be  equivalent  bo  7  paras 
and  2  edangalies  instead  of  the  present  rates  of  9  paras  and  5  edan- 
galies  adopted  for  part  of  half  the  tax  and  8  paras  and  6£  edanga- 
lies  adopted  in  1081  for  the  remaining  half'  That  is  possibly  away 
of  remedying  their  grievance;  but  it  is  a  matter  requiring  careful 
examination. 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Piflal  Sir,  I  wish  to  know 
whether  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  is  going  to  decide  the 
question  on  the  basis  of  the  statement  made  by  any  member  or  on 
the  merits  of  the  question. 

Mr.  K.-  Qeorge  :  Yes,  Sir.  I  am  speaking  of  the  merits 
of  the  question.  I  am  referring  to  the  arguments  put  forward  by 
the  people  of  Nanjanad, 

President :  Including,  I  take,  the  honourable  member  who 
represents  Nanjanad  in  this  House. 

Mr.  K.  George  :  Yes,  Sir.  The  question  is  bristling  with 
difficult:es.  At  any  rate,  this  question  was  considered  by  Govern¬ 
ment  on  previous  occasions  and  they  have  decided  that  the 
grievance  is  imaginary.  I  am  at  the  present  moment  examining 
that  question  and  1  hope  to  submit  a  report  to  Government  about 
it  very  shortly.  It  is  submitted  that  the  Nanjanad  ryots  are  paying 
a  very  high  tax.  Another  solution  which  seems  to  be  simpler  is  to 
see  whether  it  is  not  possible  to  give  to  the  ryots  of  Nanjanad 
a  Id  or  12i  per  cent  reduction  of  all  the  tharams  from  the  1st  to  the 
llth.  I  am  dealing  with  the  matter  from  both  these  points  of 
view.  The  report  will  be  made  shortly, 
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[Mr.  K.  George.] 

Sir,  one  member  suggested  that  the  Devicolam  Division  may 
be  abolished  and  added  on  to  Kottayam.  It  is  a  very  attractive 
proposal.  It  is  also  a  proposition  which,  if  carried  out,  will  cause 
some  saving  to  Government.  I  may  inform  the  House  that  the 
Government  are  looking  into  the  matter  carefully.  It  is  impracti¬ 
cable  to  add  the  whole  of  the  Division  to  Kottayam,  because  that 
would  make  it  an  unwieldy  Division.  Devicolam  is  about  100  miles 
from  Kottayam  and  the  outlying  places  of  Devicolam  cannot  be 
easily  reached  fro  m  Kottayam.  But,  the  Peermade  taluk  of  the 
Devicolam  Division  could  easily  be  added  to  the  Kottayam  Division. 
The  whole  of  Kottayam,  Quilon  and  Devicolam  may  be  so  redistri. 
buted  as  to  give  fairly  equal  jurisdiction  to  the  Division  Peishkars, 
That  is  a  question  which  the  Government  are  now  considering.  It 
is  not  possible  to  make  any  promise  now. 

The  Nambudiri  member  was  very  anxious  to  discuss  about  the 
Jenmikaram  Settlement,  I  hope  we  shall  be  able  to  finish  the 
Jenmikaram  Settlement  within  one  year.  The  work  is  almost 
neariuo'  completion-  The  number  of  cases  left  for  disposal  is  few. 
Certain  items  of  work  remain  to  be  done.

Sir,  oue  other  important  subject  which  was  discussed  is  the 
need  for  more  consideration  in  the  issue  of  coercive  processes.  It 
is  true  that,  during  the  last  3  or  4  years,  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  coercive  processes  issued.  'Probably,  that  is  partly 
due  to  the  deterioration  in  the  ability  of  the  people  to  pay  the  tax. 
But  I  may  point  cut  that,  although  the  number  of  demand  notices 
was  high,  the  number  of  sales  was  comparativley  small, _  and  the 
number  of  sales  ultimately  confirmed  was  still  smaller.  Sir,  a  very 
large  number  of  cases  come  up  to  me  for  revision,  and  I  always 
make  it  a  point,  as  far  as  possible,  to  help  the  people,  without  causing 
undue  hardship  to  the  purchasers.  The  large  number  of  actual 
revenue  sales  need  not  cause  any  uneasiness  or  alarm  in  the  minds 
of  the  members. 

One  honourable  member  stated  that  there  were  irregularities 
in  the  issue  of  coercive  processes.  A  few  irregularities  are  inevit¬ 
able  when  such  a  large  number  of  sales  have  to  be  conducted.  But 
whenever  such  irregularities  are  brought  to  my  notice,  I  have 
always  tried  to  remedy  there.

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  May  I  know  the 
total  amout  of  tax  remitted  as  a  result  of  the  Dewan’s  announce¬ 
ment  ? 

Mr-  K-  George  s  That  is  under  calculation,  and  an  accurate 
figure  it  is  not  possible  to  give. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  May  I  know  the 
approximate  amount  ? 

Mr.  K.  George  :  It  will  be  about  a  lakh  or  a  lakh  and  a 

half. 

The  Demand  was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried  and  the  grant 
was  made. 

DEMAND  II— Medical. 

Mr.  K.  P.  Raman  Pillai :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  a  grant 
not  exceeding  Rs.  9,57,910,  under  Demand  II — Medical  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Mr.  K.  M-  Korah  ( Vaiham ,  KoUayctm  and  Changanachrry 
cum  Peemade)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose  the  demand  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  Government  to  the  need  for  starting  floating  dis¬ 
pensaries  in  Kuttanad.  Sir,  in  Kuttanad,  the  harvest  begins  in  the 
middle  of  Kumbham  and  goes  on  till  the  middle  of  Medam.  Dur¬ 
ing  this  period,  the  labourers  from  different  parts  of  the  country 
come  to  Kuttanad  and  live  in  temporary  huts  built  on  the  bunds 
themselves.  There  is  scarcity  of  water,  and  the  water  available  is 
bad.  The  whole  atmosphere  is  unhealthy.  Very  often  these 
labourers  get  contageous  diseases  like  cholera-  When  such  diseases 
break  out,  the  agriculturists  are  put  to  very  great  difficulty  in  pro¬ 
curing  medical  aid-  I  therefore  request  the  Government  that  float¬ 
ing  dispensaries  may  be  established  at  least  during  the  period 
between  the  middle  of  Kumbham  and  the  middle  of  Medam. 

My  next  point  is  the  urgent  need  for  a  dispensary  at  Maui- 
mala.  This  is  a  matter  which  has  been  agitated  upon  by  the  re¬ 
presentatives  of  the  people  for  the  last  many  years.  Now  the 
people  of  Manimala  have  to  go  either  to  Kanjirapally  or  to  Chatiga- 
nachery  for  their  medical  needs.  They  are  put  to  very  great  incon- 
venience.  I  therefore  request  that  a  dispensary  may  be  started  at 
Manimala  at  an  early  date. 

Then,  Sirj  there  is  no  dispensary  in  any  of  the  Kuttanad  vil¬ 
lages  belonging  to  the  Changanacherry  taluk.  If  it  is  not  possible 
for  the  Government  to  start  rural  dispensaries  in  these  Kuttanad 
pakuthies  of  the  Changanachery  taluk,  they  should  at  least  give 
grants  to  qualified  doctors  who  come  forward  prepared  to  give 
rural  medical  aid  for  these  people. 

With  these  observations,  I  oppose  the  demand. 


DEMAND  II—  MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


Mr.  p.  R.  Qoda  Varrna  Raja  ( Edavagai ) :  Sir,  I  oppoa 
the  demand  mainly  on  the  ground  that  this  department  has  not 
provided  adequately  for  medical  relief  for  the  rural  parts  in  the 
hilly  tracts  of  the  country  where,  during  monsoon,  many  diseases 
are  prevalent-  There  is  no  doubt  that  some  of  the  towns  in  the 
State  get  some  medical  relief.  But  they  are  not  of  any  use  to  the 
rural  population,  especially  those  in  the  hilly  tracts.  The  dispen¬ 
saries  are  now  very  far  of  from  the  hilly  parts  of  the  State, "  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  Sir,  it  was  after  considerable  effort  on  our  part 
that  we  got  a  bi-weekly  dispensary  established  at  Poonjar.  The 
doctor  of  the  Lalam  hospital  is  expected  to  visit  this  dispensary 
twice  a  week.  In  the  rainy  season  it  is  very  difficult  for  him  to 
cross  the  river  at  Erattupetta  where  two  rivers  meet.  Due  to  lack 
of  sufficient  communication  it  is  very  difficult  for  the  doctor  to  come 
to  Poonjar.  The  figures  mentioned  in  the  Government  publica¬ 
tions  will  show  that  there  is  a  large  number  of  patients  who  attend 
this  bi-weekly  dispensary.  It  has  now  become  absolutely  necessary 
to  convert  it  into  a  daily  dispensary.  I  hope  the  Government  will 
take  the  matter  into  (heir  serious  consideration  and  save  the  people 
from  the  difficulty  and  trouble  of  having  to  go  to  distant  places  to 
get  medical  relief. 

I  would  in  this  connection  urge  the  need  to  provide  cheaper 
medical  aid  by  encouraging  Ayurveda  which  is  comparatively 
cheaper  and  more  efficient  so  far  as  the  masses  in  Travancore  are 
concerned.  If,  instead  of  the  fabulous  amounts  now  being  spent  on 
the  importation  of  foreign  medicines,  a  small  portion  of  it  is,  diverted 
towards  the  encouragement  of  Ayurveda  and  other  indigenous 
systems  of  medicine  like  the  Sidha  system,  more  people  can  be 
served  at  a  cheaper  cost.  The  herbs  are  grown  here,  and  it  is  very 
easy  to  prepare  the  medicines  ;  only,  we  have  to  organise  the 
department  of  Ayurveda  on  modern  lines  and  remodel  it  to  cope 
with  modern  condilions.  I  hope  the  Government  will  give  due  con¬ 
sideration  to  this  very  important  question.  With  these  observa¬ 
tions,  I  resume  my  seat.

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Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  .  Sir,  I  rise  to 
support  the  demand.  With  your  permission  1  will  refer  to  the  very 
valuable  work  done  by  the  Sugeon-General  who  just  now  left  us, 
Dr-  James  Simpson.  All  the  non-official  members  are  united  in 
in  the  view  that  in  him  we  had  a  very  able  Surgeon  General  who 
wentj  about  his  business  without  any  bossing,  who  knew  his  work 
and  who  had  academic  qualifications  also  to  do  the  work.  I  am 
also  glad,  Sir,  that  after  all  the  Government  have  recognized  that 
well  qualified  Indians  are  as  good  as  Europeans  to  do  the' work  of  the 
Surgeon-General  and  especially  on  the  appointment  of  Dr.  (Mrs.) 
Lukose.  I  am  also  glad  that  another  Doctor  is  in  our  midst  to 
deputise  for  the  permanent  Surgeon-General, 

As  a  member  representing  Alleppey  I  am  grateful  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  for  opening  the  Mullakkal  dispensary  which  has  proved  to 
be  one  of  the  most  popular  dispensaries  in  the  State.  I  am  told 
that  daily  on  an  average  there  are  more  than  300  or  400  patients 
going  to  that  dispensary. 

In  this  connection,  Sir,  I  wish  to  point  out  that  Government 
must  try  some  sort  of  honorary  system  as  is  tried  by  the  Govern, 
ment  of  Madras.  There  is  no  point  in  increasing  the  salary  of  the 
doctors  already  in  service  when  they  are  allowed  to  have  private 
practice.  If  they  are  able  men,  certainly  they  will  have  private 
practice  and  it  is  really  very  lucrative  in  this  line.  On  the  other 
hand  there  are  scores  of  qualified  doctors  now  who  find  that  they, 
are  not  given  any  help  or  encouragement  by  the  medical  men  in 
service.  There  is  some  sort  of  professional  jealousy  at  work.  They 
are  not  allowed  to  be  taken  as  honorary  doctors  in  hospitals.  They  . 
are  not  given  any  feoilities  to  attend  hospitals  .  or  gain  experience. 
It  would  be  a  wise  thing  hereafter  not  to  appoint  new  doctors  at 
all  in  the  service,  but  to  take  in  honorary  doctors  and  give  them 
some  honorarium  which  wilL  be  a  little  more  than  the  one  granted  in 
Madras.  In  that  way  we  will  be  giving  help  to  a  body  of  well- 
qualified  and  competent  private  doctors  in  the  State. 

I  also  repeat  the  request  for  a  hospital  in  Kuttanad,  not  only  a 
hospital  but  also  a  few  dispensaries.  Sir,  Kuttanad  is  a  region  by 
itself.  ■  The  people  there  are  practically  amphibious.  Without  any 
exaggeration  I  may  say  that.  It  is  a  very  peculiar  place  and  .it  is, 
only  proper  that  somewhere  in  the  centre  of  Kuttanad  there  should 
be  a  full-fledged  hospital  with  dispensaries  all  round.  Champakulam 
or  Edathua  may  be  chosen  for  the  sight  of  a  .central  hospital. 
With  these  words  I  support  the  demand.

Mr.  M.  s.  Anirudhan  :  Sir,  I  like  to  offer  a  few  remarks  "' 
on  this  demand.  The  Alleppey  hospital  lias  been  brought  to  the' 
notice  of  Government  and  its  needs  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  the 
requirements.  There  are  not  sufficient  beds  or  doctors  or  applian¬ 
ces.  It  is  one  of  the  most  thickly  populated  places  in  Travancore. 
It  is  one  of  the  primary  duties  on  the  part  of  Government  to  en-" 
large  the  Alleppey  hospital.  We  have  been  appealing  to  Govern- ' 
ment  for  a  maternity  hospital  and  the  Government  have  already 
conceded  the  necessity  for  opening  a  maternity  hospital  but  it  is 
unfortunate  that  nothing  has  been  done  as  yet  in  the  matter. 

A  word  about  the  Kalavoor  dispensary.  It  was  after  many- 
memorials  and  deputations  by  the  Kalavoor  people  that  a  dispensary-.- 
was  established  there.  It  remained  there  for  some  time.  But  un¬ 
fortunately  the  dispensary  has  been  removed  to  Chettikad,  4J  miles 
away  from  Kalavoor,  just  to  oblige  a  private  gentleman  who  was 
able  to  provide  a  building  rent  free.  In  answer  to  an  interpellation 
put  by  me,  the  Surgeon  General  said  that  the  dispensary  has  been  ; 
removed  from  Kalavoor,  for  the  reason  that  suitable  buildings  were 
not  available.  Kalavoor  is  a  place  where  suitable  buildings  are 
available  if  the  Government  had  made  an  attempt  to  take  a  building 
on  rent.  Presumably,  what  the  Surgeon- General  meant  was  that  no  ' 
suitable  building  was  available  rent-free.  From  this  it  has  to  be  . 
understood  that  if  the  people  of  Kalavoor  want  a  dispensary  they 
must  pay  for  the  rent.  This  is  really  very  unfortunate.  Under 
the  circumstances  I  would  appeal  to  tile  Government  to  shift  the 
dispensary  again  to  Kalavoor  and  a  building  may  be  either  put  up  or 
one  may  be  rented. 

I  would  urge  upon  Government  the  necessity  for  putting  up 
more  rural  dispensaries.  Medical  aid  obtaining  in  the  villages  is 
very  poor  in  quality.  No  facilities  are  obtained  in  the  dispensaries. 

I  am  in  full  agreement  with  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Korah  in 
establishing  floating  dispensaries  at  Kuttanad  during  harvest  season. 

Mr,  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Naif :  Sir,  I  also  support 
the' demand.  In  doing  so  I  would  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
Surgeon  General  certain  important  necessities,  Ab  a  result  of  tjw 
yol,  XII— No  3.

representations  that  were  made  to  the  head  of  the  administration 
and  representations  made  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  a  temporary 
dispensary  was  sanctioned  at  Kattakada  last  year.  It  was  conceded 
in  the  Medical  Department  Administration  Report  for  the  year 
111/2,  that  there  was  a  terrible  outbreak  of  malaria  towards  the 
close  of  that  year  nt  Kattakada.  A  temporary  dispensary  was 
open’d  them  and  it  is  continuing  even  now.  After  the  temporary 
dispensary  came  into  existence  many  patients  are  treated  there  for 
malaria  and  also  for  other  diseases.  In  Kumbham  1113,  the  at¬ 
tendance  of  patients  was  something  like  4157.  During  that  time 
other  patients  were  also  treated.  For  the  subsequent  months,  the 
attendance  was  on  the  increase.  1  understand  that,  during  the  last 
Edivam,  the  attendance  was  5109  parents.  It  has  been  brought  to 
my  notice  that,  there  is  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  some  members  to 
see  that  the  temporary  hospital  that  was  kindly  sanctioned  there  is 
stopped.  It  seems  there  is  a  Salvation  Army  hospital  at  Kattaka. 
da.  'A  petition  has  been  received  from  them  to  the  effect  that 
they  are  prepared  to  undertake  the  treatment  of  patients,  provided, 
the  expense!  that  are  incurred  for  this  hospital  is  given  to  the  Sal¬ 
vation  Army  as  grant  and  thereby  attempts  at  stopping  that  tem¬ 
porary  dispensary  are  made.  This  is  what  I  gather  now  from  the 
state  of  affairs  existing  there.  Probably  a  petition  to  that  effect 
might  have  come  to  Government  also  from  the  Salvation  Army 
hospital.  I  am  told  now  that  the  Surgeon  General  had  been  to  Kat¬ 
takada  last  Sunday  along  with  Dr.  Noble,  to  enquire  into  the 
matter.  I  do  not  know  how  far  that  information  is  correct.  If 
tha’e  is  any  such  idea  and  if  there  is  any  truth  in  such  a  petition 
being  sent,  1  request  Government  to  understand  the  real  position. 
No  patient  goes  unattended  in  the  new  hospital.  But,  in  the  Sal¬ 
vation  Army  hospital  there  is  some  sort  of  compulsion  imposed  on 
all.  patients  before  they  are  treated.  He  has  to  go  to  the  prayer 
hall  before  he  is  being  treated  for  his  disease.  There  is  some  pay¬ 
ment  to  be  made  by  a  patient.  It  is  otherwise  called  “  Kanikkai’V 
I  am  speaking  all  this  with  reference  to  the  Salvation  Army  hospi¬ 
tal  If  these  two  things  are  done  probably  the  Salvation  Army 
hospital  may  be  treating  the  patients  gratis.  After  the  advent  of 
the  temporary  ho-pital  run  by  the  Government  I  do  not  understand 
the  reason  why  it  should  be  abandoned  for  the  sake  of  the  Salvation 
Army  hospital.  I  request  the  new  Surgeon  General  to  go  into  the 
records  of  daily  attendance  registered  in  the  Kattakada  hospital.  I 
may  also  inform  the  House  that  the  Director  of  Public  Health  has 
also  visited  the  place  as  a  result  of  memorials  sent  to  him.  .Before, 
the  matter  is  disposed  of,  I  request. the  Surg’eon  General  to  get  the  . 
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proper  figures  of  attendance  and  if  those  figures  |us4)£y  lb*  roiiti. 
nuance  of  the  hospital,  let  it  be  continu  Hh  1  .  ^  ,  ,  ir  ut  the 

rival  organisations’  prayers  should  be  allowed  to  starrl  in  dr-  way 
of  the  continuance  of  the  hospital. 

A  word  about  the  V id ura  Hospital.  It  was  estublisM  there 
during  the  time  of  Dewan  Sir  Mahomed  flabibubah.  He  visited  the 
place  and  found  the  necessity  therefor,  it  was  then  established  as 
a  permanent  measure.  Then  there  was  a  midwife  too.  Subse¬ 
quently  the  hospital  was  stopped.  Then  u  be:  an  as  a  m-weekly 
hospital  without  the  medicine-  Memorials  were  sent  for  tne  conver¬ 
sion  of  the  tri-  weekly  hospital  to  a  daily  one.  I  he  Director  of 
Public  Health  inspected  the  place.  If  the  Government  will  be 
pleased  to  call  for  the  figures  of  attendance  m  the  hospital,  they 
will  be  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  continuing  a  hospital  there  as 
a  daily  dispensary. 

1  turn  my  attention  to  the  General  Hospital.  In  reply  to  a 
question  sent  by  Mr.  Auirudhan,  last  Makaram,  namely,  whether 
the  beds  in  the  General  Hospital  were  full  of  bugs.  Dr.  Simpson 
said  that  there  was  nothing  of  the  kind.  Sir,  I  am  sorry  1  have  to 
challenge  that  fact.  There  is  not  a  single  bed  in  the  hospital  that 
is  not  without  an  army  of  bugs.  I  am  personally  convinced  of  that 
fact  since  I  have  seen  it,  I  questioned  the  Medical  Officers  also  iu 
the  matter.  I  do  not  want  to  mention  their  names.  Iu  the  open 
House  the  Surgeon-General  said  that  there  are  no  bugs  in  the  beds. 
Ha  also  admitted  that  if  there  rue  bugs  they  will  ace  as  carriers  of 
diseases.  At  least  that  point  was  conceded  by  the  Surgeon-General. 
But  he  did  not  concede  that  the  beds  contain  a  good  number  of  bugs. 
If  the  admission  of  the  Surgeon  General  that  bugs  could  act  as 
carriers  of  diseases  is  right ,  it  is  really  hard  for  the  unfortunate 
patients.  If  the  head  of  the  administration  goes  to  the  hospital  it 
may  not  be  difficult  for  him  to  see  the  bugs.  The  Government 
should  take  proper  steps  in  the  matter.  I  may  say  that  there  is 
not  a  single  iron  cot  without  bugs.' 

President!  The  honourable  member  will  please  try  to 
conclude, 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavaa  Nair  -■  I  hive  only  to 
say  one  point. 

President;  The  honourable  members  wi;l  remember  that 
Unless  the  head  of  the  department  gets  at  least  10  or  20  minutes  to 
answer  the  points  raised  in  the  course  _  of  discussion,  it  would  not 
be  satisfactory  to  the  members  who  raised  them. 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Naif  :  One  point  more 
and  I  am  done.  In  answer  to  another  question,  the  durcreon- 
General  said  that  there  were  231  beds  in  the  General  Hospital. 
But  the  patients  admitted  on  25-5-13  would  show  that  their  number 
was  494  with  the  result  that  more  than  two  hundred  patients  were 
allowed  to  lie  on  the  floor.  Four  new  wards  have  been  constructed 
but  the  patients  were  lying  on  the  floor  in  spite  of  that.  I  leave 
the  matter  there  for  the  House  to  draw  the  inference. 

One  word  about  the  Lunatic  Asylum.  I  had  either  the  good 
fortune  or  misfortune,  some  two  months  back,  to  visit  the  hospital. 

I  found  a  number  of  lunatics  there  being  allowed  to  go  their  own 
way.  There  I  went  to  the  ferocious  ward  where  I  saw  a  lunatic 
continuing  to  jump  to  his  utter  satisfaction.  I  am  sure  even  now 
he  will  be  seen  jumping  if  he  has  not  been  liberated  from  that 
institution*  He  was  found  continually  jumping  with  the  result 
that  his  body  has  been  considerably  reduced.  I  asked  the  authorities 
what  kind  of  medicine  was  given  him-  My  information  was  that 
ho  medicine  was  given  to  that  lunatic  for  the  matter  of  that  no 
medicine  is  given  to  any  lunatic.  I  do  not  know  materia  medicci. 
Some  medicine  could  have  been  administered  by  the  doctors. 
Some  sort  of  treatment  at  least  could  have  been  given.  But  one 
thing  I  may  say  and  that  is  that  there  is  nobody  to  represent  their 
Case  here.  That  particular  lunatic  was  allowed  to  continue  there 
in  that  fashion.  That  shows  a  sad  slate  of  affairs  to  say  the  least 
of  it, 

Mr.  A.  E  as  war  a  Pillai :  Sir,  I  support  the  demand.  It 
is  a  well-known  fact  that  long  before  the  expiry  of  the  year, 
medicines  in  the  hospitals  runout.  Scarcity  of  medicine  is  a  com¬ 
mon  plea  in  all  the  hospitals  in  the  State.  If  the  medical  officers 
were  asked  about  the  matter,  they  will  simply  say  that  medicines 
have  run  out-  I  attribute  this  to  two  reasons.  Either  there  is  ' 
leakage  from  the  medicine  in  stock  or  there  is  shortage  of  supply  of 
medicine.  If  the  former  is  the  case,  I  request  the  Surgeon  General 
to  make  a  searching  enquiry  into  the  matter.  If  the  latter  is  the . 
base*  I  ask  the  Surgeon  General  to  come  to  this  House  and  demand' 
a  larger  amount  for  purchasing  larger  quantity  of  medieine.  My 
impression  is  the  allotment  of  2  1/2  lakhs  of  rupees  for  medicine  and 
surgical  appliances  and  instruments  will  not  be  sufficient,  This 
House  will  be  willing  to  grant  a  reasonable  amout  for  this  purpose. 

It  is  usually  said  that  the  number  of  hospitals  in  the  State  is 
not  sufficient.  In  some  taluks,  there  are  hospitals;  in  some  others, 
there  are  dispensaries,  I  ask  the  Government,  why  this  invidious 
distinction  is  made.  Government  should  treat  all  the.  citizens 
alike. 
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Medical  aid  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  all  people  whether  they 
live  in  cities  or  villages.  In  some  places  Government  have  munifi¬ 
cently  given  hospitals.  In  Kottarakara  tb ,-re  is  a  dispensary  for 
the  whole  taluk.  Kottarakara  is  a  crowded  place  hut  the  dispen¬ 
sary  is  in  a  miserable  condition.  It  is  put  up  in  a  rented  building 
which  is  on  the  verge  of  dilapidation  and  ruin.  It  cannot  be 
characterised  as  a,  dispensary  at  all.  It  is  more  or  less  a  cowshed. 
No  beds  are  provided  for  in-patients.  People  will  shudder  to  go 
into  such  a  filthy  dispensary.  If  the  Government  cannot  find  their 
way  to  improve  its  condition  it  may  be  desirable  io  abolish  the  filthy 
establishment.  A  few  years’  rent  for  that  ruined  building  wiil  be 
sufficient  to  construct  a  decent  hospital  in  the  place.  I  request  the 
Government  to  bestow  proper  attention  in  the  matter  and  elevate 
the  dispensary  into  a  first  grade  hospital. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  1  rise  to  oppose  the  demand  just  to 

point  out  that  there  is  widespread  corruption  among  the  subordinate 
staff  of  the  department.  I  know  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  and  I 
even  have  personal  experience.  I  can  point  out  one  or  two  places 
in  my  own  constituency.  I  do  not  quarrel  with  the  Medical  Officers 
in  charge  of  the  institution.  But  it  is  the  compounders,  who  are 
directly  responsible  for  disbursing  the  medicine,  that  extract  money 
from  the  people.  In  one  case  they  actually  threatened  a  patient  by 
saying  <‘we  are  the  custodians  of  your  lives  and  unliss  we  compound 
all  the  medicines  as  prescribed  by  the  Medical  Officer,  you  will  be 
put  to  death”.  There  is  a  widespread  impression  in  the  land  that 
unless  we  go  to  the  hospital  with  money  in  our  pockets  there  is 
absolutely  no  necessity  for  going  to  the  hospitals.  I  want  to  bring 
this  fact  to  the  notice  of  the  Surgeon- General  so  that  he  may  take 
proper  action  if  individual  cases  of  currupt-'on  are  brought  to  his 
notice.  Unless  severe  punishment  is  given,  corruption  will  bo 
going  on. 

I  wish  to  speak  about  a  hospital  at  Meenachil.  In  point  of 
strength  of  attendance  the  District  Hospital  at  Lalom  stands  in  the 
first  rank.  There  are  two  Medical  Officers.  One  is  a  Sub-Assis¬ 
tant  Surgeon  who  has  to  attend  to  the  dispensary  at  Poonjar,  a 
bi-weekly  dispensary,  and  therefore  the  Lalom  hospital  ha*  not 
got  the  benefit  of  two  'full  time  officers. 

President:  Order,  order.  The  honourable  member  has 
exceeded  his  time. 

Mr.  K.  P-  Raman  PillaD  Eroin  the  speech  of  many  of 
the  honourable  members  I  find  that  there  is  a  common  complaint 
about  the  medicine  supply.  The  amount  allotted  this  year  for 
European  drugs  is  Its- 2  lakhs.  It  includes  ni  die  ms,  appliances, 
and  all  such  things.  We  are  supplying  all  the  institutions  as  much 
drugs  as  possible.  Medical  Officers,  on  the  first  of  Edavarn  of 
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every  year,  calculate  the  requirement  for  the  year  and  send  the 
indent.  The  calculation  is  made  not  for  one  year  but  for  18 
months,  so  that  even  if  it  happens  that  the  supply  reaches  them  a 
little  late,  the  medicine  should  not  run  short  in  the  12  months. 
That  is  the  idea  why  we  give  18  months’  supply.  In  some  cases 
we  give  even  21  months’  supply.  In  addition  to  that  the  Medical 
Store  is  ever  ready  to  supply  medicine  as  much  as  possible  when 
required  by  the  Medical  Officers.  One  honourable  member  said 
that  medicine  is  not  supplied  to  hospitals  for  a  long  period  when 
asked  for.  The  department  has  to  deal  with  100  or  150  medical 
institutions.  Sometimes  it  may  take  one  month  for  the  medicine 
to  reach  particular  areas.  No  undue  delay  is  caused  for  the  supply 
of  medicines.  As  I  said  before,  the  quantity  of  the  medicine 
depends  upon  the  requirements  of  the  hospital. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  May  I  know  which 
are  the  150  institutions  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  Raman  Pillai  :  Hospitals  and  dispensaries 
together  will  come  to  more  than  100-  Wo  always  take  care  to  see 
that  the  institutions  are  supplied  with  as  much  medicines  as 
possible.  But  you  cannot  expect  the  Government  to  supply  all 
drugs  in  the  pharma  copia  to  a  hospital.  Suppose,  for  instance, 
a  man  in  Koothuitukulam  requires  100  tubes  of  salvarsan.  We 
will  not  be  able  to  supply  that  from  the  stores.  But  all  reasonable 
demands  will  be  met  with.  There  are  institutions  which  have  come 
to  my  notice  from  where  such  demands  have  been  made.  Reason¬ 
able  demands  are  always  complied  with. 

Then  about  the  distribution  of  dispensaries.  Many  honourable . 
members  have  been  talking  about  the  distribution  of  dispensaries.  - 
Government  would  like  to  give  one  dispensary  each  at  the  door  of 
every  citizen.  But  it  is  not  within  the  reach  of  Government  to  da 
that.  Government  have  undertaken  the  work  of  re-distribution  o£ 
the  hospitals  and  dispensaries  of  the  State.  When  this  scheme  is 
finished,  I  hope,  the  taluks,  especially  in  North  Iravancore,  will 
have  sufficient  opportunity  of  getting  reasonable  medical  aid. 

The  honourable  member  Mr.  Kittan  was  speaking  about  the 
Eottayam  District  Hospital.  That  hospital  is  housed  in  an  old 
dwelling  house.  Government  have  made  several  improvements 
and  it  now  accommodates  nearly  80  patients.  Recently,  two  gentle' 
men  have  come  forward  with  a  donation  of  Rs.  15,000  for  putting 
up  a  pucca  building.  Government  are  thinking  of  constructing  a 
good  hospital  there.  Under  the  now  reorganisation  scheme,  lean 
assure  that  the  Kottayam  District  Hospital  is  going  to  be  a  piKcsl 
hospital.  But  the  people  will  have  to  co-operate  with  Governmefi1' 
and  supply  the  needs. 
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Tn  the  north  o£  Kottayam,  in  Muvattupuzha  and  other  places, 
we  expect  to  give  one  or  two  good  hospitals  fay  raising  the 
existing  District  Hospitals  into  big  hospitals.  Dispensaries  will  be 
so  arranged  as  to  serve  as  feeders  to  these  hospitals. 

The  honourable  member  Mr.  Raja  demanded  that  Pooujar 
dispensary  must  be  converted  into  a  daily  dispensary.  Even  now 
there  are  not  sufficient  number  of  patient--,  and  I  doubt  whether  it 
will  pay  the  trouble  for  raising  it  into  a  Daily  Dispensary.  Anyhow 
we  will  look  into  the  matter  when  the  reorganisation  scheme  is 
taken  up. 

Now  I  come  to  the  question  of  medical  aid  in  Kuttanad. 
Certainly  a  moving  dispenser}  is  desirable.  But  I  may  ask  the 
big  agriculturists  of  Kuttanad  just  to  look  at  w!:at  is  taking  place 
in  the  estates  in  the  hills.  They  are  having  their  own  dispensaries 
for  treating  their  coolies.  I  would  ask  the  big  agriculturists  of 
Kuttanad  to  give  temporary  medical  aid  to  their  coolies  who  come 
to  them  during  the  harvest  season-  After  all,  it  is  only  for  two 
months.  Government  are  prepared  to  give  as  much  help  as 
possible-  But  I  do  not  know  whether  people  are  justified  in  asking 
the  Government  to  shoulder  the  whole  burden  for  the  sake  of  the 
rich  agriculturists  there. 

Mr.  K.  M-  Korah  ;  May  I  know  from  the  meinb.T  whether 
he  is  aware  that  the  agriculturists  there  are  not  in  a  position  to  con¬ 
tribute  anything  to  the  Si  are  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  Raman  Pillai:  There  may  be -a  temporary 
depression  on  account  of  the  fall  in  the  price  of  rice  and  copra. 
To  ask  for  a  floaiing  dispensary  for  the  whole  area,,.. .. 

Mr.  K.  M.  Korah:  May  1  inform  i he  member  that  before 
1105  the  rich  agriculturists  in  Kuttanad  were  doing  like  this  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  Raman  Pillai :  I  am  aware.  We  have  got  three 
dispensaries  in  Kuttanad.  and  there  are  qualified  doctors  in  charge 
of  them  and  we  supply  medicine  to  them.  As  for  a  dispensary  in 
the  ta'uk  of  Chuuganachery  within  Kuttanad,  Changauachery  is 
only  eight  miles  from  Pulinkunna  arid  it  will  not  be  difficult  for 
anybody  to  go  to  th  it  hospital.  If  one  has  got  a  dispensary  with¬ 
in  five  miles  radius  I  do  not  see  the  reason  why  he  should  have 
another  dispensary  close  by. 

Mr.  K;  M.  Korah  i  May  I  know  whether  there  is  sufficient 
means -of  communication  in  Kuttanad? 

Mr.  K.  P  Raman  Pillai :  I  am  quite  aware  cf  that  It 
will  be  worse  during  cultivation  season.  But  in  everv  j>biee  there 
6  this  difficulty.  In  some  cases  it  may  be  on  land.  For  instruct*, 
n  the  whole  tracts  of  Muvattupuzha  and  Thodupuzhn,  villages  are 
ew  and  far  between  and  there  also  we  have  to  give  medical  aid. 
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President  :  Tho  honourable  number  has  got  only  three 
nrnutes  more  and  he  has  not  reached  at  the  question  of  bugs. 

Mr.  K.  P.  Raman  PiUai  :  We  are  appointing  lady  doctors 
in  all  big  hospitals  where  there  is  acute  demand  for  them.  But  in 
most  of  the  places  women  have  very  little  objection  to  being  treated 
by  men.  But  certainly,  wherever  such  sentimental  objeelions  exist' 
we  are  appointing  as  many  lady  doctors  as  possible. 

Now  I.  come  to  Mr.  Anirud han’s  point;  about  Alleppey.  The 
Alleppey  hospital  is  one  of  the  first  grade  hospitals  in  the  State, 
It  is  housed  in  a  very  old  building.  Government  are  aware  of  the 
feet  that  it  has  not  got  all  up-to-date  facilities.  But  it  is  better 
than  the  Kottayam  hospital  Whan  the  new  reorganisation  scheme 
is  put  into  effect  Alleppey  will  have  a  well-equipped  hospital 

Next  I  come  to  Mr.  Kesavan  Nair’s  complaints  about  Katta- 
kada.  It  is  true,  Sir,  that  I  visited  Kattakada  in  the  company  of 
Doctor  Noble.  He  wrote  to  the  Surgeon-General  that  there  are. 
fever  dispensaries  in  those  parts.  So  I  visited  those  dispensaries*- 
There  are  two  hospitals  in  that  place.  Both  of  them  have  more 
than  150  out-patients  each  and  the  Salvation  Army  hospital  has  90 
patients  in  addition.  .... 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair:  Am  I  to  take  it 
that  it  is  the  Surgeon-General’s  view  that  the  Government  hospital 
will  also  be  continued  ? 

Mr-  K-  P.  Raman  Plllai  ;  As  matters  stand  at  present,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  these  two  dispensaries  arc  not  too  much  for 
the  place. 

Now,  Sir,  about  Mr.  Kesavan  Nair’s  complaint  about  the 
General  Hospital,  I  have  to  say  a  few  words  by  way  of  reply. 
When  an  in-patient  is  discharged  we  are  taking  all  manner  of  pre¬ 
cautions  to  destroy  all  the  bugs  in  their  cots.  We  put  cots,  etc., 
outside  in  the  sun  and  also  heat  them. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  May  I  know  how 
the  bugs  are  found  in  such  a  menacingly  large  numbers '  inside  the 
wards  ? 

■  Mr.  K.  P.  Raman  PiUai:  Sir,  these  are  imported  by  the 
patients  from  outside. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  ;  Sir,  I  wish  to 
hear  something  from  the  Surgeon- General  about  the  jumping 
lunatics. 

Mr.  K.  P.  Raman  Pillai  ;  About  the  lunatics  who- are  of 
a  very  violent  nature  I  have  to  say  only  this  much.  Sir,  I  visited  ' 
the  asylum  and  I  too  saw  some  of  those  violent  cases.  Some  of 
them  are  manifestly  very-  violent-,  Some  others  always  assume  a  ‘ 
drooping  attitude  „  . - .  ------ 
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President :  The  honourable  member's  point  was  that  these 
violent  types  should  be  treated. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair :  I  want  to  know 
whether  any  sort  of  medicine  is  administrated  to  them. 

Mr.  C.  V-  Chandrasekharan  :  Could  they  be  treated  and 
cured  if  they  become  members  of  the  State  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Sir,  we  shall  not 
be  tarnished  with  biackbrushes  like  this. 

President:  It  was  intended  as  a  joke,  but  I  think  that  it 
was  better  not  to  have  said  that.  I  hope  no  offence  was  meant-  by 
the  honourable  member. 

Mr-  C.  V-  Chandrasekharan  :  I  did  not  mean  any 
offence,  Sir. 

Mr.  K.  P.  Raman  Pillai  :  Present  day  treatment  does 
not  admit  of  the  use  of  many  depressent  drugs  in  insanity.  Treat¬ 
ment  is  mostly  psychical  and  must  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
doctor.  About  the  Chengannur  dispensary  being  converted  into  a 
hospital,  Chengannur  is  only  9  miles  from  .Mavelikara  and  6  miles 
from  Tiruvalla. 

President :  The  honourable  member  has  exceeded  his 

time. 

The  demand  was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried  and  the  grant 
was  made. 

DEMAND  IK— PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  SANITATION. 

Dr.  M-  K-  Gopaia  Pillai :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  for  a  grant 
of  Rs.  2,98,409  uuder  Demand  III— Public  Health  and  Sanitation. 

Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar;  Sir,  I  oppose  the  demand. 
My  reason  for  opposing  the  demand  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Government  and  the  Director  of  Public  Health  the  urgent  need  of 
the  people  who  live  iu  the  water-logged  area  of  Kuttanad.  The 
most  essential  thing  that  is  required  to  preserve  the  health  of  the 
public  is  the  supply'  of  good  drinking  water  which  is  not  available 
iu  Kuttanad.  The  water  that  is  being  used  by  us  for  drinking 
purposes  may  be  compared  with  the  water  of  the  Cooum  river  that 
flotvs  through  the  city  of  Madras.  The  peculiarity  of  our  rivers  is 
that  when  any  animal  dies  near  the  banks  oE  the  river  up  in  the 
country,  what  the  people  do  is  to  throw  the  carcase  in  the  river 
which  is  taken  down  to  our  parts  and  they'  are  kept  in  the  water 
floating  up  and  down  according  to  the  ebb  and  How  of  the  back¬ 
water.  Further,  anyone  who  has  gone  by'  boat  from  Allenpey  to 
Chnnganaeliery  might  have  observed  a  sort  of  small  sheds  on  the 
banks  projecting  to  the  river.  These  are  latrines  of  the  people 
Yol.XII— No.  3. 
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living  on  both  sides  of  the  river.  Sir,  it  is  this  water  that  we  are 
drinking.  I  asked  a  medical  roan  about  the  qualities  of  this  water. 
He  told  me  that  we  are  consuming  filthy  matter  every  day,  though 
in  very  small  quantities.  Generally,  friends  from  Trivandrum  or 
from  other  parts  who  come  to  our  place  hesitate  to  drink  this  water. 
Ic  is  high  time  for  the  Government  to  open  their  eyes  to  this  state 
of  affairs  and  I  would  impress  upon  the  Director _  of  Public  Health 
to  consider  this  problem  in  all  seriousness.  With  these  words,  j 
oppose  the  demand. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  demand.  I  should 
like  to  impress  upon  the  Government  that  the  amounts  allotted  for 
public  health  and  sanitation  is  not  adequate.  For  a  progressive 
State  like  Travaucore  everybody  would  expect  that  some  bigger 
amount  will  be  allotted  to  be  spent  on  public  health  and  sanitary 
activities  which  are  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  the  people.  Fell 
diseases  like  malaria,  cholera,  tuberculosis,  &c.,  snatch  a  heavy  toll 
of  human  life  every  year.  I  concede  that  the  problem  of  urban 
sanitation  is  satisfactorily  solved  but  the  rural  needs  in  regard  to 
this  are  yet  to  be  looked  into.  Sir,  all  the  major  towns  of  the 
State  have  been  provided  with  amenities  such  water  supply  and 
drainage,  while  the  rural  Tra  van  core  is  deplorably  left  in  the  lurch. 
Sir,  the  backbone  of  the  State  is  the  agricultural  population  who 
inhabit  the  rural  parts..  And  it  is  in  these  parts  that  contagious 
diseases  like  malaria,  typhoid  and  even  tuberculosis  do  havoc. 
Government  have  not  formulated  any  scheme  so  Par  as  rural  sanita¬ 
tion  is  concerned  in  order  to  eradicate  these  fell  diseases.  In  this 
connection  I  would  like  to  point  out  to  Government  that  even 
though  provision  is  made  in  some  places  to  give  free  anti- typhoid 
injections,  the  opportunity  is  not  availed  of  by  the  people  to  the 
extent  desirable.  The  Government  officers  responsible  for  this 
work  seem  to  be  very  slow  to  educate  the  people  on  that  pirticular 
point.  An)  how  the  opportunity  afforded  by  Government  is  not 
utilised  to  the  best  advantage.  I  would  also  request  the  Surgeon- 
General  to  issue  some  circulars  to  the  medical  officers  of  the  respec¬ 
tive  hospitals  of  the  State  to  the  effect  that  they  should  advertise 
the  advantageous  effects  of  anti-typhoid  and  anti-tuberculosis 
injections  in  some  prominent  place  in  the  hospitals.  Unless  some 
such  advertisements  are  made  to  attract  the  public  these  opportuni¬ 
ties  will  not  be  availed  of  by  them.  I  would  also  like  to  point  out 
to  the  Government  that  they  should  not  pay  heed  to  the  suggestions 
made  by  certain  honourable  members  that  special  legislations  should 
be  enacted  in  respect  of  birth  control  or  birth  prevention  and  this 
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should  be  initiated  by  the  Government.  I  am  of  the  view  that 
Government  should  not  take  pare  in  such  pernicious  propaganda 
and  they  should  not  tolerate  i,he  same  in  the  Sate  Sir,  my  religion 
also  does  not  allow  me  to  be  a  party  in  ihe  matter,  of  doing  propa¬ 
ganda  for  birth  control  or  birth  prevention.  1  am  glad  to  note  in 
this  connection  that  Government  have  not  indicated  their  willingness 
to  take  up  the  suggestion  made  co  them.  If  there  is  any  propa¬ 
ganda  which  is  intended  to  be  made,  it  should  be  free  from  such 
things  as  birth  control  and  birth  prevention. 

Turning  to  my  constituency  I  must  say  that  the  fell  disease, 
anthrax,  is  very  rampant  there.  Many  people  are  yearly  being 
taken  away  by  this  disease.  I  am  given  to  understand  that  this 
anthrax  will  very  easily  spread  from  the  animals  to  human  system. 
I  would  also  like  to  urge  the  attention  of  the  Health  Director  to  the 
fact  that  there  were  two  cases  of  anthrax  infected  men  and  in 
some  cases  the  infection  was  very  great.  I  would  like  to  request 
the  Director  of  Public  Health  to  give  some  very  efficient  and 
material  propaganda  as  well  as  treatment  for  anthrax  in  places 
where  the  disease  is  observed. 

Mr.  Eric  Hall  (Travanacore  Planters)-.  Sir,  there  is  one 
matter  which  deserves  Government’s  attention.  This  country  is  be¬ 
coming  invaded  by  starving  dogs.  I  have  had  several  cases  of 
rabid  dogs  in  my  own  District.  This  is  not  a  matter  to  be  taken 
lightly.  It  is  regrettable  to  see  that  nothing  is  done  to  remedy  the 
danger  of  these  miserable  canines  increasing  all  over  the  country. 
If  the  department  can  arrange,  or  the  officer  in  the  District  can 
arrange,  for  persons  to  go  round  with  guns  and  shoot  them,  it  will 
be  safer  for  the  people.  1 1  will  b?  a  boon  to  the  country  if  all 
these  dogs  are  done  away  with. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar:  Sir,  l  oppose  the  demand.  It 
appears  that  the  activities  of  the  Director  are  to  be  confined  to  the 
capital  and  neighbouring  parts  alone  and  he  has  not  given  any’  sort 
of  attention  to  the  northern  parts  He  has  not  even  visited  the 
public  offices  in  my  constituency.  The  facilities  even  for  the 
elementary  necessaries  are  absent  there.  I  heard  the  Director  say- 
in  the  other  House  that  it  was  not  possible  to  supply  good  water 
to  people  at  Yadakkekaru  pakuchi  in  Parur  taluk.  I  can’t  under¬ 
stand  the  reasons  for  that,  Sir-  The  i  brector  may  not  have  even 
visited  the  place.  This  is  an  important  place,  in  Parur  taluk.  It 
has  a  population  of  more  than  40,000  persons  and  an  area  of  nearly 
4  sq.  miles.  The  land  tax  that  we  pay  amounts  to  more  than 
Us,  26,000.  The  excise  revenue  from  that  area  exceeds  a  lakh  of 
rupees.  The  whole  area  is  water-logged,  surrounded  on  all  sides 
by  salt  water  and  fully  planted  with  cocoanut  plants.  It  is  not  at 
all  justifiable  to  say  that  good  drinking  water  cannot  be  obtained 
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in  a  place  surrounded  by  salt  water.  Probably  this  is  a  neglected 
corner  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Director  has  never  reached. 
This  state  of  affairs  is  highly  regrettable.  Tube  wells  or  the 
sinking  of  other  kinds  of  wells  is  the  best  method  for  getting  g00d 
drinking  water  in  such  places.  The  experiment  has  succeeded  in 
various  "other  places.  In  Alleppey  and  other  such  places  the 
supply  of  good  drinking  water  was  found  possible  and  is  facilitated. 
But  in  this  place,  where  the  people  are  very  poor  and  hard  hit  by 
the  low  price  of  cocoanut  products  and  where  they  badly  need  good 
drinking  water,  there  is  nothing  clone.  I  request  the  Public  Health 
Director  to  visit  the  loca'ity  at  once.  He  will  then  be  struck  with 
the  distressed  condition  of  the.  people  and  find  out  the  means  of 
supplying  them  with  good  drinking  water. 

As  I  said,  the  Director  might  not  have  visited  our  place. 
There  is  a  Munsiff’s  Court  in  Perumpavur.  It  is  located  in  the 
Sathram  House.  It  is  now  twenty-five  years  since  the  Government 
sanctioned  the  necessary  amount,  for  constructing  a  suitable 
building.  There  is  no  urinal  attached  to  the  present  court  house. 
The  attention  of  the  High  Court  *nd  the  Government  was  drawn 
to  this  and  allotments  have  been  made.  But,  afterwards  nothing  is 
being  done.  People  use  the  court  premises  as  their  urinal.  The 
sanitary  officer  is  helpless.  Perumpavur  has  now  become  a  big 
mosquito  centre.  The  reason  for  (this  is  unknown.  I  would  re¬ 
quest  the  Director  to  visit  the  place  and  to  do  all  that  is  possible  to 
improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  place.  The  people  there  also 
deserve  all  help  from  the  Government.  They  also  pay  Government 
tax  just  as  others. 

I  oppose  the  demand, with  these  words. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko:  Sir,  I  wish  to  speak  supporting 
Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar’s  statement.  Paruris  a  very  unhealthy  place. 
In  the  taluks  of  Muvattupuzha  and  Kunnatnad,  there  are  several 
malarial  places.  In  the  Devicolam  taluk  in  spite  of  the  good  and 
efficient  Hospital  maintained  by  the  K.  D.  H.  P.  company,  several 
places  are  being  ravaged  by  malaria.  Even  typhoid  and  Pneu¬ 
monia  are  becoming  almost  as  common  as  cold  in  these  taluks. 
Probably  most  of  the  people  in  the  taluk  of  Parur  are  subject  to 
the  hook-worm  disease.  These  diseases  are  easily  communicated 
from  person,  to  person  and  place  to  place. 

As  to  good  drinking  water,  I  would  like  to  say  that  the 
Alwaye  river  water  can  be  taken  to  the  Vadakkekara  area  in  the  Parur 
taluk.  If  people  in  Cochin  can  divert  the  water  from  the  Alwaye 
river  for  their  use,  why  not  utilise  the  good  water  that  we  have  in 
this  way. 
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The  District  Court  compound,  though  a  big  one.  is  over* 
flooded  with  water  during  rainy  season.  The  water  does  not  flow 
out  of  the  compound  ;  it  has  either  to  sink  down  or  evaporate. 
The  condition  of  the  place  is  very  unsatisfactory  and  insanitary. 

Then  a  word  about  the  markets.  In  most  of  (he  markets  in 
Travancore  there  is  no  satisfactory  sanitary  arrangement  but  in- 
sanitation  seems  to  be  concerned  there.  While  I  was  travelling 
from  Alwave  along  the  public  roads,  I  was  chased  by  a  bad  smell 
for  some  seconds  even  though  the  vehicle  was  running  at  thirty 
miles  speed,  due  to  the  insanitary  condition  of  the  public  roads. 
To  remove  this  condition  and  to  make  more  sanitary  arrangements 
and  also  to  maintain  public  health,  more  hospitals  are  required  in 
.North  Travancore.  In  fact,  some  of  the  existing  hospitals  in  these 
parts  are  not  kept  in  good  condition.  There  are  cases  where 
people  have  got  infection  from  the  hospital.  The  Public  Health 
Director  is  not  aware  of  these  facts.  He  is  not  seen  in  these  places. 
Probably  he  is  leaving  us  to  shift  for  ouselves.  1  would  request 
the  Director  to  extend  liis  vision  and  attention  to  those  places  and 
improve  the  condition  of  the  people  there . 

Mr.  James  Fletcher:  Sir,  I  take  this  opportunity  of 
bringing  to  the  notice  of  the  House  the  fact  that  ir  any  of  the 
northern  pakuthies  of  Neyyattinkara,  Vilavankod,  and  Kalculain 
are  having  malaria  in  a  very  severe  form-  I  am  aware  that  Govern¬ 
ment  have  sent  a  few  doctors  and  members  of  the  Sanitary  De¬ 
partment  to  do  whatever  they  can  and  after  all  the  result  has  been 
that  malaria  caused  the  death  of  many  people.  Those  who  escaped 
death  are  now  seen  to  be  unfit  for  any  exertion.  Those  who  were 
once  attacked  by  malaria  and  escaped  death  are  unfit  for  anything 
whatever.  Though  they  have  escaped  death  they  are  getting  the 
fever  now  and  then.  I  am  doubting  whether  the  treatment  given 
them  is  satisfactory.  To  my  mind  the  malaria  is  a  tropical  disease 
and  that  could  be  prevented  or  cured  only  by  tropical  medicines. 
The  English  medicine  is  not  the'proper  remedy  for  administering  to 
malaria-attacked  people.  Those  who  have  taken  the  English  medi¬ 
cine  have  become  thin  and  pale.  That  is  the  effect  that-  English 
medicine,  quinine,  has  brought  about  to  the  health  of  the  people 
who  have  survived  the  disease.  I  would  therefore  suggest  to  the 
department  to  try  as  an  experiment  the  Siddha  system  of  treatment. 
I  have  consulted  the  All-Travancore  Siddha  Vaidya  Sangham  to 
try  their  treatment  in  a  few  pakuthies.  The  vaidyans  are  pre¬ 
pared,  have  kindly  offered,  to  accept  living  wages  and  to  take  up 
some  pakuthies  as  an  experimental  measure.  They  have  also 
undertaken  to  instruct  the  people  of  these  pakuthies  about  the 
herbs  and  other  medicines  that  have  to  be  administered,  so  that 
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they  can  spread  that  useful  knowledge  to  the  neighbouring 
pakuthies.  I  would  request  the  Director  of  Public  Health  to  try 
that  experiment  in  the  taluks  of  Neyyattinkara,  Vilava.nkod  and 
Kalkulam  where  malaria  is  prevalent. 

The  next  point  I  would  desire  to  place  before  the  House  is  the 
insanitary  condition  of  coastal  villages  like  Yizhinjam,  Colaehel 
and  the  Cape.  Anybody  who  goes  tc  any  of  these  villages  will 
find  that  these  villages  are  Very  dangerous  centres,  centres  with  all 
sorts  of  infected  diseases.  Sir,  the  strength  of  a  chain  is  in  its 
weakest  link.  Similarly,  the  health  of  the  country  depends  upon 
the  most  insanitary  and  unhealty  place  in  the  country.  We  are 
also  aware  of  the  fact  that  whenever  cholera  or  other  such  water¬ 
borne  disease  crops  up,  it  has  always  started  <in  these  coastal 
villages.  I  would  therefore  suggest  to  the  Director  of  Public 
Health  to  inspect  these  villages  and  to  see  that  their  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  is  improved. 

1  may  also  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  the  fact  that  good 
drinking  water  is  not  available  anywhere  along  the  coast  from 
Trivandrum  to  Capa,  especially  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Muttam 
and  such  other  planes.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Public  Health  De¬ 
partment  to  find  out  means  of  giving  these  people  good  drinking 
water  ;  otherwise,  they  will  contract  diseases  from  the  dirty  water 
which  alone  is  now  available  to  them  ;  and  then  Government  will 
have  to  spend  much  more  money  than  they  would  now  have  to 
spend  in  supplying  them  with  good  drinking  water. 

With  these  words,  I  resume  my  seat. 

Mr.  K-  M.  Korah  :  Sir,  Mr.  Anantaeiva  Aiyar  has  already 
explained  the  nature  of  the  water  that  we  in  Kuttanad  use  for 
drinking  purposes.  To  me,  Sir,  it  appears  that  the  reason  why  the 
grievances  of  Kuttanadians  are  not  redressed  is  that  the  officials  do 
not  visit  Kuttanad  ;  and  the  reason  for  that  again  seems  to  be  the 
bad  condition  of  water  there-  Last  year,  an  amount  of  Rs.  35,000 
had  been  allotted  for  the  construction  of  wells  ;  but  not  a  pie  of  it 
was  spent.  There  was  a  time  when  we  thought  that  it  might  be 
due  to  the  want  of  officials  from  Kuttanad  that  our  grievances  were 
not  redressed.  But,  at  present,  fortunately,  we  have  two  high 
officials  belonging  to  Kuttanad.  Am  I  to  understand  that  they  are 
not  using  their  influence  for  redressing  our  grievences?  From  my 
short  experience  I  find  that  Government  do  not  seem  to  have  any 
inclination  to  look  to  even  some  of  onr  most  important  and  urgent 
needs.  I  would  earnestly  draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  onr 
need  for  good  drinking  water. 
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I  shall  pass  on  to  the  hardships  caused  to  1  he  people  of 
Changanaitery  who  go  to  the  market  there.  Th :  Changanach.wy 
market  is  the  biggest  market  in  the  State.  Unlike  other  towns, 
Changanachery  has  very  few  roads.  Every  one  who  wants  to  tro  tj 
the  market  has  necessarily  to  go  along  only  one  road,  so  much  so, 
especially  on  market  days,  nobody  can  pass  along  that  road  without 
touching  at  last  one  leper.  It  is  re  ally  a  nuisance.  The  Changana¬ 
chery  Municipality  has  ample  funds.  May  I  request  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  see  to  it  that  a  beggar  house  is  constructed  somewhere  in 
Changanachery  and  the  beggars  are  compelled  to  remain  tnere  and 
are  not  allowed  to  roam  about,  especially'  those  that  are  affected  by 
serious  diseases- 

With  these  observations  I  resume  my  seat. 

Dr.  M-  K.  Gopala  Pillai :  Sir,  m  regard  to  the  need  of 
Ivuttanad  for  good  drinking  water,  I  may  inform  the  House  that, 
after  careful  investigation,  the  Water  Works  and  Drainage  Engineer 
has  suggested  the  digging  of  about  35  deep-bore  wells.  Govern¬ 
ment  propose  to  do  this  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  years.  The 
necessary  boring  equipment  has  been  ordered  and  is  expected  early 
next  year.  The  idea  is  to  complete  two  wells  every  year. 

In  regard  to  malaria,  it  is  true  that  there  is  a  large  number  of 
people  affected  by  the  disease  along  the  foot-hills  of  the  country. 
The  Medical  Department  and  the  Public  Health  Department  are 
taking  adequate  steps  to  combat  the  spread  of  the  disease.  1  may 
however  inform  the  honourable  member  for  Keyyatnnkara  that 
there  is  only  oue  treatment  for  malaria,  and  that  is  the  administration 
of  quinine.  Other  systems  have  been  tried  and  found  failing  in¬ 
variably.  Cinchona  is  grown  in  India.  Therefore,  if  malaria  is  a 
tropical  disease,  cinchona  is  a  tropical  drug. 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai :  Does  the  member  suggest 
that  there  is  no  medicine  in  Siddha  Vaidyam  for  malaria? 

Dr.  M.  K.  Gopala  Pillai  :  After  having  conducted  several 
experiments,  i  can  assure  the  member  that  there  is  only  one  medicine 
for  malaria,  and  that  is  quinine, 

Mr.  James  Fletcher  :  Is  the.  member  prepared  to  try 
Siddha  Vaidyam  at  least  in  one  pakuthi ? 

Dr.  M.  K.  Gopala  Pillai  :  It  was  tried  and  found  to  ba 
of  no  avail. 

Mr.  V.  5.  Arumukham  Pillai :  Has  any  experiment 
bean  tried  with  the  Siddha  system  of  treatment? 

Dr.  M.  K.  Gopala  Pillai:  Sir,  human  lives  are  too 
valuable  to  be  experimented  upon. 
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Mr  James  Fletcher:  Is  the  member  aware  that  many 
malarial  patients  are  now  being  treated  privately,  not  in  hospitals— 
by  Siddha  Vaidyam,  and  that  quite  successfully? 

Dr.  M.  K.  Gopala  Pillai :  I  gnorant  people  are  often 
misled  by  quacks  ;  I  shall  be  failing  in  my  duty  if  I  do  not  dispel 
from  the  minds  of  honourable  members  the  idea  that  there  are  other 
systems  of  treatment  for  malaria. 

Mr.  Nedmangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Is  it  the  honourable 
member’s  view  that  Siddha  Vaidyam  would  result  in  fatalities  in 
malaria  cases? 

Dr.  M.  K.  Gopala  Pillai  :  Along  with  other  systems, 
that  system  also  has  failed  in  curing'  malaria. 

Mr.  v.  s.  Arumukham  Pillai:  Does  the  member  say 
that  as  a  result  of  actual  experience,  or  is  it  a  mere'  dogmatic  state¬ 
ment? 

Dr.  M.  K.  Gopala  Pillai :  I  do  not  dogmatise  ;  I  am  only 
giving  out  the  results  of  experiments. 

With  .regard  to  typhoid,  Government  have  been  pleased  to 
include  tpyhoid  in  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases;  and  anti-typhoid 
inoculation  has  been  carried  on  in  places  whence  there  has  been 
demand. 

Fortunately,  there  is  no  cholera  now,  and  the  department  is 
able  to  concentrate  its  attention  on  malaria  and  typhoid. 

In  regard  to  rural  sanitation,  I  can  assure  the  House  that 
conditions  are  very  satisfactory  in  Tra  van  core. 

In  regard  (o  the  need  for  posters  to  disseminate  knowledge  on 
typhoid,  the  department  has  many  of  such  big  posters  instock,  and 
they  have  already  been  issued  for  being  posted  in  hospitals,  pakuthi 
cutsherries  and  othir  public  buildings  ;  and  I  shall  arrange  for  more 
of  thesi  posters  being  distributed  to  various  centres- 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  May  I  know  whether  these  posters 
can  be  seen  in  all  important  centres? 

Dr.  M-  K.  Gopala  Pillai :  Yes,  Sir  ;  they  have  been 
posted  on  the  walls  of  hospital  and  pakuthi  cutcherry  buildings- 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  Can  we  find  such  posters  in  the  taluk 
of  Minachil? 

Dr.  M.  K.  Gopala  Pillai  :  Certainly. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  I  can  assure  the  honourable  member 
that  I  have  not  seen  any  in  Minachil. 

Mr.  K.  K.  KuruviHa  :  May  I  know  whether  posters  can 


Mr.  M.  K.  Gopala  Pillai :  The}-  are  intended  to  dissemi¬ 
nate  knowledge  ;  1  referred  to  this  question  because  it  was  sugges¬ 

ted  here  that  full  information  regarding  such  diseases  should  be 
given  to  the  common  people  of  the  country.  Further,  Sir.  the 
duty  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is  mainly  to  disseminate 
knowledge  of  preventive  medicine,  and  not  to  attempt  to  cure  dis¬ 
eases  which  is  the  work  of  the  Medical  Department. 

In  regard  to  authrax  in  some  pakuthies  of  Minachil,  I  am  told 
the  V  eterinary  Department  is  taking  intensive  measures  to  combat 
the  spread  of  the  disease-  The  existence  of  anthrax  in  human 
beings  was  not  brought  to  the  notice  of  this  department  hitherto, 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  May  I  know  whether  the  honourable 
member  will  be  pleased  to  take  speeches  made  hern  as  such  notices 
hereafter  V 

Dr-  M  K.  Gopala  Pillai :  Certainly. 

In  regard  to  rabid  dogs,  they  are  certainly  a  source  of  nuisance 
in  this  country  ;  but  the  ideals  of  the  Hindu  religion  do  not  permit 
people  to  deal  cruelly  with  such  dogs. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  ;  Will  other  religionists  be  asked  to  deal 
with  them  ? 

Dr.  M.  K.  Gopala  Pillai :  The  S.  P.  C.A.  which  is  com¬ 
posed  of  members  belonging  to  all  religions  is  taking  care  to  deal 
with  such  dogs.  In  regard  to  the  municipalities,  the  situation  can 
be  dealt  with  by  introducing  a  bye-law  for  killing  such  dogs.  If 
there  is  a  legislation  for  the  whole  country  to  haul  up  all  the  dogs 
it  will  be  easy.  In  other  countries  I  may  submit  that  there  is  such 
a  legislation,  that  dogs  without  collars  can  be  killed. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  I  know  from 
the  member,  whether  the  Public  Health  Department  can  appoint  a 
man  so  that  he  can  go  about  the  whole  country  and  shoot  all  the 

Dr.  M.  K.  Gopala  Pillai  •  One  man  for  several  thousand 
dogs  !  In  this  connection,  I  will  submit  that  the  District  Magis¬ 
trates  have  issued  orders  in  certain  localities  for  dealing  with  the 
situation. 

In.  regard  to  the  scarcity  of  drinking  water  in  Vadakkekara, 
though  the  attempt  that  was  made  has  been  a  failure,  further 
attempts  wdl  be  made  to  procure  good  drinking  water. 

Mr-  G.  Narayana  Aiyar :  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  has  on  any  occasion  visited  Vadakkekara '! 

Dr.  M-  K,  Gopala  Pillai  :  I  have  visited  v  adakkekara  and 
also  Munambam,  a  place  further  beyond.  The  necessity  for  the 
supply  of  good  water  was  brought  to  my  notice  on  several  occasions. 
1  may  say  that  5  wells  are  already  in  the  course  of  construction. 
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Mr.  N.  V.  Chako  :  May  I  know  from  the  member  whether 
he  has  tasted  the  water  avnilabfe  hi  Vadakkekarn  ? 

Dr.  M.  K.  Gopala  Pillai:  Sir,  I  belong  to  this  country  awl 
I  have  tasted  all  varieties  of  water  all  over  Travaucore. 

With  regard  to  the  construction  of  urinals  in  the  MunsiftV 
Courts  and  District  Courts,  I  may  submit  that  it  is  for  the  authori¬ 
ties  concerned  to  have  such  public  conveniences  provided  in  places 
within  their  jurisdiction.  The  Public  Health  Department  does  not 
wish  to  trespass  upon  tile  jurisdiction  of  other  departments. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  May  !  know  from  the  mem- 

lier  which  is  the  authority  whose  attention  has  lobe  drawn  in  the 

Dr.  M.  K.  Gopala  Pillai:  The  Munsilf  and  the  District 

Judge. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar:  For  erection  of  urinals  Mtinsifl's 
and  District  Judges  have  to  be  addressed  ! 

President  ;  The  honourable  member  has  referred  to  tin; 
High  Court  and  the  High  Court  is  considering  the  matter. 

Dr.  M-  K.  Gopala  Pillai  :  Sir,  it  is  true  that  there  is  hook¬ 
worm  ia  Parin'.  The  district  hospital  at  Parur  Ins  made  all 
.  arrangements  to  treat  hook-worm  cases. 

With  regard  to  the  insanitary  condition  of  the  coastal  villages, 
I  may  inform  the  honourable  members  that  the  coastal  villages  ia 
Travaucore  are  divided  into  12  conservancy  divisions  mid  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  make  them  sanitary  and  also  to  provide 
them  with  good  drinking  water.  1  am  glad  to  inform  the  honoura¬ 
ble.  members  that  in  the  last  two  or  three  years,  there  has  been  no 
epidemic  of  any  kind  in  any  of  the  coastal  villages  in  Travaucore. 

Sir,  in  regard  to  tile  presence  of  beggars  and  lepers  in  the 
market  at  Changanaehery,  it  is  for  the  Municipality  to  take  the 
necessary  action  by  intro  hieing  a  bye-law,  as  this  is  a  matter  which 
is  beyond  the  purview  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  As  a  matter  of  personal  explanation 
I  wish  to  say  this.  In  my  speech  I  referred  to  the  eradication  of 
malaria,  typhoid  and  other  diseases,  I  think  the  Director  of  Public 
Health  has  stated  in  his  reply  that  he  wishes  to  prevent  these  disea¬ 
ses  and  not  to  treat  them  for  which  there  is  the  Medical  Department. 
What  we  wanted  to  suggest  by  our  speeches  was  about  the  measures 
for  preventing  these  diseases.  If  we  wanted  to  say  anything  about 
the  treatment  of  these  diseases,  certainly  we  would  have  made  our 
speeches  when  the  demand  for  the  Medical  Department  came  up. 
We  only  wanted  to  impress  upon  the  Government  the  necessity  for 
measures  to  prevent  these  diseases  and  to  eradicate  them  completely 
and  thereby  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  State. 
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Dr.  M.  K-  Oopala  Pillai :  Sir,  in  regard  to  that  I  may 
inform  the  honourable  member  that  Government  have  been  pleased 
to  appoint  a  special  malaria  officer  to  go  into  the  question  deeply 
and  very  minutely  and  Government  are  awaiting  his  suggestions  in 
the  matter. 

With  regard  to  the  supply  of  good  drinking  water  to  Muttam, 
I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  inform  the  honourable  member  that  the 
scarcity  of  water  there  was  duly  taken  notice  of  by  the  Government 
and  the  Dewan  was  pleased  to  visit  that  place  Arrangements  have 
already  been  made  to  procure  good  drinking  water  to  that  village  by 
pumping  water  from  Attinkarayar,  that  is  near  Valliyar’  and 
supplying  water  by  means  of  distribution  pipes.  This  gracious 
action  of  Government  will  mitigate  the  condition  at  Muttom  in  the 
near  future. 

President :  The  question  before  the  House  is  that  Govern¬ 
ment  be  granted  a  sum  of  Rs.  2,98,409  under  Demand  III— Public 
Health  and  Sanitation. 

The  Demand  was  then  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House  and  carried 
and  the  grant  was  made, 

DEMAND  IV— PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 
including  Capital  Expenditure  not  charged  to  Revenue. 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  Truscott  :  Sir,  I  move  for  a  grant  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  Rs.  48,45,136  under  Demand  IV — Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment,  including  capital  expenditure  not  charged  to  revenue. 

Mr-  Kottur  Kun jukrishna  Pillai  ( Quilon  cum  Kmnaihw ): 
Sir,  I  wish  to  offer  a  few  remarks  on  the  working  of  this  depart- 
ment,  and  I  wish  to  concentrate  my  attention  in  regard  to  the  policy 
followed  by  the  present  Chief  Engineer  in  giving  contracts 
and  the  system  of  calling  for  alternative  designs  along  with  the 
tenders  which  nullifies  the  safeguard  sought  to  be  effected  by  the 
system  of  tenders.  Sir,  iu  recent  times  it  has  been  found  that  a 
large  number  -of  firms  from  outside  have  come  to  Travancore 
and.  have  been  given  contracts  for  the  execution  of  large  and  small 
works.  In  former  days  it  has  been  found  that  it  was  possible  with 
the  help  of  the  P,  W-  Department  and  the  expert  advice  that  the 
officers  of  the  department  used  to  get  works  of  first  rate  magnitude 
completed  by  local  contractors  quite  satisfactorily  and  there  are 
many  instances  in  Travancore  as  standing  monuments  to  the  credit¬ 
able  work  done  by  Chief  Engineers  who  have  been  the  heads  of  this 
department.  Sir,  if  it  is  not  possible  for  the  departmental  officers 
to  give  the  proper  designs  and  call  tenders  on  such  designs  and  if 
they  have  to  depend  upon  other  people  for  the  purpose  of  designs 
Vot.  XII,  No.  3. 
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they  make  a  pretence  of  a  choice  and  give  the  tender  to  whomsoever 
they  like,  I  am  very  humbly  submitting  that  they  are  evading  the 
system  of  tenders.' There  is  no  rule  ;  of  course  there  can  be  no  hard 
and  fast  rule— I  quite  realise  that— that  the  Government  or  the 
Chief  Engineer  should  always  accept  the  lowest  tender.  It  may 
not  be  possible  in  all  cases.  But  I  think  local  contractors  or  foreign 
contractors  among  themselves  should  be  given  equal  opportunities 
to  tender  on  specifications  that  are  known,  and  on  data  already  as¬ 
certained.  Let  me  make  myself  clear,  Sir.  Suppose  Government 
want  tenders  for  a  particular  bridge.  Without  giving  any  design  of 
the  bridge,  without  mentioning  the  number  of  spans  that  are  to  be 
erected,'  without  specifying  the  nature  of  the  bridge,  whether  it 
should  be  reinforced  concrete  or  rubble  and  cement,  etc.,  without 
.giving  any  such  specific  details,  I  understand  that  the  department, 
calls  for  alternative  designs  along  with  tenders.  One  man  may  be 
giving  a  tender  putting  up  his  calculations  on  the  basis  of  entirely 
different  materials  from  those  of  another  who  tenders.  Now  there 
can  be  no  comparison  or  competition  in  tenders  and  there  can  be  no 
criteria  to  decide  which  is  the  most  profitable  tender  for  Government 
to  accept.  Sir,  I  find  absolutely  no  reason  to  allow  this  system. 
This  system  gets  round  the  safeguard  provided  by  the  system  of 
asking  for  tenders.  If  it  is  found  absolutely  impossible  for  the  de- 
partment  to  prepare  the  necessary  designs,  if  the  deprrtment  con¬ 
cedes.  its  iucompetency  to  give  proper  designs  with  regard  to 
difficult  works,  I  have  got  a  suggestion  to  make.  That  is  they  must 
call  .for  the  alternative  designs  first — then  the  Government  should 
6a  prepared  to  give  the  cost  of  that  design— and  then  they  must 
call  in  tenders  on  the  design  aciepted  by  Government.  Then  only 
can  there  be  a  fair  chance  of  competition  among  the  contractors, 
whether  they  are  foreign  or  loch  and  they  will  compete  and  tender 
ap  that  Government  money  can  be  saved.  There  are  any  number  pf 
i  instances  which  can  be  quoted  to  show  that  Government  have  lost 
'  substantial  sums  by  not  adhering  to  this  system  but  asking  for 
.alternative  designs  along  with  tenders.  One  man  gives  a  tender  for 
‘  a  particular  design  and  another  gives  a  tender  according  to  an 
entirely  different  design  and  the  costs  bear  no  comparison  and  the 
Chief  Engineer  is  left  to  choos.e  as  he  likes  without  any  considera¬ 
tion  for  the  actual  costs  involved  and  without  giving  a  fair  cl)anpe 
p£  competition  to  the  contractors  for  one  and.  the  same  design,  Sir, 
this,  system  ought  to  be  stopped.  1  understand  that  in  British  parts 
thpy  do  not  follow  such  a  system.  There  in  British  India  the  system 
of  accepting  the  lowest  tender  is  followed.  Sir,  the  Chief  Engineer 
yrill  give  the  answer  that  all  contractors  will  not  be  able  to. dp.  (fie 
Work  satisfactorily.  He  can  call-  for  deposit  amounts,.  He  <gp  call 
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for  security  money  to  be  placed  and  be  can  say  that  the  tenders  of 
those  people  only  who  are  prepared  to  furnish  the  security  and  who 
are  able  to  finish  the  work  in  the  required  time  will  be  accepted. 
There  is  no  use  in  evading  this  question.  It  is  a  most  important 
question  that  has  to  be  taken  note  of. 

Sir,  I  find  with  very  great  relief  that  hereafter  at  least  Gevern- 
ment  are  going  to  do  away  with  the  cement  and  steel  works  which 
have  phenominaily  increased  since  the  coming  of  the  present  Chief 
Engineer.  Along  with  the  increase  in  the  number  of  outside  firms 
even,  simple  bridges  over  small  ferries,  and  small  canals,  are  being 
constructed  by  the  use  of  steel  and  cement. 

We  also  find  that  in  certain  eases,  the  condit'ons  required  to  be 
satisfied  by  the  contractors  tendering  on  a  particular  work,  I  mean 
in  the  case  of  at  least  one  contractor,  they  are  overlooked. 
I  will  point  out  a  specific  instance.  With  regard  to  the  contract  in 
connection  with  the  Pallivasal  Power  House  construction,  I  under- 
stand,  Sir,  that  it  was  clearly  stated  in  the  notification  in  the 
Gazette  that  a  particular  sum  of  money  has  to  be  deposited  in  coins, 
not  as  a  draft  or  any  such  thing,  but  in  coins  by  every  tenderer.  I 
contend  that  any  tender  of  any  person  who  does  not  pay  that  amount 
as  pfer  that  notification,  the  Chief  Engineer  has  no  business  to  open 
his  tender  and  to  look  into  it.  If  he  does  so,  there  is  no  meaning  of 
his  publication  in  the  Gazette.  Such  irregularities  there  are.  I  do  not 
wish  to  point  out  instances  and  bring  in  personalities.  But  I  wish 
to  point  out  very  strongly  and  urge  on  the  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  that  these  irregularities  should  not  be  allowed  to  be  continued 
and  Government  money  ought  to  be  saved.  The  Chief  Engineer 
should  not  be  allowed,  in  the  guise  of  inviting  alternate  designs,  to 
give  contracts  to  whomsoever  he  likes  and  thus  thwart  a- fair  and 
free  competition  between  the  contractors. 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Isttiail :  Sir,  I  am  glad  to  kndft 
that  at  last  one  of  ray  several  requests  made  last  year  has  been1 
made,  and  that  is  by  re-constructing  a  bridge  si t  Knnjirapfrally. 
The  necessity  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  at  Erattupetta  wag 
brought  to  the  attention  of  Government  several  times.  But  the 
reply  was  that  it  required  enormous  sums.  Last  year  it  was  told 
that  it  could  be  taken  up  only  after  the  construction  of  a  bridge  on 
the  Ponkunnam-Palai  Road.  I  think  the  bridge  that  was  under 
construction  is  practically  over  and  therefore  I  request  the  Chief 
Engineer  that  it  is  high  time  he  should  take  up  the  construction  of 
that  bridge,  in  view  of  the  incessant  clamour  from  the  people 
about  the  matter.  The  completion  cf  that  particular  bridge  would 
become  very  important  to  the  people,  because,  through  it  passes 
several  roads  leading  from  ali  parts  of  the  country  ter  Poonjar  and 
from  Poonjar,  the  roads  lead  to  several  estates. 
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(At  this  stage  the  President  vacated  the  Chair  and  Mr.  Kottur 
Kuhjukrishna  Pillai,  one  of  the  Panel  of  Chairmen,  presided.) 

Therefore,  the  Chief  Engineer  should  bestow  his  immediate 
attention  on  this  important  bridge. 

In  this  connection,  I  may  also  refer  to  certain  provincial  needs 
such  as  repairing  of  bunds,  culverts,  etc.,  on  the  Kanjirapalli—  Erat' 
tupetta  road.  The  total  length  of  this  road  is  only  10  miles. 
During  the  rainy  season  that  is,  for  4  months  in  the  year,  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  travel  on  this  road.  But  considerable  traffic  has 
to  pass  through  it.  If  some  attention  is  paid  to  this  matter,  the 
usefulness  of  the  road  is  unlimited.  Last  time  I  said  and  I  repeat 
it  again  now,  that  the  Kottayam-Kumili  road  should  be  repaired 
and  widened  properly.  If  Mr.  Truscott  himself  inspects  it,  not  in 
car,  he  will  realise  the  necessity  for  the  same.  If  he  will  be  pleased 
to  get  down  at  certain  points  after  Mundakavam  and  walk  along  the 
road  for  some  distance,  I  am  sure,  ho  himself  will  feel  about  the 
necessity  of  spending  more  money  for  this  road.  For  about  16 
miles,  that  is,  from  Mundakayam  to  Peermade,  the  road  goes  in  a 
zigzag  manner  with  mountains  on  one  side  and  valley  on  the  other. 
An  ordinary  person  will  be  afraid  to  go  through  the  road.  Acci¬ 
dents  are  not  uncommon.  To  prevent  them,  parapet  walls  have 
been  constructed  at  some  places.  Once  they  are  constructed,  they 
are  always  left  without  repairs.  All  the  parapet  walls,  throughout 
this  15  miles,  are  broken.  My  submission  is  they  should  be  repair¬ 
ed  forthwith  to  reduce  accidents  and  that  new  ones  be  constructed 
go  that  the  whole  road  may  be  kept  in  a  safe  condition. 

Last  year,  I  had  only  two  or  three  requests  and  I  am  glad  to 
noteas  I  stated  before  that  one  has  been  attended  to.  Similarly  I 
have  one  or  two  this  time  and  I  wish  the  Chief  Engineer  would 
take  note  of  them  and  do  the  needful  during  the  course  of  this 
year, 

Mr._R.  V.  Thomas  :  Sir,  in  supporting  the  demand,  I 
would  bring  .to  the  notice  of  Government  some  of  the  important 
local  needs.  First,  I  shall  refer  about  the  bridge  at  Palai  over  the 
Minachil  river.  It  has  got  a  history  of  over  a  quarter  of  a  century. 
In  1104,  the  construction  of  the  bridge  was  actually  complete  when 
it  was  washed  away  by  the  floods,  About  a  year  and  a  half  later, 
all  the  remnants  of  the  washed  away  bridge  were  collected,  so  much 
so,  the  vestiges  of  the  bridge  took  some  time  to  be  completely  re. 
moved.  Now,  ^understand  a  preliminary  estimate  has  been  pre- 
P^ior  the  some  expenses  incurred.  I  request  the 

Chief  Engineer  to  begin  construction  of  the  bridge  as  early  as 
as  possible*  It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  Minachil  is  one 
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of  the  richest  taluks  yielding  a  substantia]  revenue  to  the  State 
coffers.'  Unhappily,  very  small  amounts  are  spent  on  public  works 
in  that  taluk.  Roads,  public  buildings,  schools,  etc.,  are  mostly 
the  efforts  of  private  enterprise.  Of  course,  1  concede  that  some 
roads  are  maintained  by  Government.  But  there  are  very  many 
ryots’  roads.  Though  there  is  a  net  work  of  roads  in  the  taluk, 
very  few  of  them  are  taken  up  by  Government  and  being  maintained: 
Again,  there  are  very  few  public  buildings  that  have  been  under¬ 
taken  by  Government.  Very  few  buildings  such  as  the  Taluk  Office. 
Anehal  office,  Satrom,  and  Police  Station,  arc  owned  by  Govern¬ 
ment.  Munsiff’s  courts,  Girls’  schools,  Government  Boys’  school, 
several  Primary  schools  and  several  others  are  boused  in  rented 
buildings  I  have  no  objection  to  that.  But  I  instance  this  to 
show  how  no  big  amounts  are  spent  towards  public  works  in  that 
taluk.  Hence  it  is  a  bridge  at  Palai  over  the  Minaehi]  river  de¬ 
serves  to  be  immediately  attended  to.  By  the  completion  of  such  a 
bridge,  a  shorter  way  to  Ernaculam  becomes  an  accomplished  fact. 
At  present,  there  is  no  shorter  route  from  Peermade  to  Ernaculam. 
The  industrial,  commercial  and  agricultural  possibilities  of  the 
town  will  be  established  by  the  construction  of  the  bridge  1  have 
stated  now.  Further,  Meenachil  river  in  this  part,  is  very  deep. 
There  is  water  almost  throughout  the  year.  During  monsoons,  it 
very  difficult  to  go  from  one  side  to  the  other.  It  will  be  important 
to  note  at  this  juncture  that  there  are  very  few  English  schools 
situated  on  the  southern  side  of  the  river  in  the  taluk.  Almost  all 
the  schools,  English  and  Malayalam,  are  situated  on  the  northern 
side.  There  are  14  schools  in  all,  out  of  which  10  arc  English 
High  schools  and  they  are  situated  on  the  northern  side  of  the  taluk. 
Therefore,  during  floods,  it  is  very  difficult  for  boya  to  cross  the 
river  without  the  help  of  a  bridge.  The  boys  find  it  extremely  dif¬ 
ficult  to  reach  school  in  time.  I  wish  the  Chief  Engineer  would 
bear  in  mind  all  the  circumstances  I  have  stated  and  do  the  needful 
in  the  matter. 

I  would  also  impress  on  the  extreme  necessity  for  a  bridge  at 
Erattupetta.  Last  year  to  a  question  whether  the  construction  of  a 
bridge  will  be  taken  up  the  Chief  Engineer  said  that  the  matter 
will  be  looked  into.  I  think  he  attached  some  imports:. ce  to  my 
appeal  and  said  that  after  the  construction  of  a  bridge  a.  Palai,  the 
construction  of  a  bridge  at  Erattupetta  will  be  considered.  Now 
that  Government  have  sanctioned  the.  estimate  for  constructing  two 
bathing  ghats  at  Palai,  I  remind  the  t  hief  Engineered  put  in  hand 
those  works.  During  monsoon  times,  the  old  baihing  ghat  would 
get  flooded  and  it  is  impossible  to  bathe  safely  in  the  river.  Thjs 
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matter  has  been  urged  on  the  attention  of  Government  Eor  over 
12  years  and  one  bathing  ghat  at  least  may  be  provided  there 
Government  did  not  move  in  the  matter  and  now  that  they  have 
sanctioned  the  estimates,  I  request  the  Chief  Engineer  would  put  in 
hand  the  construction  of  bathing  ghats. 

I  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Chief  Engineer  for  a  road 
from.Puliyannoor  to  Palai,  a  distance  to  cover  about  2  miles  only. 
There  is  already  an  apology  of  a  road,  it  should  be  gravelled. 
Evan  there,  some  portion  of  the  road  has  been  attended  to  by  the 
ryots  themselves.  About  three-fourths  of  the  road  is  awaiting  con¬ 
struction  and  I  urge  that  the  same  may  be  taken  up  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment. 

If  this  ro.id  is  made  cartable  by  the  Government  then  it  will  be 
of  very  great  convenience  for  traffic.  During  the  months  of  June 
and  July  there  would  be  heavy  floods  in  the  town.  Meenachil 
river  will  be  flooded  six  or  seven  months  a  year. 

;  Chairman:  The  member  has  got  only  one  minute  more. 

Mr.  R-  V.  Thomas:  During  these  floods  which  last  for 
thirty  days  and  more  traffic  would  be  held  up.  Buses  plying 
between  will  b.'  stopped  and  you  will  have  to  cross  the  road  by 
ferry  boats.  If  this  one  and  a  half  miles  road  is  finished  there  will 
be’ full  traffic  during  floods  also.  I  request  the  Chief  Engineer  to 
consider  this  question  and  do  the  needful. 

Mr.  P.  R  Godavarma  Raja:  I  wish  to  offer  a, few 
remarks  on  this  demand.  In  the  first  place,  I  wish  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  Government  to  the  very  unsatisfactory  nature  of 
many  of  the  roads,  especially  in  north  and  central  Travancore. 
Dining  monsoon  time  it  is  very  difficult  to  go  along  these  roads 
either  in  vehicles  or  by  walking.  In  the  rainy  season  we  find  .many 
pit  holes  here  and  there  along  the  road  so  that  it  is  a  nuisance  to 
the  pedestrians  who  are  compelled  to  walk  along  the  road  and  also 
to  those  persons  who  go  in  cars.  Many  of  the  roads  are  badly 
ne'glecced.  The  amount  allotted  for  the  maintenance  work  are  not 
properly  utilised.  Otherwise  the  roads  would  have  been  alright.  I 
would  therefore  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  this  fact  and  I 
am  suie  the  Chief  Engineer  will  bestow  more  attention  to  this  as¬ 
pect  of  the  question. 

■  Another  point  I  wish  to  urge  is  the  lack  of  proper  bridges  ih 
■many  of  the  places  and  that  due  to  this  it  is  difficult  to  cross  rivers 
during^ the  monsoon  season.  My  friend  Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  has 
'dealt  with  the  necessity  of  two  bridges  in  the  MinacMl  taluk,  I  am 
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also  of  tlie  view  that  these  bridges  must  be  constructed  immediately, 
so  that  the  people  may  find  it  convenient  to  cross  the  river.  My 
own  opinion  is  that  the  Government  should  adopt  a  consistent  policy 
of  building  bridges  within  a  reasonable  period,  say,  five,  ten,  or 
twenty  years.  It  is  better  to  appoint  a  committee  to  go  into  this 
question  and  prepare  a  scheme  for  the  construction  of  bridges  and 
opening  of  new  roads  where  they  are  necessary.  I  am  sure  the 
Chief  Engineer  will  take  this  into  consideration  and  do  the  needful. 
I  think  a  JRoid  Committee  should  be  appointed  to  do  this. 

Another  point  I  wish  to  urge  is  about  tolls.  Almost  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  House  will  agree  that  tolls  have  become  a  nuisance.  It 
is  my  view  chat  these  tolls  should  be  abolished  and  some  other 
means  of  r  using  the  revenue  explored.  I  would  urge  that  point 
also  in  this  connection.  With  these  words  1  oppose  the  demand. 

Mr.  A.  T.  S  Khadar  Bhoy  {Commerce mid  Industry,  South): 
Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose  this  demand  just  to  offer  a  few  remarks  at  the 
slow  work  of  this  important  department.  Sir,  I  have  to  bring  to 
the  notice  of  this  House  and  the  Chief  Engineer  the  following  facts- 
It  is  admitted  that  the  pier  at  Quilon  is  very  essential,  as  the  trade 
there  is  increasing  year  by  year.  Several  times  merchants  of  Qui- 
Ion  waited  upon  previous  Dewans  and  when  Sir  C.  P.  Barnuswami 
Iyer  also  came  there  the  need  for  the  pier  at  Quilon  was  brought  to 
his  notice.  Every  time  favourable  replies  were  given  that  it  is 
under  consideration.  But  to  our  disappointment,  so  far  nothing 
has  been  done  to  the  needs  of  Quilon  traders  who  also  pay  a  heavy 
tax  to  the  Government  in  very  many  ways.  If  I  am  correct  a  few 
months  ago  when  Sir  0.  P.  Eamaswami  Iyer  came  to  Quilon  to 
open  the  new  municipal  building,  in  his  speech  we  were  given  a 
definite  assurance  that  the  work  will  be  undertaken.  But  we  do 
not  know  what  has  happened  since  then.  So  I  would' request  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  take  this  question  immediately  to  help  the  traders  at 
Quilon  and  expedite  the  matter  as  far  as  possible. 

Mr.  K-  M.  Korah ;  I  rise  to  oppose  the  demand.  I  would 
.draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  necessity  of  having  a 
T.  B.  in  Changanachevy.  A  good  number  of  years  have  passed 
since  the  T.  B.  in  Changanachery  was  abolished  and.  I  need  not  em¬ 
phasise  the  fact  that  Changanachery  is  one  of  the  most  important 
towns  of  the  State,  Even  last  year  I  brought  this  fact  to  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  Government  and  some  two  or  three  years  back  when  the 
head  of  the  administration  visited  Changanachery,  in  reply  to  an 
address  which  he  received,  he  said  that  the  work  of  preparing  an 
estimate  of  the  T.  B.  has  already  been  taken  up.  But  so  far  nothipg 
has  been  done.  I  would  request  the  Government  to  see  that  the 
T.  B.  is  constructed  at  the  earliest'  opportunity. 
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I  would  also  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  for  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  Alleppey— Changanachery  _  canal.  Years  have  passed 
since  we  began  to  agitate  for  the  construction  of  this  canal  and  only 
a  very  small  portion  remains  to  be  completed.  Let  ns  hope  that  the 
canal  will  be  constructed  this  year,  if  possible.  The  question  of 
connecting  Alleppey  with  Changanachery  by  land  has  been  engaging 
the  attention  of  the  Government  and  even  last  year  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  Kuttanad  were  invited  for  a  conference  and  as  far  as  I 
know  it  wis  decided  that  a  road  from  Changanachery  to  Alleppey 
should  be  constructed,  On  reading  through  the  pages  of  the  bud¬ 
get  I  do  not  find  any  provision  made  for  the  construction  of  this 
road.  As  I  submitted  on  another  occasion  the  labourers  of  Kuttanad 
hitherto  used  to  get  some  work  from  the  big  agriculturists  on  whom 
.  they  depend.  On  account  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  prevailing 
there  and  on  account  of  the  financial  difficulties  of  the  agriculturists 
they  are  unable  to  give  any  work  to  the  labourers  from  the  months 
of  Edavam  to  Yrischikam.  Itis  in  Vrischikam  that  the  paddy  cul¬ 
tivation  begins.  With  the  unprecedented  fall  in  the  price  of  cocoa- 
nuts,  along  with  the  cocoanut  palm  disease,  people  who  used  to  raise 
paddy  fields  into  compounds  have  practically  abandoned  it.  if 
there  is  a  road  connecting  Alleppey  and  Changanachery  these  labou- 
rers  will  be  able  to  go  to  the  different  towns  and  thereby  they  may 
.  be  able  to  turn  out  some  work.  Then  the  question  may  be  asked 
'  whether  they  cannot  go  even  now.  There  is  no  easy  means  of 
-communication  in  Kuttanad.  At  present  if  the  labourers  want  to 
go  to  towns  they  must  go  in  boats  and  necessarily  they  will  have 
.  to  give  a  fare  for  the  same.  If  this  road  is  constructed  they  can  go 
by  walking-  There  are  other  reasons  also  which  would  weigh  for 
the  construction  of  this  road  I  am  at  present  emphasising  only 
this  point  because  I  have  already  drawn  the  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  for  the  necessity  of  connecting  Alleppey  and  Changanachery 
<?d  another  occasion. 

In  this  connection  I  may  also  speak  a  word  about  the  bad 
condition  of  the  Changanachery  Kottayam  road.  It  is  one  of  the 
roads  through  which  you  find  very  heavy  traffic.

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Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Sir,  during  the  last 
budget  session  of  the  Council  I  submitted  that  sufficient  number  of 
questions  are  not  answered.  To-day  only  ten  minutes  have  clasped 
and  the  miles  specify  that  not  less  than  one  hour  shall  be  devoted 
for  questions  and  answers.  A  number  of  questions  that  1  have  sent 
as  early  as  Karkadagom  last  year  remain  still  to  be  unanswered. 
To  day  we  have  got  5b  minutes  more  ;  for  answering  questions— 
yesterday  within  half  an  hour  all  the  questions  were  over.  Day 
before  yesterday  also  the  same  was  the  case.  I  brought  this  fact  to 
the  attention  of  the  chair  during  the  Makaram  session  and  the  Chair 
assured  me  that  as  many  number  of  questions  as  are  possible  would 
be  answered.  Subsequently  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Secretary 
pointing  out  the  specific  volume  containing  the  Dewan's  assurance. 
We  know  that  the  observations  and  the  assurance  made  by  the 
President  were  not  adhered  to  and  request  that  as  many  questions 
as  are  possible  may  be  answered. 

In  Karkatakam  last,,  one  year  before  this,  I  have  sent  a  question 
asking  for  information  about  the  amount  of  money,  spent  on  news¬ 
paper'  That  question  has  not  been  answered.  1  submitted  last 
year  that  questions  that  are  inconvenient  for  Government  to  answer 
are  not  answered.  The  President  was  then  pleased  to  repel  that 
contention  but  I  am  sorry  to  bring  that  once  again  t0  your  notice. 

President:  I  have  consulted  the  Secretary  on  this  matter 
and  this  is  the  information  that  he  has  given.  Altogether  223 
questions  hsve  been  admitted  of  which  20  are  unstarred.  Answers 
to  more  than  100  have  been  received  and  more  are  expected  during 
the  course  of  this  session.  As  this  session  lasts  for  more  than  ten 
days  it  was  thought  fit  to  put  about  16  to  12  questions  for  each  day. 
If  however  answers  to  more  questions  are  received,  then  more  ques¬ 
tions  will  be  put  in  for  each  day  for  the  rest  of  the  session.

Mr.  M-  RamachandraRao  (Ay.  Commissioner  of  Police) ; 
Sir,  a  wire  has  been  received  last  evening  and  it  1ms  been  sent  to  the 
District  Superintendent  of  Police,  Quilcn  for  enquiry. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  May  I  know'  who 
sent  the  wire. 

Mr  M.  Ramachandra  Rao  :  From  the  party  who  suf¬ 
fered  from  the  assault 

President :  There  are  two  grounds  on  which  i  have  to 
disallow  this  adjournment  motion,  first  is,  that  as  all  the  materials 
that  are  necessary  for  discussion  are  not  available  to  Government, 
such  a  matter  cannot  be  made  the  subject  for  an  adjournment 
motion.

DEMAND  No.  IV— PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 
INCLUDING  CAPITAL  EXPENDITURE  NOT 
CHARGED  TO  REVENUE  (Canid.) 

Mr.  K.  M.  Korah  ( Vaikom ,  Eottayam  and  Cluoigamtherry 
cum  Peermade }  :  Sir.  yesterday  I  wars  saying  about  the  condition 
of  the  Kottayam-Changanacheirj  road  in  my  constituency.  I  would 
draw7  the  attention  )f  the  Government  to  the  fact  that  this  road  is  in 
a  very  bad  condition  and  should  be  metalled  as  early  as  possible.  Sir, 
there  are  other  needs  also  in  regard  to  my  constituency  lo  which  I 
would  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  Government  but  finding  that 
the  amount  allotted  for  roads  is  only  Rs.  1  7,0-j;  I  don’t  think  it 
will  serve  any  useful  purpose  in  enumerating  those  needs  here.  With 
these  few  words,  I  resume  my  seat 

Mr.  V.  SJArumugham  Pillai  (Tovalac um  Atjasieeswaram ) 
Sir,  in  dealing  with  this  demand  I  must  submit  at  the  outset  that 
the  main  feature  of  the  P.  W.  D.  budget  is  t hat  it  has  provided  a 
very  inadequate  allotment  for  expenditure  so  far  as  South  Travan- 
core  is  concerned.  Sir,  this  has  been  the  practice  for  the  last  so 
many  years  and  in  spite  of  repeated  representations  the  practice 
still  continues.  Sir,  South  Travancore  is  mainly  agricultural  and  so 
irrigation  is  an  important  problem  there. 
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Mr-  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair  :  Sir.  I  rise  on  ? 
point  of  order.  It  seems  that  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  is  taking  the 
Chair  and  I  have  to  say  something  about  his  allegations  levelled 
against  the  Chief  Engineer  when  my  chance  comas.  Therefore  I 
want  to  know  whether  I  would  be  in  order  in  criticising  him 
when  he  is  occupying  the  Chair. 

President :  The  question  arises  only  in  this  way.  if  a 
private  member  occupies  the  Chair  he  is  not  exempted  by  his  being 
in  the  Chair  from  criticisms  by  another  member.  Moreover  if  yon 
find  it  necessary  that  1  should  be  present,  certainly  I  will  be  here. 

(The  president  then  vacated  the  Chair  and  Mr.  Kottur  Kimjn- 
krishna  Pillai  one  of  the  panel  of  Chairmen  presided)  . 

Mr.  V-  5.  Animugham  Pillai  Sir,  I  was  submitting  that 
the  P.  W.  D.  allotment  is  very  meagre  so  far  as  South  Travancore 
is  concerned.  Excluding  the  items  of  allotment  made  under  produc¬ 
tive  irrigation,  if  you  compare  the  figures  for  South  Travancore  and 
for  the  rest  of  Travancore,  the  allotment  for  the  former  is  very 
poor.  Sir,  as  I  submitted  already,  South  Travancore  is  mainly 
agricultural,  especially  Nanjinad  is  depending  on  agriculture,  and 
irrigation  is  one  of  the  important  essential  requirements  of  the 
people  of  Nanjinad.  Sir,  with  regard  to  the  irrigational  facilities, 
I  may  submit  so  far  as  South  Travancore  is  concerned,  it  mainly 
depends  upon  the  Kodayar  reservoir.  As  regards  the  Kodayar 
reservoir,  I  have  had  various  occasions  to  represent  before  this 
House  and  before  the  Governin' Tit  that  it  has  completely  failed  and 
on  account  of  its  failure  it  has  been  an  ever  pressing  and  anxious 
problem  for  us.  Sir,  Kodayar  was  once  believed  to  be  a  never 
failing  source  of  water  The  bitter  experience  of  the  drought  com¬ 
mencing  from  11 1  onwards  and  continuing  to  the  present  day  has 
revealed  that  there  is  no  use  in  depending  upon  Kodayar  for  irriga¬ 
tion  and  the  situation  has  come  to  such  a  plight  that  we  will  have 
to  find  out  other  sources  and  other  ways  to  supplement  the  reser¬ 
voir.  In  order  to  work  out  the  project  successfully  there  should  be 
a  complet;  change  in  the  system  of  working.  Sir,  from  the  year 
1110  onwards  especially  there  have  been  repeated  representations 
from  the  ryats  that  a  supplementary  reservoir  is  necessary.  As  I 
understand,  an  officer  was  deputed  to  investigate  into  the  possibili¬ 
ties  of  constructing  a  supplementary  reservoir.  A  reservoir  at  Ponm- 
chani  was'  suggested  and  it  was  ordered  that  it  should  be  investi¬ 
gated.  Somehow  or  other  I  understand  that  the  scheme  has  already 
been  dropped.  Sir,  as  I  submitted  already,  irrigation  is  the  life 
problem  of  the  agriculturists  of  Nanjinad.  Sir,  no  cultivation  is 
possible  without  an  adequate  supply  of  water.  Without  cultivation 
it  is  impossible  to  pull  on  life  there.  This  problem  has  assumed  a 
serious  stage  so  far  as  Nanjinad  and  Edanad  are  concerned.  In  this 
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connection  I  may  allude  to  the  view  expressed  by  the  late  .Mr. 
Watts  about  Nanjinad  He  said  in  one  of  his  .speeches  j0,.g 
as  there  is  water  in  your  reservoir  you  don’t  mind  whether  Kama 
rules  or  Havana  rules.’'  The  problem  is  so  very  vital  that  it  is 
highly  disappointing  to  see  that  the  Government  have  easily  shelved 
the  question  of  constructing  a  supplementary  reservoir.  Sir,  1 
once  again  submit  that  the  system  of  working  the  project  must  also 
be  completely  changed.  Sir,  the  main  defects  in  the  system  of 
working  the  project  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  bdieved  that  this 
reservoir  will  be  a  never  failing  source  of  water.  It  was  believed  to 
be  a  kamacihenu  under  a  wrong  calculation  almost  all  tins  important 
tanks  were  auccioned  awav.  thereby  abolishing  the  old  supplementary 
irrigation al  sources.  Under  the  present  system  the  lands  which  are 
30  or  stO  miles  away  from  the  reservoir  nave  to  depend  upon  it  for 
water.  As  a  consequence  even  during  normal  seasons,  the  lands 
which  are  situamd  at  the  tail  end  of  the  project  do  not  get  sufficient 
water,  because  the  left  bank  channel  is  too  insufficient  for  its  bur¬ 
den-  Consequently  lands  at  the  higher  reaches  get  all  the  water  and 
before  the  water  reaches  the  tail  end  the  season  changes.  The  result 
is  cultivation  becomes  impossible  in  those  lands  and  the  people  ar-j 
put  to  much  suffering.  .Moreover  the  bitter  experience  of  drought 
was  felt  tor  so  many  years  only  at  these  lands  which  are  at  the  tail 
end.  Therefore  Government  have  now  appointed  a  committee  to 
advise  them  in  the  matter  of  constructing  tanks  and  repairing  tiie 
existing  ones.  But  what  1  beg  to  submit  in  this  connection  is  that 
since  the  amount  allotted  is  meagre  it  is  not  possible  to  carry  out 
the  works  as  recommended  by  the  committee. 

Now  with  regard  to  the  formation  of  the  tanks  and  repairs  to 
the  existing  tanks,  preference  must  be  given  to  the  lands  situated 
at  the  tail  end.  Sir,  this  is  a  very  important  matter  and  I  would 
draw  the  special  attention  of  the  Chief  Engineer  to  this,  In  this 
connection  I  may  refer  also  to  one  another  important  matter  wh  eh  I 
have  been  pointing  out  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  that  is  with  regard 
to  the  Kodayar  Project.  In  order  that  it  may  work  out  successfully 
a  separate  Irrigation  Division  must  be  formed  as  Kodayar  Irrigation 
Division.  I  have  already  submitted  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  the 
urgency  and  the  need  for  this  change.  He  has  been  very  obstinate 
in  refusing  that  request.  Sir,  considering  the  seriousness  of  the 
problem  to  the  public  of  South  Travancore  and  the  magnitude  of 
the  work  involved  it  is  advisable  to  have  a  separate  Division  for 
Kodayar  Project  alone  under  one  Executive  Engineer-  If  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  were  to  think  that  it  would  be  rather  costly,  I  may  sub¬ 
mit  that  the  Road  Branch  may  be  amalgamated  with  the  Irivan- 
drum  Division  so  that  there  will  be  no  loss  for  the  Government  by 
way  of  special  expenditure, 
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I  may  submit  that  there  may  not  be  any  loss  to  Government. 
No  special  expenditure  on  this  account  will  have  to  be  met  because 
there  is  already  the  project  account  and  the  additional  cost  may  be 
met  from  the  profit  accruing.  Sir,  this  matter  of  formation  of  a 
separate  Division  for  the  Kodayar  Project  Division  is  an  important 
one,  because  so  many  problems  can  be  tackled  and  solved.  If  there 
is  a  separate  Division  it  will  be  very  easy  to  suggest  ways  and  means 
to  work  out  the  project. 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai  ( Koftarakara  and  Pcitanapuram 
cum  Shencoiti)  ;  Sir,  I  oppose  the  demand.  My  object  iu  doing 
so  is  to  point  out  the  necessity  of  paying  more  attention  to  the 
means  of  communication  in  rural  areas.  At  present,  the  depart, 
ment  systematically  neglects  the  rural  areas.  The  major  portion  of 
the  allotment  is  expended  for  embellishing  the  cities  and  towns  iu 
the  State.  The  system  for  providing  means  of  communication  iu 
rural  areas  is  inelastic  snd  not  at  all  helpful  to  the  rural  population. 
The  ryots  are  opening  new  roads  in  various  taluks  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment  is  averse  to  take  up  these  roads  and  maintain  them.  They  say 
that  the  Revenue  Department  is  responsible  for  the  delay  in  taking 
up  the  roads.  The  Revenue  Department  says  that  the  people  do 
not  observe  the  ryots’  road  rules.  Whoever  be  in  fault,  the  fact 
is  that  the  ryots  receive  no  official  help.  They  are  entirely  depend¬ 
ing  upon  their  self -exertion  in  opening  roads  in  the  various  parts 
of  the  State.  The  enthusiasm  of  the  people  will  continue  only  for 
a  short  time.  Their  resources  are  also  scanty.  Hence  they  will  be 
compelled  to  neglect  these  roads.  Thus  considerable  money  and 
energy  of  the  poor  ryots  are  wasted.  If  the  Department  will  take 
up  these  roads,  without  unnecessary  delay  the  rural  areas  will  be 
opened  within  a  very  short  time  by  the  enthusiastic  ryots  them¬ 
selves.  The  result  will  be,  we  will  have  a  net  work  of  roads  in 
the  State.  Therefore,  I  request  the  Government  to  take  up  this 
matter  and  bestow  their  particular  attention  to  it.  A  decent  amount 
should  he  set  apart  for  improving  the  ryots  roads.  I  represent  a 
mountainous  constituency.  Most  of  the  inhabitants  there  are  agri¬ 
culturists.,  They  are  in  need  of  roads  in  opening  the  hilly  tracts. 
The  people  themselves  have  constructed  several  new  roads.  Per¬ 
sistently  the  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  authorities, 
but  they  seem  to  be  unmindful  and  no  sort  of  help  is  yet  rendered. 
I  therefore  oppose  the  damand. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  ( Karumgapdli , 
Karti'capalWcmd  Ambalapusha  cum  Shertallai )  :  Sir,  1  rise  to 
oppose  the  demand.  In  doing  so,  I  shall  draw  the  attention  of 
Government  to  the  fact  that  it  is  high  time — I  mean  no  personal

disparagement  to  the  present  Head  of  the  Department  for  the  3ov- 
ernmeut — to  appoint  a  well-tried  and  qualified  Engineer  as  the  Head 
o£  the  Department.  Sir,  I  can  understand  that  William  Shakespeare 
was  not  an  University  man.  He  had  not  attended  any  of  the  Uni¬ 
versities  and  Colleges.  Occasionally  natural  talent  will  assert  itself. 
I  belong  to  the  orthodox  class  who  believe  that  University  trainino- 
is  indispensable  in  these  modern  days  to  help  a  man  to  discharge 
his  duties  as  Chief  Engineer  in  this  State.  ‘  Another  gentleman, 
whose  qualification  perhaps  in  his  natural  talent,  is  causing  great 
concern  and  anxiety  to  Government.  I  understand  that  he*is  a 
Russian  Engineer  of  British  domicile  and  when  questions  are  asked 
about  him  no  information  is  given,  presumably  on  the  ground  that 
they  belonged  to  the  political  class.  To  avoid  certain  avoidable  cri¬ 
ticisms,  it  is  highly  essential  that  a  well  qualified  Engineer  should 
be  put  as  the  Head  of  the  Department-  The  present'  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer  was  allowed  to  continue  even  after  the  expiry  of  the  terms 
without  any  reference  to  the  Legislature  being  made  about  it. 

I  know  statutarily  the  Government  is  not  bound  to  consider 
the  Legislature  regarding  the  _  personnel  of  tbe  Department. 

I  was  emboldened  to  say  this  because  very  huge  items  are 
included  among  the  duties  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  Sir,  he 
has  to  discharge  the  functions  in  connection  with  the  Town  Plan¬ 
ning  Scheme.  It  is  well-known  that  there  are  not  very  many  Town 
Planning  Engineers  in  India,  or  for  tha„  matter  in  the  world,  who 
have  specialised  in  ihat  branch  of  Engineering.  I  do  not  know 
whether  the  present  Chief  Engineer  has  got  the  experience  neces¬ 
sary  for  working  out  such  schemes.  Yet  he  is  put  down  for  this 
item  of  work — an  item  for  which  we  will  have  to  spend  thousands 
and  thousands  of  rupees,  It  is  not  a  mere  question  of  spending 
money.  Financial  theories  are  elastic  enough.  It  questions  are 
put  somebody  from  the  Government  benches  will  answer  that  they 
have  taken  up  lands,  they  have  begun  spending  the  money  or  have 
launched  upon  some  development  work  and  so  on.  These  are  very 
common  words  and  we  are  in  such  cases  often  at  a  loss  to  under¬ 
stand  the  meaning.  I,  therefore,  shall  concede  that  money  lost  is 
money  gained.  But  if  the  town  is  disfigured,  if  the  town  is 
allowed  to  be  planned  without  any  reference  to  modern  ideas  of 
town  planning,  it  will  be  very  difficult  and  very  hde  to  set  right 
things. 

Another  matter  is  the  one  relating  to  complaints  I  must  say 
the  scandal,  but  I  would  avoid  that  word — in  the  matter  of  giving 
contracts.  I  am  not  bringing  in  any  provincial  or_  parochial  ques¬ 
tions  in  this  connection.  I  would  welcome  a  Tibetian  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer  or  a  Chinese  Commissioner  of  Police.  But  when  undue  en¬ 
couragement  is  given  to  some  contractors— I  do  not  oppose  them 
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because  they  belong  to  British  India  or  elsewhere — who  are  not 
doing  very  satisfactory  work  then  we  have  room  for  complaint. 
There  is  one  General  Construction  Company  whose  his'ory  is  not 
well-known.  My  thoughts  are  wandering  instictively  to  Mr,  Nara- 
yana  Aiyar’s  question  a  few  minutes  ago  with  regard  to  the 
Jyotisha  branch,  because  the  personnel  and  the  history  could  ba 
found  out  with  reference  to  that  branch.  It  is  well^  also  for  the 
Government  to  lay  all  the  cards  on  the  table.  The  pub’ic  are 
entertaining  vague  suspicions  and  i  he  Government  must  make  it 
plain  that  there  is  no  such  grounds  for  suspicion.  It  is  for  the 
Department  and  the  Government  to  clear  matters  connected  with 
that.  I  think  the  company  is  financed  by  some  people  who  are  in 
the  Government  service.  Leaving  apart  this  question  what  shall 
I  say  about  the  Engineering  talents  of  this  Company.  It  is  exhi¬ 
bited  in  the  Alwaye  Railway  bridge  and  about  this  the  less  said  the 
better.  And  then  the  Parur  Bridge — I  do  not  want  to  say  all  that 
and  embarrass  Government.  The  funds  given  from  the  Road  De- 
velopment  Fund  and  the  Funds  from  other  Government  than  Tra- 
vancore  have  also  been  utilised  for  the  coustruction  of  this  bridge. 
I  was  told  that  some  other  Government  did  not  quite  approve  oE 
the  way  in  which  it  is  being  done,  because  unfortunately  there  are 
other  Governments  who  are  rather  backward  and  are  orthodox  in 
the  matter  of  Engineering  mid  are  not  able  to  appreciate  the  talents 
of  the  Engineers  of  this  State.  Then  again,  what  about  the  other 
bridges  like  the  Kannalipalam.  They  say  that  that  bridge  is  also 
not  good  although  it  has  been  completed  by  some  outside  contrac¬ 
tors.  It  is  not  in  a  safe  condition  now,  It  may  be  unparliamentary 
but  I  would  ask  the  Government  to  see  that  some  outside  Engineer 
who  is  unconnected  with  the  Government  supervises  this  bridge, 
The  Kannalipalam  and  some  of  the  latter  day  bridges  are  bridges 
built  by  some  firm  which  is  particularly  patronised  by  the  Engineer¬ 
ing  Department.  I  may  also  draw  the  attention  of  this  House  to 
the  manner  of  doing  things  relating  to  the  Pallivasal  buildings. 
For  the  Power  House  tenders  were  invited.  The  amount  fixed  was 
Rs.  90,030  and  some  lucky  firm  was  selected  to  be  entrusted  with 
the  work.  The  auxiliary  portion  of  the  work  costing  about  Rs.  2 
lakhs  was  given  to  the  Construction  Company  without  calling  for 
any  tenders.  I  ask  the  Government  whether  it  could  in  any  way 
enhance  the  prestige  of  the  Government  by  doing  things  through 
the  back  door.  When  the  Government  ivant.  d  to  do  things  in  that 
manner  it  is  better  that  they  have  the  courage  to  tell  us  that  for 
particulur  reasons  they  want  to  patronise  one  firm  or  another. 
They  have  not  called  for  tenders  for  the  auxiliary  item  in  connection 
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with  the  foundation  work.  This  is  what  is  called  in  common  par¬ 
lance  cheating.  Than  again  what  about  the  paltry  sum  allotted  for 
the  construction  of  the  roads.  After  all,  that  there  are  pedestrians 
may  be  the  information  of  Government.  Sir,  the  roads  are  the  very 
primitive  demand  of  the  people.  Well,  Sir,  in  my  constituency 
from  Neendakara  to  Cochin,  the  men,  women  and  children  are  not 
following  the  programmes  of  Berlin  and  Liverpool.  They  are  very 
primitive  people.  They  ask  for  mads  and  the  Government’s  decla¬ 
ration  is  never  lacking  in  the  finish  oE  language.  They  say  that  if 
the  people  cry,  Government  would  take  up  and  maintain  the  roads. 
Believing  the  announcement  of  the  Government  several  members 
joined  and  made  representations.  My  friend  Mr.  M.  S.  Anirudhan— 
with  whom  I  do  not  often  sea  eye  to  eye  on  many  matters — and 
myself,  after  all  managed  to  agree  on  this  matter  and  urged  for  the 
construction  of  a  road  from  Ambalapuzha  to  Thirnvallal  All  the 
members  signed  a  representation  and,  hopefully,  we  submitted  it  to 
the  Dewan.  But  nothing  has  come  out  of  it  so  far.  Similarly,  in 
regard  to  many  other  important  roads,  Government  do  not  pay  any 
heed  to  our  representations.  For  instance,  there  is  the  Kaynmkulam- 
Karthigapalli  road  connecting  those  two  taluks.  We  submitted 
memorials.  We  met  successive  Dewans  on  deputation.  They  were 
very  courteous  and  shook  hands  with  us  ;  they  enquired  after  our 
health.  They  assured  us  that  the  road  was  really  useful  and  that 
in  any  scheme  of  roads  this  road  would  receive  their  particular 
attention.  We  were  given  to  understand  that  the  road  would  be 
taken  up  immediately. 

Sir,  I  can  understand  why  these  roads  are  not  taken  up  ;  there 
is  lack  of  funds.  But,  if  large  sums  of  money  can.be  expended  for 
luxury,  why  not  at  least  a  small  portion  be  diverted  to  such 
elementary  needs  of  the  people  ?  I  know,  if  the  Government  sanc¬ 
tion  these  roads,  it  will  not  be  advertised  ;  the  news  will  not  be 
published  with  bold  headlines  in  outside  newspapers.  “  Kayan- 
kulam-Kartikapalli  road  taken  up  by  the  Government  of  Travan- 
core;  result  of.  the  liberal  minded  policy  since  the  Temple  Entry 
Proclamation”;  nothing  like  that  may  appear  in  any  newspaper. 
Unfortunately  these  editors  of  newspapers  are  not  quite  alive  to 
our  needs  ;  they  will  say  that  these  are  matters  of  local  interest  and 
therefore  not  of  neivspaper  importance. 

Sir,  there  is  absolutely  no  harm  in  the  Government  occasionally 
doing  something  which  may  not  appear  in  any  newspaper,  some¬ 
thing  which  will  be  of  real  use  to  the  poor  people  who  are  faithful 
to  the  Government,  who  pay  taxes  to  the  Government,  You  raise 
your  income  by  indirect  taxation  of  these  poor  people  a|so.  Unce 
in  a  way  something  may  be  done  for  the  poor.  After  all,  oir,  we 
are  asking  only  for  crumbs  from  the  financial  table,  if  1  may  say  so*

Sir,  frivolity  apart,  I  should  submit  that,  by  this  attitude  of 
the  Government — I  am  confining  rnyself  to  the  P.  W.  D.  just  now 
— in  neglecting  the  elementary  needs  of  the  people,  when  people 
realise  by  experience  that  their  own  representations  and  the  repre¬ 
sentations  of  their  representatives  in  the  Legislature,  are  not  paid 
any  heed  to  by  Government,  all  that  I  can  say  is  that  it  will  be  a 
very  bad  day  for  any  Government. 

With  these  words  I  oppose  the  Demand. 

Mr.  M.S.  Anirudhan  ( Kanmapa-pally ,  Kartigapolly  and 
Ambalnpuzha  cum  Shertallai) :  Sir,  I  take  this  opportunity  to 
offer  a  few  remarks  merely  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  the  important,  needs  of  my  constituency.  Last  year,  when 
local  needs  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  he 
was  good  enough  to  ask  us  to  put  in  waiting  our  immediate  needs. 
We  did  do  it.  Looking  at  the  small  amount  allotted  for  road 
development  during  the  year  1 114,  I  think  it  is  better  not  to  say 
anything  about  the  necessity  for  roads.  Still,  I  think  I  may  refer 
to  some  of  them  which  I  consider  really  important  and  urgent. 

Sir,  the  Quilon- Alleppey  road  and  the  Alleppey-Arur  road  are 
two  of  the  most  important  roads  in  the  State  with  very  heavy 
traffic.  Unfortunately,  these  two  roads  are  [not  properly  maintain¬ 
ed  at  regular  intervals. 

We  have  been  repeatedly  appealing  to  the  Government  to  con¬ 
struct  a  bridge  at  Thottapalli.  Nothing  has  been  done  so  far  ;  and 
I  do  not  know  when  the  Government  are  going  to  take  it  up. 

Id  regard  to  the  road  between  Alleppey  and  Thanneernmkkam, 
it  is  now  fifteen  or  sixteen  years  since  it  was  taken  up  ;  unfortuna¬ 
tely,  to  this  day,  it  stands  incomplete. 

Then,  Sir,  there  is  another  road,  just  one-and-a  half  miles  long 
from  the  ninth  mile  of  the  Alleppey- Aroor  road  to  Kanichikulanga- 
ra.  The  land  has  been  surveyed  and  estimate  has  been  prepared  ; 
but  nobody  knows  what  has  become  of  all  these. 

Last  year,  Government  were  good  fenough  to  invite  member3 
of  the  Kuttanad  area  for  a  conference  regarding  the  opening  of  a 
road  from  Changanachery  to  Alleppey  through  Kuttanad.  When 
we  received  the  invitation  we  were  very  jubilant  over  the  matter 
and  really  thought  that  something  was  going  to  be  done  in  that 
direction.  The  conference  was  held  ;  our  suggestions  were  record¬ 
ed.  But  nothing  has  been  done  so  far,  and  we  are  at  a  loss  to 
know  what  the  Government  propose  to  do  in  the  matter. 

There  is  a  canal  between  Changanachery  and  Alleppey.  It  is 
almost  complete  ;  only  a  few  miles  have  yet  to  be  constructed. 
The  matter  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  more 
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than  once.  Sail  no  attention  is  bemsr  bestowed  upon  it  by  the 
Government.  Then,  Sir,  thare  is  the  Allepp.y-Shertnlu  canal,  a 
portion  of  which  ha, 5  alidad)  been  eons* t meted.  The  total  length  of 
the  canal  will  no.  exceed  11  miles.  About  6  miles  from  AlUppay 
and  3  miles  from  bhertala  h  ive  already  been  completed  :  there  are 
only  4  or  0  miles  m  the  middle  yet  to  be  done.  Altnough  the 
matter  has  been  agitated  upon  lor  the  last  15  years,  Government 
have  not  found  it  possible  to  finish  the  work. 

I  wish  to  speak  a  few  words  about  the  Alleppey  boat  basin. 
In  response  to  the  request  made  by  the  commercial  classes  in  Allep¬ 
pey,  Government  were  pleased  to  agree  to  construct  a  boat  basin  at  a 
cost  of  Rs.  15,0.0.  The  work  was  stop;  ed  half-way.  and  I  under¬ 
stand  that,  unless  it  is  taken  up  immediately  mid  completed,  the 
whole  of  the  money  spent  already  would  be  an  absolute  waste. 
I  hope  the  Government  wifi  look  into  the  matter  and  do  the  need¬ 
ful  immediately. 

With  these  words  I  oppose  the  Demand. 

Mrs.  Aberanam  Gnanasikamony  (Nominated):  Sir, 
while  supporting  the  Demand  I  have  to  make  an  appeal  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  for  their  kind  consideration  and  favourable  disposal. 

My  first  point  is  rega 'ding  a  road  which  branches  off  from  the 
Trivjndrum-Cape  ro  .d  near  a  p'ace  called  P.-iramarthalingapuram, 
goes  southward  to  Thamarakuiam  and  joins  the  Kovalam-Manakudi 
road.  The  road  was  constructed  by  the  villagers  themselves  with 
ihe  consent  of  the  Government,  by  widening  the  left  bank  of  the 
Kottayadi  Channel ;  and  the  people  have  spent  up  011  it  Rs.  1,30)  in 
addition  to  their  own  manual  labour-  {.It  this  stye,  the  President 
look  the  Chair.)  Mr.  Krishna  Aiyangar,  the  then  Execu'ive  Engi¬ 
neer,  declared  the  road  open  and  promised  that  the  Government 
■would  soon  be  metalling  it  for  the  people.  Metalling  was  begun 
and  was  done  for  about  £  miles.  Nohing  further  was  done,  and 
the  road  is  now  in  a  deplorable  condition.  During  rainy  season  big 
breaches  occur,  and  the  road  is  dangerous  even  for  pedestrian 
especially  at  night.  I  therefore  appeal  to  the  Government  to 
arrange  for  the  metalling  of  the  road  as  early  as  possible. 

There  is  another  road  branching  from  this  road,  which  passes 
through  Chanthayadi,  Eachanvilai  and  other  villages  and  then  joins 
the  Kottaram-Agastiswaram  road  which  requires  the  attention  of 
the  Government.  This  road  was  sanctioned  :.0  years  ago  in  the 
days  of  His  Highness  the  late  Sri  Mulam  Tirana!  Maharaja.  I  am 
glad  to  find  that  our  appeals  made  here  are  being  heard  by  the 
Government  and  acted  upon.  This  timejlast  year  an  appeal  was 
made  here  regarding  the  Kovalam-Manakudi  rood  Steps  were 
immediately  taken,  and  we  now  find  that  the  road  is  in  a  much 
better  condition  than  it  was.  1  was  fhere  last  week  and  I  found 
it  in  a  much  better  condition  thin  it  used  to  be  some  time  back, 
although  I  cannot  say  that  full  justice  has  been  done  to  it. 
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Sir,  being  encouraged  by  such  kindness  at  the  hands  of  the 
Government,  I  appeal  to  them  to  bestow  their  early  attention  to  the 
two  roads  I  have  already  mentioned. 

Even  in  the  main  road,  the  Trivandrnm-Cape  road,  some  parts 
near  small  bridges  are  very  narrow,  too  narrow  for  two  vehicles  to 
cross  each  other  ;  and  one  vehicle  has  to  stop  at  the  other  side  in 
order  to  give  room  for  the  other  to  pass  on. 

A  few  days  ago  an  accident  was  about  to  take  place  in  one  of 
these  places.  The  frightened  bullocks  of  a  cart  were  about  to  jump 
over  the  bridge  as  it  were  and  the  poor  cart  driver  was  in  such  a 
panic  that  he  jumped  from  his  cart.  No  one  can  imagine  the  state 
of  mind  of  the  poor  cart  driver  at  that  time.  Fortunately  nothing 
had  happened.  When  [  happened  to  see  that,  I  thought  I  must 
represent  it  to  the  Chief  Engineer  here  I  think  the  Chief  Engine¬ 
er  will  be,  kind  enough  to  do  the  needful  for  my  constituency. 
With  these  words  I  support  the  demand- 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Sir,  l  regret,  I 
have  to  oppose  the  demand.  I  am  doing  it  with  a  view  to  point  out 
certain  necessary  roads  that  arc  required  for  Nedumaugad.  I  have 
brought  it  to  the  attention  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  the  other 
authorities,  times  without  number,  but  that  has  not  been  properly 
attended  to.  Interpellations  have  been  sent  and  curiously  some  of 
them  have  been  disallowed.  I  have  spoken  to  the  Chief  Engineer 
in  person.  The  people  of  certain  localities  have  petitioned  to  Gov¬ 
ernment  stating  that  they  are  prepared  to  give  the  requisite  land 
free  to  Government  and  i  am  told  that  estimates  have  been  sane- 
tioned  ouce.  I  refer  to  the  road  that  was  proposed  to  be  constructed 
between  Aruvikara  and  Vellanad  Also  I  have  pointedly  drawn 
the  attention  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  I  am  told  that  the  people 
of  the  locality  have  petitioned  the  Government  also,  in  regard  to 
the  necessity  of  opening  a  road  between  Peyyad  and  Trivandrum. 
That  road  would  increase  the  traffic  to  Trivandrum  and  enable  the 
raw-materials  from  Nednmangad  to  be  brought  to  Trivandrum  in  a 
shorter  time.  But  all  the  same,  1  am  in  absolute  sympathy  with 
the  unfortunate  Chief  Engineer  because  he  is  helpless  in  the  matter. 
He  can  only  ask  for  sufficient  money  but  it  is  for  the  Government 
to  sanction  it.  I  heard  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Sultan  Muhia- 
dheen  in  his  maiden  speech  stating  that  the  Chief  Engineer  has  not 
o-ranted  any  roads.  I  ask  where  is  the  Chief  Engineer  to  go  for 
funds.  For  a  big  State  like  Travaucore,  the  provision  for  next 
year  is  Rs.  17,0 JO  for  the  construction  of  new  roads.  Last  year 
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the  provision  was  Rs.  72,000.  Think  of  the  difference.  Sir,  when 
for  the  branch  of  the  A.  P.  I.  a  sum  of  Its.  24,000  i.s  bung  mven 
annually.  ” 

President  ;  Order/orda'.  The  member  will  kindly  be 
relevant. 

Mr.  Nadu  man  gad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Sir,  there  is  no 
point,  in  blaming  t‘m  Chief  Engineer.  If  yon  give  him  sufficient 
materials  and  sufficient  money  and  then  ask  him'to  give  new  roads 
and  if  he  is  indifferent  there  is  some  point  in  blaming  him.  All 
the  same,  hailing  from  a  taluk  where  roads  are  absolutely  necessary 
when  other  members  go  in  with  applications  for  new  roads  to  the 
helpless  Chief  Engineer  who  has  been  given  only  Rs.  17,000. 1  also 
feel  constrained  to  mike  a  similar  demand :  Sir,  pointed  references 
was  made  yesterday  with  regard  to  certain  irregularities  in  calling 
for  tenders  and  alteriuvive  designs.  To  me  it  is  a  sealed  book  and 
I  should  like  to  know  the  specific  cases  which  could  be  stated 
against  the  Chief  Engineer.  Of  course,  if  ha  has  dune  anything 
irregular  he  has  to  be  dealt  with,  I  am  just  pointing  out  that  there 
is  no  meaning  in  making  an  attack  on  the  Chief  Engineer  or  point¬ 
ing  out  to  the  Chief  Engineer  that  he  should  provi  le  us 
with  new  roads  without  giving  him  sufficient  funds  for  the 
purpose.  Give  him  sufficient  funis  and  if  lie  is  found  to  be 
indifferent  afterwards  there  is  some  meaning  in  launching  an  attack 
against  him.  Last  year  in  the  P.  vV-  D.  Budget  we  found  that  an 
amount  of  Rs.  32,07,700  had  been  sp.mt.  There  has  been  a  hue 
and  cry  for  new  roads,  for  the  maintenance  of  roa  Is  and  for  in¬ 
creased  means  of  communications  throughout  the  State.  In  spite 
of  tint  the  provision  that  is  mads  for  next  year  is  Rs.  31  odd  lakhs, 
an  amount  less  than  what  1ms  been  spent  in  the  previous  year.  As 
I  said,  the  provision  for  constructing  new  roads  next  year  is  Rs, 
17,0  ,0  against  the  provision  of  lis.  72,000  in  the  previous  year. 

Mr- Q.  Narayana  Aiyar :  May  I  inform  the  honourable 
member  that  this  amount  of  Rs.  17,000  includes  the  cost  of  metal¬ 
ling  the  roads  also  ? 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  That  only  makes 
the  position  of  the  Chief  Engineer  much  more  helpless. 

Mr.  K.  R,  Elankath  ;  Sir,  I  oppose  the  demand  mainly 
on  two  grounds;  firstly,  to  criticise  the  general  policy  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  in  alloting  funds  for  the  various  items  which  gj  to  make  the 
demand  and  secondly,  to  criticise  the  way  in  which  these  funds  are 
distribu  ,ed  to  the  various  localities.  I  shall  not  narrate  here,  as  so 
many  honourable  members  have  narrated  the  local  needs  one  by  one 
because  I  know  that  they7  will  not  be  taken  care  of  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  as  they  deserve.  He  may  jot  them  down  before  our  eyes, 
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and  throw  the  paper  into  the  waste  paper  basket  on  his  way  out  o£  the 
Hall  or  in  his  office.  He  may  make  jocular  remarks  to  his  neigh¬ 
bour,  So  I  do  not  think  much  use  will  come  out  of  it.  I  shall 
only  say  that  in  the  general  distribution  of  funds  Government 
shou'd  adopt  some  definite  policy.  Year  after  year  what  you  find 
in  the  distribution  of  funds  is  that  for  various  items — buildings, 
communications,  miscellaneous  expenditure  etc., — amounts  equal  "to 
those  sanctioned  in  the  previous  year  are  brought  forward,  and 
passed  in  this  House.  Now  I  very  much  doubt  whether  these 
demauds  have  been  specifically  and  carefully  brought  before  the 
Department  by  the  people  who  arc  responsible  for  giving  these 
figures. 

Sir,  coming  to  the  actual  figures  that  are  before  us,  out  of  the 
total  allotment  of  Es.  48,45,136  for  the  Public  Works  Department 
we  find  that  a  major  portion  of  it  goes  by  way  of  salaries  to  the 
officers.  It  is  a  very  top  heavy  department,  especially  when  we 
find  that  these  officers  have  practically  not  much  of  the  work  that 
they  were  having  before  when  much  less  was  spent  on  the  salaries 
of  officers.  Government  do  not  see  their  way  to  curtail  the  expen- 
diture  in  that  direction.  Even  in  the  distribution  of  funds  for 
various  items  we  find  a  sum  of  Es.  1,02,900  allotted  for  -  small  re¬ 
pairs,  small  sheds  and  works  like  that.  Generally  what  we  find  in 
the  case  of  these  maintenance  works  is  that  they  come  under  Gov¬ 
ernment  buildings,  and  I  do  not  find  that  this  amount  is  actually 
spent  in  repairing  or  maintaing  the  buildings.  It  is  in  the  interests 
of  each  Department  to  see  that  the  demand  does  not  diminish 
whether  there  is  real  necessity  for  the  funds  for  improvement  of 
buildings  or  for  repairs  or  not.  That  is  because  the  head  of  each 
Department  fears  that  if  he  does  not  ask  for  an  amount  nearing  the 
amount  which  was  demanded  in  the  previous  year,  it  may  affect 
him  in  the  future.  On  that  pretext  even  if  a  building  does  not 
require  Its.  200  or  300  for  repairs  but  requires  only  white- washing, 
the  previous  year’s  demand  is  demanded  and  it  is  wasted  practically. 
Whether  it  goes  to  the  Department  or  to  the  contractors  we  do  not 
know.  There  are  leakages  in  regard  to  that. 

Coming  to  communications  many  of  my  honourable  friends 
referred  to  the  absolute  inadequacy  of  the  grant  which  is  being 
asked  for.  We  do  not  grudge  to  allow  any  amount  for  communi¬ 
cations.  But  the  question  is  where  Government  can  find  funds  for 
them.  It  is  for  the  Government  to  cut  down  under  so  many  items 
the  wasteful  expenditure  and  provide  for  the  actual  needs  of  the 
people,  not  only  in  maintaining  the  works  already  in  existence  but 
in  opening  new  roads  which  are  the  only  sources  of  developing 
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rural  areas.  _  I  fmd  that  only  a  sura  of  Rs.  2,07,700  is  allotted  for 
communications  and  out  of  this  amount  not  even  Ks.  10,000 
goes  for  opening^  of  new  roads.  What  I  find  is  only  Its.  o’000 
because  as  Mr.  Narayana  Aiyar  pointed  out  that  item  includes  the 
cost  of  metalling  of  existing  roads.  I  wonder  how  Mr.  Kesavan 
Nair  said  that  Rs.  1 7,000  has  been  allotted  for  new  roads.  This  is 
a  very  sad  feature  indeed. 

Another  important  need  of  the  villages  is  facility  for  getting 
good  drinking  water.  In  regard  to  this  I  find  absolutely  no  provi¬ 
sion  made  for  certain  areas  which  practically  need  all  the  help. 
Although  nearly  Its.  5,000  is  allotted  on  the  whole  for  Travancore 
what  I  find  is  that  a  magnificent  sum  of  Rs.  100  is  provided  for 
digging  a  well  in  Aloor  Pakuthy.  What  is  the  use  of  talking  of 
big  schemes  for  big  boons  to  the  masses  when  only  Rs.  100  out  of 
an  allotment  of  Rs.  40  lakhs  and  .more  is  provided  for  giving  good 
drinking  water  to  the  villagers. 

Another  thing  to  which  I  wish  to  make  reference  is  irrigation 
which  is  the  main  source  on  which  the  cultivators  and  ryots  of 
South  Travancore  depend  for  their  very  existence.  Hiis  has  been 
pressed  on  the  attention  of  this  House  often  times  as  each  session 
passes  on  and  practically  no  corresponding  result  has  come  out  of 
it.  We  do  realise  that  Government  have  been  finding  ways  and 
means  to  investigate  how  the  water  supply  of  Kodayar  could  be 
augmented,  whether  supplementary  reservoirs  could  be  taken  up, 
whether  all  the  tanks  could  be  restored  and  all  that,  but  when  we 
come  to  practical  problems  wbat  is  it  that  we  have  got  after  insis¬ 
tent  prayers  to  Government  ? 

Not  very  much.  I  am  glad  to  find  at  least  some  provision  for 
the  restoration  of  a  dozen  tanks  in  Nanjanad  .and  Edanad  in  this 
year’s  budget.  That  is  practically  a  very  meagre  provision  when 
we  look  to  the  present  condition  of  the  ryots  of  that  area.  .  The 
Head  of  tha  administration  and  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  of 
Travancore  have  visited  those ‘areas  to  the  great  relief  of  the  ryots 
and  they  were  anxiously  waiting  to  get  a  big  boon.  Although  they 
have  got  something  in  that  direction,  that  is  not  adequate  to  our 
expectations  when  considering  that  those  places  contribute  much 
to  Government  by  way  of  taxation.  It  is  known  to  all  that  taxa¬ 
tion  is  very  heavy  in  Nanjanad  when  compared  to  the  Kuttanad 
area.  The  taxation  comes  to  more  than  lls.  22  per  head  and  that 
amount  is  paid 'excluding  the  water  cess  for  getting  no  water  at  all. 
That  is  the  position  of  the  ryots  in  North  Travancore.  W  e  expec¬ 
ted.  to  get  some  substantial  help  from  Government,  but  we  have 
been  disappointed.

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More  than  three-quarters  of  the  total  receipts  from  tolls  is  rea¬ 
lised  from  South  Travaneore.  There  are  very  many  toll  gates  belong¬ 
ing  to  Government  as  well  as  others  and  Government  are  not  jus¬ 
tified  in  realisms  very  big  amounts  by  way  of  tolls  from  the  ryots 
of  South  Travaneore.  It  is  true  that  for  building  bridges  amounts 
have  been  spent  from  wpital  accounts,  and  tax  should  be  levied 
on  cars  that  make  use  of  the  road.  The  principle  is  all  good.  I 
do  not  know  how  the  Government  are  justified  iti  establishing 
more  than  a  dozen  tolls  in  and  round  the  Monday  Market,  There 
are  no  bridges  anywhere  near  that  place.  There  are  no  roads 
which  could  consume  a  great  item  of  the  expenditure  for  main- 
fuming  them.  Imagine  a  person  who  has  to  take  a  patient  from 
Erauiel  to  Neyyoor,  that  is,  half  a  mile  to  the  Salvation  Army 
hospital.  He  has  to  pay  a  toll.  If  he  has  to  take  bis  agricultural 
products  to  the  market,  he  has  to  pay  a  toll.  If  he  has  to  take 
manure  to  some  place,  he  has  to  pay  some  toll.  In  every  way  he 
has  to  pay  tolls.  Where  is  money  for  the  poor  cultivator  to  pay 
as  toll  on  very  many  ways.  Practically  the  maximum  amount  got 
by  way  of  tolls  is  only  six  lakhs  of  rupees.  The  major  portion  of 
this  amount  comes  from  the  poor  agriculturists.  Now  I  ask  Gov¬ 
ernment  whether  they  arc  justified  in  realising  such  a  large  sum  by 
way  of  tolls  and  that  from  the  agriculturists  in  South  Travaneore. 

President :  The  honourable  member  will  please  abbreviate 
his  remarks  because  there  are  two  other  members  who  want 
to  speak  on  this  demand. 

Mr-  K.  R.  Elankath  :  Therefore  I  suggest  that  even  if 
the  Government  were  to  make  a  small  adjustment  out  of  the  six 
lakhs  received  by  way  of  tolls,  it  will  relieve  the  agriculturists  to 
some  extent.  There  is  no  objection  in  increasing  the  registration 
fee,  even  if  it  is  doubled,  six  iaklis  of  rupees  will  not  have  to  be 
given  up.  A  sum  equal  to  Rs.  2  lakhs  may  be  realised  by  way  of 
this  fee..  Therefore  by  receiving*  such  an  amount  the  Government 
will  not  be  a  loser-  Under  these  circumstances  the  abolishment  of 
toll-gates  should  immediately  receive  the  attention  of  Government. 

I  also  request  that  ample  provision  may  be  made  for  irrigation  and 
other  works, 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  Sir,  North  Travaneore  is  a  place  which 
has  onb7  very  few  roads  and  it  will  take  a  long  time  for  Govern¬ 
ment  to ’supply  that  part  of  the  country  with  adequate  number  of 
roads.  It  appears  that  the  Chief  Engineer  is  not  wanted  by  certain 
people  but  I  would  be  glad  if  he  were  to  be  interned  in  my  oonsti- 
:nenoy,  so  that  he  might  have  better  opportunity  to  know  the 
paucity  and  poor  condition  of  roads  there. 
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I  would  make  three  requests  of  him.  He  should  take  up  the 
roads  that  were  constructed  by  the  ryots  themselves  aud  make 
them  car  table  by  giving  them  finishing  touches  as  early  as  possible. 
Some  culverts  may  have  to  be  made  in  some  cases.  He  should  at. 
tend  to  the  construction  of  the  roads  for  which  Government  had 
sanctioned  money,  but  the  construction  was  not  begun  or  had  not 
progressed  satisfactorily  for  some  reason  or  other.  The  Chief  En¬ 
gineer  should  construct  new  roads  also  at  least  these  that  are  im¬ 
portant. 

I  will  make  mention  of  a  few  roads  of  that  type,  not  as  the 
sum  total  of  my  demand,  but  as  instances.  The  first  road  is  from 
Puthenkui'isu  to  Puthen  Chungmn.  That  road  when  constructed 
will  become  an  important  link  connecting  the  Cochin  Harbour. 
Another  road  is  from  Piravom  to  Peruvumva/hi  passing  through 
Ramamangalam.  That  is  now  being  maintained  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  That  road  has  to  be  improved,  although  there  is  an  annual 
show  of  improvement.  Another  road  is  one  proceeding  from  An- 
karnali  to  Manjali,  It  appears  the  attention  of  Government  and 
the  Chief  Engineer  are  concentrated  on  towns.  I  am  nut  saying 
that  towns  should  be  neglected.  But  the  rural  pares  should  also  be 
considered.  There  is  no  objection  to  the  face  being  shaved,  the 
head  being  combed  and  scent  being  applied  to  it.  But  some  san¬ 
dals  have  to  be  provided  by  way  of  protection  to  the  acting  feet 
and  some  soothing  balm  applied  to  the  sore  soles.  Otherwise  the 
head  cannot  stand.  I  do  not  know  whether  the  Chief  Engineer  is 
being  prosecuted  by  the  Government  asking  him  to  make  bricks 
without  supplying  him  with  stores  as  the  Israelites  of  old  in  Egypt. 
But  whatever  that  be,  I  request  Government  and  the  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer,  again  and  again  ,  that  North  Travancore  may  be  supplied 
with  more  and  more  roads  until  aeroplanes  have  become  the  fashion 
of  the  day  in  Travaucore. 

Mr.  James  Fletcher  :  Sir,  I  would  like  to  draw  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  Government  to  the  unsatisfactory  way  in  which  repairs  are 
now  carried  out  in  the  case  of  irrigation  tanks.  Certainly  a  sum  of 
money  is  budgetted  for  improving  the  irrigation  tanks.  But  that 
is  not  adequate.  What  is  being  done  at  present  is  that  the  contrac¬ 
tors  take  the  silt  to  the  b.d  of  those  tanks  and  leave  it  there,  so 
much  so,  when  the  next  rain  comes  ail  that  goes  to  the  tank.  All 
that  is  collected  from  the  tank  goes  back  to  tne  tank,  therefore 
the  money  spent  on  it  becomes  useless. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath  :  May  I  know  whether  the  silt  docs 
not  spoil  the  road  also  ? 
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Mr.  James  Fletcher :  Yee.  My  point  is  not  with  refer- 
enca  to  the  roads.  My  point  is  with  reference  to  the  money  wasted 
on  the  work  which  in  turn  becomes  useless.  Therefore  I  would 
suggest  that  the  Chief  Engineer  when  he  gives  contract  for  tank 
repairs  should  make  it  a  condition  that  the  silt  taken  from  the  bed 
of  the  tank  is  placed  in  such  a  position  as  would  not  come  back  to 
the  bed  of  the  tank  during  the  rains.  He  should  make  some  such 
provision  in  the  contract  so  that  the  silt  taken  away  from  the  tanks 
Lv  not  come  back  to  them,  thereby  enabling  the  tanks  to  hold  as 


may  not  come  back 
much  quantity  of  wa 

Another  point  is  that  in  repairing  these  tanks  before  the  final 
bill  is  given,  the  contractor  should  satisfy  the  officers  concerned 
that  the  work  has  been  done  to  their  entire  satisfaction.  In  addi¬ 
tion  it  should  be  noted  whether  he  has  fulfilled  the  provisions  of 
the  contract  entered  into  by  him.  I  am  informed  that  very  often 
work  is  done  in  such  shabby  way  that  the  money  spent  on  that 
purpose  becomes  a  waste.  Everybody  has  to  realise  that  money  is 
very  sacred  became  it  has  to  be  repaid  in  the  form  of  tax  ;  it  has 
to  be  so  spent  as  to  make  the  ryot  fit  for  paying  back  the  money  m 
the  form  of  tax.  Therefore  every  pie  spent  for  this  purpose 
should  be  utilised  in  the  best  way  possible. 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  Truscott  {Chief  Engineer)  <  Sir,  so  many 
points  have  been  raised  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  that,  i  am 
afraid  I  shall  not  have  time  to  refer  to  them  all  m  the  time  at  my 
disposal  ;  but  I  will  do  my  best  to  reply  to  as  many  of  the  impor¬ 
tant  points  raised  as  I  can.  Many  of  the  questions  as  usual  relate 
to  roads.  Such  demands  as  you  are  well  aware  are  made  on  every 
occasion  of  the  budget  debate.  One  honourable  member  lsaid  that 
we  have  only  Rs.  17,000  under  ‘new  works  for  the  construction 
of  new  roads.  That  is  so-  But  there  ffl  an  allotment  o 
Rs.  2,60,700  under  “  communications— works  in  progress, 
continuing  such  works,  that  have  been  started  m  PreJ'°u®  y®“s‘ 
That  amount  should  be  added  to  this  Rs.  17,000  to  get 
view  of  the  funds  we  expect  to  expend  on  construction  o 
during  the  next  year.  I  am  sorry  we  have  not  sufficient  tun 
allotted  to  supply  the  needs  mentioned  by  the  honourable  mem¬ 
bers. 

Mr.  Godavarma  Raja  said  that  a  committee  shou  d  e  aPP9P 
ed  to  prepare  a  list  of  roads  and  bridges  to  be  constructed  m  jra- 
vancore.  There  was  such  a  committee  once  and  we  na  e 
roads  and  bridges  prepared  by  that  committee  ;  but  ^hattlMtcom- 
mittee  did  not  do  was  to  indicate  any  priority  m  wmon 
struction  should  take  place.  I  do  not  know  how  many  years 
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would  take  for  Government  to  work  out  that  list,  but  it  would 
entail  an  expenditure  of  many  lakhs  of  rupees,  for  I  have  already 
sanctioned  estimates  amounting  to,  I  believe,  ten  lakhs  of  rupees 
pending  construction  when  funds  become  available-  It  is  not 
possible  for  Government  to  make  any  discrimination  between  the 
importance  of  several  roads  in  certain  parts  of  Travancore  to  enable 
them  to  prepare,  a  priority  list.  Therefore  I  would  repeat  the  plea 
I  made  last  year  in  connection  with  this  and,  that  is,  that  the  members 
of  the  several  parties  in  the  House  should  give  a  list  of  really  urgent 
roads  to  their  leader  and  then  decide  among  th-mselves  the-  order 
in  which  the  construction  should  be  taken  up.  If  such  a  list  is 
prepared  Government  will,  I  am  sure,  allot  funds  specially  for  that 
purpose  ;  and  once  the  urgent  needs  are  known,  they  are  prepared 
to  make  a  3  or  5  year  plan  so  that  the  needs  of  the  inhabitants  can 
be  taken  care  of.  I  would  commend  that  proposal  to  the  members 
of  this  House  and  ask  them  to  consider  seriously  my  proposal  and 
carry  it  into  practical  shape. 

Mr  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  raised  the  point  that  con¬ 
tracts  are  given  outside  the  State.  It  was  also  stated  by  him  that 
alternative  tenders  are  invited  in  certain  works. 

He  said  that  it  .was  a  novel  procedure  instituted  by  me.  I 
fully  explained  to  this  House  m  the  budget  debate  of  111-,  that  it 
was  not  a  novel  procedure  although  Mr.  kottur  hunjuknshna 
Pillai  would  still  have  it  that  it  is  so.  _  It  is  ft  procedure  followed 
right  throughout  the  P.  W.  D.  in  British  Ind.a  and  it  was  m  force 
irf  this  department  a  long  time  before  I  came  to  Travancore.  For 
example  amongst  others  the  Alleppey  Pier ,  the  Punalur  Suspem 
sfoTbridge,  the  Neendakara  bridge  and  the  Nenamangalam  Jmdge 
were  carried  out  by  outside  contractors  on  their  designs  some  direct 
and  some  alternative  before  my  advent  The  sys ten  with  regard 
to  calling  tenders  for  important  contracts  is  that  the  P.  W.  Depart¬

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Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  ( Quilon  cum  Run- 
naitur )  :  May  I  know  whether  the  Chief  Engineer  under  this 
system  is  enabled  by  choosing  a  particular  design  from  a  particular 
contractor  to  give  him  also  the  bonefit  of  the  rates  that  he  quotes 
without  competition  ? 

Mr.  Q.  B.  E.  Truscott :  It  might  be  possible  if  he  wished; 
it  has  not  occurred  to  me.  But  I  would  say  that  all  the  designs 
are  considered  and  if  som-:  one  can  give  us  something  as  good  at  a 
cheaper  rate  by  using  some  other  methods  of  his  own,  I  would  re¬ 
commend  Government  to  accept  that  offer. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Piilai :  May  I  know 
whether  any  opportunity  is  given  to  others  after  the  Government 
accepts  a  particular  design  to  tender  and  compete  ? 

Mr.  Q.  B.  E.  Truscott  :  Not  on  the  contractor’s  design- 
All  contractors  tender  o'n  the  departmental  design,  they  are 
not  asked  to  tender  on  the  alternative  design  submitted  by  a  con¬ 
tractor  which  is  his  own  property,  ft  is  not  always  the  alterna¬ 
tive  design  is  adopted,  as  for  instance,  the  A.lwaye  bridge  is' that  of 
the  department. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  the  Alwaye  bridge,  the  Kannalipalam  and  the 
Jagadhi  bridge  were  all  done  like  this  by  inviting  alternative 
tenders  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  Truscott  ;  I  was  saying  that  the  design  of 
the  Alwaye  bridge  was  that  of  the  department,  and  the  others 
Were  by  alternative  designs  submitted  by  the  contractors.  It  was 
also  suggested  by  the  honourable  member  that  bridges  should  be 
constructed  departmentally.  Tile  Chengammr  bridge  which  was 
constructed  departmentally  cost  Us.  980  per  foot  run  and  the 
Mavattupuzha  bridge  cost  a  bit  less,  whereas,  the  cost  of  the  Neria- 
mangalam  bridge  is  Rs.  570  a  foot  run  ;  and  the  Alwaye  bridge  is 
estimated  to  cost  much  less. 

'■  ■  The  honourable  member  said  that  cement  and  steel  have  been 
purchased  in  greater  quantities  since  my  advent.  That  is  not  a 
fact.  The  quantities  of  cement  that  we  have  imported  yearly  for 
the  P.  W.  D.  for  the  past  ten  years  is  about  the  same  although 
more  -bridges  have  been  constructed  lately  than  formerly.  I  may 
also  point'out  to  the  honourable  member  that  the  use  of  cement  and 
steel  is  not  a  new  thing  in  Travancore.  Mr.  Bastow,  I  believe, 
built  the  first  reinforced  concrete  bridge  in  South  India.  I  am  re¬ 
ferring  to  the  Periyar  bridge  which,  in  spite  of  larger  bridges 
having  been  built  sines,  is  one  th'tt  any  one  in  Travancore  may 
Stilt  justly  be  proud  of,  •_  .... 
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Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  has  another  complaint  regarding  the 
lodging  of  earnest  money  which  he  also  wishes  to  criticise.  The 
fact  is  that  a  certain  contractor  submitted  a  tender  to  a  certain 
officer  and  asked  that  the  earnest  money  to  be  deposited  should  be 
deducted  from  moneys  due  to  him  by  Government.  This  was,  on 
reference  to  me,  refused. 

Mr.  Muhamed  Ismail  made  special  mention  of  the  repairs  of  a 
particular  road.  If  the  member  means  the  road  connecting  Pon- 
kunnam — Lalom  with  Kanjirapnlly  Erattnpetta  road,  I  would  say 
the  people  in  the  locality  have  constructed  that  road  and  we  are 
proposing  now  to  take  that  over  through  the  lie  venue  Department. 

Mention  was  made  by  one  honourable  member  about  certain 
ryots’ roads.  The  rules  are  that  the  roads  should  be  opened  to  a 
breadth  of  22  ft.  and  all  earth  work  to  be  done  by  the  ryots  after 
that,  the  Land  Revenue  Department  takes  over  the  land  and  hands 
it  over  to  the  department  for  improvement  and  maintenance.  In 
no  case  is  this  ever  refused  and  we  help  the  ryots  by  laying  out  the 
line  and  giving  whatever  advice  they  require  when  asked  to  do  so. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath  :  May  I  know  how  many  ryots’  roads 
there  are  which  have  been  completed  and  handed  over  to  the 
department  ? 

Mr.  G'.  B.  E.  Truscott :  I  have  not  any  idea  of  the  num¬ 
ber  of  roads  that  Mr.  Elankath  is  referring  to.  But  as  soon  as  the 
Land  Revenue  Department  takes  possession  of  the  lands  and 
hands  them  over  to  us,  the  department  takes  them  under  its 
management. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath:  May  I  know  what  the  member  has 
to  say  about  the  Neyyoor-Chembavinvila  road  ? 

Mr-  0.  B.  E  Truscott :  I  have  nothing  to  say  at  present 
about  it  as  I  am  unable  to  identify  the  particular  road. 

One  honourable  member  referred  to  the  JL  K.  road  between 
Mundakayam  and  Devicolam.  I  do  not  agree  with  the  honourable 
member  that  that  road  is  in  a  dangerous  condition.  I  have  been  up 
and  down  the  road  many  times.  It  would  be  nice  to  have  parapet 
along  the  roads. 

Mr.  T-  Mahomed  Ismail.  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  has  travelled  all  through  the  road  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  Truscott  Yes,  several  times.  I  agree  that 
it  would  add  to  the  feeling  of  safety  if  there  was  parapet  all 
through.  But  I  must  say  that  I  have  never  felt  nervous  whether 
I  was°being  driven  in  a  car  or  driving  myself. 
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Mr.  Thomas  referred  to  the  bridge  at  Palai.  An  estimate  has 
been  prepared  for  rebuilding-  that  bridge.  The  estimate  amounts  to 
Rs,  2,22,000  and  I  am  afraid  it  has  to  wait  execution  for  want  of 
funds. 

He  also  referred  to  the  fact  that  Government  schools  were  be¬ 
ing  held  in  rented  buildings.  This  is  a  matter  with  which  the  de¬ 
partment  is  not  directly  concerned.  But  I  must  say  that  it  would 
involve  very  heavy  expense  if  we  have  to  build  new  buildings 
everywhere  to  take  the  place  of  rented  buildings.  It  is  a  matter 
concerning  some  other  department  and  not  to  the  P.  W.  Depart¬ 
ment, 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  ( Thodupuzha  cum  MinacUl) :  I  did 
not  mean  that  the  P.  W.  D.  must  construct  buildings  for  the  hous¬ 
ing  of  schools.  I  have  no  objection  in  housing  them  in  rented 
buildings.  I  pointed  out  that  fact  to  show  that  it  is  all  the  more 
desirable  if  Government  spends  some  money  for  this  bridge  which 
is  very  necessary. 

Mr.  Q.  B.  E-  T ruscott :  I  am  sorry  I  did  not  understand 
the  honourable  member’s  point ;  but,  a  sum  of  Rs.  2,20,000  is 
rather  too  big  for  the  construction  of  this  bridge  to  be  considered 
at  present. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair:  May  I  know 
what  has  become  of  the  Vellanad-Aruvikara  road  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  Truscott  :  I  am  afraid  I  cannot  refer  to 
any  particular  road  now  as  I  have  not  the  information  with  me, 
My  time  is  very  limited. 

There  was  one  reference  to  Thaugapattanam  road. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  I  know  why 
the  Chief  Engineer  is  not  going  to  answer  my  question  ? 

Mr.  G-  B.  E.  Truscott;  I  cannot  answer  the  question  as 
I  am  not  now  in  possession  of  facts  regarding  ihe  road  that  the 
honourable  member  refers  to. 

President  ;  Order,  order.  For  the  purpose  of  future 
guidance,  and  in  order  to  avoid  contingencies  like  the  one  now 
happening,  I  would  suggest  that,  even  though  under  the  Rules 
appertaining  to  the  State  Council,  cut  motions  cannot  be  brought 
forward  in  the  same  manner  as  elsewhere,  some  kind  of  indication 
may  be  given  to  the  Secretaty  as  to  what  points  honourable  members 
Wfsh  to  speak  about,  so  that  Government  members  may  be  prepared 
to  answer  those  points  and  so  as  to  obviate  this  kind  of  discontent 
that  a  particular  point  which  one  honourable  member  has  very  much 
at  heart  has  been  missed  by  Government. 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  I  have  already 
sent  in  mi  interpellation  regurliiig  this  road  which  lia-  bn; 

admitted. 

President  :  The  fact  whether  mi  inter  pellmion  is  admitted 
or  not  docs  notarise.  I  am  referring  to  the  budget  procedure. 

I  will  give  you  four  minutes  more  due  te.  my  interruption. 

Mr.  Q.  B.  E.  Truscott:  I  have  never  refused  to  mower 
any  question  at  any  time;  if  I  have  the  information  or  material  at 
hand  to  do  so,  but  I  really  cannot  remember  riie  road  that  fin; 
honourable  member  has  referred  to.  Whan  th.i  interpellation  comes 
I  shall  be  only  too  glad  to  give  what  information  1  am  able. 

Mr.  Kadir  Blioy  urged  the  need  for  a  Pier  at  (,[uiIon.  Tiro  is 
being  considered.  I  have  submitted  a  report  to  Government 
regarding  its  construction  and  it  is  engaging  die  cutisiderapnn  of 
Government. 

Mr.  Korah  referred  to  the  need  of  a  T.  B,  at  Chang  liiaeheny. 
An  estimate  of  Its.  11,700  has  been  sanctioned  for  the  ixmstruction 
of  another  T.  B,  in  the  place  of  the  old  one,  but  is  awaiting  fmid-- 
for  its  construction. 

Another  honourable  member  referred  to  tlw  construe:  ion  of  a 
canal  from  Alleppey  to  Changtumchcrry.  It  wa.-  started,  but.  as 
the  land-owners  refused  to  give  up  their  lands,  Government  decided 
they  would  not  proceed  with  the  work.  Ail  alternative  of  a  com¬ 
bined  canal  and  road  has  been  decided  on,  Imt  I  cannot  say  when 
that  is  likely  to  be  started  as  the  amount  of  money  involved  is 
considerable. 

I  am  afraid  that  time  does  not  permit  me  to  refer  10  tile  oilier 
points  mentioned  by  the  various  honourable  members,  but  their 
remarks  will  be  noted.  But  before  concluding  I  must  say  that  1 
deprecate  the  personal  attacks  made  on  me  by  the  honourable 
members  of  this  House  who  saw  fit  to  do  so.

DEMAND  V — ELECTUIClT Y  AND  TELEPHONE. 

Mr.  K.  P.  Padmanabha  Menon  ( Eler/rinl  Emjia«cr)\ 
Sir,-!  move  fora  grant  of  lis.  32,11,054  under  Demand  V  Elcctri- 
city  and  Telephone. 

Mr.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar:  Sir,  I  oppose  the  demand;  Tim 
main  item  of  expenditure  in  the  operations  of  paddy.  cultivation  in 
Kuttinad  is  the  pumping  out  of  water  from  the  fields.  This  is 
being  done  now  by  means  of  pumps  worked  with  mechanical  power. 
The  average  cost  of  pumping  out  Watur  ranges  from  1  to  H  Us- 
in  kayal  reclamations  and  6  to  8  as.  on  kar.ipadoms.  Considering 

Vol  m  No,  4, 
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the  outturn  that  the  people  are  getting  from  these  lands  I  must  say 
that  the  amount  that  they  are  now  spending  for  the  purpose  of 
pumping  out  water  is  absolutely  out  of  proportion  to  the  yield  they 
get  from  the  land.  The  ryots  are  consoling  themselves  that  they 
will  be  able  to  have  the  work  of  pumping  done  much  cheaper  when 
the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Project  begins  operation.  So  they 
are  anxiously  waiting  for  the  current  from  the  Pallivasal  scheme. 
When  the  lines  began  to  be  constructed  it  was  said  that  the  line  was 
to  pass  through  the  kayal  area :  That  is,  that  the  line  between 
Kattaynm  and  Alleppey  was  to  pass  from  Pallom  to  Alleppev 
through  the  Vembanad  Reclamation  area-  Now  we  find  absolutely 
no  work  in  that  direction  and  tile  line  has  been  diverted  from  Pallonr 
through  Maveiikara,  Tiruvalla  and  so  on.  I  would  like  to  knon 
from  the  Electrical  Engineer  whether  he  has  a  scheme  in  mind  to 
see  that  we  are  served  with  the  current,  and  whether  they  are  going 
to  construct  a  line  through  the  Veinbanad  Reclamation  urea  so  that 
we  may  get  the  advantage  of  the  scheme.  Not  only  that,  on  the 
expectation  that  we  would  be  getting  power  for  utilising  for  this 
purpose,  we  arc  not  going  in  for  the  purchasing  of  new  engines  for 
pumping  out  water.  If  the  department  arc  not  going  to  give  us 
power,  we  have  to  go  in  for  crude  oil  engines  for  this  purpose. 

Sir,  I  have  been  reading  from  the  Hindu  or  some  other  paper 
very  lately  about  the  wo  derful  help  that  electric  power  would  give 
to  cultivators  in  the  matter  of  eradicating  pests  and  other  evils 
which  are  doing  great  havoc  to  the  paddy  cultivators.  We  tried 
ever  so  many  experiments  as  suggested  by  the  Agricultural  Depart¬ 
ment.  Tmyselfhada  very  bad  experience  last  year  by  adhering 
to  the  advice  given  by  the  Agricultural  Department  in  this  matter 
and  I  had  to  lo^se  crops  which  stood  on  my  25  acres  of  land. 
There  was  pest  in  the  crop.  The  experts  advised  me  to  use  paris 
green  to  destroy  the  pests.  I  obeyed  them  and  the  result  was  that 
I  had  to  lose  very  much.  We  are  very  anxious  that  the  Electrical 
Department  would  do  something  in  this  matter  of  eradicating  pestj 
from  the  paddy  lands.  With  these  words  I  oppose  the  demand. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the 
demand.  In  doing  so,  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Electri¬ 
cal  Engineer  to  certain  important  points  relating  to  the 
working  of  the  department.  I  am  specially  referring,  Sir,  to  the 
electric  supply  to  the  town  of  Trivandrum.  The  Administration 
Report  for  ill 2  would  show  that  in  spite  of  the  reduction  of  the 
cost  per  unit  of  electricity  from  6  as.  to  5  as.  the  income  of  the 
department  has  considerably  increased-  Sir,  with  your  permission 
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I  may  read  a  relevant  portion  from  the  proceedings  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  on  the  Administration  Report  oE  the  Department,  for  ills. 
It  reads  thus 

“It  is  noteworthy  that  in  spite  of  the  reduction  oi  .the  tariffs  from  6  as. 
to  5  as.  a  unit  for  domestic  consumers,  the  revenue  showed  a 
remarkable  increase.” 

Certainly,  Sir,  the  surplus  was  due  to  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  consumers  as  a  result  of  the  reduction  in  the  tariff  per 
unit  of  the  current.  To  the  best  of  any  information  I  find  that  the 
generating  cost  per  unit  of  electricity  is  1  anna.  Even  that  one  anna 
may  be  reduced  further  since  we  make  so  much  provision  for 
depreciation  charges.  However,  let  us  assume  it  is  one  anna.  Then 
I  ask,  Sir,  is  not  5  as.  per  unit,  an  exorbitant  rate  so  far  as  the 
consumers  are  concerned.  Are  there  not  other  States  which  give 
electricity  at  lesser  rates  ?  If  the  department  will  still  reduce  their 
tariff  rates  per  unit  to  4  as.  or  3  as.  they  could  get  more  consumers 
and  thereby  increase  the  revenue  to  a  considerable  extent.  That  is 
one  of  the  important  points  which  I  should  like  to  lay  stress  for 
the  information  of  the  Electrical  Engineer. 

Then,  Sir,  I  have  to  make  a  few  observations  in  the  matter  of 
providing  street  lights  in  the  town  of  Trivandrum.  Of  course 
nobody  would  deny  that  the  metropolis  needs  beautifying.  But  if 
the  Electrical  Department  so  think  they  can  improve  the  present 
system  of  lighting  to  the  better  advantage  of  the  people  and  the 
town  as  well  without  incurring  additional  expenses.  I  note,  Sir, 
that  there  are  about  36  miles  of  supply  line  for  the  town  of 
Trivandrum.  In  spite  of  this  36  miles  of  supply  line,  we  find  that 
a  number  of  streets  are  lighted  with  an  unnecessary  number  of 
light  points,  They  seem  to  crowd  in  certain  places  while  some 
other  roads  are  not  provided  with  any  light  at  all.  Therefore  if  the 
distribution  of  lights  were  discriminacely  done,  of  course  keeping 
in  view  the  amenities  of  the  public,  it  would  have  been  more  bene¬ 
ficial  to  the  people  as  well  as  to  the  town  itself.  Now,  Sir,  there 
are  certain  places  where  certain  houses  do  require  electric  connection. 
For  this,  posts  have  to  be  supplied  by  the  department,  on  the  road, 
’Nevertheless,  the  department  is  not  providing  those  roads  with 
lights.  I  know  there  are  cet  tain  places  in  the  town  itself,  for 
example  Vanchiyoor,  Kunnukuzhi,  Kannanmoola,  where  there  are 
posts  only  and  no  lights.  In  other  places  like  Thaikad  and  Yazhu- 
thakad,  lights  are  provided  very  lavishly  in  all  the  posts  which  are 
placed  unnecessarily  near  each  other.  I  urge  this  fact  for  the 
attention  of  the  department  so  that  all  the  residents  of  Trivandrum 
might  enjoy  the  benefits  that  are  sought  to  be  given  by  the  depart¬ 
ment. 
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Sir,  a  mart;  discriminatory  correspondence  with  the  local 
Municipality  regarding  the  supply  of  lights  should  engage  the 
attention  of  the  department  in  the  matter  of  giving  lights  to  the 
whole  town  of  Trivandrum  without  any  additional  cost.  I  would 
invite  the  attention  of  the  Electrical  Engineer  to  another  thing  also. 
That  is  regarding  service  connection.  I  understand  that  for  a 
distance  of  50  ft.  the  service  connection  is  given  free.  For  the 
remaining  distance  if  it  is  more  than  50  ft.  the  consumer  has  to 
give  ready  cash  Now  ordinarily  for  service  connections,  we  require 
an  investment  of  about  Us.  200,  at  any  rate,  not  less  than  Us.  200- 
And  there  might  he  a  number  of  persons  who  would  require  service 
connections  but  who  are  not  able  to  pay  the  amount  in  a  lump  sum. 
IE  the  department  allows  payment  by  instalments,  in  the  case  of 
such  persons  it  will  he  more  advantageous  to  the  consumer  and  the 
department  will  have  a  larger  number  of  consumers  as  well. 

Sir,  I  have  to  make  an  observation  on  one  other  point.  For 
connection  charges,  the  department  demands  5  11s.  But  in  other 
parts  of  India  the  connection  charges  arc  much  less.  The  Electrical 
Department  demand  5  Us.  for  testing  also.  Supposing  there  is  a 
disorder  which  might  be  repaired  by  taking  a  bulb  and  replacing  it; 
it  is  no  disorder  at.  all,  but  a  layman  does  not  know  how  to  take 
off  and  replace  a  bulb.  Supposing  there  is  such  a  demand  and  you 
call  for  the  help  of  a  man  from  the  department  for  the  purpose  of 
talcing  off  the  bulb  and  replacing  it,  then  you  are  required  to  pay 
Us.  5  as  testing  fees.  This  is  certainly  hard. 

The  i  louse  adjourned  for  lunch  at  1  p.  m.  and  reassembled 
at  2  p.  m. 

Sir,  I  was  pointin'/  out  the  necessity  of  providing  more  lights 
in  the  Town  of  Trivandrum.  1  suggested  a  method  by  which  more 
lights  could  be  provided  without  incurring  any  additional  expendi¬ 
ture.  I  was  at  the  point  of  slating  that  the  charge  that  was  levied 
by  the  Department  tor  testing  is  Us.  5  though  practically  not  much 
work  is  to  be  done  by  wav  of  examining  or  testing  the  light  that  is 
in  disorder.  '1  hat  difficulty  could  be  obviated  if  the  Department 
could  insist  on  making  periodical  examinations  free  of  charge.  Of 
course,  they  could  do  it  once  in  six  months  or  once  in  an  year.  If 
you  insist  on  the  charge  of  lis.  5  bemg  the  fee  for  testing  there  will 
be  the  possibility  of  many  consumers  not  letting  the  Department 
know  of  any  disorder  that  may  exist  for  fear  of  giving  Us.  5.  Con¬ 
sequently,  the  Electric  Installation  running  into  disorder  continues 
and  this  might  load  to  very  serious  accidents  and  dangers. 
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Another  suggestion  that  I  would  otter  to  the  Depanmen:  ;> 
the  abolition  of  the  charge  of  lie.  1  that  is  now  being  levied  bv  wav 
of  fuse  fee.  There  also,  if  a  wire  happens  to  go  out  of  ordi :.  n 
does  not  need  any  additional  expenditure.  It  requires  only  a  re- 
nlaeeinent  of  the  wire.  Nevertheless,  the  Department  levies  a  rupee 
from  the  private  consumers  with  the  result  that  the  pnvate  eotim- 
ners  are  often  tempted  to  seek  the  aid  of  private  electrician,  n, 

Se  of  the  fact  that  it  may  be  eventually  penal.  t  tins  f  useme  it 
feCis  also  reduced  I  would  assert  that  the  Department  would  be 
able  to  realise  greater  revenue. 

Sir,  another  very  important  pomt  I  would  bi.n  .  ‘  1  ;

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A  word  about  which  1  should  like  to  ihave  some  explanation 
from  the  Electrical  Engineer.  I  was  told  last  year,  when  1  ques¬ 
tioned — when  the  Administration  deport  of  the  Department  for  the 
last  year  was  given— that  one  major  Howard  and  Sgr.  Marcelo 
inspected  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme  and  gave  their 
opinion.  I  asked  the  Electrical  Engineer  and  he  said  that  some  sort 
of  remuneration  was  given  to  them.  It  is  my  information  that  the 
inspection  was  made  before  the  discovery  of  some  defects.  What 
was  the  remuneration  given  to  them  and  what  was  the  amount  paid 
to  the  Tunnel  Engineer  ?  1  am  not  saying  anything  about  the 

merits  of  these  matters  ;  they  are  mb  judice.  I  understand  that 
there  is  mi  inordinate  delay  in  the  enquiry  and  that  a  large  number 
of  files  in  the  Chief  Engineer’s  office  that  require  prompt  attention 
are  pending  disposal  because  these  files  are  elsewhere. 

President-  What  is  it?  The  honourable  member  will 
kindly  repeat. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  As  a  result  of  the 
enquiry  that  has  been  lodged  against  the  Russian  Engineer  a  num¬ 
ber  of  files  that  require  prompt  attention  at  the  hands  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  the  Engineering  Department  are  now  pending  else¬ 
where. 

President :  Order,  order.  Will  the  Chief  Engineer  enligh. 
ten  the  house  as  to  whether  this  is  a  fact  and  if  so  how  that  infor¬ 
mation  lias  leaked  out  F 

Mr.  0.  B.  E-  Truscott :  I  don’t  know  how  this  information 
has  leaked  out.  'Hie  honourable  member  has  stated  that  certain 
files  have  been  sent  to  the  Chief  Secretary  from  my  office,  ‘but  how 
ho  obtained  this  information  I  have  no  idea. 

President:  1  hope  the  Chief  Engineer  will  take  very  prompt- 
action  against  those  who  are  responsible  for  this. 

Mr.  0.  B.  E-  Truscott :  Yes.  Now  it  has  been  brought  to 
my  notice  that  some  information  has  leaked  out  but  the  fault  may 
not  lie  in  my  office.  Rut  I  will  certainly  do  my  best  to  find  out  if 
anyone  in  my  office  is  guilty. 

President :  I  hope  the  Chief  Engineer  will  take  prompt 
action  in  this  matter. 

I  do  not  blame  the  honourable  member  at  nil  because  it  is  open 
to  the  honourable  members  of  the  Legislature  to  obtain  infor¬ 
mation  from  any  source  and  to  impart  the  information  on  the  floor 
of  this  House  subject  to  the  Rules  of  the  debate.  It  is  absolutely 
clear  that  if  as  stated  by  the  honourable  member  certain  files  have 
crone  from  the  Chief  Engineer’s  office  or  any'  other  officejjlto  the 
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scntloman  who  is  making  the  enfjuiry  suid  on  that  ground  c.'.riuiu 
files  are  delayed,  those  are  matters  entirely  between  the  Government 
Department  and  the  enquiring  officer.  It  must  be  distinctly 
understood  that  Government  business  would  be  impossible  if  >nch 
information  were  to  come  out.  I  hope  the  honourable  members  of 
the  Legislature,  who  are  co-operating  with  the  Government  will  be 
the  first  to  realise  that  if  this  kind  of  thing  takes  place  it  is  quite 
easy  to  imagine  many  other  things  taking  place.  For  instance  it 
will  be  mentioned  here  that  a  certain  Assistant  Secretary  noted  up¬ 
on  a  file  in  a  certain  way  and  that  the  Chief  Secretary  sent  it  back 
with  another  note,  and  so  on  and  there  is  no  knowing  where  it  will 
stop.  Therefore  I  trust  the  official  members  will  see  to  it  Thai  no 
room  is  given  for  such  questions  or  information  being  debuted  mi 
the  floor  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillaj :  [wish  to  maw  -he 

pointed  attention  of  this  House  and  the  Electrical  Enginer#  to  one 
matter  only.  Sir,  some  time  ago,  the  Electrical  Engineer  mine  for¬ 
ward  with  a  supplementary  demand  to  train  up  one  of  his  assistants 
in  Hydro-Electric  work.  He  stated  at  that  time  that  it  was  abso¬ 
lutely  necessary,  and  that  the  demand  could  not  wait  till  the  usual 
budget  session  because  it  was  an  urgent  matter.  That  supplemen¬ 
tary  demand,  I  understand,  Sir,  was  debated  upon  and  in  spite  of 
the  opposition  to  the  demand  being  granted  on  account  of  the  want 
of  urgency  in  the  matter,  the  Electrical  Engineer  insisted  on  saying 
that  the  training  is  absolutely  necessary  and  that  it  could  not  wait. 
He  stated  that  he  will  not  be  able  to  discharge  the  work  without 
such  a  trained  man  and  therefore  the  demand  was  granted  by  the 
majority  of  the  House. 

Mr.  K.  P.  Padmanabha  Menon  :  Sir,  l  would  correct 
the  honourable  member.  I  think  it  was  not  made  during  the  supple 
mentary  grant.  The  demand  was  made  during  I  he  budget  session. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Piiiai :  Sir,  1  am  not  sure 
whether  it  was  during  the  regular  budget  session  or  nor.  So  far  as 
I  can  recollect  I  think  it  was  during  the  supplementary  grant.  1 

was  referring  to  Mr.  P.  Joseph  John  who  was  to  have  been... . 

I  think  the  Electrical  Engineer  will  refer  to  that  again,  because  I 
took  part  in  that  demand  and  opposed  it  on  the  specifie  ground  that, 
there  was  no  urgency  to  bring  that  as  a  supplementary  grant. 
Any  way,  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  lay  my  finger  on  that  just  now. 
I  definitely  remember  that  it  was  during  the  supplementary  demand 
that  this  question  was  brought  up.  Any  way,  I  now  find  that  that 
amount  has  not  been  utilised  and  that  officer  has  not  gone  for  train¬ 
ing.  When  Departmental  Heads  put  forward  demands  for  parti- 
ular  items,  I  think  they  will  be  considering  the  necessity  of  such

demands  and  if  there  is  no  absolute  necessity  they  will  not  put  it  on 
for  the  consideration  of  the  House  and  obtain  a  decision.  Having 
obtained  a  decision  without  paying  much  attention  to  that  the  whole 
matter  should  not  be  dropped.  That  is  not  quite  proper  or  fair  to 
the  House.  Is  it  the  contention  or  will  it  be  the  contention  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  that  that  training  was  round  to  be  unnecessary 
after  some  time,  or  is  it  the  contention  of  the  Chief  Engineer  that 
he  is  not  going  to  be  put  on  the  Hydro  Electric  works  and  that  he 
will  be  put  in  charge  of  the  thermal-stations  only  F 

Or,  has  he,  after  consideration,  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
is  not  necessary  to  train  him  up  ?  Sir,  it  is  not  my  concern  just 
now  whether  that  officer  is  trained  or  not.  What  I  want  to  point 
out  is  that  departmental  heads  should  not  be  allowed  to  come  for¬ 
ward  with  demands  before  they  investigate  into  the  matter  thorou¬ 
ghly  and  are  absolutely  satisfied  that  there  is  real  necessity  for  the 
demand.  Then  only  should  they  be  allowed  to  come  forward  to 
the  Legislature  and  get  its  decision  on  the  matter.  That  is  a  matter 
which  1  should  like  the  Electrical  Chief  Engineer  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  bear  in  mind. 

Another  point  which  has  been  debated  upon  in  this  House  and 
elsewhere  is  with  regard  to  what  is  called  the  high  rate  charged  for 
electricity  in  Quilon  and  Trivandrum,  and  the  huge  profits  that  the 
Department  is  making.  I  for  one  do  not  see  any  justification  for 
that  complaint.  On  the  one  hand  hon’ble  members  representing 
rural  constituencies  come  forward  and  say  that  large  sums  of  money 
are  being  spent  in  towns  while  the  rural  parts  are  not  given  even 
their  necessities.  That  being  so,  I  do  not  see  how  it  can  be  legiti¬ 
mately  complained  that  the  Government  are  getting  sufficient  remu¬ 
neration  for  the  amenities  that  they  supply  to  the  towns.  If  the 
Government  are  making  large  profits  it  is  with  a  view  to  see  that 
such  schemes  can  be  extended  and  improved  by  the  money  saved. 
Those  who  are  enjoying  amenities  must  legitimately'  be  prepared 
to  pay  for  it ;  and  it  is  not  fair  to  ask  the  rural  tax-payer  to 
contribute  to  any  extent  to  such  amenities  which  he  is  not  enjoying. 
Therefore  I  am  agahist  the  complaint' made  by  some  honourable 
members  against  the  department  making  sufficiently  good  profit  on 
the  electric  supply  service  in  towns. 

With  regard  to  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  works,  it  is  very 
gratifying  to"  find  that  the  work  will  come  into  force  by  next  year, 
and  I  hope  that  there  will  be  no  unforeseen  difficulty  ;  because,  I 
may  say  that  the  whole  country  is  watching  the  successful  fruition' 
of  this  work  with  very  great  concern.  I  hope  the  Electrical  (Shief 
Engineer  will  assure  us  that  there  will  be  no  avoidable  delay  in  the 
successful  working  of  this  great'  project  on  which  the  people  hope 
so  much. 
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President  :  Honourable  members  will  notice  that  there  are 
only  25  minutes  more  for  this  Demand.  Therefore,  I  shall  o-ive  5 
minutes  each  for  two  honourable  members.  ° 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath  :  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations  in 
supporting  this  Demand.  The  Electrical  Chief  Engineer  will  admit 
that,  in  propotion  to  the  increase  of  demand  and  supply,  the  cost 
will  be  reduced.  That  is  a  position  which  cannot  but  be  accepted, 
and  it  is  on  that  basis  that  we  expect  greater  increase  in  our  receipts 
under  Electricity.  Sir,  the  Budget  provides  for  an  additional  set 
of  generators.  As  regards  the  reduction  of  rates,  it  is  my  consi¬ 
dered  view  that  abnormal  reduction,  all  on  a  sudden  to  the  actual 
working  charges  cannot  be  commended  ;  because,  this  is  both  a  utili¬ 
tarian  as  well  as  a  commercial  concern  to  the  Government.  It 
ought  to  be  like  that.  Sir,  no  person  should  have  any  objection  to 
pay  for  electricity  what  he  has  actually  been  (spending  for  his  old  cil 
lamp.  Probably,  5  annas  per  unit  is  a  bit  too  high.  I  do  not  think 
there  will  be  any  difficulty  in  reducing  it  to  4  annas  although  it 
will  be  quite  possible  to  reduce  it  even  further  after  the  Pallivasai 
Scheme  begins  to  work.  Any  clamour  for  further  reduction  is 
against  principle  ;  because  the  rule  of  taxation  is  to  collect  as  much 
as  possible  from  the  rich  and  to  distribute  it  to  the  poor.  It  is  only 
the  well-to-do  man  that  will  afford  to  live  in  towns  either  on  busi¬ 
ness  or  in  Government  service  ;  and  it  is  only  the  towns  that  get 
electricity. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  May  I  know 
whether  reduction  in  the  rate  would  not  be  an  incentive  for  more 
people  to  take  electricity  so  that  the  income  of  the  department 
would  increase  ? 

Mr.  K.R.  Elankath:  I  can  understand  my  friend’s  argu¬ 
ment  if  electricity  is  supplied  to  rural  areas.  But  as  far  as  towns 
are  concerned,  almost  all  are  already  consuming  electricity  at  the 
present  rate  which  they  can  well  afford,  and  there  are  only  very  few 
who  cannot  afford  it. 

Mr.  INedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Will  not  such 
people  also  make  use  of  electricity  if  the  charges  are  reduced  ? 

Mr.  K.R.  Elankath  :  But  the  general  decrease  in  the  in¬ 
come  on  account  of  such  reduction  will  be  much  more  than  the 
increase  due  to  such  consumers.  That  is  ray  point. 

As  regards  the  deposit,  I  should  think  that  it  should  be  insis¬ 
ted  upon;  because  that  is  the  easiest  way  for  realising  arrears.  It  is 
not  wise  that  even  for  these  small  dues  we  provide  for  the  elaborate 
and  cumbrous  processes  of  the  Revenue  Recovery  Regulation. 
After  all,  Sir,  it  is  only  a  small  amount  that  the  consumer  has  to 

deposit.  . .  11  j'1;;" 

'  '  ’  Vol.”  XIl'no'.  4.  " 
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I  have  one  suggestion  to  make.  The  idea  now  is  to  extend 
the  Pallivasal  Scheme  up  to  Quilon,  so  that  what  we  have  now  to 
consider  is  the  case  o£  towns  and  rural  areas  further  south  of 
Quilon.  In  regard  to  that,  if  the  municipalities  can  well  afford  to 
have  their  own  installations  and  generating  equipments,  Govern¬ 
ment  should  sanction  such  proposals  from  municipalities;  and  in 
other  cases  Government  should  advance  loans  to  the  municipalities 
and  ask  them  to  supply  electricity  to  the  municipal  areas. 

With  these  words  I  support  the  Demand. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  1  would  like  to  thank  the  Electrical 

Chief  Engineer  for  his  coming  forward  and  undertaking  the  full 
responsibility  for  the  mistakes  committed  in  the  selection  of  the 
site  of  the  first  Power  House  which  had  to  be  given  up.  Generally 
we  find  departmental  heads  shoving  of  their  responsibility  in  such 
cases  on  poor,  low-paid  subordinates  making  scape-goats  of  them. 
This  one  act  of  the  Electrical  Chief  Engineer  makes  it  our  duty  to 
forget  all  his  mistakes  and  to  absolve  him  of  all  his  sins. 

In  regard  to  the  Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Scheme,  Sir,  j 
cannot  help  remarking  that  we  find  there  almost  every  mistake  from 
the  first  discovery  of  electricity  to  its  present  development  being 
rehearsed.  If  care  had  been  taken,  probably  all  that  could  have  been 
avoided. 

One  request  that  I  have  to  make  to  the  Government  is  that 
villages  also  should  be  supplied  with  electricity.  There  are  ever  so 
many  rice  mills  all  uver  the  country,  and  most  of  them  are  in  the 
villages.  We  also  require  electricity  for  demestic  and  irrigation 
purposes.  Of  course,  people  are  prepared  to  pay,  so  that  there 
cannot  be  any  justification  in  not  supplying  electricity  to  them.  It 
is  almost  tantalising  to  find  electricity  being  taken  over  our  head  to 
distant  places  while  we  ourselves  are  denied  it.  I  hope  that  electri¬ 
city  will  be  available  to  the  people  jof  Travancore  at  a  very  early 
date  and  wish  that  the  best  use  would  be' made  of  it  and  that  the 
rural  parts  also  would  be  given  all  its  advantages. 

Mr.  Abdul Tayeb  Sheikh  Kaderbhoy  ( Commerce  and 
Industry ,  South)  ■.  Sir,  I  also  rise, to  support  the  Demand.  I  agree 
with  the  suggestions  put  forward  by  my  friend  Mr.  Kesavau  Nail’ 
that  the  rates  should  be  reduced.  If  it  is  not  possible  to  reduce  it 
to  3  annas  per  unit,  I  request  that  it  may  be  reduced  at  least  to  4 
annas  :  and  by  doing  that  I  am  sure  there  would  bs  more  consumers. 
The  Government  will  be  benefited  in  that  way. 

In  regard  to  the  Pallivasal  Scheme  I  wish  to  know  from  the 
Electrical  Engineer  at  what  rate  he  will  be  able  to  supply  power  to 
industrial  concerns,  and  whether  such  rate  would  bo  uniform  for  all 
industrial  concerns  or  would  be  different  for  different  industries. 


demand  v— ELBCTiucrrr  and  tblephonk. 


We  want  this  information  in  time  so  that  \vu  can  make  up  our 
minds  in  the  matter. 

In  regard  to  Telephone  Installation  for  Qnilou,  I  am  gladRo 
find  provision  for  that  in  the.  Budget  for  1114.  I  only  request  the 
Electrical  Engineer  to  see  that  the  work  is  done  as  early  as  possible. 

Mr.  K.  P.  Padmanabha  Menon  :  Sir,  1  shall  first  deal 
with  the  supply  of  power  to  the  Kuttanad  area  for  pumping  pur¬ 
poses.  The  question  is  already  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Department.  A  preliminary  investigation  of  the  area  to  be  served 
has  already  been  completed.  There  are  about  40,000  acres  of  Punja 
lands  which  can  be  grouped  under  3  classes  in  accordance  with  the 
depth  of  water  to  be  pumped.  The  main  transmission  line  is  not 
run  direct  from  Pallam  to  Alleppey  as  it  was  original!}-  proposed, 
due  to  certain  constructional  difficulties.  The  idea  of  the  department 
is  to  construct  its  own  lines  or  to  distribute  power  through  licensees 
in  these  3  different  groups  of  areas  in  3  different  stages.  The  first 
stage  will  comprise  the  distribut'on  of  power  in  all  the  backwater 
reclamations  where  at  present  pumping  charges  are  the  highest.  The 
second  stage  will  comprise  areas  a  little  towards  inland  where  ordi¬ 
narily  there  is  3  to  4  feet  of  water  to  be  pumped  out.  Details  of 
these  proposals  have  been  completely  worked  out,  and  the  Electrical 
Engineer  is  now  in  correspondence  with  the  Advocate- General 
regarding  the  ways  and  means . 

President :  The  honourable  member  is  making  the  same  mis¬ 
take  that  I  adverted  to  souu  time  ago;  his  correspondence  with  the 
Advocate-General  is  not  a  matter  for  discussion  on  ,the  floor  of  this 
House. 

Mr.  K.  P.  Padmanabha  Menon :  I  am  sorry,  Sir.  The 
question  how  far  these  lands  could  be  brought  under  the  existing 
Irrigation  Regulation  is  being  considered  so  that  cultivators  may  be 
in  a  position  to  pay  the  pumping  charges  along  with  laud  tax.  It 
is  hoped  that  as  a  result  of  these  investigations  a  satisfactory  solu¬ 
tion  will  bo  reached  whereby  substantial  savings  can  be  effected  in 
pumping  expenses. 

Mr.  M.  K-  Ananthasiva  Aiyar:  My  question  was 
whether  we  will  have  to  go  in  for  fresh  machines  and  I  did  not 
get  an  answer  for  that.  If  there  is  delay  we  will  necessarily  have  to 
go  in  for  fresh  machines. 

Mr.  K.  P.  Padmanabha  Menon  :  Unfortunately,  I  am 
not  in  a  position  to  guarantee  electric  supply  within  a  definite 
period,  but  it  is  my  hope  to  commence  supply  as  early  ns  possible 
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to  avoid  the  land  owners  going  in  for  new  engines  and  thus  defeating 
the  very  object  with  which  the  Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Scheme 
has  been  inaugurated.  I  hope  that  _  such  a  contingency,  viz.  the 
necessity  to  purchase  new  engines  will  not  arise  and  every  effort 
will  be  made  to  supply  power  as  early  as  possible  at  least  in  regard 
to  those  areas  where  the  pumping  expenses  are  the  highest  at 
present. 

With  regard  to  the  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply  about  which  'j 
the  honourable  member,  Mr.  Kesavan  Nair  has  raised  some  points,  f 
I  shall  deal  with  them  seriatim.  It  is  true  that  the  generating  cost 
of  energy  at  Trivandrum  is  much  less  than  five  annas.  The  actual  1 
generating  cost  is  "596  of  an  anna.  But  we  have  got  to  consider 
the  cost  of  distributing  that  power.  The  investment  on  the  distri¬ 
bution  system  is  a  very  heavy  item  of  capital  expenditure.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  return  on  that  investment  we  have  got  to  take  into 
account  the  distribution  losses  also  and  a  correct  valuation  of  the 
power  when  it  reaches  a  domestic  consumer  will  be  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  2‘86  annas. 

Mr.  Nedunuangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  I  believe  that 
includes  depreciation  charges  also  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  Padmanabha  Menon :  Yes.  Depreciation 
charges  have  to  be  considered  in  arriving  at  the  cost  of  distribu- 

Sir,  with  regard  to  the  rates,  it  has  been  stated  that  the  rate  in 
Trivandrum  is  very  high.  In  this  connection  I  hove  got  to  repeat 
what  I  said  elsewhere  that  although  5  annas  may  appear  somewhat 
higher  than  what  prevails  elsewhere,  it  has  to  be  considered  that  the 
Trivandrum  Electric  Supply  consumer  does  not  pay  any  meter 
rent.  The  minimum  charge  for  a  consumer  here  is  Re.  1  As.  8  per 
month  which  is  the  lowest  in  South  India.  The  Madras  H3rdro 
Electric  Department  also  supplies  power  to  domestic  consumers  at  a 
minimum  charge  of  Re.  1—8  as.  but  there  they  charge  in  addition 
a  meter  tent  of  6  annas  per  month.-  Thus,  actually,  the  minimum 
charge  at  Madras  is  Re.  1 — 14  as.,  whereas  here  in  Trivandrum  the 
minimum  is  only  Re.  1 — 8  as,.  The  average  consumer  in  Trivan¬ 
drum  pays  about  lis.  4  a  month  and  it  is  very  easily  seen  that  there 
is  very  little  difference  between  what  the  consumer  pays  in  Trivan¬ 
drum  and  what  the  consumer  pays  in  Madras.  This  is  in  regard  to 
domestic  consumers. 

I  am  not  dealing  with  the  industrial  consumers  because  we  have 
only  a  few  instances  here. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  I  know 

whether  the  member  has  included  in  his  calculation  the  electric 
supply  to  Government  installations  also  ? 
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Mr-  K-  P.  Padmanabha  Menon :  No,  Sir.  I  mn  onlv 
dealing  with  domestic  consumers.  In  Gov.  rmnent  builrlin^s  the 
average  consumption  is  much  higher. 

With  regard  to  street  lighting  in  Trivandrum,  I  am  sure  the 
honourable  member  will  agree  with  me  that  there  has  been  substan¬ 
tial  improvement  both  in  the  extent  o£  street  lighting  and  in  the 
quality  of  street  lighting.  All  this  has  teen  effected  as  a  result  of 
a  satisfactory  agreement  having  been  reached  with  the  .Municipality 
and  also  because  of  the  progressive  policy  of  Government.  Last 
year  317  additional  street  lights  covering  nearly  15  miles  were 
provided  and  this  I  consider  is  a  very  substantial  improvement,  i 
am  hoping  that  as  a  result  of  further  negotiations  with  the  Munici¬ 
pality,  the  street  lighting  will  be  extended  further.  There  are  GO 
miles  of  supply  lines  in  Trivandrum  and  I  believe  that  u  major 
portion  of  the  roads  where  the  supply  mains  are  installed  is  provid¬ 
ed  with  electric  lights. 

1  quite  agree  that  the  service  connection  charges  are  a  source 
of  complaint  to  many  consumers.  But  I  cannot  agree  that  the 
average  cost  of  a  service  connection  is  so  high  as  stated  by  one 
honourable  member.  I  have  gone  into  the  figures  very  closely  and 
I  know  definitely  that  Rs.  200  is  more  an  exception  than  flu  rule. 
1  am  speaking  with  reference  to  the  bulk  of  the  consumers.  Tim 
majority  of  them  get  their  service  connection  free.  It  must  be 
conceded,  however,  that  Trivandrum,  unlike  other  towns  on  the  east 
coast,  consists  of  garden  houses  and  naturally  this  results  in  increased 
investment  on  service  connection  charges.  Therefore,  if  some  sort 
of  a  rule  is  not  insisted  on  by  which  service  connection  has  to  be 
paid  for,  it  will  increase  the  capital  cost  of  the  whole  scheme  to  such 
an  extent  that  many  of  the  small  consumers  who  may  not  generally 
have  to  pay  for  service  connection  charges  will  not  be  in  a  position 
to  take  advantage  of  the  electric  supply.  It  is,  however,  the  hope 
of  the  Department  that  sooner  or  later,  probably  sooner  than  later, 
it  may  be  able  to  revise  the  rules  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  it 
easier  for  any  consumer  to  pay  service  connection  charges  by  instal¬ 
ments. 

With  regard  to  the  testing  fee  of  ;Rs-  5,  I  have  to  mention 
that  such  cases  as  mentioned  by  the  honourable  member  can  be 
attended  to  by  certified  contractors.  This  fee  of  Rs.  5  is  specially 
levied  with  a  view  to  see  that  the  wiring  contractors  do  their  work 
satisfactorily.  Otherwise,  the  Department  will  be  called  upon  to 
pay  periodical  visits  to  test  the  installation  and  certify  to  (he  good 
quality  of  the  work. 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  =  May  I  know 

from  the  member  whether  there  is  any  difficulty  in  insisting  oil 
periodical  testing? 
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Mr.  K.  P.  Padmanabha  Menon  :  There  is  no  difficulty 
Sir.  The  Electricity  Regulation  does  not  fix  any  responsibility  on 
the  supply  concern  for  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  installation 
in  the  premises  of  a  private  consumer.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  consu¬ 
mer  to  see  that  his  installation  is  kept  in  satisfactory  working  order. 
For  that  purpose,  a  large  number  of  certified  contractors  are 
generally  available  and  wherever  the  assistance  of  the  Inspectors  of 
the  Department  is  wanted,  it  is  always  given  and  a  nominal  fee  of 
five  rupees  is  charged.  This,  I  consider  is  reasonable,  because  the 
inspection  may  take  generally  some  3  or  4  hours,  though  in  some 
exceptional  cases,  it  may  not  take  more  than  half  an  hour.  All  the 
same,  we  have  to  make  a  uniform  rule  and  wo  cannot  show  any 
discrimination  in  the  matter. 

With  regard  to  fuaeinaivs  fee,  I  consider,  Sir,  that  that  is  only 
a  legitimate  charge.  Ordinarily,  the  fuse  inside  the  cut-out  should 
not  blow  unless  the  installation  is  defective.  If  the  fuse  outside 
the  fuse  box  goes,  the  consumer  can  get  it  repaired  by  any  contrac¬ 
tor  without  paytiient  to  the  Department.  But  if  the  fuse  inside  the 
cut  out  goes,  it  shows  that  the  installation  is  defective  and  therefore 
the  owner  should  pay  for  getting  it  replaced.  Therefore,  this  fee 
of  Re.  1  is  necessary. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  Could  not  the 
man  who  comes  to  read  the  meter  be  asked  to  test  it  also  without 
any  additional  labour  V 

Mr.  K.  P,  Padmanabha  Menon  :  This  is  not  practicable, 
Sir.  There  are  only  five  or  six  meter  readers  in  Trivandrum  and 
they  have  more  than  3,000  meters  to  attend  to  and  it  is  therefore 
not  a  practicable  proposition. 

With  regard  to  the  deposit  of  Rs.  10  another  honourable 
member  has  answered  on  my  behalf.  It  is  all  very  easy  Sir,  to  say 
that  the  Revenue  Recovery  Regulation  can  be  resorted  to  for  the 
recovery  of  amounts  due  from  consumers  which  generally  may 
range  between  Rs.  3  to  Rs.  4.  It  is  far  better  for  the  consumer  to 
deposit  Rs.  10  witli  the  Department  and  avoid  all  the  complications. 
In  the  case  of  owners  of  properties  who  are  also  consumers  them¬ 
selves,  the  same  difficulty  arises  if  the  Revenue  Rreovery  Regula¬ 
tion  is  resorted  to.  Why  should  a  consumer  be  put  to  all  these 
expenses  if  he  can  avoid  all  those  by  depositing  with  the  Depart¬ 
ment  a  sum  of  Rs .  10  ?  Another  point  about  these  deposits  that 
was  raised  was  the  question  of  interest.  It  is  not  a  very  practicable 
proposition  to  pay  interest  on  these  deposits.  As  matters  stand  at 
present,  any  consumer  is  at  liberty  to  withdraw  his  deposit  by 
giving  probably  a  day’s .  notice.  Therefore  that  money  should  be 
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available  for  repayment  at  any  time.  If  interest  on  these  deposits 
is  insisted  on,  one  can  imagine  the  time  involved  in  working  out 
the  interest  in  the  ease  of  each  deposit  of  Its.  10. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  I  know 
whether  these  deposits  do  not  come  to  Rs.  24,000'/ 

Mr.  K-  P.  Padmanabha  Menon  :  Yes,  but  it  is  a  sort 
of  circulating  money.  It  is  the  money  which  one  cannot  say 
balongs  to  2,403  consumers  only.  It  belongs  by  circulation  to 
perhaps  4,0  30  consumers  in  the  course  of  the  year.  One  consumer 
might  have  ceased  to  be  a  consumer  and  another  may  have  occupied 
tile  same  premises. 

With  regard  to  the  enquiry  about  Mr.  Dorofecff.  it  is  outside 
the  puview  of  my  Department.  I  do  not  propose  to  make  any 
observations. 

As  regards  the  deputation  of  an  Assistant  Engineer,  about 
which  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Kottur  Ivunjukrishna  Pillai  mention¬ 
ed  I  know  definitely,  Sir,  that  a  provision  was  made  in  the  Budget  for 
1112.  It  was  my  intention,  Sir,  to  depute  an  Assistant  Engineer  at 
that  time.  But  what  happened  subsequently  was  this.  It  was  at  about 
the  same  time  that  we  experienced  diffculties  in  Pallivasal.  The 
question  of  sending  a  man  immediately  was  therefore  not  pressing- 
In  the  meantime,  the  activities  of  the  Department  expanded  con¬ 
siderably,  especially  with  the  additional  construction  work  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Scheme,  and  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  my  department  had  to  be  considerably  increased  due  to  the 
ereation  of  the  Commercial  Engineer’ s  place.  On  account  of  the  fact 
that  I  had  to  take  up  the  Commercial  Engineer  s  work  myself,  it 
was  found  desirable  to  create  a  place  of  another  Executive  Engineer. 
Experienced  men  in  the  Department  were  not  available  and  there 
were  very  few  Travancoreans  also  available  at  that  time  for  being 
taken  into  the  Department.  In  these  circumstances,  witb  a  view  to 
save  money,  I  recommended  to  Government  that  this  deputation  need 
not  be  given  effect  to  at  that  time.  Moreover,  it  so  happened  that 
one  Travancoreau  Engineering  Graduate  who  had  been  abroad 
recently  came  back  after  undergoing  training  in  hydro-electric  sta¬ 
tions  in  Switzerland  and  other  places  and  he  has  been  recently 
recruited  by  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  in  a  subordinate  rank. 
He  is  now  getting  experience  in  the  erection  of  the  machinery  at 
Pallivasal  and  the  idea  is  to  send  him  to  Pykaru  Generating  Station 
for  getting  experience  in  the  actual  operation  of  the  plant  there. 

This  I  consider  to  be  more  economical  to  Government,  though 
the  original  idea  was  strongly  pressed  bv  me.  I  (lo  not  mind  saying 
that  I  had  to  revise  my  original  proposal.  With  regard  to  the 
question  of  extending  the  supply  of  power  from  the  Pallivasal 
Scheme  from  Quilon  to  Trivandrum  and  further  south,  I  may  state 
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that  it  will  be  taken  up  as  and  when  conditions  justify.  We  have 
to  work  out  the  scheme  that  is  now  projected  in  the  first  stage  and 
see  how  far  the  demand  gets  popular.  If  the  extension  of  the 
hydro  electric  power  becomes  justifiable,  I  think,  it  will  definitely  be 
the  policy  of  Government  to  encourage  the  extension  of  the  supply 
to  areas  even  south  of  Trivandrum.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the 
Quilon  thermal  Station  ceases  to  operate  with  the  advent  of  the 
hydro-electric  supply,  all  the  generating  plants  available  there  could 
be  utilised  elsewhere.  Although  no  difinite  scheme  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  in  this  connection,  this  possibility  can  be  kept  in  view  and  the 
suggestions  made  by  the  various  members  would  be  considered. 

In  regard  to  the  rates  for  industrial  power  mentioned  by 
Mr.  Kadar  Bhoy,  I  may  say  that  the  Electricity  Regulation  makes 
it  clear  that  no  discrimination  should  be  shown  to  any  consumer. 
The  rates  are  applicable  to  one  and  all  uniformly.  But  in  hydro¬ 
electric  schemes  it  is  the  usual  practice  to  apply  a  lower  rate  to 
consumers  within  the  vicinity  of  the  generating  Station  and  this 
practice  is  proposed  to  be  followed  here  also. 

With  regard  to  supply  of  electricity  to  the  villages,  I  may 
mention  that  a  survey  has  been  conducted  in  Shertallai,  Mavelikara, 
Muttam,  Karthigapalli,  Haripad,  Kayankulam,  Thiruvalla,  Ohenga- 
nacherry,  Pallom,  Chengannur,  Parur,  Alwaye  and  other  places 
which  are  in  the  vicinity  of  the  power  lines  now  being  constructed. 

/Yl  r.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  May  I  know  whether  Puthencruz  is 
also  included  ? 

Mr.  K.  P*  Pad.naaabha  Menon  :  Puthencruz  is  not 
included,  but  it  will  be  taken  up  when  there  is  demand. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  payment  meted  out  to  Major 
Howard,  I  think  it  has  been  tile  subject  matter  of  an  interpellation 
and  necessary  figures  have  been  furnished  to  Government. 

President  :  The  question  before  the  House  lis  that  a  sum 
not  exceeding  Rs- 32,1 1,054  be  granted  under  demand  V— Electri¬ 
city  and  Telephone. 

The  motion  was  put  and  carried- 

The  grant  was  made. 

DEMAND  VT— WATER  WORKS  AND  DRAINAGE 
DEPARTMENT. 

Vastuvidyakusala  C.  Balakrishna  Rao  ;  Sir,  I  rise 
to  move  for  a  grant  not  exceeding  Rs,  23,75,020  under  Demand 
yj_ Water  Works  and  Drainage  Department.  .  , 
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Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Iyer  :  Sir,  I  support  th.- demand. 

In  doing  so  I  wish  to  make  a  lew  observations.  Yesterday  when 
dealing  with  the  demand  on  Public  Health  and  Sanitation  I  pointed 
out  the  necessity  of  providing  good  drinking  water  for  the  people 
of  Kuttanad.  It  was  with  great  gratification  I  received  the  replv 
of  the  Director  of  Public  Health  that  the  Water  Works  En«ineer 
is  intent  on  providing  water  for  the  Kuttanad  area  by  means  of 
boring  tube  wells.  I  also  see  that  two  of  them  are  going  to  be 
erected  in  the  course  of  the  next  year.  When  the  budget  'estimate 
for  1113  was  presented  to  this  House 'last  year  an  amount  of 
Rs.  35,000  was  alloted  for  the  purchase  of  machines  required  for 
boring.  But  this  year  I  do  not  see  that  provision  in  the  budget 
nor  any  provision  for  the  purchase  of  that  plant,  trom  the  reply 
given  by  the  Director  of  Public  Health  yesterday  I  understood  that 
the  boring  plant  has  not  arrived  yet  and  that  it  is  expected  early 
next  year.  1  do  not  know  how  the  Water  Works  Engineer  will  be 
able  to  take  delivery  of  the  plant  without  the  necessary  provision 
in  the  budget,  I  would  like  to  be  enlightened  on  that  ]>oint  by  the 
Water  Works  Engineer. 

The  next  point  is  in  regard  to  the  safe  working  of  the  Water 
Supply  scheme  in  Kuttanad.  I  think  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
Village  Panchayats  should  be  introduced  in  almost  all  ihe  places 
where  water  facilities  are  to  be  supplied.  A  few  months  back  in 
dealing  ivith  this  question  the  Dewan  Peishkar,  Quilon  had  been  to 
our  place  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the  people.  There  waa  a  good 
congregation.  The  question  as  to  whether  they  would  be  prepared 
to  accept  Village  Panchaj  at  was  moved  and  almost  all  the  people 
unanimously  agreed  to  accept  the  establishment  of  a  Village  Pancha- 
yat  for  them,  in  the  matter  of  getting  good  water.  Now  1  do  not 
know  where  the  proposal  stands.  Unless  there  is  hearty  co-opera¬ 
tion  between  the  Water  Works  Engineer  and  the  Revenue  Depart¬ 
ment  in  this  matter,  the  safe  solution  of  the  problem  is  far  remote. 
Therefore  I  would  request  Government  to  see  that  we  are  given 
good  water  and  at  the  same  time  for  the  safe  working  of  the  scheme 
for  future  years  and  to  avoid  further  investments  regarding  the 
expenditure  that  will  have  to  he  incurred  by  Government  that 
Village  Panchayats  be  established  along  with  providing  good  drink¬ 
ing  water, 

Mr.  M.  3.  Anirudhan :  Sir,  I  would  like  to  offer  a  few 
remarks  on,  this  demand.  It  is  very  unfortunate  that  sufficient 
attention  of  Government  is  not  drawn  to  the  question  of  water 
supply  in  rural  areas.  In  the  year  UlS  there  was  a  proposal  to 
supply  water  to  some  of  the  villages  in  Kuttanad  as  well  as  in 
South  Travancore.  But  nothing  substantial  seems  to  have  been 
Yol.  XU.  No-  4, 
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done  as  yet  in  the  matter.  About  the  supply  of  water  (o  Kuttanad 
regions  ray  friend  Mr.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  has  already  spoken.  There 
is  urgent  necessity  for  providing  goad  water  to  those  areas.  It  is 
a  place  of  water  every  where  but  not  a  drop  to  drink.  That  is  the 
position  and  therefore  it  is  high  time  that  something  in  that  direc¬ 
tion  is  immediately  attended  to. 

In  regard  to  the  supply  of  water  for  the  coastal  regions  of 
Karimagapally  and  Karthikapally  this  matter  also  was  brought  to 
the  notice  of  Government  and  the  same  has  not  engaged  the  serious 
attention  of  Government-  1  appreciate  that  the  Government  do 
not  deny  the  legitimate  demands  of  the  people  in  the  matter  of 
providing  good  drinking  water  for  them,  I  wish  the  Government 
would  take  the  necessary  step  in  the  matter  as  early  as  possible. 

Mr.  KochtkKal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tamps  :  lair,  I  rise  to 
support  the  demand.  In  doing  so,  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  to 
the  Water  Works  Engineer  to  the  necessity  for  providing  good  drink¬ 
ing  water  to  hundreds  and  thousands  of  pilgrims,  during  pilgrimage 
season,  that  go  to  Sabarimah.  As  a  representative  of  the  pilgrims 
I  think  I  am  competent  to  say  that  the  pilgrims  are  put  to  infinite 
difficulties  for  want  of  good  drinking  water  and  year  by  year  the 
number  of  pilgrims  increase  to  so  abnormal  a  number  I  have  to 
state  in  this  connection  that  not  only’  no  good  water  is  available  for 
drinking  purposes  but  no  bad  drinking  water  is  available  in  the 
hills.  I  am  glad  to  note  that-  the  Government  have  deputed  some 
engineers  to  look  into  it  and  I  hope  that  at  least,  for  the  next  season 
the  Government  will,  have  done  something  to  relieve  the  sufferings 
of  the  public  that  go  to  the  hills. 

I  wish  to  associate  myself  with  all  the  remarks  that  have  been 
given  expression  to  by  my  friend  Mr.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  regarding 
the  necessity  for  providing  drinking  water  in  Kutfanad.  I  am  glad 
that  the  Government  have  done  something  for  the  people  of  the 
coastal  regions  of  Karunig.-ipally  and  Karthikapally.  But  as  my 
friend  Mr-  Animdhan  pointed  out  that  sufficient  attention  Ins  not 
yet  been  paid  by  Government  to  supply  water  to  a  considerable 
group  of  people  on  the  coastal  regions.  Of  course  drinking  water 
is  coming  nearer  and  nearer  to  the  coastal  portions  in  some  parts  of 
those  places  because  of  erosions  of  the  sea.  So,  it  may  be  Said  in  an  ' 
ambiguous  sense  that  water  has  come  near  the  coastal  regions  and 
consequently  water  is  available  to  them.  I  trust  the  Water  Works 
Department  will  do  something  byr  putting  up  some  pumps  or  some 
other  devise  to  give  water  to  the  coastal  population. 

Without  any  disparagement  to  other  departments  I  may  say 
that  all  the  people  of  the  country  and  ail  parties  of  the  legislature 
will  congratulate  Government  on  the  very  efficient  working  of  this 
department.  Whether  at  Alleppey  "or  Nagercoil  or  Shencottah  I 
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sun  glad  tbit  the  work  is  being  expedited.  There  are  i;o  complaint 
either  regarding  tile  working  of  this  depiirnnent.  Xo  preferential 
treatment  is  given  to  any  locality.  In  the  matrer  of  giving  coni  ra¬ 
fts  too  no  irregularity  takes  place.  The  matter  is  Sling" attended 
to  with  all  expedition  and  with  all  expert  skill  of  widen  the  public 
of  Travancoro  are  really  very  proud.  With  these  words  I  s,ip],ort 
the  demand. 

Mr.  N-  V-  Chacko  :  Sir,  the  taluk  of  Parnr  is  one  of  the 
most  crowded  places  in  Travancore.  Bu  unfortunately,  most  of 
that  area  is  not  having  good  drinking  water  supply.  Tliough  there 
is  plenty  of  waiter  available  in  Parin'  all  that  is  dangerous  water. 
At  the  same  time  there  is  the  Alwaye  river  flowing"  through  the 
Fanil-  taluk  in  several  branches.  It  is  a  pity  that,  in' spite  of  such 
advantages,  Pnrur  is  not  supplied  with  good  drinking  water.  The 
Government  should  avail  themselves  of  the  convenience  offered  by 
the  river  and  supply  the  people  of  Parur  with  good  water.  Alwaye 
water  is  taken  to  Cochin  and  Ernakulam,  I  do  not  envy  them.  But 
I  wonder  why  the  people  of  Parur  also  should  not  he  supplied  with 
that  water.  I  am  speaking  with  special  reference  to  Yadukktkara 
pakuthi  ware  people  are  punished  with  bad  water.  It  is  a  very  rich 
and  thickly-peopled  part  of  Parur-  hinny  also  say  that  the  supply  of 
good  water  from  the  Alwaye  river  will  not  cost  Government  much 
comparatively  only  a  small  amount  of  money  will  be  required  to 
supply  the  people  of  Parur,  especially  of  Vndakkakara  with  good 
drinking  waiter.  The  water  from  the  Alwaye  rim-  even  without 
Alteration  will  be  very  much  superior  to  the  water  now  available  in 
most  parts  of  the  Parur  taluk.  I  request  Government  to  consider 
tins  matter  and  supply  the  people  of  Parur  with  good  drinking 
water. 

With  regard  to  other  taluks,  Muvatlupuaba  and  Kunuatnud 
God  has  blessed  them  with  good  water  and  salubrious  air-  Their 
complaint  is  only  about  the  scarcity  ofgw.iter. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  I  support  the 
demand.  I  join  with  my  honourable  friend  i\Jr,  Balakrishnun 
Tampi  in  the  views  that  he  has  given  expression  to  regarding  the 
affieient  work  done  by  the  department.  I  would  add  that  we  are 
very  fortunate  in  the  choice  of  sites  by  Mr-  Ralakrishna  Kao  for  the 
construction  of  bore  wells  which  bring  a  good  deal  of  gain  to  the 
Government.  I  would  only  say  that  the  Drainage,  the  Water 
Works  and  the  P.  W.  Departments  may  work  in  co-ordination  with 
regard  to  at  least  certain  matters  which  would  facilitate  the  avoiding 
oAhes-.)  inconveniences.  Some  sort  of  scrutiny  must  be  exercised  in 
the  misuse  of  pipes  by  tho  public  as  inconvenience  may  be  created 
by  irresponsible  people  who  abuse  llu-so  privileges  by.  recklessly 
using  the  pipes  and  occasioning  inconvenience  to  the  public. 
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Vastuvidyakusala  C.  Balakrishna  Rao  :  The  hon¬ 
ourable  member,  Mr.  Aiwnthasiva  "Aiyar,  drew  attention  of  the 
House  to  the  fact  that  there  was  a  provision  of  Rs.  35,000  in  the 
budget  for  1113  and  that  there  was  no  provision  in  the  budget  for 
1114.  1  may  mention  that  we  provided  Rs.  3$, 000  in  the  budget 

-for  1113  for  a  boring  plant  but,  because  the  plant  could  arrive  only 
after  the  monsoon,  we  surrendered  a  certain  amount,  .and  so  we 
have  retained  a  certain'amount  for  this  year.  As  regards  the  fur¬ 
ther  steps,  Government  are  considering  the  details  of  the  question 
and  when  they  are  settled,  I  am  sure  there  will  be  no -difficulty  in 
providing  funds  for  the  same.  We  can  also  divert  some  amount  if 
found  necessary. 

As  regards  the  working  of  the  Water  Supply  Scheme  in  Kutta. 
nad,  Mr.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  suggested  the  formation  of  village 
panchayats.  However,  that  is  a  matter  for  another  depar.tmen 
and  the  Government. 

The  honourable  member,  Mr.  Anirudhan.  .after  referring  to  the 
water  supply  in  Kuttanad,  referred  to  the  supply  of  water  in  South 
Travancore.  Regarding  the  latter,  an  investigation  has  hesu  made 
tor  the  last  six  months,  and  it  is  almost  complete.  An  estimate -is 
nearly  ready,  and  it  will  be  submitted  to  Government.  The  scheme 
is  for  the  provision  of  about  £60  wells  in  the  taluks  .of  Kalkulam 
and  Vilavancode.  After  Government  have  considered  the  financial 
aspect  of  the  scheme,  funds  will  be  provided  and  the  work  will  he 
taken  up.  In  this  connejtion,  for  certain  villages  such  -as  -Muttam 
and  Eraniel  and  Karingal  market,  the  department  has  in  view  small 
pumping  schemes. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath  :  May  I  know  the  approximate  amount 
required  for  that  scheme  ? 

Vastuvidyakusala  C.  Balakrislma  Rao:  1  cannot  give 
the  member  the  correct  figures.  A  sum  of  about  Rs.  11  lakhs  may 
be  required  for  360  Wells. 

Mr,  K.  R.  Elankath  :  May  1  know  when  that  scheme  will 
come  into  effect  ? 

‘Vastuvidyabusata-G.  B'alakrisfma  fRa®  :  As  1  srid, 
the  estimate  has  to-%o  to  'Government  and  after  Government  have 
considered  the  question  mad  i-sstted  their  ‘final  orders,  'funds  will 
have  to  be  prov-idedpand  thereafterexecution  of  work  will  Jbe ‘begun. 

The  honourable  member, ‘Mr.  Balakrishnen  Tampi, 'spoke fibont 
the  water -supply  to  the  pilgrims  going  to  Snbarimala  for  Makara- 
vilakku.  This  question  has  been'engagirjg  the  fittention  of-Govern- 
mentpand  I  hope  ‘Go  Verument  will  be  in  a  position  to'dosomeflrBtg 
in  the  matter  very  -soon. 
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As  regards  water  supply  hi  coastal  villages  in  Karthigapully 
and  Karunngapally  taluks,  once  we  get  our  boring  equipment  and 
the  urgent  borings  are  done,  it  will  be  quite  possible  to  carry  on  the 
work  ®f  constructing  the  wells  along  the  coast.  Already,  the  P. 
W.  .Department  has  provided  3  wells.  This  scheme  *411  be  con¬ 
tinued. 

The  honourable  member,  Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko,  referred  to  the 
difficulty  ri£  getting  good  drinking  water  in  the  taluk  of  Parur  and 
particularly  in  Yadakkekara.  Though  there  is  at  present  no  scheme 
for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  Parur  Taluk  before  the  Dt-partment, 
due  consideration  will  be  given  to  this  question  also,  when  it  comes 
up  before  the  Department. 

The  honourable  member,  Mr.  Kesavan  tNair,  -spoke  about  the 
co-ordination  of  the  P.  W.  and  the  water  Works  Departments  and 
the  troubles  caused  by  digging  trenches  along  the  roads.  As  the 
House  well  knows,  the  Trivandrum  Water  Supply  Scheme  was 
started  much  earlier  .than  tie  Drainage  Scheme,  and  .naturally  "the 
trenches  for  the.  Water  Supply  had  -to  .be  done  earlier,  We  have 
now  to  make  small  trenches  for  laying  house  connection  .pipes* 
These  cannot  in  the  nature  of  things  synchronise  with  the  trenching 
for  laying  the  sewers.  However,  mare  -will  -beJaken  to  see- chat  the 
least  inconvenience  is  caused.  The  Water  Sqpply  .mains  .and  the 
sewers  are  not  on  the  same  lines.  However  in  anticipation  of  the 
large  benefit  that -the  town  is  .going  to  derive,  l  think  these  small 
inconveniences  rhave  to  the  rnnt  rap  with.  Howener,  aare  wilt  die 
taken  to  limit  the  inconvenience  to  .the  minimum. 

He  also  referred  to  the  misuse  of  street  taps.  It  is  likely  to 
go  on  everj-wfere  in  the  world.  We'bave  a  few  linemen  and  turn¬ 
cocks  to -go  sound  to- deteetimme.  Bwt  it  is  siot  possible  to  Jwep 
a  watcher  for.every  tap.  That  is  beyond  the  question.  As  soon 
as  a  man  is  caught  who  misuses  the  tap,  he  is  reported  to  the  Muni¬ 
cipality -and 'dealt  with  byrirhem-tmder  the  Municipal  bye-laws.

Mr.  K-  R.  Elankath)  Mr,  I  avail  of  this  opportunity  to 
pass  a  few  cri'ieisras  on  the  policy  of  this  Excise  Department.  The 
Excise  Department  has  stated  as  their  policy  to  see  that  the  av*il- 
ubility  of.  liquor  is  made  as  far  as  possible  increasingly  difficult. 
But  what  we  find  as  a  result  of  their  labours  is  that  even  the  number 
of  trees  that  are  tapped,  and  the  amount  of  receipts  that  they  get 
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in  various  ‘branches  of  the  department,  are  in  no  wav  on  the  do- 
crease*.  The  policy  that  is  supposed  to  have  been  adopted  bv  them 
is- not  well  kept  to  the  mark.  The  revenue  got  from  the ‘depart- 
ment  is,  of  course*  very  considerable.  And  the  Government  could, 
not  easily  afford  to  lose  it.  But  1  would  suggest  that  by  gradual 
steps  this- reduction,  that  is  made -in  the  Revenue  of  the  Excise  De¬ 
partment  by  keeping  up  to  their  declared  policy  may  be  made  up-: 
from.-other  sources  and  gradually  the  receipts  from  abkari  may  be 
completely  annihilated.  In  so  doing  Government  may  be  saving  a- 
gpeat  lot  in  other  directions  and  the  people  may  be  more  happy..  L 
believe, .  Sir,  that  the  people  who  are  addicted  to  drunkenness  are 
mainly  responsible-far  many  criminal  actions  in  the  country.  And 
our.  criminals  could  bo  decreased  in  numbers  and  thereby  we  could*, 
cur-tail  considerably  the -police  staff  and  thus  make  a  saving.  Sir, 
there- is -also  another  advantage  to  the  poor  man  il.  this  drink  evil 
is-completely  swept  away  from  the  country.  A  poor  family-man: 
who  .gets  7  chs.in  a  day  by  way  of  wages,  if  he  is  addicted  to  this' 
evil- becomes- tempted  to  enter  a  shop  on  his  way.  home  from  his. 
place  of  work.  There  he  spends  4  or  o  chuckrams  and  goes  home, 
tally,  drunk,. with  the  remaining;  2  or  3  chuckrams.  Sir,  I  am  at. 
a.-loss-to  see  how -that  family  can  pull,  on  Tor  aday  with  this  2  or  3* 
dtuokrama.  A,ud,, moreover  in  addition  to  acute  poverty  the  family 
isNsubjeotad.to  tyranny-of  a  drunken. father  or  husband  as-  the- case- 
may  be.  There  is  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that  the  Government  are- 
neappnsible  for  making  thousands  of  families. unhappy,  in  this-  way 
imtbe-Statei.  Sir,  I  know  am  instance  where  a  veritable-  drunkard, 
has- been,  converted  to  .a  sober  and  happy/ man  by  depriving  him  of. 
tfia*faeilities  to.gefc  drunk..  Be  was  a  regular  toddy  drinker.  When; 
he  was-  transferred,  to  Devieol&m  taluk  where  he  could  get  only, 
arrack,  amh.no  toddy  he  did  not  drink  at  all.  As  a  result  of  this- 
he  turned  out:  to  be  a  very  sober  mau.  and  is  the  head- of  a  very- 
happy  family.  Therefore  Government  should  make  it  absolutely, 
impossible  for  people  to  get  toddy  or. arrack. 

Gaming,  to.  the  question  of  contracts  I  wish  to  make  a  few  ob¬ 
servations.  It  is  a  very  relieving  feature  to  see  that  there  has  been 
a-  good,  increase  -by  way  of  receipts  on  account  of '  auctions.  Even* 
kn.this'case,- 1.  would  remind  the  Department* of:  oue-fafit,  that  ig,  if? 
a.shop  is  leased  out  and  the  auction, has  been  confirmed. and  agreed, 
upon,  the  Government  should  make  it  their  policy  never  to  make  a 
redaction- from  the  auction-amount  .  The  reason  for- this  is  that 
Govern  merit  anticipate  their  income  on  the  anticipated  revenue  that 

is-expected  of  the.  Department,  and  considering  that  estimate  they 
make  pf ovisiom  for  their  expenditures.  And  when  the  year  closes 
w-  fifed-  many  instances'  of  auction  amounts-  being  reduced' -on* 
7ol.  XII.— No.  i. 
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account  of  special  reasons.  It  would  only  be  a  help  to  Government 
in  adjusting  the  expenditure  ns  far  as  possible  very  near  to  the  rev. 
enue  and  at  the  same  time  be  a  deterrent  to  the  recklessness  of  the 
contractors- 

Now,  Sir,  1  would  also  refer  to  the  fact  that  Government  and 
the  Department  should  be  very  careful  in  selecting  the  sites  oflthe 
shops.  As  mentioned  by  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Kalloor  Narayana 
Pillai,  it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  arrack  and  toddy  shops  in  front 
of  Government  institutions,  schools  and  other  public  institutions, 
such  as  markets,  etc.  Taking  the  case  of  the  Monday  Market  and 
the  Karinkal  Market  we  find  that  there  are  attractive  toddy  shops 
or  arrack  shops  very  near  these  markets.  It  is  very  common  to  see 
the  agriculturists  enter  these  shops  after  they  have  disposed  of 
their  goods  to  drink  toddy  or  arrack.  The  temptation  becomes 
irresistible  to  them  as  they  have  get  money  in  their  hands.  There, 
fore,  it  is  my  view  that,  these  shops  should  be  removed  to  distant 
places  scarcely  inhabited  by  people.  Then  the  people  will  not  take 
the  trouble  to  go  to  distant  places  to  get  toddy  or  arrack.  At  the 
same  time  the  rowdyism  of  the  drunkards  mil  not  in  any  vay  affect 
the'general  public.  They  may  frolic  in  the  wildernesses  and  no 
body  would  complain.  But,  of  course,  this  may  affect  the  revenue 
of  the  State.  Sir,  in  any -case,  there  must  be  a  steady  change  of 
policy  in  favour  of  prohibition. 

Sir,  now  I  come  to  the  question  of  salt.  The  Travnncoveans 
should  be  made  as  far  as  possible  to  have  a  liking  for  the  Travan- 
core  salt.  Now  the  people  are  found  to  like  more  the  salts  annually 
imported  from  Tinnevelly  and  Bombay.  Therefore,  every  step 
should  be  taken  for  improving  the  Travancore  salt.  Sir,  if  our  so- 
called  experts  are  really  experts  why  not  they  find  out  some  means 
to  purify  our  salt  so  that  the  public  may  depend  upon  it  to  the  ad- 
vantage  of  the  consumers  and  the  lessees.

Mr.  James  Fletcher  '■  Sir,  Akbari  revenue  in  the  Excise 
Department  is  obtained  from  two  sources,  in  North  Travancore 
from  toddy  obtained  from  eocoanut  trees  and  in  South  Travancore 
from  toddy  obtained  from  Palmyra  trees.  In  North  Travancore, 
those  who  prepare  toddy  from  cocoanuts  and  sell  it  are  very  well  re¬ 
presented  in  the  Excise  Department.  On  the  otherhand,  those  who 
tap  the  Palmyra  and  soil  the  toddy  by  taking  contract  from  the 
Government  are  very  poorly  represented  in  the  Department.  My 
request  is  that  those  who  are  taking  part  in  bringing  money  to  the 
Government  by  tapping,  and  by  taking  contracts  for  sale  of  toddy 
should  be  given  reasonable  preference  in  the  Department.  In  South 
Travancore  it  is  the  Nadars  who  do  the  work  and  a  statistics  of  the 
Nadars  in  the  Department  will  show  that  we  do  not  have  any  Assis¬ 
tant  Excise  Commissioner  in  the  Department.  Among  the  Ins¬ 
pectors  there  are  only  two  men  from  among  the  Nadars  and  the 
rest  are  all  in  the  lower  ranks,  drawing  less  than  forty  Rupees.  I 
may  point  out  that  there  are  very  capable  young  officers  belonging 
to  the  community  in  the  Department  and  they  are  not  given  suffi¬ 
cient  encouragement.  Sir,  in  promotion,  I  am  told  that  their  cases 
are  neglected.  Men  who  have  been  doing  honest  work  and  who 
have  been  getting  very  good  certificates  from  their  superiors  were 
left  out  when  the  re-organisation  came.  Men  from  other  Depart, 
ments  who  were  working  as  experts  in  tanning,  in  textile  work,  in 
pencil  making,  have  been  recruited  in  the  Department  and  they  are 
in  the  Department  doing  very  little  work  lam  told,  that  there 
are  men  in  the  executive  side  of  it  who  are  physically  unfit  to  carry 
out  their  executive  duties.  I  may  submit  that  in  a  Department 
like  the  Excise  Department  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  men  in  the 
executive  side  should  be  encouraged  wherever  they  are  honest  and 
found  capable  of  carrying  out  their  duties.  In  this  Department 
persons  have  to  go  out  and  detect  cases  of  illicit  tapping  and  illicit 
production  of  toddy  and  arrack.  It  is  their  duty  to  arrest  men  who 
are  carrjfing  on  the  nefarious  work  of  illicit  production  and  sale. 
For  this  reason  men  who  were  trained  in  the  Department  for  a 
number  of  years  should  be  encouraged.  On  the  other  hand,  if 
men  from  other  departments  arc  suddenly  brought  in,  especially 
When  they  have  no  experience  and  placed  above  the  head  of  many 
able  men  those  who  are  in  the  Department  feel  naturally  discourag¬ 
ed.  The  result  is  that  work  suffers,  Therefore,  I  request  that  the 
Department  may  take  great  care  so  that  'men  who  are  trained  in 
the  department  are  given  reasonable  preference. 
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Secondly,  I  wish  to  speak  a  few  words  on  the  lartre  amount 
of  arrears  now  pending  collection  in  the  Department.  It  Is  nr*  very 
desirable  that  there  should  be  so  much  of  arrears.  Every  officer 
concerned  should  do  his  duty  by  collecting  all  arrears.  They  should 
also  see  that  doubtful  contractors  are  not  given  contracts. 

I  may  also  point  out  another  important  matter.  It  is  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  salt  manufacture.  Travancore  has  succeeded  in 
producing  sufficient  salt  to  supply  for  the  whole  State.  So,  what 
the  Department  has  to  do  is  to  make  the  quality  very  pure,  as  pure 
and  as  good  as  available  elsewhere.  Why  should  Travancoreans  go 
for  foreign  salt  if  good-variety  could  be  produced  in  Travancore  ? 
I  would  request  the  Excise  Commissioner  to  find  out  ways  and 
means  of  producing  good  quality  in  sufficient  quantities.  I  am  sure 
the  present  Head  of  the  Department  who  is  very  capable  and  effi¬ 
cient  would  bring  about  necessary  changes  in  the  Department  as  he 
has  done  elsewhere  on  many  other  occasions.  I  am  sure  he  will  do 
full  justice  to  the  members  who  are  working  in  the  Department 
and  redress  their  grievances! in  thisjrespect, 

Mr.  M.  S.  Anirudhan  :  Sir,  I  take  this  opportunity  to 
impress  upon  the  Government  the  desirability  of  nationalisation  of 
salt  industry.  Salt  is  an  article  of  Government  monopoly.  It  is 
manufactured  by  licensees  and  60  per  cent  of  the  salt  manufactured 
is  given  to  the  Government  free  of  payment  and  forty  per  cent  is 
taken  by  the  Government  from  the  licensee  on  payment.  Till  K92 
the  price  paid  to  the  licensee  for  the  salt  taken  by  the  Government 
called  Kudivila  was  only  7J  chakrams.  After  1092,  it  was  raised 
to  ll|  chuckrams.  Again  in  1095  it  was  raised  to  12^  chs.  and 
and  in  1107  the  kudivila  was  again  raised  to  17  chs.  and  15  cash. 
These  figures  would  show  that  the  major  portion  of  the  income 
fiom  the  salt  industry  is  carried  away  by  a  few  people  standing  bet¬ 
ween  the  consumer  and  the  Government.  Not  only  that,  there 
has  been  much  complaint  about  the  quality  of  salt  supplied.  If 
private  agencies  are  entrusted  with  this  work  they  will  not  take 
care  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  salt.  This  House  need  not  be 
told  about  the  benefits  of  nationalising  industries.  If  there  is  any 
industr"  in  Travancore  to-day  which  has  to  be  nationalised,  it  is  salt 
and  salt  alone.  ■  1  therefore  want  to  impress  upon  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  consider  this  question  seriously,  so  that  the  Government 
can  have  a  neverfailing  source  of  additional  revenue,  and  ihe  peo¬ 
ple  good  salt  to  eat. 

I  wish  to  speak  a' word  about  the  export  duty  on  cocoanut 
products.  As  you  are  aware,  Sir,  their  prices  have  gone  down  so 
)o-#ftiat  unless  something  is  done  urgently,  the  cocoanut  cultivator 
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iSL'G'ravanoore  will-find  himself  in'  a- very  difficult  situation.  Info 
mediate  aotiou  has  to  bs  taken  to  relieve  his  distress!;  and  I  belie  vet 
tIat‘theabolition.o£’expor.t  duty  on ;  cocoanut  products  will;  bs-  ai 
step  in  that  direction.  'With  these  words  I  support  the  - .  Demands;.  • 

Mr.  N.  V.  Ghacko :  Sir,  without  making  any  invidious  in¬ 
sinuations  against  former  Excise  Commissioners,  1  would'  like  .(#r 
congratulate- the  present  Excise  Commissioner  on  the  courage -ot'hUt 
conviction  in- deciding  a  case  which  went- up  before  him- recently.  I'.’ 
referto  what  I  read  in  the  papers  about  a  certain  casein  which  tfep 
Excise  0;  I.  D.  Officers,  with  the  help  of  the  .Reserve  Police-  for*i 
cibty  entered  a  certain  house,  removed  pepper  kept  there  and-falselji 
reported  against'  the  owner  of  the  house  that  he  was-  attempting .:tb» 
efade  customs  duty  on  pepper.  I  hear,  Sir,  that  these  Excise  G.  H- 
D.paopie  and  the  Reserve  Police  who  help  them  threaten  not  oiiljy 
the  people  but  even  their  own  superiors  in  office  saying  that  the 
Government  are  in  their  pockets.  l  am  glad  that  the  present; Jfict* 
cise  Commissioner  did  not  find  the  Government  in  their-  pockets,- 
but  felt  it  in  his  own  pocket. 

Sir;  whenever  these  cases;  are  taken-  before,  the  Magistracy,' 
ssmehovr  or  other,  the  Excise  C.  I.  Dj  officers  and  the  Police  makA 
the  ■Magistrates  understand  that,  unless  the  prosecution- is  upheld, - 
the  Magistrates  Would  be  viewed  with  disfavour  bytha-Gover-mnentv 
Si-fact,-  this  infection; has,  in-some  cases,  spread  evenito-the-,  supa- 
few  Courts  through  the -Government  Pleaders.,  I  request  the-Ek- 
dise-Commissioner-not  to  allow  himself  to  be  marred  by  his:  sob* 
ordinates-. 

There- isnuo  .doubt  that,  of  all. the  Departments- of-  Travanoor* 
Government,  the  Excise  Department  is  the  most  corrupt.  Proto 
bly  they  have  the-  greatest  chance  for  corruption.  Last  year -it-was 
stated  on-behalf  of  the  Government — not  in  connection  witffitheEx. 
cise  Department-- that  any.  reform  in  this  matter  should  come  from 
the -public  first  and  not  from  the  Government  officers.  It,  is  not 
mutual,  notteven-  simultaneous.  The  public  are  tortured,  if  thug 
Tefee  to-.p'ay. bribes-  But  it  was  nsserted-that  people  who. are  an* 
titteffi  e  ven-.to  put-others ;  to -death,  for  their  own  safety;, are  not.entu 
tM  to  bribe- of  fleets  to  save  themselves  from- torture.  The  Govern, 
mimt  areunade.  to -misunderstand  things,  by  tbeC.L-  D.  and  .the 
police-by  their.-  exaggerated  reports,  Iu -11.12,  when  His  Higjmess 
the  Maharaja  went  on  tour  outside  the  State  and  the  Dewan  also  was 
not,  here,  it,  appeared  in- the  -Hindui'T-he  situation  is  under -control”. 
What  would  be  the  -  impression-. created  in.  His  Highness  and' in,  the 
Btrwau?- Sir,  that  is,  an  exaggeration,  whi eh  surpasses  even’  'tfte 
magnification  by  Bose’s  Magnetic  Crescograph.  T"  would  therefor 
request  the  Excise  Commissioner  to  travel  through  and  through  in 
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these  places  and  get  himself  acquainted  with  the  people,  at  least  for 
the  sake  of  the  people,  and  see  that  he  is  not  misled  by  the  Excise 
C.  I.  D.  or  by  the  Reserve  Police  who  are  worse  than  andiron  of 
occupation.  He  should  have  the  courage  to  do  what  is  right  for 
the  reason  that  right  is  right  in  scorn  of  all  the  consequences.  That 
is  all  the  more  necessary  in  this  Department  where  everybody  except 
himself  is  corrupt;  and  this  is  as  true  as  the  fact  that  the  sun  that 
rose  to-day  is  the  sun  that  set  yesterday. 

With  regard  to  export  duties,  it  was  stated  today  in  an  answer 
to  a  question,  that  when  the  price  per  c  wt.  of  pepper  was  Es.  50 
the  export  duty  on  it  was  raised  to  Its.  10  per  candy.  I  now  find 
from  a  calculation,  taking  into  consideration  the  increase  in  duty 
and  the  fall  in  price,  that  the  rate  of  duty  has  been  increased  7  times. 

I  may  be  corrected  if  my  calculation  is  wrong.  If  the  value  of 
pepper  alone  had  gone  down  that  would  not  have  mattered  so 
seriously:  But  the  agriculturists  are  now'  suffering  very  miserably 
on  account  of  the  terrible  fall  in  the  prices  of  all  their  commodities; 
and  now  the  duty  has  been  in  effect  increased  so  much.  That  I 
submit,  is  an  unbearable  hardship.  What  I  said  of  pepper  applies 
to  ginger,  cocoanuts  and  other  products  also.  And  these  are 
products  on  which  the  people  in  rural  parts  very  much  rely  for  their 

Sir,  last  year  it  was  stated  that  the  Excise  revenue  would  go 
up  by  about  Rs.  10  to  20  lakhs  if  the  Government  were  to  be 
allowed  to  spend  about  a  lakh  of  rupees  on  additional  Excise  staff 
and  additional  Reserve  Police.  We  now  find  that,  in  spite  of 
increase  of  expenditure  to  the  extent  of  more  than  a  lakh  of  rupees 
there  has  been  a  net  decrease  in  the  revenue.  Probably  corruption 
has  increased,  or  there  was  no  smuggling  going  on  at  all  now. 

With  regard  to  salt,  I  must  siy  that  the  salt  supplied  in  North 
Travancore  has,  for  a  week  or  two,  a  different  taste.  Difference  in 
taste  does  not  matter  very  much  provided  it  is  not  due  to  any 
poison.  Personally  I  would  not  mind  if  the  salt  supplied  to  me  is 
even  bitter  in  taste  ;  but  it  should  be  free  from  poison.  I  hope  the 
Commissioner  will  be  pleased  to  see  that  the  impurity  now  found  in 
the  salt  is  not  poisonous.  I  request  him  to  save  us  from  the 
calamity  of  the  whole  people  being  gradually  poisoned. 

In  regard  to  the  people  in  the  Northern  Frontier,  what  they 
are  now  asking  for  is  the  safety  and  protection  of  their  life  and 
property.  The  whole  region  is  unsafe.  I  would  particularly 
request  the  Government  to  see  that,  if  the  people  of  these  localities 
are  not  relieved  of  their  poverty,  at  least  they  are  assured  of  the 
safety  of  their  lives  and  property.  What  is  the  use  of  increase  in 
Excise  revenue  or  the  income  of  the  State  if  life  and  property  of 
tol.XIINo.  4.  . 
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the  citizens  are  not  safe  from  the  Excise  and  Police  men  “What 
does  it  profit  a  man  to  gain  the  whoie  world  and  lose  his  soul  ? 
What  does  it  profit  Travancore  to  increase  her  material  resources  if 
people  cannot  enjoy  peace  and  security. 

Mr.  Q.  Na  ray  ana  Aiyar  =  I  support  the  Demand.  I 
have  a  General  complaint  to  make  about  the  departmental  reports 
now  supplied  to  us.  Most  of  them  do  not  contain  either  an  index 
or  a  table  of  contents,  so  that  it  has  become  very  very  difficult  to 
find  out  particular  information  wanted  and  to  make  references. 
These  reports  circulate  outside  the  State  also  and  w.ll  carry  e  very 
bad  Impression  of  our  administrative  capacity.  Table  of  contents  and 
index  are  indispensable  parts  of  a  book  form  publication.  I  hope  this 
defect  will  bo  removed  in  future  publications  though  the  same  was 
pointed" out  during  my  speech  at  the  budget  discussion  last 

y6al  ’ As  regards  the  Excise  revenue,  morality  apart,  so  long  as  our 
expanses  are  on  the  increase,  Government  are  bound  to  realise  as 
much  as  could  be  realised  from  this  source  of  revenue  which  is  an 
important  source  of  revenue.

This  is  a  very  regretful  state  of  affairs 
and  serious  attention  has  to  be  paid  to  remove  this  evil.  There  » 
no  improvement  in  the  qual.ty,  supplied  tksyeai  a  iso  bah ibeng 

an  article  of  diet,  its  purity  must  be  maintained  and red 
The  people  of  North  Travancore  are  accustomed  to  use  Bombay  sal . 

iSey  are  not  able  to  get  it  now  since  Government  have  discontinued 

its'  imports.  One  should  have  his  own  absolute  discretion  at  tot 
in  regard  to  his  article  of  diet.  We  are  now  compelled  to  eaU  tad 
of  safe  which  we  do  not  want.  And  when  you  do  that,  wh ,  not 
supply  the  best  salt?  We  realise  that  now  the  State  is  producing 
enough  salt  and  more.  I  would  therefore  submit  that  an  expe 
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should  be  appointed  to  see  that  the  best  salt  is  manufactured  m  the 
State  and  the  existing  defects  removed  and  supplied  to  the  people 
here  and  also  exported. 

As  regards  tobacco,  we  import  a  large  quantity  of  it.  In 
British  India  too  they  are  now  taxing  it.  Therefore  it  is  not 
possible  for  us  now  to  realise  as  much  income  from  tobacco  as  we 
anticipate.  Although  5  to  10  lakhs  of  Rs.  was  anticipated  by 
prevention  of  smuggling,  in  the  northern  frontier  and  a  big  establish¬ 
ment  costing  nearly  a  lakh  was  sanctioned  and  appointed  we  have 
not  been  able  to  realise  anything  substantial  not  even  a  portion  of 
the  amounts  spent.  For  the  next  year  also  we  do  not  anticipate 
more  under  tobacco  revenue.  Therefore  the  only  other  source  of 
Abkari  revenue  is  toddy  apd  arrack.  With  regard  to  that,  I  have  a 
few  observations  to  make. 

President  :  The  observations  have  to  be  really  few,  as  we 
have  only  a  few  minutes  more  for  this  Demand.  {Laughter.) 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar :  It  is  clear  that  there  is  terrible 
leakage  of  revenue.  I  shall  give  some  figures.  In  107  the  total 
number  of  cocoanut  trees  marked  for  tapping  was  56,307  while  the 
number  marked  for  1112  is  63,461.  Thus  there  is  an  increase  of 
7154  trees  tapped.  The  tree  tax  realised  by  the  department  in 
107  was  Rs.  3,19,798-23-5  and  that  realised  in  112  was  Rs.  3,91,116- 
25-10.  Though  there  is  tlms  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  trees 
tapped  and  in  the  trees  tax  the  Abkari  revenue  under  this  bead  has 
not  only  increased  tax  but  has  declined  as  cotfld  be  seen  from  the  fact 
that  current  demand  for  rentals  under  toddy  revenue  for  the  year 
107  was  Rs.  1,570,813-18-5  but  for  112  was  only  Rs.  10,56,064-16-0. 
The  same  is  the  case  with  arrack  reven  ue  also.  S’  here  is  fall  in  reven  ue 
to  the  extent  of  more  than  Ra.  5  lakhs  in  toddy  alone  white  the 
number  of  trees  tapped  and  tree  tax  has  increased.  Sir,  when  the 
number  of  trees  tapped  increases,  naturally  the  revenue  ought  to 
increase  proportionately  ;  but  we  find  that  there  is  not  only  no 
increase  of  revenue  but  a  terrible  decrease.  It  cannot  be  denied  that 
there  is  leakage  of  revenue.  The  Department  should  pay  sufficient 
attention  to  this  matter. 

So  far  as  cocoanut  is  concerned,  the  position  of  the  enltmitor 
has  become  deplorable.  Cocoanut  which  was  selling  at  its.  i7£  per 
10C  .is  now'  selling  at  Rs.  1£  per  100  ;  amd  if  yon  now  tease  out  a 
eoeoanut  tree  the  maximum  that  yon- can  gw.  as  pattern  »  t2  annas 
or  one  rupee  per  annum  per  tree.  The  value  of  cocoanut  gardens 
is  also  going  down.  There  is  a  good  deal  df  unemployment 
amongst  tappers  who  are  large  in  number  1  submit  that  tapping 
ought  to  be  encouraged  and  as  much  toddy  as  eosld  be  extracted 
0ught  to  be  taken  and  converted  and  sold  profitably. 
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President  :  I  am  afraid  the  honourable  member  must  con¬ 
clude. 

Mr.  O-  Narayana  Aiyar  :  The  amount  which  the  Govern¬ 
ment  realise  as  tax  for  tapping  a  tree  is  Its.  8,  and  the  man  who 
pays  the  tax  must  get  something  more.  You  may  put  it  at  Its.  3. 
So,  by  allowing  the  tree  to  be  tapped  the  owner  gets  Its.  11  while 
he  gets  only  annas  S  if  he  leases  out  the  fruits.  I  his  will  go  to 
show"  that  it  is  advantageous  to  allow  the  trees  to  be  tapped  as  far 
as  possible.  But  it  may  be  asked  what  are  you  to  do  with  the 
toddy?  In  this  connection  I  may  bring  to  the  notice  of  thi*  House 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  great  demand  for  cocobrandy.  Report  shows 
consumption  of  cocobrandy  is  on  the  increase.  Men  who  knotv  it 
say  that  if  coco  brandy  is  properly  manufactured  on  scientific  lines 
and  flavoured  properly  it  can  very  well  take  the  place  of  imported 
brandy.  It  is  a  thing  worth  the  trial  being  a  local  product  deserv¬ 
ing  encouragement,  Here  there  is  a  great  deal  of  disadvantage. 
The  duty  on  cocobrandy  is  very  high  and  the  issue  price  also  is  kept 
very  high.  But  the  duty  on  imported  liquor  is  kept  very  low. 
This  is  really  very  hard.  Amend  the  same  and  encourage  local 
enterprise. 

President  :  Ihe  honourable  member  will  kindly  resume  his 
seat.  Mr.  Nilakanta  Aiyar  will  now  speak. 

Mr.  Ned  urn  an  gad  R-  Kesavan  Nair:  1  bad  already 
given  my  name  with  a  view  to  speak  on  this  demand. 

President :  I  have  been  trying  to  ask  honourable  members 
to  abbreviate  their  remarks.  The  Excise  Commissioner  has  only  L3 
minutes  for  his  reply. 

Mr.  M.  K-  Nilakanta  Aiyar  :  I  am  glad  that  almost  all 
important  aspects  of  the  working  of  my  Department  have  been 
dealt  with  by  the  honourable  members  who  spoke  on  this  demand, 
I  shall  deal  with  the  subjects  one  by  one. 

First,  I  proceed  to  salt.  Mr.  Elankath  pointed  out  that  salt  is 
being  imported  from  Tinnevelly  and  Bombay  on  the  score  that  some 
people  have  a  liking  for  the  salt  from  those  places.  I  would  refer 
the  honourable  member  to  page  24  of  the  Administration  Report  of 
the  Department  for  1112  where  it  is  stated— 

“It  has  been  finally  decided  that  from  the  year  1113,  -there  will  be  no 
import  of  Bombay  salt  into  Travancoro  to  long  as  our  factories 
yield  enough  to  meet  our  demand.  A  small  quantity  of  Thnevelly 
salt  is  permitted  to  be  imported  for  supply  to  Shencotta  Taluk  as 
well  as  to  thelDevicolam  Southern  Range,  as  the  transport  of  Home 
Salt  to  those  places  is  prohibitively  costly”. 

Even  in  regard  to  Shencottah,  one  of  our  licensees  has  applied 
for  transport  of  salt  under  bond  to  Shencotta  and  the  matter  is 
engaging  the  attention  of  Government. 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  =  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  import  of  outside  salt  into  the  State  is  not  due 
to  the  defective  quality  of  the  salt  produced  in  the  State? 

Mr.  M.  K.  Nilakanta  Aiyar :  It  was  not  duo  to  the  fact 
that  our  salt  was  inferior  in  quality  to  outside  salt.  But  it  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  our  salt  pans  did  not  then  yi«U  all  the  salt  required 
for  consumption  in  the  State. 

Mr-  K.  R-  Elankath  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  the  State  has  been  able  to  j  roduce  all  its  requirements  of 
salt  during  the  last  five  years? 

Mr.  M-  K.  Nilakanta  Aivar :  No,  Sir.  only  during  the 
last  two  years. 

As  regards  the  quality  of  salt,  Messrs.  Fletcher,  Chaeko, 
Narayana  Aiyar  and  others  have  referred  fo  it.  I  have  only  to  say 
that  1  am  doing  my  best  in  the  mattir.  I  have  already  stated  else¬ 
where  that  the  quality  of  salt  depends  upon  three  circumstances, 
the  quality  of  the  brine,  the  degree  at  which  scraping  is  done,  and 
the  elimination  of  bitterns,  I  have  been  enforcing  the  rules  in 
regard  to  scraping  and  elimination  of  bitterns.  So  far  as  the  quality 
of  the  brine  is  concerned,  a  schema  is  now  before  Government  to 
supply  sea-brine  to  all  the  factories  in  i-fouth  Tnivancore.  That 
scheme  is  now  being  considered  by  me. 

Mr., Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  the  defect  in  quality  o£  the  salt  is  not  due 
more  to  the  want  of  scraping  at  the  proper  time  than  the  supply  of 
sea-brine  ? 

Mr.  M.  K.  Nilakanta  Aiyar:  It  is  partly  due  to  that 
and  I  am  enforcing  the  rule  in  regard  to  scraping. 

Mr.  Anirudhan  has  referred  to  the  nationalisation  of  the  salt 
industry.  I  have  referred  to  this  subject  elsewhere,  and  I  have 
only  to  say  that  this  proposition  is  economically  unsound  and 
unworkable. 

Mr.  Kallur  Narayana  Pillai  has  adverted  to  the  desirability  of 
enhancing  the  price  of  alcohol-  The  tree  tax  in  1082  was  lis.  2. 
In  1110  it  was  raised  to  Rs.  3\  and  subsequently  it  was  raised  to 
Rs.  4  and  now  it  is  Rs.  4j-  This  applies  to  palmyra  trees.  So  far 
as  the  cocoanut  trees  are  concerned,  the  tax  was  first  raised  from 
Rs.  3  to  Rs.  6,  then  to  Ks.  8  and  now  it  is  11s.  81. 

The  policy  of  the  Department  in  the  matter  of  prohibition  has 
been -referred  to  in  detail  in  the  Administration  Report  of  the 
Department  for  the  year  1112.  I  would  refer  honourable  members 
to  page  7  of  the  Report,  The  Department  has  been  endeavouring 
to  do°its  best  to  introduce  prohibition  by  slow  degrees.  Mr.  Kallur 
Narayana  Pillai  has  pointed  out  that  there  are  shops  near  school^ 
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churches  etc.  There  is  a  provision  in  the  Rules  under  the  Abkari 
Regulation  that  no  shops  should  be  located  within  two  furlongs  of 
schools  and  churches.  Jf  there  is  any  toddy-shop  within  two 
furlongs  of  auy  school  or  church,  information  may  be  given  to  me 
so  that  I  may  issue  orders  forthwith  for  its  removal. 

Mr.  Kallur  Narayana  Pillai  ;  goocrfaW

Mr.  M.  K.  Nilakanta  Aiyar  :  I  shall  certainly  look  into 
the  matter. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath  :  What  does  the  member  say  in  re¬ 
gard  to  shops  near  markets  ? 

Mr.  M-  K.  Nilakanta  Aiyar :  I  cannot  give  any  under¬ 
taking,  Sir,  in  regard  to  them. 

Mr.  K.  R.  -Elankath  has  been  saying  that  in  the  matter  of 
rentals  procured  on  auctions,  large  remissions  are  frequently  allowed. 
It  is  not  so,  Sir.  Remissions  are  very  -seldom  given.  Remission  is 
given  only  when  the  licensee  is  not  possessed  of  sufficient  means  to 
pay  the  bid  amount.  The  question  of  accumulation  of  arrears  has 
been  dealt  with  at  considerable  length  in  Vol.  X  No.  5  of  last 
year’s  official  report  of  the  'Counail  Proceedings  at  page  227. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath  :  May  I  know  whether  ,tha  auction  in 
favour  of  the  highest  bidder  is  accepted  or  of  the  most  solvent  of 
the  bidders  P 

Mr  M.  K-  Nilakanta  Aiyar  :  Higher  _  bid,  fsdlvemcy  and 
experience  in  the  profession— all  these  are  taken  into  account. 

Mr,  K.  R-  Elankath  :  How  is  it  possible  to  realise  the 
amount  if  the  successful  bidder  is  not  solvent  ? 

Mr.  M,  K.  Nilakanta  Aiyar :  Sir,  we  take  from  people 
about  whose  solvency  we  cannot  be  -certain,  sometimes  4  -times, 

5  times  and  even  6  times  the  kist  as  security. 

As  regards  collection  of  arrears,  Sir,  I  may  inform  'the  House 
that  adequate  progress  is  being  made.  They  now  stand  at  Rs.  7 
lakhs.  During  1113  Rs.  25,032  has  been  collected.  Rs.  14,517  has 
been  remitted  and  in  all  130  -cases  have  been  closed  as  against 
Rs.  1,643.  In  237  eases  involving  Rs.  2,78,531,  action  under 
Section  25  of  the  Revenue  Recovery  Regulation  has  been  taken.  In 
36  cases  recovery  is  being  effected  by  accepting  instalment  .pay¬ 
ments. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  !R.  K&savan  Nafr :  May  I  know 
how  the  Excise  Commissioner  proposes  to  realise  the  --residue  of 
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Mr.  M.  K.  Nilakanta  Aiyar:  Ir  may  not  he  possible  to 
recover  the  entire  amount.  Whatever  it  is  possible  to  recover, 
will  be  recovered  in  the  course  of  the  next  year. 

Mr-  K.  R.  Elankath:  May  I  know  what  amount  will 
have  to  be  written  off  ? 

Mr.  M.  K.  Nilakanta  Aiyar :  I  cannot  say.

President  :  The  honourable  member  will  resume  his  seat. 

Mr.  M.  K.  Nilakanta  Aiyar  :  Seme  of  the  honourable 
members  have  said  that  corruption  is  rampant  in  the  Department, 
It  is  even  said  that  they  assist  in  smuggling.  I  do  concede  that 
this  is  a  Department  where  there  is  sco|)e  for  corruption  and  that 
there  is  the  chance  of  the  low-paid  offic  vs  falling  an  easy  prey  to 
temptation.  But  I  fear  the  evil  has  been  grossly  exaggerated.  It 
has  been  the  honest  endeavour  of  the  Heads  of  this  LepartmeDt  to 
weed  out  corruption.  During  the  last  few  years,  4  Inspectors  and 
one  Assistant  Excise  Commissioner  have  been  discharged  from  the 
service.  During  the  short  time  that  I  have  been  in  charge  of  the 
Department  2  Inspectors  and  2  peons  have  been  placed  under  sus- 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair :  May  1  know 
whether  the  non-realisation  of  the  anticipated  increase  from  tobacco 
is  not  due  to  corruption  ? 

Mr.  M.  K.  Nilakanta  Aiyar  :  I  do  not  think  bo.  I  may 
assure  the  House  that  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  root  out  the  evil. 
However,  1  am  sure  the  House  will  bear  with  me  when  I  say  that 
unless  there  is  eo-operation  from  the  public  my  attempts  may  not 
produce  the  desired  result. 
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President  :  The  question  before  the  House  is  that  Govern¬ 
ment  be  granted  a  sum  of  Rs.  7,18,104  under  Demand  VII— 
Excise. 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  carried  and  the  grant  was 
made. 

DEMAND  VIII— ADMINISTRATION  OF 
JUSTICE  Rs.  11,52,237. 

Mr.  Puthupalli  S.  Krishna  Pillai  {Legal  Remem¬ 
brancer)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  for  a  grant  of  Rs.  11,52,237  under 
Demand  Vlli — Administration  of  Juscice. 

Mr.  Q.  Narayana  Aiyar:  I  support  the  Demand.  But 
I  wish  to  bring  certain  important  facts  to  the  notice  of  Government. 
The  standardisation  scheme  came  into  effect  on  the  1st  Idavam  1110 
and  by  the  passing  of  the  Government  order,  increased  pay  accrued 
to  all  Government  servants  in  service  and  fortunately  all  non- 
Gazetted  officers,  excepting  those  in  the  Judicial  and  Educational 
Departments  got  their  quota  from  1-10-1110.  But  the  non-gazet- 
ted  officers  of  these  two  Departments  were  not  allowed  to  draw  their 
increased  scale  and  their  claim  was  being  postponed  on  some  flimsy 
ground  for  what  reason  nobody  can  explain.  After  a  great  deal  of 
communications  and  controversies  there  comes  an  order  towards  the 
close  of  1113  to  say  back  arrears  need  not  be  paid  to  those  non. 
gazetted  officers  in  the  Judicial  and  Education  Departments.  I 
cannot  understand  how  they  are  guilty.  While  all  their  brethren 
iii  service  in  the  other  Departments  are  drawing  increased  pay,  from 
1-10-111 0  these  two  unfortunate  set  of  people  are  negatived  that 
right.  X  ask  the  question  whether  it  is  not  a  legal  right  that  ac¬ 
crued  to  these  people.  How  can  that  be  negatived  ?  How  are  they 
responsible  for  the  delay  in  granting  them  the  benefits  of  the  stan. 
dardisation  P  The  number  of  such  officers  in  the  Judicial  Depart¬ 
ment  alone  may  come  to  over  1,000.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  heart 
burning  amongst  them  and  want  of  incentive  for  proper  work.  A 
claim  accrued  to  them  by  the  order  which  claim  is  legally  enforce¬ 
able  in  a  court  of  lav.  They  were  expecting  that  the  same  will 
be  paid  by  Government  who  will  not  draw  a  distinction  between  2 
sets  of  officers  of  equal  status  serving  them.  As  a  result  of  “Stan¬ 
dardisation”,  ministerial  employees  in  the  Judicial  Department 
alone  were  hit  hard  Their  brethren  in  other  departments  got  their, 
arrears  of  pay  from  1-10-1110.  So,  the  position  is  that  when  one 
set  of  Government  employees  got  their  arrears  of  pay  from  1- lu¬ 
ll  10  as  per  the  standardisation  the  other  set  of  smployees  of  the 
same  status  in  the  Judicial  Department,  for  no  fault  of  theirs,  were 
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debarred  by  the  Financial  circular  from  claiming  their  arrears  for 
such  period.  Such  a  position  is  hard.  The  circular  issued  by  the 
Financial  Secretary  negativing  claims  for  back  arrears  of  pay  of 
the  servants  of  the  Judicial  Department  on  the  standardisation 
scale  is  highly  objectionable.  A  body  of  employees  who  claimed 
their  higher  scale  of  arrears  earlier  and  received  them  are  fortunate 
while  those  who  waited  relying  on  their  legal  claims  which  claims 
were  refused  arbitrarily  are  unfortunate.  In  the  latter  category 
comes  a  large  number  of  servants  in  the  Judicial  Department.  They 
are  put  to  untold  hardship.  1  request  Government  to  seriously 
consider  the  just  overlooked  claims  of  the  employees  of  the  Judicial 
Department  and  redress  their  legitimate  grievances  at  an  early  date. 

(At  tliis  stage  the  President  vacated  the  chair  and  Mr.  Kottur 
Kunjukrishna  Pillai  occupied  it.) 

A  good  deal  of  heart-burning  exists  in  the  matter  of  recruit¬ 
ment  to  the  judiciary.  Of  late  seniority  in  service  doe*  not  general¬ 
ly  count  for  promotions-  Though  there  is  a  specific  Government 
circular  in  the  matter,  that  has  not  been  observed  on  various  oc¬ 
casions  and  on  various  grounds.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  now 
to  go  into  those  details.  I  appeal  to  Government  to  do  justice  to 
the  really  hard-working  officers  of  the  Government  in  the  judicial 
department  and  encourage  them. 

The  pages  of  the  Administration  Report  reveal  the  work  turned 
out  by  Munsiffs  during  pre-standardisation  and  after.  The  work 
turned  out  in  the  former  period  is  till  1110  was  far  superior  and 
satisfactory.  That,  according  to  me,  was  occasioned  by  certain 
circumstances.  Prior  to  1110  the  initial  pay  of  a  permanent  Mun- 
siff  was  Rs.  200  and  there  was  biennial  inerenunt  of  25  Rupees. 
After  1110,  the  initial  salary  of  the  office  was  lowered  to  Rs.  150 
and  the  increments  too  were  made  unattractive.  Prior  to  standard¬ 
isation,  a  Munsiff  can  automatically  earn  his  maximum  in  12  years 
time,  whereas  under  the  standardisation  rules,  his  reaching  the 
maximum  in  a  reasonable  time  is  beset  with  difficulties.  There  are 
now  3  grades  of  Munsiffs  i.e.  Rs  150  to  200,  200  to  250  and  250 
to  300.  But  before  1110  there  was  only  one  grade  of  Munsiff. 
Added  to  all  these,  a  lot  of  new  officers  are  directly  recruited  in  dis¬ 
proportionate  numbers  overlooking  the  claims  of  those  in  service 
All  these  contribute  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  regarding 
outturn  of  work  in  the  Judicial  Department.  I  earnestly  request 
Government  to  look  into  the  matter  and  arrive  at  a  wholesome  deci¬ 
sion  so  that  the  heart-burning  that  exists  in  the  rank  and  file  of  the 
officers  especially  the  Muueiffs  in  the  judiciary  may^disappear  forth 
with.  By  so  doing,  the  inclination  on  the  part  of  officers  to  produce 
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greater  out-turn  of  satisfactory  work  will  naturally  increase  and 
consequently,  they  will  bestow  proper  attention  in  the  outturn  of 
efficient  work  as  well. 

Another  equally  important  point  to  which  Government  should 
turn  their  attention  is  in  the  matter  of  disposal  of  old  cases.  The 
minimum  number  of  suits  that  has  to  be  disposed  of  by  a  Munsiff 
within  a  month  as  per  the  existing  rule  has  been  fixed  by  Govern, 
ment  at  40-  That  is  really  too  much.  To  show  the  minimum 
Judicial  Officers  always  take  up  light  and  unimportant  cases,  so 
much  so,  that  old  and  difficult  cases  are  allowed  to  lie  over.  Thus, 
even  money  suits  of  5  and  6  years’  standing  remain  undisposed  of 
in  all  the  courts  including  the  High  Court.  Too  much  stress  should 
not  be  laid  on  the  number  of  cases  to  be  disposed  of.  The 
heavy  arrears  of  old  cases  is  all  due  to  either  inefficiency  of  the 
Judicial  Officers,  or  heart-burning  or  want  of  encouragement  of  the 
officers  concerned.  It  has  to  be  stated  that  there  are  very  capable 
officers  in  the  Judicial  Department.  It  is  high  time  that  Govern¬ 
ment  take  into  serious  consideration  the  grievances  of.  the  hard- 
worked  set  of  Judicial  Officers  and  bring  about  a  satisfactory  solu¬ 
tion.  Unless  their  due  claims  are  recognised  aud  encouragement 
given  in  proper  cases,  there  is  no  safety  for  the  public.  There  will 
arise  inordinate  delay  in  the  administration  of  justice.  All  these  are 
matters  for  the  serious  consideration  of  the  High  Court.  Those 
Judicial  Officers,  who  do  substantial  work,  should  be  given  en¬ 
couragement.  At  least  in  future,  that  ought  to  be  a  guide  for 
promotion. 

In  regard  to  the  attendance  of  Judicial  Officers,  I  have  to  say 
a  word.  As  a  rule,  some  of  these  officers  do  not  attend  courts  at 
the  fixed  time.  This  defect  is  probably  due  to  heart  burning  of 
the  officers  concerned-  The  court  should  assemble  at  the  bench 
precisely  at  eleven  a.  m.  and  regular  work  begun  at  11.  It  is  not 
enough  if  they  go  to  court  at  10-30  or  11.  It  is  more  the  hour  of 
commencement  of  work  in  courts  that  is  important.  More  time  has 
to  be. devoted  for  work  in  the  bench. 

Lastly,  a  word  about  the  large  number  of  additional  courts- 
Their  existence  causes  a.  good  deal  of  difficulty.  Some  are  even  of 
20  years  standing.  Their  term  is  extended  year  by  year.  Unless  the 
courts  are  given  some  sort  of  fixity  the  presiding  officers  are  not 
likely  to  show  good  work.  If  Government  find  from  statistics  that 
a  particular  additional  court  is  necessary  why  not  such  a  court  lie 
made  permanent  so  that  the  presiding  officer  there  could  work 
satisfactorily  and  justly,  With  these  important  suggestions  I  sup¬ 
port  the  Demand , 
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Mr.  Sultan  Muhiadheen:  (Trivandrum  and  Nednmnnqnd

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas:  Ii:  dealing  with  tliis  Demand  I  have  to 
refer  to  the  corruption  that  is  rampant  in  the  Department.  When 
that  is  the  case  with  the  administration  of  justice,  we  can  more  or 
less  imagine  the  consequence.  Some  years  back  there  was  strong 
impression  in  the  land  that  apart  from  the  corruption  of  individual 
officers  they  do  not  get  just  decisions  in  Trnvancore  Courts.  But 
the  position  has  changed  r.ow  for  the  worse.  With  great  sorrow  I 
have  to  say  that  the  faith  of  the  public  in  Trnvancore  Judiciary  has 
fallen  very  low.  It  may  be  the  impression  of  some  of  the  members 
of  this  house  that  I  am  speaking  in  such  strong  terms  because  I 
belong  to  a  particular  political  party.  I  assure  join  Sir,  that  I  am 
not  easily  carried  away  by  political  trifles  to  make  such  strong  asser¬ 
tions.  I  really  do  feel  that  I  speak  these  things  with  all  the  force 
of  my  conviction  that  there  is  an  impression  at  present  in  the  mind 
of  the  people  that  the  Travencore  Judiciary  is  not  as  incorruptible 
as  it  had  been  before.  {Hear,  hear)-  I  do  nor  say  that' A,  B  or  a 
particular  organisation  is  responsible  for  this  impression.  Perhaps 
the  impression  may  not  be  exactly  in  proportion  to  the  actual  facts, 
it  may  be  much  stronger  than  the  actual  fuc.s.  But  this  is  the  real 
case.  People  are  under  the  impression  that  in  cases  where  the 
Government  is  interested  Travaucore  Courts  of  law  at  present  do 
not  administer  justice  impartially. 

Chairman  •'  I  refer  the  honourable  memljcr  to  Kule  28 
which1  prohibits  an  attack  on  the  Judiciary. 

Mr.  R-  V.  Thomas  :  I  do  not  quite  realise  what  the  Section 
is. 

Chairman  :  An  attack  on  the  Judiciary  with  regard  to  cor¬ 
ruption  arid  other  things  is  prohibited. 

Mr.  R- V.  Thomas:  The  impression  that  Judiciary  is  cor¬ 
rupt  is  created  as  o  result  of  the  way  in  which  the  administration  of 
justice  is  carried  out  in  the  land.  That  is  what  I  want  to  impress 
upon  the  Government.  Of  course  the  present  political  development 
may  have  to  a  large  extent,  tendered  to  one  way  or  the  other.  Bat 
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I  do  not  think  it  is  a  justification  why  the  administration  of  justice 
must  in  any  way  deteriorate.  What  I  would  imp-ess  upon  the 
Government  is  that  there  is  a  feeling  in  the  land  that  the  adminis- 
tration  of  justice  has  deteriorated,  chiefly  through  the  unwarranted, 
uncalled  for  interference  of  the  executive  in  the  administration  of 
justice.  There  is  that  one  defect  in  the  present  system  of  Govern¬ 
ment.  Corruption  to  which  I  have  referred  to  in  matters  judicial  is 
all  1  he  more  rampant  in  cases  where  the  executive  officers  of  the 
State  are  invested  with  judicial  powers.  Of  course  it  may  be,  to  a 
small  extent,  due  to  the  weakness  of  human  nature,  But  it  is  no 
justification  why  the  administration  of  justice  must  suffer  and  the 
efficiency  should  deteriorate.  Perhaps  a  particular  political  party 
may  carry  on  strong  agitation  against  the  Government.  They  may 
very  mercilessly  critise  the  action  of  the  Government-  But  the 
Government  must  always  scrupulously  try  to  create  an  impression 
in  the  general  public  that  even  if  the  heaven  comes  down  justice 
will  be  carried  out  to  its  fullest  extent.  I  would  request  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  along  with  the  Dewan  President  of  this  House  that  politi¬ 
cal  animosities  should  not  mar  the  administration  of  justice.

Mr.  P.  L  Simon  ( Municipal  Courxih )  :  Sir,  J  support  the 
demand,  in  doing  so  I  have  to  enter  my  emphatic  protest  against 
the  very  serious  charges  that  have  been  levelled  against  the  judici¬ 
ary  by  one  of  the  honourable  members,  Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas. 

Mr.  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi,:  Is  the  honour¬ 
able  member  speaking  for  tire  Governmmt  ? 

Chairman  :  You  need  not  answer  drat  question.  It  is 
quite  obvious. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  I  wish  to  know  in  what  order  Mr.  Simon  was  called  up¬ 
on  to  speak,  whether  it  was  in  pursuance  of  the  order  in  which 
names  appear  in  the  list  that  was  handed  over  to  the  Chair. 

Chairman  :  That  is  not  a  point  of  order. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  I  wish  to  know 
whether  the  names  of  State  Congress  party  members  are  given  in 
that  list. 

Chairman  :  The  Chair  knows  its  business. 

Mr.  C-  V.  Chandrasekaran :  Sir,  I  wish  to  know'  whether 
the  member  is  in  order  in  questioning  the  discretion  of  the  Chair. 

Chairman  :  It  is  absolutely  irregular. 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair :  I  wit-  not  question¬ 
ing  the  discretion  of  the  Chair. 

Chairman  t  The  Chair  was  calling  member-  from  the  dif¬ 
ferent  parties  ;  one  member  from  the  State  Congress  party,  another 
from  the  Progressive  part}-  and  then  another  from  the  Imlejienilant 
party. 

There  has  been  absolutely  no  unlawfull  interference  with  the 
right  of  speech  of  members.  Mr.  Simon  will  continue. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  On  a  point  of  per¬ 
sonal  explanation.  I  want  to  know  whether  the  Chair  has  called 
according  to  the  list.  Mr.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  whose  name  was 
suggested  was  not  called. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi:  Sir.  I  appeal 
to  the  Chair  to  save  me  from  the  attention  of  the  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  so  far  as  this  dispute  is  concerned.  I  do  not  want  to  complain 
against  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

Chairman :  The  Chair  has  its  discretion  to  choose  the 
speaker. 

Mr.  P.  I.  Simon  :  Sir,  in  reply  to  the  question  put  to  me  I 
may  say,  that  I  am  speaking  on  behalf  of  myself.  Sir,  I  have  been 
practising  in  the  highest  court  c£  the  land  for  14  years.  All  that 
my  experience  at  the  bar  tells  me  is  that  the  Travuncon:  Judiciary  is 
incorruptible. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  May  I  know 
from  the  member  whether  he  was  present  at  Mr.  A.  Narayana 
Pillai’s  trial  ? 

Mr-  P-  1.  Simon  :  I  was  present  and  I  can  say  that  the 
trial  was  conducted  iu  the  most  judicial  manner.  And  to  say  that 
proper  justice  is  not  meted  out  by  our  Judiciary  and  that  it  is 
corrupt,  in  a  light-hearted  manner,  is  not  proper  for  an  honourable 
member  of  this  House. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  May  I  know  from  the  member  what 
is  the  impression  prevailing  in  the  country  about  the  J udiciary  V 

Mr.  P.  I.  Simon :  I  am  coming  to  that— Mr.  Thomas 
started  by  saying  in  a  licrlit  hearted  manner  that  the  whole  Judici¬ 
ary  is  corrupt.  Then  he  modified  his  statement  and  the  modifi¬ 
cation  is  significant  by  saying  that  the  judiciary  is  not  incorruptible. 
This  last  statement  can  be  tolerated  although  it  is  not  true.  Mr. 
Thomas  then  proceeded  to  say  that  at  the  worst  there  was  only  an 
impression  in  the  minds  of  the  public  that  everything  was  not  al¬ 
right  with  the  judiciary.  This  impression,  if  there  is  any,  is  not 
Vol.  XII  No.  4. 
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shared  by  all.  If  at  all,  it  owes  its  existence  to  the  mischievous  and 
malicious  propaganda  that  is  being  carried  on  by  a  particular  politi¬ 
cal  party  to  which  the  member  belongs. 

Sir,  in  supporting  the  demand,  I  emphatically  assert  that  our 
judiciary  is  efficient,  it  is  independent  and  it  is  imorruptibie. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Well, ,  Sir 
I  am  glad  that  I  have  been  asked  to  apeak  on  this  demand.  As  a 
member  of  the  legal  profession,  I  also  want  to  be  circumspect  about 
what  I  speak.  I  claim  to  know  a  bit  of  law  and  it  is  not  because 
of  the  horrors  that  may  ensue  if  1  talk  what  is  in  my  mind  but 
because  of  the  courtesy  and  etiquette  expected  of  a  member  of  the 
legal  profession  I  restrain  myself  much  in  talking  about  orir  Judi¬ 
ciary.  Sir,  I  want  to  observe  also  that  I  speak  in  this  strain  hot 
with  a  view  to  get  a  good  conduct  certificate  from  the  Government. 

My  honourable  friend,  the  member  for  the  Municipalities  hin¬ 
ted  about  the  danger  of  making  denunciations  of  the  Judiciary  and 
I  know  the  situation  has  considerably  changed  now  to  prompt  that 
hint.  Any  how,  I  am  not  going  to  indulge  in  it. 

Now,  Sir,  before  i  say  anything  further  I  blame  the  Judiciary 
for  not  keeping  the  promise  or  rather  for  not  acting  up  to  the  re¬ 
commendation  of  the  Law’s  Delays  Committee  that  a  District  Court 
may  be  established  at  Mavelikara.  Even  Mr.  Simon  will  agree  that 
this  is  perfectly  constitutional.  I  had  stressed  the  need  of  a  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  somewhere  in  central  Travaueore.  When  additional 
judges  were  appointed  in  Nagercoil,  Quilon  and  Kottayam  I  don’t 
see  any  reason  why  a  District  Court  is  not  established  somewhere 
in  central  Travaueore.  Sir,  I  also  want  to  draw  the  attention  of 
Government  that  this  is  not  needed  on  any  political  consideration 
at  all. 

Now,  Sir,  I  come  to  the  Village  Panchayat  Courts.  This 
again  is  a  point 'to  which  i  request  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Sitnoh 
should  not  take  exception.  Sir,  we  see  often  nominations  made  by 
Government  on  the  bench  of  these  courts.  In  almost  all  the  cas& 
the  Government  nominate  men  who  have  no  position  in  public  life 
or  any  status  among:  decent  men.  And  very  often  it  is  found  very 
embarrassing  for  other  judges  to  sit  with  these  types  of  men  nomi¬ 
nated  by  Government.  1  would  request  the  Government  to  con¬ 
sider  this  land  not  .  to  nominate  ,  to  the  judicial  bench  of  .  the 
panchayat  courts  people  who  have  little  education  or  little  standing 
in  public  life.  .  , 

Thirdly,  Sir,  with  regard  to  the  point  raised  by  Mr.  K,  V. 
Thomas.  Sir,  no  doubt  there  is  some  corruption  prevalent  in  the 
judiciary.  This  is  well  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  recently  two 
District  Judges  were  depromoted  or  their  promotion  debarred.  So 
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there  is  no  denying  tha  fac:  that  all  is  no:  well  with  the  Judiciary. 
Then  with  regai  d  to  tha  delay  in  courts  I.  should  think  that  the 
delay  is  not  due  to  the  inefficiency  of  the  Punch  but  because,  of  the 
dilatory  practices  often  adopt  id  by  the  clients  themselves,  with  the 
counsel  of  their  vakils.  Now  in  justification  of  the  Judiciary  let  us 
take  up  some  sort  of  quantitative  method  of  assessment  of  the  work 
of  the  judo-ea  and  munsiffs.  Especially  in  civil  courts,  there  are 
miscellaneous  petitions  and  execution  cases.  In  execution  rases 
the  munsiffs  will  have  to  examine  the  several  witn  .sses.  1  his  is 
never  included  in  the  work  approved  by  the  Government.  Now,  it 
can  be  seen  that  the  complaint  is  not  about  the  judges  themselves.

President:  I  have  reccivid  notice  <  if  it  motion  from  M\ 
Joseph  Kunju,  Pudiyara,  for  the  adjournment  of  ike  House  to  dis¬ 
cuss  a  definite  matter  of  urgent  public  importance,  namely,  the 
situation  caused  by  the  publication  of  the  letter  of  Sir  James 
Taylor,  Governor  of  the  Reserve  Bank  of  India,  particularly  with 
reference  to  the  allegations  contained  therein  against  the  Travail - 
core  National  and  Quilon  Bank,  to  che  Honourable  Mr.  Rajagopala- 
chariur,  Premier  of  Madras.  This  correspondence  between  Sir 
James  Taylor,  Governor  of  the  Reserve  Bank  of  India,  and  Honour¬ 
able  Mr.  Rajagopalachariar  is  a  matter  on  which  this  Government 
have  no  control  and  have  no  connection.  It  is  a  wellknown  rule 
that  adjournment  motions  can  only  be  brought  forward  with  regard 
to  matters  in  respect  of  w'hich  Government  have  administrative 
control  and  authority.  This  matter  is  sub  judit-e  and  the  question 
would  come  up  for  decision  before  the  Travancore  Court  of  Law. 
On  these  two  grounds  namely  that  the  Government  have  no  admi¬ 
nistrative  control  or  responsibility  in  respect  of  the  matter  which  is 
the  subject  of  the  correspondence  and  that  it  is  sub  judice  waiting 
for  the  decision  of  a  court  of  law,  I  rule  the  motion  out  of  order.

An  important  question  has  been  raised  by  the 
honourable  member.  That  question  relates  to  the  issuesof.  a  cer¬ 
tain  newspaper  containing  articles  purporting  to  reflect  upon  im- 
J  partiality  and  the.conduct  of  the  Dewan  in  his  capacity  as  the  Pre¬ 
sident  of  this  Assembly. 

Now,  speaking  generally,  it  is  a  well  known  and  elementary 
fact  that  this  matter  can  be  debated  by  way  of  raising  a  question  of 
the  privilege  of  this  House.  So,  the  honourable  member  is  quite 
in  order  in  raising  this  question.  The  constitutional  law  relating 
to  this  matter  is  thus  laid  down  in  May’s  Parliamentary  Practice, 
page  89: 

“Reflections  on  the  charactei'  of  the  Speaker  and  accusations  of  parti¬ 
ality  in  the  discharge  of  his. duty  have  been  treated  severely  by 
the  House. 

On  the  11th  February,  1774,  the  Speaker  informed  the  House  of  a 
letter  in  the  Public  Advertiser  newspaper  addressed  to  him  reflec¬ 
ting  on  hiB  character  and  on  his  couduet  as  Speaker.  The  House 
ordered  II.  S.  Woodfali,  the  Printer,  to  attend,  and  resolved  that 
the  letter  was  “a  false,  malicious,  and  scandalous  libel  highly  re¬ 
flecting  on  the  character  of  the  Speaker  of  this  House  to  the  dis¬ 
honour  of  this  House  and  in  violation  of  the  privileges  thereof’ 
The  printer  was  declared  to  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  privilege  and 
committed  to  the  custody  of  the  Serjeant-at-arms.” 

It  is  thus  elementary  law  that  a  newspaper,  which  makes  re¬ 
marks  concerning  the  impartiality  of  the  President,  comes  within 
the  ambit  of  the  Regulation  condemning  and  inhibiting  breaches  of 
privilege  of  this  House.  It  is  no  doubt  true,  and  in  fact  it  isiclear 
even  from  the  extracts  read  by  the  honourable  member  who  raised 
this  question,  that  the  Dewan-President  of  this  Assembly  occupies 
a  dual  capacity.  In  one  capacity  he  is  the  executive  head  of  the 
Government,  and  in  that  capacity  he  is  not  exempted  from  the 
strongest  criticism  of  policy.  And  therefore  to  the  extent  to  which 
a  newspaper  criticises  the  administrative  policy  of  the  Dewan  of  the 
State,  the  Dewan  has  no  right  to  complain,  and  this  House  has  no 
right  to  take  up  that  complaint  as  a  question  of  privilege.  But  in 
so  far  as  a  newspaper  or  an  individual  reflects  on  the  impartiality 
of  the  Dewan  in  his  capacity  as  President  a  position  which  consti¬ 
tutes  him,  as  a  representative  of  this  Assembly,  as  the  custodian  of 
its  privileges,  and  as  the  person  in  charge  of  the  rights,  duties, 
dignity  and  status  of  this  House,  such  reflections  are  Jibels  on  the 
Chair  and  those  reflections  and  libels  will  affect  the  House  itself  and 
s  its  dignity.  Therefore  severe  notice  is  taken  of  such  criticisms. 
It  is  not  right  that  the  Chair  should  come  to  a  decision  on  this 
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matter  oil  a  statement  made  by  an  honourable  member  on  the  floor 
of  the  House,  without  scrutiny  and  investigation.  The  matter  will 
lie  investigated  and  the  issues  of  the  particular  newspaper  trans¬ 
lated  ;  and,  if  this  question  is  again  raised  in  the  House,  a  ruling 
will  lie  given  and  the  necessary  punishment  awarded  if  it  is  consi¬ 
dered  that  the  newspaper  has  infringed  privilege  of  this  House. 
As  this  Council  is  not  a  court  of  justice  as  the  Parliament  is,  such 
punishment  will  consist,  as  it  has  consisted  in  the  Legislative 
Assembly  at  Simla  and  elsewhere  in  the  withdrawal  of  all  the  edi¬ 
torial  and  other  privileges  attached  to  newspapers.  That  is  one  of 
the  forms  of  punishment  exercisable.  Let  us  hope  that  that  news¬ 
paper  will  realise  that  the  reflections  on  the  conduct  of  the  Chair, 
or  on  the  Dewan  as  President,  are  lieyond  the  scope  of  journalistic 
liberty  and  are  punishable.  This  matter  will,  as  I  have  stated,  be 
scrutinised  and  brought  up  again  before  this  House  if  need  be. 
VOTING  OF  JDEMAADS  FOIi  GRANTS. 

DEMAND  VIII. — Administration  of  justice  ( continued. ,) 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  (Kanmoyapally 
Kartikapally  and  Ambalapuzha  cum  Sherlallai)  ■  Sir,  as  regards  the 
reflections  that  were  made  on  the  political  party  to  which  I  have 
the  honour  to  belong,  I  leave  it  there.  But  1  want  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  Government  to  the  injustice.involved  in  giving  Magi¬ 
sterial  powers  to  private  gentlemen.  Sir,  I  refer  to  the  Magisterial 
authority  given  to  the  Manager  of  the  Chief  of  the  Poonjar  Edavagai. 
He  is  expected  to  adjudicate  on  behalf  of  the  Chief  with  his 
tenants.  It  will  be  a  reflection  on  the  judicial  administration  of 
the  State  if  the  Kariasthan  of  the  Chief  of  Poonjar  is  to  decide 
cases  where  the  Chief  and  his  tenants  are  the  parties. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose,  the  demand. 
In  doing  so,  I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  the 
inordinate  delay  in  disposing  of  cases  not  only  in  -the  lower  courts 
but  in  the  High  Court  as  well.  In  the  lower  courts  where  the 
original  cases  are  taken,  we  find  cases  pending  for  many  years  not 
being  disposed  of.  Now'  there  are  besides  the  permanent  Munaiffs, 
so  many  additional  and  temporary  MunsifEs  and  they  are  not  few. 
Now,  Sir,  one  point  may  he  urged  in  favour  of  the  delay  in  the 
disposal  of  cases.  This  may  be  attributed  to  the  voluminous  in¬ 
crease  of  literature  with  regard  to  law  which  is  being  studied  by 
lawyers  who  handle  cases  and  so,  to  arrive  at  a  correct  and  fair 
decision,  considerable  time  may  be  needed.  If  that  is  the  reason 
for  the  delay  of  a  particular  case,  especially  appellate  cases,  then  we 
should  find  an  increase  in  the  efficiency  or  quality  of  the  decisions 
of  the  courts.  There  also  what  we  find  is  that  the  appeals  which 
have  been  upheld  are  becoming  less  and  less  in  percentage.  The 
number  of  cases  which  were  confirmed  comes  to  60’62  per  cent. 
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And  in  similar  proportion  is  the  case  where  the  decisions  of 
the  lower  courts  were  set  aside.  So  what  we  find  is  even  in  such 
cases  the  presiding  officers  cannot  justify  their  position.  What  is 
the  main  reason  which  must  contribute  to  this?  To  me  it  seems 
that  there  are  two  reasons.  One  is  that  as  long  as  there  are 
temporary  and  additional  Benches  there  is  a  tendency  to  these 
officers  to  show  arrears  of  cases  so  that  these  Benches  may  not  be 
closed  down  and  they  are  asked  to  go  back.  They  want  to  keep 
up  the  arrears  to  continue  their  posts  for  the  next  year  also. 
Therefore  it  will  be  more  discreet  to  have  these  Benches  confirmed. 
The  other  reason  which  suggests  to  me  is  that  even  in  the 
case  of  recruitment  to  the  Bench,  the  principle  adopted  is  not 
satisfactory.  Of  course  efficiency  is  not  the  monopoly  of  a 
particular  community.  Every  community  is  or  is  not  as  efficient 
as  any  other  community.  But  there  must  be  a  certain  set  of 
standard  to  make  a  lawyer  eligible  for  becoming  a  presiding 
officer.  Generally  the  criterion  is  the  period  of  service  at  the  Bar 
and  it  has  been  fixed  at  5  or  10  years.  And  recently  it  has  been 
decided  by  Government  to  consider  the  monthly  income  of  a  parti¬ 
cular  lawyer  as  the  basis  for  his  appointment  as  a  Judge.  In  the 
latter  case  it  is  very  clear  that  by  mere  adjustment  of  accounts  one 
can  show  that  his  income  is  beyond  what  is  required.  The  only 
and  proper  standard  that  ought  to  be  the  guiding  principle  of 
Government  is  the  number  of  cases  that  a  particular  lawyer  has  in 
his  file  since  he  began  to  practice.  Because  it  is  in  the  interest  of 
the  litigant  public  of  Travancore  that  when  a  J udge  is  appointed, 
the  selection  must  fall  on  the  best  known  lawyer.  It  should  be  the 
policy  of  the  Government  hereafter  to  see  that  only  persons  having 
a  large  file  of  cases  are  appointed  to  the  Benches.  Sir,  there  is 
another  reason  also  why  this  should  be.  A  great  many  presiding 
officers  who  have  not  dealt  with  a  large  number  of  cases  as  Vakils 
are  peevish  and  impatient  in  the  matter  of  handling  cases  aud  they 
are  not  able  to  grasp  things  which  are  presented  before  them. 

President  :  The  honourable  member  has  three  minutes 

Mr-  K.  R.  Elankath :  Sir,  these  are  the  three  reasons  which 
appear  to  me  to  be  causes  for  the  laws  delay  in  our  courts.  With 
these  words,  I  resume  my  seat. 

Mr.  Puthupally  S.  Krishna  Pillai  ( Legal  Remembrancer 
to  Government) :  Sir,  various  points  were  urged  for  the  attention  of 
Government  by  several  members  and  I  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  deal 
with  them  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  presented. 

President  :  The  honourable  member,has  12  minutes, 
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Mr.  Puthupally  S.  Krishna  PlUai :  home  h.n.i.unib!,: 
members  made  comments  on  the  unsatisfactory  working  of  the 
Conciliation  Boards  in  the  State  and  suggested  that  they  must  be 
given  additional  powers  on  the  lines  of  the  Madras  Debt  Belief  Act 
so  that  the  Conciliation  Boards  might  work  more  efficiently.  On 
this  question,  Sir,  1  have  to  state  for  the  information  of  the' House 
that  the  two  legislative  enactments  have  heen  drawn  up  on  two 
distinct  and  fundamentally  different  principles.  We  have  in  draw¬ 
ing  up  the  Agricultural  Debt  Relief  Regulation  accepted  the 
principle  of  ivoluntary  settlement  of  debts  by  mutual  agreement 
between  the  debtor  and  the  creditor. 

In  British  India  a  more  stringent  and  drastic  policy  of  com¬ 
pulsorily  scaling  down  of  debts  has  been  adopted  ;  and  it  is  that 
policy  that  some  honourable  members  are  now  advocating  here.  In 
regard  to  our  Agricultural  Debt  Relief  Regulation,  it  is  not  yet 
time  for  the  Government  to  say  whether  it  works  satisfactorily  or 
not.  Statistics  so  far  available  show  that,  if  the  Regulation  is 
allowed  to  work  for  some  time  more  find  is  given  a  fair  chance  side 
by  side  with  long-term  credit  facilities  which  are  not  now'  available 
to  the  debtors  of  the  country,  the  measure  will  work  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  both  the  debtor  and  the  creditor  class.  During  the 
current  year,  about  2,722  applications  were  filed  beore  the  9  Con¬ 
ciliation  Boards.  Government  feel  that,  in  regard  to  voluntary 
settlement  between  the  debtor  and  the  creditor  which  forms  the 
basis  of  our  Debt  Relief  Regulation,  the  general  tendency  on  the 
part  of  the  creditors  is  to  accept  any  resonable  amount  in  full 
settlement  of  their  claims  provided  it  is  paid  down  in  cash,  so  that 
the  main  reason  for  the  present  improper  or  unsatisfactory  working 
of  the  Regulation  is  the  lack  of  long-term  credit  facilities  for  the 
debtor  to  pay  the  scaled  down  debts  in  cash  which  alone  will 
satisfy  the  debtor.  Even  without  compulsorily  scaling  down  not 
only  the  whole  of  the  interest  but  also  a  portion  of  the  principal, 
our  creditors  are  quite  willing  to  accept  a  portion  of  their  dues  in 
settlement  of  the  full  claim  provided  they  get  cash.  _  But,  there  is 
no  banking  institution  in  the  State  which  is  in  a  position  to  advance 
long-term  loans  to  our  debtors ;  and  it  is  to  remove  this  defect  that 
the  Government  undertook  the  responsibility  of  sponsoring  the 
Credit  Bank  Bill  in  the  discussion  of  the  provisions  of  which  the 
honourable  members  of  the  Legislature  took  very  great  interest. 
That  institution  has  now  been  established  and  will  commence  work 
early  next  month.  When  that  institution  begins  to  W'ork  and 
credit  facilities  are  made  available  to  our  agricultural  debtors,  it  is 
the  view  of  the  Government,  as  I  hope  it  is  the  view  of  the 
honourable  members,  that  the  Conciliation  Boards  will  be  in 
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a  position  to  do  more  satisfactory  work.  Therefore,  the 
question  of  bringing  forward  furl  her.  legislation  on  the  matter  has 
not  yet  been  decided  upon  by  the  Government.  Proposals  have 
been  made  in  the  other  House  to  the  effect  that  the  Regulation 
must  be  amended.  That  matter  is  under  consideration  and  Govern¬ 
ment  are  not  yet  in  a  position  to  say  what  they  are  going  to  do. 
But,  on  behalf  of  the  Government,  I  would  only  request  the  House 
to  consider  this  aspect  of  the  matter,  namely,  that,  before  we  think 
of  any  drastic  legislation  calculated  to  disturb  the  existing  credit  in 
the  country  and  the  mutual  relationship  of  harmony  which  might 
possibly  subsist  between  the  creditor  and  the  debtor,  we  must  given 
fair  trial  to  the  present  Regulation  side  by  side  with  the  availability 
of  long-term  credit ;  and  then,  if  it  is  found  unworkable,  or  not 
sufficient  to  meet  the  situation,  further  steps  might  be  taken. 

Mr.  Q-  Narayana  Aivar  ( Parur ,  Kunnatnad  and  Muwttu- 
puzha  cum  Devicolam)  :  May  1  ask  whether  it  would  not  be 
advisable  to  hand  over  conciliation  work  also  to  such  of  the  Munsiffs 
as  have  not  got  sufficient  work  ? 

Mr.  Puthupalli  S.  Krishna  Pillai.  That  question  was 
considered  fully  even  when  the  Bill  was  before  the  House,  and  it 
was  as  a  result  of  the  insistent  demand  made  by  the  honourable 
members  of  both  the  Houses,  and  in  view  of  the  recommendation 
made  by  the  Debt  Relief  Committee,  that  the  present  course  was 
adopted  ;  and  experience  shows  that  it  is  not  feasible  or  proper  that 
the  Munsiffs  should  be  invested  with  the  work  of  conciliating  debts 
also.  Honourable  members  have  complained  on  the  floor  of  the 
House  about  the  delay  in  the  disposal  of  suits  and  about  old  cases 
becoming  older  in  spite  of  the  number  of  suits  going  down  con¬ 
siderably.  If  that  is  the  state  of  work  turned  out  by  the  subordinate 
judiciary,  I  ask,  will  it  be  consistent  with  the  interests  of  the  litigant 
public  'that ,  this  additional  work  of  conciliating  debts  is  also 
entrusted  to  the  Munsiffs  ? 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar:  May  I  ask  whether  the  delay  in 
the  disposal  of  suits  and  arrears,  is  not  due  to  the  heart-burning  on 
the  part  of  the  Munsiffs  on  account  of  the  insecurity  of  their  service 
and  their  claims  being  overlooked  ? 

Mr.  Puthupalli  S.  Krishna  Pillai :  On  the  one  hand 
there  is  the  agitation  here  that  the  pay  of  the  officers  should  be 
reduced  and  various  other  drastic  steps  should  be  taken  to  make 
the  position  of  Government  servants  less  comfortable  than  it  is  at 
present.  And  here  is  an  honourable  member  who  comes  foiward 
with  the  suggestion  that  the  idelay  in  the  disposal  of  cases  is  due 
to  the  heart-burning  caused  to  the  subordinate  judiciary  on  account 
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of  the  Standardisation  G.  0.,  the  present  G.  0.  relatin';  to  recruit¬ 
ment  to  the  Judiciary,  and  other  Government  Orders  on  the 
matter.  Sir,  that  is  a  far-fetched  bha  ;  Government  do  not 
agree  with  the  honourable  member.  Certainly,  it  is  not  any  heart¬ 
burn  in  the  judicial  officers  that  is  resp  msiUe  for  the  delay  in  the 
disposal  of  cases.  The  fault  lies  with  the  liigants  themselves,  I 
may  refer  the  honourable  members  to  what  actually  happens  in 
the  conduct  of  cases.  After  pleadings  are  filed  and  issues  are 
framed  and  the  case  is  posted  for  evidence,  honourable  members 
are  aware  how  much  time  each  party  tabes  for  applying  for  pro¬ 
cesses  for  the  witnesses  to  be  examined,  how  the  witnesses  even 
when  present  in  courts  are  not  actually  put  into  the  witness-box 
and  how  the  filing  of  copies  of  documents  by  cither  party  takes  an 
inordinately  long  time.  Th  -re  are  several  cases  in  which  the  par¬ 
ties  do  no  help  the  lawyers  by  producing  the  documents  in  time, 
There  are  instances  in  which,  even  at  the  time  the  case  is  being 
argued,  the  parties  rush  in  with  fresh  documents  obtained  that  day 
or  the  previous  day.  Sir,  these  are  th  ;  main  causes  of  slackness  on 
the  part  of  the  subordinate  judiciary  in  th;  disposal  of  cases.  There 
is  also  the  other  difficulty  for  which  1  do  not  blame  the  clients 
entirely  for  this  default.  The  main  reason  for  this  delay,  as 
honourable  members  are  aware,  is  the  economic  depression.  The 
clients' do  not  get  sufficient  money  to  pay  the  vakil  or  to  remit 
money  into  the  court  for  the  issue  of  processes,  or  for  taking  copies 
of  documents. . 

In  regard  to  the  recruitment  of  Judges  and  Munsiffs,  the 
matter  is  covered -by  a  G.  0.,  which,  if  read  carefully,  will  convince 
the  House  that  Government  haw  taken  the  right  step  in  that 
direction.  The  honourable  member  Mr.  Elenkath  rightly  pointed 
out  that  merely  because  a  lawyer  has  put  in  the  minimum  number 
of  years’  practice  he  should  not  be  declared  eligible  for  recruitment 
to  the  Judiciary.  The  number  of  cases  he  has  handled,  his  income, 
all  These  factors  have  to  be  taken  into  account.  The  G.  0.  covers 
all  these  points  j  and  it  is  adhtred  to  in  making  recruitments  to  the 
Judiciary.  It  was  suggested  that  the  rule  is  regard  to  th&incotne- 
tax  paid  by  a  lawyer  works  great  hardship  and  therefore  should 
not  be  adhered  to.  Sir,  that  is  probably  the  only  possible  test 
which  can  be,  applied  to-  ascertain  the  work  of.a  lawyer  at  the  time 
of  recruitment.

Mr.  Puthupalli  5,  Krishna  Pillai :  Yes,  certainly  ;  only, 
it  was  found  that  the  rule  relating  to  the  income-tax  paid  by  a 
Vakil  worked  real  hardship  especially  in  these  days  of  economic 
depression  ;  therefore  the  rules  were  relaxed  in  that  respect  , 
alone . 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  May  I  ask  whether  there  would,;' 
be  any  hardship  in  that  respect  in  the  case  of  Vakils  who  actually, 
get  the  income  stipulated  in  the  G.  0.?

The  question  is  whe¬ 
ther  this  particular  matter  is  of  such  paramount  importance  that  we 
should  have  first  a  full  discussion  on  it  and  take  vote  on  it  and' 
then  have  another  discussion  raised  on  the  general  demand 'and  a 
vote  taken  on  that.  That  would  be  probably  technically  correct. 
In  the  case  of  the  State  Council  the  matter  might  be  connected  into 
a  reductio  ad  absurdwm.  Supposing  four  people  separately  give

Mr.  M.  Govindan  (M.mimUd)  •  Sir,  the  Director  want-, 
|j£.  44  anfl  odd  lakhs  for  education.  My  impression  i»  that  this 
demand  is  hardlv  enough  for  meeting  the  real  educational  needs  of 
the  country.  It  is  true  that  proportionately  we  are  spending  a 
considerable  amount  for  education.  But  m  fravancore,  education 
h  is  to  be  encouraged  more  than  m  any  other  place.  Here  there  is 
a  "teat  disparity  in  the  spread  of  education  between  high  and  low 

classes .^es^ent .  j  fi„d  from  the  papers  placed  before  me  that  a 

la, am  number  of  Honourable  Members  desire  to  speak  on  this 
Demand.  Therefore  I  do  not  wish  to  apply  the  time  limit  to 
MV  frovincLin  befo^e-hand.  In  any  o.vent.  I  will  allow  thu 
to  1C  minutes  just  as  I  have  allowed  Mr.  Kallur  Xarayana  Pi  ai 
and  I  shall  allow  ten  minuates  to  Mr.  Luruv.lla  also,  while  the 
rest  of  the  Members  will  be  allowed  five  mumtes  each. 

Mr.  M.  Govindan  :  Sir,  some  control  is  necessary  for  the 
unread  of  literacy  among  the  backward  communities,  government 

have  made  liberal  provisions  this  year  for  the  spread  of  education 

anion0,  the  backward  comimmiries.  But  even  that  is  compratively 
inadequate  The  percentage  of  literacy  among  the  backward 
tee  is  appallingly  low.  We  find  that  95  per  cent  of  these 
oommunitias  are  wanting  in  education.  It  will  be  a  great  problem 
particularly  when  the  franchise  is  to  be  broadened.  What  will  lie 
the  fate  of  the  backward  communities  it  adult  franchise  comes. 
Therefore  ample  provision  should  be  made  tor  the  spread  of  educa¬ 
tion  amon°  the  backward  communities.  The  only  way  how  we  ran 
successfully  tackle  that  problem  is  by  introducing  compulsory  edu¬ 
ction  in  the  country.  No  half  hearted  measures  will  serve.  W  e 
must  be  prepared  for  making  a  big  drive.  I  am  aware  of  the  fact 
bar  there  is  -reat  economic  difficulty.  I  am  also  aware  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  great  difficulty  to  meet  the  gradually  merrasmg  expen¬ 
diture  in  various  departments  of  Government.  But  there  is  tin 
wastage  in  the  human  factor  that  has  to  be  considered  and  that  is, 

a  lanm  percentage  of  the  population  are  not  able  to  develop  tlieir 

rapacity  to  the  full  extent.  This  is  a  wastage  and  a  most  serious 
matter Jand  on  that  account  I  plead  for  a  better  provision  being 
made  for  the  education  of  the  backward  communities  I  am  thank¬ 
ful  to  the  Government  for  the  liberal  provision  that  lias  been  made 
n  this  year's  budget  for  the  Protector  of  Depressed  classes,  for 
meetin°  the  needs  of  the  backward  class  ecucation  and  for  making  a 
,  T,er  teacher  for  all  the  backward  class  schools

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  ( Qmlon  cum  Km- 
nattur )  -  May  I  know  whether,  for  the  local  branch  of  the  Harijun 
Sevuk  Sangh  except  the  money  allotted  by  Government,  there  is 
any  money,  contributed  by  the  parent  body  V 

Mr.  M.  Govindan  :  l  am  sorry,  Sir,  that  the  central  body  ' 
is  not  now  in  a  position  to  give  us  any  grant.  In  recognition  of 
that  and  in  recognition  of  the  very  useful  work  that  is  being  done 
by  the  Sangh,  the  Government  have  made  a  more  liberal  grant  this  ’ 
year  so  that  the  institution  that  is  being  conducted  may  not  be 
abolished. 

With  regard  to  my  friend,  Mr,  Kalloor  Narayana  Pilki’s 
observations  in  regard  the  change  of  examination  time,  it  is  a  matter 
in  which  medical  opinion  may  be  obtained  as  to  whether  mid- 
summer  is  suitable  for  the  conduct  of  examinations.  Meenam  is  one 
of  the  hottest  months  of  the  year  and  whether  it  will  be.  suitable  for 
holding  final  examinations  are  matters  for  medical  opinion.  IE  my 
friend  says  that  he  has  got  experience  of  boys  collapsing  on  account 
of  the  examinations  held  in  the  hottest  part  of  the  year  it  is  a  very 
serious  matter  which  should  engage  the  attention  of  Government, 

In  regard  to  the  reduction  in  school  fees,  I  strongly  support 
the  Member’s  idea  that  there  must  be  a  reduction  till  at  least  the 
School  Final  Class-  No  man  can  be  said  to  be  properly  educated, 
in  the  modern  sense  of  the  term,  unless  a  person  knows  to  speak 
English  correctly  which  is  the  lingua  franca  of  the  country.  It 
cannot  be  said  that  he  has  received  proper  education  without  this 
equipment.  A  person  cannot  go  anywhere  in  search  of  employment 
without  speaking  and  writing  English  fairly  well. 

Mr-  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  Is  the  honourable  member 
aware  that  the  Wardha  Scheme  proposes  to  abolish  the  teaching  of 
English  in  Secondary  schools  ? 

Mr-  M.  Govindan  :  I  am  aware  of  that-  But  in  Travail- 
core  we  are  working  on  different  lines. 

Mr.  R-  V.  Thomas  ( Tliodupuzha  cum  Meenachil) :  May  I 
know  whether  the  Wardha  Scheme  is  in  vogue  in  any  part  of  Tra- 
vanoore  ? 

Mr.  M1  Govindan  :  That  is  not  practical  politics  here.

THB  TliAVANCOEE  CMVEESITV:. 

Mr.  M.  Govindan  ;  ^ocgWeonai  ojoicasismaaorioaru'. 
English  education  is  a  necessity  ns  matters  stand  sit  present.  Our 
young  hot's  cannot  get  any  employmaur.  worth  the  name  either  in 
Travimcore  or  in  British  India  without  a  sufficient  knowledge  of 
English.  Many  boys  have  to  go  and  seek  for  emplovinctu  in 
various  parts  of  the  country  outside  Travancore.  Therefore  I 
suggest  that  instead  of  a  very  drastic  cut,  a  small  percentage  of 
reduction  may  be  made  in  school  fees,  in  consideration  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  the  economic  depression  prevailing  in  the  country  and 
in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  study  of  English  language  is  of 
paramount  importance  for  all  communities. 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  :  bir,  in  the  light  of  Mr.  iiullocr 
Narayaim  Pillai’s  observation,  I  want  to  discuss  this  subject  of  edu¬ 
cation  particularly  from  that  point  of  view.  I  ant  in  perfect 
sympathy  with  the  motion  that  fees  should  be  reduced.  I  know 
personally  the  hardship  of  parents  to  pay  their  children’s  fees  in 
time  and  of  the  complaint  from  the  parents  specially  in  the  matter 
of  lines.  Since  perhaps  I  am  the  only  teacher  from  an  aided 
school  in  this  Council  I  should  speak  a  few  words  in  their  behalf 
also.  I  remember  that  the  Education  Department  had  attempted  a 
reduction  of  fees  some  years  ago,  and  the  excitement  that  was 
caused  amongst  the  teachers  of  aided  institutions  in  that  connection. 
If  the  school  fees  are  reduced,  it  is  natural  that  the  salaries  of  aided 
school  teachers  will  be  affected.  The  help  which  the  teachers  of 
aided  institutions  get  from  the  Department  will  be  meagre.  If  you 
look  into  the  Administration  Report  of  the  Education  Department 
for  1112,  you  will  find  that  the  Government  have  been  spending  on 
forty  Government  English  schools  Its.  3,71,800  while  for  246 
aided  English  Schools  the  Government  gives  a  grant  of  only 
Its.  47,864  as  maintenance  grants.  The  figures  speak  for  than* 
selves.  It  is  true  that  the  aided  institutions  get  fec-s.  But  we 
must  remember  that  in  addition  to  the  receipt  of  fees  the  Govern¬ 
ment  spends  Its.  3  lakhs  and  odd  on  Government  English  Schools. 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  ;  May  I  point  out  to  the 
honourable  member  that  the  figure  quoted  by  him  for  English 
Schools  is  not  the  net  expenditure  but  the  gross  expenditure? 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  :  I  take  exception  to  that  statement. 

If  the  honourable  member  will  turn  to  page  266  of  the  administra¬ 
tion  Report  of  the  Education  Department  for  1112,  lie  could  find 
that  the  net  expenditure  under  English  schools  is  put  down  as 
Bs.  3  lakhs  and  odd.  Under  aided  institutions  the  expenditure  is 
only  Its.  47,800.  That  evidently  means  that  the  aided  institutions, 
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suffer  a  great  deal  I  am  not  pleadi  ng  for  additional  grants  be¬ 
cause  we  find,  the  Government  are  experiencing  difficulties  in  the 
matter  of  providing  funds.  For  example,  in  spite  of  repeated  re¬ 
quests  from  the  Legislature  that  the  cut  of  8  annas  should  be 
restored  to  the  private  school  teachers,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  then  Ag.  Director  Dr.  Moudgill  had  promised  that  four  annas 
would  he  restored,  nothing  has  yet  been  done  in  the  matter.  After 
all  it  was  only  a  matter  of  4  annas  out  of  Its.  8-8-0  paid  to  the 
private  school  teachers.  In  spite  of  repeated  requests  and  resolutions 
of  this  Legislature,  the  Department  has  not  found  it  easy  to  restore 
that  cut,  Therefore,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  practically  impos¬ 
sible  to  make  any  demand,  on  behalf  of  aided  school  teachers  and 
request  Government  to  make  provision  for  the  eanje.  If  the  De¬ 
partment  is  willing,  it  seems  ro  me,  they  can  do  the  necessary  thing 
for  the  aided  schools. 

From  the  figures,  it  appears  that  the  Department  gets  a  lakh 
and  odd  under  ‘  Examination  fees  ’.  The  expenditure  on  that  item 
is  Rs.  75,000.  Years  ago,  a  member  of  the  Examination  Board 
used  to  get  Rs.  250  for  Membership  in  the  Board.  It  was  then 
reduced  to  Rs.  150  and  that  , again  was  made  honorary.  The  re¬ 
muneration  for  those  who  used  to  get  12  as.  for  valuation  of  papers 
say  English,  was  reduced  to  12  chuckrams  and  the  department  has 
made  some  gain.  Now  what  the  department  should  have  done,  in 
justice,  was  that  the  examination  fees  of  candidates  should  have 
been  reduced.  If  the  department  charges  the  same  examination 
fees  of  Rs.  12  for  the  students  and  still  retains  the  revised  rate  of 
remuneration  to  the  teachers,  I  do  not  think  it  is  neither  fair  nor 
just.  Therefore  if  the  department  wants  the  gain  of  about 
Rs.  80,000  it  has  to  raise  the  amount  of  remuneration  to  the 
teachers  or  reduce  the  examination  fees  of  students.  I  agree  with 
the  mover  of  the  motion  that  fees  should  be  reduced  and  that  out 
of  this  fund  Government  should,  in  proportion, 'increase  the  grant 
of  institutions  No  doubt,  this  is  a  matter  which  has  raised  a  great 
deal  of  excitement  in  the  minds  of  grant-in-aid  teachers.  I  think, 
instead  of  passing  a  resolution  in  this  House,  the  Director  be 
authorised  to  make  enquiries  and  hold  conferences  with  the  teachers 
and  parents  of  the  poor  pupils  before  a  final  decision  is  made.  It 
seems  to  me  that  it  will  save  Government  a  good  deal  of  trouble 
from  representations  being  made  by  school  teachers.  This  I  give 
as  a  practical  suggestion  to  save  the  Government  from  many  repre¬ 
sentations  and  at  the  same  time  to  come  to  some  understanding  by 
which  the  parents  of  children  should  have  some  escape  from  this 
heavy  payment. 


DEMAND  IX ^-EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT  EXCLUDING  827 

THE  TRAVANCORE  UNIVERSIT1'. 

President  :  The  honourable  member  has  three  minutes 

Mr.  K-  K.  Kuruvilla:  Before  I  stop,  I  have  to  mate  one 
more  suggestion,  and  that  is  with  regard  to  the  order  of  the 
Public  Service  Commissioner.  The  Public  Service  Commissioner 
had  invited  applications  from  E.  S.  L.  0.  trained  hands  for  appoint¬ 
ment  in  the  Eduction  Department  in  the  Intermediate  grade.  In 
fact  he  selected  95  teachers,  some  of  them  were  recruited  to  the 
service.  But  in  the  end  these  appointments  were  denied  to  them. 
I  understand  that  the  Government  once  stated  that  promotions 
from  the  Lower  division  should  not  prevail  and  it  was  on  that  under¬ 
standing  that  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  invited  applications. 
But  instantly,  while  the  recruitment  was  being  made,  another  order 
came  that  promotions  should  be  made  from  the  Lower  division.  Sir, 
it  is  not  right  to  give  with  one  hand  and  take  the  same  away  with 
the  other  hand.  It  is  not  proper  to  put  such  hopes  into  the  minds 
of  95  E,  S.  L.  0.  trained  teachers,  many  of  whom  come  from  aided 
institutions  and  instantly  to  toll  them  that  there  is  no  provision  for 
them.  I  appeal  that  in  respect  of  these  teachers  a  reconsideration 
should  be  shown. 

Mrs.  Abernam  Gnanasikhamoni  ( Nominated )  ■■  Sir,  I 
second  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Goviudan  that  more  money  should  be  al¬ 
lotted  to  the  Education  Department,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  redress 
my  grievances  too.  Mow-a-days  higher  vernacular  candidates  arc; 
given  preference  in  service  to  the  7th  class  or  Vernacular  School 
Leaving  Certificate  holders.  The  policy  is  quite  right,  because  the  7th 
class  standard  has  become  so  low  during  these  26  years.  It  has  come 
down  and  down  that  it  is  rather  unfair  for  such  teachers  to  lay  the 
foundation  of  education  and  to  work  in  the  primary  schools.  It  is 
clearly  seen  that  a  girl  who  passes  the  7th  class  in  her  12th  year 
has  to  wait  four  years  either  to  enter  the  service  or  to  get  admission 
to  a  training  school.  As  such,  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  a  Gov¬ 
ernment  Examination  should  be  held  for  the  7th  class  when  this 
examination  is  not  considered  very  important.  It  is  only  a  loss  to 
the  parents  and  gives  room  to  their  discontentment  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  is  only  making  money  by  the  public  examination. 

The  second  thing  which  I  want  to  bring  to  notice  of  the  House 
is  the  i  a  Rupee  cut  in  the  grant  of  the  primary  school  teachers. 
When  this  cut  was  made  it  was  given  to  understand  that  it  was 
only  a  temporary  one.  But  it  is  never  restored.  Hopes  are  being 
given  but  discontentment  follows. 

A  word  with  regard  to  pension.  There  are  two  sots  of  teachers 
in  our  State,  from  among  the  loyal  subjects  of  His  Highness  the 
Maharaja.  One  is  the  aided  school  teachers  and  the  other  the 
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highly  paid  Government  teachers  who  are  given  pension  when  they 
retire.  The  aided  school  teachers  are  low  paid  and  they  are  allowed 
to  starve  in  their  old  age.  The  time  for  retirement  to  all  the 
teachers  is  the  same.  But  the  treatment  for  the  old  age  is  different. 
Even  amonv  the  teachers  of  aided  schools  there  are  two  sets  :  the 
one  is  the  Esteemed  English  School  teachers  and  the  other  the  poor 
Vernacular  School  teachers.  Benefit  of  pension  among  the  aided 
school  teachers  is  entirely  and  exclusively  given  to  the  English 
School  teachers  and  denied  to  the  poor  low  paid  Vernacular  School 
teachers.  These  teachers  do  the  same  amount  of  hard  work  as 
others  and  the  results  of  aided  schools  are  much  better  than  those  ot 
Government  Schools. 

President  The  honourable  member  will  please  conclude. 

Mrs.  Abernam  Gnanasikhamoni  ■■  One  word  about  text 
books.  Tamil  standard  is  going  down  very  low.  My  observation 
of  these  26  years  show's  that  some  regular  notice  should  be  taken 
regarding  the  text  books  of  the  small  classes.  I  do  not  know  who 
is  responsible  for  the  selection  of  the  same.  But  I  think  it  needs 
notice  to  be  taken  of  by  Government. 

Mr.  T-  Muhammed  Ismail :  Sir,  with  the  limited  time  of 
five  miuites  at  my  disposal  I  am  asked  to  ventilate  the  views  of  the 
Muhammadan  community  with  regard  to  the  educational  policy  of 
Travaucore.  I  fully  agree  with  the  proposal  of  the  honourable 
member  Mr.  Kallur  Narayana  Pillai  that  school  fees  'should  be  re¬ 
duced.  I  will  go  a  step  further  and  say  that  education  should  be 
imparted  free. '  Of  course,  it  may  be  a  wild  desire,  for  practical 
difficulties  there  tire.  If  the  Government  and  the  people  alike  con¬ 
sider  that  money  spent  for  education  is  not  money  spent,  but  utilised 
for  the  progress  of  the  whole  country,  then  I  think  this  view  can 
well  be  accepted. 

Leaving  aside  that  proposition  because  of  the  manifold  difficul¬ 
ties,  i  pass  on  to  the  demand  of  education  with  a  view  to  bring  to 
the  notice  of  the  Government  how  the  recent  G.  0.  1070/37,  dated 
19th  July  1937  has  adversely  affected  Muslim  education.  This 
order  says  : — “Muhammadan  boys  shall  be  given  half -fee  concession 
in  Colleges  and  in  English  and  Vernacular  Schools  provided  they 
are  poor,  in  the  case  of  Vernacular  Schools  the  concession  shall  be 
subject  to  the  percentage  restriction,  that  is  15%  only. 

In  order  to  encourage  Muslim  education,  Government,  in  the 
past  have  been  showing  certain  concessions  such  as  half-fee  conces¬ 
sion,  award  of  scholarships  and  making  provisions  for  the  study  of 
Arabic  etc.  Naturally  the  community  has  taken  advantage  of  it 
but  has  not  reached  that  level  of  education  with  other  communities. 
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To  speak  the  truth,  they  have  been  lagging  for  behind  1 1n-  other 
backward  communities  so  much  so  that  the  Statham  Committee 
which  enquired  into  the  question  of  education  stated  in  their  report 
thus : — 

‘‘The  percentage  of  Muslims  under  instruction  to  the  total 
population  ol  Muslims  was  5‘9.  Comparing  t-his  figure  with  the 
percentages  for  ehildern  of  all  communities  under  instruction  and 
for  Hindu  and  Christian  children,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  per¬ 
centage  of  Muslims  under  instruction  is  extremely  low.” 

They  give  certain  figure  to  show  that  it  is  very  unsatisfactory. 
Therefore  the  committee  recommended  the  continuance  of  tlie 
special  preferential  treatment  to  Muslims  in  future  also.  They  even 
went  further  and  recommend  the  granting  of  ‘increased  facilities’ 
by  way  of  concession  and  scholarships.  While  things  were  stand¬ 
ing  thus  comes  the  new  G.  0.  which  has  taken  away  whatever  little 
we  got  in  the  matter  of  concession.  In  this  connection  I  want  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  that  these  concessions  are  given 
to  the  backward  communities  not  as  a  favour  but  because  it  is  the 
desire  of  the  Government  to  see  that  all  communities  are  developed 
so  that  the  country  may  progress  as  a  whole.  It  is  the  progress  of 
the  country  as  a  whole  that  is  the  criterion  which  has  induced  this 
Government  to  grant  concessions  to  backward  communities  and  it  is 
the  case  with  all  other  Governments.  So  the  criterion  is  whether 
the  Muslim  community  has  reached  that  level  of  education  with 
other  communities.  Certainly  not.  The  Statham  Committee  Re¬ 
port  and  the  Census  Report  will  show  that.  Therefore  it  is  that 
we  request  the  Government  to  see  that  the  concession  that,  we  were 
enjoying  before,  may  be  allowed  to  continue  as  a  tentative  measure, 
at  least,  for  a  period  of  ten  years  more.  Then  the  question  may  be 
asked  whether  it  is  just  to  t grant  half  fee  concession  to  sons  and 
daughters  of  rich  people. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  May  I  know  if  he 
is  of  opinion  that  regardless  of  the  birth  of  persons,  half  feu  conces¬ 
sion  should  be  given  to  all  P 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail :  I  am  coming  to  that. 

President :  The  honourable  member  has  one  minute  more. 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail :  I  request  the  Chair  to  give 
me  a  few  minutes  more.  I  am  speaking  on  behalf  of  one  particular 
community  and  I  understand  that  the  other  Muslim  members  are 
not  speaking. 

President:  I  will  give  the  honourable  member  two  minutes 
more.  If  I  am  to  extend  that  time  I  will  be  curtailing  the  time  for 
the  other  members. 
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Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail :  The  question  may  be  asked 
is  it  not  right  that  rich  people  should  be  taxed.  I  know  much  better 
than  any  other  member  of  this  House  or  the  Government  the  con¬ 
dition  of  rich  people  belonging  to  the  Muslim  community.  There 
is  a  tendency  among  thorn  not  to  send  their  childern  to  schools  and 
those  few  who  have  passed  higher  examinations  are  from  among 
the  poor  and  middle  class  people. 

President :  The  honourable  member  will  close  his  remarks 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail  :  So  I  would  request  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  consider  more  seriously  whether  it  is  not  possible  to 
change  the  rule  so  that  people  who  arc  proved  to  bo  rich  only  reed 
pay  their  full  fees.  For  that  I  would  suggest  that  those  who  pay 
income  tax  or  professional  tax  or  land  tax  of  Us.  10  or  15  need  not 
be  given  the  concession  of  half  fee.  I  think  it  will  be  better  if  Gov¬ 
ernment  would  make  such  a  change  instead  of  insisting  on  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  Poverty  certificates. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  1  am  in  perfect 
agreement  with  the  motion  moved  by  the  honourable  member  Mr. 
Kallur  Narayana  Pillai.  With  the  short  time  at  my  disposal  I  do 
not  think  I  will  be  able  to  discuss  the  necessity  of  granting  half  fee 
concession.  I  would  only  submit  that,  that  may  be  considered  by 
the  Government  favourably. 

I  want  to  make  one  suggestion  to  the  present  Director,  who  I 
am  sure,  will  accept  it  if  it  appears  to  be  reasonable.  Stipends  that 
have  been  given  to  the  students  who  come  for  training  have  bean 
very  recently  stopped  with  the  'result  that  school  teachers  who  are 
getting  about  Rs.  15  or  something  more  are  compelled  to  come  to 
institutions  in  Trivandrum  .and  get  themselves  trained  without  the 
original  stipend  being  given  to  them.  The  choice  of  being  trained 
in  particular  schools  is  denied  to  them.  They  arc  asked  by  Govern¬ 
ment  to  attend  the  institutions  here  without  the  benefit  that  they 
used  to  enjoy  formerly.  So  I  request  that  the  present  Director  will 
pay  clue  attention  to  this  mutter, 

A  perusal  oE  the  Administration  Report  of  the  Department  for 
the  year  1112  shows  that  the  percentage  of  passes  in  private  schools 
and  aided  schools  as  compared  with  Government  schools  is  on  the 
increase,  I  brought  this  fact  to  the  attention  of  Government  last 
year  also.  But  the  case  is  the  same  this  year  also.  The  one  con¬ 
clusion  that  can  be  drawn  is  that  the  instruction  that  is  imparted  to 
the  students  who  are  being  taught  in  Government  schools  is  practi¬ 
cally  of  an  inferior  degree  than  that  imparted  to  students  in  Gov¬ 
ernment  institutions, 


DEMAND  IX — EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT  EXCLUDING  3R1 

THE  TEAVANCOBE  UNIVERSITY 

There  is  one  more  suggestion  I, hut  I  would  like  to  place  before 
the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  and  that  is  with  regard  to  the 
new  model  questions.  Questions  of  a  new  model  .type  are  adopted 
from  America  which  require  the  giving  of  answers  in  a  sentence  or 
two.  The  new  model  system  may  be  advisable  to  be  followed  in 
America  where  instruction  is  imparted  in  the  mother  tongue  where 
as  in  Travancore  it  is  imparted  in  a  foreign  language.  The  result 
of  this  is  that  there  is  no  scope  for  the  improvement  of  the  lan¬ 
guage  and  the  percentage  of  those  who  pass  in  EnJish  is  on  the 
decline. 

A  word  about  Text  Book  Committee-  I  am  constrained  to 
remark  that  the  Government  should  place  literary  consideration 
above  political  considerations.  I  read  the  names  of  a  few  literary 
luminaries  who  are  members  of  the  Text  Book  Committee  and 
so  many  names  which  I  expected  are  not  among  the  Text 
Book  Committee  members.  But  1  find  there  only  the  names 
of  persons  who  were  dancing  to  the  tunc  of  Government.  Eone 
know  anything  about  their  literary  qualifications.  Among  these  I 
must  mention  the  name  of  one  Mr.  Satyauesan  who  has  been  a 
source  of  great  trouble  to  the  society  by  his  articles  in  the  “  Mala¬ 
ysia  Rajyara  ”  and  the  “  Bharatha  Patrika  He  has  become  a 
regular  menace  to  the  society'.  I  do  not  know  on  what  qualification 
he  is  selected  as  a  member  of  the  Text  Book  Committee.  I  wish 
that  the  Government,  at  least  in  the  matter  of  imparting  instruction 
to  our  children,  should  ignore  political  considerations  and  see  that 
the  high  educational  status  of  the  State  is  conserved. 

Mr.  A.  Gopala  (Vlenon  {Director  of  Public-  Instruction)  : 
Sir,  I  shall  try  to  explain  the  position  in  regard  to  the  points  that 
have  been  raised  by  the  honourable  members  in  the  matter  of  the 
educational  policy  of  Government. 

President :  Thu  honourable  member  has  fourteen  minutes. 

Mr-  A.  Gopala  Menon :  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  where  to 
begin  because  all  the  questions  that  have  been  taken  up  today  are 
equally  important,  from  my  point  of  view.  But  the  most  hotly 
discussed  subject,  reduction  of  school  fees,  will  take  up  more  of  my 
time.  The  question  of  reducing  fees  was  considered  by  Govern¬ 
ment  at  the  suggestion  of  this  House  and  the  other  House  of  the 
Legislature  and  steps  were  taken  in  1111  for  the  redaction  of  school 
fees  in  English  schools,  to  some  extent.  Thereupon  the  department 
discovered  that  it  was  not  practicable  to  continue  the  policy,  because 
of  its  re-action  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  employment  of 
private  school  teachers.  Besides  losing  a  substantial  amount  by 
way  of  fees,  Government  had  to  make  additional  contribution  to 
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private  managements  to  keep  up  the  old  scale  of  pay  to  their  tea¬ 
chers,  As  the  needs  of  schools  were  on  the  increase  and  as  we  were 
quite  convinced  that  there  was  ample  scope  for  further  improvement 
in  equipment  and  other  conveniences  in  all  schools,  it  was  considered 
that  this  reduction  would  be  more  prejudicial  to  efficient  education 
than  it  would  be  helpful  to  the  masses-  With  this  view  Govern¬ 
ment  had  to  allow  jtlic  old  rates  of  foes  to  be  levied  again.  But  it 
must  be  remembered  that  alongside  with  the  restoration  of  tlio  old 
rates  of  fees  we  have  introduced  the  scl mine  by  which  poor  students 
and  students  who  belong  to  backward  communities  will  receive  en¬ 
hanced  conveniences  for  education  in  the  higher  classes.  Convenien¬ 
ces  and  concessions  which  did  not  exist  in  English  education  were 
provided  alongside  with  this  restoration  of  old  rates  of  fees.  No 
mention  was  made  of  the  continuance  of  the  reduced  rates  of  fees 
in  Vernacular  schools.  But  I  suppose,  that  can  be  adduced,  as  one 
honourable  member  pointed  out,  as  one  of  the  reasons  why  any 
reduction  of  school  fees  in  English  schools  would  be  ill-advised  at 
the  present  time.  Government  have  provided  greater  convenience 
for  continuing  the  education  in  the  Vernacular  up  to  the  7tli  class 
at  a  lower  rate  of  fees,  half  a  rupee  per  month,  and  because  Govern¬ 
ment  have  provided  this  convenience  the  needs  of  i mass  education 
arc  being  properly  met.  Of  course,  I  agree  with  the  honourable 
member  Mr.  Govindan  that  our  ideal  should  be  that  English  should 
be  freely  spoken  and  correctly  written  by  every  member  of  the 
community.  But  our  moans  and  resources  would  be  properly 
utilised  even  if  we  could  attain  this  ideal  for  our  own  mother  tongue. 
That  being  the  case,  Mr.  Govindan’s  wish  must  remain  an  ideal  for 
a  Very  long  time,  that  all  people  should  have  facilities  for  English 
education  and  free  education  should  be  provided  in  the  High  schools. 
That  may  come  to  pass  in  the  future.  But  for  the  present,  all  that 
I  can  think  of  is  that  an  enquiry  may  be  made  into  the  possibilities 
of  reducing  the  hardship  of  the  poor  people  in  the  payment  of  fees. 
Mr.  Kallur  Narayana  Pillai  himself  has  mentioned  that  the  number 
of  instalments  may  be  increased.  He  also  pointed  out  that  the 
months  of  Mar ,  June  and  July  arc  proverbially  the  hardest  months 
for  the  peasant  in  this  country  and  at  that  time  of  the  year  additio¬ 
nal  fees  and  new  fees  should  not  be  imposed.  All  those  things  can 
be  looked  into  and  convenience  can  be  afforded  to  the  majority 
of  the  people  in  this  matter  by  the  postponment  of  the  game  fees 
to  August  or  September,  and  by  increasing  the  number  of  instal¬ 
ments.  If  the  honourable  members  would  be  satisfied  with  this 
assurance,  f  can  give  the  assurance  that  this  will  be  looked  into  and 
all  possible  action  will  be  taken. 
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Another  point  that  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai 
made  mention  of  is  the  change  of  the  time  of  examinations.  For 
the  time  being,  I  am  afraid,  this  [question  cannot  be  taken  ap  for 
immediate  review,  because  we  are  under  the  control  of  the  Madras 
University  for  another  two  years  more,  and  after  that  period,  it  will 
bca  question  for  the  Travancore  University  to  go  into  as  to  when  the 
proper  time  for  the  examination  should  be,  Speaking  from  personal 
experience,  I  may  say  that  I  wrote  for  some  examinations  in  the 
December- January  season  and  I  think  the  older  members  of  this 
House  have  experience  of  that  season  for  examination.  At  that 
time  we  used  to  say  that  cold  nights  were  uncongenial  for  students 
to  prepare  for  the  ensuing  'day’s  papers.  Now  we  are  told  that 
summer  nights  are  equally  uncongenial  and  that  the  time  should  be 
changed.  On  the  merits  [[of  the  case  there  is  not  much  to  be  said 
either  the  one  way  or  the  other.  The  Madras  University  has  made 
specific  provision  for  the  hot  season  by  prescribing  only  one  paper 
for  each  day.  Such  concessions  will  probably  be  contemplated  by 
the  Travancore  University  also.  The  students  find  it  difficult 
because  they  are  ill-advised  to  sit  up  late  on  the  previous  night  of 
each  day’s  examination. 

The  honourable  member  Mr.  Kuruvilla  made  mention  of  some 
instances  in  which  qualified  E.  S.  L.  C.  men  who  were  recruited  Dy 
the  Public  Service  Commissioner  could  not  be  provided  with  ap¬ 
pointment.  I  do  not  agree  with  the  issue  as  raised  by  the  honour¬ 
able  member.  I  wish  to  make  it  clear  that  the  Department  owes  a 
duty  to  its  own  members,  to  the  teachers  who  have  put  in  equal 
service,  and.  probably  longer  service. 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla:  Are  not  aided  schoolteachers  enti¬ 
tled  to  ffovernment  service  ? 

Mr  A.  Gopala  Menon  '•  Certainly  they  are,  When  the 
claims  are  equal,  we  owe  a  prior  duty  to  our  own  men  to  promote 
lower  grade  teachers  to  vacancies  in  the  higher  grade.  It  is  true  the 
private  school  teachers  might  have  been  put  to  greater  hardship 
than  the  members  in  Government  service.  Some  provision  has  to 
be  made  for  the  promotion,  of  a  certain  percentage, 

No  exclusion  of  grant-in  aid  teachers  has  been  intended  and  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  they  are  entertained  after  recruitment  by  the  Public 
Service  Commissioner,  provided  they  have  the  prescribed  _  quali- 
fication- 

Mention  was  made  by  Mr.  Muhamed  Ismail  about  the  loss  of 
fee  concession  granted  to  Muhammadan  pupils.  Government  have 
for  the  last  20  years  granted  this  concession  to  Muhammadan  pupils 
who,  I  am  glad  to  see,  are  rising  high  in  education.  There  were 
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two  auomalios  in  the  system  o£  giving  concessions  to  Muhammadan 
pupils.  The  first  was  that  however  high  a  man  might  be,  even  i£ 
he  be  the  Ocwan  of.  Travancore,  his  son  could  enjoy  the.  concession. 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail :  May  I  know  how  many  such 
big  officers  are  in  the  State  at  present  ? 

Mr.  A.  Gopala  Menon  :  One  instance  of  such  a  glaring 
nature  is  enough  to  undermine  the  soundness  of  the  whole  princi¬ 
ple.  Sir,  the  second  was  that  however  long  a  pupil  may  study  in 
a  particular  class,  he  could  enjoy  the  concession. 

Mr.  Abdul  T aj'eb  Shaikh  Kaderbhoy  ( Commerce  and 
Industry ,  South)  •.  Sir,  we  did  not  ask  for  any  concession  for  the 
sons  of  rich  Muhammadans.  But  Government  shook!  make  provi¬ 
sion  for  concessions  to  poor  Muhammadan  pupils. 

Mr.  A.  Gopala  Menon  :  That  is  exactly  what  the  Govern- 
menfc  have  done. 

Ml*.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail  :  May  I  point  out  that  the 
reverse  is  being  done  by  the  Government  ?  Instead  'of  making  the 
rich  people  who  pay  land  tax  and  income  tax  pay  full  fee,  they 
allow  them  to  have  concessions  to  their  pupils. 

Mr.  A.  Gopala  Menon  :  It  would  her  a  very  unsatisfactory 
state  of  affairs  which  require  investigation  of  .the  wealth  of  indi¬ 
viduals  to  deny  them  concessions. 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail  :  May  I  know  whether  it  is 
very  easy  to  verify  the  rich  instead  of  verifying  the  conditions  of 
the  poor  ? 

Mr.  A.  Gopala  Menon  :  The  difficulty  is  to  fix  a  standard 
of  wealth. 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail :  Is  not  income-tax  a  standard? 

Mr.  A- Gopala  Menon:  Who  is  to  ascertain  that  ? 

Mr.  T.  Muhammed  Ismail:  is  it  not  to  be  found  out 
from  Government  records? 

Mr.  A.  Gopala  Menon  :  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  ascer¬ 
tain  the  conditions  of  20,000  pupils  who  apply  for  fee  concessions. 
But  I  must  say  that  Government  are  trying  to  encourage  Muham¬ 
madan  education  in  other  ways  also-  One  of  those  means  is  the 
continuation  of  all  the  scholarships  which  have  been  granted  to  the 
Muslims.  We  are  also  granting  some  bonus  to  associations  which 
encourage  literacy  among  Muhammadans. 

Mr.  N.  V-  Chacko  :  May  I  know  whether  the  Director  of 
Public  Instruction  is  prepared  to  give  concessions  to  backward  areas 
also  >  {Laughter.) 
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Mr.  R.  y.  Thomas:  May  I  know  whether  the  anomaly 
referred  to  is  with  regard  to  the  daughters  of  rich  men  also 

Mr.  A.  Gopala  Menon  I  do  not  catch  the  gist  of  that 
question,  Sir.  The  concession  is  granted  on  a  uniform  ‘principle 
and  it  may  have  worked  some  hardship,  but  there  is  compensation 
in  the  additional  advantages  conferred  on  the  more  backward  com¬ 
munities.  The  Government’s  idea  is  to  bring  up  the  more  backward 
communities  at  least  [to  the  level  of  the  other  communities  which 
have  risen  high  in  the  matter  of  education.  Sir,  I  can  sympathise 
with  the  plea  that  the  Muhammadans  require  encouragement  in  the 
matter  of  education.  But  Government  wanted  at  this  stage  to  give 
more  concessions  to  more  backward  communities. 

Mr.  Kesavan  TSTair  made  mention  of  the  payment  of  stipends  to 
a  certain  class  of  teachers.  The  Government  order  of  April  1934 
clearly  states  that  the  teachers  who  were  recruited  before  the  first 
of  April  1934  will  be  eligible  for  stipends. 

Mr.  K-  R.  Elankath  :  May  I  know  whether  there  were 
any  case  of  students  in  truiniug  who  applied  for  stipends  after  1934 
to  whom  stipends,  were  granted  ? 

jV»r,  A.  Gopala  Menon  .  Government  are  not  aware. 

Mr-  K.  R.  Elankath  :  How  many  students  have  applied 
for  vernacular  higher  training  this  year  ? 

Mr.  A  Gopala  Menon  :  No  application  for  stipends  have 

been  received.  Selections  are  made  on  the 'recommendation  of  ins¬ 
pecting  Officers  and  stipends  are  disbursed  by  them. 

Mr.  ,  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  I  know 
how  many  teachers  who  have  put  in  more  than  20  years  of  service 
and  who  were  taken  for  training  are  now  deprived  of  their 
stipends  ? 

Mr.  A.  Gopala  Menon  :  Any  teacher  recruited  before  1934 
is  eligible  for  stipend. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Are  they  to  be 
confirmed  before  1934  ? 

Mr.  A-  Gopala  Menon:  No,  it  is  enough  if  they  were 
appointed  before  1934.  These  teachers  are  therefore  eligible  for 
stipends.  * 

President :  The  Honourable  Member  will  now  conclude. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair.  May  I  know 
what  is  the  qualification  of  one  Mr.  A.  N-  Satyanesan  who  is  a 
member  of  the  Text  Book  Committee  ? 
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Mr.  A.  Gopala  Menon  ••  Ho  is  a  writer  and  author  of 
several  boots. 

Mr.  Puthuppalli  S.  Krishna  Pillai :  Sir,  I  wish  to  point 
out  that  there  can  be  only  one  vote  on  this  matter.  The  House  has 
only  to  grant,  it  or  refuse  to  grant  it. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas:  Sir,  -there  are  two  motions  tabled  bv 
Mr.  tCallur  Nhmynm  Pillai.  J

DEMAND  X-UNIVERSITY. 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  more  for 
a  grant  of  S  lakhs  of  rupees  under  Demand  X — University. 

Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar :  Sir,  I  support  the 
demand.  At  the  same  time  I  may  say  that  the  grant  is  too  low 
for  the  University  as  we  are  expecting  very  many  things  by  the 
University.  One  and  all  of  us  should  join  together  without  party 
bias  in  seeing  that  the  University  scheme  is  brought  to  a  successful 
termination.  Sir,  for  this  purpose  wo  must  concentrate  our  attention 
on  the  industrial  side  of  the  development,  of  our  State.  Every 
house  should  have  so  to  speak  some  small  factory  or  workshop 
which  should  find  out  a  living  for  the  inmates  thereof.  I  do  not  find 
any  schemes  in  this  direction  in  the  University  by  which  such 
home  induslries  may  be  encouraged.  Sir,  this  requires  a  huge 
amount. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Blankath  :  Is  it  the  honourable  member’s  view 
that  during  the  next  year  a  large  number  of  factories  should  begin 
to  work  under  the  University  ? 

Mr.  M.K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar;  Sir,  myv&wis  that  a 
few  factories  should  be  run  by  the  University  where  the  students 
may  go  and  have  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  working  of  those 
factories.  They  might  turn  out  to  be  electrical  and  mechanical 
engineers  to  the  benefit  of  the  general  industrial  improvement  of 
the  State.

Sir,  our  forest  also  abounds  in  ever  so  many  raw  materials  for 
the  manufacture  of  articles  such  as  artificial  silk,  paper  etc.  If  we 
could  make  our  own  things  with  our  forest  produce,  that  will  be  a 
crreat  source  of  income  to  the  State  and  to  the  people  themselves. 
But  I  do  not  find  a  scheme  like  this  in  the  University.  This  may 
be  due  to  the  lack  of  funds.  If  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc¬ 
tion  would  kindly  consider  to  curtail  the  present  expenses  by  way 
of  salaries  to  the  Professors  and  Assistant  Professors  in  the  Colleges 
by  reducing  their  numbers,  I  think  wc  may  find  some  provision 
towards  starting  some  small  factories  connected  with  the  University. 

Mr.  K.  R-  Elankath  :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order.  May  I 
know  whether  the  salary  under  Education  can  bo  discussed  under 
this  demand  ? 

Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar :  Sir,  I  am  not  speaking 
for  the  reduction  of  the  salary,  but  for  the  reduction  of  the  number 
of  the  Professors  and  'Assistant  Professors.  We  find  that  the 
Professors,  Assistant  Professors  and  Lecturers  in  the  Colleges  have 
work  only  from  10  to  13  periods  a  week.  But  the  officers  who  get 
similar  salaries  in  other  departments  have  to  work  day  and  night. 
Sir,  it  is  clearly  an  anomalous  state  of  affairs.  I  do  not  understand 
why  these  people  alone  should  be  paid  much  larger  amounts  when 
other  officers  who  get  the  very  same 'pay  !  iave  to  work  more  than 
10  to  12  hours  a  day.  Therefore  some  of  them  may  be  reduced  by 
giving  to  others  more  work  and  this  may  save  a  considerable 
amount  which  may  be  utilised  for  some  other  beneficent  purposes 
conducive  to  the  starting  of  some  industrial  concerns.  Sir,  there  are 
certain  institutions  at  present  attached  to  the  industrial  and  agri¬ 
cultural  departments.  Those  institutions  should  be  brought  under 
the  University.  The  diplomas  given  by  our  University  should  be 
such  as  may  be  valued  and  accepted  by  other  countries.  With  these 
words,  I  support  the  demand. 

Mr.  M-  Govindan  ;  Sir,  I  support  the  demand.  In  doing 
so  I  wish  to  make  one  observation  in  answer  to  my  friend  Mr. 
Ananthasiva  Aiyar  who  also  has  supported  this  demand.  He  is 
under  the  impression  that  it  is  possible  for  the  University'  to  launch 
on  industrial  enterprises-  It  is  not  businesses  of  that  type  that  can 
be  done  by  a  University.  What  the  University  can  do  is  to  develop 
a  taste  among  young  students  for  industrial  habits  by  establishing 
technical  and  technological  faculties.  If  you  want  to  start  factories 
it  can  be  done  only  under  the  industrial  department.  In  Germany 
and  other  places  where  there  are  gymnascins  for  physical  education 
and  faculties  to  keep  up  (he  industrial  prestige .  and  advancement 
of  the  State,  this  is  not  done  by  the  Universities  but  by  other 
departments.  Then  with  regard  to  Mr.  Ananthasiva  Aiynr’s  point 
whether  it  is  not  necessary  to  get  practical  training  for  our  young 
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people  and  for  that  purpose  whether  it  is  not  good  that  we  could 
have  some  factories  attached  to  the  University  I  may  say  that  it 
may  not  be  possible  to  start  them  at  present. 

The  House  rose  for  lunch  at  1  i\  m.  and  reassembled  at  2  p.  m. 
with  the  President  in  the  Chair. 

Mr-  M.  Govindan  :  Sir,  I  ,vas  pointing  out  that  bvhnt  the 
University  has  undertaken  is  to  introduce  technical  and  industrial 
bias  in  our  education. 

With  regard  to  certain  allegations  made  elsewhere  that  even 
those  directly  concerned  with  the  University  and  who  are  office¬ 
bearers  therein  are  themsel  ves  sending  their  own  children  elsewhere 
for  education.  I  would  not  have  taken  serious  notice  of  that  alleg. 
ation  but  for  the  great  currency  that  it  has  now  in  the  country. 
What  I  have  to  state  in  that  matter  is  only  this  :  our  University 
docs  not  depend  for  its  success  upon  the  patronage  and  support  of 
any  particular  individual,  X,  Y  or  Z.  (Mr.  0.  V.  Clundrusekharnn, 

(  Unit r  he, nr.)  Sir,  wa  cannot  impose  any  restriction  on  any  member 
of  society  curtailing  his  freedom  to  send,  for  personal  reasons,  his 
children  anywhere  for  education.  It  is  open  to  people  to  send  their 
children  to  England  for  instance.  The  success  of  our  University 
will  depend  upon  how  we  maintain  high  standards  and  see  to  it 
that  (lie  degrees  wc  grunt  are  respected  outsi le  and  our  degree- 
holders  are  considered  eligible  for  Service  elsewhere.  If  we  do  that, 
the  Travancore  University  is  bound  to  gain  popularity. 

Mr.  Nedtmiangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  •  fur,  I  regret  I 
have  to  oppose  the  dtnaud.  The  special  University  staff  and  the 
University  special  officer  were  appointed  from  the  1st  Edavarn  1112. 
The  idea  was  that  they  will  do  the  necessary  spade  work.  From 
the  work  turned  out  by  the  special  officer  so  far  it  looks  like  “  a 
mountain  bringing  forth  a  rat.  ” 

Sir,  the  activities  of  the  special  officer  can  be  seen  from  the 
Administration  Report  for  the  year  1112  and  bit  the  Memo- 
rauduui  and  the  Note  given  to  us  by  the  L’ro-Vice  Chancellor. 
The  first  thing  that  he  did  in  1  112  was  the  holding  of  a  conference 
on  17-3-1931.'  lie  then  sent  a  few  letters  to  the  College  Principals 
on  26th  May  1937.  On  the  26th  May  1937.  the  Dewan  i  held [  a 
conference  of  the  elected  and  nominated  members  of  the  Legislature, 
and  later  on  he  made  a  “  clear,  cogent  speech  ”  to  the  members  of 
the  Legislature.  Sir,  in  regard  to  the  selection  of  members  for 
that  conference,  I  should  submit  that  it  was  not  properly  con¬ 
stituted,  and  only  those  members  who  are  always  supporting  Gov¬ 
ernment  wore  invited.  Those  members  who  have  really  spoken 
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and  -written  something  about  the  University  and  those  who  had 
very  many  practical  suggestions  to  offer,  were  not  invited. 

That  conference,  I  may  say,  was  the  third  stase  in  the  develop, 
ment  of  the  University.  On  the  4th  June  1937,  an  advisory 
committee  was  appointed,  and  they  held  meetings.  This  was  all 
that  was  done  in  the  year  H12,  and  for  that  an  amount  of 
Rs.  57,000  and  odd  has  been  spent,  as  a  perusal  of  the  budget  will 
show. 

Sir,  when  Mr.  C.  V.  Chaudrasekharan  was  appointed  as  Pro- 
Vice-Chancellor,  T  for  my  part  had  my  own  misgiving?  about  him. 
I  had  very  great  diffidence  as  to  whether  he  woald'be  able  to  do 
the  work  satisfactorily.  Sir,  his  antecedents  are  very  weli  known 
to  all.  His  transactions  while  he  was  Principal  of  the  Science 
College,  and  the  defalcations  which  took  place  -.hen  are  still  fresh  in 
our  memory.  Dewan  Sir  Mahomed  Habibullah  then  gave  the 
definite  assurance  that  those  who  are  responsible  for  such  laxitv 
which  resulted  in  (he  defalcation  would  be  severely  dealt  with.  I 
do  not  want  to  question  the  morality  of  any  individual  ;  but  Sir, 
we  are  anxious  that  officers  should  ba  solicitous  of  the  Government 
funds  entrusted  to  them  for  specific  purposes  and  they  should 
always  see  that  the  interests  of  Government  are  conserved  satis¬ 
factorily.  That  is  the  least  that  I  expect  of  them.  I  am  sorry  the 
Pro- Vice- Chancellor  has  not  justified  his  choice. 

Anyhow,  Sir,  I  consider  that  the  expenditure  incurred  for  the 
University  till  this  was  quite  superfluous- 

Now  ive  expected  that  something  more  would  be  done  during 
the  current  year  1113.  The  activities  of  the  special  officer  and  his 
special  stuff  during  1 113  could  be  seen  from  the  Note  famished  by 
the  Pro- Vice-Chancellor.  As  I  have  already  stated,  before  that 
Note,  a  Memorandum  was  furnished  to  us  showing  the  lines  on 
which  the  University  was  going  to  be  worked.  This  is  what  1  find 
at  page  6  of  that  Memorandum  : — 

“The  present  decision  of  the  Government  of  Travancore.to  establish  a 
separate  University  is  based  not  only  on  the  considerations  set 
forth  above.” 

and  those  considerations  have  been  ignored  now  ; 

“But  far  more  on  the  need  for  an  organisation  which  will  serve  as  an 
effective  and  powerful  instrument  for  the  reorieutation  of  the  whole 
educational  system  which  is  now  run  on  traditional  lines  dictated 
by  the  requirements  of  the  University  of  Madras." 
later  on,  he  refers  to  the  spsech  made  by  rhe  Dewan  and  says: — 

‘‘In  the  course  of  his  speech,  he  laid  the  greatest  stress  on  the  economic 
and  industrial  needs  and  Problems  of  the  state  and  he  envisaged 
the  University  as  an  institution  which  will  set  before  itself  as  its 
Primary  object,  the  task  of  training  young  men  to  play  their  part 
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worthily  in  the  various  schemes  of  industrial,  agricultural  and 
commercial  dovolopmonts  which  have  been  and  whioh  are  pro¬ 
posed  to  bo  undertaken.  He  stressed  also  the  urgent  need  for  re« 

organising  our  system  of  education . 

Sir,  what  has  the  Pro-Vice-Chancellor  done?  Nearly  two  years 
have  elapsed,  and  a  very  decent  amount  oE  Rs.  57,000  odd,  has 
already  been  spent  on  the  University.  The  Pro- Vice-Chancellor 
has  been  able  to  bring  forth  an  imperfect  syllabus  on  terms  identi¬ 
cal  with  the  syllabus  of  the  Madras  University  ;  the  name  B.  A., 
has  been  changed  into  B-  Sc.  That  is  all  that  has  been  done.  The 
Honours  Courses  of  the  new  University  are  the  very  same  that 
have  in  existence  all  along  before.  There  is  no  provision  for 
Honours  Course  in  Physics,  Chemistry  or  Zoology.  There  is  a 
statement  by  the  Pro- Vice-Chancellor  that  provision  will  be  made 
for  a  course  of  instruction  in  Electrical  Engineering.  Sir,  it  is  a 
fundamental  rule  that,  for  training  in  Electrical  Engineering  a 
fairly  high  standard  of  Mathematics  and  Physics  is  necessary  ;  but 
our  new  University  does  not  provide  for  that  and  at  the  same  time 
provides  for  Electrical  Engineering.  I  cannot  see  how  Electrical 
Engineering — for  that  matter,  any  course  in  engineering — can  be 
had  without  a  course  oE  combined  training  in  Mathematics  and 
Physics. 

Mf.  M.'K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  :  May  I  ask  whether  In¬ 
termediates  are  not  admitted  to  such  courses  in  other  Universities  ? 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  No  ;  not  for 

higher  courses  I  am  told  that  they  prefer  only  Graduates  for  higher 
engineering  courses. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  May  I  ask  the  honourable 
member  what  wrill  be  the  amount  required  for  starting  the  higher 
engineering  courses  suggested  by  the  member  ? 

|TO  Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  I  cannot  say. 
fp ,  In  Economies  also  no  provision  is  made  for ’an  advanced  course. 

There  is  also  another  aspect  of  the  matter.  A  Research  Labo¬ 
ratory  and  research  activities  are  spoken  to  by  the  University 
authorities.  Unless  you  have  Honours  Courses,  advanced  courses 
in.  Mathematics,  Economics  and  other  subjects,  I  do  not  think  there 
will  be  any  scope  for  research. 

Then  I  come  to  Laboratory  Technology.  A  Director  of 
Technology  has  been  appointed  on  a  very  decent  salary,  a  four- 
figure  amount ;  it  accumulates  to  Rs.  1,400  a  month.  The  Note  of 
the  Pro- Vice-Chancellor  says  that  he  has  been  very- active,  He  has 
delivered  two  courses  of  lectures  during  the  course  of  two  months 
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to  two  batches  of  teachers,  24  teachers  from  the  High  School  and 
24  from  the  Colleges.  Sir,  I  do  not  want  to  go  into  farther  de¬ 
tails.  I  request  that  yon  may  be  pleased  to  go  into  the  matter 
fully.  The  percentage  of  attendance  at'these  lectures  was  very  low. 
Not  a  single  teacher  availed  himself  of  any  of  the  practical  sugges¬ 
tions  given  by  the  Dire:  tor  of  Technology  because  there  were  none. 
The  suggestion  made  by  the  Director  of  Technology,  for  a  third 
course  of  practical  training,  was  thrown  out.  The  Pro-Viee- 
Charcellor,  in  his  Note  says  that,  the  Director  of  Technology  will 
take  up  the  following  items  of  work  ; — 

1.  Reorganisation  of  the  Work- shop  . — Absolutely  no  reorgani¬ 
sation  of  the  Workshops  is  necessary  ;  it  is  running  smoothly  and 
efficiently.  There  is  no  necessity  for  any  advice  from  the.  Director 
of  Technology  ;  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  he  never  gave  any  advice. 

2.  Advanced  Training  in  the  Laboratory  . — Absolutely  no  know¬ 
ledge  was  imparted  to  any  member  of  the  Laboratory.  An  ex¬ 
penditure  of  Rs.  2,500  has  been  'incurred  by  the  Government 
towards  menials  and  purchase  of  materials  ;  for  instance,  half-a- 
dozen  screw- drivers  have  been  manufactured.  I  cannot  see  what 
on  earth  the  Director  of  Technology  is  going  to  do  with  half-a- 
dozen  screw-drivers.  I  have  no  time,  Sir  ;  otherwise  I  would  point 
out  how  the  Director  of  Technology  made  some  ill-designed  Labor¬ 
atory  stands  which  are  not  being  made  use  of  now  ;  he  also  made 
some  broken  spirit  lamps  and  some  mercury  are  lamps  which  will 
not  burn.  I  request  you.  Sir,  to  ask  Dr.  Mnudgill  what  has  hap¬ 
pened  to  these  things. 

Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  :  May  I  ask  wherefrom 
the  honourable  member  got  all  this  information  ? 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Sir,  those  are  all 
the  things  that  the  Director  of  Technology  has  done.  He  had 
invested  some  thing  like  lis.  2,500  and  made  articles  worth  Rs.  200, 

Then  comes  another  very  important  work  which  has  been -as¬ 
signed  to  the  Director  of  Technology-  He  is  going  to  remodel  the 
clock  in  the  Tower  of  the  Public  Offices  buildings.  He  is  going  to 
add  two  more  dials  to  that  clock,  one -on  the  southern  and  the 
other  Oil  the  northern  wall  of  the  'Tower.  Certainly,  that  justifies' 
his  appointment  here.  It  is  a- well  known  fact  here,  Sir,  that 
officers  are  appointed  straightway,  and  then  the  Government  worry 
themselves  in  finding  out  work  for  such  officers.  The  case  of  the 
Director  of  Technology  teing  asked  to  put  two  more  d  ais  to -our 
Tower  Clock  here  is  an  example  of.  'that  kind-  Anyone  who  has 
seen  the  Public  Offices  will  realise  that,  unless  one  travoli  in  an 
aeroplane  or  climbs  up  the  roof  of  the  Public  Office  buildings,  he 
cannot  really  tee  fully  the  southern  side  or  the  nonhern  side  of  the 
Clock  in  the  clock  Tower, 
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Mr.  M.  Qovinda  Pillai :  Is  the  member  aware  that  the 
proposed  dials  will  be  of  use  to  the  offices  situated  to  the  north  and 
south  of  the  main  buildings  ? 

Mr.  Ned  uni  an  gad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Certainly  not.  I 
would  only  request  the  honourable  member  to  go  and  see  for  him¬ 
self  utieasl;  now,  whether  from  anywhere  inside  the  premises  the 
southern  and  the  northern  walls  of  the  Tower  are  fully  visible. 

Sir,  that  is  the  work  proposed  to  be  done  by  the  Director  of 
Technology  ;  and  he  is  going  to  remain  here  for  4  months  more. 

In  regard  to  the  University  special  staff  itself,  Government  ap¬ 
pointed  those  officers  without  considering  whether  there  ;was  any 
real  necessity  for  the  special  staff.  They  appointed  one  Marine 
iiilogist  on  Rs.  500  or  so  ;  he  has  done  nothing  at  all  so  far.  He 
has  been  asked  to  make  a  survey  of  shanks  ;  that  is  what  he  has 
been  doing  of  late.  And  then,  there  is  Dr.  Cousins  getting  a  de¬ 
cent  salary-  Nobody  knows  what  ha  is  doing.  Similarly,  there 
is  a  Specialist  in  Geography-  God  alone  knows  what  he  is  doing. 

Mr,  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  {Quilon  cum  Iiunna- 
thur )  ;  I  am  really  delighted  to  find  that  what  little  objection 
there  was,  regarding  the  fundamental  question  of  starting  a  Univer¬ 
sity  for  ,1’ravancore  which  has  been  the  ideal  of  every  patriotic 
Travaneoreau  for  the  last  25  years,  and  for  the  realisation  of  that 
cherished  ideal  the  whole  country  is  thankful  to  Government  even 
that  objection  has  now  fizzled  out.  Even  cursed  critics  are  now 
compelled  to  admit;  their  failure  with  regard  to  the  attempt  to  con¬ 
trovert  this  desire  on  die  part  of  the  public  of  Travancore  fora 
University  of  their  own  ;  and  such  critics  are  now  pleasing  them¬ 
selves  by  minor  skirmishes  such  as  attacking  individuals  belonging 
to  the  University  and  making  absolutely  unsound  proposals  regard¬ 
ing  fundamental  questions,  connected  ivith  the  University,  which 
are  well-nigh  well  accepted  throughout  the  world.  Sir,  this  kind  of 
criticism  really  makes  one  laugh.  It  has  been  said  that  a  Geogra¬ 
phy  Expert  has  been  .  appointed  as  also  a  Marino  Biologist  and  a 
Dean  for  oriental  art,  and  that  nothing  has  been  brought  about  by 
these  experts  till  now.  That  is  the  complaint.  Anybody  who  has 
got  any  the  least  idea  of  a  University  can  only  laugh  at  such  criti¬ 
cism  ;  because  you  do  not  expect  a  University  to  be  found  today  and 
to  find  it  full  fledged  tomorrow,  like  the  magician’s  mango  tree  with 
a  fruit  on  it  all  on  a  sudden.  Sir,  that  is  not  the  idea,  at  least  of 
the  educated  Travaneoreau  regarding’  a  University.  A  University 
is  a  great  institution,  anorganic  institution  with  a  life  of  its  own. 
l't  has  got  to  grow  slowly, 
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Mr-  Q.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  Elow  long  did  it  take  for  the 
Madras  University  to  become  a  full  fledged  University  ? 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai ;  Sir,  we  all  know 
that.  It  needs  no  argument  to  show  that  a  University  cannot  be 
brought  into  existence  in  a  day.  1  think  no  comparison  is  neces¬ 
sary  with  Madras  or  Oxford  or  any  other  University  to  prove  that, 

Sir,  all  this  criticism,  so  far  as  I  can  sec,  is  made  without  reali¬ 
sing  one  central  fact  as  to  the  date  when  our  University  came  into 
existence.  What  is  the  period  for  whhh  the  Travancoro  Univer¬ 
sity  has  been  in  existence  ?  Once  that  central  fact,  that  elemen¬ 
tary  fact  is  grasped,  I  think  all  this  criticism  will  fall  to  the  ground. 
As  I  said,  1  am  really  glad  to  find  that  there  is  no  criticism  as  to 
the  necessity  for  a  University  for  Travancore.  I  am  glad  that  the 
only  complaint  is  t'  at  it  lias  not  been  made  perfect  jefc.  We  can¬ 
not  help  if  curious  notions  are  entertained  by  certain  people  with 
regard  to  the  time  required  for  the  growth  of  a  University.  xAll 
the  same,  I  wish  the  University  authorities  and  the  Government 
will  take  into  consideration  this  fact,  namely,  that  there  is  a  genuine 
desire  even  in  quarters  which  are  making  very  light  criticisms  on 
some  details  of  the  University,  for  the  development  of  this  .Univer- 
sity  on  proper  lines.  I  now  feel  sure  that  even  people  who  have 
been  attacking  the  fundamental  question  of  the  need  for  a  Univer¬ 
sity  have  now  given  up  their  case  altogether  and  are  now  concen¬ 
trating  on  Mr.  G.  V.  Chandrasekharan,  the  Pro  Vice-Chancellor, 
and  the  pre-historic  history  of  a  defalcation  in  the  Science  College, 
and  are  bringing  it  forward  as  a  very  great  objection  against  the 
Travancore  University  which  has  to  stand  not  merely  during  the 
time  of  Mr.  0.  V.  Chandrasekharan  but  for  ever,  for  the  welfare  of 
Travancore,  for  the  reorganisation  of  education  in  Travancore 
and  for  the  relief  of  unemployment  which  in  Travancore  is  of  vital 
importance  because  many  of  these  criticisms,  much  of  this  agitation 
and  all  the  disgruntled  feeling  in  the  country,  arise  out  of  the 
simple  and  fundamental  fact  of  unemployment.  Our  University 
seeks  to  solve  that.  I  may  say,  Sir,  that  the  University  Regulation 
itsfelf,  makes  it  clear  that  the  greatest  attention  of  the  University 
authorities  is  to  be  concentrated  on  this  pivotal  question  of  relief  of 
unemployment.  Therefore,  in  so  far  as  the  University  succeeds  in 
relieving  unemployment,  the  authorities  will  be  answering  the  cri¬ 
ticisms  levelled  against  the  University  itself.  According  to  me, 
sir,  there  is  no  need  to  go  into  these  small  criticisms  of  what  the 
Marina  Biologist  ha9  dona,  what  Dr.  Cousins  has  done,  what 
Dr.  Paramesvaran  has  done  ?  You  cannot  expect  a  full  fledged 
College  or  Institute  of  Technology  all  on  a  sudden.  As 
reasonable  men  you  cannot  expect  the  Marine  Biologist  to  show  any¬ 
thing  to  this  House  like  what  the  Fisheries  Superintendent  showed 
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the  other  day  at  lunch  time.  (L  atghlcr  )  That  is  not  what 
is  expected  of  the  Marine  Biologist.  That  is  not  the  idea  of  a  Uni- 

I  think,  Sir,  the  University  is  not  a  matter  to  be  talked  lightly 
of.  We  have  been  yearning  for  the  bringing  into  existence  of  that 
institution  that  will  change  the  very  fabric  of  life  in  this  State. 
We  should  not  approach  this  groat  problem  in  any  light-hearted 
mood.  As  responsible  men,  wo  have  to  ponder  over  it  very  seri¬ 
ously  before  we  disparage  it  and  bring  it  into  contempt  before  the 
outside  world.  Any  patriotic  Travancorcan  has  to  think  twice, 
nay  a  hundred  times,  before  he  disparages  his  University  which 
ought  to  be  his  pride,  the  symbol  of  the  culture  of  Travancore  and 
the  hope  of  the  future  welfare  of  the  State.  It  should  not  be 
treated  lightly.  I  for  one  wish  to  enter  a  caveat  against  the  light, 
hearted  criticism  of  a  great  institution  which  ought  to  be  approached 
with  reverence  and  with  humility. 

Mr.  T.  Mahorred  Ismail :  Sir,  I  have  nothing  but  admi¬ 
ration  Cor  the  University  especially  because  it  enables  the  poor 
people  in  the  land  to  prosecute  their  higher  studies  here  itself.  If 
it  is  imperfect  today,  it  will  become  perfect  in  due  course. 

There  is  just  one  particular  point  which  1  want  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  authorities.  The  University  has  made  provision  for 
the  study  of  different  languages  'such  as  Malayalam,  Tamil  and 
Sanskrit,  and  even  French  and  Latin.  Hut  I  am  really  at  a  loss  to 
find  that  such  an  important  language  as  Arabic  has  not  bean  given 
any  place  in  the  University.  Therefore,  1  think  it  is  my  duty  to 
suggest  to  the  authorities  the  need  for  giving  due  place  for  Arabic 
in  our  new  University.  I  request  the  Government  and  the  Uni* 
versity  authorities  to  take  up  the  ncatter  and  institute  a  Chair  for 
Arabic  also  as  early  as  possible. 

Mr.  V-  S.  Arumukham  Pillai :  How  many  people  are 
there  in  the  State  who  speak  Arabic  V 

Mr.  T.  Mahomed  Ismail  :  All  the  Muslims  of  Travunoors 
numbering  about  4  lakhs  speak  Arabic  and  they  cannot  but  study 
this  language. 

Mr.  Kochickal  P.  Balakrishdatl  Tattlpi  (Katiimg**- 

pally,  Karti/ciyialli  and  Ambalajpvsh  cum  ShertuUai)  :  I  first  oppose 
the  motion.  Our  University  has  become  a  fact  ;  and  Mr.  Kottur 
Kunjukrishna  Pillai  has  treated  us  to  a  lecture  on  patriotism  and  I 
would  be  showing  myself  as  wanting  in  culture  if  I  were  to  talk, 
anything  against  the  University.  He  ended  with  -a  noble  perora- 
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tlon  so  that  I  was  all  along  imagining  that  I  was  almost  feeling  his 
absence  on  the  Government  benches,  But  for  the  provocation  by 
him,  I  too  would  have  been  content  to  let  bygones  as  hyyones. 
After  all  we  rushed  into  the  University.  Government  thought  ir 
fit  to  pursuade  H-  H.  the  Maharaja  to. pass  it  into  a  Regulation.  At 
that  time  it  was  thought  that  wonderful  things  were  goins  to  1,.. 
achieved.  Many  things  wore  promised.  Unbelievers  did 'not  be¬ 
lieve  all  that  ;  but  now  they  are  not  worse  for  it.  Now  that  the 
University  lias  become  an  accomplished  fact,  it  is  rather  tco  late  to 
question  its  necessity.  Although  I  do  not  claim  patriotism  ns  my 
refuge,  yet,  following  the  lead  of  Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillni, 
I  think  it  is  our  duty  to  see  that  our  University  becomes  something 
of  a  success  ;  because,  long  after  the  present  office-bearers  go  out  of 
office,  the  Travancore  University  will  have  to  remain,  and  our 
children  will  have  to  be  educated  there.  By  that,  nobody  should 
think  that  I  have  become  a  fresh  convert  to  this  great  atmosphere  of 
this  new  University  all  on  a  sudden.  Our  ’money  has  been  spent 
over  it  and  our  children  are  to  be  trained  in  it  ;  it  is  therefore  'not 
in  onr  interests  to  speak  in  disparagement  of  the  University. 

But,  after  all  what  Mr.  Kesavan  Nair  said  was  true,  although 
it  is  not  always  paying  to  speak  out  the  truth.  He  was  right  when 
he  said  that  the  University  bas  not  been  doing  anything.  At  one 
time  we  were  told  that,  there  was  going  to  be  reorientation  and  that 
we  were  going  to  have  a  residential  University  which  would  con¬ 
serve  indigenous  culture.  But  I  am  now  glad,  Sir,  that  the  Madras 
University  has  been  copied,  and  things  have  not  been  made  much 
worse  than  that.  I  am  glad  that  they  did  not  start  courses  on 
motor-body  building  and  toy-making.  I  am.  glad  their  originality 
did  not  persuade  them  to  make  such  innovations  or  to  lower  the 
standards. 

Therefore,  Sir,  as  one  who  is  compelled  to  admire  the  Univer¬ 
sity  in  the  interests  of  his  own  children  who  have  necessarily  to  be 
trained  in  it,  I  appeal  to  the  non-official  members  of  this  House  to 
support  it,  but  never  to  lose  themselves  in  admiration  as  my  amiable 
friend  Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  has. 

I  must  also  say,  Sir,  that  the  way  we,  the  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  were  treated  by  the  University  authorities  was 
not  very  commendable.  As  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  I 
had  occasion  to  find  that  the  provision  for  the  University  was  not 
originally  included  in  the  draft  budget.  The  next  day,  the  resource¬ 
ful  Pro-Vice-Chancellor  came  to  us  with  a  Demand  for  a  lump  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  University.  The  Finance  Committee  and  this  House 
have  to  be  furnished  with  full  details  so  that  we  may  know  the  full 
financial  implications  of  every  scheme  we  are  asked  to  vote  for, 
"We  were  told  of'Electrical  and  other  Engineering  courses, 
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Then  I  really  congratulate  all  those  who  are  in  places  «£ 
dignity  in  the  University  and  I  think  they  will  all  take  into  heart 
to  do  something  real  and  substantial  to  this  country.  We  have 
coma  to  a  stage  in  society  in  general,  and  after  all  through  the 
radio  and  the  newspaper  and  cheap  English  instruments  we  can 
make  u 3n  of  lecture?  on  art  utility. 

President :  Honourable  member  has  two  minutes  more. 
Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi:  About  the 
utilitarian  courses  and  all  that,  what  we  want  is  that  something 
should  be  done  to  really  educate  our  children.  I  earnestly  appeal 
to  the  University  Department  that  if  yon  find  that  it  is  nets 
success  drop  it.-  Our  studen's  can  go  to  the  Madras  University 
then.  End  it  like  that.  There  is  no  shame  attached  to  it.  Any¬ 
way,  do  not  make  our  children  helpless  in  the  matter  of  getting 
IJn i vers  ity  ed  uca  tion. 

President :  Am  I  to  take  that  the  Honourable  Member  is 
opposing  the  scheme.  Is  it  that  he  wants  to  drop  it. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi:  No,  if  the 
Government  find  it  not;  a  success  wo  may  as  well  drop  the  idea. 

President  :  Honourable  member  will  conclude. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Sir,  could  I 
not  speak  one  minute  more  ? 

President :  Yes,  yon  have  one  minute  more. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.‘  Balakrishnan  Tampi:  I  am  glad 
that  there  was  some  talk  about  children  being  sent  elsewhere  for 
education  and  in  that  he  was  t  iking  hint  from  the  speech  which  I 
confcrib  in  1  h  ■  fist  budget  session.  You  cannot  confine  children 
to  a  particular  college,  I  am  glad  that  you  have  sent  your  children 
to  Madras. 

Mr.  C.  V-  Chandrasekharan  :  Sir,  the  Honourable 
Member  Mr.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  suggested  that  the  University 
should  go  in  for  industries  aul  start  factories.  There  is  very  great 
difference  of  opinion  in  academic  circles  regarding  this  question, 
Whether  a  University  should  itself  start,  organise  and  run  factories 
on  commercial  lines,  is  a  very  debatable  point  I  am  reminded  of 
the  discussion  that  took  place  in  the  All  India  Inter-University 
Conference  in  which  this  questiou  was  much  discussed  and  the  great 
majority  of  University  men  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  not 
wise  for  Universities  to  start  commercial  concerns.  I  am  aware  how¬ 
ever  that  the  B entires  Hindu  University  is  trying  to  do  something 
in  that  direction.  Here,  immediately  we  are  starting  .textile  Tech¬ 
nology  and  Textile  Chemistry  Diploma  courses.  For  the  practical 
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training  and  for  the  Apprenticeship  courses,  we  hope  to  be  able 
to  send  our  students  to  the  mills  at  Quilon  and  Alwaye  and 
also  to  arrange  with  the  Madura  Mills  to  take  some  students  for 
practical  training.  For  our  Engineering  courses  which  we  propose 
to  start  next  year  we  contemplate  the  active  co-operation  of  the 
P.  W.  D.  Workshop.  The  Workshop  will  be  thoroughly  reorga¬ 
nised.  There  will  be  a  commercial  section  and  also  an  educational 
section.  The  students  taking  the  Engineering  courses  will  get 
their  practical  training  in  the  P.  W.  D.  Workshop  and  there  is  a 
proposal  that  in  their  3rd  and  4th  year  they  should  be  given  facili¬ 
ties  to  work  in  the  commercial  section  and  to  earn  wages  for  the  work 
that  they  may  do. 

To  such  a  limited  extent,  Sir,  it  might  be  possible  for  the 
University  actively  to  take  part  in  commercial  activities.  I  do  not 
know  whether  it  would  be  practical  for  the  University  actually  to 
run  big  commercial  concerns.  Our  aim  shall  be  as  the  pace  of  the 
industrialisation  of  the  country  advances  to  provide  suitable  courses 
and  train  the  required  number  of  men  for  particular  industrial  con¬ 
cerns.  So,  the  growth  and  progress  of  technological  education  in 
the  University  will  run  parai  passu  with  the  growth  of  industries 
in  the  country.  There  is  a  danger  in  the  University  anticipating 
and  starting  courses  and  training  people  for  whom  there  may  not 
be  any  adequate  opening.  So  the  progress  of  industrialisation  and 
the  progress  of  industrial  education  should  go  hand  in  hand. 

Mr.  Ananthasiva  Iyer  suggested  that  the  number  of  Professors 
and  Assistant  Professors  should  be  reduced.  If  they  have  work 
only  for  13  hours  a  week . .. 

Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  :  Sir,  I  suggested  from 
10  to  13  hours  a  week. 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan :  Yes ;  in  the  Madras 

University  the  maximum  teaching  work  which  could  _be  assigned 
under  the  rules  is  only  14  hours  a  week.  I  have  been  a  Professor 
as  well  as  an  administrator  and  I  can  honestly  tell  the  House  that 
I  have  often  felt  more  tired  after  two  hours  lecture  in  the  College 
than  after  sitting  at  mj’  desk  for  five  hours  a  day.  If  a  teacher  is 
worth  his  salt,  and  does  not  merely  dictate  notes  and  if  he  has  to 
shout  for  two  hours  before  a  class  of  150  or  200  students,  the  work 
may  be  not  less,  but  more  fatiguing,  than  the  work  of  an  admmis 
trator  at  his  desk. 

Mr-  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  :  Sir,  in  Oxford  and  Cambridge  the 
Professors  do  research  work.  But,  in  Travancore,  I  understand 
no  such  work  has  yet  been  done  by  them.  May  I  know  the  reason 
for  that  ? 
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Mr-  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  That  is  not  a  fact.  Some 
of  our  Professors  have  done  and  are  doing  research  work  and  have 
won  research  Degrees.  For  example  in  the  Science  College . 

Mr.  K.  K,  Kuruvilla  :  Is  there  any  book  that  they  have 
published  ? 

Mr.  C.  V-  Chandrasekharan  ;  They  have  written  papers 
which  have  been  published  in  acknowledged  scientific  journals  and 
if  you  expect  then  to  do  more  research  work  you  will  have  to  give 
them  some  relief  from  teaching  work. 

The  suggestion  that  the  teaching  institutions  now  working 
under  the  Agricultural  and  Industrial  Departments  should  be 
transferred  to  the  University  has  been  taken  up  by  the  University  ' 
authorities  and  already  the  Central  Technological  Institute  and  the 
Minor  Industries  section  in  the  School  of  Arts  have  been,  transferred 
to  the  University.  There  is  now  a  proposal  for  transferring  the 
research  section  in  the  Agricultural  department  to  the  control  of 
the  University. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  Sir,  may  I  know  the  officer  under 
whom  the  agricultural  branch  of  the  University  is  to  work  ? 

Mr- C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  The  details  with  regard 
to  personnel  iiave  not  yet  been  fixed. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elankath  :  May  I  know  whether  any  course  of 
studies  in  forestry  has  been  proposed  ? 

Mr.  C-  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  Not  immediately.  But 
there  is  a  proposal  under  consideration  for  starting  Diploma  courses 
for  training  Forest  Bangers. 

Well,  Sir,  I  am  afraid  I  cannot  attach  much  weight  or  import, 
ance  to  the  criticisms  my  Honourable  friend  Mr.  Kesavan  Nair  has 
advanced.  I  cannot  congratulate  him  on  the  contribution  that  he 
has  made. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair  :  Sir,  I  never  wanted, 
his  congratulation. 

President :  But  lie  is  entitled  not  to  congratulate  you, 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  Sir,  I  am  entitled  not  only, 
not  to  congratulate  him,  but  I  am  entitled  to  say  that  his  speech  is 
a  tissue  of  misapprehensions,  mis-statements  and  inaccuracies.  In 
fact,  Sir,  I  was  staggered  by  the  non-chalance  and  cocksureqess  and 
the  abysmal  ignorance  which  Mr.  Kesavan  Nair  has  displayed  in 
his  speech.  It  would  have  been  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world  for 
Mr.  Kesavan  Nair,  if  he  had  any  questions  to  ask  with  regard  to 
the  note  which  was  placed  before  him,  to  consult  me  and  qbtain  full 
information.  He  replies  to  one  Honourable  Member  that,  ttie 
Honours  course  is  necessary  for  the  Engineering  course.  That  is 
an  absurd  statement.  He  says  again  . . 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Sir,  is -it  Parlia, 
mentary  to  call  a  statement  made  by  an  Honourable  Member 
‘absurd’  ? 

President :  “Absurd”  is  not  unparliamentary, 

Mr.  C.  V,  Chandrasekharan  :  Sir,  he  says  again  that  the 
passing  of  the  intermediate  examination  is  not  a  qualification  for  the 
Engineering  course.  This  is  another  staggeringly  absurd  statement. 

With  regard  to  the  Honours  courses  in  Physics  and  Chemistry, 
there  is  no  difficulty  about  starting  them.  We  could  start  them  at 
any  time.  Our  Laboratories  are  well  equipped  for  them.  It  is 
because  the  available  funds  are  required  for  the  new  developments 
that  we  have  not  started  them.  ‘‘Without  the  Honours  courses  how 
can  we  have  Research  courses  ”  he  asks.  There  are  Honours  men 
who  have  passed  out  of  the  Madras  University  and  have  applied  for 
Research  work  in  this  University.  When  we  drafted  our  Kules  for 
Research  Scholarship  and  called  for  applications  for  Research  work, 
as  many  as  25  applications  were  received,  and  the  syndicate  at  the 
last  meeting  selected  8  students  for  Research  work  in  various 
scientific  subjects.  He  asks  what  the  Professor  of  Marine  Biology 
has  done  ?  In  my  noto  it  has  been  briefly  stated.  He  has  started 
a  Research  Section.  He  has  admitted  two  students.  He  has  pre¬ 
pared  plans  and  estimates  for  the  Marine  Biology  Laboratory  and 
the  Acquarium.  He  is  exploring  the  subject  of  Pearl  Fisheries  in 
our  coast  and  he  has  placed  before  the  University  a  scheme  for  the 
transport  of  fish  from  the  coastal  areas  to  the  interior  of  the  country. 

President :  Honourable  Member  has  o  minutes  more. 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  Next,  he  asks  what  the 
specialist  in  Geography  is  doing?  He  is  attached  to  the  Training 
College  and  he  is  training  16  students  in  the  teaching  of  Geography. 

Well,  Sir,  Mr.  Kesavan  Nair’s  intemperate  language  makes  me 
feel  that  the  criticism  is  not  genuine  and  that  it  is  spurious  and 
artificial  and  that  it  is  because  it  was  a  sefieme  started  by  a  foreign 
Dewan,  Sir  C.  P.  Ramaswamy  Aiyar . 

President:  Order,  Order. 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  and. a  foreigner  like  me  is 
in  charge  that  any  stick  is  thought  good  enough  to  beat  the  Uni- 
versity  with. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  Sir,  is  it  parliamentary  to  impute 
motives  ? 

President:  The  Honourable  Member  will  proceed-  The 
question  who  started  this  movement  is  hardly  relevant.  It  is  not 
necessary  now  to  go  into  the  psychology  of  this. 
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Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  Sir,  1  shudder  to  con¬ 
template  the  establishment  of  responsible  Government  in  Travan- 
core. 

President:  Order,  Order. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Sir  this  is  not 
relevant. 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  The  question  of  responsi- 
ble  Government  need  not  be  raieed.  But  when  people  like  Mr. 
Kesavan  Nair,  aspiring  to  be  front-rank  leaders  of  the  State  Con¬ 
gress  take  up  this  attitude  towards  a  great  national  institution,  f 
despair  for  the  future  of  the  country. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  Is  he  the  disciple  of  the  Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor  ? 

President  :  Honourable  Member  will  proceed. 

Mr.  M.  Govindan  :  Is  the  Pro-Vice-Chancellor  a  foreigner 

President :  That  is  a  question  of  law  into  which  we  shall 
not  go  now. 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  With  regard  to  Mr. 
Ismail’s  point  about  Arabic,  as  I  said  elsewhere,  we  are  waiting  for 
the  late  Nawab  Abdul  Hakim’s  endowment  to  materialise. 

Mr.  T.  Mohammed  Ismail  :  May  I  know  from  the  mem- 
ber  whether  he  is  waiting  for  endowments  from  all  other  people  to 
institute  languages  such  as  Malayalam  and  Tamil  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan'-  They  are  already  in  exis¬ 
tence,  Sir. 

Mr.  T-  Mahommed  Ismail :  If  any  new  language  is  to 
be  established,  is  it  the  people  who  should  give  money  to  Govern- 
ment  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  That  depends  upon  the 
merits  of  each  case, 

Mr.  T.  Mahommed  Ismail  :  May  I  know  from  the  mem¬ 
ber  whether  in  the  case  of  Arabic,  the  people  who  naturally  desire 
that,  the  Mahomedans,  must  contribute? 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan'-  Sir,  there  is  no  great 
demand  for  it.  It  will  certainly  facilitate  the  creation  of  a  Chair 
for  Arabic  if  there  are  endowments. 

Mr-  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai :  May  I  know  whether 
Arabic  is  spoken  as  largely  as  Tamil  and  Malayalam  ? 

Mr-  K.  R.  Elankath:  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  the  expenditure  on  a  Chair  for  Arabic  and  Urdu  will  be 
commensurate  with  the  utility? 
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Mr.  C •  V.  Chandrasekharan;  Sir,  that  is  a  matter  of 
opinion. 

Mr.  Q.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  What  about  the  encouragement 
to  Sanskrit  V 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  That  is  also  in  the  pro¬ 
gramme  of  Oriental  Studies- 

Sir,  my  honourable  and  esteemed  friend  Mr.  Balakrishnan 
Tampi  has  made  a  rather  'sarcastic  and  humourous  speech  in  the 
course  of  which  he  stated  that  if  you  find  that  the  University  is  not 
*&  success,  you  better  wind  it  up  and  go  back  to  Madras.  I  can 
assure  him,  Sir,  that  in  Bpite  of  the  attitude  of  a  certain  section  of 
politicians,  the  University  will  succeed  and  is  bound  to  succeed. 
♦The  aims  and  ideals  with  which  it  has  been  started  are  lofty  and 
high.  To  say  hat  we  have  made  wonderful  promises  and  tried  to 
catch  people  by  words  is  a  gross  mis-statement  and  misapprehen¬ 
sion.

President :  The  honourable  member  will  proceed. 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  Mr.  Kesavan  N air  won¬ 
dered  what  we  have  done.  If  only  the  University  sheet  of  the 
Gazette  had  been  glanced  at,  it  could  be  seen  that  the  whole  machi¬ 
nery  for  the  working  of  the  University  has  been  set  up,  the  whole 
body  of  statutes  has  been  drafted  and  passed  with  the  approval  of 
Government  and  the  ordinances  are  going  to  be  issued — they  are 
Yeady  and  in  the  Press  now.  The  Boards  of  studies,  the  Facullies 
the  Syndicate  have  been  constituted  and  the  Senate  will  be  consti¬ 
tuted  in  the  course  of  one  or  two  weeks. 

*  Mr,  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair :  Is  it  not  a  copy 
of  the  Madras  University  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  :  No,  Sir.  The  Preamble 
of  the  University  Regulation  explains  the  aims  and  objects  of  the 
University.  And  he  is  an  ignoramus,  Sir,  who  says  that  nothing 
has  been  done.  To  expect  quick  results  is  folly.  It  is  only  gradu¬ 
ally  and  in  course  of  time  as  the  University  grows  and  develops 
that  its  ideals  can  be  attained  in  some  reasonable  measure. 
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President:  The  question  is  that  Government  be  granted  a 
sum  of  Rs.  8  lalths  under  Demand  X — Travancore  University. 

The  motion  was  carried  and  the  grant  made.

ACCOUNT  OFFICE  Rs.  2,14,892. 

President;  Before  Demands  XI  and  XII  are  taken  up,  I 
should  like  to  take  the  sense  of  the  House  in  one  matter.  I  find 
from  the  lists  of  speakers  that,  have  been  sent  to  me  that  about  16 
or  17  speakers  want  to  speak  on  various  matters  connected  with 
general  administration.  As  matters  at  present  stand,  if  Demands 
Nos.  XI  and  XI 1  are  moved  separately,  the  result  will  be  that  only 
about  five  or  six  speakers  could  speak  on  that  subject.  But  if  these 
two  Demands  could  be  combined  about  ten  or  twelve  speakers  can 
speak.  The  question  before  the  House  for  its  decision  is  whether 
it  will  allow  Demands  XI  and  XII  to  be  discussed  together  and 
voted  separately.  If  so,  I  can  give  more  opportunity  for  honour¬ 
able  members  to  speak.  But  if  on  the  other  hand,  they  will  prefer 
the  present,  arrangement,  I  will  leave  it  at  that.  I  would  like  to 
know  what  the  views  of  honourable  members  are. 

Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillal :  They  can  be  taken 
together. 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla :  We  agree  to  that. 

President-.  Then  the  procedure  will  be  this.  I  will  ask 
Mr.  Govinda  Pillai  to  move  Demand  XI  and  then  I  will  ask  Mr. 
Cherian  to  move  Demand  XII.  Then  the  discussion  will  begin  on 
both  the  Demands  and  voting  will  be  separate  for  each  Demand- 
That  procedure  will  give  more  opportunity  for  honourable  members 
to  participate  in  the  discussion. 

Mr-  Govinda  Pillai :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  a  grant  of 
Rs.  2,87,1 11  under  Demand  XI — General  Admiuinistration,  exclud¬ 
ing  Financial  Secretariat,  Account  Office,  Legislative  Bodies  and 
Public  Service  Commissioner. 

Mr.  K.  J.  Cherian  {Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government)-. 
I  rise  to  move  for  a  grant  of  Rs.  2.14.892  under  Demand  XII — 
General  Administration  —  Financial  Secretariat  and  Account  Office, 
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Mr.  G  Narayana  Aiyar :  Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose  demand 
No-  XI.  It  is  regrettable  that  I  have  to  submit  that  the  public 
confidence  in  the  administration  of  some  of  the  departments  is  on 
the  decline.  There  have  been  occasions  when  the  administration  of 
the  various  departments  in  the  State  has  been  said  to  be  ideal  and 
very  very  satisfactory.  There  have  been  instances  in  which  the 
High  Courts  in  British  India  and  even  the  Privy  Council  were 
following  the  decisions  of  our  Courts.  As  an. instance  I  will  refer 
to  the  decision  in  5  T.  L.  E  Hindu  Law  case.  We  have  heard  of 
encomiums  bestowed  upon  the  administration  of  various  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  State  by  very  capable  statesmen  even  from  outside 
the  State.  But  now  unfortunately  the  trend  of  public  opinion  is 
not  at  all  satisfactory.  The  public  have  taken  to  entertain  serious 
misgivings  about  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  administration 
in  the  various  departments.  Side  by  side  with  that  we  often  hear 
on  the  floor  of  this  House  various  charges  levelled  against  the  de¬ 
partments.  It  has  also  been  made  known  to  the  members  of  this 
House  that  official  secrets  are  being  disclosed  freely.  We  also  hear 
of  inordinate  delay  in  the  despatch  of  work  and  in  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  justice.  We  hear  officers  being  charged  with  corruption. 
We  hear  about  every  sort  of  inefficiency  or  want  of  proper  care 
and  attention  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  responsible 
officers.  Sir,  I  ask  the  question  what  all  this  is  due  to.  Is  it  want 
of  proper  remuneration  or  want  of  proper  qualification  or  want  of 
proper  care  ?  Sir,  it  could  not  bo  said  that  I  make  this  statement 
in  any  vindictive  spirit.  I  have  got  the  greatest  regard  for  the 
members  of  this  House  who  are  in  charge  of  the  administration  of 
the  departments  as  well  as  other  offices.  All  the  same,  this  fact 
has  got  to  be  plainly  stated  that  the  public  have  not  got  the  same 
confidence  they  had  before.  I  would  attribute  all  this  to  the  want 
of  care  in  the  selection  of  proper  officers.  Although  efficiency  has 
been  said  to  be  the  chief  test  in  appointing  officers  in  the  higher 
grade  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  that  principle  was  kept  in  view 
in  the  matter  of  appointments.  I  can  expect  a  lot  of  opposition 
when  1  say  that  efficiency  should  not  be  allowed  to  yield  to  com¬ 
munal  representation.  I  may  admit  that  efficiency  is  not  the 
monopoly  of  a  particular  individual,  or  a  particular  community. 
Sir,  I  will  request  Government  to  put  an  end  to  the  policy  of  ap¬ 
pointing  officers  solely  on  communal  principles  without. any  regard 
to  efficiency;  Efficiency  ought  to  be  the  sole  test  and  I  will  go 
even  to  the  extent  of  saying  that  if  efficient  people  are  to  bo  found 
only  in  a  particular  minority  community  all  the  members  of  that 
community  must  be. appointed  and  that  for  the  sake  of  communal 
representation  efficiency  should  not  be  sacrificed.  Sir,  I  bring  this 
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fact  to  the  kind  consideration  of  Government  that  it  is  high  time 
that  this  question  is  satisfactorily  solved  and  at  an  early  moment  so 
as  to  avoid  further  misgivings  on  the  part  of  the  public. 

I  have  also  to  refer  to  another  circumstance.  In  the  matter 
of  Franchise  and  Election  and  re-adjustment  of  constituencies  the 
system  followed  here  at  present  is  not  satisfactory.  The  present  system 
of  single  non-transferable  vote  and  franchise  are  quite  unsuited  to 
various  communities  in  the  State.  After  examining  the  question  in 
great  detail  British  India  have  adopted  a  sound  system  which  is 
equally  applicable  to  us.  In  this  connection,  I  would  submit  to 
the  notice  of  this  House  Section  15  of  the  Orders  in  Council  of  the 
Government  of  India  Act  of  1935  which  says:  “Subject  to  any 
Express  provisions  of  this  order  to  the  contrary,  where  at  an 
election  a  poll  is  taken  for  the  purpose  of  filling  more  than  one  seat 
a  voter  shall  have  as  many  votes  as  there  arc  seats  to  be  filled  up 
on  the  poll  and  may  give  all  those  votes  to  one  candidate,  or  may 
distribute  them  between  such  candidates  and  in  such  manner  as  he 
thinks  fit. 

It  can  be  seen  that  after  deliberate  consideration  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  Act  and  the  Orders  in  Council  have  been  passed  and 
they  have  adopted  this  as  the  principle  that  ought  to  be  followed 
in  every  legislature.  I  would  bring  it  to  the  kind  consideration  of 
Government  and  submit  that  it  is  high  time  that  our  system  is 
changed  and  brought  into  line  with,  that  existing  elsewhere  or  on 
proper  lines. 

Then,  I  should  like  to  make  oue  or  two  observations  in  regard 
to  some  minor  but  important  matters.  It  will  be  known  that  the 
Judges  in  the  High  Courts  in  other  places  are  being  addressed  as 
Lordships  and  not  as  “Your  Honours.”  In  our  High  Court  the 
practice  of  addressing  the  Judges  as  “Your  Honours”  has  to  be 
discontinued  and  the  practice  of  addressing  them  as  “Your  Lord- 
ships”  ought  to  be  followed. 

Another  mattor  is  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  term  “Verna¬ 
cular.”  This  term  has  been  said  to  be  a  term  which  cannot  be 
used  in  the  Government  communications  in  British  India.  It  is 
said  the  term  Vernacular  strictly  means  ‘language  of  devils.’  When 
such  a  change  has  been  effected  elsewhere  by  up-to-date  politicians, 
I  do  not  see  why  it  should  be  continued  here.  So.  that  also  has  to 
be  changed. 

Coming  to  one  other  minor  but  important  matter  to  which  I 
drew  the  attention  of  the  Government  last  year,  I  think  Govern¬ 
ment  have  made  some  modifications  in  the  publication  of  the  Pan- 
changam.  In  this  connection  I  will  submit  to  the  House  that  we 
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are  not  supplied  with  copies  of  the  Panchangam  for  1114  though 
we  are  now  at  the  end  of  Karkadagom  1113,  It  is  not  known 
whether  the  change  made  in  the  preparation  of  Panchangam  is  for 
the  better  or  the  worse,  I  want  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House 
to  the  fact  that  between  the  Government  Directory  for  103  i  and 
the  Panchangam  for  1114  available  at  the  Anchel  Offices  we  see 
that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  difference  in  regard  to  -the  time  of  sun 
rise  and  sunset-  In  the  Directory  you  see  that  the  time  of  sun 
rise  is  noted  at  5'51  a.  m.,  on  the  30th  of  Chingom  1114.  while 
according  to  the  Government  Panchangam  for  1114  the  sun  rise  is 
put  down  at  5'54  a.  m.,  and  there  is  a  difference  of  three  minutes, 
Similarly  on  many  dates  we  find  such  difference  for  instance  on 
14-2-14,  10-3-14,  16-3-14,  8-4-14,  17-4-14,  15-5  14,  16-5-14,  etc., 
we  find  such  difference  in  time.  This  is  highly  objectionable.  On 
certain  days  the  muliurtam  fixed  in  the  Panchangam  lasts  only  for 
1/4  of  a  naliga.  Take  for  instance  the  marriage  muhurtam  on 
27-1-14  lasts  only  for  1/4- of  a  naliga  which- is  equivalent  .to  6 
minutes.  If  we  calculate  the  time  as  per  the  sunrise  as  stated  in  the 
Directory  we  will  be  out  of  time  as  per  the  Panchangam.  This  is 
anomalous  and  a  source  of  much  pain  to  those  who  believe  in 
Joyotisham  and  want  to  conduct  ceremonies  on  auspicious  moments,. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  May  I  know  whether  both  the  Direc¬ 
tory  and  the  Panchangam  cannot  be  correct  since  they  refer  to  the 
whole  of  Travancore  ? 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  How  can  that  be  ? 

Mr.  N-  V.  Chacko:  Can  it  not  be  the  fact  that  the  Direc¬ 
tory  is  referred  to  in  one  place  and  the  Panchangom  in  another  ? 

Mr.  G-  Narayana  Aiyar  =  But  I  fail  to  see  how  such  a 
mistake  could  be  permitted  to  appear  in  2  simultaneous  and  so- 
called  authoritative  documents  published  under  the  authority  of 
Government  and  which  are  considered  to  be  authorities  by  the 
outside  public  also.  How  can  there  be  such  a  difference  in  “Sun¬ 
rise,”  I  thought  that  after  my  suggestions  of  last  year,  some  de¬ 
finite  improvement  will  be  made  in  the  publication  of  Panchangom 
and  Directory.  Sorry  to  say  that  instead  of 'improvement  we  find 
serious  mistakes.  I  request  the  Government  to  pay  sufficient  at¬ 
tention  and  remove  the  defects.

Mr.  M-  Qovindan  :  May  1  know  whether  it  would  not  be 
advisable  to  have  some  more  data  in  the  matter  of  casting  horos¬ 
copes  ?  * 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  For  that  matter,  the  publications 
are  misleading. 

All  that  I  want  to  suggest  is  that  there  should  not  be  any  in¬ 
consistency  in  Government  publications,  because  they  are  intended 
for  public  reference  and  following.  I  request  Government  to  look 
into  the  matter  and  do  the  needful. 

Mr.  M.  S.  Anirudhan  (Rarunagapally,  Karlikapally  and 
Ambalapuzha  cum  Shertallai)  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  Demand.  <  My 
object  in  opposing  this  Demand  is  to  point  out  the  inadequacy  of 
representation  of  certain  communities  in  the  Secretariat  and  to 
suggest  the  desirability  of  reorganising  the  Secretariat  so  that,  all 
important  communities  representing  various  interests  may  have 
adequate  representation  there. 

Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthsiva  Aiyar  :  Is  it  the  member's  view 
that  the  claims  of  minority  communities  are  to  be  overlooked  ? 

Mr.  M-  5.  Anirudhan  :  As  far  as  possible,  all  important 
communities  should  be  given  representation  in  the  Secretariat. 
The  Secretariat  is  the  most  important  institution  of  Government  in 
the  State.  The  whole  policy  of  administration  of  tile  State  is 
suggested,  moulded  and  enforced  from  the  Secretariat.  The  recom¬ 
mendations  sent  up  by  the  Departmental  Heads  are  scrutinised  and 
moulded  by  the  staff  in  the  Secretariat.  In  the  matter  of  moul¬ 
ding,  much  may  be  done  by  the  staff  in  the  Secretariat.  It  is  not 
unusual  that  communal  prodilictions  of  the  staff  in  the  Secretariat 
are  also  imprinted  in  the  policy  that  is  shaped  and  brought  out 
from  the  Secretariat.  Therefore,  in  a  society  where  the  people  are 
divided  into  water-tight  compartments,  where  there  is  not  much 
scope  for  nationalism  and  other  things,  in  a  society  where  people 
may  not  be  able  to  Jive  beyond  the  limits  of  communal  tendencies, 
it  is  high  time  that  an  institution  like  the  Secretariat  is  reorganised 
so  that  all  the  important  sections  of  the  society  are  represented 
there  in  the  interests  and  the  common  good  of  the  people.  If  yen 
take  a  copy  of  the  latest  Civil  List,  you  will  be  shocked  to  find 
from  the  first  28  pages  of  it  the  various  names  of  officers.  Among 
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that  long  list  you  find  one  solitary  name  from  the  Ezhava  com¬ 
munity,  himself  is  at  the  very  fag  end  of  his  service.  Going 
through  the  names,  you  will  be  convinced  that  it  is  a  close  preserve 
for  the  over-represented  communities,  It  is  high  time  that  such  a 
thing  is  put  a  stop  to,  so  that  all  communities  are  adequately  re¬ 
presented  to  safeguard  their  respective  interests.  For  a  good  and 
efficient  administration,  in  fairness  to  all  communities,  it  is  nothing 
but  fair  that  the  Secretariat  is  reorganised  in  such  a  way  so  that 
the  long  standing  grievance  of  the  poorly  represented  communities 
may  be  rectified.

Mr.  M.  S.  Anirudhan  :  I  do  not  think  so. 

As  I  said  a  while  ago  there  is  only  one  Ezhava  in  the  Secre¬ 
tariat.  That  important  community  is  the  most  unrepresented  in 
the  Secretariat.  There  is  only  one  solitary  individual  as  I  said  at 
the  beginning,  in  the  whole  of  Secretariat  and  Account  Office. 
There  is  no  Secretary  or  Assistant  Secretary  or  Superintendent  or 
higher  grade  clerks  from  the  Ezhava  community  in  the  Secretariat 
or  for  that  matter  no  Ezhava  in  the  Account  Office.  I  appeal  to 
you  Sir,  that  immediate  steps  may  be  taken  to  reorganise  the  Secre¬ 
tariat  so  that  communities  like  the  Ezhavas  and  other  unrepresented 
communities  may  be  given  adequate  representation  there. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Sir,  I  rise  to 
oppose  the  Demand.  In  doing  so,  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of 
■Government  to  some  of  the  administrative  mistakes  that  have  been 
committed  during  the  year.  First  I  draw  the  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  to  the  prosecution  that  had  been  unnecessarily  launched 
against  one  of  our  respected  leaders  and  the  policy  of  repression 
now  existing  in  the  country.  District  Magistrates  are  prohibiting 
public  meetings,  freedom  of  association  and  freedom  of  speech. 
There  is  regular  suppression  so  to  say.  In  this  matter,  there  has 
been  an  unanimity  of  public  opinion  that  the  Government  are  acting 
in  a  wrong  way.  For  the  first  time,  a  political  party  has  been 
organised  in  the  State.  All  sorts  of  opposition  are  placed  in  the 
working  of  the  party,  to  which  I  have  the  honour  to  belong,  and 
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that  party  is  characterised  as  disloyal  and  -subversive.  After  all, 
hard  words  do  not  break  bones.  We  know  the  limits  of  law.  We 
have  sufficient  legal  talent  to  understand  what  is  disloyal  and  what 
is  loyal.  We  know  that  loyalty  does  not  mean  submission  of  any 
member  of  the  State  Council  to  the  Dewan  or  to  any  member  of 
Government.  We  know  what  it  is  and  after  all  we  cannot  be 
dubbed  with  those  charges  unnecessarily.  If  the  Government  mean 
that  we  are  school  boys  and  that  we  could  be  frightened  by  such 
phrases,  then  they  are  grossly  mistaken. 

This  time,  last  year,  I  was  saying  that  Government  may  think 
of  granting  some  form  of  responsible  Government,  without  making 
any  great  change  in  the  Statute-  But  again,  my  mind  goes  back  to 
the  mistake  in  JyotHsham  referred  to  fey  my  friend  Mr.  Naravana 
•Iyer,  I  found  that  there  is  some  change  of  time,  some  sort  of  mistake 
in  the  Muhurtam.  thac  Government,  instead  of  accepting  our 
request,  are  bent  upon  insulting  0Ur  leaders  and  incarcerating  them. 
That  is  happening.  In  one  sense  I  have  to  be  grateful  to  this  Govern¬ 
ment.  Never  before  in  this  country  have  all  the  political  conscience 
of  the  people  united  in  their  demand  for  responsible  Government 
Certain  organisations  that  were  ostensibly  working  against  the  State 
Congress,  even  they,  are  united  in  their  demand  for  responsible  Gov¬ 
ernment.  Whatever  their  personal  predilictions  may  be'  against 
some  leading  members  of  that  party,  they  arc  united  in  their  demand 
for  responsible  Government.  1.  do  not  want  to  turn  this  meeting 
into  a  propagandist  one  for  the  State  Congress.  Perhaps  today  1 
can  indulge  in  some  sort  of  propaganda  work  at  this  juncture,  for 
the  State  Congress.  But  the  meetings  are  banned  throughout  the 
State.  I  re.fjr  to  the  State  Congress  and  their  activities  just  to 
draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  the  fact  that  repression  will 
always  sow  the  seed  of  revolution.  Today  the  Government  say 
that  members  of  the  State  Congress  are  disloyal  and  seditious  in 
their  activities.  I  am  afraid  a  time  is  sure  to  come  when  these 
people  will  really  become  disloyal  and  seditious.  I  appeal  to  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  see  that  this  movement  is  not  unnecessarily  repressed, 
but  is  guided  in  the  proper  manner  so  that  the  future  may  not  have 
things  not  quite  relishable.

Mr.  Kochickkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  I  am  tired 
of  answering  such  questions  that  were  used  to  be  raised  in  som@ 
of  the  btate  Congress  meetings  organised  by  the  public.  Repre. 
sentations  have  feeen  made  to  the  Police  Commissioner.  But  j 
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request  the  Chair  that  I  may  be  protected  from  the  distractions  of 
such  gentlemen  whose  questions  do  not  deserve  any  answer  at  all. 

President :  If  the  honourable  member  does  not  yield  his 
place,  he  need  not  answer  those  questions. 

Mr  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  On  a  point  of  order, 
Sir.  Under  Rule  28,  is  it  open  to  the  honourable  member  to  cast 
reflections  on  the  conduct  of  another  honourable  member? 

President  :  Will  the  honourable  member  please  state  what 
the  words  used  by  the  speaker  were  ? 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  -.  He  said  certain  things 
about  Mr.  Joseph  Ivunju. 

President  ;  All  that  the  honourable  member  said  was,  lie 
was  tired  of  answering  certain  interruptions  from  some  honourable 
members.  And  I  said  that  if  the  honourable  member  does  not 
yield  his  place,  he  need  not  answer  them. 

Mr.  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi ;  If  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  want  to  retain  the  confidence  and  goodwill  of  the  vast 
body  of  citizens  of  the  State,  it  is  high  time  that,  all  the  repressive 
measures  should  be  withdrawn  by  Government.  Every  Government 
will  have  a  number  of  supporters.  A  new  sheep  will  be  coming  in 
so  to  say.  There  may  be  many  contracts  between  the  Government 
and  the  parties  "concerned.  I  do  not  want  to  attribute  motives. 
There  may  be  some  pnduvals  set  apart  in  certain  reserve  areas. 
There  may  be  cousins  and  brothers  for  whom  appointments  might 
have  been  promised  and  such  other  tilings.  (Mr.  Kottur  Kunju¬ 
krishna  Pillai:  Hear,  hear.)  I  am  glad  that  my  friend  acclaims  it- 
But  so  long  as  these  things  are  available,  it  will  not  be  difficult  for 
any  Government  to  find  a  few  supporters.  But  really  speaking, 
what  I  want  to  know  is,  whether  the  Government  can  get 
that  measure  of  support  for  carrying  on  the  policy  of  repression 
from  any  considerable  section  of  the  population— ofcourse  barring 
the  State  Congress — or,  from  any  section  of  the  public  that  was 
referred  to  by  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Kesavan  Naiiy  in  some 
other  connection.  I  only  leave  the  point  there. 

I  shall  speak  a  word  about  certain  appointments  given  to  some 
persons,  I  do  sot  propose  to  drag  in  personalities.  I  do  not  want 
to  discuss  the  present  policy  of  Government  in  shunting  out  an 
officer  so  easily.  Anyhow,  it  does  affect  the  efficiency  of  adminis¬ 
tration.  Now,  an  officer  of  Government  who  was  Port  Officer  for 
two  months,  becomes  a  Police  Commissioner,  then  a  Professor  of 
History  for  another  two  months  will  become  another  officer i  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  so  forth.

Mr.  M.  Qovindan  :  Sir,  I  support  the  demand  in  regard 
to  General  Administration.  What  I  have  to  say  in  connection  with 
this  Demand  is  that  the  principle  of  recruitment  followed  may  be 
put  into  force  so  that  all  communities  may  be  more  or  lees  satisfied. 
When  I  was  listening  to  the  speech  of  Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjnkriehna 
Pillai  on  the  first  day  of  the  discussion  of  the  budget  I  thought  he 
was  giving  his  remarks  in  his  usual  reasonable  manner.  But  when 
he  came  to  the  end  of  the  discussion  I  was  wondering  why  he  was 
saying  like  that.  He  said  that  all  the  trouble  in  the  country  was 
due  to  the  practice  adopted  for  election,  for  the  sake  of  satisfying 
certain  communities,  by  adopting  the  single  non-transferablfe  vote. 
I  thought  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  had  more  insight  into  matters 
than  what  he  described  when  he  diagonised  the  present  disease  in 
this  fashion.  The  fact  is  that  if  there  is  anything  which  satisfies 
the  public  in  the  matter  of  election  it  is  the  means  that  has-  been 
adopted  under  the  advice  of  one  of  our  ablest  lawyers  in  this 
country. 

By  giving  the  single  non-transferable  vote  whenever  the," 
have  a  representation  in  the  House  of  the  Ezhava  or  the  Latin 
Christian  Community,  there  can  be  a  genuine  Ezhava  or  Latin  Chris¬ 
tian  representation.  If  on  the  other  hand  you  resort  to  plural 
voting,  you  will  have  puppets  here.  But  there  will  be  no  real  re¬ 
presentation.  Therefore,  in  the  interests  of  all  the  communities 
don’t  change  the  system  of  voting.  I  don’t  feel  that  there  is  any 
oommunal  acrimony  in  this  House.  The  difficulty  is  not:  so.  much 
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communal  aerimony  as  other  things.  Though  we  are  having  com* 
muual  representations  in  both  the  Houses  that  the  single  non-trans- 
ferable  voting  system  is  acceptable  to  all,  is  quite  clear  from  the  fact 
that  there  is’  ho  serious  opposition  from  any  quarters  regarding 
this. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  he  is  aware  that  some  Mahomedans  and  certain 
Ezhavas  are  themselves  opposing  this  single  nou-transferable  voting 
system  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govindan  :  ?ome  Mahomedans  I  That  logical 
*  some  ’  may  include  one.  I  am  not  enamoured  of  those  1  some.  ’ 
My  impresssion  is  that  it  is  generally  satisfactory  and  even  the 
Congress  party  who  are  all  against  the  communal  representation  are 
nlso  satisfied.  My  impression  is  that  in  this  country,  where  we 
cannot  ignore  the  fact  that  the  society  is  cut  up  into  commuities 
(these  communities  are  not  placed  on  the  same  footing  there  are 
some  advantageously  circumstanced  and  others  in  deplorable  con¬ 
dition)  the  wise  statesmanship  lies  in  seeing  that  those  who  are  in 
very  low  condition  are  brought  to  the  level  of  the  others.  That  is 
all  what  I  have  to  say. 

Mr-  K-  M.  Korah  :  _  Sir,  I  oppose  the  demand.  In  doing  so 
I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  certain  important 
facts.  It  is  admitted  that  historically  and  by  our  character  and 
capacity  for  education  and  discipline  our  State  and  we  the  people  of 
this  State  have  justified  our  claim  to  be  ranked  among  the  most 
forward  in  India.  Sir,  Travancore  with  her  education  and  enlighten¬ 
ment  should  be  compared  in  respect  of  her  constitution  not  with  the 
other  Indian  States  but  with  the  British  Indian  Provinces.  In  such 
an  enlightened  and  progressive  country  as  ours,  the  agitation  tor 
responsible  Government  is  only  reasonable  and  inevitable.  But  what 
do  we  find  when  the  State  Congress  started  an  agitation  for  res¬ 
ponsible  Government.  A  policy  of  repression  and  suppression  of 
civil  liberties.  Even  before  a  single  meeting  was  held  or  called  even 
before  a  single  platform  was  availed  of,  prohibitary  orders  were 
passed.  One  can  imagine  the  freedom  of  speech  and  of  public  meet¬ 
ings  existing  and  thriving  under  such  circumstances.  After  all, 
what  is  it  that  the  State  Congress  people  had  done?  There  is  a 
general  impression  that  when  any  particular  cause  is  not  to  the 
liking  of  certain  officers  immediately  the  District  Magistrate  con¬ 
cerned  will  reliably  be  informed  that  the  meeting  if  allowed  to 
be  held  will  cause  breach  of  peace.  And  what  are  the  reasons  they 
allege  ?  It  is  the  existence  of  an  opposite  party  and  the  likelihood 
of  breach  of  peace.  It  is  surprising  that  the  authorities  do  not  see 
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the  unreasonableness  of  this  argument-  I  am  asking  you  Sir,  who 
is  this  opposite  party  to  the  State  Congress  if  they  cannot  check  the 
aggression  and  protect  the  law  abiding  (what  are  they  for?  I 
may  respectfully  submit  that  this  is  an  abuse  of  legal  process. 

Coming  now  to  the  question  of  loyalty,  it  is  a  thing  Sir,  of 
which  every  Travancorean  is  proud  of-  As  a  matter  of  fact,  is  there 
any  Travancorean  who  in  word,  thought  or  action  or  even  dream 
capable  of  doing  anything  against  His  Highness  the  Maharaja.  It 
is  an  impossibility  and  I  may  assure  you  that  n  >  body  need  preach 
loyalty  to  a  born  Travancorean.  It  is  most  discouraging  that  even 
officers  take  courage  to  characterise  certain  people  as  disloyal  and 
subversive.  I  am  asking  most  respectfully  ;  are  they  authorised 
to  call  this  party  as  disloyal  and  subversive  ?  Is  it  right  for  them 
to  make  that  pronouncement  ?  It  is  most  discouraging.  As  for 
me,  I  cannot  imagine  for  a  moment  that  there  is  any  body  in  Tra- 
vancore-who  is  disloyal.  In  another  place  the  Chief  Secretary  charac¬ 
terised  this  party  as  disloyal  and  subversive.  But  here  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Secretary  who  reiterated  that  statement  was  good  enough  to 
give  reasons.  I  am  asking  the  Director  of  Information  whether  it 
was  the  State  Congress  people  who  were  responsible  for  the  leading  - 
article  published  in  the  Madras  Mail  recently  about  the  interpretation 
of  disloyalty.  The  State  Congress  had  nothing  to  do  with  it. 
Every  day  we  find  some  sort  of  interpretation  being  given  to  the 
disloyalty  question.  It  was  suggested  that  the  State  Congress  was 
responsible  for  the  so-called  run  on  the  Anchal  Savings  Bank.  Sir, 

I  repudiate  it  with  all  the  force  that  I  can  command.  The  State 
Congress  had  absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  it.  Except  for  the 
cooked  C.  I.  D.  report  I  am  sure  that  there  is  not  a  single  evidence 
to  show  that  the  State  Congress  was  responsible  for  it.  Incidently 
I  may  also  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government,  in  another  im¬ 
portant  fact.  It  appears  that  one  Lebba  at  Kavankulam  was 
seriously  handled  by  somebody  there  and  it  was  suggested  that  the 
State  Congress  was  responsible  for  it.  i  What  a  strange  interpre¬ 
tation. 

Mr,  Puthupally  5.  Krishna  Pillai :  May  I  know 
what  he  means  by  the  State  Congress  ? 

Mr.  K.  M.  Korah  :  My  honourable  friend  may  look  into 
the  publications  published  by  the  State  Congress.  I  have  fery  little 
time  at  my  disposal  to  detail  all  that, 

President  :  You  need  not  yield  your  place  ;  you  can  go  on 
without  bothering  yourself. 

Mr.  Puthupally  S.  Krishna  Pillai:  As  a  matter  of 
personal  explanation,  I  put  the  question  to  the  honourable  mem- 
her.  He  has  stated  that  the  State  Congress  is  not  responsible  for 
any  kind  of  adverse  criticism  so  far  as  concerning  the  Government 
or  the  run  on  the  Anchal  Savings  Bank. 
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President:  The  honourable  member  replied  apparently  that 

there  is  a  document  which  will  show  what  he  means. 

Mr-  K-  M-  Korah  :  Three  or  four  days  back  the  Secretary 
stated  that  two  of  the  high  officials  belonging  to  the  Judicial  De-' 
partment  were  punished. 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  I  said  that  they  were  punished 
for  unsatisfactory  work. 

Mr.  Pathupaliy  S.  Krishna  Pillai:  On  a  point  of 
order.  What  is  said  outside  the  House  is  not  the  subject  matter.for. 
discussion  in  the  House. 

President  :  Mr.  Korab.  is  referring  to  Mr.  Govinda  Pillai’s 
answer  regarding.  Judicial  officers..  He  is  perfectly  in  order, 

Mr.  K.  M.  Korah  :  The  Government  Secretary  stated- that" 
certain  high  officers  belonging  to  the  Judicial  Department  were  ' 
punished  "on  account  of  tbeir  unsatisfactory  work.  I  am  asking  the 
House  whether  on  this  account,  it  can  be  said  that  the  whole  Tra- 
vancore -Judiciary  is  doing  unsatisfactory  work?  Is  there  any 
statement  made  by  the  State  Congress  which  is  disloyal  or  sub- 
vers'ive  ?  If  any  member — I  do  not  grant  even  that — has  done  any 
thing  wrong  alright,  the  necessary  action  may  be  taken  against  him. 
What  has  the  State  Congress  to  do  with  it  ?  It  is  represented, 
by  its  Working  Commiheo  and  is  there  any  statement  published  by 
it  to  show  that  it  is  subversive  and  disloyal  .  It  is  only  a  device 
to. crush  the  State  Congress. 

Another  charge  raised  against  the  State  Congress  is  that  it  is 
interested  in  spoiling  the  fair  name  and  prestige  of  the  country. 
Jam  sure,  the  Director  of  lnforrnat'on,.,. . 

President ;  Order,  order.  The  honourable  member  is  fp 
address  the  Chair.  The  Director  of  Information  is  outside  the 
House.  He  is  not  a  member  of  this  House  and  assurances  may  be 
conveyed  to  him  outside  the  House,  but  not  inside, 

Mr  K.  M.  Korah :  Yes.  I  may  inform  the  House,  that 
we  are  more  concerned  with  the  fair  name  and  prestige  of' our  State 
than  any  body  else. 

'Another  point  to  which  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
House  is  that  even  here  the  most  fair  and  reasonable  criticism  is 
resented.  It  was  stated  that  the  object  of  the  State  Congress  was 
to.  show  that  the  financial  position  of  the  State  is  in  a  precarious 
condition.  How  ill-founded  is  this  change?  True  we  have  criti¬ 
cised  the  Government  policy.  Are  we  to  praise  every  act  of 
Government?  Are  we  not  entitled  to  criticise  and  question  the 
Government’s  policy  ?  Why  not  take  them  in  the  true  light  of  cri¬ 
ticism  ?  If  is  believed  that  there  is  something  wrong  with  the

finances.  When  we  are  coming  forward  with  practical  suggestions, 
and  when  we  say  that  the  financial  condition  is  not  quile  satisfac¬ 
tory,  it  is  for  the  authorities  concerned,  to  convince  us  that  our 
finances  are  absolutely  safe.  Simply  because  we  are  making  some 
criticism,  we  should  not  be  styled  as  subversive  and  disloyal.  I  fear, 
at  this  rate,  whether  any  body  will  have  the  courage  to  offer  bona 
fide  criticism, 

According  to  the  Government  Secretary  charging  the  head  of 
the  administration  with  corruption  is  disloyalty.  The  Head  of 
the  administration,  the  Chief  Secretary,  the  Government  Secretary, 
all  these  are  officers  appointed  by  His  Highness  the  Maharaja. 
Suppose  there  is  corruption.  What  is  the  remedy  ?  Is  it  rot  the 
right  of  the  citizens  to  appeal  to  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  and 
pray  for  an  enquiry  ?  To  me  it  appears  that  disloyalty  consists 
in  putting  the  Head  of  the  Administration  or  any  other  officer  on 
a  par  with  His  Highness  the  Maharaja. 

President :  Honourable  member  is  transcending  the  limits 
of  debate.  What  was  stated  is  this.  As  is  well  known,  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  is  that  of  His  Highness  according  to  the  constitution  of  the 
State.  The  Government  of  this  country  is  carried  on  by  His  High¬ 
ness  the  Maharaja  through  his  agents  and  that  is  why,  for  instance, 
the  Penal  Code  has  put  any  reflection  upon  His  Highness  and 
against  the  Government  of  His  Highness  on  the  same  basis.  The 
question  was  whether  the  administration— not  the  Head  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration — was  charged  . with  corruption.  If  that  is  so,  the  charge 
of  corruption  is  disloyal. 

Mr.  K.  M,  Korah  :  I  was  dealing  with  the  charge  levelled 
by  the  Government  Secretary. 

President :  Order,  order.  To  charge  the  administration  of 
-this  country  with  corruption  is  absolutely  the  same  thing  as  to 
charge  the  Head  of  the  administration  with  corruption  because'  the 
administration  of  the  country  is  conducted  by  His  Highness  through 
his  agency.  So  long  as  the  present  constitution  is  what  it  is,  it  will 
be  conducted  by  His  Highness,  and  the  Government  of  His  High¬ 
ness  and  His  Highness  are  on  the  same  footing. 

Mf.  K.  M-  Korah  :  I  may  also  speak  a  word  about  certain 
references  made  by  one  honourable  member  about  this  party.  It 
Was  Suggested  that  the  State  Congress  members  are  without  any 
ideals  and  that  they  are  selfish  and  that  they  are  job  hunters.  1 
challenge  the  Government  to  publish  the  names  of  the  applicants. 
I  am  sure  nobody  from  our  party  has  applied  for  jobs.  The 
Public  knows  who  are  all  job  hunters  and  who  all  depend  upon 
government  support  for  their  very  existence. 
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President  :  If  the  honourable  member  is  asking  for  the 
list  of  applicants  I  say  that  is  confidential. 

Mr.  K.  M.  Korali  ;  No  Sir,  my  object  was  to  show  that 
we  are  not  job  hunters. 

President :  Order,  order.  '  arious  members  and  persons 
residing  in  Travancore  have  made  applications  for  appointments. 
Honourable  member  cannot  ask  to  place  these  applications  before 
the  House-  But  I  assure  the  honourable  members  that  members  of 
all  parties  inve  applied  for  appointments  {Laughter).  Those  appli- 
cations  are  in  the  Secretariat. 

Mr.  Nedutnangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Sir,  may  I  know 
whether  there  is  a  single  application  from  the  members  of  the  State 
Congress  party  ? 

President :  I  assure  you  that  there  is  application  from  all 
parties  for  appointment,  but  the  honourable  member  is  not  entitled 
to  scrutinise  or  see  those  applications. 

Mr-  K  M.  Korah  :  Sir,  before  I  close,  I  would  request 
the  Government  to  make  a  real  attempt  to  understand  the  sense  o£ 
the  country.  IE  vlu  C.  1.  D.  people  ire  sendiug  real  conscientious 
reports,  I  am  sure  that  Government  will  understand  the  real  sense 
of  the  country,  t  am  also  diejdedly  of  opinion  that  no  member  of 
the  Legislature  shall  be  given  any  office  during  his  term  of  mem- 
bei  ship. 

Mr-  V,  S.  Arumukham  Pillai :  Sir,  we  have  had  much 
heated  discussion  about  the  State  Congress  and  responsible  Govern¬ 
ment.  Sir,  the  so.  called  State  Congress  party  have  as  their  aim 
the  ideal  of  responsible  Government-  Sir,  what  is  the  means 
adopted  by  them  to  attain  that  goal. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  I  request  the  honourable  member  to 
be  loud  enough. 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai  :  Sir,  the  aim  of  the  party 

called  the  State  Congress  party  is  to  attain  responsible  Government 
and  to  atta'n  that  what  are  the  means  that  they  have  adopted?  I 
have  been  closely  watching  and  studying  their  activities.  I  may 
say  with  boldness  that  their  activities  and  their  means  consist  in 
carrying  on  malicious  propaganda  within  the  State  and  outside 
against  the  activities  of  the  Government  of  His  Highnes  the  Maba* 
raja  of  Travancore  and  against  the  Governmental  institutions.  They 
are  attempting  to  destory  the  fair  name  of  Travancore  within  the 
State  and  outside.  That  is  tile  means  they  have  adopted  to  attain 
responsible  Government. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tarripi :  May  I  kumy 

the  source  of  this  information  ? 
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Mr*  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai :  I  have  been  reading  the 
papers.  I  have  been  getting  in  touch  with  their  activities  within 
the  State. 

Sir,  Travancore  is  not  a  State  like  Alwar  and  our  Highness  is 
not  one  like  the  Zemindar  of  Singarapatty.  I£  responsible  Govern, 
ment  is  the  political  ideal  it  is  not  by  threats  or  other  equally  undesir¬ 
able  means  that  they  can  obtain  responsible  Government  from  His 
Highness.  It  cannot  be  wrested  from  His  Highness.  His  Highness 
has  to  give  it  of  his  own  free  will  and  pleasure.  Sir,  in  this  con¬ 
nection  I  will  rend  a  passage  from  Sir  M.  Visvesvaraj-a’s  speech 
delivered  to  the  South  Indian  States  Peoples’  Conference  at  Trivan¬ 
drum.  He  is  a  great  exponent  of  responsible  Government  in  the 
Indian  States.  This  is  the  advice  he  gives  in  the  last  page  of  his 
report : — 

‘‘At  the  some  ti&ne,  there  is  a  corresponding  duty  imposed  on  the 
subjects  of  Indian  States.  They  or.  their"]? art,  should  remember 
that  they  are  not  to  be  content  with  offering  mere  criticism  and 
that  nothing  will  be  gained  by  antagonizing  their  Rnlers,  rather, 
they  should  make  their  Rulers  foel  their  identity  with  them  and 
with  their  future  fortunes.  Also,  the  more  enlightened  among  the 
States  people  should  offer  their  services  and  co-operation  to  the 
Prinoes  to  help  in  moulding  the  thoughts  and  shapping  the  desti¬ 
nies  of  their  States  in  conformity  with  accepted  canons  of  notional 
efficiency.” 

Sir,  this  is  what  I  want  to  point  out  to  my  friends  who  belong 
to  the  so-called  Congress  party.  It  is  not  by  denouncing  the  Gov¬ 
ernmental  activities  and  criticising  them  that  you  can  attain  respon¬ 
sible  Government.  It  is  by  co-operating  with  His  Highness  and 
by  working  for  the  welfare  of  the  people  and  by  pleasing  His 
Highness’  Government  by  hearty  co-operation  that  we  can  attain 
responsible  Government- 

Sir,  at  this  juncture  I  do  not  want  to  express  any  opinion 
with  regard  to  responsible  Government.  Reserving  that,  I  am 
going  on  to  say  that  during  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget  I 
pointed  out  how  the  various  measures  and  activities  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  are  for  the  greatest  happines  of  the  greatest  number.  A  per¬ 
usal  of  the  Budget  figures  will  convince  any  one  that  our  State  is 
an  ideal  State,— an  ideal  modern  State  -  and  the  future  policy  and 
programme  of  our  Government  embodies  the  most  advanced  and 
progressive  of  political  ideals.  Our  State  has  undertaken  many 
schemes  and  enterprises.  Our  State  is  just  at  the  initial  stage  of 
industrial  advancement.  It  is  a  matter  of  genuine  pride  that  we 
have  been  able  to  announce  to  the  world  that  major  portion  of  our 
income  is  derived  from  industrial  concerns.  When  we  have  started 
Various  measures,  when  we  have  invested  large  amounts  in  fruitful 
Voi.  XIIv— No.  S. 
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schemes,  it  is  a  matter  for  grief  that  there  is  lack  of  co-operation  and 
understanding  and  confidence  on  the  part  of  a  section  of  the  public. 
For  the  successful  work  of  this  programme  and  for  the  attainment 
of  the  aim  of  the  State,  namely,  the  welfare  of  the  bulk  of  the 
neople,  I  request  my  honourable  friends  not  to  create  disruption, 
but  to  work  harmoniously  and  to  co-operate  with  the  Government 
to  attain  the  desired  end. 

With  these  few  words  I  resume  my  scat;. 

Mr.  P.  I.  Simon  ( Municipal  Cvunnls)  ;  Sir,  1  would  like 
to  support  the  motion:  in  doing  so,  two  considerations  alone  weigh 
with  me.  One  is  whether  the  Secretariat  is  efficient  and  the  other 
whether  the  claims  of  the  several  communities  existing  in  Tra van- 
core  arc  duly  represented.  All  other  questions  are  irrelevant. 
Whether  the  State  Congress  is  disloyal  or  subversive,  I  should  think 
is  an  absolutely  irrelevant  consideration  while  considering  the 
demand  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Secretariat.  Certain  .members  of 
the  State  Congress  spoke  opposing  the  demand  by  expressing 
resentment  at  the  characterisation  by  O.owerjimenit  of  certain 
activities  of  the  S'ate  Congress  as  dislo-j  ai  and  subversive,  I 
should  think  their  resentment  is  honest,  because  they  do  not  actu¬ 
ally  know  what  is  actually  taking  place.  Poor  Mr.  Balakriahnan 
Tampi  or  Mr.  Kora  is  not  aware  of  the  things  that  take  place  in 
the  inner  sanctuary  of  the  State  Congress 

Mr.  R.  V-  Thomas  :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order,  May  I  know 
whether  it  is  parliamentary  to  mention  an  honourable  member  as 
poor. 

President :  Unless  it  is  for  pecuniary  reasons  it  ig  mot 
unparliamentary, 

Mr.  P.  1.  Simon  :  sir,  they  are  being  deceived.  That  is 
why  I  call  them  poor.  They  are  buing  deceived  by  some  mischiev¬ 
ous  and  interested  persons  who  are  managing  these  activities  in 
Travancore  and  outside. 

Mr-  K-  K-  KuruviUa:  Why  don’t  you  -get  hold  of  .these 
men  and  take  action  against  them  ? 

President  :  Order,  order- 

Mr.  P.  1.  Simon  :  Mr.  Kuruvilla  himself  is  ignorant  of 
the  real  situation- 

Mr.  N,  V.  Chacko  :  Is  the  honourable  member  a  C.  I.  D- 
Inspector? 

Mr.  P.  I.  Simon  :  Messrs.  Krishnan  Thampi  and  Kesavan 
Hair  were  originally  members  of  the  Samyuktha  party,  All  that 
was  said  by  them  this  time  last  year  during  the  budget  session 
were  forgotten. 
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Mr.  N.  V-  Chacko  :  Was  not  ithe  honourable  member  a 
member' of  the'Samyuktha  party? 

Mr.  P.  I  Simon  :  I  was.  Last  year  they  argued  that  com¬ 
munal  representation  should  be  accepted  on  principle.  But  this 
year  they  are  silont  on  this.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Messrs 
Balnkrishnan  Thampi  and  Kesavan  Nair  have  turned  themselves 
heretics.  They  are  pretending  iri  tlieirnew  di-ess  what  they  are 
not  and  instead  of  saying  *hat  tfhfey  feel,  always  listen-  to- the'promp- 
tings  from  behind-  the  curtain.  It  is  %  stage  as  it  were. 

I  submit  therefore  that  this  formation  of  a  new  party  was  a 
surprise  to  all  of  us  and  several  of  its  members'  are  absolutely 
ig&'Ot'aiVt  of  tfbat  is  really  going  on  behind  the  curtains-  They  are 
prompted1  atet>- while  tliey  forget  what  they  learned  to  say. 

Mr.  Kochikk&l  P.  Balakrishnan  Tam  pi  :  May  I 
know  from  the  member....  ••• 

President :  The  honourable  member  has  not  yield  his 
place. 

Mr,  P.  I.  Simon  :  Sir,  the  relevant  consideration's-  there¬ 
fore  while  supporting  or  opposing-  the  demand  are  only  the  ques¬ 
tions  of  efficiency,  and  of  communal  representation.  Pertaining  to  the 
Secretariat  as  at  present  constituted  I  would  say  that  the  Secreta¬ 
riat  as  it  is  composed  is‘  efficient.  It  is  discharging  its  duties  pro¬ 
perly.  I  would  oiliy  request  the  Grovef-htaent  that'  more  members  of 
the- backward' communities  should  be- given  their  due  share  in  the 
general  administration.  There  is  only  one  Ezhavaas  Chief  Secretary 
and  as  Mr,  ifcturudhan  said,  the  Ezhava  comm  unity 'hr  not  well  re¬ 
presented’  ip;- -the  Swret-ariat.  I  also- belong  to  a  community  which 
could' eomplain:..ve»y  well  that  .it  is  not  given-  its. due  shate  of  appoint¬ 
ments  in  the  Secretariat'.  IVith  these  remarks  I  support  the  demand.

Mi4.  'T.  Mahomed  Ismail :  Sir,  much  has  been  said  about 
the  Activities  of  certain  individuals  that  are  subversive  and  disloyal 
and  that  in  politics  they  are  indulging  in  revolutionary  activities  and 
subversive  movements.  In  this  connection  my  only  question  to 
"the  Government  is,  whether  they  are  not  in  a  position  to  suppress 
the  addons  of  a  man  if  he  does  anything  illegal.  Are  not  the  arms 
of  Government  strong  enough  to  suppress  any  disloyal  and  subver¬ 
sive  activity  pursued  by  him?  If  the  Government  feel  that  any 
one  is  doing  a  wrong  thing,  is  not  our  law  sufficient  to  prevent 
hits  ?  If  our  JaW  is  sufficient  to  punish  any  wrong  doer,  it  our 
Goveriim'ent  is  strong  enough  to  meet  any  emergency,  why  not  ac¬ 
tion  Be  fafen  accordingly  ?  Is  it  enough,  if  they  say,  both  inside 
and  outside  the  House,  that  such  and  such  a  man  is  doing,  this  and 
thstt'?5  Cftnf  they  not  start  legal  proceedings  against  him  ?  I  think, 
it  i$  high-  time  that  Government,  instead  of  speaking,  take  fhe 
Vol.  XII  No.  5. 
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necessary  legal  action  provided  for  by  Statutes  and  suppress  all  the 
subversive  activities  of  any  man,  whoever  he  be,  of  any  association 
whichever  that  be. 

I  am  really  sorry  that  the  Dewan  in  a  speech  at  Rothaman- 
galam  has  characterised  some  communities  [including  a  section  of 
the  Muslims,  as  disloyal.  As  a  Muslim,  I  repeat,  what  I  said  be¬ 
fore,  that  no  Muslim  in  Travaneoi'e  is  disloyal.  If  the  Government 
arc  not  able  to  punish  tho--e  who  are  disloyal,  at  least  among  our 
community,  I  ask  the  Government  to  point  out  the  disloyal  man, 
If  the  Government  cannot  deal  with  him,  we  will  deal  with  him. 

Then  we  hear  that  one  man  was  beaten  there,  another  man’s 
head  was  broken  in  another  place  and  so  forth.  I  ask,  in  all  seri¬ 
ousness,  what  the  police  are  doing?  If  the  police  cannot  suppress 
these  illegal  actions  of  individuals,  what  is  the  meaning  of  their 
existence  in  the  country  ?  I  can  appreciate  the  police,  if  they  had 
done  their  duty  rightly  and  promptly.  They  ought  to  have  taken 
steps  to  see  that,  peace  and  order  is  restored  in  the  land. 

A  word  about  the  proposed  change  in  the  electoral  system, 
As  stated  by  Mr,  Ivottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  and  opposed  by 
Mr.  Govindan,  I  think  there  is  absolutely  no  necessity  to  make  a 
change  in  the  system  at  present.  If  necessary,  all  the  communities 
must  consider  that  question  and  come  to  a  settlement.  What  Mr. 
Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  pointed  out  was  that  some  of  the 
Muslims  are  for  change.  Sir,  I  say  quite  plainly  that  that  is  the 
opinion  of  a  few  disappointed,  and  disgruntled  individuals.  Even 
if  there  be  such,  their  number  is  only  one  or  two,  That  is  the  only 
logical  meaning  that  could  be  given  to  that  word  ‘some’. 

A  word  in  regard  to  efficiency  and  communal  representation. 
Really,  I  would  not  have  touched  this  point.  But,  Sir,  I  am  driven 
to  that  by  the  speeches  of.  other  members.  Let  it  be  clearly  under¬ 
stood  that  no  Muslim  requires  a  post  under  Government  simply  be-' 
cause  he  belongs  to  the  Muslim  community.  No  appointment  need 
he  given  on  that  score.  Not  in  the  least!  My  request  is  let  the 
Government;  do  justice.  Under  the  cloak  of  efficiency  let  no  par¬ 
tiality  prevail.  Let.  not  the  rules  be  twisted.  This  morning  it  was 
said  by  the  Legal  Remembrancer,  that  in  making  certain  appoint¬ 
ments,  the  rules  cannot  be  so  strictly  construed  ;  at  times,  some 
modifications  have  to  be  effected  and  so  on-  My  request  is  that 
when  the  Government  pass  a  rule  let  them  adhere  to  them  strictly 
and  should  not  change  them  to  suit  individual  appointments. 

Mr,  Puthupalli  is,  Krishna  Pillai:  On  a  point  of  ex¬ 
planation,  Sir.  I  never  made  any  such  statement  either  this  morn¬ 
ing  or  on  any  other  occasion- 
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Mr.  T.  Mahomed  Ismail :  My  point  is  that  if  Government 
pass  a  rule,  that  should  be  strictly  followed.  Don’t  give  a  twist  to 
it  when  the  appointment  question  comes.  If  according  to  com¬ 
munal  representation  a  man  has  to  be  appointed,  let  the  best  man 
available  in  that  particular  community  be  selected  by  Government. 
I  can  assure  my  friendc  here  that  the  Muslim  community  can  boast 
of  the  availability  of  such  efficient  men  to  occupy  any  post.  I 
challenge  the  departmental  heads  to  say  whether  their  Muslim 
subordinates  are  in  any  way  inferior  to  the  members  of  other  com¬ 
munities  in  the  matter  of  efficiency. 

Then  I  wish  to  speak  a  word  about  nominations  of  members  to 
Village  Panchayats  and  Bench  Magistrate  Courts.  What  I  beg  to 
submit  is  this.  Very  often,  irresponsible  people  and  men  of  no 
status  whatsoever  are  nominated  to  these  places,  the  criteria  for 
selecting  such  men  being  that  they  are  helpful  to  the  police  officer 
or  some  other  officer.  Soma  persons  come  to  Trivandrum  to  exert  all 
sorts  of  influence  on  the  Government  with  the  result  useless  people 
and  men  of  no  character  are  nominated  to  these  posts.  I  personally 
know  of  several  instances  where  nominations  have  proved  quite  use¬ 
less  and  have  become  the  laughing  stock  for  others.  Even  in  the 
matter  of  such  minor  nominations,  let  the  Government  keep  up  their 
status  and  prestige.  Let  not  a  voice  be  heard  that  the  Government 
are  partial  to  certain  people  in  the  matter  of  nominations,  because, 
those  who  get  the  selection  are  doing  all  sorts  of  mischief  in  rnoffu- 
sil  places  and  thereby  endangering  the  status  and  prestige  of  Gov¬ 
ernment-  The  Government  should  therefore,  bestow  proper  atten¬ 
tion  in  regard  to  this  matter. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Sir,  the  honour¬ 
able  member  Mr.  Simon  drew  the  attention  of  members  while  discus¬ 
sing  the  demand  under  General  Administration  that  our  remarks, 
as  far  as  possible,  should  be  confined  to  matters  connected  with  the 
General  Administration.  But,  within  the  limited  time  at  my 
disposal  I  could  make  a  venture  on  these  lines.  Personally  I  would 
have  liked  very  much  to  say  something  about  dubbing  the  State 
Congress  as  disloyal  and  subversive,  but  in  view  of  the  short  time 
given  to  me,  I  do  not  wish  to  Bay  about  that  now.  But  I  would 
invite  the  attention  of  the  head  of  the  administration  and  for  that 
matter  appeal  to  Government  that,  in  certain  matters  where  adminis¬ 
trative  methods  could  and  should  have  been  more  diligent,  the 
Government  were  and  have  been  indifferent.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that 
certain  officers  were  found  guilty  of  gross  neglect  in  the  discharge 
of  their  official  work  ?  I  have  said  that  once  while  I  was  dealing 
with  the  University  Demand  and  I  repeat  it  now.  Is  there  an 
officer  in  the  State,  who  has  got  so  many  shady  antecedents  as  Mr. 
C.  Y.  Chandrasekharan  ?  Perhaps  you  are  not  aware,  Sir, — 
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President :  That  is  not  parliamentary. 

Mi;-  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  I  withdraw  that 

expression,  Sir. 

I  ask  you,  Sir,  to  turn  to  the  back  pages  of  the  proceedings, of 
this  House  and  note  the  very  many  things  that  have  been"said£abpul 
him  on  the  floor  of  this  House  and  elsewhere.  I  do  not,  want  to 
narrate  about  the  Kottayam  T.  B.  incident  nor  of  the  articles  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  ‘‘Samadarsi’1  in  another  connection,  nor  do  I  want  to 
wash  dirty  linen.  Let  not  our  children,  our  young  ones  have  the 
misfortune  of  being  entrusted  to  his  care  in  the  matter  of  receiving 
education.  What  is  it  that  justify  the  attitude  oE  the . . 

Mr-  M.  Govindan  :  May  I  know  whether  the  member  is  noj 
washing  dirty  linen  himself  ? 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair :  Probably  my 
friend  Mr.  Govindan  is  not  aware  of  those  horrible  tilings.  If,  so,  he 
himself  would  have  done  the  same.  If  he  turns  to  the  back  pages 
of  the  Proceedings,  be  will  find — 

President :  The  honourable  member  will  please  proceed. 
Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Proceeding  S.if, 
what  is  it  that  has  been  done.  Well  he  was  the  Principal  of  the 
Science  college. 

Mr.  Pi|th^palli  5.  Krishna  Pillai:  On  a  point  of  order, 
May  I  know  whether  in  the  demand  dealing  with  General  Adminis¬ 
tration  and  Financial  Secretariat  a  policy  relating  to  some  other 
department  can  become  a  matter  for  serious  consideration  and  there¬ 
by  for  acrimonious  attack? 

President :  The  honourable  member  will  please  remember 
that  the  rules  are  pro  fectly  clear  in  that  no  defamatory  remarks 
should  be  made  and  that  the  honourable  member  should  refer  to 
each  other  with  politeness.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  arguments,  infer¬ 
ences,  ironical  expressions,  defamatory  statements  cannot  be  made 
on  the  conduct  and  character  of  persons  as  such  except  in  their 
official  or  public  capacity  and  the  honourable  members  will  bear-that 
in  mind.  But,  if  they  infringe  that,  I  shall  have  to  ask  them  to 
withdraw  those  expressions. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  But  then,  Sir,  the 
same  courtesy  and  politeness  should  be  shown  by  the  official  mem¬ 
ber's,  as  well.  It  is  a  mutual  affair.  When  they  indulge  in — 

President :  Order,  order.  Politness  and  impolitnessare 
masters  which  are  necessarily,  limited  by  the  rules  of  parliamentary, 
debate.  The  persons  may  attack  each  other  vehemently  with  regard 
to  their  public  character  and  conduct  of  pplicy.  But  the  honourable 
member  is  referring  to  matters  which  do  not  appertain  to  the  con¬ 
duct,  character  or  policy.  And  it  is  in  regard  to  these  alone 
the  question,  of  defamatory  statements  and  politeness  arises,., 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavaa  Nair :  For  a  continuous 
period  of  nine  years  a  sort  of  systamatic  misappropriation  was  going 
on  ill.  the  Science  College  while  Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharanr.  was  the 
Principal  and  that  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  head  of  the  administra  ¬ 
tion  then  while  Mr.  Chandrasekharan  was  the  Deputy  Director  of 
Public  Instruction:  Interpellations  and  enquiries  were  made  in  this 
House  and  submissions  were  made  to  Sir  Aiuhamnd  Habibulla  who 
was  the  Dewan  then.  There  was  a'regular  uproar  from  the  pablic. 

Mr.  M.  Govindan  :  May  I  know  from  the  member . 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Sir,  I  don’t  yield. 
Kow  what  is-the  treatment  that  is  given  to  such  an  officer’  Govern¬ 
ment  have  patted  him  on  the  back.  I  shall  invite  the  attention  of 
this-  House  to  a  passage  appearing  in  the  Audit  and  Appropriation 
BbjMsrt  for  1112  at  paragraph  10,  page  168.  With  the  permission  of 
the  Chair  I  shall  read  it:  ‘‘Every  officer  of  Government  through 
whose  hands  Government  money  passes  is  expected  to  maintain 
correct,  accounts  and  this  form  one  of  his  primary  duties  in  the 
same  way  ns-  his  executive  work.  For  this  purpose  a  thorough  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  accounts  and  financial  rules  isindispensible  to  him  as- 
otherwise  he  cannot  be  in  a  position  to  exercise  an  adequate  check 
over  hia-  subordinates,  li  therefore  an  officer  were  to  plead'  in  explain¬ 
ing, an  account  or  financial  irregularity  that  he  was  duped  by  an 
accountant  or  clerk  such  explanation  would  generally  be  inadmis¬ 
sible  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  officer,  to  see  that  his  subordinates  do 
their  work  properly..'’  Sir,  if  Government,  had  adhered  to  this 
solemn  assurance,  Mr.  Chandrasekharan  should  have  been  dismissed 
long.ago.,  But,, on  the  contrary,  Government  are  patting  him  an  his 
backhand.  are  according,  him  a  treatment  which  he  does  not  deserve- 
in  the  least- 

Sir,  a-word.  about  the  Direction -of  Information,  I;  think- Mr. 
Balakihhnan  Tamp:  had  his  sufficient  say.  about  the  man..  But  I, 
have  to  add  a  little  to  what  my  honourable  friend  has  already  said 
about  him.  I  happened  to  see  an  advertisement  by  the  Director  of 
Information  in  the  Government  Gazette.  This  advertisement  makes 
me  ttrsay-  that  he  is  not  a  man  who  knows  anything  about- photo¬ 
graphy  and  I  am,  at:  a  loss, to:  see  whether  the  articles  mentioned  in 
the ,advertisemei 1 1  are  required  by  the  Government,  for  the  Photo¬ 
graphic  Department^ 

NoW)  coming  to  the-  question  of  honorarium  to  be  given  to  afl 
officer-  which  is -shown  on  page  79  of-the  budget,  I  want  an  e-xpM- 
natiomfor  that*  ffom  the  Government-  Sir,  a  series  of  questions, 
were*  put  by  me  about  the1  Director  of  Ihformation  and' I  expected 
that1  those-  questions -would  be  answered' properly.  But  Govern- 
mentihawe  not- dene -so,-  nor.  have  they  cared 'to  elucidate  us. 
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A  word  about  the  allegations  that  have  been  made  about  the 
State  Congress  by  the  saying  that  it  is  “disloyal  and  subversive.” 
Sir,  it  is  not  enough  for  the  Government  to  dub  us  as  disloyal  and 
subversive  for  it  is  equally  competent  for  us  t.c  dub  the  Government 
Secretatriat  as;unpatriotic.  As  was  referred  to  by  my  friend  Mr-  Kora, 
Government  have  brought  forward  an  allegation  that  the  State 
Congress  was  instrumental  for  the  withdrawal  of  2|  lakhs  or  rupees 
from  the  Anclial  Savings  Bank. 

President  :  Order,  crder.  I  take  it  that  these  various 
threats  made  by  the  honourable  member  reveal  our  inability  to  pro¬ 
ceed  legally.  These  allegations  were  made  as  warnings  and  Govern¬ 
ment  have  under  consideration,  legal  proceedings  t;  be  taken  which 
up  till  now  Government  have  abstained  from  resorting  to.  But  this 
will  be  initiated  if  it  is  found  unavoidable. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavau  Nair  :  Sir,  I  am  absolu¬ 
tely  unconcerned  with  that.  Sir,  you  gave  an  opportunity  to  the 
Government  member  to  dub  us  ns  disloyal. 

President :  Quite  right. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair  :  But  that  right 
was  denied  to  us.  I  just  asked  a  question  to  the  Government 
Secretary  whether  he  could  substantiate  by  facts  and  figures  the 
allegations  made  by  him  and  he  said  that  those  allegations  were  made 
on  confidential  information  which  he  got.  No  Government  in  the 
world  can  make  allegations  in  a  legislature  against  the  elected  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  people  on  confidential  information  received  by  them, 
without  offering  them  an  opportunity  to  explain  their  position. 
This  was  most  unfairly  denied  to  us. 

President :  To  say  that  opportunity  was  not  given  to  the 
honourable  member  to  have  his  say  is  a  reflection  on  the  Chair. 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair  :  No,  Sir.  I  was 
saying  that  all  these  things  were  denied  to  us  by  Government. 

President  :  The  honourable  member  has  one  minute  more 

Mr- Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair  ;  Sir,  another  charge 
has  been  levelled  against  us  by  saying  that  we  went  outside  the  State 
to  ventilate  our  grievances.  Sir,  was  it  not  at  a  time  when  the  Press 
and  the  Platform  were  denied  their  fundamental  rights  here  in  our 
country  that  we  went  out  to  give  expression  to  our  grievances  ? 
Sir,  we  met  last  Makaram  and  ordinarily  we  should  have  met  earlier. 
The  Press  was  denied  their  rights  and  the  legal  manner  to  ventilate 
our  grievances  in  this  Council  was  also  denied  by  not  holding  the 
Council  in  the  proper  times.  Then,  1  ask,  is  it  a  crime  on  our  part 
jf  we  went  out  to  ventilate  our  grievances? 
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Mr.  Kottur  Kun jukrishna  Pillai  :  Sir.  the  question  that 
has  been  canvassed  by  the  members  of  the  State  Congress  both  in¬ 
side  and  outside  the  House  is,  first  of  all,  that  their  civil  liberties 
as  they  call  it,  the  civil  liberties  of  the  people  of  this  State  has  been 
curtailed.  Sir,  it  is  time  to  be  disillusioned  of  the  complaints  from 
the  State  Congress.  If  there  is  anybody  who  curtails  the  civil 
liberties  of  the  people  of  the  State,  it  is  the  State  Congress  and  not 
the  Government.  Sir,  that  fact  is  borne  out  by  certain  incidents 
that  happened  in  this  town  of  Trivandrum  and  also  by  other 
incidents  that  is  now  happening  throughout  the  State.  Complaints 
are  emanating  from  the  State  Congress  members  themselves  that 
the  Government  are  not  taking  prompt  and  proper  action  against 
people  who  commit  wrongs  ;  and  they  challenge  by  Government  on 
that  issue.  I  take  it,  Sir,  that  it  is  a  challenge  to  the  Government 
itself  to  the  effect  that  the  State  Congress  are  responsible  for  this 
state  of  affairs  and  they  ask  whether  Government  have  sufficient 
power  to  curb  their  activities  and  that  they  are  prepared  to  face  the 
situation.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  see  that  the  civil 
liberties  of  all  the  citizens  are  protected.  Mr.  Govindan  and  Mr. 
Ismail  expressed  their  apprehensions  that  the  State  Congress  may 
even  usurp  the  power  vested  in  ihe  Government. 

Mr.  M.  Govindan  :  Sir,  on  a  mailer  of  personal  explanation. 
I  did  not  say  anything  about  the  State  Congress  usurping  all  the 
powers  of  the  Government. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  Sir,  with  regard  to 
the  recent  prohibitory  orders  issued  by  Government  I  have  to  make 
a  few  observations.  What  1  ask  is,  are  not  the  State  Congress 
organisation  encouraged  and  emboldened  to  pursue  their  undesirable 
activities  by  catching  up  the.  imag'nation  of  the  populace  by  these 
prohibitory  orders'?  Now  the  State  Congress  under  the  guise  of 
various  other  organisations  such  as  the  Youth  League,  &c.,  most  of 
which  are  bogus  organisations,  instead  of  honestly  and  truthfully 
facing  the  question,  they  call  together  meetings  and  address  people 
invoking  revolution  and  civil  war.  Can  this  be  called  honest  and 
open  so  far  as  the  activities  of  the  State  Congress  are  concerned?  Is 
it  fair  to  the  name  which  they  have  assumed?  Yet  they  complain 
that  their  civil  liberties  are  curtailed.  But,  Government,  on  the 
other  hand,  give  them  every  latitude  to  pour  forth  their  abuses. 
What  did  they  loose  by  prohibiting  the  State  Congress  meetings? 
They  have  only  gained  the  sympathy  of  the  unthinking  public  on 
account  of  that.  That  has  been  the  position  with  regard  to  ihe  so- 
called  suppression  of  civil  liberties.  If  there  is  anybody  who  sup¬ 
presses  the  civil  liberties  of  the  citizens,  it  is  the  State  Congress  ; 
which  encourages  hooliganism,  and  promotes  rowdyism. 
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Sir,  it  has  been  asked  why  the  State  Congress  has  been  calfed 
subversive  and  disloyal.  I  ask,  Sir,  whether  it  is  not  the  State 
Congress  which  presented  a  memorial  to  His  Highness  the  Maharaja 
some  time  ago?  What  was  the  fate  of  that  memorial?  Has  it  Seen 
the  light  of  dav?  Was  there  any  precedent  of  such  a  memorial  being 
prohibited  publication?  The  simple  answer  is  that  the  language 
used  in  that  memorial  must  have  been  too  low  and  mean  to  be  placed 
before  the  public. 

President  :  The  circulation  of  the  document  mentioned  has 
been  prohibited.  Hut  1  am  aware  that  about  4  to  5  thousand  copies 
were  circulated  outside  the  State. 

Mr- K-  K.  Kuruvilla :  May  1  know  from  the  member 
whether  he  objects  to  the  subject  matter  of  the  memorial  or  the 
language  used? 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Plllai  :  Sir,  the  memorial 
was  couched  in  such  language  that  it  is  not  possible  to  allow  it  to  be 
circulated  and  this  was  the  direct  outcome  of  the  venum  which  is 
being  preserved  by  certain  members  of  the  State  Congress  against 
the  head  of  the  administration  and  we  can  very  well  understand 
what  is  behind  their  public  utterances  before  the  mass  where  they 
pose  the  innocence  of  Christ  before  erucifioation. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  May  I  know  who  are  the  Jews? 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  :  Sir,  the  honourable  member  has  not 
answered  my  question. 

President :  The  honourable  member  is  not  supposed  to 
know  the  reasons  to  prohibit,  the  circulation  of  the  memorial.  The  fact 
is  that  the  memorial  has  been  prohibited  in  the  State  and  the 
honourable  member  can  diaw  his  own  inferences. 

Mr.  < Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  I  thought  Mr. 
Kuruvilla  could  know  that  it  is  an  elementary  practice  of  any- 
civilised  Government  to  suppress  filthy  documents  which  relates  to 
the  administration  of  a  State.  The  present  memorial  is  one  like 
that.  These  State  Congress  people  declared  to  the  masses  that  they 
will  let  loose  a  non-violent  war  and  the  Government  must  have 
thought  by  these  series  of  actions  that  they  were  subversive  and 
disloyal.  They  go  out  into  the  country  and  tell  the  people  that  if 
they  were  in  power  they  would  see  that  all  the  needs  ^of  the  people 
are  promptly  attended  to  in  the  matter  of  roads,  schools,  bridges 
and  other  things.  They  also  gave  currency  to  the  opinion  (hat  the 
present  Government  are  doing  much  harm  to  the  interests  of  the 
State  and  it  should  be  soon  mended  or  ended.  Sir,  actually  this 
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propaganda  was  being  carried  on  by  the  State  Congress  for  many 
months,  spreading  scandals  about  the  Government  throughout  the 
State.  And  they  pretend  themselves  as  apostles  of  truth.  They 
cry  and  swear  by  Mahatma  Gandhi.  Sir,  1  am  of  opinion  that  the 
challenge  thrown  by  Mr.  Ismail  and  by  my  honourable  friend  Mr. 
Tarapi  who  said  that  the  State  Congress  knew  the  law  should  be 
taken  up.  Sir,  these  challenges  are  merely  intended  to  hoodwink 
the  public. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Sir,  is  that 
parliamentary  to  attribute  motives  to  honourable  members? 

President :  No,  it  is  a  mistake.  The  honourable  member 
should  withdraw  it. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  ;  I  withdraw,  Sir. 
Sir,  these  things  are  being  done  and  we  should  request  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  make  their  policy  definite  with  regard  to  this  matter.  Now, 
under  prohibition,  the  State  Congress  is  at  an  advantage  and  they 
loose  no  chance  in  disemenating  hatred  and  contempt  both  in  this 
House  and  outside. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P-  Balakrishnan  Tampi;  May  I  know 
whether  the  propaganda  of  the  State  Congress  exceeds  the  vicious 
propaganda  that  is  being  conducted  by  the  news  sheet  of  which  the 
lionourable  member  is  the  author? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  Sir,  in  regard  to  the  .  observation 
made  by  tbe  honourable  member  Mr.  Narayana  Aiyar  that  there  are 
variations  and  differences  between  the  Directory  and  the  Vernacular 
Almanac,  I  can  only  point  out  that  the  calculations  and  computations 
are  made  by  two  distinct  organisations  and  are  based  on  different 
scientific  data.  The  Government,  however,  would  try  to  find  out 
how  these  variations  could  be  obviated  and  will  do  the  needful  in 
the  matter  as  early  as  possible. 

The  question  of  communal  representation  has  been  raised.  The 
attitude  of  the  Government  regarding  this  has  been  made  abundant¬ 
ly  clear.  The  promulgation  of  the  Public  Service  Recruitment 
Rules  and  the  appointment  of  the  Service  Commissioner  have  made 
manifest  the  object  of  the  Government  in  the  matter  of  giving  equal 
opportunities  to  all  communities.  It  is  over  2  years  since  the  Com¬ 
missioner  has  been  appointed  and  it  has  been  clearly  stated  that  the 
Government  would  take  the  earliest  possible  opportunity  to  review 
the  position.  After  three  years  the  Government  will  take  it  up  and 
do  the  needful  to  allay  existing  inequalities.  If  the  honourable 
members  will  compare  the  position  of  the  different  communities  in 
the  Secretariat  or  in  other  offices,  during  the  past  10  years,  they 
will  observe  that  there  is  a  substantial  improvement  in  the  condition 
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of  the  less  represented  communities.  I  have  compared  the  re¬ 
presentation  of  the  different  communities  in  the  Secretariat  in  the 
year  1103  and  in  the  current  year  1113  and  I  am  convinced  that 
there  is  a  steady,  but  probably  slow,  diminution  in  the  percentage  of 
representation  of  the  over  represented  communities  and  there  is  u 
corresponding  increase  in  the  representation  of  the  less  represented 
communities.  Certainly  you  cannot  expect  the  Government  to  take 
under  tlieir  protecting  wings  all  the  communities  and  leap  over  the 
gulf  of  centuries.  Historical  circumstances  have  contributed  to  the 
present  state  of  inequalities  and  the  honest  attempt  that  Government 
would  put  forth  will  be  to  offer  equal  opportunities  to  all  communi¬ 
ties. 

A  reference  was  made  by  Mr-  Ismail  that  the  Secretariat  clerks 
are  interfering  in  the  matter  of  appointments  of  Village  Panchayat 
Judges. 

Mr.  T.  Mahomed  Ismail :  Sir,  a  word  of  personal  expla¬ 
nation.  I  do  not  make  the  clerks  or  the  Secretariat  people  respon¬ 
sible. 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai  :  Sir,  I  repudiate  the  idea  contained 
therein.  The  Secretariat  clerks  have  ‘only  to  prepare  notes,  stating 
facts  and  figures  and  free  from  sill  comments,  for  the  orders  of  the 
Dewan.  The  policies  of  Government:  are  noticed  and  given  effect  to 
by  the  Dewan  and  the  Secretariat  clerks  have  nothing  to  do  in  the 
matter.  Suppose,  there  is  a  Mahomedan  clerk  in  the  Secretariat. 
Mr.  Ismail  should  not  expect  that  he  would  advocate  the  cause  of 
the  Mahomedan  community  alone.  The  Government  take  into 
consideration  all  the  aspects  of  a  q  uestion  before  they  arrive  at  a 
decision. 

Mr.  T- Mahomed  Ismail  :  I  was  saying  about  my  infor¬ 
mation  and  not  about  the  people  in  the  Secretariat. 

Mr.  5.  Krishna  Aiyar  (Nominated) :  Is  it  not  the  Division 
Peislikars  who  nominate  the  Village  Panchajnt  Judges'** 

Mr.  M-  Govinda  Pillai :  Yes,  he  de  votes  attention  to  the 
consideration' of  the  claims  of  the  different  communities  ?md  then 
submit  nominations.  Government  weigh  all  these  before  they  arrive 
at  a  final  decision, 

Mr.  Kesavan  Hair  enquired  what  the  honorarium  to  the 
Honorary  Director  meant.  The  honorary  Director  referred  to  is 
the  person  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Central  Vernacular  tCeccrds. 
He  is  Mr.  S.  Parameswara  Aiyar,  a  retired  officer  of  Government 
and  a  scholar  of  repute  in  Sanskrit. 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Is  he  not  a 
pensioned  officer  ? 

Mr-  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  Yes. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Is  he  given  any¬ 
thing  in  addition  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  He  is  given  an  honorarium  over 
and  above  the  pension.  It  is  in  recognition  of  his  scholarship. 

The  only  other  question  that  I  would  like  to  refer  to  is  about 
the  State  Congress  and  similar  organisations.  Well,  Sir,  I  am  not 
going  to  repeat  what  I  said  on  an  earlier  occasion  about  these 
organisations  and  their  activities.  Since  I  spoke  on  last  Monday 
I  don’t  think  events  have  happened  to  affect  and  alter  the  position  of 
the  Government  in  characterising  their  activities  as  I  did  on  a  prior 
occasion.  The  Members  of  the  State  Congress  are  under  the 
delusion  that  the  entire  country  i3  behind  them. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  >  Let  us  try. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  ;  May  I  know  whether  the  Government 
is  ready  to  take  a  referendum  ? 

Mr-  M.  Govinda  Pillai  ;  It  is  not  a  question  of  referendum. 
The  Government  have  ample  proof  to  state  that  a  very  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  population  is  not  in  sympathy  with  the  State  Congress 
and  its  method  of  propaganda. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi ;  May  I 

know  whether  the  Government  will  disperse  the  Council  and  de¬ 
termine  that  ? 

Mr.  M-  Govinda  Pillai:  I  still  assert  that  there,  is  a 
large  proportion  of  the  population  that  do  not  sympathise  with  the 
activities  of  the  State  Congress. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair ••  Is  this  infor¬ 
mation  based  on  ‘Malayalarajiyom’  and  ‘Bharathapathrika’? 

Mr.  M-  Govinda  Pillai  =  Certainly  not.  We  have  got 
reliable  information  from  reliable  officers.

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  I  was'saying,  Sir,  that  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  State  Congress  should,  in  their  moments  of  sobriety 
and  moderation,  examine  the  situation  and  know  for  certain  that 
they  have  not  a  strong  following  behind  them. 

The  members  I  repeat,  are  under  an  obsession.  The  very 
fact  that  all  their  meetings  have  terminated  in  chaos  is  proof 

positive  that  there  is  resentment . 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Has  the  Secretary 
pondered  over  the  question? 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai  :  Yes  Sir.  As  a  citizen  of  the 
State  I  cun  appreciate  and  sympathise  with  the  ideals  of  the  State 
Congress.  What  we  object  to  is  the  method  of  agitation  that  they 
adopt,  the  deliberate  method  of  disparagement  and  misrepresent¬ 
ation  and  the  spread  of  malicious  scandals  against  the  State.

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  Sir,  I  move  for  a  grant  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  Rs-  52,499  under  demand  No.  XIII  General  _  Administration-— 
Legislative  Bodies . 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  I  oppose  the'de- 
mand.  My  object  in  opposing  the  demand  is  to  point  out  the  man¬ 
ner  in  which  the  Legislature  of  this  country  is  being  treated.  I 
will  be  attempting  to  show  that  Government  have  been  showing 
clear  slight  of  the  Legislature  of  this  country.  As  I  was  submitting 
just  a  few  minutes  back,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  should  have  summoned  the  Legislative  Council  if  the  Govern¬ 
ment  had  the  least,  idea  to  follow  precedents  much  earlier.  Moreover 
the  present  political  atmosphere  being  so  tempestuous,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  should  have  called  the  Council  to  consult  with  them  and  effect 
speedy  measures  so  that  the  tempestuous  atmosphere  may  be 
calmed.  Instead  of  that  we  are  called  here  now  to  meet  and  sit  for 
nearly  twenty  days  together  at  one  stretch.  It  may  be  that  the 
Government  may  offer  an  explanation  that  certain  Bills  were  not 
quite  ready.  When  that  comes  I  will  deal  with  it. 

In  the  matter  of  answering  questions,  on  the  last  day  I  called 
the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  fact  that  Government  are  not 
keen  in  answering  questions  and  that  they  are  not  acting  up  to  the 
rules  relating  to  the  matter.  To-day  also  all  the  questions  that  were 
placed  were  answered  in  the  course  of  ten  minutes.  I  brought 
the  fact  to  the  President’s  attention  and  the  President  stated 
that,  as  far  as  possible,  the  maximum  number  of  questions  will 
be  answered.  Now,  over  200  questions  remain  to  be  answered. 
I  am  sure  that  a  number  of  question  that  are  to  be  answered 
in  this  Session  would  not  be  answered.  Answers  should  have 
been  given  according  to  the  priority  in  which  the  questions  are 
given.  The  Government  have  no  definite  plan  here  also.  I 
submitted  that  certain  questions  which  have  been  sent  to  Gov¬ 
ernment,  form  the  subject  matter  of  enquiries  as  to  how  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  Legislature  got  the  information.  Regarding  the 
Permanent  and  Temporary  garages  for  the  Transport  Department 
I  sent  a  question  sufficiently  early,  but  the  question  was  not  ans¬ 
wered.  That  matter  was  delayed  and  subsequently  alterations  were 
made  and  answers  placed  before  the  House.  I  drew  the  attention 
of  the  Government  to  this.  Subsequently  the  Government  sent  a 
circular  to  all  Departments  questioning  as  to  how  we  members  got 
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the  information.  Government  could  have  placed  before  us  the 
answer  in  a  straight  forward  manner  stating  that  some  error  has 
been  detected,  instead  of  making  enquiries  as  to  how  we  got  the  in¬ 
formation. 

President :  Order,  order  :  the  enquiry  was  directed  to  sb  ow 
how  the  clerks  and  other  officers  disclosed  information  to  outsiders; 
how  far  they  were  responsible  for  giving  "out  information  to  out¬ 
siders- 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Sir,  are  we 
termed  outsiders. 

President :  Not  that :  so  far  as  the  members  are  concerned 
they  have  no  right  to  get  information  from  clerks. 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Sir,  the . 

President:  Order,  order;  this  question  has  arisen  more  than 
once,  'the  Government  are  taking  rho  members  of  the  Legislature 
into  their  confidence.  They  put  questions  and  if  they  find  that 
the  Departmental  Heads  are  not  candid  in  their  answers,  the 
honourable  members  can  interrogate  and  cross  interrogate.  But  hon¬ 
ourable  members  of  this  House  are  not  at  liberty  to  get  informa¬ 
tion  from  subordinates  of  the  staff.  If  the  clerks  or  other  subordi¬ 
nate  officers  are  found  out  giving  information,  they  will  be  dismis¬ 
sed  and  it  is  for  the  purpose  of  proceeding  against  the  clerks  that 
all  these  enquiries  were  made.

President:  Is  the  case  sttb-judice  ? 

Mr.  M.  Ramacnandra  Rao :  Yes,  Sir. 

President  :  Therefore,  the  question  cannot  be  raised  on  the 
floor  of  the  House.

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Sir,  I  was  re. 
ferriog  to  the  slighting  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  by  the 
Government,  by  not  answering  questions  properly,  and  also  by  not 
taking  the  members  of  the  Legislature  into  tlieir  confidence  "even 
when  important  questions  touching'  the  finances  of  the  State  were 
being  considered  by  them.  During  the  last  Budget  Session,  Gov¬ 
ernment  announced  that  they  were  going  to  take  up  commercial 
transport  and  start  a  university  for  Travancore,  and  urged  that  the 
university  was  well  nigh  an  accomplished  fact  ?  I  brought  it  to 
the  attention  of  Government  that  at  least  in  important  matters, 
the  Legislature  should  be  treated  in  the  manner  it  deserves.  There 
was  a  Press  Note  about  the  proposal  to  hand  over  some  of  the  Ma¬ 
jor  Treasuries  of  the  Government  to  the  Imperial  Bank.  In  that 
matter  also  Government  did  not  take  us  into  their  confidence,  and 
I  was  put  to  the  necessity  of  bringing  it  to  the  notice  of  the  Gov. 
ernment  by  means  of  an  adjournment  motion.  There  are  also  va¬ 
rious  other  schemes  involving  heavy  expenditure  which  also  the 
Government  undertook  without  consulting  us.  There  are  still  many- 
other  schemes  which  the  Finance  Committee,  consisting  of  mem¬ 
bers  elected  by  the  two  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  turned  down,  but 
which  the  Government,  regardless  of  the  opinion  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  pushed  through.  There  are  also  very  many  other 
items  of  expenditure  which  were  not  brought  to  our  notice  at  all 
but  were  certified  by  the  Government  under  Section  32,  Sir,  I 
have  no  time ;  otherwise  I  could  have  given  numerous  instances  of 
such  slighting  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature.  I  request  you, 
Sir,  to  be  so  good  as  to  consider  these  points. 

Another  fact  which  I  would  like  to  submit  >  to  you,  most 
painfully,  Sir,  is  the  step-motherly  treatment  which  the  Govern, 
ment  are  according  to  certain  members  of  the  Legislature.  Mem¬ 
bers  who  play  second  fiddle  to  all  the  tunes  played  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment . 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  On  a  point  of  order, 
Sir  ;  under  Rule  28,  no  member  can  attack  another  member.  The 
honourable  member  has  mads  a  reference  to  certain  honourable 
members  of  the  Legislature  as  -‘members  who  play  second  fiddle”; 
that  expression  clearly  comes  under  Rule  28. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  I  am  sorry  if  I 
have  Wounded  Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai.  ( Laughter .) 

President :  Order,  order.  .  , 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  -.  That  is  another  mu- 
uuation,  Sir. 
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President  :  Under  Rule  28,  the  subject  matter  of  every 
speech  must  bo  strictly  relevant  to  the  business  of  the  House,  and 
one  member  must  not  level  a  charge  against  another  member.  I 
hold  that  the  charge  “of  playing  or  dancing  .second  fiddle”  amounts 
to  alleging  that  certain  honourable  members  are,  not  acting  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  conviction  but  are  acting  as  dictated  by  others.  Such 
a  statement  regarding  honourable  members  of  this  House  is  defa¬ 
matory.  The  honourable  member  Mr.  Kesavan  Nair  will  therefore 
withdraw  the  expression. 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Yes,  Sir,  1 
withdraw. 

Anyway,  Sir,  it  is  clear  that  certain  members  are  taken  into 
the  confidence  of  Government  while  certain  others  are  thrown  out 
as  minor' frys.  Certainly,  I  do  not  mind  if  the  Dewan  invites  cer¬ 
tain  members  for  any  domestic  or  private  function  ;  but,  in  matters 
in  which  public  interests  arc  involved,  on  which  we  all  have  au 
equal  right  to  be  heard,  if  flic  Government  select  certain  members 
alone  and  then  say  that  they  have  consulted  the  Legislature,  that, 
to  say  the  least... . 

President :  Will  tin*  honourable  member  specify  an  ins- 
tnnee? 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  In  regard  to 
the  University  Scheme,  Sir,  about  which  so  many  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  House  had  expressed  their  opinion,  Mr.  Kottur  Kun- 
jukrishna  Pillai  was  invited  as  a  member  of  the  State  Council  while 
so  many  others  who  knew  more  and  who  had  very  many  sugges¬ 
tions  to  make  about  the  university  were  not  invited.  Similarly, 
from  the  other  House,  Government  selected  only  certain  honoura¬ 
ble  members.  It  seems  to  borrow  the  expression  of  the  Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor — the  Pewan  who  presided  over  the  conference,  delivered 
“a  clear  and  cogent  speech”  about  the  necessity  for  a  university 
for  Travancore.  Now,  Sir,  what  is  it  that  precludes  us  from  listen, 
ing  to  such  a  speech  ?  What  have  wc  done  to  be  deprived  of 
such  privileges  '/  As  I  submitted,  >Sir,  l  have  no  quarrel  or  com¬ 
plaint  if  for  a  purely  private  function — for  example,  the  dinner 
party  given  by  the  Dewan  in  honour  of  Sir  Mahomed  Yakub — 
only  certain  honourable  members  are  invited. 

President ;  I  do  not  think  the  honourable  member  is  entitl¬ 
ed  to  refer  to  the  attendance  at  a  dinner  party  given  by  the 
Dewan. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair  :  I  am  not  speak¬ 
ing  a  word  about  it.  I  am  only  saying  that  I  have  no  complaint 


President:  :  Even  by  saying  “1  am  not  speaking  a  word 
about  it”,  honourable  member  need  not  refer  to  it  again. 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair :  Then  again, 
Sir,  some  of  us  are  not  invited  to  certain  important  functions  for 
which  we  have  got  aright  to  attend,  for  instance,  at  the  Kal  Nattu 
ceremony  in  connection  with  the  ensuing  Pallikettu,  while  even 
the  representative  of  the  A.  A.  I.,  was  invited,  Government  did  not 
think  it  fit . 

Mr.  M.  Ciovinda  Pillai :  The  representative  of  the  A.  P,  I. 
was  not  invited  at  all  for  that  function. 

President :  What  have  the  Government  got  to  do  with  it? 
It  was  purely  a  Palace  function. 

Mr.  M.  Govinda  Pillai :  Only  levee  officers  are  expected 
to  be  present  at  such  functions. 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair.  I  accept  the  cor¬ 
rection,  Sir. 

Mr.  Puthupalli  5.  Krishna  Pillai :  This  is  not  a  mat- 
ter  which  can  be  discussed  on  the  floor  of  the  House, 

President ;  No  ;  it  is  a  matter  concerning  His  Highness’ 
household. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R,  Kesavan  Nair;  I  shall  drop 
it,  Sir. 

One  other  point  to  which  I  want  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  House  is  the  method  adopted  by  the  Government  by  which 
certain  non-official  members  of  the  Legislature  are  not  allowed  the 
free  exercise  of  their  independent  judgment,  either  in  ventilating 
their  views  or  in  exercising  their  votes.  Sir,  I  am  referring  to 
my  “poor”  friend,  Mr.  Simon.  Since  he  became  a  member  of  this 
House  he  was  appointed  Government  Pleader,  but  was  allowed  to 
continne  as  a  non-official  member  of  this  House,  and  to  take  part 
in  the  busiuess  of  the  House.  On  a  former  occasion  I  brought  it 
to  the  attention  of  the  President  as  to  whether  Mr.  Simon  could 
continue  as  a  non  official  member  of  this  House  and  whether,  by 
his  so  continuing,  wc  were  not  deprived  of  one  non-official  member. 
The  President  then  ruled  that  Mr.  Simon  was  entitled  to  continue 
as  a  non-official  member,  and  also  pointed  out  the  analogy  between 
Mr.  Simon  and  the  President  himself  when  he  was  a  non-official  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Madras  Legislative  Council.  Sir,  think  of  the  analogy  ? 

President:  I  distinctly  remember  that  took  place.  The 
honourable  member  raised  a  question,  when  Mr.  Simon  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  a  part-time  office,  whether  he  was  entitled  to  sit  on  the 
non  official  benches.  I  said  that  he  was  a  non -official  and  continu¬ 
ed  to  be  a  non  official  since  he  had  been  appointed  only  to  a  part- 
time  office.  I  also  stated  that  that  was  not  uncommon  because, 
everywhere,  including  the  Attorney-General  in  England  and  the 
Advocate-  Generals  in  the  Presidencies,  the  same  thing  happened. 
That  was  the  ruling  given  by  the  Chair. 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Yes,  Sir,  I  do 
not  question  if.  I  am  merely  referring  to  that  analogy  between 
Mr.  Simon  here  and  Sir  C.  P.  liatmswami  Aiyir  while  he  was 
Advocate-General  in  Madras.  It  is  preposterous  to  bracket  those 
two  names  together  ? 

Sir,  in  the  other  House  also  there  is  one  non-official  mem¬ 
ber,  Mr.  Joseph  Vithayaihil,  who  draws  emoluments  from  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  as  a  Lecturer  in  the  Law  College,  and  continues  to  occupy 
a  seal;  in  the  non-official  benches  of  (be  Assembly. 

I  would  like  to  bring  another  fact  also  to  the  "'attention  of  the 
Government.  Sir,  when  wo  ask  questions,  we  really  want  to  elicit 
information.  I  am  sorry,  Sir,  that:  very  often,  incorrect  answers 
are  furnished.  At  question  time,  in  reply  to  a  question  put 
by  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Anirudhan  whether  all  the  cots  in  the 
General  Hospital  were  not  full  of  bugs,  the  S urge n- General  replied 
that  it  was  not,  so.  Sir,  1  am  personally  convinced  that  there  is 
not  one  ward  or  cot  in  the  General  Hospital  which  is  free  from 
bugs. 

Mr-  N.  V-  Chacko  :  Has  the  honourable  member  satisfied 
himself  about  the  matter  ? 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair  :  Yes ;  1  would 
invite  tho  Dowun  to  make  a  surprise  visit  and  to  verify  the  truth  of 
my  statement. 

Mr.  Puthupalli  S.  Krishna  Pillai :  Where  is  the 
guarantee  that  the  bugs  that  may  bo  now  found  in  the  General 
Hospital  were  there  at  the  time  the  Surgo<m-Genernl  made  the 
statement  in  the  House  that  there  were  no  bugs  in  the  General 
Hospital  ?  (Laughter.) 

President  :  The  question  of  bugs  is  not  now  relevant 

Mr.  Nedumangad  W.  Kesavan  Nair :  With  regard  to 
many  other  questions  also,  some  of  the  answers  furnished  were  not 
correct.  In  reply  to  a  question  put  by  me  to  the  Secretary  to 
Government  us  to  whether  the  present  Director  of  Information 
knew  anything  about  piano  tuning,  without  relaxing  any  of  his 
muscles,  he  said  that  he  knew. 

President  :  Honourable  member  cannot  reoussitate  questions 
and  answers  like  that.  The  question  was  put  and  was  answered  ; 
either  it  is  right,  or  it  is  wrong.  There  are  methods  by  which  that 
can  lie  raised  formally.  If  any  honourable  member  thinks  that  ah 
answer  is  wrong,  lie  may  afterwards  raise  it  as  another  question  and 
elicit  an  answer.  At  present  the  questions  and  the  answers  stand. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  I  merely  wanted 
to  invite  your  attention  to  this  matter,  and  I  request  you  to  verify, 
by  a  reference  to  Miss  Watts  or  to  Miss  Ouverldrk  who  know  some¬ 
thing  about  pianotnning,  as  to  whether  the  Director  of  Information 
knows  anything  about  piano  tuning.

Mr.  M.  Qovlnda  Pillai :  May  I  make  a  personal  expla¬ 
nation  Sir? 

President :  Order,  order.  The  question  of  piano  tuning, 
or  of  the  knowledge  of  it  on  the  part  of  the  Director  or  information 
should  be  raised  in  proper  form  at  the  proper  occasion  ;  not  now 
Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Resolutions 
passed  by  the  Legislature  are  not  given  effect  to.  Resolutions  have 
been  passed  to  the  effect  that  the  market  tolls  and  the  P.  W.  D. 
tolls  should  be  abolished.  But  nothing  has  been  done.  It  is  for 
us  to  pass  resolutions ;  but  there  is  not  a  single  case  in  which 
Got  eminent  have  paid  heed  to  our  resolutions. 

I  have  nothing  more  to  add  except  to  point  out  to  you,  Sir, 
that,  though  the  impression  in  the  country  is  that  we  the  member's 
of  the  Legislature  can  get  things  done  by  the  Government,  We'  know 
that  absolutely  nothing  can  be  achieved  by  us  at  present.

As  regards  the'  Unfvorsity 
Conference,  we  all  know  that  the  two  Houses  were  adequately  re¬ 
presented  there,  and  it  is  a  falsehood  to  say  that  it  Was  not  so, 
Mr.  Ko'-iur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai,  an  honourable  member  of  this 
House,  was  invited  to  attend  the  conference.

Mr.  P.  I.  Simon  :  Sir,  this  is  not  the  first  time  that  he  has 
been  trying  to  sling  mud,  at  respectable  persons. 

/  President :  Order,  order.  Though  “slinging  mud”  by  it¬ 
self  does  not  come  within  the  rule,  as  it  may  lead  to  a  certain 
amount  of  implication  that,  the  person  who  slings  mud  is  in  the 
habit  of  making  defamatory  statements,  I  think  it  will  be  a  personal 
charge  against  the  member.  So  the  honourable  member  should  not 
iise  the  expression  “slinging  mud.”  He  will  withdraw.

Prssident :  References  to  previous  utterances  of  the 
honourable  member  as  illustrative  of  the  present  attitude  are  rele¬ 
vant. 

Mr.  P.  I.  Simon  :  He  said  “I  refrain  from  referring  to  this’’ 
and  “I  refrain  from  referring  to  that.”  The  insinuations  contained 
,  in  them  were  much  too  dirty  for  a  respectable  man  to  make. 

President :  I  can  quite  understand  the  honourable  member’s 
feeling  in  the  matter.  But  he  ought  to  remember  that  whatever 
other  honourable  members  might  have  done,  all  honourable  members 
are  expected  to  observe  what  may  be  called  the  general  proprieties.

Simon  :  The  argument  that  was  attempted  to  be 
put  forward  by  Mr.  Kesavan  Nair  was  that  the  members  of  the 
two  Houses  of  the  Legislature  were  not  consulted  by  Government  on 
certain  occasions.  I  cannot  recall  to  my  mind  any  occasion  when 
;  he  members  of  both  the  Houses  of  Legislature  were  neglected 
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or  ignored  while  considering  an  important  item  of  expenditure 
or  important  policy  of  the  Government.  I  am  reminded  just 
now  of  an  occasion  when  you,  Sir,  invited  several  members,  of 
both  the  Houses  of  Legislature  to  a  conference  to  consider 
whether  the  Main  Southern  Road  could  be  improved  in 
a  particular  manner  or  not.  I  should  think  that  the  learned  member 
Mr.  Kesavan  Nair  was  also  present  at  that  conference.  It  was 
convened  twice  and  I  should  praise  Government  that  Government 
was  only  too  willing  to  go  by  the  wishes  of  the  representatives  of 
the  people.  When  we  said  that  pneumatic  tyres  ought  not  to  be 
substituted  for  the  iron  wheel  traffic  just  now  going  on  in  South 
Travancore,  you,  Sir,  readily  accepted  that  suggestion  and  said 
“No  ;  we  will  devise  other  means  of  improving  the  road  and  maim 
taining  the  road,”  My  learned- friend  is  so  short  of  memory  that 
be  could  not  remember  this.  I  therefore  say  that  it  is  not .  fair  oi- 

Eeful  to  omit  to  refer  to  instances  where  members  of  the  lagis- 
e  bodies  were  consulted  by  Government  in  planning  Govern¬ 
mental  measures.  Therefore,  Sir,  I  would  say  that  the  arguments 
of  Mr.  Kesavan  Nair  which  were  not  completed  and  which  were 
dropped  half-way  do  not  deserve  any  consideration  aud  the  grant, 
as  it  is,  ought  to  be  made.  I  therefore  support  the  demand. 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  ( Mavelikara  and  Tiruvalla  cum  Patid- 
namtitta )  :  Sir,  I  wanted  to  take  part  in  the  discussion  on  Satur¬ 
day,  but  I  am  glad  that  1  had  no  occasion  to  do  so  because  it  was 
throughly  impossible  for  me  to  gather  my  thoughts  together  in  the 
light  of  the  discussions  that  took  place  on  Saturday.  The  one  pro¬ 
minent  thought  that  came  to  my  mind  was  that  in  this  Council  wje 
have  all  taken  the  oath  of  allegience  to  His  Highness  the  Maharaja 
and  if  we  are  disloyal,  what  right  have  we  to  sit  in  this  Council 
Hall  as  members  of  this  Council?  Mr.  Simon  was  very  kind  tb 
say  that  though  we  are  really  disloyal  we  are  ignorant  and  that  we 
do  not  know  that  we  are  disloyal. 

Mr.  P.  1.  Simon  :  On  a  point  of  personal  explanation,  Sir. 
What  I  said  was  that  the  activities  are  disloyal  although  some  mem¬ 
bers  may  be  ignorant, 

Mr.  K.  K,  KuruVilla  :  I  might  as  well  say  that  Mrr  Simon 
has  not  really  cared  to  understand  the  real  objective  of  the  Con¬ 
gress  movement.  I  claim  to  know  only  those  things  which  I  haye 
seen  or  heard  from  reliable  persons,  Sir.  Simon  as  well  as  I  have 
seen  and  heard  all  the  things  that  happened  dn  our  streets  and  at 
the  public  meetings.  I  do  not  want  to  repeat  them  since  everybody 
in  this  House  Snows  them.  Mr.  Simoh  and  I  probably  haK 
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different  reactions  to  the  things  that  have  happened  in  this 
country. 

The  Secretary  to  Government,  my  friend  Mr.  Govinda  Pillsi, 
also  stated  that  the  State  Congress  is  disloyal  and  gave  three  rea¬ 
sons,  I  think,  for  that  declaration.  These  charges  were  denied  and 
affirmed  again  and  again. 

President  :  To  the  extent  to  which  the  honourable  mem- 
ber  confines  himself  to  the  topic  of  legislative  hodies  and,  the  acti- 
vitfes  of  or  the  charges  against  the  members  of  the  Legislature  he 
is  perfectly  within  his  rights.  But  the  activities  of  the  State 
Congress  as  such,  in  so  far  as  they  do  not  impinge  upon  the  legist 
lative  bodies  or  upon  their  working,  are  matters  which  are  beyond 
the  scope  of  discussion  on  this  demand. 

Mr.  K  K.  Kuruvilla  :  Sir,  I  was  saying  that  in  the  light 
of  the  discussion  that  we  are  really  idisloyal  we  have  no  rjght'  to 
be  members  of  this  House  and  I  am  trying  to  answer  that.  If  yoy 
will  kindly  give  me  an  opportunity  to  go  through  the  whole 
ground,  I  hope  that  in  the  end  you  will  have  no  reason...... 

President:  I  am  afraid  that  in  deciding  whether  a  parti- 
ctihm.  statement  or  group  of  statements  is  within  the  law.  of  rele¬ 
vancy  ox  not  I  cannot  wait  until  the  end  of  the  whole  speech  ypd 
then  conduct  a  postmortem  examination.  All  that  can  be  done 
is  .to  see  the  trend  of  the  honourable  member’s  speech  and  thw 
indicate  whether  it  is  relevant  or  'irrelevant,  1  fmay  say  at  o«ce 
that  the  honourable  member  is  sufficiently  experienced  tokpowfbftf 
he  is  perfectly  entitled  to  speak  on  the  activities  of  the  legislative 
bodies,  on  .tfie  activities  of  Government  in  relation  .  to  those  legis- 
lative  bodies  and  on  the  activities  of  the  legislative  bodies  in.  re¬ 
gard  to  the  problems  of  the  country.  But  the  career  or  the  acti¬ 
vities  of  a  body  outside  the  legislative  bodies  are  not  relevant  to 
this  demand. 

Mjr.  K‘  K.  Kuruvilla  :  I  am  not  a  lawyer,  Sir, and  I  dp.-not 
know  the  subtle  differences.  But  whenever  vou  ask  me  to  stpp  I 
shall. 

President:  Ido  not  wish  to  be  constantly  interrupting  th,e 
honourable  member  by  calling  him  to  order.  I  shall  leave  it  to  his 
discretion.  I  hope  he  will  realise  it. 

'  Mr-  K.  K  Kuruvilla ;  Whatever  the  reasons  he  has.  dt<m 
I  only  want  to  say  that  i  hope  they  are  not  based  6-  I-  iP- 
reports  which  caruyVbe  relied  upon  unless  they  ate  properly;  miffed 
and  the  other  side  is  heard. 

Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  stated  that  some  of  Us  feel  that  within 
three  months  we  could  be  on  the  saddle  and  We  could  supply  the 
people  of  Travancore  and  the  members  of  the  Legislative  Council 


with  milk  and  honey.  I  do  not  know  from- where  he  got  this 
information  but  I  want  to  assure  him  that  we  have  no  such  amfei. 
tion.  On  the  other  hand  we  have  stated  time  and  again  that  with 
the  Legislature  as  at  present  constituted  we  do  not  want  responsible 
, government. 

In  the  course  of  the  debate  in  the  House  the  other  day,  the 
Dewan-Presidenl  made  a  statement,  the  implications  of  which  I  do 
not  quite  understand.  You  said,  Sir,  if  I  remember  right,  fhata 
criticism  of  the  actions  aud  policies  of  Government  is  a  criticism  >0? 
His  Highness  the  Maharaja. 

President :  Order,  order.  1  do  not  think  the  honourable 
member  is  putting  what  I  said  fairly.  What  I  said  and  what  I 
reiterate  is  that  under  the  criminal  law  of  the  land,  namely,  the 
Penal  Code,  comments  expressing,  disapprobation  which  are  lively 
to  excite  hatred  or  contempt  or  disaffection  towards  His  Highness 
the  Maharaja  are  on  the  same  footing  as  the  same  comments  in  pa¬ 
latum  to  His  Highness’  Government.  In  other  words.  I  ;S$i.d  tfet 
comments  which  are  likely  to  produce  hatred  or  contempt  or  disaL 
fection  towards  His  Highness’  Government  are  to  h«  tele  with  as 
.comments  made  in  relation  to  His  Highness.  That  is  the  penal 
law  of  the  land  and  the  punishment  and  the  procedure  ip  regard  to 
the' punishment  are  exactly  the  same' 

Mr-  K.  K.  Kuruvilla:  Thank  you,  Sir,  for  the  explanation. 
We  have  taken  the  position  of  an  opposition  party  on  the  u!id@)> 
standing  that  constitutional  practice  in  Trav-ancoare  gives  #if>  party 
the  privilege  of  criticising  the  sets  aryl  policies  of  Government 
whenever  they  felt  that  in  the  interest  of  the  public  and  the  well- 
being  of  the  State  it  was  necessary. 

President :  Order,  order.  There  again,  I  think,  l  m@dp  3* 
■clear  that  the  administrative  acts  and  policies  and  Actions  of  His 
Highness’  Government  are  open  to  the  fullest  criticism,  bpt  if  poif na¬ 
tion  is  attributed  to  the  Government  or  to  the  Head  of  ihe  Govern¬ 
ment  in  such  a  manner  that  it  must  produce  hatred,  contempt  of 
■disaffection  to  the  Government  as  such,  then  it  frill  corns,  jrithih 
the  penal  law, of  the  land, 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  i  Suppose  there  is  corruption,  bo*  afe 
we  t®  ventilate  -that  V 

President :  lam  not  here  to  give  legal  advice.  I  can  icsj^ 
«ay  that  the  Penol  Code  is  there  for  every  one  tQ  mad  sad  jf  the 
head  of  the  Government  charged  by  His  Highness  the 
with  .the  duty  of  governing  the  State  is  guilty  of  _  corrupt,}^,  $ije 
person  who  says  so  maybe  liable  to  imprisonment  if  -the 
ditions  specified  hi  the  Penal. Code  &alwfie*L  . 
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Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla :  A  fair  measure  of  criticism  has  been 
allowed  in  and  outside  the  House.

President:  The  honourable  member  may  be  absolutely  sure 
that  the  limits  of  debate  will  be  preserved  by  the  Chair  and  1  have 
already  indicated  the  region  and  the  limits  of  debate.  So  long  as 
that  is  observed,  I  shall  not  interfere.  But  the  moment  I  find  that 
limit  is  transgressed  the  Chair  will  interfere. 

■  Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  :  A  fair  measure  of  criticism  has 
been  allowed  in  and  outside  this  House  and  my  difficulty  is  to 
know  when  exactly  a  critic  goes  beyond  the  legitimate  line.  To 
my  mind,  no  such  absolute  line  can  be  drawn  and  mainly  through 
this  indefniteness,  I  concede  an  unfortunate  situation  has  been 
created. 

President :  That  is  the  indefiniteness  of  the  law. 

Mr. K.K.  Kuruvilla:  I  propose  to  make  a,  definite  line. 
That  attempt  has  been . 

President:  Order,  order.  This  particular  definition  has  been 
in  existence  in  England  from  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  it  is 
the  same  definition  which  is  in  vogue  in  the  American  law,  the 
English  law  and  the  Indian  law. 

Mr-  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  :  Definiteness  arises  only  in  course 
of  time  through  experience  and  understanding.  To  my  mind 
these  can  come  only  if  we  have  opportunites  for  mutual  contacts 
and  discussions  in  good  faith.  I  have  to  suggest .  ' 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  Can  the  member 
read  out  from  a  manuscript ‘t 

President:  The  honourable  member  is  presumably  only  re¬ 
freshing  his  memory. 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla :  In  order  to  create  an  atmosphere  in 
which  these  things  can  be  done,  I  suggest  that  the  ban  oh  all 
legitimate  propoganda  be  lifted  and  that  all  government  servants 
be  prohibited  from  taking  sides  in  the  controversies  of  political 
parties. 

■  Some  among  the  honourable  members  of  this  House  may 
object  to  this  suggestion  on  the  ground  that  this  may  lower  the 
prestige  6f  the  Government.  I  contend  that  a  Government  which 
is  strong  enough  to  enforce  law  and  order  in  the  land  and  to  adminis¬ 
ter  even  handed  justice  tempered  $ith  mercy  need  not  be  afraid  Of 
Its  prestige. 
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Believing  as  I  do  in  the  good  will  of  individuals  and  Govern¬ 
ment,  I  submit,  Sir,  that  my  suggestion  will  receive  due  con¬ 
sideration  at  your  hands. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  Sir.  I  wish  to  speak 
a  few  words  on  this  demand  which  is  more  intimately  connected 
with  this  House  than  any  other  demand.  In  doing  so,  I  do  not 
wish  to  rake  up  or  answer  some  of  the  criticisms  and  pathetic  com¬ 
plaints  made  by  my  honourable  friends  on  the  other  side  regarding 
invitations  to  parties.  It  has  been  pointed  out  that  this  House  has 
not  been  called  ns  often  ns  it  should  be.  I  find  that  ordinarily  three 
sessions  of  the  House  are  called  in  a  year  and  we  find,  including  the 
special  session  that  was  called  for  the  Credit  Bank  Bill,  this  year 
also,  there  were  three  sessions  in  addition  to  the  large  number  of 
days  which  have  been  allotted  to  us  during  this  budget  session.  Sir, 
this  complaint  is  also  analogous  to  the  difficulty  aroused  in  regard 
to  the  question  of  invitation  to  dinners. 

President :  Order,  order. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  I  am  not  referring 

to  it,  Sir. 

President  :  You  are. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  Sir,  if  it  is  a  question 
Of  privilege,  that  question  of  privilege  has  to  be  considered  in  this 
light,  namely,  whether  the  House  has  not  been  given  sufficient 
opportunities  to  meet  to  discuss  questions  of  public  importance. 
Viewed  from  that  aspect  impartially,  can  we  say  that  the  House 
has  not  been  called  as  often  as  it  should  be. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi:  Yes. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  No,  Sir,  I  beg  to 
differ  and  I  challenge  my  honourable  friend  to  prove  that.  My 
honourable  friend  who  has  now  put  this  question  to  me,  has  been 
putting  up  with  lesser  number  of  days  and  shorter  sessions  being 
called  during  the  time  of  Sir  Mahommed  Habibullah. 

President :  Order,  order. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  I  am  not  comparing 
that.  I  only  say  that  the  question  was  never  raised  in  this  House 
in  those  days  by  my  friend- 

M  r.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  What  is  the  member’s  view  in  regard 

to... 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  I  do  not  yield,  Sir, 
The  question  has  to  be  viewed  in  this  light,  namely,  has  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  this  House  been  infringed  and,  if  so,  then  it  is  a  very  serious 
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matter.  If  it  has  not  been  infringed,  then,  it  is  an  allegation  that 
is  made  without  foundation.  I  find  that  all  these  allegations,  all 
these  statements,  all  the  sophistry  of  even  my  honourable  friend 
Sir.  Kuruvila  is  not  really  a  complaint  against  the  legislative  bodies 
as  such,  a  complaint  directly  arising  out  of  the  legislative  bodies. 
These  are  all  methods  of  political  propaganda  being  made  out  by 
vague  references  to  certain  imaginary  grievances.  That  setting  . is 
unfair  to  the  topic  that  we  have  under  discussion ;  that  is  unfair  to 
every  body  concerned.  It  is  very  easy  to  pose  as  critics  of  every 
Governmental  act  and  to  pose  oneself  as  a  belligerent  always  attack¬ 
ing  Government  and  claim  the  popularity  from  the  unthinking 
public.  That  is  not  what  we  are  expected  ro  do  in  this  House,  We 
are  expected  to  look  into  the  question  fairly,  impartially  and  with¬ 
out  prejudice.  In  spite  of  the  change  of  political  colour,  in  spits  of 
the  change  of  political  apparel,  of  my  friend  Mr.  Kuruvila,  I  still 
hope  that  he  will  not  leave  aside  the  fundamental... 

Mr.  N,  V.  Chacko :  Will  my  honourable  friend  try  to 
change  his  colour  ? 

Mr.  Kottur  Kuujukrishna  Pillai:  I  do  d<Gt  propose  to 
answer  that  question.  My  intrepid  friend  Mr.  Chacko  is  trying  to 
drag  me  into  irrelevance.  What  I  wish  to  suggest  with  regard  to 
this  point  is  this.  If  it  is  a  real  question,  it  can  he  raised  in  this 
.  House,  I  am  sure,  this  House  will  be  at  one  with  my  honourable 
friend  then.  No  one  feels  that  the  real  powers  and  privileges  Of 
this  House  are  infringed.  Nobody  has  given  expression  to  that 
feeling.  There  is  no  such  attempt  made  either.  No  arguments 
have  been  put  forth  in  that  direction.  Only  very  very  flimsy  grounds 
are  made  out  so  that  we  cannot  sponsor  the  responsibility  of  accept¬ 
ing  the  censure  motion  or  a  condemnation  of  Government  ori  that 
ground.  We  find,  on  the  other  hand,  there  is  a  good  deal  of  lati¬ 
tude  in'  the  matter  of  discussions,  and  in  the  matter  of  freedom  of 
expression  of  opinion,  within  this  House,  No  impartial  critic  can 
deny  that  fact.  We  can  given  as  much  latitude  in  the  matter  of 
■file's As  it  is  possible.  I  have  been  noticing,  and  I  kiWleen  a 
tfiifl&ber  Gf  the  last  Assembly  as  well,  that  any  mention  of  a  t«t?d 
of  criticism  against  the  head  of  the  administration,  the  Dtewafiy  has 
■  Id*®#  ruled  tint  definitely  by  the  then  President,  as  out  bf  order;  not 
a  word  was  ever  allowed  to  be  uttered.  In  the  collection  of  rulings 
pftragttfphsi  354  and  355  dearly  and  definitely  lays  &  down. 

Mr.  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi:  Is  not  the 
to'eto'ber’  questioning  the  rulings  of  the  Chair  ? 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  I  am  applauding  the 
rulings.  I  quite  accept  them. 
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Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  ( Thcdupuzha  cum  Minachil):  May  I 
know  whether  the  honourable  member  is  not  questioning  the  rulings 
of  the  present  President  ? 

President :  I  take  it  that  the  honourable  member  is  saying 
that  a  certain  amount  of  liberty  is  given  for  the  honourable  members 
for  criticising  Government  measures.  I  do  not  think  I  have  given 
any  ruling  on  that  subject. 

Mr.  Puthupalli  S'.  Krishna  Pillai  (Legal  Remembrancer  to 
Government)  :  No  such  ruling  has  been  given  by  you,  Sir. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair :  '  Is  it  open  to  the 
member  to  eulogise  the  ruling  given  ? 

President  •  What  is  the  word  please  ? 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  It  is  open  to  the 
member  to  praise  the  ruling  ? 

President  That  question  does  not  deserve  an  answer. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  I  was  trying  to  point 
out  that,  by  precedents,  we  were  developing  in  this  House  greater 
powers  with  regard  to  discussion.  That  was  the  point  I  was  trying 
to  emphasis  '.  Without  looking  at  the  question  in  that  manner,  it 
is  idle  to  make  political  propaganda  on  very  very  flimsy  allegations. 

I  wish  to  point  out  definitely  one  question  that  has  been  raised 
in  this  House  on  another  occasion  by  my  honourable  friend  Mr. 
Goviudan.  He  criticised  me  for  saying  that.  He  even  challenged 
my  statements  regarding  the  desirability  of  the  change  of  single 
non-trnnsferable  voting  system.  He  has  challenged  me  that  it  is 
not  the  opinion  of  the  minority  communities.  I  voiced  forth  that 
opinion  not  on  the  authority  of  the  logically  some  but  on  the 
opinion  of  people  who  are  entitled  to  speak  on  behalf  of  the  com* 
munity,  as  much  as  Mr.  Govindan  and  Mr.  Ismail,  if  not  better. 
And  that  rule  operates  to  the  detriment  of  the  community  and  the 
very  defect  which  Mr.  Goviudan  now  wants  to  ward  ofleis  there  on 
account,  of  the  existence  of  that  system.  My  friend  Mr.  P.  S. 
Mahomed  has  given  an  illustration  to  it  very  definitely  and  even 
published  it.  According  to  that  system,  though  95  per  cent  of  the 
Mahommedans  voted  for  him,  I  think,  he  was  not  returned.  But 
a  man  who  got;  not  even  5  per  cent:  of  the  vote  of  the  Mahommedan 
community,  has  been  returned. 

President :  The  honourable  member  has  only  2  minutes 

mOT0Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  There  were  many 
open  votes  so  that  the  number  could  be  known.  L:  is  this  system 
of  voting  that  has  been  condemned  on  all  hands.  My  honourable 
friend  Mr.  Govindan  and  others  ...... 
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Mr.  M-Govindan  (Nominated*  Oil  a  point  of  order,  Sir.  My 
honourable  friend  is  going  on  criticising  the  speeches  made  by 
others  and  casting  reflection  on  them.  Is  that  relevant  ?  May  i 
know  whether  it  is  open  to  him  to  criticise  the  constitution? 

President :  The  honourable  member  is  referring  to  the 
speech  made  by  the  member  who  preceded  him  and  criticising  it. 
The  honourable  member  says  that  he  ought  not  to  have  made  the 
speech  and  therefore  criticism  is  not  relevant,.  Is  that  the  member’s 
point  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govindan :  My  point  is,  l  bad  a  difference  of 
opinion  with  my  honourable  friend  with  regard  to  the  system  of 
voting  and  the  honourable  member  is  criticising  that. 

President :  The  Chair  is  not  concerned  with  differences  of 
opinion  between  the  several  members.  The  honourable  member 
who  was  on  his  legs  a  while  ago,  was  criticising  a  speech  made  by 
the  honourable  member  who  had  just  sat  down.  The  honourable 
member  now  raises  the  question  that  the  speech  which  he  made  was 
irrelevant  and  therefore  criticism  of  the  speech  was  equally  irrele¬ 
vant,  Is  that  the  honourable  member’s  point  ? 

Mr.  M,  Govindan  :  No,  Sir. 

Mr.  T.  Mahomed  Ismail:  Sir,  1  rise  to  a  point  of  order 
whether  the  discussion  on  the  constitution  of  the  Council  is  per¬ 
missible. 

President  :  I  ruled  that  out  of  order. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  I.  was  not  referring 
to  the  constitution.  When  people  talk  so  glibly  about  responsible 
government,  I  am  reminded  of  the  story  in  the  Vicar  of  Wakefield 
of  the  preparation  of  the  family  portrait  and  finding  it  impossible 
for  the  drawing  room  to  contain  it.  The  advocacy  of  responsible 
government  by  these  people  will  result  in  something  like  that. 
The  very  question  will  be  “where  shall  we  put  it.”  Let  it  not  be 
said  that  we  are  not  able  to  have  responsible  Government,  when  eve 
get  it- 

President  :  Your  time  is  up. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  ( Kalknlam  and  VUavancode  cum 
Nejjyattinkara )  :  I  rise  to  oppose  the  motion  with  a  view  to  offer 
a  few  suggestions  that  may  go  to  alleviate  the  discontent  prevailing 
among  the  people  that,  their  representatives  in  the  Legislature  are 
not  properly  treated.  I  do  not  at  all  see  eye  to  eye  with  those  honor¬ 
able  members  who  say  that  Government  have  in  any  way  delibera¬ 
tely  violated  the  privileges  or  rights  vouchsafed  to  us.  We  cannot 
say  that  Government  have  not  b  en  calling  the  sessions  within  the 
period  prescribed  by  the  statute.  They  had  never  failed  to 
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call  together  the  Legislature  within  an  interval  which  is  more  than 
six  months.  We  are  to  see  whether  they  have  deliberately  failed 
to  call  together  the  Legislature  at  least  once  in  six  months  and 
whether  there  has  not  been  meeting  of  the  Legislature  whenever 
there  was  necessity.  Viewed  from  that  point  of  view,  I  should 
think  that  it  would  have  been  much  better  and  more  satisfactory  if 
the  Government  had  undertaken  some  trouble  to  convene  more 
meetings  of  the  House.  As  an  instance,  I  can  quote  that,  due  to  the 
delay  in  summoning  the  Legislature,  Government  had  to  authorise 
under  Section  32  of  the  Regulation  an  amount  of  Rs.  6,32,485. 
I  should  think  (hat  there  would  have  been  no  .necessity  for  this  if 
the  Government  had  called  together  the  Legislature  earlier  and  got 
their  sanction.  It  is  only  when  fhe  [Government  find  that  they 
cannot  wait  to  get  the  sanction  of  the  Legislature  that  they  should 
authorise  such  expenditure  and  that  for  very  urgent  [and  un¬ 
avoidable  items  only.  If  there  was  not  sufficient  legislative  and 
other  business  to  call  together  the  Legislature,  the  Government 
should  have  called  together  at  least  the  Finance  Committee  before 
sanctioning  such  huge  grants  by  certification.  I  very  much  appre¬ 
ciate  the  policy  of  the  Government  in  having  deviated  frornthe 
policy  of  not  taking  the  House  into  their  confidence  when  serious 
changes  in  certain  schemes  are  adopted.  I  refer  to  the  calling  to¬ 
gether  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature  of  particular  areas  for 
considering  the  question  of  the  iron-wheeled  carts  referred,  to  by 
Mr.  Simon.  It  is  not  difficult  for  the  Government  to  call  together 
members  of  certain  particular  areas  in  considering  the  measures 
affecting  their  constituency.  It  is  a  policy  which  has  to  be  com¬ 
mended  upon.  I  congratulate  the  Government  for  dropping  the 
scheme  of  prohibiting  iron-wheeled  traffic  on  the  M.  S.  Hoad,  as  a 
result  of  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  non-cfficial  members  with 
regard  tothafc  scheme.  At  least  such  a  procedure  should  have  been 
done  and  I  believe  it.  will  be  done  in  future. 

President :  Honourable  members  must  realise  that  the 
spokesman-  on  behalf  of  Government  must  be  given  at  least  five 
minutes. 

Mr.  K.  R,  Elenkath  ;  Sir,  award  with  regard  to  the 
answering  of  interpellations  and  the  preparation  of  bills  for  ^  the 
consideration  of  the  House.  I  heard  the  explanation  being  given 
for  not  calling  the  Legislature  due  to  the  delay  in  getting  ready 
bills.  Some  years  back,  the  Law  Member  and  the  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil  were  both  combined  in  one  and  the  same  person  and  they 
had  very  few  assistants.  If  the  Legal  Remembrancer  cannot  look 
into  these  affairs  and  see  that  the  bills  are  ready  in  time*  Lab  not 
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know  why  we  should  have  a  scpara  to  Legal  Remembrancer  with  an 
assistant;  besides  the  Advoeate- General  and  his  asalslants.  So,  that 
plea  is  not  acceptable  to  this  House.  With  i  hose  words  I  oppose 
the  Demand. 

President :  The  honourable  member  will  resume  his  seat. 

Mr.  C-  O,  Madhavan  1  have  been  Jb  tuning  to  the 
observations  of  members  <m  i.hu  oilier  side.  Many  of  the  criticisms 
against  Government,  have  been  met  by  some  of  the  non-official 
members  themselves  who  spoke  thereafter.  But,  J.  will  briefly  refer 
to  some  of  the  points  which,  in  my  opinion,  deserve  observation 
from  me. 

To  begin  with,  Mr.  Keauvmi  Nnir  said  {that  the  Government 
have,  not  summoned  the  meetings  of  the  Council  as  ‘often  as  it 
should  have  been.  I  admit  that  it  was  not  possible  for  the  Govern- 
ment  to  summon  a  meeting  of  this  Council  by  April  or  May,  as 
usual.  'The  reason  was  this.  As  the  I  louse  knows,  there  was  a 
change  in  the  office  of  the  Law  Member  ;  Mr.  Kuyalam  Parames- 
waran  Pillai  who  was  holding  that  office  had  to  retire  by  efflux  of 
time  and  that  place  was  taken  by  Mr,  Puthupalli  iS.  Krishna  Pillui 
as  Legal  Remembrancer*  This  change  in  office  necessarily  involved 
some  delay  in  getting  through  the  business  to  be  placed  before  the 
Council-  That  is  partly  the  reason  why  a  meeting  of  the  Council 
could  not  he  held  at  the  usual  time  this  year.  On  account  of  this 
delay  certain  bilis  which  had  been  referred  to  the  Select  Committees 
could  not  be  got  through.  But  I  may  inform  the  House  that  as 
soon  as  the  new'  Legal  Remembrancer  got  into  office  he  look  neces¬ 
sary  action  for  convening  Select  Committee  meetings  and  getting 
the  bills  through.  I  need  not  say  that  it  is  /not  of  much  use  to 
convene  a  meeting’of  the  Council  without  sufficient  business  to  be 
transacted.  A  meeting  of  the  Council  means  some  time  and  labour 
on  the  part  of  the  members  and  some  expenditure  for  the  Govern¬ 
ment  by  way  of  T.  A.  and  sitting  fees  to  the  members.  Unless 
there  is  sufficient  work  to  compensate  for  this  trouble,  it  is  a  waste 
of  time  on  the  part  of  the  members  and  a  waste  of  money  on  the 
part  of  the  Government,  For  these  reasons  and  for  no  deliberate 
intention  on  the  part  of  the  Government,  a  meeting  of  this  Council 
could  not  bo  held  at  the  usual  time  this  year.  I  am  sure  this  expla¬ 
nation  will  certainly  satisfy  the  honourable  members  on  the 
other  side. 

Coming  to  the  question  of  interpellations,  Mr,  Kesavan  Nail' 
said  that  the  Government  are  not  answering  all  interpellations  and 
that  some  interpellations  are  being  deliberately  withheld.  On  this 
point,  I  may  inform  the  House  that  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Govern- 
ment  to  furnish  answers  to  all  questions  admitted  by  the  President* 
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But  the  questions  cannot  be  answered  as  speedily  as  the  Govern¬ 
ment  would  wish.  Most 'of  the  questions  require  answers  to  be 
prepared  by  the  several  departmental  heads.  When  questions  are 
sent  to  the  departmental  heads  they  may  have  to  make  references 
to  their  subordinate  offices.  When  the  answers  are  received,  we  do 
not  automatically  pass  them  as  they  are.  As  the  members  are  aware 
a  large  number  of  supplementary  questions  are  asked  on  the  floor  of 
the  House.  It  is  the  intentkm  of;the  Government  to  arm  then  selves 
with  the  necessary  materials  to  be  in  a  position  to  give  satisfactory 
answers  to  [all  .the  supplementary  questions-  Some  times  it  may 
happen  that  references  back  to  the  heads  io£  departments  will  be 
necessary  to  get  further  information  for  answering  supplementary 
questions.  All  these  mean  delay. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elellkatll :  If  this  delay  is  not  avoidable,  why 
not  the  rule  that  12  clear  days’  notice  be  given,  be  changed? 

Mr.  C.  0.  Madhavan  :  lhat  question  may  be  considered. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R,  Kesavan  Nair  :  May  I  know  why 
my  questions  which  are  even  one  year  old  are  not  answered? 

Mr.  C.  O.  Madhavan  :  If  the  honourable  member  will 
give  specific  instances  of  such  questions,  I  can  supply  the  infor¬ 
mation. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Expenditure  on 
newspaper  is  the  question  that  I  sent  in  Karkataknm  last  which  re¬ 
mains  still  unanswered. 

Mr.  C.  O.  Madhavan  :  If  the  'question  was  asked  in 
Karkataknm,  it  need  not  necessarily  be  answered  now.  It  can  be 
answered  only  if  the  question  is  renewed.  If  the  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  would  refer  to  any  specific  instance  tit  can  be  looked  into  to  see 
why  answers  were  not  given  to  such  [questions.  That  is  all  that 
I  have  to  say  about  interpellations. 

The  honourable  member  then  said  that  the  House  is  not  taken 
into  confidence  in  deciding  important  questions  affecting  the  finances 
of  the  State.  I  may  plead  ignorance  as  to  what  the  member  means. 
If  tha  Government,  under  the  rules,  are  bound  to  consult  the  House 
on  any  questions  of  finance,  Government  are  certainly  doing  so. 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  May  I  know 
whether  the  House  was  consulted  before  the  University  'and  the 
Transport  Schemes  were  launched  upon  by  the  Government? 

Mr.  LC.  O.  Madhavan  :  The  University  and  Transport 
schemes  were  considered  in  this  Council  last  year. 

Mr.  Ndumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Was  it  not  done 
after  Government  fixed  up  the  Bcheme  ? 
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Mr.  C.  O.  Madhavan  :  Proposals  arc  formulated  by  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  then  placed  before  the  Council. 

President  :  The  honourable  member  has  two  minutes  more. 

Mr.  C.  o.  Madhavan:  Mr.  R.  Kesnvan  Nair  then  refer¬ 
red  to  Government  taking  action  under  Section  32  of  the  Regulation. 
Section  32  gives  the  Government  authority  to  incur  expenditure  in 
certain  emergencies.  If  action  is  not  to  be  taken  under  that  Section, 
I  do  not  see  ;any  reason  why  there  'should  be  such  a  provision  in 
the  Regulation.  It  is  to  meet  certain  emergencies  that  that  provi¬ 
sion  is  made  in  the  Regulation,  f  am  definitely  of  the  opiuion  that 
Government  cannot  be  found  fault  with  for  taking  action  under 
Section  32  when  it  expressly  authorises  the  Government  to  do  so. 

Reference  was  made  that  some  members  were  not  invited  to 
certain  functions.  I  do  not  refer  to  any  function  other  than  func¬ 
tions  to  which  members  should  be  invited  in  their  capacity  as 
members  of  thciCouncil.  Mr.  Rosa  van  Nair  is  aware  of  the  fact  that 
the  other  day  when  Government  had  to  discuss  the  question  regar¬ 
ding  the  maintenance  of  roads  in  South  Travancore,  all  the  members 
belonging  to  that  part  of  the  country  were  invited.  It  may  be  that 
in  some  cases  Government  do  not  want  to  invite  the  members  of  the 
Legislature  as  such.  It  may  be  that  only  same  members  are  invited 
for  same  functions.  They  arc  invited  in  their  individual  capacity, 
whom  the  Government  in  their  discretion  think  fit  to  invite.  This 
is  all  that  can  be  done  under  such  circumstances,  whoever  may  be 
the  inviting  party.  It  is  really  a  matter  for  surprise  that  this  has 
been  made  a  point  for  adverse  comment. 

Mr.  Kesnvan  Nair  then  said  that  some  members  aie  prevented 
from  exercising  their  discretion.  I  ask  whether  the  Government 
have  done  anything  unlawful.  Certain  members  are  appointed  by 
Government  as  part  time  officers  and  it  is  not  possible  for  Govern¬ 
ment  to  deprive  them  of  their  rights  and  privileges  as  members  of 
this  Council  or  the  Assembly.  I  do  not  see  how  Government  can 
be  found  fault  with  on  that  account. 

Mr,  Kesavan  .Nair  then  said  that  incorrect  answers  are  given 
by  Government  to  the  questions  put  before  this  House.  And  as  an 
instance  he  quoted  that  to  a  question  put  to  the  (Surgeon-General 
whether  there  are  not  bugst  in  the  cots  in  the  General  Hospital  lie 
answered  that  there  were  no  bugs  and  the  member  actually  found 
bugs  in  some  cots.  Sir,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand  how  one  can 
be  sure  of  the  fact  that  there  are  bugs  or  there  are  no  bugs  in  any 
place  as  the  presence  or  absence  of  bugs  .cannot  be  a  permanent 
factor  for  ail  time  to  come. 

Mr.  N-  V-  Chacko  :  Is  it  not  possible  to  consider  whether 
there  are  bugs  or  whether  there  are  no  bugs  ? 
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Mr.  C.  O.  V5  ad  ha  van  :  Sir,  it  is  net  humanly  possible  to 
be  free  from  accusations  of  inaccuracy  in  answering  questions  of 
this  nature. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Ke»avan  Nair  :  Sir,  1  am  not 
interrupting  the  Chief  Secretary.  I  asked  a  question  about  the 
proficiency  of  the  Director  of  Information  in  piano  timing.  The 
answer  given  was  not  at  all  satisfactory. 

Mr-  C.  0.  Madhavan  :  Other  instances  could  not  be 
shown  to  prove  the  inaccuracy  of  the  answers  given  by  Govern¬ 
ment.  I  may  inform  the  House  that  the  Government  never  give 
inaccurate  answers  intentionally  or  knowingly. 

The  Demand  was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried  and  the  grant 
was  made. 


DEMAND  No.  XIV— PUBLIC  SERVICE 
COMMISSIONER, 

Dr.  G.  D.  Nokes  :  Sir,  I  bag  to  move  for  a  grant  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  Iis.  24,781  under  Demand  XIV — Public  Service  Com¬ 
missioner. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  Demand. 
This  department  was  formed  towards  the  close  of  1111  and  it  had 
been  in  existence  for  2  years.  This  establishment  was  sanctioned 
originally  for  two  years.  That  period  has  expired.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  should  have  considered  the  results  achieved  in  the  course  of 
the  2  years  and  considered  whether  there  is  any  need  to  continue 
the  same  and  the  same  staff.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  not  neces¬ 
sary  to  continue  the  same  at  this  expensive  scale.  The  present 
Commissioner,  a  very  competent  officer  was  got  down  and  appoint¬ 
ed  for  a  special  purpose  namely  for  the  Judicial.  Department  and 
he  was  discharging  his  duties  very  satisfactorily  there.  He  was 
then  appointed  as  Public  Service  Commissioner  on  special  considera. 
tions.  He  has  drafted  the  necessary  rules  which  were  approved 
and  passed  by  the  Government.  The  Service  Recruitment  Manual 
was  prepared.  Necessary  forms  were  printed.  Examinations  for 
public  service  were  conducted  and  has  practically  done  everything 
necessary  for  the  recruitment  for  public  service  in  future.  A  num. 
bar  of  candidates  have  been  declared  passed  from  which  future  re¬ 
cruitments  could  be.  made  and  the  recruitment  business  may  be  en¬ 
trusted  to  departmental  heads  with  directions  to  act  up  to  rules 
and  policy  laid  down  by  Government.  There  is  no  more  necessity 
to  have  the  services  of  such  si  high-paid  and  full-time  officer  in  this 
department.  His  services  are  badly  required  for  the  Judicial  De- 
parment  for  which  he  was  got  down  and  he  may  be  sent  back  to

his  permanent  place  as  a  judge  ol  onr  High  Court.  Having  com¬ 
pleted  the  preliminary  and  necessary  work,  is  there  any  necessity  to 
continue  such  a  dcpirraent  for  the  purpose  of  recruitment  since 
this  can  be  managed  if  necessary  by  the  appointment  of  a  Staff 
Selection  Board  consisting  of  a  few  competent  officials  and  non. 
officials  to  Iw  selected  irom  nil  communities  if  such  a  course  is 
necessary  ?  It  is  enough  if  such  a  board  is  constituted  and  the 
present  officer  may,  if  necessary,  be  asked  to  preside  over  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Staff  Selection  Hoard  which  may  Ixt  directed  to  meet 
quarterly.  It  is  time  for  the  Government  to  take  this  into  consi¬ 
deration,  reduce  the  expenditure  and  if  necessary  appoint  a  Staff 
Selection  Board  which  can  be  asked  to  meet  whenever  necessity 
arises.  If  the  Government;  think  (hat  the  services  of  Dr.  Nokes 
arc  necessary  for  this  purpose,  he  cm  be  asked  to  preside  over  the 
Board  meetings.  He  has  done  his  work  satisfactorily  and  laid 
down  ru'es  for  the  future. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath:  May  1  know  whether  the  Staff 
Selection  Board  referred  to  by  the  honourable  member  should  con¬ 
sist  of  representa lives  of  all.  communities  '/ 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  I  would  say  that  if  need  he,  a 
communal  representative  hoard  maybe  constituted,  consisting  of 
officers  and  non-official  members.  The  Staff  Selection  Board 
would  be  useful  in  any  wav.  It  may  be  necessary  to  make  the 
selections  from  all  communities.  In  t  his  e  inunction  I  have  also  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  that  they  have  cut  down  the 
powers  of  certain  officers  :<»  make  acting  appointments  even  for  a 
short  period  of  one  month  by  their  (}.  0-,  dated  the  10th  Dlianu 
1113.  For  instance,  the  High  Court  Judge,  the  District  Munsiff, 
the  Second  Judge,  the  Tahsildar,  for  the  satisfactory  disposal  of 
their  executive  work  it  is  highly  necessary  that  these  officers  are 
given  power  at  least  to  appoint  e'erks,  peons,  etc.,  temporarily  for 
a  period  of  one  month  or  less.  They  were  exercising  those  powers 
fer  the  last  many  years  and  there,  were  very  few  cases  of  complaint. 
Now  that  power  is  taken  by  the  (i.  0.  referred  to  above.  In  prac¬ 
tice  it,  is  found  very  difficult  to  get  on  satisfactorily  with  the  ad¬ 
ministrative  work  in  the  case  of  certain  departments  by  the  remo¬ 
val  of  this  power-  It  seems  doubtful  whether  the  various  depart- 
mental  heads  were  consulted  before  the  issue  of  the  said  order  as 
to  its  probable  effects  in  the  satisfactory  working  of  the  depart¬ 
ments.  Under  the  present  rule  the  head  of  the  department  has  to 
inform  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  about  a  vacancy  which 
often  occurs  without  previous  notice.  The  Public  Service  Com¬ 
missioner  or  the  other  responsible  officer  naturally  takes  some  time 
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to  select  a  suitable  candidate  to  be  appointed. in  thispfece»-  But 
when  the  candidate  so  chosen  by  the  Public  Service  Commissioner 
is'inforitfed  and  be  ‘joins  duty,  the  period  ofitovabaftcyl’tShitotei* 
or  is  about  to  terminate.  This,  I  submit  is  a  verydiffictilt’state'oii 
affairs  And  this  requires  re-consideration  by- the*' Government  at 'att- 
ea'rly  date.  Even  the  High'  Court  J fcd'ge  is  not  at  present  able  W- 
appoint  a  peon  for  one  m'Oiitli'at  least.  Imagine-"  the  diffiSuify-cn>r 
the  inconvenience  which  an  officer  in  the  position  of  an  High  Court’ 
Jiidge  wilhfeel  for' want  of  such  power  say  for  instance- in  appoint, 
ing’a  peon.  This  was  never  considered'  by  the  Government  before-* 
the  issue  of  the  order  in  question.  This  order'  interferes ’seridufely 
With  the  proper’ function's  of  the  departments  concerned,  There-' 
f6re,  I  submit  that  this  power  should  be  restored  tothe1  ctf  fibers- at'1 
aff  'eatly  date. 

I  have  also  heard  complaints  from  typists  and'  clerks  ih  the-- 
Judicial  Department  that  their  claims  were  overlooked  in'  the 
matter  of  promotion.  Sir,  it  would  be  advisable  to  inform  them 
on- 'what  grounds  their  claims  are  not  considered  so  that  they  may 
be  satisfied.  With  these  few  remarks  -I'  oppose  the  Deni  find.

Se'rvice' Recruitment  KhlOs  which  have’  bebri  changed,1  added  and1 
amended  every  day,  so  much  so',  that  no  body  knows '  wherfe :  to 
begin  an'd  where1  to  end.:  The  appointment  of  tho  PuMie  Service' 
Commissioner 'Was  the1  result  of  a  continuous  agitation  for  iufptttfi-- 
ing  equal  opportunities  to  ali'-comnidnitieS  in  public  services!-  The1- 
present  refcr  uftment  is'  based  ’upon  'the  rules  framed  in  this*'-  behtlfp 
By 'this  time  the  people  have’ become' more  or less  familiar  with  the- 
operation  of  the  rules.  The  results  are  highly  disappointing  -to-  -,th&: 
backward  conttnu-nkies  in  spite  of'  certain  concessions  embodied  in 
the  original  Government  Order  regarding. recruitment  to  the- Public 
Service.-  Of  the  three  divisions  I  would  leave  aside  the- Higher 
Division-,  recruitment  to  which  has  nod  yeb'begun.

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Suppose  200  candidates  are  advised  for  recruitment  within  one 
year,  and  suppose  there  arises  only  50  vacancies.  Then  Sir,  not  a 
single,  candidate  from  the  40  per  cent,  list  will  be  absorbed.  There- 
fore,  the  operation  of  the  new  recruitment  rules  is  it  penalty  for  the 
backward  communities  sinco  their  chances  are  indefinitely  post¬ 
poned. 

.■■■: 'Again,  the  basis  of  selection  is  by  a  process  called  selective 
test.  It  appears  that  70  per  cent,  of  the  marks  is  reserved  for 
qualification  in  the  examination  and  30  por  cent,  for  the  acting 
service  cr.d  community.  Tn  practical  experience  efficiency  has 
nothing  to  do  with  this  so  called  test.  Suppose  a  Brahmin  and  a' 
Pulaya,  both  of  them  graduates,  stand  as  candidates  for  a  particular 
post.  .  Both  of  them  have  got  the  same  marks,  or  the  Pulaya  candi¬ 
date  has  5  marks  more  than  the  Brahmin.  Then  comes  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  acting  service.  Unfortunately  the  Pulaya  might  not  have 
any  acting  service  to  his  credit,  while  tlie  Brahmin,  having  some 
god-father,  might  have  acting  service.  That  this  is  the  fact  will  be 
clear  when  we  remember  that  a  considerable  number  of  acting 
hands  belong  to  forward  communities.  If  this  is  the, state  of  affairs 
the. Brahmin  will  surely  get  the  post,  for,  out  of  the  30  marks  re¬ 
served  for  the  acting  service,  he  may  get  IS  or  80  marks.  It  may 
he  said  that  the  Pulaya  will  get  a  certain  poprortion  for  community! 
But  from  what  we  have  actually  seen  >  from  the  appointments,  the 
marks  alloted  for  ‘communities  ’  are  invariably  less  than  those 
alloted  for  acting  services.  I  am  only  showing  one  instance  of  a 
candidate  who  has  got  acting  service  and  who  is  appointed  inspite 
of  .the  fact  that  he  gets  only  a  lower  number  of  marks  in  examina¬ 
tion  This  shows  that  the  conttnsion  that  the  selective  test  decides 
efficiency  is  absolutely  meaningless. 

Another  serious  handicap  is  the  excessive  qualifications  pre¬ 
scribed  for  the  appointments  under  the  rules.  Before  these  rules 
came  into  operation,  ordinary  graduates  were  entertained  as  teachers. 
Now  the  rule  imposes  training  qualifications  also.  So  the  candi¬ 
date  is  uuder  the  mercy  of  the  Education  Department  to  get  himself 
trained.  .  If  only  he  is  in  the  department  could  there  be  the-  chance 
of  his  being  selected  for  the  training  course.  Thus  we  cauuot  enter 
the  department  without  training  and  wo  cannot  get  ourselves 
trained  without  entering  into  services.  This  is  the  anomalous 
position...  Again  take  for  instance,  the  technical  qualifications  pre¬ 
scribed,  for  tracers  and  draftsmen.  It  is  stated  that  they  should  get 
themselves,  trained-  Who  is  to  giveithem  the  training?  Those  who. 
ha.Ve.no: god- fathers  to  back  up  will  not  get  the  training,  and  thus . 
the  backward  communities  will  find  it  difficult  to  ■_ qualify  -  them-' 
selves  for  these  jobs.  There  is  another  fine  example.  For  the 
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Hospital  Warden’s  place  two  qualifications  are  necessary,  literacy 
and  hospital  experience.  So  far  as  literacy  is  concerned,  it  is  al¬ 
right.  What,  about  hospital  experience  f  It  is  only  after  getting 
some  job  in  a  hospital  that  you  can  gain  experience.  And  unless 
we  get  the  experience  we  cannot  apply  to  the  Public  Service  .  Com¬ 
missioner  for  a  job  with  the  result  that  we  cannot  get  a  job  in  the 
hospital. 

Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  :  Why  can’t  they  go  to 
some  private  hospitals  and  get  training  ? 

Mr.  T.  Mahomed  Ismail  ;  Sir,  when  the  Government 
themselves  cannot  provide  some  jobs  for  us,  it  is  too  much  to  ex¬ 
pect  private  hospitals  to  help  us.  , 

In  this  connection  let  me  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government 
how  their  of  quoted  slogan  that  “other  things  being  equal  preference 
will  be  given  to  the  backward  communities,”  works  adversely  inspite 
of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner.  Of  course,  he  is  helpless.  The 
so-called  ‘  other  things  such  as  training,  acting  service  etc ,  of 
which  I  have  stated,  will  stand  in  our  way.  Think  over  these 
1  other  things  ’  and  you  will  know  how  injustice  is  done.  So  I  a$k 
the  Government,  why  not  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  have 
a  hand  in  maintaining  the  ratio  in  the  matter  of  selecting  candidates 
for  such  training  also  ?i 

Sir,  one  word  with  regard  to  the  question  of  promotion  and 
confirmation.  It  will  be  clearly  seen  that  these  are  questions  in¬ 
cidental  to  recruitment.  If  the  work  of  recruitment  to  the  Public 
Service  can  be  entrusted  to  an  honest  man,  as  in .  the  case  of  the 
present  Fublic  Service  Commissioner,  why  not  entrust  the  question 
of  promotion  and  confirmation  also  to  him  ?  .  :: 

Instead  of  abolishing  this  post,  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Narayana 
Aiyar  I  would  request  the  Government  to  give  him  more  power  and 
take  away  the  powers  entrusted  with  departmental  heads  in  the 
matter  of  recruitment  to  public  service.  Then  it  will  help  him  to 
carry  on  the  work  more  effectively  and  the  backward  {communities 
will  thereby  get  their  grievances  redressed.  Sir,  my  view  is  _  that.  a 
thorough  overhauling  of  the  rules  is  absolutely  necessary,  so  that 
justice  could  be  dotie  to  all  alike  and  the  backward  communities  m&y 
get  fair,  representation  in  public  service.  ■  ' 

Mr.  K.  K,  Kuruvilla  :  Sir,  considering  that  some  com¬ 
munities  in  the  State  are  inadequa  tely  represented  in  the  .public  ser¬ 
vice  and  with  a  view  to  redress  the  grievances  of  such  communities, 
Government  have  laid  down  certain  rules  to  remedy  the  sjtuation. 
We  desire  to  emphasise  the  need  for  adhering  to  the  strict  letter  of 
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.that  communication.  Therefore,  we  request  that  that  order  )je 
^strictly  adhered  to. 

I  "also  desire  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  the 
.promise  of  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  made  about  ,an,y^r 
ago  that  a  definite  scheme  will  be  framed  and  put  through  ,(o 
•Afford  speedier  representation  of  the  un-representedvcouimriijuiies  in 
the  category  of  the  Provorlhiratrs.  But  nothing  is  known  to  have 
been  dona  in  that  line  so  far.  I  desire  to  make  clear  the  urgent 
need  for  putting  through  this  scheme  in  accordance  with  the 
promise,  bin ce  we  know  that  that  Government  order  shall  stand 
temporarily,  my  party  docs  not  wish  to  discuss  it 'further. 

Mr.’M.  Govindan  :  May  1  know  whether  ho  is  in  favour  oi 
the  extention  by  one  year,  recently  amounoed  by  Grvernment,  df 
the  period  of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  ? 

•Mr.  -V.  5 ■  Arumukham  Pillai  ( Tcvala  cum  Agastis- 
waram)  :  Sir,  I  may  submit  at  the  very  outset  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  are  now  doing  their  level  best  to  see  that  the  various,  com¬ 
munities  are  adequately  represented  in  the  Public  Service.  But  .  at 
the  same  time,  I  have  to  submit  that,  so  fur  as  the  Vollala-  com¬ 
munity  is  concerned,  it  is  inadequately  represented.  Sir,  I  wouM 
not  have  wished  to  speak  about  this  had  it  not  been  for  a  statement 
made  elsewhere;  by;  a.  responsible  member  of.  the  Legislature ,  and  1 
tun-.wucli  aggrieved  to  hoar  that  the  Ycllala  community  is  oyer  re¬ 
presented  in  the  public  service.  Siiy  it  is,  a  false  statement  ..deliber- 
•.ately  and  .falsely!  made. 

/Mr.  M-  Govindan  :  What  about  the  figures  .in  .the 
appendix  ? 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai :  Sir,  I  bug  to  submit  that 
..it  is  a  statement  made  falsely  and  deliberately.  T  may  also 
submit . 

Mt-  M-  Goyindan :  Sir, . 

Mr.vV.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai  :  1  don’t  yield  Sir. 

1  may. -also  submit  with  certain  amount  of  pride  thaf,  .from 
-Gtne-impaemorial,  this  community  .has  been  .most  loyal . .and  ' law- 
abiding  ,pp  to  .the  present  day.  Of  all  the  communities  .in  the 
State  this  is  the  one  important  community  which  has  been;  loyal 
from  time. immemorial  and  quite  law-abiding.  This  community  -is 
stffiermg  from  serious  disabilities.  In  the  .fost.. place,  it -is  this 
community  which  bears  the  heaviest  land  tax.  Of  all  -the  >o?sa- 
•munities ’this  is  the  one  which  contributes  the  largest -.share  itpifcbe 
cdffers  of  the  S.tate.  Under  such  circumstances,  T  -roay.dawrdhe 
'particular  attention  of  the- Government  to  the -urgent -in  eflessity'fk'*1 
satisfying  the  demand  of  this  community.  Sir,  1  said  at  the  outset 
that  the  d.  mauds  of  other  communities  where  satisfied  but  not  ot 
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this  community.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  the  matter  ,of  re¬ 
cruitment  to  public  service  this  community  is  rather  the  least  ;voci- 
ferous  ;  they  do  not  make  any  noise  and  that  is  the. only  reason 
why- this  community  is  entirely  ignored  by  the  Government. 

Sir,  with  regard  to  the  suggestion  made  by  Mr.  G.  Naraya-na 
Aiyar  for  the  abolition  of  the  post  of  the  Commissioner  andthe'in- 
troduction.  of  a  Staff  Selection  Board,  I  submit  that  it  is  quite  •inad¬ 
visable  in  view  of  the  conflicts  among  the  various  communities  «f 
the  State.  At  this  juncture,  it  is  not  advisable  to  have,a:Staif 
Selection  Board  in  the  place  of  the  present  Public  Service  Commis¬ 
sioner.  I  submit  that  it  is  advisable  that  he  should  be  retaired  -as 
long  as  possible. 

With  these,  few  words,  I  resume  my  seat. 

■Mr.  P.  I.  Simon  :  Sir,  I  support  the. demand.  It, has 
-,been. so- far  our  hard  lot  to  hear  about  communal .  representation. 
The  discussion  of  this  question  is  not  to  be  heard  now  except :  from 
.a  solitary, member  Mr.  Narayar.a  Aiyar.  There. is  no  advice  ,:to 
■C-hange-the  G.  0.,  there  is  no  advocacy  for  deleting  the  chmge 
-  ‘  other  things  being  equal,  ’  etc. 

Mr.  T.  Mahomed  Ismail  =  (Not  heard). 

‘President  :  The  Chair  is  not  able  to  hear  all  these1  frequent 
dialogues.  ;; 

Mr.  P.  I.  Simon;  Sir,  I  am  saying  that  there  is  no  ad¬ 
vocacy  to  change  the  rule3  from  that  quarter,  !  mean  the  old  Sum- 
-yuktha  Party  which  has  now  got  transformed  into  another  party 
altogether.  Although  the  majority  of  that  Party  still  are  -  those. *ybo 
-side  with  the  ideals  of  the  old  Samyuktha  party,  they  -  have .  now 
■found  it  convenient  to  agree  to  the  wishes  of  one  or  two  new  -.re¬ 
cruits  of  that  party.  'Even  these  two  recruits,  -it  -is  -well f known 
belong  to  the  overrepresented  communities  in  Travancore  PaMc 
Service.  It  is  very  much  according  to  their  wishes  that  Mr.rKaru- 
■  Villa  the  leader  of  the  party  said  that  the  G-  0.  may  be- retained  -at 
least  temporarily. 

Mr- Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair;  Is  it-propertfor 
•the- member  to  say  that  the  conduct  of  one  honourable  member- was 
■actuated1  by  the  advices  given  by  the  other-members  ? 

President:  Certainly.  ■-■ 

'Mr.'N.  V-  Chacko  :  When  the  devilhimsblf  does  -not  know 
.other’s  thoughts,  how  is  it  that  the,  member  was  -able  ■  to  -glean  -ithe 
-thoughts  of  others  ? 

"President ;  ’Presumably  the  honourable  member  dees  Hpt 
associate,  him  self  with  that  personage  that, is  why  he'  is  notts^Ie 
to  read  the  thoughts  Df  others.  (Laughter) 
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Mr.  P.  I-  Simon  :  Some  how  or  other,  (lie  plea  for  coir., 
munal  representation,  which  has  been  voiced  so  loudly,  is  noiy 
absent,  and  people  “'have  learned  to  submit  to  the  G.  0.  and  the 
rules  framed  thereunder.  Sir,  the  administration  of  the  G.  0.  and 
the  rules  is  done  by  one  of  our  best  officers.  He  is  retained  cn 
account  of  the  reason  that  to  him  the  Nair,  the  Brahmin,  the 
S.  I,  U.  0.  and  all  the  backward  varieties  of  human  beings  are 
alike.  He  is  the  best  man  for  the  purpose  and  be  is  efficiently  ad¬ 
ministering  his  department  and  there  could  not  be  any  demur  to 
the  opinion  that  1  have  propounded .  Coming  to  the  question  of 
representation  in  the  Public  Service,  Sir,  the  unrepresented  com- 
munities  ought  to  be  appointed  as  far  as  possible  with  reference  to 
efficiency.  Efficiency  ought .  to  be  the  first  criterion  for  appoint¬ 
ment  to  the  public  service.  I  .am  sorry  that  I  have  to  say  that 
communalism  is  fast  getting  hold  of  our  services-  I  do  not  say 
that  is  entirely  due  to  the  anxiety  on  the  part  of  the  Government 
to  give  full  recognition  to  the  claims  of  the  under-represented  com¬ 
munities  ;  it  may  be  due  to  that  ;  it;  may  be  due  to  something  else. 
But  I  would  request  the  Government  to  see  that  our  service  is  re¬ 
tained  with  the  maximum  efficiency  possible  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  Government  propose  to  bring  into  elfect  a  Civil  Service 
Examination  ;  and  I  hope  that  that  will  give  us  really  efficient  men 
to  occupy  our  official  benches. 

With  these  words  I  support  the  demand. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  Sir,  I  also  support  the  demand 

In  regard  to  the  need  for  a  Staff  Selection  Board  I  do  not  see 
eye  to  eye  with  Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar.  If  he  believes  that  the 
present  Rules  are  satisfactory  I  cannot  see  why,  instead  of  a  single 
individual  we  should  have  three  or  four  to  work  the  Kules.  AH 
that  need  be  done  is  for  the  Commissioner  to  adhere  to  the  Rules 
strictly.  As  regards  the  present  Public  Service  Commissioner  [ 
endorse  every  word  and  sentiment  given  expression  to  by 
Mr.  Simon.  What  I  would  suggest  is  that  we  should  try  ths  pre¬ 
sent  arrangement  for  the  full  period  for  which  it  was  originally  in¬ 
tended  to  be  tried,  before  we  suggest  any  change  in  the  Rules  or 
in  the  office.  I  was  really  surprised  to  hem-  Mr.  Ismail  complain¬ 
ing  that  the  Rules  had  been  amended,  and  are  being  interfered 
with  very  often. 

Mf.  T-  Mahomed  Ismail:  I  have  only  to  refer  the 
honourable  member  to  the  Government  Gazette. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath;  I  am  surprised  at  my  friend  himself 
making  suggestions  for  amending  the  Rules  even  before  the  trial 

Sod.  I  submit  the  Rules  have  to  be  tried  for  the  whole  period 
d  in  the  G.  0.  To  alleviate  suspicion  on  the  part  of  some  that 
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the  Rules  are  not  being  strictly  adhered  to,  I  think  it  would.be  ad¬ 
visable  to  publish  in  the  Gazette,  every  time  an  appointment  is 
made,  all  particulars  about  the  appointment  including  even  the 
name  of  the  person  appointed  and  his  rank  in  the  list. 

Mr.  T.  Mahomed  Ismail :  Is  it  the  honourable  member’s 
view  that  the  Rules  do  not  require  any  modification  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  Not  for  the  present,  anyhow,  for 
the  simple  reason  that,  if  Mr.  Ismail  wants  a  particular  change 
another  honourable  member  of  the  Brahmin  or  Christian  or  the 
Ezhava  community  may  oppose  that  suggestion  and  in  turn 
suggest  something  else  ;  my  friend  may  urge  for  communal  repre- 
sentalion  on  the  population  basis,  and  another  honourable  member 
may  emphasise  efficiency,  and  a  third  may  ask  for  territorial  repre¬ 
sentation.  It  is  too  early  now  to  think  of  modifying  the  Rules. 

Sir,  T  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  draw  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  to  the  treatment  now 
accorded  to  the  undergraduates  It  is  generally .  understood  that, 
for  three  graduates,  one  undergraduate  will  be  recruited,  I  doubt 
very  much  whether  this  rule  is  being  strictly  adhered  to  especially 
in  the  departments  of  Agriculture,  Industries,  Co-operation,  and 
also  some  other  departments  where  practical  training  and  experi¬ 
ence  are  the  things  that  really  coun1'.  Sir,  in  these  departments, 
the  claims  of  experienced  undergraduates  are  being  ignored.  I 
think  it  wilt  be  appropriate  here  to  read  a  passage  from  the  speech, 
made  by  the  Dewan  in  reply  to  the  deputation,  of  the  members  of 
the  old  Sarnyukta  Party,  on  the  9th  January  1938: — 

-  . . Do  you  want  a  Snaa  to  be  appointed  merely  because  he 

is  a  graduate  ? . that  the  faol  that  a  person  is  a  graduate  is 

no  proof  of  his  character;  on  the  other  hand  it  takes  away  the 

character  of  the  man... . Moreover,  many  graduates  are 

lacking  in  general  knowledge  and  a  viva  voce  test  will  be  useful.” 
Sir,  it  is  a  fact  that  the  claims  for  promotion  of  undergraduates  of 
long  experience  are  being  ignored.  It  is  true  that  the  depart¬ 
mental  heads  are  allowed  to  give  promotions,  recruitment  being 
made  by  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  only  to  the  last  vacancy. 
But  in  many  cases  the  departmental  heads  shirk  their  responsibility 
and  get  appointments  made  by  the  Public  Service  Commissioner 
even  in  cases  where  they  could  have  promoted  undergraduates 
already  in  service.  This  is  really  very  hard. 

It  has  been  accepted  that  viva  voce  is  better  than  any  other 
test.  I  am  surprised  how  initial  appointments  are  being  made 
without  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  having  even  a  look  at 
the  person  he  is  appointing.  There  is  no  knowing  whether,  by 
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strictly  adhering  to  his  list,  he  might  not  appoint  a  disabled  prittsbep 
one  who  is  lame,  physically  unfit  for  service  ;  and  medical  ■ 
nation  is  not  necessary  in  all  cases.  I  would  therefore  suggest 
viva  wrirf' test  being  insisted  upon  for  lower  appointineriJt  also. 

Mr.  M.  S.  Anirudhan  ( Karunagapalli ,  KartikapaMb  attfo 
Ambctlapuzha  cum  Shertala)  :  Sir,  it  has  been1  pointed  out  by>'  Mr. 
SifB'on  that  this  year  there  is  not  much  clamour  for  communal-  reJ 
pMseutdtfon  ;  evidently  ho  refers  to  the  attitude  of  the  State  Cion- 
gfriSB  Party  some  of  whom  ,  while  they  were  members  of  the- cfkh 
Samjmkta  party,  were  making  much  clamour  last  year,  but  are  now- 
keeping  quiet.  Sir,  there  has  been  clamour  for  communal  repre¬ 
sentation  froin  many  members  of  the  House  this  time  also,  andl-do 
not  think' it  will  cease  for  another  20  or  25  years.  Because,:  going, 
thrbrigli  the  figures  given  in  the  Administration  Report  of  the 
PHifeMc-Service'  Commissioner  it  is  clear  that  none  of  these  communi- 
ti§B;  which' are  under-represented  and  which  were  clamouring  for' 
cottWMtn&l  representation,  is  gutting  its  grievances  adequately  re- 
dffessed-  There  is  rib  doubt  that  the  position  is  getting  batter.  But' 
ipy 'point  is  that  these  communities  do  not  get  adequate  relief.  Some 
timeubaick1  a  memorial  was  presented  by  the  Samynkta 1  party  sugt 
gristing  some  modifications  to  the  Public  Service  G.  0.  ;  and  if  I' 
rfemeriibrir  right,  the  head  of  the  administration  conceded  some  of’ 
oh*-  points-'  and  made  certain  promises.  I  do  not  know  how  far 
thri.se  promises  have  been  carried  out. 

Coming  to  a  specific  instance,  under  the  present  G.  CM,  >  thri< 
H&vrihW'Acrianwtants,  Proverthiears  and  the  vast  majority  of  school 
rtEBE&rg;' although  by  virtue  of  thoir  pay  they  would  come- only  in 
the  lriwer-'di'Vision,  h’aVe  been  taken  over  to  the  intermridfote’division 
where-only  43  per  cent,  of' the  appointments  go  by  commitM!  rota¬ 
tion.  The  deputationists  urged  before  tho  Dewnh’to  chtthge  that 
awangsment and  to  bring  down  those  appointments  alrio  to’thelbw# 
division  so  that  the  under-represented  communities  will  grit  a-gVetttS* 
share  of  those  appointments  also.  I  do  not  know  wh'at'hari‘b&si¥ 
done  as  a  result -o£  that  representation  which  wo  made1. 

Tfeie- need’ for  an  Advisory  Board  was  also  pressed  since '  thrift 
waB"srinie  complaint  in  some  quarters  that  their  claims '  were'  ribt 
being  adequately  recognised-.  Unfortunately;  <  the  present1' Pub1!*!' 
Service  Commissioner  doc3  not  know  the  real  conditions  in  TiaVitf-' 
cote,-  That -was  why  we  suggested  the  constitution  of  an  A'dvisory 
Beiwl  to  advise  the  Commissioner. 

ABbther  suggestion  that  we  made  was  the  need  for'pend'dmtlt 
publication,  twice,  thrice  or  four  times  a  year . 
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Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Is  the  honour. 

able  member  referring  to  the  suggestions  made  by  the  defunct 
Samyukta  party  ? 

Mr.  M.  5.  Anirudhan  :  No.  I  am  speaking  of  the  defects 
of  the  present  G.  0,,  and  in  so  doing  I  am  referring  to  the  sugges¬ 
tions  made  by  the  memorial  put  in  by  the  Samyukta  party. 

Mr-  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  Is  it  the  view  of  the  honourable 
member  that  the  Government  should  accede  to  the  wishes  of  only 
those  persons  who  agitate  ? 

Mr.  M.  S.  Anirudhan:  Certainly  not.  We  do  not  want 
to  appropriate  the  legitimate  claims  of  anybody  else.  We  want 
inequalities  to  be  set  right.  We  want  justice  to  be  done  to  all.  We 
have  placed  our  grievances  before  the  Government. 

Mr.  K,  R.  Elenkath  :  Are  not  the  present  rule  intended 
to  satisfy  such  grievances  as  far  as  possible  ? 

Mr.  M.  S.  Anirudhan  '■  I  do  not  concede  that  the  present 
rules  have  gone  to  the  extent  necessary  for  adequate  redress  of  our 
grievances.  That  is  why  I  say  that  the  Rules  require  amendment, 
There  are  many  communities  who  are  not  satisfied  with  the  present 
G.  0. 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai :  May  I  know  the  names 
of  those  communities  ? 

Mr.  M.  S.  Anirudhan  :  I  do  not  yield,  Sir. 

In  regard  to  the  higher  division  also,  the  present  G.  0.  does 
not  make  it  obligatory  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  follow  the 
principle  of  communal  representation.  In  this  connection,  I  may 
bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  that,  very  recently,  when  chance 
of  the  Ezhavas  came  up,  the  principle  of  communal  rotation  which 
was  being  followed  in  the  recruitment  of  Munsiffs,  was  put  a  stop  to. 

Mr •  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai-.  Is  the  honourabla  mem¬ 
ber  aware  that,  very  recently,  an  Ezhava  Munsiff  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  ? 

Mr.  M.  S.  Anirudhan  :  I  do  not  yield,  Sir. 

My  plea  is  that,  in  the  higher  division  also,  communal  repre¬ 
sentation,  I  say  on  population  basis,  must  be  adhered  to,  if  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  really  mean  to  do  justice  to  the  communities  which  have 
been  kept  out  of  service  for  such  a  long  time.

President  :  I  am  afraid  I  can  give  only  live  minutes  move 
to  the  honourable  member  and  five  minutes  to  the  other  honourable 
members. 

Mr-  M  5.  Anirudhan  :  Sir,  I  was  at  the  question  of  direct 
appointments  made  by  Government  In  spite  of  the  G.  0.  on  the 
Public  Service  Recruitment,  the  Government  have  reserved  to  them¬ 
selves  the  right  of  appointment,  and  it  is  here  that  the  Ezhava  com¬ 
munity  has  been  most  hard  hit.  You  will  bear  with  me,  Sir,  if  I 
say  that  in  the  appointments  made  by  Government  in  recent  times 
the  Ezhava  community  has  bton  totally  ignored.  In  this  connection 
I  may  point  out  some  of  the  appointments  made  by  Government. 
I  shall  confine  myself  to  the  recruitments  made  from  the  Bar.  Four 
or  five  Magistrates  have  been  recruited  from  the  Bar.  I  ask  you, 
Sir,  is  there  any  single  Ezhava  from  the  bar  who  was  recruited  as 
Magistrate.  Do  you  mean  to  say,  Sir,  that  there  arc  not  candidates 
available  from  the  Ezhava  community  for  recruitment  as  Magistrates? 
There  were  days  when  I, here  was  dearth  of  men  in  tile  community, 
but  now  fortunately  there  are  enough  men  in  the  community  availa¬ 
ble  for  recruitment  as  Magistrates.  Again,  ns  Conciliation  Officers 
several  people  have  been  recruited  from  the  Bir  but  unfortunately  it 
lias  not  fallen  to  the  lot  of  any  member  of  the  bar  belonging  to  the 
Ezhava  community  to  be  appointed  as  a  Conciliation  Officer. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenka  th:  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The 
demand  before  the  House  refers  to  appointments  made  by  the 
Public  Sendee  Commissioner,  but  the  honourable  member  is  refer¬ 
ring'  to  appointments  made  directly  by  Government  without  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  Public  Service  Commissioner. 

President :  The  honourable  member  will  proceed. 

Mr-  M.  S.  Anirudhan  ;  Again,  in  the  last  reorganisation  of 
the  Excise  Department  two  members  from  the  Bar  have  been  re¬ 
cruited  as  prosecuting  Inspectors,  but  unfortunately  there  also  the 
representation  o£  the  Ezhava  community  is  nil.  There  have  been 
several  appointments  as  Assistant  Secretaries,  Law  Member,  Judges 
and  as  other  officers  and  in  none  of  these  instances  has  the  claim  of 
the  Ezhava  community  been  considered-  Sir,  I  must  not  be  misunder¬ 
stood  when  I  say  that  these  circumstances  have  created  a  strong 
feeling  in  the  minds  of  the  Ezhava, s  that  their  claims  are  not  recog¬ 
nised.  There  is  the  feeling  in  them  that  they  are  ignored  in  these 
matters.  Sir,  there  is  a  feeling  among  them  that  they  do  not  get 
justice  in  tjiese  matters.  Thereby  I  do  not  mean  to  say,  Sir,  that 
I  attributd'any  partiality  or  any  motive  to  Government.  I  only  refe^ 
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to  facts  and  these  facts  will  convince  you,  Sir,  of  the  inequality  of 
the  Ezhava  community  in  the  matter  of  representation  in  the  Public 
Service. 

In  this  connection,  Sir.  I  may  bring  to  your  kind  notice  that 
the  Ezhava  community  is  a  community  which  deserves  the  patron¬ 
age  of  Government.  If  there  is  any  community  in  the  State  which 
tO'day  deserves  patronage  in  appointment  to  public  service  it  is  the 
Ezhava  community.  Put  we  do  not  plead  for  any  patronage.  We 
want  only  justice  and  nothing  but  justice  from  the  Government. 

Mr-  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  (Nominated)  :  Sir,  I 
support  the  demand-  In  doing  so,  I  beg  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
the  House  and  of  the  Government  the  case  of  one  section  of  the 
Brahmin  community  which  is  most  ill-represented  in  Government 
service.  For  the  purposes  of  recruitment  to  Government  service  I 
am  surprised  to  see  why  there  should  be  no  distinction  between  man 
and  woman.  Men  have  been  over-represented  in  public  service  till 
this  moment.  Why  should  not  we  look  to  the  claims  of  women 
also  ?  So,  I  would  say  that  for  purposes  of  recruitment  there  should 
be  a  separate  classification  of  women  and  among  them  the  most 
unrepresented  community  will  be  found  to  be  the  Brahmin  women. 
I  would  argue  their  case  and  suggest  that  the  recruitment  rules 
should  be  so  modified  that  Brahmin  women  also  may  find  a  place  in 
the  public  service. 

Mr.  M.  S.  Anirudhan  :  May  I  know  from  the  honourable 
member  whether  there  have  been  any  applications  from  Brahmin 
women  for  appointment  ? 

Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar;  Yes.  There  are  B.A.> 
L.  T.’s  and  Honours  graduates  among  Brahmin  women.  There  are 
only  four  Brahmin  women  graduates  now  available.  It  is  with 
considerable  difficulty  that  the  community  persuades  its  women,  to 
go  to  school.  So,  it  will  only  be  an  incentive  to  this  community  to 
send  their  girls  to  colleges  freely. 

Then  the  next  thing  I  would  refer  to  is  the  question  of  direct 
recruitment  to  the  higher  grade  of  public  service. 

President :  That  is  not  in  order. 

Mr.  M-  K  Ananthasiva  Aiyar :  I  sympathise  fully  with 
the  unrepresented  communities  in  Bo  far  as  their  entertainment  in  the 
public  service  is  concerned.  But  in  regal'd  to  promotions,  I  wuld 
submit  that  they  ought  to  be  strictly  on  efficiency  ba;is.  Now  we 
see  that  in  almost  all  cases  promotions  merely  depend  upon  the 
service  alone  and  not  on  efficiency.  This  tells  very  much  upon  the 
efficiency  of  the  higher  grade  of  officers.  I  am  really  ashamed  to 
say  that  there  are  among  the  superior  grade  of  officers  in  the 
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persons  who,  if  I  may  bn  allowed  to  say,  may  be  stated  to  be  ineffi- 
dent.  This  case  of  inefficiency  could  be  avoided  only  if  promotions 
are  made  on  the  ground  of  efficiency  mid  efficiency  alone.  With 
these  words,  I  support  the  demand. 

Mr-  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  Sir,  I  wish  to  offer 
a  few  remarks  on  this  quest  ion.  At  the  time  when  the  Public 
Service  Recruitment  Rules  wens  framed  and  the  Public  Service 
Commissioner  was  appointed  1  hoped  and  the  Government  had  the 
hops  that  by  that  they  will  be  giving  a  quietus  to  the  agitation  for 
communal  representation  and  the  clamour  for  appointments  on  the 
basis  of  numbers  of  communities.  Sir,  the  whole  question  was  sought 
to  be  revised  or  looked  into  after  tho  lapse  of  three  years  and  neces¬ 
sary  modifications  effected  on  the  result  of  the  working  of  these 
rules.  Those  three  years  will  lie  lapsing  very  soon  and  I  think  that 
without  considering  the  effect  of  the  working  of  these  rules,  further 
extension  should  not  be  given.  Sir,  it  was  pointed  out  on  various 
sides  that  the  present  working  of  the  recruitment  rules  is  not  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  various  communities  due  to  various  reasons  The 
one  principle  on  whieli  the  Public  Sendee  Recruitment  Itules  were 
promulgated  and  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  was  appointed 
was  that  by  that  Government  will  be  able  to  secure  harmony  among 
communities  and  thus  they  will  give  a  quietus  for  this  agitation 
for  communal  representation.  Locked  at.  from  that  standpoint  what 
has  been  the  result  of  the  appointment  of  the  Public  Service  Com¬ 
missioner  and  the  working  of  the  Recruitment  Rules.  Sir,  the 
clamour  and  the  agitation,  instead  of  subsiding,  have  only  increased 
with  the  working  of  the  Public  Service  Recruitment  Rutes.  That 
is  a  fundamental  fact  that  Government  will  have  to  take  into  account. 
Whatever  else  the  operation  of  the  Public  Service  Recruitment 
Rules  might  have  achieved,  I  am  emboldened  lo  say  that  it  has  not 
achieved  this,  namely,  it  has  not  lessened  the  clamour  for  appoint¬ 
ments  and  it  has  not  increased  the  cordiality  between  communities. 
If  that  could  not  be  achieved  by  these  rules,  what  is  the  purpose  of 
punishing  a  community  merely  because  it  had  the  misfortune  to 
have  been  over  represented  beyond  their  numbers  when  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  numbers  was  not  the  criterion  for  recruitment  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govindan :  May  I  know  from  the  honourable 
member  whether  a  little  healthy  rivalry  between  communities  may 
not  make  for  more  efficiency  ? 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  Sir,  I  do  not  agree 
to  the  statement  of  the  honourable  member  that  the  rivalry'  that 
subsists  is  healthy,  first  of  all,  and  I  do  not  suppose  that  this  sort 
of  rivalry  and  this  sort  of  clamour  will  conduce  to  the  proper  fun¬ 
ctioning  of  the  public  service,  I  deny  both  those  assumptions  and 
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the  question  put  forward  by  my  friend  I  answer  in  the  negative  and 
say  that  it  does  not  improve  the  feeling  of  cordiality  between  'com¬ 
munities  and  that  it  is  not  conducive  to  efficiency.  It  has  not 
conduced  to  effect  satisfaction  to  the  various  communities  and 
further  attempts  are  made  for  in  roads.  I  am  one  who  believes, 
Sir,  that  whatever  else  this  might  bring  up,  this  will  not  be  the 
method  by  which  there  will  be  peace  and  concord  established  and 
efficiency  of  the  departments  effected.  On  that  point  I  have  no 
doubt,  Sir,  if  that  could  not  be  achieved,  then  what  is  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  sacrificing  the  time  and  energy  of  such  an  officer,  as  Dr. 
Nokes.  It  has  been  found  that  it  has  not  created  any  feeling  of 
goodwill.  The  appetite  has  only  increased  with  the  supply  that 
Government  were  making  with  regard  to  the  lower  grade.  For 
instance,  in  the  case  of  the  Nair  community  they  are  entitled  on 
the  basis  of  p  ipulation  to  as  much  representation  as  the  Ezhava 
community,  but  they  are  given  only  half  of  what  they  deserve.  On 
what  principle  can  such  a  thing  be  justified,  I  ask.  Suppose  for 
historical  reasons  the  Nair  community  has  been  over-represented 
because  in  the  Devaswom  Department  certain  communities  were 
prevented  from  entering  into  service,  or  for  other  historical  reasons, 
they  have  been  found  to  be  over-represented  and  when  you  introduce 
a  principle  of  representation  ou  the  basis  of  fecundity,  you  may  find 
that  a  particular  community  on  account  of  the  then  existing  circum¬ 
stances  are  over-represented  owing  to  a  new  principle  bn  the  basis 
of  which  you  now  look.  Now,  they  are  allowed  only-half  of  what 
others  are  given.  I  think  that  under  no  circumstance  it  can  be 
justified.  Are  the  people  of  this  generation  to  be  punished  for  the 
past  generation  being  over- represented.  Sir,  I  would  call  it  expro¬ 
priation.  If  you  accept  the  principle  of  population  for  recruitment, 
all  right.  But  it  is  only  from  the  moment  you  accept  that  principle 
that  you  can  give  effect  to  it  and  not  retrospectively.  And  that  has 
been  the  representation  even  of  people  who  have  b.en  agitating  for 
communal  representation  like  my  friend  Mr.  Govindan  and  Mr. 
Kunjithominen  and  various  other  people  who  made  the  proposal  in 
the  Public  Service  Keeruitment  Committee  that  recruitment  may  be 
made  from  that  date  on  the  basis  of  population.  Even  that  principle 
has  not  been  accepted  by  Government,  Government  went  a  step 
further  and  wanted  to  give  more  satisfaction  to  the  communities 
that  clamoured.  But  even  that  has  not  given  satisfaction  to  those 
communities.  It  has  been  effective  only  in  this  way.  It  has  whetted 
then  appetite  and  they  are  asking  for  more. 

Therefore,  the  whole  question  has  to  be  revised  and  looked 
into.  On  that  point,  I  think,  we  are  all  agreed-  Sir,  even  the  leader 
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of  the  State  Congress  is  not  satisfied  with  the  present  arrangement. 
I  have  heard  the,  leader  o£  the.  State  Congiess  asking  several  times 
elsewhere  whether  the  Nairn  aro  not  people  who  are  living  in  this 
country  and  I  ask  the  question  again  here  ami  say  that  they  should 
be  given  equal  treatment  with  other  communities,  We  are  not  crying 
for  any  privilege  or  for  any  favour  but  we  are  asking  to  he  treated 
as  other  communities.  We  are  asking  you  that  the  people  of  this 
generation  should  not  be  punished  for  the  representation  got  by  the 
people  of  an  earlier  generation.  1  think  we  bavo  a  right  to  demand 
that. 

Mr.  M.  Govindan  ;  _  Sir,  I  was  listening  to  the  speech  of 
my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Kottur  with  admiration.  For  eloquence 
it  yields  no  other  speaker  in  this  House.  But  I  aui  sorry  I  am  not 
able  to  agree  with  him  regarding  the  substance  of  his  advocacy.  In 
the  first  place  the  fervid  portion  of  his  speech  was  a  strong  appo- 
logy  for  status  q  wants  unimpaired,  lie  was  very  careful  to  say 
that  for  the  sins  of  a  former  generation  the  present  generation 
should  not  be  punished.  But  I  ask  my  friend  whether  he  has 
scrutinished  the  figures  to  understand  the  lua)  position  in  the  ease 
of  Lower  Division  appointments  which  he  was  emphasizing  in  parti¬ 
cular  I  am  sure  he  has  not  taken  pains  to  find  what  proportion  of 
appointments  is  held  by  the  Nail'  community  in  the  lower  division' 
The  fact  is  that  it  is  almost  a  monopoly  of  one  community  to  pos¬ 
sess  those  appointments.  When  that  was  found  by  the  Government, 
they  took  care  to  see  that  in  determining  the  proportion  of  future 
recruitment,  with  a  view  to  equalise  the  numbers  for  two  communi¬ 
ties,  the  proportion  of  lower  grade  appointments  given  to  Nairs  may 
be  reduced  to  a  certain  extent.  For  every  five  appointments  in  the 
Nair  community  there  will  be  nine  Esshuvas.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
the  Ezliava  is  not  having  one-hundredth  o£  the  appointments  held 
by  the  Nairs.  That  is  the  real  state  of  affairs  in  the  matter  of 
actual  representation  and  therefore  with  a  view  to  equalise  the  share, 
the. present  ratio  was  fixed.  And  what  is  tlni  result.  Even  the 
present  ratio,  the  figures  given  by  Dr-  Nokes  in  his  report,  shows 
that  there  is  no  sufficient  reduction  and  the  grievance  remains  where 
it  was.  Although  1  cannot  say  that  the  Ezliava  does  not  get  any 
representation  at  all,  I  have  to  say  that  the  representation  of  Ezhavas 
so  far  os  the  lower  division  is  concerned  is  quite  inadequate.  After 
all  these  are  only  crumbs,  and  that  for  very  small  appointments. 

When  we  come  to  the  intermediate  division  let  us  see  the  state 
of  affairs.  The  disparity  that  was  already  existing  in  respect  of 
that  division  is  still  being  maintained.  A  perusal  of  the  figures  will 
show  that  out  of  three  appointments  to  Nairs,  one  from  the  Ezhavq 
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community  is  preferred.  Then  can  it  be  said,  ns  Mr.  Anirudhaa 
pointed  out,  that  there  are  no  qualified  hands  among  the  Ezhavas. 
The  fact  is  that  there  was  long  service  men  and  they  have  to  be 
recruited.  There  is  a  long  list  in  connection  with  that.  And  that 
list  contains  Hairs,  who  are  long  service  men-  From  this  long  list, 
recruitments  are  made  and  still  that  long  list  is  not  exhausted.  My 
friend  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  wants  that  the  rules  relating  to 
Public  Service  should  be  scrapped.  The  glaring  inequality  existing 
in  the  matter  of  recruitments  have  been  attempted  to  be  solved  by 
the  present  rule.  But  the  attempt  lias  not  succeeded  yet  to  any 
considerable  extent.  Yet  the  rales  are  sought  to  be  scrapped.  I 
cannot  understand  the  position  at  all. 

How.  efficieny  has  been  trotted  out  as  a  sort  of  answer  to  the 
monopoly-  I  say  that  efficiency  is  not  the  monopoly  of  any  parti¬ 
cular  class.  I  am  sure  it  will  be  found  if  there  is  a  fair  representa¬ 
tion  of  all  communities  in  the  Public  Service,,  instead  of  the 
monopoly  of  one  community  or  two,  there  should  be  a  healthy 
rivalry  as  I  pointed  out  in  answer  to  a  question.  That  rivalry  will 
lead  to  more  efficiency.  After  all,  what  is  the  test  that  we  are  ask¬ 
ing  to  setup.  It  is  all  a  question  of  literary  test.  That  literary  test 
is  dependent  on  money.  In  the  matter  of  holding  offices,  sympathy 
and  well-balanced  mind  are  essential  factors  for  achieving  success. 
Ho  success  in  vivc,  voce  test  will  yield  that  result. 

Then  Dr.  Hokes  lias  asked  for  a  sum  of  Ks.  24,000.  In  my 
opinion  he  deserves  even  much  more.  There  are  two  or  three  places 
in  the  report  which  goes  to  show  that  the  rales  could  not  be  worked 
out  successfully  because  of  the  understaffing  in  his  department. 
There  has  been  over-working  by  his  staff  in  fact  and  on  account  of 
the  under-staffing,  the  rules  have  not  been  worked  out,  The  ques¬ 
tion  of  staffing  an  office  is  a  very  important  matter.  If  proper  staff 
is  given,  I  am  sure,  this  complaint  may  not  have  to  be  repeated 
next  year. 

One  word  with  regard  to  the  Staff  Selection  Board  suggested 
by  Mr.  Narayana  Aiyar.  His  idea  was  that  a  person  like  Dr.  Hokes 
need  not  be  continued  as  a  full-time  officer  if  there  is  a  Staff  -Seles* 
tion  board.  My  point  is  that  in  the  circumstances  of  this  country 
where  there  is  so  much  of  scramble  for  appointment  there  is  neces¬ 
sity  for  a  person  like  Dr.  Nokes  who  is  well-known  for  his  impar¬ 
tiality.  The  existence  of  a  person  like  him  is  inevitable  in 
Travancore,  if  ever  the  Staff  Selection  Board  comes  into  being,  I 
would  recommend  that  a  small  Advisory  Board  may  be  set  up  so 
that  more  confidence  maybe  resiored  in  the  impartiality  of  the 
administration  of  the  office  of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner. 
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Dr.  0-  D  Nokes  :  Sir,  il:  is  gratifying  to  find  that  there 
has  been  uo  serious  opposition  to  the  continuance  of  the  Public  Ser¬ 
vice  Recruitment  Rules,  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  liottur  Kunju- 
krislma  Pilhii.  I  do  not  wish  to  say  anything  which  could  increase 
hostility  or  ill-feeling  between  communities,  but  T  think  it  necessary 
to  remind  him  that  the  opposition  which  lms  been  shown  to  these 
Rules  emanates  from  n  community  which  in  1110  held  GO  per  cent, 
of  the  appointments  in  the  Public  Service,  and  that;  the  so-called 
penalisation  (an  unfortunate  word)  of  that  community  relates  only 
to  the  reduction  of  their  numbers  in  the  rotation  in  the  lower  divi¬ 
sion.  The  Rules  in  question  are,  a  compromise,  as  suited  in  the  G.  0. 
but  do  not  penalise  any  community.  With  regard  to  the  Interme¬ 
diate  and  Higher  divisions,  all  the  communities  who  were  over- 
represented  in  the  Public  Service  when  the  Rules  came  into  opera¬ 
tion  still  have  considtsrulileopporlunilies  in  the  intermediate  Division 
in  that  they  may  obtain  60  per  cent,  of  the  appointments  which  are 
open  to  unrestricted  competition. 

In  regard  to  the  statement  made  by  two  honourable  members 
as  to  the  continuance  in  office  of  the  present  Public  Service  Com¬ 
missioner,  I  wish  to  say,  without  any  reference  to  matters  which 
may  be  described  as  personal  to  me,  I  hat  there  appears  to  be  a  misap¬ 
prehension.  The  original  Government,  order,  which  was  passed  3 
years  ago,  provided  that  the  rules  should  be  worked  for  a  period  of 
three  years  and  then  reviewed.  The  Public  Service  Commissioner  was 
then  appointed  in  office  for  3  years.  Hut  the  rules  did  not  come 
into  operation  till  about:  2  years  ago,  owing  to  the  necessity  for 
collecting  information,  framing  the  Rules  them- elves  and  supple¬ 
menting  them  by  other  Government,  orders  wherever  necessary, 
and  doing  a  considerable  amount  of  other  preparatory  wo;  k-  The 
position  therefore  is  that  the  Rules  have  been  in  working  operation 
for  just  over  two  years,  and  the  intention  of  Government,  as  ex- 
pressed  in  their  order,  being  to  review  the  matter  after  the  Rules 
have  been  worked  for  8  years,  there  now  remains  nearly  one  further 
year  before  a  revi0w  should  be  made.  Therefore  Government  con¬ 
sidered  it  desirable  that  the  Commissioner  who  had  been  in  office 
during  the  first  two  years  of  the  operation  of  the  Rules  should 
remain  for  a  further  year;  and  the  proposed  review  will  be  held  at 
or  about  the  time  when  the  3  years  expire,  that  is  to  say,  about  one 
year  hence. 

I  am  going  to  invite  the  opinion  of  members  of  this  House,  as 
I  have  invited  the  opinion  of  members  of  another  House,  with 
regard  to  what  I  consider  as  major  amendments  to  the  Rules,  and 
to  request  them  to  send  to  me  for  perusal  and  recommendation  or 
otherwise  to  Government  their  proposal*  for  the  modification  of  the 
Rules;  so  that  tjje  opiuion  of  all  representative  persons  in  the  coun¬ 
try  may  be  before  Government  for  the  purpose  of  that  review. 
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I  should  like  the  members  to  bear  that  in  mind,  as  I  made  a  similar 
suggestion  in  this  House  Inst  year  with  regard  to  minor  amend- 
ments,  but  during  tlie  course  of  last  year,  I  have  received  only  one 
proposal  from  a  member  of  this  House  with  regard  to  amendments 
■  to  the  Rules,  I  hope  that  my  invitation  will  not  go  unheeded. 
This  time,  if  the  members  seriously  consider  that  amendments  to 
the  Rules  are  desirable,  perhaps  they  will  let  me  have  the  benefit  of 
their  opinions  in  black  and  white. 

Before,  however,  members  make  any  proposal  to  me  with  re. 
gard  to  a  Staff  Selection  or  Advisory  Board,  I  may  inform  them  that 
the  attitude  of  Government  is  against  the  appointment  of  a  Board, 
for  the  following  reasons.  In  the  first  place  I  assume  that  the 
object  of  appointing  such  a  Board  is  to  assist  the  Commissioner  and 
I  gather  that  is  the  real  object  of  the  proposal.  It  may  be,  how. 
ever  that  there  are  members  who  consider  that  the  Commissioner 
should  be  either  obstructed  or  that  he  should  be  checked.  If  the 
object  of  members  is  to  assist  the  Commissioner,  then  that  object  is 
already  or  will  be  fulfilled  so  far  as  feasible  in  the  following  ways. 
So  far  as  the  Civil  Service  Examinaticn  is  concerned,  that  is,  the 
examination  foi'  the  Higher  Division,  there  are  proposals  before 
Government  which  they  are  now  considering,  (not  proposals  made 
by  me  alone,  but  proposals  made  by  a  committee)  that  the  conduct 
of  the  examinations  for  the  Civil  Service  should  be  carried  out  by 
a  board  of  3  officers;  so  that,  for  all  practical  purposes,  there  will 
be  a  Staff  Selection  Board  for  recruitment  in  the  Higher  Division. 
If  it  is  not  already  in  existence,  it  is  under  contemplation.  So  far 
as  the  Intermediate  Division  is  concerned  it  is  my  practice,  in  all 
cases  of  higher  appointments  where  Ithink  it  desirable  to  have  the 
assistance  of  technical  officers,  to  invite  the  head  of  the  department 
concerned  to  go  through  the  applications  with  me  and  give  me  the 
benefit  of  his  opinion.  In  other  words,  we  together  constitute  an 
ad  hoe  Staff  Selection  Board.  So  far  as  the  Lower  Division  is  con- 
earned,  a  Staff  Selection  or  Advisory  Board  is  entirely  impracticable. 

I  work  on  the  rotation,  and  a  Board  consisting  of  3  or  even  30 
members  could  not  alter  the  rotation.  The  suggestion  that  a  Staff 
Selection  Board,  which  is  to  meet  quarterty,  should  deal  with  Lower 
■  Division  appointments  is  verging  at  least  on  the  incredible  when 
members  consider  that  advices  are  given  daily.  Before  attending 
ithis  Council  today  I  have  replied  to  two  requisitions,  and  when  I 
leave  this  House  this  evening  I  expect  to  find  many  other  advices 
for  signature.  .  If  any  sort  of  Staff  Selecnon  Board  for  these 
.appointments  is  to  be  employed,  the  daily  routine  of  my  office  will 
become  impossible-  Perhaps  members  do  not  realise  that  such 
‘Boards  elsewhere  do  not  deal,  as  I  do,  with  the  appointment  of 
.pfions  and  cither  mi  no?  appointments.-  -  -

That  is  one  particular  aspect,  of  the  situation.  There  is  another 
of  greater  importance,  and  that  is  this:  ^  The  object  of  appointing  a 
Commissioner  who  is  not  a  member  of  this  country  is  to  avoid  as 
far  as  possible,  communal  friction.  Jt  is  common  knowledge  that 
wherever  you  got  a  Commit  too  I  do  not  use  the  term  "Staff  Selec¬ 
tion  Board’’  or  “Public  Service  Commission”  as  1  have  no  wish  to 
cast  any  relleetion  on  institutions  outside  this  State,  I  will  therefore 
use  the  word  “Committee’’  which  is  composed  of  members  of 
different  communities  who  have  to  deride  connnnnal  matters  there 
is  a  tendency  to  undesirable  bargaining.  This  therefore  involves  a 
perpetuation  of  the  communal  tension  which  the  Public  Service 
Eecruitmen’:  llulos  and  the  appointment  of  a  single  commissioner 
were  designed  to  avoid.  Thus  it  seems  that,  the  appointment  of  & 
Staff  Selection  Board  would  only  bo  perpetuating  what  we  are  try¬ 
ing  ho  prevent. 

There  is  one  other  matter  which  I  wish  to  mention  in  this  con¬ 
nection.  The.  members  who  ask  for  a  Staff  Selection  Board  appear 
to  advocate  that  it  should  he  composed  wholly  or  partly  of  non- 
officials.  J  know  of  no  Staff  Selection  Board  or  Public  Service 
Commission  in  Jnch’a  which  is  not  composed  entirely  of  officials. 
Government  officials  on  such  Boards  ought  to  act  as  officials  and  not 
ns  representatives  of  their  communities;  hut  the  public  unfortuna¬ 
tely  will  not  believe  t  his,  and  will  attempt  to  bring  pressure  to  bear 
upon  them  to  act  communally.  So  the  result;  is  that,  whether  the 
Board  is  composed  of  'officials  or  non-officials,  the  communal  element 
cannot  bo  excluded. 

Therefore  this  proposal  is  opposed  on  these  grounds.  First,  in 
so  far  as  an  unofficial  Board  is  proposed,  there  is  no  precedent  for  it 
elsewhere,  in  India.  Secondly,  an  unofficial  or  partly  unofficial 
Board  will  involve  the  perpetuation  of  communal  differences-  And 
thirdly,  so  far  as  an  official  Board  is  necessary  it  exists  •  or  will 
shortly  exist,  and  so  far  as  it  is  not;  necessary,  it  is  impracticable- 
In  these  circumstances  I  hope,  in  view  of  the  reasons  which  I  have 
enunciated  to  members  that  the  proposal  for  a  Staff  Selection  or 
Advisory  Board  will  not  reappear. 

The  general  debate  covers  a  wide  area  and  involves  a  number 
of  detailed  matters.  I  wish  to  make  a  distinction,  as  I  have  made 
elsewhere,  between  two  types  of  proposed  amendments.  There  are 
major  amendments  affecting  the  frame  work  of  the  llules,  which 
involve  something  contrary  to  the  G.  0.  passed  in  1935,  and  there 
are  minor  amendments,  many  of  which  have  already  been  passed. 
Before  the  review  takes  place  it,  is  not  possible,  feasible,  or  desirable, 
I  think,  to  make  any  major  amendments.  The  deputation  which 
has  been  referred  to,  which,  was  received  by  you,  -Sir,  in  another

capacity,  proposed  certain  major  am  ndments.  I  than  pointed  out 
that  these  should  be  deferred  until  the  review,  and  this  is  the  reason 
why  action  was  not  taken  on  those  proposals  as  was  mentioned  at 
that  time. 

President  ;  The  honourable  member  has  five  minutes  more. 

Dr.  G.  D.  Nokes  :  Yes,  Sir.  If  members  find  that  all  their 
points  are  not  dealt  with.  I  must  ask  them  to  realise  that  this  is  not 
because  Lam  unwilling  to  deal  with  them,  but  because  the  rules  and 
procedure  make  this  cause  impossible.  I  will  endeavour  to  deal 
with  as  many  points  as  l  can,  as  briefly  as  possible.  Reference  has 
been  made  to  the  power  of  appointing  authorities.  The  recent 
Government  Order  on  the  point  has  concentrated  the  powers  of 
appointment  in  the  hands  of  the  higher  authorities.  It  makes 
easier  and  smoother  the  working  of  recruitment  in  practice. 

From  the  suggestions  that  have  been  made  with  regard  to  the 
position  of  the  unrepresented  communities,  it  appears  that  the  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  particular  communities,  to  some  extent,  have  been 
disappointed.  The  report  of  my  department  for  1112  relates  to 
the  first  IT  months  in  which’ the  Rules  were  in  operation.  It  gives 
a  list  of  vacancies  and  of  selected  candidates,  showing  the  numbers 
from  the  unrepresented  communities.  In  that  short  period  the  full 
number  of  candidates  selected  from  the  unrepresented  communities 
had  not  been  appointed  as  all  the  estimated  vacancies  had  not  arisen 
in  the  Intermediate  division.  Since  then  those  men  have  been 
appointed  iu  the  majority  of  cases.  If  the  percentage  fell  slightly 
below  40,  it  was  far  the  reason  and  because  there  were  exceptions 
when  there  were  no  qualified  candidates  for  some  appointments. 
But  taking  the  Pules  as  a  whole  and  the  appointments  as  a  whole, 
it  will  be  found  that  during  11  IS  the  proportion  of  60  to  40  has 
been  observed  iu  the  Intermediate  Division.  1  shall  not  be  surprised 
to  know  (though  the  final  figures  are  not  yet  ready)  that  in  fact  the 
unrepresented  communities  have  obtained  much  more  than 
40  per  cent,  of  the  Intermediate  Division  appointments  during  1116, 
because  they  had  the  right  to  be  selected  among  the  60  per  cent.  also. 

With  regard  to  Proverthicars,  the  suggestion  that  Government 
have  broken  the  promise  made  last  year  is  a  mistake-  As  the 
House  knows  Mr.  George,  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner,  then 
promised  to  forward  proposal  to  Government ;  he  did  so  ;  and  in 
fact  a  Government  Order  on  this  subject  was  passed  some  months 
ago.  According  to  that  Government  Order,  lO  Proverthicars 
should  be  recruited  each  year.  I  advertised  for  the  first  5  for  one  ■ 
half  year  some  months  ago.  It  is  true  that  the  result  of  the  adver¬ 
tisement  was  disappointing.  But  Mr.  Kur.uvilla’s  suggestion  that 
Government  have  broken  their  promise  is  erroneous. 
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The  Vellala  community  is  grouped  under  “other  Caste  Hindus” 
for  the  purpose  of  veoruitement.  It  is  not.  possible,  therefore,  to 
say  whether  the  Rules  worked  for  their  benefit  or  not. 

The  question  of  under-graduates  is  not  a  matter  with  which  I 
am  concerned.  The  proportion  of  1  to  3  relates  to  promotion.  It 
is  not  a  matter  of  recruitment. 

Thu  suggestion  that  a  medical  examination  of  candidates  should 
be  conducted  is  misconceived.  In  the  case  of  selections  for  Police 
Constables  and  Excise  peons*  where  physique  is  a  qualification, 
those  selected  might  in  a  few  cases  have  been  undersized,  or  in  other 
eases  might  not  have  had  the  required  physical  qualification,  when 
the  appointing  authorities  had  to  reject  them.  But  now  that  the 
stall  of  my  office  has  been  augmented,  regular  medical  examinations 
of  such  candidates  are  arranged  before  advice  on  recruitment.  In 
other  cases  it  is  the  duty  of  the  appointing  au'horities  to  satisfy 
themselves  that  the  candidates  are  in  good  health  before  recruit- 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  May  I  know  whether  the  pro¬ 
portion  now  followed  is  based  upon  the  number  of  qualified  hands 
in  any  community  or  of  the  total  population  ? 

Dr.  G.  D.  Nokes  :  The  rotation  is  based,  according  to  the 
Government  Order,  partly  on  numbers,  irrespective  of  literacy,  and 
the  proportion  in  the  Intermediate  Division  depends  partly  upon 
literacy. 

I  want  to  say  a  word  with  regard  to  women,  who,  it  is 
suggested,  should  be  treated  as  a  separate  community.  The  Rec¬ 
ruitment  Committee  suggested  that  they  should  be  considered  as  a 
separate  community  for  appointments,  but  Government  did  not 
accept  this  recommendation.  The  rule  will  remain  as  it  is  unless 
the  member  who  viewed  this  suggestion  can  convince  Government 
that  women  form  a  separate  community  and  are  not  parts  of  the 
communities  of  their  small  relatives. 

I  shall,  in  concluding,  reiterate  my  invitation  to  members  to 
scud  me  suggestions  with  regard  to  major  proposals.  Let  us  hope 
that  in  the  course  of  the  coming  year,  when  the  Rules  arc  reviewed, 
Government  will  have  the  assistance  of  these  suggestions.  Any, 
difficulties  felt  by  members  to  occur  in  the  working  of  the  Rule# 
will  receive  serious  consideration  by  Government. 

The  question  that  the  demand  be  passed  was,  then,  put  and 
carried. 

The  motion  was  passed  and  the  grant  was  made. 

DEMAND  XV— POLICE. 

Mr.  M.  Ramachandra  Rao :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  a 
grant  not  exceeding  Rs,  7,54,824  under  Demand  XV— Police# 
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Mr.  Kalloor  Narayana  Pillai :  tru<i>,  amaaii  ge®  cuilzo 
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Mr.  K,  R.  Elenkath  :  Sir,  1  belong  to  none  of  the  con¬ 
flicting  parties  and  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations  on  some 
important  things  with  the  best  interest  of  the  country  at  heart  and 
without  prejudice  or  bins.  I  would  first  of  all  deni  with  the  C.  I.  D. 
menace  in  the  State,  Sir,  iti  the  interests  of  the  State  and  in  the 
interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  State,  I  w'ould  ask  the  Government 
to  abolish  altogether  this  section  of  the  department.  Sir,  the 
C.  I.  1).  Department  has  been,  to  a  large  extent,  contributing 
'much  to  the  unrest  and  misunderstandings  as  between  officials  and 
officials,  as  between  officials  and  non-officials  and  as  between  non- 
officials  themselves.  Sir,  it  is  qu'te  improper  for  a  0.  I-  D.  to  be 
let  on  the  trail  of  the  movements  of  an  honest  officer  on  some 
usMtned  suspicion.  Sir,  there  are  C.  I.  Ds.  watching  us  and  we 
-cannot  visit  such  non-officials  who  hold  a  particular  political  opinion 
Even  the  officials  are  not  allowed  to  visit  them  even  though  they 
foe 'their  relatives  or  fri*  nds  of  long  standing.  Sir,  for  example  a 
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responsible  officer  may  have  business  transactions  with  a  non-official 
who  hold  political  views  other  than  his.  And  if  he  visits  the  non- 
official  once  or  more  than  once  he  is  suspected  to  be  in  league  with 
the  non-oifcial.  And  this  sort  of  impression  on  the  part  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  shakes  his  devotion  and  loyalty  to  the  Government  and  he 
may,  at  times,  become  subersive  though  not  apparently.  Now. 
Sir,  it  was  a  surprise  to  me  to  know  that  one  of  the  big  officials  in 
the  country  did  not  even  invite  for  a  marriage  function  a  bosom 
friend  of  his,  a  person  who  was  his  classmate  all  through  his  educa¬ 
tional  career,  because  that  friend  was  holding  a  different  political 

Therefore,  Sir,  it  may  be  to  the  best  advantage  of  Government 
to  allow  their  officers  to  have  free  talks  witb  such  non-officials  who 
hold  so-called  subversive  and  disloyal  views  so  that  they  might  be 
converted  to  the  Government  side.  But  to  breed  and  let  loose 
suspicion  and  ranker  among  the  place  of  public  life  is  no  advantage 
to  Government  and  sometimes  it  may  prove  dangerous  to  them. 

Kow,  Sir,  as  between  officials  and  non-officials  there  may  be 
people  related  to  or  who  are  friends  of  the  officials  who  may  hold 
different  views  in  politics.  But  to  suspect  such  officials  to  be  in 
league  with  their  relations  or  friends  whose  political  view  Govern¬ 
ment  do  not  countenance  will  not  in  any  way  be  advantageous  to 
public  life.  Sometimes  the  insinuating  C.  I.  Ds.  may  cook  up  report 
which  may  do  havoc  to  the  careers  of  these  officers.  At  other 
times,  some  school  boys,  as  an  act  of  bravado,  may  utter  things 
about  Government  and  its  doings  which  a  0, 1.  D.  may  hear  and 
report  to  Government,  If  Government  were  to  take  cognisance  of 
it,  then  I  think,  Sir,  about  90  per  cent,  of  the  school  boys  may 
have  to  be  punished.  But  I  shall  not  proceed  to  deal  with  matter 
about  which  I  have  no  detailed  knowledge. 

Sir,  before  I  close  I  must  deal  with  one  subject  which  I  cannot 
desist  remarking.  That  is  about  the  treatment  meted  to  the  college 
students.  Sir,  I  do  not  agree  with  the  view  that  the  college 
students  should  be  allowed  to  have  their  own  way.  But  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  situation  might  have  been  controlled  by  the  officers 
responsible  and  I  doubt  whether  such  a  contingency  as  a  lathi 
charge  would  have  ever  arisen.  Sir,  I  ask  whether  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Police  or  the  District  Magistrate  could  not  have  averted 
the  situation  if  they  had  risked  some  stone  throwings  and  saved 
much  innocent  blood.  Sir,  even  an  outsider,  Mr.  Watkis,  was  the 
least  afraid  of  being  hurt  and  he  moved  with  the  students  and 
pleaded  with  them  to  quit  the  place.  And  I  am  one  of  those  who 
believe  that  the  students  are  amenable  to  reason.  As  an  instance  of 
this,  I  shall  just  quote  an  incident  which  took  place  in  1097  during 
Vol  XH.  No.  6.

the  students  strike.  Sir,  I  happened  to  be  near  the  Cochar  stream 
when  a  crowd  of  students  were  rushing  in  procession  and  when 
they  reached  the  spot  where  there  was  a  constable  on  duty,  they 
crowded  around  the  constable  and  Was  just  going  to  handle  him 
mischievously,  sir,  then  it  struck  me  that  some  immediate  action 
was  necessary  to  save  the  constable  from  being  lynched.  Because 
I  was  well  known  with  the  students,  as  I  am  one  who  is  bred  and 
brought  up  in  Trivandrum,  I  rushed  to  the  constable,  caught  hold 
of  his  hand,  and  along  with  him  we  went  to  a  Vakil’s  office  nearby 
and  got  him  inside  a  room.  Just  then  I  came  outside  and  told  the 
boys  that  a  petty  constable  who  was  getting  Rs.  7  or  ft  was  not 
responsible  for  the  alleged  high  handedness  that  wore  shown  to  them 
and  if  they  persisted  in  these  sorts  of  mischievous  deeds,  they 
would  loose  the.  sympathy  of  the  people  who  had  then  seen  righte¬ 
ousness  on  the  students'  cruse.  Then  I  asked  them  to  get  back  the 
cap  of  the  constable  which  they  had  taken  forcibly  from  him  and 
thrown  on  the  road. 

Sir,  I  appealed  to  them  to  get  back  the  cap  which  was  flying 
and  it  was  instantaneously  brought  up  from  the  Kochar  stream.  1 
point  out  this  incident  to  show  that  if  the  people  can  persuade  the 
students  to  do  the  right,  certainly  they,  being  more  educated  and 
more  cultured  than  the  low-paid  police  servants,  will  obey  the  law. 
I  only  point  out  these  incidents  to  show  that  if  these  Government 
subordinates  have  any  idea  of  the  policy  of  His  Bigness  the 
Maharaja,  to  whom  by  tradition  and  instinct  the  safety  of  the 
humblest  of  the  humblest  is  the  anxious  concern,  I  would  certainly 
say,  these  officers  including  the  professors,  could  have  gone  to  the 
spot  and  risked  some  stone  throw  and  even  a  few  drops  of  blood  to 
avoid  the  calamity  of  streams  of  blood  flowing  from  the  heads  of 
boys. 

President :  The  honourable  member  has  two  minutes 
more. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  I  only  wanted  to  point  out  that 
these  incidents  could  have  been  avoided  if  proper  action  has  been 
taken,  I  know  that  Government  are  the  target  of  criticism  in  this 
connection,  because  of  the  thoughtlessness  of  the  officials,  because 
every  action  of  the  subordinates  is  put  at  the  head  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  the  Government,  make  no  response  to  them.  If  these 
Government  servants  therefore  could  be  responsible  for  the  duties 
entrusted  to  them,  such  calamitous  incidents  could  have  been 
averted. 

President :  The  honourable  member  will  finish  soon. 
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Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath :  Sir,  a  word  about  the  question  which. 
Mr.  Jialloor  Narayana  Pillai  mentioned.  1  cannot  agree  with  the 
opinion  expressed  by  him  in  support  oii  his  argument.  As  has  been 
well  expressed  elsewhere,  this  Village  Vigilence  Committees  are 
doing  greater  harm  than  good.  These  constables  and  head  contables 
are  only  tools  of  corruption  and  they  merely  share  the  spoils  of 
corruption.  The  sooner  the  thing  is  abolished  it  is  better.  Why 
should  there  be  a  Village  V  igilenee  Committee?  Each  Inspector 
can  goto  the  village  and  get  information.  So,  I  would  appeal  to 
the  Government  that  the  Vigilence  Committ-e  System  should  be 
totaly  abolished  and  that  the  Government  will  see  that  everything 
is  done  by  the  officers. 

Sir,  ‘with  regard  to  the  punishment  of  officers,  these  punish* 
ments  show  that  Government  had  directly  nothing  to  do  with  these 
actions.  I  would  congratulate  the  Government  for  the  immediate 
transfer  of  Mr.  Lathif  from  the  station  and  putting  in  a  scruplously 
honest  inspector  in  this  place.  1  would  also  congratulate  our  Gov¬ 
ernment  for  putting  a  scrupulously  honest  commissioner  in  the 
place  of  the  most  contemptuous  commissioner. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Sir,  I  oppose  the 
demand.  I  am  doing  it  with  a  view  to  point  out  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  the  utter  inefficiency  of  the  Police  Department,  as  would  be 
seen  from  a  number  of  incidents  that  took  place  in  this  metropolis 
for  the  last  so  many  months,  in  quick  succession.  Sir,  what  was  it 
that  we  are  having  here.  Was  it  not  a  regular  police  raj?  Was  it 
not  a  regular  reign  of  terror  ?  They  were  having  assaults  on  inno- 
nocent  persons  and  that  has  become  the  order  of  the  day.  Burglary 
on  the  houses  of  innocent  persons  was  on  the  increase.  If  only  the 
Government  had  moved  their  little  finger  to  alleviate  these,  many 
calamities  could  have  been  averted.  Sir,  the  matter  has  become  so 
stale  that  I  feel  constrained  to  speak  about  it.  Week  after  week  a 
number  of  incidents  that  have  been  discussed  elsewhere  occurred  in 
quick  succession.  A  series  of  articles  published  continuously  "in  the 
newspapers  in  Travancore  and  elsewhere  are  being  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Government  to  no  purpose.  Sir,  as  I  said,  a  number 
of  unjustifiable  assaults  took  place  on  innocent  persons  by  unknown  J 
persons.  It  started  with  the  assault  on  Mr.  Madhava  Warrier,  an 
ex-M.  L.  C.,  an  honest  citizen  and  a  journalist  of  considerable  re¬ 
pute.  This  was  followed  by  the  assault  on  Mr.  Muthalali  who  could 
not  see  eye  to  eye  with  the  Government  in  political  matters.  When 
the  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Dewau  by  means  of 
a  series  of  adjournment  motions,  he  assured  that  something  could 
be  done.  The  then  Commissioner  of  Police  advanced  a  challenge 
stating  that  if  he  had  been  appraised  of  it  earlier  it  Would  have  heeii 
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easier  for  him  ro  detect  the  offender.  Did  not  the  incident  take 
place  under  the  very  nose  of  the  Chief  Secretary  p  Was  it  not  be¬ 
fore  the  Public  Gardens  and  the  Zoo,  where  a  number  of  persons  re¬ 
sort  during  the  evening,  that  this  incident  occurred  ?  The  Commis¬ 
sioner  says  that  Mr.  Madhava  Warrier  was  assaulted  by  a  lunatic 
‘•who  descended  from  the  heavens  and  about  whom  there  is  no . 

President .  I  don’t  think  that  that  announcement  was 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Of  course  he  did 
not  say  that  the  lunatic  descended  from  the  heavens  but  he  was 
f  the  opinion  that  nothing  was  known  about  the  lunatic.  What 
was  it  that  Madhava  Warrior  did  that  deserved  such  an  attack  ?  In 
the  case  of  Mr.  Muthalalithe  Police  Commissioner  says  that  he  was 
given  a  gentle  blow  with  a  thin  cane  about  one  inch  thick . . 

Mr.  M,  Ramachandra  Rao  :  No,  that  was  not  true. 

President:  Order,  order;  honourable  members  should  ad¬ 
dress  the  Chair. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  .  Sir,  I  am  not 
concerned  with  the  dimensions  of  the  cane.  I  will  leave  it  at  that. 
I  do  not  say  anything  more  about  the  assaults  on  Mr.  Muthalali  or 
Mr.  Warrier.  It  has  been  sufficiently  adverted  to.  But  these  acts 
do  not  stop  there.  A  series  of  assaults  of  a  strange  nature  were 
made  on  State  Congress  members  in  quick  succession.  They  have 
become  the  subjects  of  assaults;  their  belongings  are  robbed;  bur¬ 
glaries  are  committed  in  their  houses  and  other  insults  are  oifered 
to  them.  In  the  fury  of  these  “unknown  assailants”  even  ladies 
are  not  spared. 

Mr.  N,  V.  Chacko:  Is  it  because  they  are  members  of  the 
State  Congress  or  because  they  are  lawyers  p 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  If  any  faith  could 
be  placed  on  circumstantial  evidence,  it  is  because  they  are  members 
of  the  State  Congress  and  not  because  they  are  members  of  the 
legal  profession.  Membership  of  the  State  Congress  is  their  disabi¬ 
lity. 

Sir,  the  next  incident  was  in  respect  of  Miss  Annie  Mascrene 
another  member  of  the  State  Congress  A  burglary  of  a  strange 
nature  took  place  in  her  house.  "What  was  it  that  could  be  said 
against  Miss  Mascrene  excepting  the.  fact  that  she  is  after  all,  the 
only  lady  member  of  the  State  Congress.  What  became  of  the 
number  of  memorials  that  she  has  addressed  to  the  Dewan  ?  I  am 
reading  a  portion  of  the  sentences  that  she  has  sent  to  you.  *'  New 
devices  are . ’’ 
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Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  •  i; r,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  Can  a  member  refer  to  a  document  which  has  not  been 
placed  before  the  House,  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  ? 

President  :  No.  The  usual  rule  is  that  if  an  honourable 
member  is  to  quote  from  a  document  that  document  has  to  be 
placed  before  the  House. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Yes,  Sir.  'Suffice 
it  to  say  that  a  series  of  letters  have  been  addressed  to  the  Deuan 
by  Miss  Maserene  which  remain  unheaded.  That  stops  the  Miss 
Mascrene  incident. 

Then  there  is  one  Parameswaran  Nair,  a  member  of  the  State 
Congress,  who  was  assaulted  during  this  period.  I  heard  the  Po¬ 
lice  Commissioner  stating  that  he  was  assaulted  by  persons  who 
were  collecting  sand  from  the  Karamanai  river  near  Kunchulumoodu. 
I  would  request  tin  Commissioner  of  Police  to  learn  the  topography 
of  Trivandrum  and  know  for  himself  whether  any  river  flows 
through  liunchalumoodu.  It  is  so  strange. 

Sir,  our  doubts  and  apprehensions  were  confirmed  when  the 
most  unhappy  incident  took  place-  I  mean,  the  unkindest  assault 
on  our  Secretary  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai.  This  is  a  matter 
which  is  sub  judice-  The  assailants  were  captured.  But,  we  all 
know  how  the  assailants  were  captured. 

These  are  the  assaults  and  burglaries  that  took  place  and  ex¬ 
cepting  one  incident,  all  the  rest  took  place  in  the  jurisdiction  of  one 
inspector  who  is  on  leave  and  about  whose  transfer  Mr.  Elenkath 
congratulated  the  Police  Commissioner.  Under  ordinary  circum¬ 
stances,  if  a  citizen  is  unjustly  assaulted  what  would  ihe  Police 
Commissioner  do?  If  the  Commissioner  and  his  array  of  D.  S.Ps 
A.  S.  Ps,  Inspectors  and  the  _army  of  police  constables  are  not  able 
to  trace  out  these  unknown ”  assailants  how  could  the  public  he  ex¬ 
pected  to  have  confidence  in  the  police?  Sir,  a  series  of  circum¬ 
stances  inevitably  lead  us  to  draw  the  conclusion  that  there  is  some 
body  some  invisible  agency  to  frame  the  whole  thing.  There  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  a  hand  that  regulates  and  contr  Is  the  whole  show.  That 
stops  there  Mr,  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai  was  assaulted,  his  ribs  were 
fractured,  and  that  was  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Mr  Lathif. 

President  :  .  The  ribs  were  fractured  !  I  thought  the  ribs 
were  here. 

Mr,  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Sir,  I  mean  his 
elbows:  It  is  the...... 

President:.  I  am  sorry  :  I  see  emotion  carries  away 
honourable  member*  But  all  the  same,  ribs  and  elbows  must  be 
distinguished  ( Laughter .) 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  Sir,  it  is  not 

emotion,  it  is  the  struggle  for  existing  in  this  country. 

President :  liven  ill  the  s  ruggle  for  existence  there  must 
be  some  distinction  made  between  ribs  and  elbows.  Yes,  honourable 
member  will  proceed- 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Sir,  regarding  the 
physiognomy  I  am  not  much  concerned. 

President  :  It  is  physiology  and  not  physiognomy, 
( Laughter) 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Sir,  it  is  not  the 

result  of  emotion,  but.  it  is  the  instinct  of  self  preservation  that 
makes  me  bring  all.  these  things  to  your  notice.  I  think  it  is  only 
in  the  fitness  of  things  that  I  should  give  a  personal  explanation 
and  I  assert  once  again  that  I  referred  to  these  things  as  a  result  of 
the  instinct  of  self  preservation  and  not  of  emotion.  It  is  the  de¬ 
sire  to  live  in  this  country  that  is  uppermost  in  my  mind.  What¬ 
ever  it  might  be,  the  assault  on  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakauta  Pillai  took 
place  and  a  series  of  house  burglaries  also  took  place.  We  know  that 
some  of  the  assailants  were  detected.  Miss  Mascrene’s  case  shows 
that  she  was  prepared  to  give  evidence  j  but  the  police  were  not 
prepared  to  accept  them.  To  add  insult  to  injury,  the  Commissioner 
of  Police  threatened  her  with  criminal  prosecution  for  some  state- 
ments  that  she  made.  Any  way,  the  question  was  dropped.  I 
leave  the  matter  there. 

A  number  of  acts  of  vandalism  prompted  by  the  police  occur¬ 
red  in  this  town  during  these  past  few  months.  I  was  an  eye  wit¬ 
ness  to  some  of  these.  Probably  you  may  not  be  in  the  know  of 
things,  Sir,  you  may  begetting  wrong  reports  of  it  from  interested 
persons.  I  had  the  misfortune  to  see  all  these.  I  was  present 
when  Mr.  Nariman  came  to  Trivandrum.  I  know  how  the  irres¬ 
ponsible  D.  S.  P.  of  Trivandrum  behaved  on  that  occasion.  The 
police  brought  a  number  of  rowdies  from  Valiathurai.  There  was 
one  Chacko,  then  one  E.  S.  Ivriman  and  Itochu  Asanar,  who  were 
accused  in  criminal  cases.  They  were  prompted  by  the  police  to 
parade  with  black  flags.  If  necessary  I  will  mention  the  number 
of  cases  in  which  they  were  charged  and  I  shall  furnish  any  in¬ 
formation  tha  t  the  Commissioner  might  require. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  :  May  I  know 
whether  the  Commissioner  alone  can  get  the  credit  or  whether  Dis¬ 
trict  Magistrate  of  Trivandrum  too  gets  the  credit '! 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Yes  --  the  District 
Magistrate  of  Trivandrum  also  may  take  the  credit  if  he  wants. 
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Sir,  I  was  the  most  unwilling  witness  to  many  of  these  inci¬ 
dents.  Your  literary  genius  Sathyanesan . 

President :  I  don’t  think  he  belongs  to  me. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  =  Sir,  he  belongs 
to  the  Government  Text  Book  Committee.  Sir,  he  was  the  only 
factor  that  disturbed  the  meeting  at  Neyyattmkara.  It  was  not  a 
gathering  of  five  hundred  persons  as  the  subsidised  A.  P.  I.  has 
mentioned.  It  was  a  gathering  of  nearly  7000.  This  Sathyanesan 
and  a  motor  conductor,  Ramakrishnan  were  the  only  persons  who 
disturbed  the  meeting  at  N  eyyattinkara.  There  were  a  lot  of  Polios 
Inspectors  there.  But,  they  never  moved  a  finger  to  enable  the 
persons  gathered  there  to  conduct  the  meeting.  They  passively 
allowed  these  two  to  continue  their  ill  motived  interruptions.  If 
the  police  officers  had  the  least  sense  of  responsibility  in  them  they 
should  have  asked  these  hired  interruptors  either  to  sit  quiet  or  to 
clear  out. 

Sir,  it  is  stated  that  the  State  Congress  is  a  subversive  and 
disloyal  body.  If  Mr.  Pattom  Thanu  Pillai  or  Mr.  Vasudevan  Fil¬ 
ial  a  member  of  the  State  Congress  and  a  leading  Vakil  and  citizen 
of  Neyyattinkara — had, anything  of  disloyalty  or  of  the  subversive  in 
them, this  Satyanesan  and  Ramakrishnan  would  have  been  pulverised 
by  the  people  that  had  assembled  there.  But  Mi.  Thanu  Pillai  and 
the  other  leaders  of  the  State  Congress,  consistent  with  tbeir  creed 
of  non-violence,  appealed  to  the  audience  and  prayed  to  them  saying 
“Leave  them  alone  ;  let  us  not  mar  the  effect  of  our  agitation”. 
And  then,  when  the  D.  S.  P.  rushed  to  the  spot  and  said  that  the 
meeting  shou'd  be  dispersed,  without  a  inurmer,  without  a  protest, 
we  obeyed.  The  next  meeting  was  at  Changannur.  There  also,  if 
the  State  Congress  was  really  a  subversive  body,  if  Mr.  Philipose 
had  shown  the  least  resentment,  things  would  have  been  otherwise. 
I  do  not  wish  to  say  what  the  fate  of  the  police  could  have  been. 

Mr- N.  V.  Chacko  :  What  happened  to  Mr.  Philipose  at 
Chengannur  ? 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  He  was  slippered 
in  the  most  cruel  manner. 

Mr-  N.  V.  Chacko  :  With  new  slippers  or  with  old  ones  ? 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  An  old  me,  I 

think.  {Laughter.) 

Sir,  if  he  had  not  been  a  follower  of  non-violence,  if  he  had,  not 
followed  the  tenets  of  Mahatma  Gandhi,  things  would  have  been 
otherwise, 
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I  am  not  reiterating  the  incidents  at  Sbertalla  and  other  places 
which  have  already  been  discussed.  One  word  more  about  the  Ma- 
velikara  election  about  which  a  sufficient  number  of  pamphlets  have 
been  published,  but  none  of  which  the  Director  of  Information  has 
contradicted.  The  police  went  about  canvassing  votes  against  the 
State  Congress.  1  am  sure  that  many  of  my  honourable  friends 
here  would  vouch  for  che  accuracy  of  the  statement  published  by 
Mr.  Thanu  Pillai,  the  President  of  the  Stale  Congress,  which  also 
has  not  been  contradicted. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai .  Question. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  To  say  the  least 
of  it,  it  is  scandalous  if  the  allegations  made  by  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai 
are  true  ;  and  I  have  absolutely  no  doubt  that  they  are  true. 

With  your  permission,  Sir,  I  may  just  make  one  submission 
about  the  lathi  charge  at  the  Science  College. 

President ••  We  have  30  minutes  more  for  this  Demand, 
and  you  have  taken  17  minutes  already. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R,  Kesavan  Nair  :  Sir,  I  have  not 
much  to  say  about  the  lathi  charge  at  the  Science  College  since  my 
friend  Mr.  Elenkath  has  already  adverted  to  it.  But,  Sir,  look  at 
th )  circumstances  which  led  to  that  lathi  charge.  One  honourable 
member  of  the  Assembly  moved  a  motion  stating  that  there  was 
some  possibility  of  their  being  molest 'd,  and  that  therefore  they 
must  be  protected;  immediately  the  military  and  the  police  gathered 
round  the  Science  College,  and  the  cavalry  and  the  police  un- 
authorisedly  entered  tne  Science  College  and  butchered  the  students. 
Sir,  can  we  not  conclude  that  two  and  two  together  make  four  ? 
Could  there  be  any  doubt  as  to  who  is  responsible  for  the  lathi 
charge?  In  conclusion,  Sir,  I  have  only  to  say  that,  if  the  A.  P.  I. 
or  the  other  subsidised  papers  do  not  publish  full  facts  about  these 
incidents  and  conceal  things  for  the  rest  of  the  world  there  is  God 
above  who  will  certainly  bear  witness  to  all  these.  That  is  all  that 
I  have  to  say. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  Sir,  I  wish  to  offer 
a  few  remarks  about  the  Police. 

President  :  Honourable  member  will  remember  that,  since 
I  gave  sufficient  lattitude  to  the  last  speaker,  we  have  only  20 
minutes  more  for  the  time  allotted  for  the  demand  to  expire.  It 
expires  at  3-40.  So  the  honourable  member  will  conclude  in  about 
10  minutes. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  Sir,  we  have  been 
treated  to  very  old  stories  beginning  with  the  assault  on  M*. 
Madhava  Warrier  and  the  other  familiar  incidents  that  have  been 
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mentioned  in  season  and  out  of  season,  here  and  elsewhere,  by  way  of 
adjournment  motions  and  otherwise,  repeated  ad  nauseum  so  that 
we  almost  see  the  sight  of  a  dead  horse  being  whipped  into  life. 
Sir,  there  was  perhaps  something  when  these  things  were  first  men¬ 
tioned,  and  the  attention  of  the  Government  was  drawn  to  them, 
But,  by  endless  repetition  and  exaggeration,  by  utter  disregard  of 
truth  in  the  statements  made  by  the  advocates  on  behalf  of  a  certaiu 
sectin,  these  have  become  nauseating  to  a  degree  which,  I  am  sorry, 
I  cannot  characterise  in  parliamentary  language,  so  that  I  refrain 
from  referring  to  them  at  all.  About  the  Chengannur  incident 
alone,  I  wish  to  say  a  word  or  two. 

President:  No,  it  is  sub  judice. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  1  shall  not  refer 
to  it,  Sir,  then. 

The  Police  Department,  I  feel  sure,  exists  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  law  and  order  in  this  country.  I  too  have  got  com¬ 
plaints  against  the  police.  Are  they  doing  all  they  can  to  maintain 
law  and  order,  to  keep  up  the  dignity  of  law,  to  uphold  the  freedom 
of  movement  and  of  speech  of  every  member  of  the  public,  what¬ 
ever  be  his  political  opinion  ?  Sir,  the  air  is  full  of  threats,  threats 
that  the  law  will  be  disobeyed,  threats  that  a  particular  political 
party  is  being  treated  by  the  Government  as  a  plenipotentiary  on 
behalf  of  the  people  of.  this  State.  Rumours  are  afloat  that  con¬ 
versation  is  going  on,  correspondence!  isfgoing  on . 

President :  What  is  the  honourable  member  referring 

to? 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  :  I  am  referring  to 
the  statement  issued  by  Mr-  G.  liamachandran  to  the  much-maligned 
A.  P.  I. 

President  :  What  is  that  ?  I  do  not  quite  follow. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  Mr.  G-  Rama- 
chandran  has  published  a  statement  that  correspondence  is  going 
on  between  the  State  Congress  Leader  and  the  Government 

President  :  There'  has  been  no  correspondence  going  on 
between  the  State  Congress  Leader  and  the  Government,  which  is 
not  public  property  already,  which  is  confidential. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  Whatever  may  be 
the  truth  that  is  how  people  are  being  hoodwinked.  Mr.  Rama- 
chandran  has  made  a  statement  just  as  Mahatma  Gandhi  was  mik¬ 
ing  statements  'before  he  started  the  civil  disobedience  movement 
in  British  India, 

Mr.  R.  V-  Thomas  :  Is  the  honourable  member  in  order 
in  referring  to  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  G*  Ramachanarau,  which 
statement  has  not  been  placed  before  us. 
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.  President ;  Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Piilai  is  ms  king  some 
kind  of  statement  apparently,  the  relevancy  of  which  I  have  not 
yet  fully  understood.  He  says  that  somebody  is  going  to  release 
some  correspondence  between  his  party  and  the  Government.  Firstly 
there  has  been  no  such  confidential  correspondence  which  has  yet 
to  be  released.  Secondly,  I  do  not  see  how  it  is  all  relevant  to  the 
present  demand. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Piilai  ■  But  that  statement 
has  not  been  contradicted. 

President :  I  do  not  think  it  arises  under  the  Police  De¬ 
mand. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Piilai  =  Sir,  my  only  point 
is  that  that  is  how  thiugs  are  going  on  ;  and  the  police  are  taking 
no  action  whatever  to  prevent  the  apprehension  in  the  minds  of  the 
public  regarding  the  various  activities  which  are  undermining  the 
prestige  of  law  and  disturbing "  the  faith  on  the  part  of  the  law- 
abiding  public- 

President  :  I  do  not  think  the  honourable  member  can  deal 
with  the  matter  that  way.  Honourable  members  have  seen  it  pub¬ 
lished  in  newspapers  that  a  certain  section  will  be  doing  some  thing 
tomorrow  or  the  day  after,  or  some  time  later.  Therefore,  if  the 
honourable  member  will  "wait  for  a  few  days  morei  and  see  what 
happens,  then  it  will  be  time  enough  for  him  to  blame  the  Police 
Department  or  the  Government,  not  now. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Piilai:  Sir,  in  addition  to 
j  this  statement  that  I  have  referred  to,  regular  propaganda  is  being 
^  carried  on-  Every  day,  in  the  Central  Station  Maidau  meetings — 

President :  How  does  it  arise  under  the  Police  Demand  ? 
Mr-  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Piilai ;  The  police  ought  to 
prevent  these  thiugs  ;  they  are  not  doing  it.  They  are  waiting  for 
situations  to  be  created.  Sir,  every  day,  people  are  losing  then- 
sense  of  law  ;  the  dignity  of  law  is  being  trampled  under.  lam 
very  sorry  to  find  that  the  Police  Department  does  not.  in  any  waj 
serve  the  interests  of  the  law-abiding  people  of  the  State.  Sir,  ] 
myself  listened,  from  above  the  railway  station,  to  what  was  goinj 
on  in  one  meeting  at  least,  and  I  could  hear  vulgar  abuse  beinj 
showered  by  irresponsible  men,  under  the  guidance,  under  the  ins¬ 
piration  of  the  State  Congress  leaders  ;  and  all  these  youngster) 
are  members  of  the  State  Congress. 

President :  I  do  not  think  it  is  open  now  to  the  honourabb 
member  to  go  into  what  may  be  called  the  details  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  any  meeting  held  near  the  railway  station  or  elsewhere 
He  will,  as  far  as  possible,  confine  himself  to  the  police. 
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Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  I  want  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  department  to  the  propaganda  that  is  going  on  and 
to  the  fact  that  the  police  are  not  raising  their  little  finger  to  pre¬ 
vent  such  undesirable  propaganda. 

Sir,  it  has  been  pointed  out  that  they  are  following  the  creed 
of  non-violence,  and  that  but  for  'that  my  friend  Mr.  Satyanesan 
would  have  been  pulverised  at  Noyyattinkara.  Sir,  for  what  would 
he  have  been  pulverised  that  day  ?  Nothing  but  his  ventilating 
his  opinion  at  a  public  meeting  held  in  his  own  locality.  Sir,  that 
is  the  type  of  [non-violence  that  wc  have  heie.  It  was  really  a 
great  thing  that  they  did  not  pulverise  Mr.  Satyanesan  for  what  he 
did.  After  all,  Sir,  it  was  a  meeting  convened  on  behalf  of  the 
public,  and  every  body  was  entitled  to  express  his  opinion  ;  in  fact, 
the  President  of  the  meeting  had  assured  Mr.  Satyanesan  that  he 
would  be  given  an  opportunity  to  have  his  say.  Sir,  it  was  the 
President,  who  did  not  have  the  courage  to  face  the  situation,  con¬ 
cluded  the  meeting  all  on  a  sudden  and  deceived  Mr.  Satyanesan,  a 
public  worker,  a  representative  of  an  important  community,  by  not 
giving  him  as  promised  an  opportunity  to  ventilate  his  views  on  the 
particular  matter  which  formed  the  subject  of  the  meeting.  Is 
that  fairness,  I  ask,  on  the  part  of  the  leaders  of  a  political  party  ? 

President :  Will  the  honourable  member  please  confine  him¬ 
self  to  the  Police  Department  ? 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  With  regard  to  the 
allegations  made  against  the  Police  Department  about  their  ex¬ 
cesses,  what  I  have  to  complain,  on  the  other  hand,  is  that  the 
Police  Department  is  not  doing  its  duty  properly,  not  maintaining 
peace  and  order  properly,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  more  vigilant  in 
the  matter  "of  safeguarding  the  interest  of  the  public.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

Sir,  it  has  been  pointed  out  by  some  of  my  honourable  friends 
that  the  Vigilance  Committees  are  not  working  properly.  On  the  one 
hand  there  is  the  opinion  held  out  that  more  and  more  the  public 
ought  to  be  taken  into  the  confidence  of  the  Government.  Sir,  the 
police  have  necessarily  to  take  people  from  among  the  public.  If, 
therefore,  we  say  that  the  Vigilance  Committee  should  ba  avoided, 
it  would  merely  amount  to  admitting  that  we  have  not  got  sufficient 
civic  sense,  civic  responsibility,  to  do  the  work  for  which  non-offi¬ 
cial  bodies  are  constituted.  It  is  an  admission  of  incompetence; 
and  people  who  advocate  immediate  responsible  Government  and 
all  the  rest  of  it  ought  to  consider  these  aspects  very  carefully  be¬ 
fore  they  express  their  criticisms  on  these  matters. 

In  regard  to  the  various  points  elaborated:  by  my  friend  Mr. 
Kesavan  Nair,  I  must  admit,  Sir,  that  I  cannot  freely  use  the  kind 
of  language  which  ho  has  been  using.  I  would  only  repeat  that 
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the  police  are  not  sufficiently  active  in  preserving  law  and  order, 
and  ought  to  be  more  vigilant  in  preserving  the  rights  and  liberties 
of  law-abiding  citizens. 

President :  Three  or  four  honourable  members  have  given 
me  their  names  with  the  idea  that  they  are  anxious  to  speak  on 
this  demand.  I  shall  call  upon  either  Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  or  Mr.  R. 
V.  Thomas  of  the  State  Congress  party,  and  then  call  upon  the 
Commissioner  of  Police. 

Mr.  N.  V-  Chacko  :  Sir,  unfortunately,  we  are  not  grow¬ 
ing  from  our  old  age  to  our  younger  days.  There  was  only  one 
known  instance  of  building  from  the  top  downwards.  It  is  said 
that  Goethe’s  father  tried  to  build  his  house  from  the  top  down¬ 
wards.  Since  we  have  been  growing  from  youth  to  old  age,  we 
know  quite  well  what  we  used  to  feel  in  our  student  days.  Stu¬ 
dents  have  a  general  feeling  cf  repulsion  against  the  policeman. 
The  sight  of  a  policeman  in  their  midst  is  a  cause  of  excitement  to 
the  students.  In  the  students’  strike  of  1097,  they  were  saying 
smoagas  oi®ra@.”  What  they  wanted  was 

that  the  policemen  should  disappear  from  their  sight.  I  do  not 
know  why  the  students  and  pupils  should  have  such  disgust  for 
the  policeman.  They  were  not  taught  so  at  home  by  their  parents, 
or  in  the  schools  and  culleges  by  their  teachers  and  professor?. 
Whatever  the  reason,  that  is  the  way  of  the  students  not  only  of 
Travancore  but  throughout  the  Universe. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  Is  that  the  case 
with  the  students  in  the  frontier  regions  also  ? 

Ml*.  N-  V.  Chacko:  Frontier  of  wbat  ?  Travancore  or  the 
Universe  ?  . 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  Travancore. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  The  students  belonging  to  the  frontier 
taluks  of  Travancore  are  undoubtedly  only  better  in  their  culture, 
manners,  behaviours,  and  in  every  other  respect  than  the  students 
of  the  central  and  southern  parts  of  Travancore  as  I  had  occasion 
to  know  from  personal  experience. 

What  I  say  is  if  the  students  do  anything  wrong  within  their 
own  college  compounds  or  premises  they  should  be  taken  to  task 
only  by  their  professors  and  not  by  any  body  else.  If  the  students 
throw  stones  or  do  the  worst  that  they  can  possibly  do  from  the 
college  compounds  the  public  should  keep  themselves  out  of  range 
of  any  harm.  We  shalL  never  allow  anybody  to  enter  the  college 
and  school  compounds  to  trouble  the  students  and  pupils  who  shall  be 
amenable  only  to  discipline  of  the  professors  and  teachers.  If  the  stu- 
•  dents  do  any  mischief  within  the  college  compounds  their  professors 
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should  be  held  responsible  for  it  ;  and  if  any  lathi  charge  is  to  be 
made  in  the  college  compounds,  it  should  bo  on  the  professors  and 
not  on  the  students.  If  the  roads  by  the  college  are  not  safe  for 
the  public  from  the  students  they  may  be  fortified  like  the  frontiers 
of  France. 

One  thing  also  I  find.  There  is  something  wrong  with  the 
Travaucore  Police.  I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  the  labour  pains 
or  death  pangs, that  we  are  noticing  about  them.  We  are  told  that 
“those  whom  the  gods  wish  to  destroy,  they  first  make  blind  ” 

President  '•  It  is  “mad”  and  not  “blind.” 

Mr-  N.  V.  Chacko:  First  blind  and  then  mad  also. 

President  :  According  to  the  quotation  it  is  only  “mad.” 

Mr.  N  V.  Chacko:  Yes  Sir,  and  I  would  add  “blind” 
also.  With  regard  to  the  police,  the  present  order  of  things  has  to 
change  yielding  place  to  new,  and  the  fates  may  be  weaving  their 
webs  for  that  purpose.  I  am  referring  to  what  the  reserve  police 
have  been  doing  during  the  time  of  Kajyaraksba  pravina,  in  the 
northern  parts  of  the  State.  Some  fourteen  people  were  bathing 
or  doing  some  such  thing  in  a  river.  They  were  asked  by  the 
reserve  police  to  stand  on  the  [bank  face  to  face  in  pairs  and  as¬ 
sault  each  other.  A  son  who  refused  to  assault  his  father  was  very 
violently  assaulted  by  the  ‘reserve  police  until  the  son  was  forced 
to  assault  his  father  with  equal  violence.  Au  excellent  example 
for  the  Travancore  reserve  police  to  set. 

President :  Poes  the  honourable  member  make  himself  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  statement. 

Mr.  N.  V.  ChackO:  I  do,  Sir.  Another  example  is  of  a 
man  who  took  toddy  from  a  shop  under  the  auspices  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment...  ... 

President ;  Order,  order.  Was  the  incident  of  people  beat¬ 
ing  each  other  or  the  son  beating  the  father  ever  brought  to  the 
notice  of  either  the  Government  or  the  Police  Commissioner  ? 

Mr.  N  V-  Chacko  :  Yes,  Sir.  It  was  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  authority  by  means  of  petition  &c  .  and  I  understand 
that  the  people  who  sent  the  petition  are  being  coerced  to  withdraw 
the  petition. 

President :  I  put  that  question  because  I  make  it  a  principle 
to  go  through  every  petition  that  I  receive  and  till  now  I  have 
never  heard  of  any  such  thing.  So  I  just  wanted  to  know  whether 
the  honourable  member  will  make  himself  responsible  for  the  state¬ 
ment  made  by  him. 

Mr-  N.  V.  Chacko  :  Sir,  I  will  not  go  on  iwith  instances. 
One  instance  is  quite  sufficient.  The  people  of  Travancore  ap¬ 
pear  to  worship  {the  police.  It  was  once  said  by  Burke  in  the 
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House  of  Commons  that  the  piople  of  India  worshiped  not  only 
gods  that  helped  them  but  those  gods  and  goddesses  also  that  did, 
or  were  capable  of  doing,  harm  to  them.  Whenever  the  people 
make  a  statement  the  police  and  the  .Government  make  assertions 
and  denials  contradicting  it  without  any  basis.  I  am  reminded  of 
what  the  Duke  of  Willingdou  told  his  subaltern.  The  Duke  once 
said  that  he  found  a  rat  in  a  wine  bottle.  His  subaltern  timorously 
suggested  that  it  must  have  been  u  very  small  rat.  The  Duke  as¬ 
serted  that  it  was  a  damn  big  rat.  Then  the  subaltern  added  that 
the  mouth  of  the  bottle  must  have  been  very  wide.  The  Duke  as¬ 
serted  again  that  it  was  a  damn  narrow  mouthed  bottle-  The  people 
will  not  be  taking  the  assertions  and  denials  of  the  Government  and 
the  police  as  the  subaltern  took  the  assertions  of  the  Duke. 

President  :  The  Police  Commissioner  will  now  speak. 

Mr'  M.  Ramachandra  Rao  :  Sir,  I  have  heard  the  re¬ 
marks  from  several  members.  I  beg  to  classify  them  under  differ¬ 
ent  heads.  I  would  first  refer  to  the  assaults,  burglaries  and  other 
excesses  about  the  Police.  As  far  as  I  have  seen  from  the  records. 
(I  think  the  House  knows  that  I  took  charge  of  the  department  only 
about  a  month  back)  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Warrier,  when  he  was  going 
along  the  Museum  Road,  somebody  came  from  behind  him,  gave  a 
slap  on  his  back  with  a  caue  and  ran  away  into  the  lane  leading  to 
Nathencode.  Mr.  W arrier  went  to  the  traffic  constable  near  by  and 
told  him  about  the  incident.  But  the  traffic  constable,  as  all  know, 
is  a  stable  man  and  could  not  leave  his  place.  The  man  ran  away 
in  day  light  ar.d  unfortunately,  Mr.  Warrier  could  not  say  who  he 
was.  So,  the  man  has  not  yet  been  identified.  The  second  instance 
is  that  of  Mr.  Mudialali.  He  was  walking  along  the  road  and  as  he 
was  walking  there  was  a  man  going  on  a  bike  along  that  road.  Mr. 
Mitthalali  wanted  to  cross  the  road,  but  he  could  not  cross  it  fast 
enough.  So,  the  cyclist  was  about  to  dash  Mr.  Muthalali.  He  alight* 
ted  from  his  bike  and  gave  a  slap  on  his  back  and  said  that  he 
should  not  be  in  the  way  of  wheeled  traffic.  He  then  got  on  his 
bike  and  then  got  away.  This  is  what  happened.  These  are  the 
two  assaults  which  were  mentioned.  Mr.  K-  P.  Nilnkanta  Pillai’s 
assault  is  sub  judice  and  so  I  shall  not  refer  to  it.  From  the  nature 
of  the  cases  it  will  be  seen  that  the  police  could  never  have  been 
instrumental  in  those  assaults. 

Then,  about  the  burglaries,  unfortunately  the  burglaries  in  the 
houses  of  two  members  of  the  State  Congress  alone  have  been  selec¬ 
ted  by  the  honourable  members.  There -have  been  so  many  other 
burglaries  which  have  not  been  found  out.  In  all,  there  have  been 
twenty  cases  of  burglaries -here,  ... 
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Mr.  Nedumangad  R-  Kesavan  Nair :  Did  any  of  the 

State  Congress  cases  clear  up  ? 

Mr.  M-  Ramachandra  Rao  :  Ido  not  know.  In  regard 
to  the  burglaries  I  cannot  classify  them  as  burglaries  in-tbe  houses 
of  the  State  Congress  members  and  the  burglaries  in  the  houses  of 
non-State  Congress  people. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  I  wanted  to 

know-. . 

Mr.  M.  Ramachandra  Rao  :  I  am  not  yielding  my  place. 

President :  Official  members  are  expected  to  yield  their 
places  when  questions  are  sought  to  be  put;  to  them. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan- Nair  :  I  wanted  to  know 
whether  any  of  the  burglaries  that  took  place  in  the  houses  of  the 
State  Congress  members,  via.,  Miss  Masearene  and' Mr.  Govinda 
Menon,  has  cleared  up. 

Mr.  M.  Ramachandra  Rao  ••  Sir,  in  Miss  Mascarene’s 
house  Bs.  85  and  a  wrist  watch  v.ere  taken  and  in  Mr.  Govinda 
Menon’s  house  his  clerk’s  drawer  was  rummaged  and  Rs  3*2  .and 
one  mu'.du  were  taken  away.  In  all  these  cases,  if  there  is  a  big 
theft,  there  are  many  things  which  could  be  identified  and  detected 
soon.  But  in  a  case  where  money  is  stolen  it  is  difficult  to  trace 
the  burglar. 

Mr.  Nedmaugad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  I  did  not  ask  the 

.  amount  that  was  stolen.  I  wanted  to  know  whether  any  of  those 
two  cases  has  cleared  up, 

Mr.  M.  Ramachandra  Rao  :  Sir,  along  with  those  two 
cases  there  have  been  twenty  cases.  Judge  Kumaran  came  and 
told  me  that  his  gold  chain  was  lost.  There  were  also  other  cases. 
To  pick  out  those  two  cases  alone  and  to  say  that  they  happened 
because  the  persons  belonged  to  the  State  Congress  is  far-fetched. 
That  is  just  what  I  wanted  to  submit  to  the  House.  To  attribute 
to  the  police  that  they  waut  only  to  persecute  the  State  Congress 
,  people  is  certainly  going  too  far,  because  I  have  been  seeing  that 
they  have  been  convening  so  many  meetings  in  the  guise  of  the 
'Youth  League  and  the  Kerala  Boy’s  Movement  and  so  on,  without 
any  interference  of  the  police. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  May  I  point  out 
;  to  the  honourable  member  that  the  persecution  referred  to  related 
to  persecution  before  the  honourable  member  took  charge  as  Police 
Commissioner. 

Mr.  M.  Ramachandra  Rao  :  Even  before  I  took  charge 
I. knew  there  were  meetings  at  Trivandrum  and  at  Neyyattinkara 
which  were  conducted  very  well.  From  the.  records  of  other 
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meetings  I  see  that  unfortunately  in  every  one  of  those  places  there 
have  been  two  parties  one  party  for  the  State  Congress  and  another 
party  against  the  State  Congress  and  that  when  there  were  meet¬ 
ings,  naturally  they  came  into  clash  with  each  other.  To  attribute 
any  hand  in  that  matter  to  the  police  is  something  far-fetched. 
Now,  every  day  they  hold  meetings  and  L  have  been  watching  these 
meetings.  There  have  bean  no  disturbances.  I  am  protecting  the 
State  Congress  people  as  much  as  I  protect  anybody  else.  I  am 
therefore  deeply  pained  to  hear  the  House  say  that  the  police  are 
responsible  for  disturbances  at  meetings  convened  by  the  State 
Congress  party. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  So  are  we. 

Mr,  M.  Ramachandra  Rao :  I  now  come  to  the  general 
charges  made  against  the  department,  thac  is,  inefficiency  and  corrup¬ 
tion.  As  regards  these  two,  I  only  repeat  what  I  said  elsewhere, 
I  have  taken  charge  only  recently  and  such  of  those  as  know  me, 
I  think,  know  me  well.  I  mean  to  go  out  on  circuit  from  about  and 
Parur  to  the  Cape  and  I  assure  the  honourable  members  that  I  will 
stay  there  for  one  or  two  days.  I  request  the  honourable  members  of 
this  House  and  of  the  other  house  to  co-operate  with  me  in  my 
enquiries  while  I  am  there,  so  that  if  there  is  any  defect  in  the  de¬ 
partment  it  can  be  remedied.  To  say  that  the  Police  Department 
is  bad  is  as  good  as  saying  that  we  ourselves  are  bad.  If  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  both  the  Houses  give  me  complete  co-operation,  I  assure  you 
Sir,  the  name  of  the  Department  will  be  kept  quite  bright. 

Regarding  the  Traffic  and  C>  I.  D.,  I  repudiate  the  charge  that 
the  C-  I.  D.  are  watching  Government  Officers.  During  the  period 
I  have  been  in  charge,  I  may  assure  the  House  that  the  C.  I.  D. 
have  never  brought  any  report  against  any  officer  and  no  C.  I.  D. 
officers  has  been  deputed  to  watch  a  Gazetted  Officer.  The  Traffic, 
and  the  C.  I.  D.  departments  will  be  taken  up  for  re-organisation 
soon.  After  the  re-organisation  I  am  sure  the  House  will  have  less 
cause  for  complaint. 

There  is  only  one  thing  more  which  I  would  like  to  mention 
and  that  is  with  regard  to  the  Vigilance  Committees.  The  purpose 
for  which  they  have  been  brought  into  existence  is  sacred.  The 
object  is  sacred  and  their  functions  are  also  sacred.  What  I  would 
like  to  point  out  is  that  there  are  839  Vigilance  Committees  and 
that  in  some  of  them  the  quality  may  be  bad.  Sir,  in  this  matter 
we  should  try  to  mend  and  not  to  end  them.  So,  in  the  course  of 
my  circuit  if  I  find  that  some  of  the  Vigilance  Committees  are  abso¬ 
lutely  useless  in  quality,  I  shall  look  into  the  matter.  Vigilance 
Committees  are  certainly  necessary  and  even  if  I  have  to  reduce 
their  number  I  shall  certainly  see  that  the  quality  is  good. 
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Mr.  K.  M,  Korah  (Vaikom,  Kottayam  and  Changanacherry 
cum  Peermade)  ■  May  I  know  from  the  honourable  member  whe¬ 
ther  he  is  aware  that  certain  of  these  Vigilance  Committee  members 
are  persons  of  low  status  ? 

Mr.  M.  Ramachandra  Rao:  'lhat  was  the  reason  why 
I  said  I  will  look  into  the  matter.  When  I  go  out  on  circuit  I  re¬ 
quest  the  honourable  members  will  co-operate  with  me  and  help  me 
in  this  matter  also. 

President :  The  question  before  the  House  is  that  Govern- 
inent  be  granted  a  sum  of  Rs.  7,54,824  under  Demand  XV— Police. 

The  motion  was  carried  and  the  grant  was  made. 

DEMAND  XVf— AGRICULT  [IRE  AND  FISHERIES 
Mr.  K.  R.  Narayana  Aiyar  ( Director  of  Agricultur 
and  : Fisheries  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  for  a  grant  of  Rs  2.68,297 
under  Demand  XVl — Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai  (Kottarakam  and  Pattanapuram 
cum  Shencotia)  :  Sir,  I  am  constrained  to  make  some  observations 
in  regard'to  this  demand.  Travaneore  is  mainly  an  agricultural 
country.  The  bulk  of  its  population  belongs  to  the  agricultural 
community.  Their  main  occupation  is  also  agriculture.  I  looked 
iiito'the  budget  with  great  avidity  to  find  some  substantial  provision 
for  the  improvement  of  th  1  conditions  of  these  people.  1  confess 
that-I  was  sorely  disappointed.  The  programme  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  seems  to  be  one  of  making  the  rich  richer  and  the  poor 
poorer-  The  poor  men  are  called  upon  to  starve  and  pay  for  the 
luxuries  of  the  rich.  Cities  and  towns  are  improved  at  the  expense 
6f  the  villages.  Sir,  I  am  positively  sure  that  the  Government  are 
ttttfrely  ignorant  of  the  conditions  of'  these  peasants.  I  represent 
the  biggest  agricultural  constituency  in  the  State.  I  am,  myself,  an 
agriculturist-  1  know  intimately  the  condition  of  these  agricul¬ 
turists.  They  are  in  a  very  miserable  plight.  Almost  ninety  per 
ceitt.  of  -their  holdings  have  lost  their  economic  importance  on 
account  of  sub-divisions  and  fragmentations  effected  by  operation  of 
law. 

(At  this  stage  the  Dewan-President  left  the  Hall  and 
Mr.  Eotcnr  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  one  of  the  panel  of  chairmen,  took 
the  Chair). 

There  are  frequent  failure  of  crops  on  aeeount  of  drought  and 
inundation.  The  blizzard  .of  economic  depression  hits  them  very 
har’d.  The  price  of  agricultural  produce  has  fallen  too  low  that  it 
is.hbt  even  sufficient  to  meet  the  cost  of  cultivation.  The  indebted- 
ness  . of  agriculturists  is  also  on  the  increase  to  an  appalling  extent- 
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The  ryots  are  burdened  with  all  kinds  of  taxation.  Their  home¬ 
steads  and  their  chattels  are  distrained  and  sold  for  arrears 
of  taxes.  Squalor,  penury  and  object  misery  stare  them  at  their 
face. 

Sir,  the  agricultural  policy  of  the  State  was  clearly  and  un¬ 
ambiguously  laid  down  by  the  Dewan- President  in  his  statement 
before  the  Joint  Session  of  the  Council  and  the  Assembly  last  year, 
namely,  commercialisation  of  agriculture  and  intensive  cultivation. 
This  year  also  that  policy  was  emphasized  and  reiterated  before  the 
Joint  Session  of  the  Assembly  and  the  Council  by  the  Dewan-Presi- 
dent  1  ask  Government,  what  ti.ey  have  done  in  the  matter  of 
carrying  out  that  policy.  The  agriculturists  are  not  satisfied  with 
the  mere  enunciation  of  a  policy,  They  want  something  substan¬ 
tial.  The  purchasing  of  half  a  dozen  sindhi  bulls  from  Sind,  and  a 
set  of  cine  u:i  operator,  according  to  tno,  will  not  in  any  way  allevi¬ 
ate  the  distress  of  these  poor  people.  The  Financial  Secretary  has 
complacently  «aid  that  we  have  a  wind-fall  this  year.  I  say  it  does 
not  reflect  i  be  condition  of  the  majority  of  the  people  in  this  State. 
The  Governmental  machinery  is  working  with  incredible  velocity 
and  speed  in  all  directions  except;  in  regard  to  agriculture.  The 
department  from  its  inception  to  the  present  time  seems  to  be  in¬ 
elastic  and  inert.  The  officers  appointed  in  the  department  do  not 
know  what  their  duties  are.  The  department  maintains,  in  spite 
of  all  that,  a  number  of  experts.  I  am  told  that  they  are  making 
experiments  in  all  directions  with  relation  to  agriculture  for  the 
last  several  years.  They  have  not  been  able  to  produce  any  good 
result  so  as  to  benefit  the  agriculturists.  1  do  not  expect  that  the 
department  should  prove  a  success  in  the  commercialisation,  but  1 
expect  some  tangible  result  from  the  exertion  of  theso  studious, 
experts.  But  they  have  baen  sleeping  all  the  while  receiving  their 
fat  .salaries  and  occupying,  themselves  in  their  laboratories  without 
doing  anything  whatsoever.  It  is  a  very  miserable  plight  and  I  do 
not  find  any  reason  for  maintaining  ;such  an  inert  department. 
It  is  more  an  ornamental  appendage,  a  mere  wastage  of  public 
money.  I  do  not  advocate  the  abolition  of  a  department  if  it  is  one 
which  is  mainly  intended  for  improving  the  condition  of  the  poor 
ryots  of  the  State.  But  I  advocate  the  immediate  abolition  of  a  de¬ 
partment  which  is  found  to  be  of  no  help  to  the  agricultural  com¬ 
munity.  The  present  head  of  the  department  is  a  brilliant  young 
man,  patriotic  and  ambitious.  He  may  be  desirous  of  doing  some 
thing  for  the  good  of  his  own  country.  But  I  ask  how,  with  a 
scanty  fund  at  his  disposal  and  the  aid  of  a  set  of  studious  experts, 
he  would  be  able  to  do  any  good  to  the  agriculturists.  It  is  not 
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the  fault  of  the  head  of  _  the  department.  It  is  the  ignorance  of 
Government  in  not  knowing  the  actual  condition  and  the  miseries 
of  the  people.  It  is  the  want  of  consideration  and  sympathy  for 
the  cause  of  these  poor  ryots  that  prevent  Government  from  allot¬ 
ting  large  amounts  and  appointing  really  able  persons  to  control 
the  department. 

In  this  connection  I  want  to  point  out  that  the  miseries  of  the 
people  can  be  well  known  if  the  Government  enquire  into  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  rural  parts.  I.  venture  to  make  some  suggestions  for 
improving  the  condition  of  the  ryots.  Firstly,  I  suggest  that  all 
the  development  departments,  I  mean  the  nation-building  depart¬ 
ments,  be  co-ordinated  under  one  able  officer  so  that  he  may  be  held 
responsible  for  the  policy  of  that  department.  At  present  all  these 
departments  are  managed  and  controlled  by  different  individuals 
and,  therefore,  there  is  no  continuity  or  co-ordination  of  policies. 
Therefore,  I  suggest  that  all  the  nation-building  departments  be 
brought  under  one  officer.  The  next  suggesiou  is  that  rural  re¬ 
construction  work  such  as  the  starting  of  Village  Punchayats, 
District  Boards, Uplift  Societies,  and  such  other  useful  institutions 
be  started  by  Government  immediately.  Thirdly,  intensive  and 
extensive  cultivation  so  as  to  increase  the  output  of  food  products 
must  be  started.  A  system  of  collective  farming  in  agriculture 
should  be  started  immediately.  One  of  the  honourable  members 
suggested  here  that  a  new  system  of  cultivation  is  in  vogue,  some 
where  in  North  India,  called  by  the  name  of  electro-culture.  It  is 
reported  in  newspapers  that  it  is  a  very  efficient  aud  effective 
system  for  improving  the  growth  of  plants.  That  must  be  experi¬ 
mented  here  also.  In  regard  to  the  improvement  in  the  livestock 
of  our  country,  a  real  expert  must  be  appointed.  There  are  several 
experts  for  various  branches  of  agriculture,  and  for  the  breeding  of 
cattle  and  improvements  in  that  direction,  another  expert  is  an  abso¬ 
lute  necessity.  It  is  a  vital  question  and  I  ask  Government  to 
appoint  a  real  expert  for  that  purpose.  A  number  of  cows  from 
Sind  or  Kathiawar  may  be  bought  in  this  connection  for  improving 
the  breeding  of  cattle.  Another  importan  t  suggestion  is  that  a 
portion  of  the  village  population  must  be  drawn  into  the  towus  so 
that  unemployment  among  the  villagers  could  be  avoided.  Tile 
Government  should  pay  particular  attention  to  this  matter  also. 

As  I  emphatically  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government  when 
the  land  revenue  Demand  was  under  discussion,  I  suggest  that  all 
taxes  be  abolished  from  this  year  onward.  With  these  suggestions, 
I  support  the  Demand. 

Mr.  M.  GOvindati  ;  Sir  I  rise  to  support  the  Demand. 
In  doing  so,  l  wish  to  make  a  few  observations.  The  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  has  been  in  existence  here  for  a  fairly 
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long  time  and  the  feeling  amongst  the  people  is  that  no  sufficient 
advantage  has  resulted  from  the  operations  of  this  department.  I 
do  admit  that  the  achievements  of  the  department  have  not  succeed? 
ed  in  introducing  any  staple  food  for  the  people  to  live  on.  There 
are  many  friends  here  who  have  got  experience  in  other  parts  of 
the  world  and  I  was  under  the  impression,  that,  if  sufficient  in¬ 
vestigation  was  made  on  the  lines  of  these  countries,  it  would  have 
been  possible  for  the  Travancore  Agricultural  Department  also  to 
find  some  new  food  which  would  serve  as  a  cheap  and  staple  food 
and  he  a  substitute  for  the  rice  that  is  produced  in  the  country. 
At  the  same  time  it  is  true  that  our  country  cannot  go  in  for  the 
same  kind  of  investigations  that  are  being  carried  on  in  England 
and  other  places  where  the  climatic  conditions  are  different.  But, 
a  place  like  the  West  Indies  where  the  climatic  conditions  are  ex¬ 
actly  similar  to  ours  can  be  thought  of  for  investigation  purposes. 
I  am  sure,  by  means  of  investigation,  some  kind  of  root  food  that 
is  introduced  there,  can  be  brought  about  here  also. 

Mf.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar :  May  I  ask  whether 
tapioca  will  not  be  a  sufficient  substitute  for  rice  in  Travancore  ? 

Mr.  M.  Govindan :  I  do  not  ignore  the  importance  of 
tapioca*  What  I  say  is,  tapioca  is  good  enough  ;  but  there  may  be 
other  better  ma  terials  also.  There  is  a  larger  wastage  in-,  tapioca--, 
much  that  cannot  be  easily  digested.  On  investigation  it  may  be 
possible  for  the  dapartment  to  find  out  some  big  root-like  thing  as 
is  found  in  the  West  Indies  which  will  form  a  staple  food  in.  our 
country.  I  am  told,  the  big  root-like  thing  resembling  ajajcn  serves 
as  food  material  for  a  week  for  an  individual  and  its  cost  also  is 
only  very  little.  In  the  ease  of  tapioca,  in  answer  to  my  friend 
Mr;  Ananthasiva  Aiyar,  I  have  to  point  out  that  it  cannot  be  kept- 
on  for  longer  periods,  because  it  gets  a  sort  of  darkish  complexion 
which  becomes  poisonous. 

Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar:  Then,  could  it- not  be 
preserved  in  a  refrigerator  'l 

Mr*  M.  Govindan  :  Perhaps,  fish  is  better  preserved  than 
tapioca  {Laugher). 

Another  point  I  have  to  make  is  this.  I  do  not  make  it  in  a 
spirit  of  disparagement  or  hostile  criticism  on  the  present  head  of 
the  department,  or  the  operations  carried  on  by  the  department; 
It  is  only  a  suggestion  which  an  expert  like  Mr.  Narayana  Aiyar 
can  make  use  in  any  way  he  can. 

In  regard  to  the  work  done  by  the  experts  in  laboratories,  my 
complaint  has  all  along  been  that  what  was  done  in  America,  where 
Mi-.  Narayana  Aiyar  was  sent  for  training,  has  not  been  made  use, 
of  by  him  in  the  working  of  his  department. 
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I  ask  why  the  system  of  collecting  nitrogen  in  small  sealed 
tubes  as  is  done  in  America  is  not  followed  here.  In  fact,  is  he 
afraid  that  the  nitrogen  that  we  have  in  our  atmosphere  of  50  miles 
wonld  all  be  consumed  for  agricultural  purposes  and  there  would 
be  nothing  left  for-  purposes  of  respiration.  I  have  not  such  a  fear. 
The  Americans  have  been  doing  that.  We  have  been  liberating 
enough. of  nitrogen  from  all  dirty  matter  that  is  rotating  on  the 
soil;  It  will  go  on  rotation  and  any  deficiency  that  will  be  caused 
by  making  the  natural  resource-,  would  be  replaced.  My  complaint 
is  that  something  serious  of  this  nature  would  be  done  because-our 
manure  is  steadily  lacking  in  nitrogen  elements  and  what  we  are 
getting  is  by  way  of  spreading  the  cowdung.  That  sort  of  thing  is. 
not  enoughs  Expert  knowledge  must  be  made  use  of. 

How  l  pass  on  from  the  Agricultural  Department  to  the 
Fisheries  Department.  There  also  my  complaint  is  that  we  are 
getting  only  one  kind  of  fish  in  one  season.  That  is  because  our 
fishing  is  done  in  a  precarious  stage  and  the  fishermen  cannot 
venture  beyond  three  miles.  To  go  about  10  miles  out  to  the  sea, 
I  believe,  no  question  of  international  law  willcome  in.  In  that 
case  we  can  get  any  kind  of  fish  in  any  season.  We  are  getting 
only  seer  fish  for  another  month.  This  sort  of  thing  is  not  good, 
f  we  go  sufficiently  deep  into  the  sea  it  will  be  a  great  help  to  the 
fisher  folk  and  to  those  consumers  of  fish.  It  will  also  help  the 
Cold  Storage  Section  that  has  been  recently  started  hero.  While 
speak-ing  ot  the  Gold  Storage  I  will  be  failing  in  my  duty  if  I  do 
not-  reeord-’my  thanks  for  the  very  good  feast  that  he  gave  us  and 
alato  for  the  very  good  fish  that  he  is  selling  at  a  fairly  cheap  rate, 

Mr  V-  S'.  Arumukham  Pillai :  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  any  difference  in  the  taste  of  the  fish  that  is  kept  in  the 
Cold  Storage  Plant  ? 

Mr.  M,  Govindan  :  A  little  difference  is  inevitable. 

Mr.  M'.  K.  Anatrthasiva  tAiyar;  Does  it  not  emit  the 
same  stench  ? 

Mr,  Mi  Goyindan  :  My  friend  is  apparently  lacking  in 
experience.  The  most  delicious  thing  on  this  earth  is  the  most 
stetichy  thing.  The  stench  is  only  when  it  gets  rotten,  'v  ery 
good  fish-is  half  the  happiness  of  the  world.  My  friend  has  not 
th*. bene  fit  of  personal  experience.  I  am  only  speaking  from  ex¬ 
perience.  The  Cold  Storage  Department  that  has  been  started  is  a 
benefit,  and  it  would  be  well-helped  and  supported  by  the  suggestion 
that.  I  have  made  for  deep  sea  fishing, 

Tihere-isjone  another  point  that  I  want  to  mention.  My  com¬ 
plaint- is  that  they  have  not  introduced  any  new  variety  of  fish  from 
the:  numerous  'water-logged  places,  that  we  have  from  one  end  of  the 
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country  to  the  other  and  riu  number  of  rivers  that  we  have  and 
the  fresh  water  and  the  bnckish  water  lakes.  We  have  all  these 
conveniences  and  I  think  if  I  renumber  correct  there  is  some  sug. 
gestion  that  a  new  acquarium  should  be  started  and  if  you  stock 
the  various  varities  of  fish  it  will  be  a  good  addition  to  the  State. 

Mr.  K-  M.  Korah  :  In  opposing  this  demand  I  wish  to 
draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  one  importan  t  fact.  The 
people  of  Shertala  Vaikom,  Kuttanad  and  such  other  places  mostly 
depend  upon  cocoanut  for  their  existence.  A  few  years  have 
passed  since  the  cocoanut  palm  disease  has  begun  in  those  p'aces. 

We  have  been  told  that  .some  expert  is  doing  some  experiments 
whereby  some  remedy  can  be  suggested-  It  is  a  surprise  to  most, 
of  us  that  this  disease  has  effected  even  Kuttanad  areas  which  are 
considered  to  be  very  fertile.  Nobody  lias  ever  suggested  any 
remedy  and  the  pity  is  that  no  remedy  has  been  adopted.  At  this 
rate,  I  fear,  whether  the  whole  cocoanut  plantation  may  be  destroy¬ 
ed.  If  it  is  not  possible  for  the  present  expert  to  find  any  remedy,  I 
may  respectfully  submit  that  an  expert  from  outside  at  any  cost 
may  be  got  down,  so  that  the  disease  may  not  crop  up  again  and 
the  one  that  has  already  cropped  up  may  be  avoided.  I  am  sorry, 

I  have  to  make  the  remark  that,  us  far  as  Kuttanad  is  concerned 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  not  considering  the  extensive 
areas  we  cultivate  without  any  aid  from  the  Government  and  the 
risk  and  uncertainty  engendered  by  the  peculiar  condition  of  these 
lands,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  courage  and  skill  we  display 
are  without  any  parallel.  Just  immagine  that  it  is  the  stormy 
Yembanad  that  has  been  converted  into  paddy  fields  and  that  has 
considerably  increased  the  revenue  of  the  Government  My  sub 
mission  is  that  that  part  of  the  land  requires  more  consideration 
at  the  hands  of  the  Government.  Most  of  us  who  are  engaged 
in  agriculture  know  that  at  present  punja  cultivation  in  Kuttanad 
is  almost  a  loosing  concern.  Unless  some  new  methods  are  sugges¬ 
ted  I  fear  most  of  us  will  be  forced  to  avoid  cultivation  itself. 

In  this  connection  I  may  also  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government 
certain  difficulties  which  we,  the  agriculturists  in  Kuttanad  are  sub¬ 
jected  to  on  account  of  floods.  There  is  one  peculiar  characteristic 
with  reference  to  floods  in  Kuttanad  by  reason  of  its  suddenness 
aud  this  suddenness  may  be  attributed  to  the,  clearence  of  forests 
and  the  sudden  flow  of  rain  water  into  the  rivers  that  flow  through  i 
Kuttanad,  In  previous  years  when  there  were  floods,  water  usedto 
disappear  immediately,  so  much  so  we  did  not  feel  much  difficulty 
on  that  account.  The  extensive  reclamation  and  the  Cochin  Harbou- 
works  seem  to  be  the  main  cause  for  the  greater  duration  of  the 
floods.  As  I  submitted  on  another  occasion,  we  have  only  cocoanu 
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plants  and  paddy  cultivation  in  Kuttanad.  We  have  no  otherwork. 
Thisconstant  and  sudden  flood  every  year  makes  it  impossible  to  raise 
catch  crops,  hi  places  other  than  Kuttanad  they  have  tapioca  and 
other  things  and  even  without  rise  they  may  be  able  to  pull  on-  But 
I  may  tell  youivery  frankly  that  very  many  poor  labourers  at  present 
suffer  from  famine  partly  due  to  the  absence  of  work  there  and 
partly  due  to  other  economic  considerations.  If  it  is  possible  to  rise 
the  catch  crops  they  may  b.>  able  to  pall  on.  Another  difficulty  is 
with  regard  to  the  keeping  of  cattle  and  the  consequent  deteriora¬ 
tion  of  cultivation.  In  addition  to  all  these  difficulties  there  are 
other  difficulties,  namely  the  uprooting  of  cocoanut  trees,  the  reduc¬ 
tion  of  cocoanut  crops,  duo  to  waterlogging  and  the  inconvenience 
to  the  inhabitants  caused  by  the  flooding  of  dwelling  houses.  Ano¬ 
ther  point  which  I  want  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  Department  is  that  there  are  extensive  Kari  lands  from  where 
we  get,  only  very  small  yield.  If  Government  would  kindly  accept 
my  suggestion,  I  think  we  will  be  relieved  a  good  deal.  The 
remedy  that  1  may  respectfully  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Government  is  the  opening  of  an  exit  somewhere  between  Para- 
kkacl  and  ThoCtapally  of  such  a  design  that  the  sea  water  cannot 
get  in  and  flood  water  may  flow  out  and  thus  if  flood  conditions 
are  prevented,  I  am  sure  that  even  Kart  fields  would  be  able  to 
fetch  better  results.  There  is  another  disadvantage  in  most  of  our 
punja  lands  where  we  are  able  to  raise  only  one  crop  yearly.  If 
the  floods  are  to  be  prevented  double  crop  may  be  raised  and  it 
will  be  a  source  of  great  help  to  us. 

Chairman  :  You  have  got  only  2  minutes  more. 

Mr.  K.  M.  Korah  :  I  hope  that  Government  would  very 
seriously  consider  this  question.  With  these  words  I  resume  my 
seat. 

Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  :  Sir,  i  support  the  demand 
Indoing  so,  I  endorse  the  view  expressed  by  my  honourable  friend. 
Mr.  Easvara  Pillai  about  the  peculiar  needs  of  Kuttanad.  But  the 
amount  alloted  to  the  department  is  too  poor.  We  cannot  blame 
the  Government  for  this.  It  is  a  very  long  time  since  the  depart¬ 
ment  was  set  up  and  it  has  not  yet  created  any  good  impression  in 
the  mind?  of  the  people,  Sir,  the  existense  of  certain  farms  which 
are  being  run  by  the  department,  is  really  a  shame  to  the  depart¬ 
ment.  There  is  a  pepper  farm  at  Konni  which  has  consumed  a  lot 
of  money,  It  seems  that  that  farm  has  a  good  acreage.  Generally 
the  yield  from  one  acre  of  pepper  plantition  is  about  half  a 
candy  of  pepper.  But  from  60  or  70  acres  of  pepper  cultivation 
the  department  gets  only  3  or  4  candies  of  pepper.  Then  there 
is  another  farm  for  cocoanut  cultivation  near  Ochira-  There  the 
whole  trees  are  affected  with  pests. 
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Similarly  there  is  another  farm  near  AUeppey  known  as i the 
Avalukunnu  farm  planted  with  cocoanut  trees. 

Mr-  M.  Qovindan  :  May  I  know  from  the  member  whether 
it  is  as  a  commercial  business  that  these  farms  are  started  er 
whether  it  is  only  to  show  that  the  soil  can  be  much  improved  by 
ideal  manuring  ? 

Mr,  M.  K-  Ananthasiva  Aiyar:  Sir,  if  anybodj  is  -to 
follow  the  e. .ample  shown  by  these  farms  it  is  sure  as  anything 
that  he  will  he  ruined.  Therefore,  it  is  mj  humble  opinion'tbat 
all  the  trees  in  these  farms  may  be  cut  down  and  sold  away  and  the 
profits  obtained  may  be  ntil.sed  for  some  other  beneficial  purposes. 
Our  agriculturists  are  most  of  them  conservatives.  They  are  not 
prepared  to  follow  each  and  every  advice  given -to  them  orally- 
But  if  they  are  convinced  of  the  good  results  then  they -will 
certainly  follow  the  advice.  For  this  purpose,  the  department 
must  do  something  tangible.  Now  the  department  ha*  100  and 
odd  stations  under  the  control  of  the  Inspectors  and  nobody ‘-knows 
where  these  stations  are  and  what  the  experiments  cOn'duct!ed>«re. 
The  amounts  that  are  being  set  apart  to  be  spent  on  ‘these- experi¬ 
mental  farms  seem  to  be  devoured  by  the  Inspectors  Therefis 
one  Kari  stati  >n  at  Thottapally  -and  it  is  quite  Uilfit  for- paddy 
cultivation.  The  surface  soil  is  found  to  be  un-suited -for  .paddy 
cultivation.  Some  contract  was  given,  to  somebody -for  removing 
the  soil.  This  was  all  the  work  that  was  done  in  the -farm.  -But 
for  making  the  people  to  be  convinced  of  the  fact  that  soil.aad 
cultivation  can  be  much  improved,  the  department  should  be  able 
to  do  some  sort  of  experimental  cultivation  in  extensive  areascof 
ryots  lands.  Let  the  department  divide  the  ryots  lands  into  two 
equal  parts.  Let  one  be  the  control  plot  and  the  other  experimental 
and  let  the  ryot  himself  cultivate  both  the  plots.  The  depart¬ 
ment  need  only  spent  the  additional  expense  needed. for  the  -experi¬ 
ment.  If  improvement  can  be  shown  the  department  oan  date 
the  cost  incurred  by  it.  In  this  way  the  department  can  satisfy 
the  ryot  about  the  superiority  of  scientific  cultivation  which  fetches 
more  profit, 

Sir,  in  regard  to  the  cocoanut  diseases  there  are- two  'varieties 
of  disease.  One  type  of  disease  ran  be  remedied.  .1  have  myself 
tried  that  experiment  suggested  by  tbe- department  and- it  basitoea® 
found  successful  so  far  as  the  leaf  -pest  diseases  are  concerned. 
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With  regal’d  to  the  root  disease  the  department  has  not  been  able 
to  do  anything.  Some  more  studied  men  should  be  got  down  even 
paying  a  higher  salary  if  necessary  to  do  some  experiments  and 
find  out  a  remedy  for  the  root  disease. 

Now  coming  to  die  Agricultural  Board  1  have  to  say  a  few 
words.  The  Board  discuss  ever  so  many  matters  and  send  up 
proposals  and  recommendations  to  Government  for  their  consider¬ 
ation.  It  is  a  pity  that  Government  do  not  give  due  consideration 
to  all  their  recommendations.  Yet,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that 
Government  have  sanctioned  this  year  a  sum  of  Ks.  7,000  for 
propaganda  purpose.  I  trust  that  the  Director  of  Agriculture 
would  make  the  best  use  of  the  additional  amount  granted  to  the 
department  and  try  as  far  as  possible  to  see  that  the  farms  now 
under  their  control,  which  he  himself  will  admit  cannot  ba 
improved,  will  be  disposed  off  by  the  Government  and  the  proceeds 
utilised  for  some  better  purpose  of  the  department.  With  these 
words  I  resume  my  seat. 

M.t-  N.  V.  Chacko  ••  Sir,  in  supporting  the  Demand  I  have 
to  add  only  a  few  words  to  what  my  predecessor  lias  said.  We 
do  not  enjoy  any  practical  benefit  from  the  department.  The  agri¬ 
culturists  of  Travaueore  have  reached  a  condition  that  is  almost 
the  limbo  of  despair  and  despondency.  I  think,  Sir,  that  ere  long 
people  will  be  obliged  to  give  up  agriculture.  Government  them¬ 
selves  know  that  the  condition  of  the  agriculturists  is  very  bad  and 
that  this  condition,  they  say,  will  continue  for  an  indefinite  time 
Government  seem  to  have  resigned  themselves  to  this  condition. 
Tl  ey  do  not  seem  to  be  willing  to  help  the  agriculturists  in  any 
material  way  or  at  least  to  try  to  help  them.  The  Government 
and  the  department  should  do  something  to  better  the  lot  of  the 
agriculturists. 

With  reference  to  the  taluks  of  North  Travaueore  which  are 
subjected  to  periodical  floods  and  droughts  the  Agricultural 
Department,  the  Land  lievenua  Department,  the  Irrigation  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Government  do  not  seem  to  be  aware  of  these  facts. 
In  North  Travaueore  we  have  got  the  Mari  or  Myal  lands  depend¬ 
ing  entirely  for  cultivation  on  the  freaks  of  nature.  In  this 
connection,  I  may  invite  the  attention  of  the  department  to  the 
lack  of  manure.  Manure  is  not  available  easily  or  cheaply.  People 
used  to  get  green  manure  very  cheaply  and  abundantly.  Now 
they  do  not  get  it  so.  Manure  should  not  be  dear  or  difficult  to 
obtain.  It  should  not  be  like  exporting  gold  from  America. 
The  people  should  be  able  to  get  good  manure  at  least  within 
a  distance  of  a  mile  or  so  from  their  lands, 
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Sir,  the  condition  of  the  cattle  is  also  fast,  deteriorating, 
People  should  be  able  to  get  good  cattle  cheaply.  There  is 
prevalence  of  diseases  like  anthrax  and  great  scarcity  of  fodder. 
I  would  suggest  to  Government  that  the  department  should 
approach  individual  cultivators  and  ordinary  peasants  and  advise 
them  with  regard  to  the  cultivation  of  their  lands  and  the  keeping 
of  their  cattle  in  fit  condition.  With,  these  words  I  resume  my 
seat 

Ml":  James  Fletcher  ( Kalkvlam  and  Vilavankode  cum 
NeyijaHinlara)  :  Sir,  I  support  the  Demand.  In  doing  so,  I 
desire  to  draw  the  attention  of  Government  with  regard  to  the 
Shank  industry  in  Travancore.  The  Shank  industry  was  held  as  a 
monopoly  by  an  individual  for  the  last  few  years.  That  monopoly 
comes  to  a  close  at  the  end  of  this  year.  Naturally  it  is  expected 
something  will  be  clone  with  respect  to  this  industry  by  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  1114.  Perhaps  the  honourable  members  may  not  know 
much  about  the  shank  industry.  I  may  say  a  few  words  about 
that.  The  shanks  are  a  kind  of  sea  animals  which  are  living  in  the 
sea.  They  are  collected  by  fishermen  going  far  into  the  sea  and 
diving  at  the  place  where  they  are  existing.  These  arc  collected  in 
,  large  numbers,  brought  to  the  shore  and  kept  for  export.  Cal¬ 
cutta  is  the  only  market  for  the  shanks. 

;  This  is  a  monopoly,  this  is  an  industry,  peculiar  to  Travan¬ 
core,  but  this  industry  is  carried  on  in  Ceylon  and  Tuticorin. 
■■  There  are  merchants  both  in  Tuticorin  as  well  as  in  Colombo, 
.  who  are  exporting  a  large  number  of  shanks  to  Calcutta.  Now,  if 
:  this  shank  industry  is  thrown  open  to  the  public,  it  will  shrink  in 
-volume  to  such  an  extent  that  all  the  trade  will  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  Ceylon  or  Tuticorin  people  but  if  the  shank  industry  in 
.Travancore  is  entrusted  to  a  few  moneyed  men  of  this  country, 
I  am  sure,  they  would  be  able  to  carry  on  the  industry  in  such  a 
way  .  as  to  bring  a  reasonable  profit  to  Government-  As  I  said 
these  shanks  when  exported  outside  the  border  lines  bring  to  the 
Government  a  royalty.  Thus,  the  Government  will  get  a  reason¬ 
able  profit  if  large  number  of  shanks  are  sent  out. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  May  I  know 
whether  he  wants  to  make  it  a  monopoly? 

Mr.  James  Fletcher  :  Not  entirely  as  a  monopoly.  The 
right  to  collect  and  sell  may  be  given  to  a  few  private  men.  If  it 
is  thrown  open  to  all,  there  will  be  such  competition  as  will  kill  the 
trade.  The  market  is  only  at  Calcutta  and  the  competitors  are  in 
various  parts  of  India, -namely,  Ceylon  and  Tuticorin.  The  bigger 
merchants  outside  will  be  able  to  compete  with  traders  in  the 
Travancore  shanks  as  to  dwindle  down  our  trade.  Therefore  tjie 
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Government,  before  they  dispose  of  the  contract  for  the  shanks 
industry  will  do  well  to  consult  the  public.  After  due  consideration, 
the  Governments  may  give  the  monopoly  or  take  whatever  action 
they  think  will  be  of  advantage  to  Travancoro.

Mr.  K.  R.  Narayana  Aiyar :  Sir,  the  debate  on  this 
demand  has  covered  a  very  wide  range.  But  the  only  satisfaction 
is  that  in  contradistinction  to  what  used  to  be  in  the  previous  years’,

the  criticisms  to  a  certain  extent  have  been  of  a  constructive  nature. 
With  the  time  at  my  disposal,  1  shall  try  to  answer  some  of  the 
charges  that  have  been  levelled  against  the  department. 

Mr.  Easwara  Pillai  said  that  the  department  had  not 
fully  justified  itself,  particularly,  the  research  section  of  it.  I 
repudiate  that  charge-  I  invite  the  honourable  member’s  attention 
to  the  large  amount  of  work  that  has  been  done  by  the  various 
sections  of  the  research  laboratory  that  is  attached  to  the  depart¬ 
ment  and  that  is  summarised  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  first  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  in  Travancore.  The  soil  surveys 
of  Naujinad  and  Kuttanad  conducted  with  a  view  to  improve  the 
growth  of  paddy  have  yielded  hopeful  results.  Similarly  the 
paddy-growing  tracts  of  Sher tala  and  Vaikam  taluks  have  been 
surveyed  and  the  soils  examined.  These  surveys  include  the 
results  of  the  analyses  of  not  less  than  a  thousand  samples.  If 
the  honourable  member  will  go  through  those  reports  carefully  he 
will  find  that  the  general  manorial  difficiencies  of  all  these  lands  are 
given  there.  Exactly  similar  is  the  position  with  regard  to  ento¬ 
mology,  mycology  and  -economic  botany.  In  all  these  fields  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  and  the  results  have  been 
of  immense  value.  Commensurate  with  the  men  and  resources 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  department,  I  should  say  that  the 
results  achieved  have  been  fully  satisfactory. 

Mr-  Easwara  Pillai  ehararactised  the  department  as  a  mere 
ornament  and  said  that  it  has  not  cared  for  the  agriculturists  who 
is  at  fault  ?  The  department  has  done  in  the  past  and  is  doing  now 
even  with  more  vigour  all  that  it  can  by  way  of  research,  demon¬ 
stration  and  propaganda,  But  it  is  up  to  the  honourable  members 
to  be  the  real  propagandists  on  behalf  of  the  department  and  to  dis¬ 
seminate  the  knowledge  which  We  give  to  their  less  fortunate 
brothren.  There  is  a  gulf  to  be  bridged  between  the  department 
and  the  public,  and  here  it  is  that  I  want  the  co-operation  of  the 
honourable  members  who  say  that  they  represent  the  agricultural 
interests  of  the  country. 

Mr-  G,  Narayana  Aiyar  =  Has  anything  been  done  to 
carry- on  collective  faming? 

Mr.  K.  R.  Narayana  Aiyar  =  As  a  matter  of  fact  that  is 
a  problem  which  is  now  under  the  consideration  of  a  sub-com¬ 
mittee  of  the  economic  Development  Board.  I  wish  people  will 
come  forward  and  help  us  in  '  consolidating  their  fragmented 
holdings  and  to  carry  on  agriculture  on  co-operative  lines. 

The  Government  have  fully  realised  the  very  pitiable  plight 
in  which  the  agriculturist  has  been  placed  now.  To  relieve  him 
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of  his  jndebtendness,  they  have  recently  initiated  the  Credit  Bank, 
which  will  come  into  operation  almost  immediately.  Loans  on 
long  and  easy  terms,  which  I  suppose  the  agriculturists  will  really 
use  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  intended,  will  be  advanced 
to  the  agriculturists.  But  unfortunately  what  we  find  to  day  is  that 
most  of  these  agricultural  loans  are  utilised  for  making  ornaments; 
for  putting  up  bunglows  and  other  malaiide  purposes. 

As  regards  rural  reconstruction,  sir,  in  the  nature  of  things,  it 
is  imposible  for  the  Government  to  foist  the  scheme  on  the  people. 
The  initiative  must  come  from  the  people  themselves.  If  they 
come  forward,  the  department  will  help  them  in  every  way. 

Coming1  to  my  friend  Mr.  Goviadan  who  advocates  that  a  root 
which  is  now  grown  in  r.uo  Philipiues  or  East  Indies  should  be 
introduced  into  Truvancoro,  I  am  absolutely  unnware  of  the 
existence  of  any  such  special  root.  If  introduced  into  Travancore 
I  will  be  the  first  person  to  oppose  it.  It  is  a  starchy  food  and  it 
is  not  necessary  here  where  tapioca  is  already  doing  sufficient  havoc 
to  the  health  of  the  people.  The  peoples’  health  will  deteriorate  to 
a  considerable  extent  on  account  of  the  introduction  of  another 
farinacious  crop. 

Sir,  my  honourable  friend  put  forward  a  theory  of  breaking 
up  the  nitrogen  in  the  air  and  putting  it  into  tubes.  The  idea  is 
fantastic.  The  atmosphere  contains  nitrogen  and  the  simple  way 
to  extract  it  is  by  the  cultivation  of  what  is  called  the  "leguminous 
crops.’  Ordinary  green  peas  contain  nodules  which  contain  bac¬ 
teria,  capable  of  absorbing  nitrogen  and  fixing  it  on  to  the  soil. 

Reference  was  made  to  the  possibility  ^of  investigating  deep 
sea  fishing.  This  is  a  question  which  has  already  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  Government  and  (he  honourable  members  are  aware 
that  a  well-qualified  Marine  Biologist  has  been  appointed  in  the 
University  and  it  will  be  one  of  his  tasks  to  investigate  how  far  the 
deep  could  be  tapped  as  a  source  of  wealth  in  the  form  of  fish. 

Next,  regarding  the  observation  which  was  made  by  Mr.  Korah 
concerning  coconut'  palm  disease,  I  wish  to  say  that  this  is  a 
disease  not  peculiar  to  Travancore  alone  but  it  is  prevalent  through 
out  the  whole  world  wherever  von  have  co-coanut  jialms.  In  the 
Dutch  West  Indies,  in  Ceylon  in  the  East  Indies,  wherever  you  go, 
you  find  there  this  disease-  The  problem  is,  no  doubt  very  serious. 
The  Government  do  not  for  a  moment  think  that  it  is  very  insigni¬ 
ficant,  As  a  matter  of  fact,  they  have  fully  realised  the  serious¬ 
ness  of  the  situation.  As  soon  as  this  Government  became  a  con¬ 
stituent  of  the  Imperial  Council  of  Agricultural  Research,  this 
matter  was  brought  to  their  attention  and  a  case  was  made  out,

The  result,'  is  as  the  honourable  members  are  aware,  the  Imperial 
Council  have  sanctioned  a  sutn  of  11s.  23,500  for  investigating  the 
disease  in  all  its  varied  aspects.  I  can  say  that  the  investigations 
that  have  been  carried  out  so  far  (now)  show  that  we  could  hold 
certain  organims  direct1  y  responsible  for  the  causation  of  this 
disease.  When  once  the  disease  is  properly,  diagonsed,  it  would 
be  easy  to  rerody  it.  It  is  expected  that,  the  investigation  will  yield 
hopful  results. 

Mr.  Korah  made  certain  observations  regarding  the  peculiar 
conditions  of  the  soil  of  Kuttanad,  particularly,  the  backwater  re¬ 
clamation  area.  He  said  that  the  attention  of  the  Government  has 
not  been  directed  to  that  area.  •••.., 

Mr-  K.  M.  Korah  :  1  said  that  attention  was  not  given  to 

the  extent  to  which  it  was  desired. 

Mr,  K.  R.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  I  claim,  Sir,  that  the  depart¬ 
ment  has  paid  considerable  attention  to  Kuttanad.  [  believe  it  is 
now  about  15  years  since  we  conducted  definite  manurial  experi¬ 
ments  for  Kuttanad  and  found  out  that  the  chief  defieience’s  of, the 
soil  there  are  acidity  and  phosphate  depletion.  I  am  glad  the 
honourable  member  stated  that  the  people  of  Kuttanad  have  found 
out  the  advantage  in  applying  lime,  and  are  now  increasingly 
making  use  of  lime,  as  a  soil  amaliorant. 

Sir,  the  main  defect  so  far  as  Kuttanad  is  concerned  is  the 
pernicious  practice  of  the  agriculturists  there,  of  letting  into  the 
field  the  intensely  saline  water  soon  after  harvest.  The  department 
has  issued  several  pamphlets  and  done  a  great  deal  of  propaganda 
pointing  out  the  evil  effects  of  this  practice.  The  saline  water  gets 
into  the  clayey  soil,  and  the  salts  which  are  imjurious  to  the  crop 
stick  on  there.  It  is  up  to  the  honourable  members  hailing  from 
Kuttanad  to  help  the  department  in  its  propaganda  work  against 
this  pernicious  practice  which,  if  unchecked,  will  ultimately  render 
the.  soils  more  or  less  barren. 

The  Demand  was  then,  put  to  vote  and  carried  and  the  grant 
was  made. 

DEMAND  XVll— -INDUSTRIES  DEPARTMENT 
INCLUDING  THE  CLAY  REFINING  AND 
THE  PORCELAIN  FACTORY. 

Mr.  C,  Kumara  Das  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  a  grant  not 
exceeding  Rs.  4,52,989,  under  Demand  XVII- — Industries  Depart¬ 
ment,  including  the  Clay-refining  and  the  Porcelain  Factory. 
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Mr.  M-  Govindan  :  Sir,  I  support  the  demand.  The  sal¬ 
vation  of  Travancore,  according  to  me,  lies  in  the  direction  of 
industrialisation.  Our  population  is  increasing  at  a  rate  more  rapid 
than  in  any  other  part  of  India,  and  now,  for  their  food,  they  have 
to  rely  solely  on  agriculture.  Agriculture,  however  successful,  will 
not  be  able  to  support  the  entire  population,  considering  the  limited 
extent  available  for  cultivation.  Sir,  artificial  methods  of  duplicat¬ 
ing  earth’s  surface,  with  sufficient  inter-space  between  the  two 
surfaces  for  people  freely  to  move  about,  have  not  proved  a  practical 
success,  although,  if  achieved,  that  would  be  a  remarkable  engineer¬ 
ing  feat.  The  hanging  gardens  of  Babylon  have  been  the  source  of 
inspiration  in  this  direction,  but  that,  is  not  practical  politics  yet. 
Therefore,  the  only  resource  will  be  in  the  field  of  industries,  as  in 
other  parts  of  the  world. 

Sir,  this  process  of  industrialisation  necessarily  involves  a  series 
of  experiments.  Experiments  necessarily  involve  failures,  here  and 
there.  People  who  have  not  got  sufficient  foresight  may  make 
much  of  such  failures  and  advise  us  that  we  should  desist  from 
further  industrialisation.  Sir,  that  is  not  statesmanship.  What 
we  want  is  that  all  our  raw-products  must  be  subjected  to  the 
process  of  manufacture  of  articles  which  will  sell  easily  elsewhere 
and  procure  us  good  return  in  the.  shape  of  money.  W e  all  know 
that  experiments  have  been  made  in  this  direction  during  recent 
years  ;  and  we  have  had  disappointments.  Still,  T  think  there  is 
much  hope  in  the  direction  of  industrialisation.  But,  half-hearted 
measures  will  not  serve  any  purpose.  Our  endeavour  should  be 
whole-hearted  in  the  direction  of  the  development  of  the  resources 
of  this  country  and  improving  our  industries. 

Sir,  when  I  say  this,  it  should  not  be  understood  that  I  am 
pleading  for  wholesale  factory  industries.  No.  Cottage  industries 
have  also  to  be  developed.  I  am  not  a  believer  in  mere  machinery. 
Machinery  must  be  supplemented  by  cottage  industries.  Mere 
cottage  industries  without  large-scale  production  in  big  factories, 
would  also  not  suffice  since  we  would  not  be  able  to  compete  in  the 
.world  market.  Cottage  industries  are  also  necessary  to  provide 
employment  for  the  people  in  the  country  ;  after  all,  factories  are 
rivals  to  human  labour  and  can  employ  only  a  very  limited  number. 
With  the  inauguration  of  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-electric  Scheme  and 
the  availability  of  cheap  power  throughout  the  State,  I  am  sure 
cottage  industries  will  develop.  Cottage  industries  helped  by  cheap 
power  would  be  a  great  asset  to,  our  country.  It  will  enhance  the 
prosperity  of  the  people  and  increase  their  earning  capacity. 
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Sir,  since  there  are  several  industries  which  can  with  advan. 
tage  be  developed,  1  would  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  experts  to  go  into  the  question  and  chalk  out  the  lines  on 
which  our  resources  have  to  be  developed.  And?  our  new  Univer¬ 
sity  may  serve  to  help  the  Government  in  that  direction. 

I  should  bo  failing  in  my  duly,  Sir,  if,  in  this  connection,  1  do 
not  make  special  mention  of  the  coir  industry  here.  In  fact,  it  is 
now  lagging  behind  because  it  has  no  good  market  in  foreign 
countries.  Sir,  the  main  reason  For  that  is  that  all  manner  of  tricks 
and  devices  are  adopted  by  the  middlemen  and  the  exporters,  in 
their  own  selfish  interests,  to  increase  the  weight  of  coir  goods 
manufactured  and  exported  from  the  State.  As  a  result  of  this 
kind  of  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  middlemen,  even  Anjeugo  coir, 
which  is  supposed  to  be  the  best,  does  not  now  fetch  even  half  the 
price  that  it  was  fetching  some  time  back.  Sir,  in  business  especi¬ 
ally,  what  we  want  is  integrity,  character.  It  is  therefore  up  to  the 
middlemen  not  to  resort  to  all  manner  of  tricks  and  dupe  the  world 
for  their  own  selfish  interests. 

With  these  words,  I  support  the  demand. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P-  Balakrishnan  Tam  pi :  Sir,  I  also 
support  the  Demand.  1  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Govern- 
ment  to  the  fact  that  the  usual  grants  allowed  to  weaving  institu¬ 
tions  are  not  now  given.  Evidently  owing  to  financial  stringency, 
that  was  stopped  a  few  years  ago.  But,  now  that  our  finances  are 
really  sound,  it  is  time  the  Government  revive  these  grants.  There 
are  institutions  in  Onattukara,  Sbertala  and  other  places  which  are 
doing  very  useful  work.  They  have  done  creditable  work  in  popu¬ 
larising  the  industry  and  in  providing  employment  for  hundreds  of 
unemployed  young  men.  It  is  therefore  very  necessary  that  the 
Government  should  reoussidate  at  least  the  grants  which  they  were 
giving  till  a  few  years  back. 

I  also  request  the  Government  to  concentrate  their  attention 
on  the  clay  factory  at  Kundara.  I  am  glad  Government  have  made 
the  assurance  that  even  next  year  clay  will  be  available  for  Sale. 
My  only  anxiety  is  that  the  Government  should  not  follow  the 
policy  which  they  pursued  in  the  case  of  some  other  industrial 
concerns. 

I  would  also  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  instruct 
the  expert  at  Kundara  to  train  up  some  Travancoreas  in  the 
different  aspects  of  the  clay  industry  so  that  there  may  be  Travan- 
coreans  available  to  take  up  the  work  if  and  when  Government  deem 
it  necessary  to  send  away  the  expert. 
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I  am  glad  my  honourable  friend  referred  to  the  coir  industry. 
I  am  sorry  that  he  used  language  of  exaggeration  when  he  said  that 
Travancore  coir  has  no  market  now  in  foreign  countries.  It  was 
also  unjust  on  his  part  to  have  said  that  all  the  middlemen  and  the 
manufacturers  and  exporters  practice  fraud  on  foreign  merchants. 
It  is  true  that  fraud  was  detected  in  certain  cases;  but  it  is  certainly 
unjust  to  say  thai;  all  middlemen  and  exporters  resort  to  such  tricks 
and  commit  fraud.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  99  out  of  100  follow 
honest  methods.  It  is  not  their  fault  if  fee  markets  have  gone 
worse.  It  is  necessary  that  the  Government  should  enact  a  measure 
to  protect  this  industry,  and  eliminate  all  manner  of  fraud  in  the 
manufacture  and  export  of  coir  and  coir  goods. 

IVIr.  C.  Kutnara  Das :  bir,  I  should  like  to  enlighten 
Mr.  Govindan  aud  Mr.  Balakrislman  Tarapi,  even  within  the  few 
minutes  at  my  disposal,  on  one  or  two  points  which  they  raised 
during  their  speeches. 

Mr.  Govindan  deplored  the  fact  of  the  increased  population  in 
the  State  and  the  consequent  difficulty  of  the  people  to 'make  a 
living  out  of  agriculture  alone,  it  is  true  that  industries  have  to 
help  the  people  out  of  this  difficulty.  Government  have  realised 
that  fact,  and  whatever  is  possible  is  being  done,  and  done  speedily. 

President :  The  time  allotted  for  the  voting  of  demands 
for  grants  has  expired.

Under  little  24  of  thn  Legislative  Rules  on  the  ground  that

Mr.  Puthupallj  5.  Krishna  Pillai  ( Leqal  Remem¬ 
brancer)  :  I  beg  to  move  that  Sahib  Bahadur  Hajee  Hnssan  Yakub 
Sait  be  nominated  a  member  of  the  Joint  Committee  in  the  place  of 
Mr.  M.  Abdur  llahimau  Sahib. 

Mr.  K.  Madhava  Kurup:  I  second  it. 

THE  TRAVANOORE  TRADE  DISPUTES  .BILL. 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Mr.  Puthupalli  S.  Krishna  Pillai  :  Sir,  during  the 
•course  of  the  discussion  on  the  Travrncore  Trade  Disputes  Bill,  on 
,a  motion  that  the  furl  her  consideration  cf  the  Bill  Le  postponed,  it 
was  -postponed  ;  and  it  has  now  come  up  again  for  consideration 
by  the  House.  I  move  that  the  further  consideration  of  the  Bill 
ibe  now  proceeded  with. 

Mr.  K.  Madhava  Kurup:  I  second  it. 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 
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Clause  1. 

The  question  that  Clause  1  do  form  part  of  the  Bill  was  put 
to  vote  and  carried. 

The  Clause  was  added  to  the  Bill- 

Clause  2. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai  ( Co-opted ) :  Sir,  I  have  sent 
up  an  amendment  to  Clause  2. 

Mr.  Puthupalli  S.  Krishna  Pillai :  The  honourable 
member  seems  to  refer  to  an  amendment  of  which  he  had  given 
notice  several  months  back-  It  has  now  lapsed  under  the  Standing 
orders  ;  and  no  fresh  notice  has  been  given.  ° 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  I  thought  the  amendment 
would  not  lapse,  and  so  did  not  give  fresh  notice  of  it. 

President :  / gnoratio  legis  neminum  excusai.  In  other 

words,  ignorance  of  law  is  no  excuse. 

The  question  that  Clause  2  do  form  part  of  the  Bill  was  put 
to  vote  and  carried. 

The  Clause  was  added  to  the  Bill. 

Clause  3. 

The  question  that  Clause  3  do  form  part  of  the  Bill  was  put 
to  vote  and  carried. 

The  Clause  was  added  to  the  Bill. 

Clause  4. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  ( Quilon  cum  Kunna- 
thur)  :  Sir,  I  object  to  the  first  amendment,  in  the  list  of  amend¬ 
ments,  proposed  to  Clause  4  of  the  Bill.  Under  Standing  Order 
No,  43,  notice  of  6  clear  days  shall  be  given  in  respect  of  amend¬ 
ments.  Notice  of  this  amendment  has  been  given  only  on  the 
13th  of  August.  Standing  Order  No.  43  (paragraph  100  of  the 
Manual)  lays  down : 

“If  notice  of  a  proposed  amendment  has  not  been  given  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  6  clear  days  before  the  sitting  of  the  Council  at  which  the  Bill 
is  to  be  considered,  any  member  may  object  to  the  moving  of  the 
amendment  and  guoh  objection  shall  prevail....... . " 

Therefore,  I  object  to  this  amendment  being  taken  up  for 
consideration. 

President :  What  has  the  honourable  member  got  to  say 
on  this  1 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  In  the  letter  forwarding  my 
amendments  I  have  stated  that  I  was  kid  up  and  that  therefore  I 
was  able  to  send  those  amendments  only  a  day  later.  In  view  of 
that  reason,  1  pray  that  the  House  may  be  pleased  to  excuse  tile 
delay  of  only  one  day. 

Vo!.  XII.  No.  7. 
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President :  Ill  this  ease,  I  would  normally  have  exercised 
my  discretion  in  favour  of  moving  the  amendments.  But  the 
position  both  in  regard  to  the  Trade  Disputes  Bill  and  the  Factories 
Bill  is  that  the  matter  has  been  considered  elsewhere  at  great  length 
and  if  honourable  members  have  to  move  amendments  again,  a 
piece  of  legislation  very  much  in  the  interest  of  the  labouring  p0pu. 
lotion  of  the  country  will  be  delayed  from  coming  into  operation 
certainly  for  about  six  months,  probably  for  a  longer  time.  All 
things  considered,  I  think  it  is  my  duty  to  see  that  the  provisions 
of  the  Rule  are  strictly  complied  with  and  the  amendments  will  not 
bo  considered.  I  hope,  that  no  other  honourable  member  has  sent 
in  any  amendment. 

Clauses  4  to  19. 

The  question  that  Clauses  1  to  19  do  stand  part  of  the  Bill  was 
put  and  carried  and  the  clauses  were  added  to  the  Bill, 

Preamble. 

The  question  that  the  Preamble  do  stand  part  of  the  Bill  was 
put  and  carried  and  the  Preamble  was  added  to  the  Bill. 

Title. 

The  question  that  the  Title  do  stand  part  of  the  Bill  was  put 
and  carried  and  the  Title  was  added  to  the  Bill. 

Mr.  Puthupalli  S .  Krishna  Pillai :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 
that  the  Trade  Disputes  Bill  bo  passed. 

Mr.  K.  Madhava  Kurup  :  I  second  it, 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai:  I  oppose  it.  Sir,  Even  when 
this  Bill  was  under  consideration,  I  had  occasion  to  express  the 
apprehensions  of  labour  with  regard  to  this  piece  of  legislation  which 
is  capable  of  much  mischief  at  the  hands  of  this  Government.  Sit', 
though  due  to  some  technical  error  I  was  not  able  to  move  all  my 
amendments  and  bring  home  to  this  House  the  pernicious  character 
of  the  Bill,  I  submit  that  the  Bill  as  a  whole  as  passed  by  this 
House  is  quite  unacceptable  so  far  as  labour  is  concerned.  Sir,  after 
we  discussed  the  Bill  on  the  last,  occasion,  I  have  had  opportunities 
to  know  the  views  of  labour  on  this  question.  All  the  labour  orga¬ 
nisations  in  this  country  have  expressed  a  view  definitely  against 
this  piece  of  legislation.  Sir,  it  is  not  only  an  unnecessary  and 
michievous  piece  of  legislation,  but  it  is  capable  of  gross  abuse  in 
the  hands  i.f  Government  which  is  unsympathetic  towards  labour 
interests.  Sir,  I  have  made  it  plain  that  labourers  in  this  country 
.  do  not  want  such  a  piece  of  legislation.  IV hen  this  same  Bill  was 
introduced  in  a  former  session  of  the  Assembly,  Mr.  K.  C. 
Karunakaran  representing  the  interests  of  employers  said  that  it 
was  an  unwanted  piece  of  legislation.  The  employers  do  not  want 
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such  a  piece  of  legislation.  The  labourers  also  do  not  want  such  a 
piece  of  legislation.  The  public  nowhere  has  demanded  such  a  piece 
of  legislation. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Filial  On  a  point  of  order, 
Sir.  The  motion  before  the  House  is  that  the  Bill  be  passed.  I 
want  to  know'  whether  the  question  of  the  necessity  or  otherwise  of 
the  Bill  on  the  merits  is  in  order,  and  whether  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  third  reading  or  the  motion  that  the  Bill  be  passed  can 
be  questioned  by  opposing  the  motion  on  the  merits. 

Mr.  Puthupalli  5.  Krishna  Filial ;  No  member  is 
entitled  to  question  the  principle  contained  in  the  Bill.  As  regards 
the  necessity  also,  it  has  been  accepted  by  the  House  and  unani¬ 
mously  decided.  No  further  question  can  arise  either  on  the  ac¬ 
ceptability  of  or  on  the  principle  contained  in  the  Bill.  Any  other 
objection  that  the  member  may  have,  for  instance  that  the  Bill 
should  not- ba  passed  into  law,  may  be  raised,  but  it  must  be  an 
opposition  to  the  motion  that  the  Bill  be  passed.  No  further  dis¬ 
cussion  can  take  place. 

Mr-  M.  5.  Anirudhan  ( Karunagapalli ,  Karthigapalli  and 
Ambalapuzha  cum  ShertMu)  ■  May  I  know  from  the  honourable 
member  whether  this  House  can  consider  at  this  stage  that  the  Bill 
be  passed  or  not  ? 

Mr.  Puthupalli  S.  Krishna  Pillai ;  I  said  that  when 
the  motion  is  that  the  Bill  be  passed  any  member  can  oppose  the 
motion. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai  •  I  was  only  adducing  grounds 
why  the  motion  should  not  be  passed. 

President :  Order,  order.  This  house  has,  by  its  precedents, 
made  the  position  fairly  clear  on  that  matter.  The  precedent 
relating  to  the  matter  are  contained  at  page  71  of  the  book  of  pre¬ 
cedents. 

Precedent  115  reads  thus  : — 

“The  question  arose  whether  members  could  speak  on  a  clause  in  a  Bill 
even  if  no  amendment  is  sent  up." 

‘‘The  President  ruled.” 

“Unless  there  is  a  definite  amendment  before  the  House  no  member 
has  got  the  right  to  speak.” 

‘‘Then,  Mr.  A.  S.  Damodaran  Asan  6aid  that  when  the  motion  that 
the  clause  do  stand  part  of  the  Bill  is  before  the  House  any 
member  can  speak  on  it.  The  President  then  remarked  :  — 

‘It  is  only  on  an  amendment  that  any  member  can  speak,  and  when, 
a  clause  is  put,  it  has  only  to  be  voted  upon.’’ 

“The  President  again  pointed  out:  “Let  me  toll  Mr.  Asan  distinctly 
that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Chair  either  to  act  arbitrarily  or 
to  shut  out  legitimate  discussion,  This  motion,  as  Mr,  Asan  will 
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clearly  understand,  is  not  a  motion  before  the  House.  It  ia 
merely  a  question  put  by  the  Chair,  as  to  whether  this'  clause 
do  form  part  of  the  Bill.  Those  who  are  in  favour  of  it  will 
certainly  say  ‘•yes"’  and  those  who  ore  against  it  will  say  ‘‘no" 
There  is  not  a  regular  motion  bofom  tiro  House.  Therefore" 
Mr.  Asan  will  understand  that  anything  which  is  not  a  motion  is 
not  opon  to  d  scuasion.” 

Honourable  members  cun,  of  course,  von;  for  or  against  the 
motion  that  the  Bill  Iks  passed  into  law.  As  soon  us  the  second 
reading  is  over,  tile  main  principle  of  the  Bill  is  supposed  to  be 
accepted.  The  Select  Committee  Stage  in  the  case  of  this  Bill  has 
not  taken  place  in  this  house  but  the  principle  of  the  Bill  lias  been 
accepted  anti  when  the  amendments  have  been  ruled  out,  the 
honourable  house  may  vote  for  or  against  the  motion  that  the 
Bill  be  passed  into  latv.  But  no  elaborate  discussion  on  the  principle 
of  the  Bill  is  permissible  at  this  stage  if  there  are  no  appropriate 
amendments  on  the  tapis. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  I  was  adducing  reasons  to 
show  why  1  should  oppose  the  Bill. 

President :  You  may  adduce  reasons  which  will  not  take 
up  any  of  the  points  of  principle  arising  ou  dm  Bill.  They  may  be 
reasons  of  procedure,  reasons  of  any  fuultiness  in  this  manner  in 
which  the  Bill  lias  been  brought  up  before  the  House. 

Mr-  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  Sir,  1  think  iluu  in  the  inter- 
ests  of  labour  I  should  oppose  the  third  reading  of  the  Bill  in  this 
House.  As  this  Bill  was  rushed  through  in  this  House  we  had 
not  sufficient  opportunity  except  at  this  stage  to  deal  with  the 
various  matters  arising  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  Bill.  Sir,  we 
the  labourers  have  always  demanded  for  some  machinery  for  con- 
ciliafcion  of  trade  disputes.  But  that  should  not  be  construed  as  a 
demand  for  saddling  on  us  the  penal  clauses  which  occur  in  the  Bill 
after  clause  14.  "Not  only  that.  This  Bill  has  been  recently 
amended  by  the  Central  Indian  Legislature  and  those  latest  amend¬ 
ments  of  which  I  had  given  notice  have  not  been  incorporated  in 
this  Bill.  An  amended  act  has  been  passed  in  British  India  and 
it  has  been  made  up-to-date.  Similar  amendments  are  being 
attempted  by  the  Provincial  Legislatures  in  British  India.  It  has 
been  conceded  on  all  hands  that  Clauses  15  and  16  of  the  Bill  are 
pernicious  to  the  interests  of  any  genuine  trade  union  movement. 
Sir,  the  trade  union  movement  is  in  its  infant  stage  in  this  State 
and  the  Trade  Union  Regulation  has  come  into  force  only  three 
months  back  and  since  then  half  a  dozen  trade  union  organisations 
have  been  registered.  If  this  Bill  is  passed  into  law,  their  freedom 
of  action  will  be  fettered  j  and  no  sort  of  genuine  trade  unionism 
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will  be  possible  in  this  country  unless  and  until  this  House  votes 
down  this  Bill.  Sir,  this  is  not  the  attitude  that  Government  ought 
to  take  towards  an  infant  movement  No  amount  of  pernicious  or 
oppressive  piece  of  legislation,  I  may  assure  the  House,  will  stem 
the  rising  tide  of  trade  unionism  in  this  country.  This  Bill  is  only 
an  attempt  at  suppressing  genuine  trade  union  activities  in  the 
State.  Sir,  what  do  the  clauses  occurring  after  Clause  14  say  '?  No 
strike  can  a  labour  organisation  resort  to  in  a  public  utility  service 
without  giving  fourteen  days’  notice.  That,  as  I  pointed  out  on  a 
former  occasion,  will  frustrate  the  object  of  the  strike.  We  know 
from  our  own  experience  what  effect  a  strike  will  have  if  it  is 
resorted  to  after  giving  fourteen  days’  notice.  We  had  tried  that 
on  a  previous  occasion  and  we  know  that  not  only  the  employers 
but  even  the  Government  who  acted  as  the  handmaid  of  the  em¬ 
ployers  have  frustrated  the  'object  of  the  strike.  Strikes  are  the 
legitimate  right . 

President :  Order,  order.  Precedent  No.  114  at  page  71 
reads  thus : — 

“When  the  Deputy  President  said  that  clause  II  do  form  part  of  the 
Bill,  a  member  stood  up  to  speak  On  it.  * 

“The  Deputy  President  Puled : — It  was  only  a  few  minutes  ago  that 
the  President  gave  a  ruling  that  it  would  not  bo  right  on  the  part 
ot  a  member  to  make  any  elaborate  speech  when  a  clause  is  put  to 
the  vote  after  the  amendments  to  it  are  disposed  of.  I  was  also 
more  or  less  of  the  same  view  during  the  last  two  days.  When 
Mr,  Sambasiva  Aiyar,  the  other  day,  wanted  to  speak,  it  was  con¬ 
sidered  even  by 'the  official  member  in  charge  of  the  Bill,  that 
Mr.  Sambasiva  Aiyar  mignt  be  given  an  opportunity  as  a  special 
case  ;  and  therefore  it  was  that  he  was  allowed  to  speak  on  a 
former  occasion  like  this.  Really  ho  has  no  right  to  make  a 
speech  at  this  stage.” 

It  is  because  the  honourable  member  is  nominated  to  represent 
labour  that  I  am  giving  him  considerable  latitude  and  I  am  allow¬ 
ing  him  to  make  a  speech  on  this  occasion.  But  that  does  not 
entitle  him  to  make  a  long  speech  or  to  go  into  the  full  policy  of 
this  piece  of  legislation. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  Sir,  what  I  was  attempting  to 
point  out  was  that  this  piece  of  legislation  will  strike  at  the  very 
root  of  the  infant  trade  union  movement  which  is  being  developed 
in  the  State.  Clause  15,  as  I  pointed  out,  requires  a  notice  to  be 
given  to  the  employers  in  a  public  utility  service.  If  such  a  notice 
is  given,  the  strike  will  be  frustrated.  Government  will  also  conie  to 
the  aid  of  the  employer  and  the  employer  will  be  able  to  counteract 
the  effect  of  the  strike  by  arranging  for  other  labourers.  Wo  had 
also  that  experience.  It  is  only  to  frustrate  the  beneficial  results 
out  of  strikes  that  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  are  intended.  Sir,  we 
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had  also  othar  experiences  in  this  State  where  strikes  were  resorted 
to  without  giving  adequate  notice  and  where  we  have  been  a  little 
successful-  In  such  eases  the  authorities  came  down  and  said  that 
our  demand  would  be  aired  for.  So,  this  clause  which  insists  on 
the  giving  of  14  days’  notice  in  the  cast!  of  public,  utility  service  is 
a  clause  which  will  enable  any  employer  to  be  unperturbed  py  any 
strike. 

Strike  is  a  legitimate  weapon  recognised  by  Governments  all 
the  world  over,  and  if  any  Government  shows  any  apprehension 
any  panicy  state  of  affairs,  when  they  hear  the  word  ‘strike’,  such 
a  Government  does  not  deserve  the  pretension  of  being  called  a 
civilized  Government.  I  beg  to  submit  that  clause  15  and  subse¬ 
quent  clauses  are  incorporated  l.o  fetter  the  right  of  the  workers  for 
indulging  in  strikes.  The  existence  of  those  clauses  can  no  longer 
be  called  to  serve  the  interests  of  the  public  utility  services.  They 
are  very  pernicious  and  uncalled  for  and  are  infringing  on  the  civil 
liberties  of  the  public  workers.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  a  strike  is 
resorted  to,  then  clause  1(!  will  step  in  and  declare  that  it  is  with 
an  intent  to  inflict  severe,  general  and  prolonged  hardship  to  the 
community.  That  clause  has  been  amended  by  the  British  Indian 
Legislature  recently,  But  no  heed  to  that  has  been  paid  by  this 
I  legislature,  nor  has  the  Legal  Rembembranccr  taken  any  note  of  it 
by  way  of  bringing  in  that  amendment  even  at  this  stage  of  the 
Bill. 

President :  The  honourable  member  will  please  remember 
that  this  House  has  considered  the  Bill  after  it  was  passed  by 
another  Legislature.  The  Legal  lie membr. nicer  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  bringing  in  of  this  Bill. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  Even  then,  I  thought  that  to 
he  on  a  par  with  the  wholesome  principle  of  labour  legislation 
obtaining  iu  British  India,  the  Legal  Remembrancer  would  acquaint 
Government  with  those  facts  and  bring  in  amendments  to  that 
effect.  That  was  all  what  I  wanted  to  convey  when  I  referred  to 
the  Legal  Remembrancer,  So  then,  under  clause  16,  it  seems  that 
strikes  are  being  declared  illegal  on  the  ground  that  they  are 
intended  to  cause  severe ,  general  and  prolonged  hardship  on  the 
community.  According  to  the  amendments  suggested  elsewhere, 
they  provide  for  the  redress  of  the  grievances  of  the  people  who 
are  engaged  in  strikes.  Trade  disputes  are  automatically  referred 
to  as  per  clause  3  of  this  Bill  to  a  Board  of  Conciliation 
or  a  Court  of  Enquiry,  if  there  is  such  a  provision.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  clause  15  of  the  Bill,  when  there  is  a  strike  without 
the  prescribed  notice,  there  is  a  provision  in  -  the  Government  of 
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India  Act  that  intimation  to  that  effect  should  bs  given  to  the 
Government  of  India  when  they  may  institute  a  Court  of  Enquiry. 
No  remedy  is  sought  to  be  given  for  the  workers  who  have  a 
genuine  grievance.  The  Royal  Commission  on  Labour  has  pointed 
out  that  the  weakest  point  in  the  British  Indian  legislation  is  in 
regard  to  trade  disputes  and  that  is,  while  labour  is  prosecuted  and 
his  right  infringed,  no  remedy  is  provided  when  he  has  a  genuine 
grievance.  Bearing  that  in  mind  as  well  as  the  various  attempts 
that  are  being  made  by  the  Provincial  Legislatures  and  the  Central 
Legislature  in  British  India,  this  Government  has  not  tried  to  bring 
in  remedial  measures  at  the  door  of  the  workers.  This  Government: 
has  only  to  enact  a  measure  which  will  be  on  a  par  with  legislation 
elsewhere  so  far  as  this  Bill  is  concerned.  This  Government  has 
not  tried  to  incorporate  the  latest  amendments  brought  in  by  the 
Central  Indian  Legislature  on  the  subject.  Sir,  you  might  have 
noticed  that  in  the  last  week  of  April,  ihe  Bombay  Government 
have  gazetted  a  Bill  for  bringing  about  conciliation  in  trade  dis¬ 
putes.  It  provides  that  when  negotiations  are  going  on  between 
the  employer  and  the  employee,  if  the  employer  dismisses  an  em¬ 
ployee  that  act  becomes  penal.  There  is  no  such  provision  in  our 
Bill.  Accordingly  an  employer  can  |d;smiss  an  emplyee  without 
giving  notice  to  that  effect.  Without  assigning  any  reason  an 
employee  can  be  dismissed. 

President :  May  I  ask  the  member  whether  that  Bill  has 
been  passed  there  ? 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pilfai :  I  said  such  a  Bill  has  been 
gazetted.  It  will  be  coming  up  in  the  nest  session  of  the  Bombay 
Legislature.  As  I  submitted,  there  is  a  provision  which  says  that 
an  employee  should  not  be  dismissed  when  negotiations  are  going 
on  between  the  employer  and  the  employee.  According  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Bill  under  our  Government,  an  employee  can  be 
dismissed  without  giving  any  adequate  reason  and  therefore  an 
employer  is  being  protected.  That  clause  works  against  the  spirit 
of  legislation  obtaining  elsewhere.  Government  are  always  anxious 
to  protect  the  interests  of  the  employer  so  much  so  his  interests 
alone  seem  to  be  in  the  heart  of  Government,  That  is  unfair  for 
any  Government.  For  the  industrial  progress  of  the  country,  as  a 
matter  of  fact  for  any  country,  only  one  factor  has  to  be  considered. 
The  labourers  rights  and  privileges  should  be  considered  by  Gov¬ 
ernment.  Their  grievances  should  be  taken  into  consideration  and 
remedies  provided  for  them.  If  nothing  is  done  in  that  direction, 
no  industrial  progress  can  be  achieved  in  this  country.  If  the 
legitimate  claims  of  the  workers  are  ignored,  if  their  legitimate  ambi¬ 
tions  and  aspirations  are  discountenanced,  the  industrial  progress 
of  the  country  will  be  hit  hard.  W  e  thought  that  the  Bill  was 
sponsored  by  Government  after  taking  into  consideration  the 
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genuine  grievances  of  the  workers.  Now  I  find  the  Government  had 
not  reckoned  the  labour  interest  to  any  extent.  The  subsequent 
events  have  falsified  our  hopes.  The  Bill  now  brought  up  before 
the  House  only  shows  that  it  k  in  keeping  with  the  subsequent 
policy  pursued  by  Government.  The  iu-iuv.sts  of  the  employers 
alone  are  eared  for.  if  the  Govenuneni  want  to  usher  in  an  era  of 
industrial  prosperity  the  interest  of  labour  should  be  adequately 
safeguarded.  No  industrial  progress  eonhl  bo.  achieved  anywhere 
on  the  face,  of  the  earth  by  suppressing  the  legitimate  ambitions  and 
aspirations  of  the  labourers,  or  by  suppressing  “economic  strike" 
ao  to  say.  Under  tho  provisions  of  the  bill,  any  reasonable  strike 
can  be  declared  illegal.  Suppose  the  transport  workers  in  Trivan¬ 
drum  and  Kottayam  want  to  declare  a  strike  for  nationalisation  of 
the  transport  service.  It  is  a  strike  in  furtherance  of  something 
according  to  trade,  disputes.  It  comes  within  clause  16  of  this  Bill, 
If  there  is  any  interference  in  regard  to  severe,  general  and  pro¬ 
longed  hardship  upon  the  community,  clause  1C  will  come  into 
play.  The  genuine  and  bonalide  grievances  of  the  workers  of 
trade  unions  are  not  considered  at  all.  Their  legitimate  move¬ 
ments  are  suppressed.  That  is  wlmt  is  made  out  by  this  Bill  in 
short.  That  is  consistent  with  the  policy  of  Government  in  cate¬ 
ring  only  to  the  interests  of  the  employers.  By  that,  means,  the 
industrial  prosperity  of  the  country  is  destroyed.  The  legitimate 
claims  of  the  workers  are  recognised  by  tho  Government*  elsewhere 
and  steps  are  being  taken  to  redress  those  grievances-  When  this 
bill  was  under  discussion  on  a  previous  occasion  some  honourable 
members  pointed  out;  that  tho  labourers  themselves  had  demanded 
this  Bill.  I  submit  some  sort  of  machinery  should  be  constituted 
for  conciliation  purposes.  Such  a  machinery  constituted  according 
to  this  Bill  is  imperfect,  inadequate  and  impracticable  in  working. 
The.  legislatures  elsewhere  are  trying  to  amend  the  provision  con¬ 
cerning  the  machinery  for  conciliation.  However  imperfect  it 
might  be,  however  inadequate  it  might  be,  we  will  accept  it  and 
work  the  Bill  from  clauses  1  toll.  As  regards  the  subsequent 
clauses,  no  occasion  hits  arisen  in  this  country  for  bringing  in 
penal  provisions  in  the  Bill.  Clauses  17  and  18  arc  trying  to  nul¬ 
lify  any  attempt  at  maintaining  the  discipline  under  trade  unions. 
If  any  member  of  the  trade  union  disobeys  the  mandate  of  that 
union,  then  no  disciplinary  action  can  be  taken  against  him  under 
clause  18.  As  I  submited  earlier  such  a  provision  will  stultify  the 
growth  or  rise  of  trade  unions  which  ought  not  to  be  the  policy  of 
Government. 

President:  Am  I  to  understand  that  the  honourable 
member  has  no  objection  to  clauses  1  to  U  of  the  Bill  and  that  he 
:  objects  to  clauses  15  to  IS.

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishfia  Pillai :  May  I  know  whether 
the  member  opposed  those  clauses  when  they  were  put  to  vote  of 
the  House  on  a  former  occasion  ? 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  I  accept  the  clauses  from  1  to 
14.  I  did  oppose  the  whole  Bill.  If  the  member  had  heard  me 
properly,  he  would  have  noted  it. 

Clauses  15  to  18  of  the  Bill  are  aimed  only  at  furthering  the 
interests  of  the  employer  at  the  cost  of  the  labourer.  They  are 
aimed  at  suppressing  trade  union  movements  in  the  State.  It  has 
become  impossible  to  keep  under  disciplinary  control  members  who 
disobeys  the  mandates  of  the  various  trade  unions  in  the  country. 
Recently  this  portion  of  the  clause  was  amended  in  British  India 
and  I  had  given  notice  of  such  an  amendment  to  this  Bill.  Had  it 
not  been  for  the  technical  objection  raised  by  the  ex-champion  of 
the  labour  interest,  Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai,  I  would  have 
moved  it.  Under  that  clause  it  is  provided  for  the  creation  of 
Conciliation  Officers.  That  provision  has  been  recommended  by 
the  Royal  Commission  on  Labour  as  well  as  by  ad  hoe  committees. 
In  England  if  we  read  the  history'  of  trade  union  disputes,  we  will 
find  that  the  Governments  there  rely  on  permanent  officers  in  the 
matter  of  Settlement  of  disputes.  In  the  Central  Indian  Legisla¬ 
ture,  some  attempt  has  been  made  in  that  direction,  namely  for 
creating  an  office  towards  conciliation  purposes.  I  have  also  given 
notice  of  such  amendments.  But  unfortunately  that  was  ruled^out 
on  the  ground  that  sufficient  notice  was  not  given.  Without  any 
Conciliation  Officer  being  appointed  ad  hoe  committees  will  be  of  no 
use  and  I  do  not  know  how  the  Bill  is  going  to  be  worked.  I  may 
also  submit  in  this  connection  that  the  conciliation  machinery  pro. 
vided  under  this  Bill  is  quite  inadequate  and  imperfect.  With  re- 

frd  to  penal  clauses  there  is  absolutely  no  justification  for  that. 

ho  is  to  decide  whether  a  strike  is  calculated  to  inflict  severe, 
general  and  prolonged  injury  to  rhe  community  7  What  is  the  sort 
of  prolonged  injury  ?  Is  it  an  injury  for  a  day  or  two  days  or  three 
days  ?  Which  Magistrate  is  to  decide  that  ?  Who  is  to  decide  that 
such  and  such  a  period  of  duration  is  calculated  to  inflict  severe  and 
prolonged  injury  ?  All  these  points  are  difficult  for  decision  by  any 
'  Magistrate.  Then  there  comes  in,  what  is  the  meaning  to  be  given 
to  ‘‘general  injury”.  What  are  the  tests  by  which  general  injury 
and  a  prolonged  injury  are  to  be  decided  ?  These  points  are  very 
vague  under  the  provisions  of  the  Bill.  Clause  16  in  particular  is 
vague.  It  has  been  found  absolutely  impossible  for  working  it  in 
British  India.  I  may  assure  the  Legal  Remembrancer  that  various 
provisions  under  this  Bill  are  not  satisfactorily  working  in  British 
India.  Why  is  it  that  such  changes  as  are  sought  to  be  made  in 
British  India  is  not  proposed  in  our  Bill  ?  When  the  Governments 
Vol  XII.  No.  7. 
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all  the  world  over  are  adopting  such  a  wholesome  provision,  why  is 
it  that  our  Government  are  not  in  line  with  them  ?  There  is  no 
object  in  putting  clause  16  as  it  is  in  the  Bill  ?  It  is  not  practical 
politics  to  put  clause  16  into  operation.  Only  a  single  case  w&s 
launched  by  the  Police  in  Bombay.  It  was  because  of  that,  that  an 
amendment  was  brought  up  by  the  Bombay  Legislature. 

The  Penal  provisions  of  the  Bill  are  alien  and  therefore  un¬ 
wanted  and  unnecessary.  That  is  opposed  to  the  spirit  of  the  whole 
Bill.  The  conditions  in  the  country  do  not  desire  such  a  change  to 
be  brought  about.  Therefore  this  House  should  throw  out  such  a 
piece  of  legislation  even  at  such  a  later  stage.  This  is  a  Bill  which 
is  intended  to  benefit  the  employers  only,  and  not  the  workers.  It 
seems  the  interests  of  the  employers  are  entrusted  with  Govern¬ 
ment.  That  being  the  case,  this  is  a  very  mischievous  piece  of 
legislation,  in  so  far  as  the  Bill  is  aimed  at  benefitting  the  interests 
of  employer  at  the  expense  of  the  employee.  This  is  pernicious 
piece  of  legislation  and  no  section  of  the  public  should  be  a  party 
for  passing  such  a  legislation.  It  is  a  very  mischievous  piece  of 
legislation  capable  of  gross  abuse  at  the  .  hands  of  Government. 
Even  at  this  belated  stage,  the  Bill  should  be  thrown  out. 

I  would  submit  in  this  connection  an  additional  ground  for 
throwing  out  the  Bill.  We  have  accepted  the  wholesome  principle 
that  labour  legislation  in  the  State  should  be  on  a  part  with  legis¬ 
lation  in  Briiisn  India.  If  that  is  so,  this  piece  of  le.islation  is 
.  quite  antiquated.  Such  a  piece  of  legislation,  which  is  not  in 
keeping  with  modern  amendments  carried  out  in  British  India, 
ought  not  to  find  a  place  on  our  Statute  book.  We  are  to  keep 
abreast  of  conditions  obtaining  elsewhere  and  ineoporate  the  pro¬ 
gress  made  there.  There  is  absolutely  no  harm  if  this  House  rejects 
.  the  Bill  and  brings  in  another  that  will  be  more  acceptable,  whole¬ 
some  and  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  labourers  as  well  as  em- 
:  players  in  this  State. 

There  is  absolutely  no  harm  if  we  reject  this  Bill,  This  Gov¬ 
ernment  can  appoint  Conciliation  Officers  even  without  this  Bill. 
•  The  provisions  of  the  Bill  will  be  working  great  hardship  on  the 
.  labourers.  We  can  bring  in  another  Bill  on  the  lines  of  the  British 
Indian  Legislation  which  has  been  amended  by  the  Central  Legis* 
:  lature  and  the  other  Provincial  Legislatures. 

WMr*.  Puthupalli  S.  Krishna  Pillai :  Does  the  honourable 
member  know  that  Clause  16  still  forms  part  of  the  British Indjan 

Ac*  ? 
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Mr-  P.  N-  Krishna  Plllai :  I  know  that  and  more  than 
that.  I  may  Inform  th»  House  that  no  material  amendment  has, 
till  now,  been  made  in  British  India.  I  thought  that  I  made  that 
point  clear  before.  It  has  been  made  out  that  Conciliation  Officers 
are  proposed  to  be  appointed  in  the  interest  of  labour  and  it  was 
accepted  by  that  House  in  that  spirit. 

With  regard  to  Clause  16,  I  may  say  that  there  was  an  amend¬ 
ment  made.  As  soon  as  the  employer  receives  notice  of  a  general 
strike  he  has  to  inform  the  Government  of  that  notice  and  an  op¬ 
portunity  is  given  to  constitute  a  machinery  to  go  into  that  question. 
That  was  the  amendment  that  was  made  in  Clause  15.  An  amend¬ 
ment  was  proposed  in  the  Select  Committee  stage  and  it  was 
dropped  there  because  it  was  assured  that  it  will  be  brought  up  . 
again  after  ascertaining  the  views  with  regard  to  Clause  L6. 

With  regard  to  Clause  18  (1),  there  is  an  important  amend¬ 
ment  that  has  been  made  by  the  British  Indian  Act.  That  is  a 
very  useful  provision.  If  a  Conciliation  Officer  is  to  be  appointed, 
he  can  prevent  trade  disputes.  The  very  protective  way  of  tackling 
trade  disputes  is  to  prevent  it  and  to  nip  it  in  the  bud.  It  is  to 
mediate  and  settle  trade  disputes  that  Conciliation  Officers  are 
appointed.  I  was  wonderstruck  to  hear  that  no  material  amend¬ 
ment  has  been  made  by  the  British  Indian  Legislation.  This  very 
amendment  to  Clause  18  (a)  is  a  material  amendment  as  far  as 
labour  is  concerned.  I  do  not  know  why  the  Legal  Remembrancer 
asked  me  why  no  material  amendment  has  been  made. 

Mr.  Puthupalli  S.  Krishna  Pillai :  I  said,  to  Clause  16. 
Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai:  With  regard  to  Clause  16, 1 
said  the  history  of  the  Clause.  I  said  that  an  amendment  was  pro¬ 
posed.  That  was  brought  at  the  Select  Committee  stage  and  if  the 
honourable  member  will  read  the  proceedings  of  the  Central  Legis¬ 
lature  he  will  understand  that  that  amendment  has  not  been  finally 
dropped  but  after  opinion  is  gauged  from  every  quarter  the  amend¬ 
ment  will  be  brought  forward.  Section  1G  is  sought  to  be  amended 
to  provide  some  remedial  measures  when  a  general  strike  is  de¬ 
clared.  Here  no  remedial  measure  is  given.  That  is  a  very  serious  . 
defect  and  that  serious  defect  is  sought  to  be  remedied  by  the 
British  Indian  Amendment  in  the  Central  Legislature.  The  honour¬ 
able  membei'  said  that  Clause  1 6  in  the  original  Bill  is  going  to  he 
materially  amended.  Provincial  Legislatures  are  going  to  amend 
the  contents  of  the  provisions  of  Clause  16  in  the  Trade  disputes 
Act  •'  So  all  over  British  'India  there  is  an  attempt  to -modify. 
Clause  16,  Clause  15  and  all  the  Penal  Clauses  with  regard ‘to  this' 
piece  of  legislation.  So  what  I  submit  is  that  let  us  algo  wait.  We 
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can  afford  to  wait  till  British  India  brings  in  a  Bill  which  will  em¬ 
body  all  the  amendments.  Government,  when  theyiinfroduced  the 
Labour  Legislation  during  the  life-time  of  the  last  Assembly,  ac¬ 
cepted  the  policy  that  labour  Legislation  in  Travancore  should,  as 
far  as  possible,  bs  on  a  par  with  the  legislation  in  British  India. 
If  that  principle  was  once  adopted,  there  is  no  reason  why  we 
should  depart  from  It  now.  There  is  no  grave  situation  that  has 
arisen.  There  is  no  general  strike  threatened  anywhere,  There  is 
no  case  of  any  hardship  to  community  except  due  to  the  trouble 
that  has  been  created  by  the  indifferent  policy  that  was  pursued  by 
the  Government  with  regard  to  the  demands  made  by  labour, 
There  is  absolutely  no  occasion  for  this  piece  of  legislation,  this 
pernicious  legislation  which  infringes  on  the  liberties  of  labour. 

President:  The  honourable  member  should  not  repeat  it, 
He  has  used  the  expression  once. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai ;  Legislation  iu  Indian  States 
should  be  on  a  par  with  British  India,  There  is  absolutely  no 
necessity  for  any  hurry  in  passing  this  Bill.  Besides,  so  many 
amendments  are  proposed  in  British  India.  As  I  submitted  earlier, 
considering  all  these  grounds,  I  would  appeal  to  this  House  to  throw 
out  this  piece  of  legislation  which  is  said  tc  be  in  the  interests  of 
labour  and  which  labour  says  they  do  not  want,  which  is  said  to  be 
in  the  interest  of  the  employer  and  which  the  employer  says  he 
does  not  want.  Do  the  public  or  the  Government  want  it  ?  Who 
wants  it  ?  Nobody  wants  it.  I  can  say  that  this  piece  of  legislation 
is  quite  unwarranted,  quite  unjustified  and  not  amenable  to  the 
spirit  in  which  the  labour  movements  work  in  this  country.  This 
will  only  enfcitter  labour.  It  will  enbitter  the  feelings  between 
employer  and  labour,  between  employer  and  Government  and  bet¬ 
ween  every  other  section  of  the  public.  This  will  only  prolong  the 
agony  of  the  trade  dispute.  That  will  be  the  only  result  of  this 
legislation.  I  will  say  that  any  piece  of  penal  legislation  which  is 
intended  to  infringe  the  civic  liberties  of  labour  will  be  of  no  avail. 
Why  create  an  unnecessary  situation  in  this  country  by  passing  a 
piece  of  legislation  which  is  not  at  all  necessary  either  in  the  in¬ 
terests  of  labo.ur  or  of  the  employer  ?  So  I  oppose  this  motion  and 
say  that  this  house  should  throw  out  this  Bill  even  though  it  is  at 
a  late  stage. 

Mr  Puthupally  S.  Krishna  Pillai  •  Sir,  it  is  a  very 
difficult  matter  to  make  a  speech  on  arguments  based  on  immagi- 
nary  grievances. 

President :  The  honourable  member  will  not  go  into  the 
merit's  of  the  ease. 
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Mr.  Puthupally  S.  Krishna  Pillaj:  I  am  therefore 
compelled  to  face  bare  facts  and  facts  alone  in  the  speech  which  I 
propose  to  make  in  reply  to  the  one  made  by  the  representative 
of  labour.  One  point  of  attack  was  that  this  bill  i»  an  antiquated 
one  because  it  still  retains  Clauses  15  and  16.  Section  15  deals 
with  sudden  strikes  and  look-outs  in  utility  services.  Sectiop  16 
deals  with  illegal  strikes  and  lock-outs.  These  Sections  of  our 
Bill  correspond  to  Sections  15  and  16  of  the  Trade  Disputes 
Act  now  in  force  in  British  India.  To  begin  with  it  has  been  stated 
that  the  Legal  Remembrancer  did  not  care  to  take  note  of  all  the 
amendments  that  have  been  passed  in  British  India  and  the  reten¬ 
tion  of  those  provisions  will  be  a  slur  on  the  legislative  instinct  and 
reputation  of  this  house.  There  must  be  a  limit,  even  if  he  be  a 
representative  of  the  labour,  to  bluff. 

Mr.  NedumanRad  R.  Kesavan  Nair:  Sir,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  I  wish  to  know  whether  the  word  ‘bluff’  is  parlia¬ 
mentary. 

President :  Certainly. 

Mr.  Puthupally  S.  Krishna  Pillai :  The  honorable 
member  representing  labour  said  that  the  Legal  Remembrancer, 
even  though  he  was  paid  for  it,  did  not  look  into  tH  latest  amend¬ 
ments  in  British  India  and  bring  them  up  Wore  this  house.  I 
thought  the  member  implied  that  Sections  15  and  16  in  the  British 
Indian  A.ct  have  been  repealed  at  the  moment  the  member  spoke.  I 
have  got  the  British  Indian  Act  of  1938.  I  find  that  even  in  spite 
of  what  Mr.  Clow  said  in  the  legislative  Assembly,  Clauses  15  and 
16  even  today  find  a  place  in  the  Statute  Book  with  but  very  in¬ 
significant  amendments.  I  may  state  for  the  information  of  this 
house  that  the  British  Indian  amendment  Bill  as  it  was  introduced 
in  the  Indian  Assembly  was  before  the  Select  Committee  of  the  Sri 
Mulam  Assembly.  Every  Clause  was  discussed  in  the  Select  Com¬ 
mittee  and  such  of  those  proposed  there  which  could  be  adopted 
here  have  been  adopted,  The  present  Trade  Disputes  Bill  is 
modelled  on  the  Act  of  1929.  It  has  incorporated  most  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Amending  Act  of  1938.  He  said  that  further  amend¬ 
ments  proposed  in  the  Legislative  Assembly  have  not  been  brought 
in  this  Bill. 

Mr-  P.  N.  Kishna  Pillai :  May  I  know  whether  amendment 
to  Section  15  was  adopted  here? 

Mr.  Puthupally  S.  Krishna  Pillai:  Yes,  to  the  extent 
to  which  we  could.  It  is  not  the  case,  as  was  said,  that  Glauses  15 
and  16  have  been  repealed  by  British  Indian  Legislatures.  Clause 
16  which  deals  with  illegal  strikes  and  lock-outs  appears  to  _  have 
been  amended  to  this  extent.  “A  strike  or  lock-out  shall  be  illegal 
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which  has  any  object  other  than  the  fnrtherence  of  a  trade  dispute 

. For  the  words  “other  than''  they  have  adopted  the  words 

“in  addition  to”.  That  is  one  notable  amendment  made  in  British 
India.  In  Sub  Clause  (b)  we  have  the  words  “is  disigned  or  calcu¬ 
lated  to  inflict  severe,  general  and  prolonged  hardships’’.  They  have 
the  words  “general  and  prolonged."  In  that  respect  our  Clause  will 
be  more  advantageous  to  labour.  We  have  insisted  upon  further 
conditions.  “Inflict,  severe,  general  and  prolonged.”  These  are  the', 
three  conditions  tint  have  to  be  established  before  Clause  3  is  to  be  ■ 
made  applicable.  In  British  India  they  have  put  in  the  words, 
“general  and  prolonged."  So  our  Bill  is  more  advantageous  to 
labour  than  the  British  Indian  Trade  Disputes  Act. 

Now,  when  a  member  says  that  various  amendments  have 
been  made  in  British  India,  I  thought;  that  the  amendments  were 
really  made.  But  when  questioned,  the  member  said  that  those 
amendments  were  proposed.  Sir,  I  may  ask,  what  is  the  use  of 
proposals  if  those  amendments  were  not  accepted.  Sir,  proposals 
were  made  and  here  discussed  and  finally  rejected. 

Now  let  us  deal  with  the  other  points  urged  by  the  honourable 
member  who  represents  labour.  The  honourable  member  says  that  < 
he  agrees  to  the  principle  contained  in  clauses  l  to  14.  And  he  has 
no  objection  to  tliose  clauses.  But  clauses  15  and  16  which  are- 
objected  to  so  much  by  the  honourable  member  are  still  law  in  Brit  sh; 
India.  Therefore,  what  is  good  for  British  India  to  borrowthe  honou. 
able  member’s  opinion  may  be  good  here  also.  Another  objection 
of  the  honourable  member  is  that  clause  18  A  of  the  Britisli  Indian 
Enactment  has  not  been  adopted  here.  That  section  in  the  British. 
Indian  enactment  relates  to  the  appointment  of  conciliation  officers... 
But  our  Bill  deals  only  with  the  power  of  appointing  courts 
of  conciliation  and  hoards  of  conciliation  and  not  conciliation  officers. 
We  have  here  prescribed  the  court  or  the  body  by  which  trade  dis? 
putes  can  be  settled.  They  are  the  conciliation  boards  and  the  con¬ 
ciliation  courts.  The  honourable  member  says  that  he  wants  a  con¬ 
ciliation  officer.  He  complains  that  his  amendment  to  this  tclauseto 
this  effect  was  rejected  and  therefore  he  could  not  move  it,  Butwha; 
I  would  say  is  that  oven  if  it  were  accepted  ho  could  not  have, 
moved  it  because  the  powers  of  this  Legislature  in  certain  respects, 
are  more  restricted  than  the  powers  of  the  Indian  Legislative 
Assembly.  Here  the  member  brings  up  a  proposal  to  make,  a  pro* 
vision  that  conciliation  officers  may  be  appointed.  Now5  ibis  a 
moiion  if  accepted  would  create  further  charges  on  the  revenues  of 
the  state. 

President:  Even  in-  British  India  it  could  ;  not  be, 
except  with  the  consent  of  the  Governor-General.. 
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Mr.  Puthupally  S.  Kishna  Pillai :  Sir,  if  the  honoura¬ 
ble  member  had  read  more  carefully  the  standing  orders  and  the 
rules  of  this  Assembly  he  would  have  been  in  a  better  position  to 
understand  that,  this  amendment  could  not  be  moved  except  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Dewan,  because  it  is  an  amendment  which 
creates  further  charges  on  the  revenues  of  the  State.  It  is  about 
8  years  since  the  enactment  was  passed  in  British  India.  Consider¬ 
ing  the  number  of  industries  that  are  in  existence  and  the  number 
of  labourers  employed  in  the  industrial  concerns  in  British 
India,  permanent  conciliation  officers  may  be  necessary  there  in 
order  that  they  might  have  further  opportunities  for  supervising 
the  general  conditions  of  labour  and  to  inquire  into  the  general 
causes  of  trade  disputes  and  il  possible  to  prevent  such  disputes. 
Sir,  I  ask,  is  it  not  a  luxury  to  copy  such  institutions  in  this  State. 
Before  such  provisions  are  made  we  should  be  satisfied  whether 
such  provisions  are  necessary  in  our  state.  I  think,  Sir,  that  under 
the  present  circumstances  such  a  provision  will  be  a  large  drain  on 
the  sources  of  the  revenue  of  the  State.  And  there  must  be  a 
necessity  made  out  for  such  a  provision-  But,  here  we  have  provi¬ 
ded  two  institutions  and  let  us  see  how  they  work,  Sir,  the  Facto¬ 
ries  Legislation  is  coming  into  existence  and  a  large  ,  number  of 
factories  are  to  come  under  that.  Regulation.  And  that  Regulation 
requires  that  a  permanent  Inspector  should  be  appointed  to  super¬ 
vise  the -operations  under  the  Regulation.  He  would  probably  see 
that  sufficient  restraint  is  put  on  labour  leaders  making  firey 
speeches- 

Sir,  I  am  speaking  of  the  work  of  ..the  conciliation  officers.  As 
matters  stand  at  present  the  provision  contained  in  the  Bill  must  be 
treated  ample  to  meet  the  present  situation.  When  our  indus¬ 
tries  have  further  developed  and  when  the  situation  changes, 
the  House  will  be  competent,  even  without  regardto  what 
the  Honourable  Member  Mr.  Clow  has  said  in  the  Legis- 
lative  Assembly,  to  adopt  any  suitable  amendment  brought 
foward  by  any  honourable  membc-r  provided  it  come  phes 
with  the  rules  and  standing  orders  of  this  House.  Therefor 
the  honourable  member  should  not  think  that  because  a  similar  pro¬ 
vision  has  been  proposed  to  be  adopted  in  Bombay  or.  Madras 
recently  we  must  follow  them  or  that  we  must  make  our  laws  on 
the  same,  lines  of  what  is  obtained  in  the  United  States  of*  America 
,  or.  England.  We. are  only  concerned  with  what  is  wanted  at  present 
..•here.  And  I  hope:  that  what  is  provided  in  the  present  Bill  will  be 
'  sufficient  to, meet  the  present  demands.

THE  TRAVANCORE  FACTORIES  BILL. 

Mr.  PuthupallyS. Krishna  Pillai:  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 
that  the  Factories  Bill  as  passed  by  the  Travancore  Sri  Mulam 
Assembly  be  taken  up  for  consideration. 

Mr.K  Madava  Kurup  ;  1  second  the  motion. 

Mr.  Puthuplaly  5.  Krishna  Pillai :  Sir,  I  have  only  a 
few  words  to  state  in  support  of  the  motion  that  I  have  made. 
This  Bill  was  published  in  the  year  1935  and  introduced  in  the 
Legislative  Assembly  soon  after  The  Bill  was  being  considered 
by  the  Select  Committee  for  some  time,  the  Select  Committee  made 
certain  changes  in  the  Bill  and  it  was  discussed  at  great  length  in 
the  Assembly.  I  can  assure  the  honourable  members  that  the  Bill 
as  passed  by  the  Assembly  has  adopted  the  main  principles  and  the 
main  provisions  of  the  Factories  Act  of  1935.

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  1935  or  1934  ? 

Mr.  Puthupally  S.  Krishna  Pillai :  The  Factories  Act 
of  1934,  Honourable  members  -will  be  pleased  to  note  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Bill  are  more  or  less  on  a  par  with  the  British 
jndian  enactment.  After  the  original  Bill  came  into  law  in  British 
India  two  or  three  amendments  were  passed  to  certain  provisions. 
Those  amendments  were  also  taken  note  of  by  the  Select  Committee 
and  also  by  the  Assembly  at  the  time  when  the  Bill  was  dis¬ 
cussed.  And  it  will  be  noticed  that  except  in  regard  to  one  amend¬ 
ment  all  the  amendments  made  have  been  incorporated  in  the  new 
bill.  The  amendment  which  has  not  been  considered  is  an  im¬ 
material  one. 

Mr.  P-  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  May  I  know  which  amendment 
was  not  considered  ? 

Mr.  Puthupally  S.  Krishna  Pillai  -.  Every  important 
amendment  that  has  been  made  was  incorporated  in  the  Bill,  I  may 
also  inform  the  honorable  members  that  in  two  respects  we  have 
made  considerable  advance  on  the  British  Indian  logislaturei  that  is, 
in  regard  to  the  spread-over  of  the  period  of  labour  for  women  and 
children.  In  British  India,  generally  the  rules  is,  whether  it  be  the 
case  of  the  adults,  adolescents  or  children  the  spread-over  of  the 
period  is  13  hours.  In  the  case  of  women  and  children,  we  have 
gone  a  step  further  out  of  respectffor  the  sentiments  of  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  labour  and  out  of  respect  for  the  feelings  of  the  large 
class  of  women  who  are  working  in  the  factories  and  also  for  the 
benefit  of  the  young  children,  and  the  Assembly  has  made  altera¬ 
tions  in  two  sections.  They  are  that  no  woman  or  child  shall  be 
allowed  to  work  in  a  factory  before  7  a.  m.  and  after  5  p.  m.  Even 
in  England  the  rule  is  slightly  different.  There,  the  spread-over  of 
the  period  is  12  hours.  But,  here  the  spread-over  is  from  7  a.  m. 
to  5  p.  m,  i,  e.,  10  hours.  In  British  India  it  is  13  J  hours.  But  we 
i  ave  gone  a  step  further.  I  hope  the  honourable  members  will 
realise  that  this  is  a  much  wanted  legislation  and  this  will  be  allowed 
to  be  brought  into  force  at  once.  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  see 
there  are  no  material  amendments  proposed  and  in  any  case  the 
amendments  which  I  find . 

President  •'  No,  All  the  amendments  were  discussed  in  the 
other  House. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  Sir,  I  have  got  very  great 
pleasure  to  support  the  motion  that  this  Bill  be  taken  into  conside¬ 
ration  by  this  House.  We  labourers  in  Travancore  had  been 
demanding  for  a  long  time  that  the  Factories  Legislation  may  be 
made  on  a  par  with  the  British  Indian  enactment.  And  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  utilised  the  opportunity  and  f  have  rightly  moved  in 
the  matter  in  bringing  forward  this  Bill.  We  have  expressed  our 
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Satitude  to  Government  for  bringing  the  Regulation  in  line  with 
e  1»34  Act  of  British  India.  The  existing  Factories  Regulation 
came  into  existence  in  Travancore  in  1911  and  though  various 
amendments  were  brought  into  effect  in  British  India  no  amend¬ 
ment  was  sought  to  be  made  here.  The  condition  of  labour  has 
grown  worse.  At  present  there  is  no  restriction  with1  regard 
to  the  working  hcurs  and  with  regard  to  the  hygienic  and  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  factories  in  which  the  labourers  work. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas:  Sir,  'are  the  honourable  member’s 
remarks  relevant  to  the  motion  ?  He  is  speaking  of  the  conditions 
which  existed  before. 

President :  Quite  relevant.  '  In  order  to  impress  upon  the 
House  the  need  for  such  a  Regulation,  the  conditions  of  labour 
which  existed  before  can  be  explained. 

Mr.  p.  N.  Krishna  Pillai  :  Sir,  I  was  just  trying  to  ex. 
press  what  labour  feels  about  the  introduction  of  this  Bill.  Sir,  I 
may  say  on  behalf  of  labour  that  it  accepts  the  principles  under¬ 
lying  this  Bill.  Sir,  I  was  saying  that  the  condition  of  labour  in 
the  various  factories  in  the  State  were  so  hopeless  that  they  were 
compelled  to  agitate  for  bringing  the  Regulation  in  conformity  with 
that  which  is  existing  in  British  India  and  now  the  Government 
have  utilised  this  opportunity  and  brought  forward  a  Bill  which  is 
analogous  to  the  British  Indian  Act  of  1934- 

We  are  grateful  to  Government  for  that  and  we  have  only 
suggested  some  amendments  which  according  to  us  are  quite  neces¬ 
sary  to  fit  in  with  the  conditions  obtaining  in  Travancore.  To  say 
that  these  amendments  have  been  discussed  elsewhere  and  that  they 
peed  not  be  considered  again  is  not  fair- 

President  :  The  question  does  not  arise  because  the  amend¬ 
ments  are  not  in  order. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  With  regard  to  thqt  matter 
I  may  make  a  personal  pleading  to  the  Chair.  Unlike  the  previous 
Bill,  this  Bill  was  passed  only  in  the  previous  session  of  tbe 
Assembly.  It  w-as  sent  only  very  recently  for  our  consideration. 

President :  Honourable  member  must  understand  that  it 
was  sent  before  the  budget  session  started. 

Mr-  P-  N.  Krishna  Pillai:  Sir,  we  got  it.  just  after  the 
budget  discussion,  so  that  we  had  only  six  days’  time. 

President :  Honourable  member  will  realise  that  it  had  been 
placed  before  the- House  for  about  three  weeks  and  I  find  that  no 
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honourable  member  has  put  in  amendments,  excepting  the  member 
who  represents  labour,  The  honourable  member  will  see  that  even 
that  was  not  made  in  time. 

Mr.  P.  N,  Krishna  Pillai :  Unlike  the  previous  Bill  this 
bad  been  passed  only  recently.  We  had  to  study  the  proceedings. 

President :  Order,  Order.  As  the  honourable  member  will 
realise  and  as  he  had  stated,  this  is  a  great  improvement  on  the 
present  system  and  the  hours  of  work  and  the  limitation  which  are 
being  brought  into  legislation  are  ahead  of  anything  in  India  at  the 
present  moment.  The  amendment  which  the  honourable  member 
has  brought  in  are  not  in  order.  In  any  case,  Government  cannot 
possibly  themselves  sponsor  such  amendments  because  they  will 
according  to  Government  deflect  any  industry  away  from  this  State 
and  British  India.  But  that  apart,  if  they  are  allowed  to  be  dis¬ 
cussed,  the  difficulty  is  that  this  beneficial  legislation  will  not  come  . 
into  force  for  another  six  months. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  Sir, 

Mr.  Putnuppalli  S.  Krishna  Pillai :  Sir,  this  Bill  as 
passed  by  the  Assembly  was  brought  to  their  notice  one  month 
earlier. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  But  we  got  the  copies  only 
very  late. 

With  regard  to  the  merits  of  the  amendments  I  haye  adequate 
grounds  to  allege  that  they  are  very  essential.  I  only  crave  the 
indulgence  of  the  Chair  to  tide  over  the  technical  difficulty 
because  my  amendments  were  sent  in  only  a  day  later.  That  is 
all  what  I  place  before  the  Chair,  and  this  being  a  very 
important  piece  of  legislation  and  this  House  represents  mainly 
vested  interests,  I  plead  that  I  may  be  given  time  to  go  into  the 
Various  clauses  of  the  Bill  and  discuss  them.  I  once  again  pray  for 
the  indulgence  of  the  Chair  to  set  aside  these  technical  difficulties 
and  to  allow  the  only  representative  of  labour  to  move  the  amend¬ 
ments  which  he  has  given  notice  of,  because  the  Bill  was  passed 
only  in  the  last  session  of  the  legislative  Assembly. 

With  regard  to  the  principle  of  the  Bill,  I  have  to  submit  a 
few  more  words.  While  we  generally  endorse  the  principle  of  the 
Bill  it  should  fit  in,  as  I  wanted  to  point  out,  with  the  conditions 
obtaining  in  this  country.  The  definition  of  the  word  factory  as  it  is 
in  this  Bill  is  one  which  is  not  at  all  suitable  to  the  conditions  of  im 
dustry  inthjg  country.  If  only  those  industries  which  do  much  work 
with  the  aid  0f  power  and  which  employ  more  than  20  persons  within 
thcprevious  12  months,  are  sought  to  be  protected  then  the  majority 
of  the  factories  which  wants  protection  at  the  hands  of  Goverhmeiili 
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■will  go  out  of  the  ambit  of  the  Bill.  There  will  be  absolutely  no 
protection  for  the  toiling  masses  engaged  in  the  cashewnut  or  coir 
factories.  It  is  conceded  on  all  hands  that  the  condition  of  labourers 
is  quite  miserable  in  these  factories.  Even  the  Legal  Remembran- 
ber,  before  he  crossed  the  floor  of  the  House,  had  pointed  out  else¬ 
where  that  the  condition  of  labour  in  the  cashewnut  and  coir  factories 
is  miserable  and  that  this  Bill  is  not  going  to  bring  in  any  measure 
of  relif  to  the  toiling  masses  in  the  cashewnut  factories  whose 
conditions  of  labour  borders  on  that  of  starvation.  Then  why 
should  this  be  brought  into  effect.  It  should  be  in  keeping  with 
the  condition  of  labour  in  this  country.  The  majority  of  the 
cashewnut  factories  do  not  use  power.  They  employ  thousands  of 
labourers,  mostly  women  and  children  and  their  conditions  of  work 
are  quite  horrible.  If  the  salutary  principles  which  this  Bill  wants 
to  enforce  cannot  be  given  effect  to  in  the  case  of  these  factories, 
why  should  there  be  this  Bill  ?  1  am  aware  that  the  provisions  of 
this  Bill  can  be  extended  by  Government  to  factories  even  though 
they  do  not  engage  ‘20  people  and  use  power.  I  am  aware  of  that- 
But  that  is  not  what  1  demand.  I  want  it  to  be  mentioned  speci¬ 
fically  and  clearly  that  the  Bill  automatically  affects  all  the  factories 
which  employ  more  than  20  persons  in  any  of  the  preceding  12 
months,  Government  have  power  to  exempt  any  factories  from  the 
operation  of  this  Bill.  If  they  think  that  any  small  industry  will 
be  injuriously  affected  there  is  ample  provision  to  exempt  it  from 
the  operation  of  the  .Regulation.  That  is  the  clause  which  will  go 
to  protect  these  factories  which  will  find  themselves  very  harl  to 
pull  on  under  the  provisions  of  this  Bill.  What  I  submit  is  (hat 
considering  the  bulk  of  the  workers  who  are  to  be  protected  by  this 
piece  of  legislation,  the  definition  clause  ought  to  be  materially 
changed.  I  have  sent  in  two  amendments  to  that  effect.  By  the 
amendment  to  clause  2,  I  think  we  can  accommodate  all  classes,  the 
employers  and  the  employees.  Similarly  in  the  coir  factories  it  is 
only  in  a  few  instances  that  the  steering  machine  is  used  and  that 
is  the  only  machine  which  is  worked  by  power.  Suppose  the 
employers  remove  this  steering  machine  alone  ;  then  he  can  very 
well  escape  the  provisions  of  this  Bill.  The  working  of  this 
steering  machine  requires  a  few  hands.  They  can  be  removed.  All 
the  hundreds  of  employees  who  are  engaged  in  a  very  unwholesome 
condition  will  be  injuriously  affected  if  the  provisions  of  this 

Bill . 

President :  That  is  the  provision  in  British  India  with 
regard  to  this  matter. 
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Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai ;  I  am  glad  that  the  Chair  has 
reminded  me  about  the  provisions  made  in  British  ilndia.  Sir, 
there  the  definition  of  factory  in  the  1934  Act  is  the  same  as  the 
one  obtaining  here.  But,  I  shall  point  out  that  in  the  United  Pro¬ 
vinces  Legislature  a  labour  representative  has  brought  in  a  Bill 
which  is  being  discussed  there. 

President :  All  that  I  want  to  point  out  is  that  clause  2 
here  is  exactly  like  that  in  British  India  to-day. 

Mr.  P.  IN.  Krishna  Pillai :  Sir,  there  also  the  provision  of 
the  definition  is  sought  to  be  widened.  In  the  United  Provinces 
also  there  is  a  definite  attempt  made  towards  such  a  change.  Sir, 
recently  the  Director  of  the  international  Labour  Office,  Mr.  Harold 
Butler  who  had  been  touring  India,  has  pointed  out  the  urgent  ne¬ 
cessity  of  changiug  the  legislations  that  are  calculated  to  inflict 
hardships  on  the  labourers.  When  such  an  authoritative  and  im¬ 
portant  man  like  Mr.  Harold  Butler  of  the  Geneva  Labour  Office 
pointed  out  the  necessity  for  changing  the  legislation,  the  provincial 
Governments  began  considering  the  question  not  in  a  provincial 
manner.  They  are  going  to  have  improved  provisions  because  they 
are  having  the  interests  of  the  labourers  in  their  mind.  Mr.  Harold 
Butler  has  pointed  out  that  the  plea  that  there  will  not  be  adequate 
inspecting  staff  to  inspect  these  unregulated  factories,  is  only  a  myth. 
If  Government  revenue  is  spent  for  any  useful  purpose  it  ought  to 
be  spent  for  the  protection  of  these  poor  workers  in  these  unregu¬ 
lated  factories.  We  want,  the  poor  workers  working  in  the  coir  and 
cashewnut  factories  to  be  protected.  The  two  important  industries 
in  Travancore  are  the  coir  and  the  cashewnut  industries.  The 
workers  in  both  these  are  anticipating  labour  legislation  and  this  has 
been  brought  here.  If  the  bulk  of  the  workers  are  not  going  to  be 
affected  by  this  provision  of  this  Bill,  there  is  absolutely  no  use  in 
passing  this  piece  of  legislation. 

President :  Does  the  honourable  member  support  or  oppose 
the  Bill  ? 

Mr.  P-  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  Sir,  I  endorse  the  general 
principle  of  the  Bill  and  try  to  point  out  the  various  amendments 
that  will  have  to  be  brought  in  during  the  discussion  of  this  Bill. 
While  endorsing  the  principle  of  the  Bill,  I  submit  that  unless  the 
definition  of  the  factory  is  widened,  unless  the  majority  of  the 
Workers  working  in  the  Various  factories  are  brought  within  the  de* 
flnition,  absolutely  no  puvpose  will  be  served  by  the  enactment  of 
this  Bill.  Whatever  might  be  the  reasons  that  prompted  the  enact¬ 
ment  in  British  India,  we  should  take  into  consideration  the  condi¬ 
tions  existing  here. 

Similarly,  with  regard  to  the  hours  of  work,  I  would  submit 

a  few  words. 
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President:  Order.  Order.  You  cannot  speak  on  your 
amendments. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai  :  No,  I  am  not  going  to  speak 
about  them.  I  am  just  dealing  with  the  general  principle  of  the 
Bill,  Sir,  wicli  regard  to  the  hours  of  work  it  is  provided  that  there 
shall  be  a  51  hour  week.  1  know  that  a  54  hour  week  exists  in 
British  India.  We  have  passed,  I  mean  the  Lower  Home  has  passed 
an  amendment  to  the  effect  that  a  48  hour  week  should  be  brought 
in.  But  it  has  been  changed  in  during  the  third  reading  of  the  Bill. 

President :  The  honourable  member  is  not  entitled  to  speak 
on  his  amendment. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  No,  I  am  saying  that  one  of 
the  greatest  principle  of.  this  Bill  is  the  hours  of  work  and  as  such  I 
would  be  failing  in  my  duty  if  I  do  not  refer  to  the  working  hours 
when  I  discuss  a  general  principle. 

Mr.  Sultan  Muhiadheen  ( Trivandrum  and  Nedumcmgad 
cum  Chirayinkil)  :  Are  not  the  working  hours  fixed  at  54  in  other 
States  or  are  they  only  in  British  India  ? 

Mr.  P-  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  Sir,  in  other  States  there 
might  be  monstrous  regulations.  We  cannot  now  think  of  other 
States  and  the  unwholesome  and  barbarous  pieces  of  legislation. 
With  regard  to  other  States,  I  may  inform  the  House  that  both 
Cochin  and  Mysore  have  passed  measures  fixing  54  hours.  With 
regard  to  the  other  States,  I  am  not  aware  of  any  which  has  so  far 
thought  of  enacting  a  measure  on  the  basis  of  the  1934  Act  of 
British  India.  I  say,  it  was  a  laudable  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  of  Travancore  to  have  thought  of  bringing  in  a  measure 
which  would  be  on  a  par  with  that  of  the  British  Indian  Act.  But 
what  I  submit  is  that  there  is  no  reason  why  we  should  stop  where 
British  India  has  stopped,  and  not  go  further  ahead.  Why  should 
we  rest  cantent  with  achieving  merely  what  they  have  achieved  in 
British  India  ?  With  regard  to  Government  servants,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Travancore  have  given  the  lead  and  have  accepted  the  very 
whole»ome  principle  of  SO  hours’  work  per  week.  Sir,  in  all  labour 
journals  of  the  world  it  was  published  that  Travancore  has  given  a 
lead  in  this  matter.  Our  publicity  Department  broadcast  that  news 
widely-  That  was  a  lead  given  in  the  proper  direction.  Sir,  if, 
Under  the  electric  fans  and  other  comforts,  with  security  of  tenure 
and  assured  increments,  the  Secretariat  employee  need  work  only 
for  80  hours  a  week . 

President :  May  I  ask  whether  the  Bill  applies  to  the  Se¬ 
cretariat  employees  ?  ( Laughter .) 

Mr.  Puthupalli  5.  Krishna  Pillai  :  Is  the  .Secretariat 
being  worked  by  power  ? 
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Mr-  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai ;  That  is  really  a  very  ingenious 
suggestion,  Sir. 

President  :  Anyway,  the  electric  fans  in  tha  Secretariat 
are  driven  by  power.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  As  I  was  submitting,  Sir,  the 
Travancore  Government  has  given  a  lead  by  fixing  a  30  hour  week 
for  their  employees.  Of  course,  I  envy  their  lot.  But,  why  should 
we  deny  that  to  the  poor  workers  who  toil  in  our  factories. 
Certainly,  the  Legal  Remembrancer  who  is  himself  enjoying  the  30 
hour  week  would  be  very  cruel  if  he  does  net  share  such  benefit  to 
the  poor  factory  workers  and  give  them  at  least  a  48  hour  week. 

Mr.  Abdul  Tayeb  Sheikh  Khaderbhoy  ( Commerce  and 
Industry  South)-  May  I  ask  whether  48  hours  of  work  per  week 
would  be  sufficient  for  the  factory  worker  ? 

President  ••  As  I  said  I  am  giving  the  honourable  member 
considerable  latitude  because  he  is  the  representative  of  organised 
labour.  But  under  the  guise  of  giving  his  support  for  tha  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  Bill,  he  cannot  argue  his  amendment, i 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai  '■  Sir,  I  do  not  want  to  go 
against  rules  and  technicalities  ;  I  am  not  entitled  to  circumvent 
the  rules. 

President :  You  are  perfectly  entitled  to  make  attempts  in 
that  direction. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai  :  Sir,  if  I  am  net  going  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  quesion  of  restricting  the  hours  of  work  in  factories,  I  do 
not  know  what  general  princijde  of  the  Bill  I  am  to  advert  to  in 
this  House. 

President :  Very  little  indeed. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai  :  I  submit,  Sir,  that  a  48 
hour  week  can  very  well  be  accepted  by  this  House. 

Sir,  the  fear  was  expressed  in  some  quarters  that,  if  we  adopt 
the  48  hour  week,  our  industries  might  migrate  to  other  places. 
Sir,  that  is  a  fear  without  even  a  shadow  of  foundation.  Because, 
at  present,  although  our  factories  arc  having  unrestricted  hours  of 
work,  we  do  not  find  factories  from  British  India  or  other  places 
migrating  into  Travancore.  Sir,  two  of  our  main  industries, 
cashewnut  and  coir  can  work  only  in  Travancore.  They  have  been 
tried  outside  and  failed.  Even  in  Cochin  where  working  conditions 
are  similar  to  those  obtaining  here,  it  was  a  failure  There  is  there¬ 
fore  absolutely  no  justification  for  the  fear  that  our  industries 
might  migrate  if  we  cut  short  the  number  of  working  hours. 

Mr.  Puthupally  S.  Krishna  Pillai :  What  is  the  opi¬ 
nion  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  this  matter  ? 
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Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai  :  The  majority  report  is  jn 
favour  of  54  hours  a  week.  But  Dewan  Chamanlal  and  Mr.  Joshi 
as  also  Mr.  Chowdvi,  I  think,  have  recommended  48  hours.  Fur¬ 
ther,  with  regard  to  British  India,  the  Boyal  Commission  made 
their  recommenda'ion  several  years  back,  so  that  there  is  now 
strong  agitation  in  British  India  for  reducing  the  number  of  work¬ 
ing  hours.  What  I  submit  is  that,  in  this  matter  also,  if  we  take 
the  lead,  I  am  sure,  with  the  present  Ministry  in  Madras  which  is 
very  sympathetic  towards  labour,  they  will  immediately  usher  in  a 
measure  shortening  the  working  hours.  Certainly,  we  want  indus¬ 
trial  progress  ;  but  such  progress  should  be  orderly  progress  based 
on  contented  labour.  But  if  the  workers  are  going  to  be  perse¬ 
cuted  and  harassed . 

President :  ‘Persecuted’,  by  passing  a  Bill  which  the 
honourable  member  himself  welcomes  ? 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai :  I  do  not  say,  Sir,  that  they 
will  be  persecuted  by  this  Bill ;  I  am  merely  referring  to  general 
principles  of  labour.  It  is  accepted  by  all  that,  by  lowering  the 
hours  of  work,  efficiency  will  increase.  That  is  admitted  by  em¬ 
ployers  the  world  over.  I  would  therefore  appeal  to  the  House  to 
accept  at  least  two  of  my  amendments . 

President  =  The  question  of  any  amendment  cannot  now 
be  raised.  The  House  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  amendments 
now. 

Mr.  P.  N.  Krishna  Pillai  :  I  am  only  submitting,  Sir, 
that  the  only  two  improvements  necessary  for  this  wholesome  piece 
of  legislation  are  the  widening  of  the  definition  of  factories  and  the 
shortening  of  the  hours  of  work. 

In  concision,  Sir,  I  endorse  the  principle  of  the  Bill.  I  would 
once  again  submit  that  it  was  a  very  laudable  attempt  on  the  part 
of  Government  to  have  thought  of  bringing  our  factory  legislation 
on  a  par  with  the  British  Indian  Act.

“to  draw  attention  to  the  serious  situation  caused  by  the  reported  ne¬ 
gotiations  between  the  Government  and  the  Indian  National 
Congress  as  to  th©  Travancore  State  Congress  and  the  civil  dis- 
obedienoe  campaign.” 

Will  the  Chief  Secretary  inform  the  House  whether  there  are 
any  such  negotiations  going  on  ? 

Mr-  C.  O.  Madhavan  :  No,  Sir,  there  are  no  such  negoti¬ 
ations. 

President  :  Therefore,  the  subject  of  the  adjournment 
motion  docs  not  arise.  It  is  ruled  out  of  order  on  the  ground  that 
there  are  and  have  been  no  negotiations  between  the  Indian  National 
Congress  and  this  Government  as  to  the  subjects  referred  to  or  any 
other  subject. 

Mr.  Padiyarsi  Joseph  Kunju  desires  to  move  for  the  adjourn¬ 
ment  of  the  business  of  the  House — 

“  to  disouss  an  urgent  matter  of  public  importance  namely,,  the  serious 
situation  arising  from  the  statement  issued  by  Mrs,  Kamaia  Devi 
Cbaihopadhya  on  the  oooasion  of  her  visiting  Trivandrum  on 
4-l-1114/20th  August  1938  at  the  instance  of  some  organisers  of  an 
association  calling  itself  the  All  Traranoore  Youth  League  aided 
and  financed  by  the  members  of  the  State  .Congress,  in  which  she 
has  .instigated  the  people  of  Travancore  to  sots  of  violence  by  sug¬ 
gesting  the  revolutionary  methods  of  Soviet  Russia  and  by  tvhioh 
she  has  inflamed  the  feelings  of  lawiessnes  and  Sedition  of  a 
section  of  the  people  who  on  the  samle  evening  and  thereafter  have 
made  wanton  attacks  on  the  established  system  of  Government  in 
the  State,  resorted  to  lawlessness  and  made  ..riotous  marches  in 
the  streets  causing  loss  6f  property  and  injury  to  .persons,  and  (0 
urge  upon  the  attention  of  Government  the  imminent  necessity 
for  taking  immediate  steps  to  prevent  the  spread  of  lawlessness  in 


I  should  like  to  know  from  the  Chief  Secretary  whether  Mrs. 
Kamaia  Devi  Chathopadhya  is  now  in  the  State. 

Mr-  C-  0.  Madhavan :  No,  Sityshe  has  left  the  State. 
President :  There  is  another  motion  by  Mr.._R-  Y.  Thomas— 
“  I  intend  moving  for  the  adjournment  of  *he  business  of  the  House 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  definite  matter  of  urgent  publio 
importance,  namely,  the  seriates,  setnatinn  Granted  hy  the  out* 
rageous  treatment  aocorded  to  Sirs.  Kamaia  Devi  on  Saturday 
the  20th  Angst  in  connection  with  her  arrest  and  the  subsequent 
removal  from  the  State  when  the  ease  against  her  stands  posted 
under  orders  of  Court  to  22nd  August  1938. 

Will  the  Police  Commissioner  inform  the  House  whether  any  case 
was  filed  against  her  ? 
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Mr.  M.  Ramachandra  Rao :  No,  Sir,  no  case  is  filed 

against  her. 

President :  The  statements  in  the  motion  are  inaccurate, 

and  the  motion  does  not  arise  as  the  chief  ground  on  which  it 
rest3  is  admittedly  not  substantiated-  I  rule  it  out  of  order. 

There  is  one  other  notice  of  adjournment  motion  from 
Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai.  It  runs  as  follows  — 

“  x  beg  leva  to  move  for  the  adjournment  of  the  business  of  this  House 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  definite  matter  of  urgent  public  im¬ 
portance  namely,  the  serious  situation  oaueed  by  the  recent  and 
regular  assemblage  of  persons  under  the  name  of  the  All-Travancore 
Youth  League  prompted  and  supported  by  the  Travanoore  State 
Congress  culminating  in  the  incidents  of  the  4th  Chingom  1114 
(20th  August  1938)  when  in  front  of  the  Thampanoor  Railway  Sta¬ 
tion  several  such  persona  harangued  the  crowd  and  incited  them  to 
acts  of  violence  and  subsequently  paraded  the  public  streets  assault¬ 
ing  Policemen  lawfully  employed  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
wilfully  overturning  and  damaging  traffic  posts  and  signals,  des- 
trying  street  li  ghts,  attacking  and  damaging  publio  passenger- 
vehicles  and  pelting  innocent  passers-by  with  stones  and  causing 
diverse  other  injuries  to  life  and  property,  and  to.  urge  ‘on  the 
attention  of  Government  the  imperative  necessity  of  taking  ade¬ 
quate  measures  to  restore  tranquility.” 

The  motion  proposed  by  Mr.  Padiyara  Joseph  Kunju  and  the 
last  one  proposed  by  Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  are  more  or 
less  the  same.  Under  the  Rules,  not  more  than  on  adjournment 
motion  shall  be  moved  on  the  same  subject  matter  in  one  land  the 
same  sitting.  Therefore,  one  of  these  two  motions  will  be  moved; 
and  the  other  honourable  member  will  of  course  have  the  mover’s 
right  to  speak  on  it. 

The  motions  are  in  order,  and  I  ask  whether  the  honourable 
member  has  the  leave  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  •  ( Quilon  cum  Kun- 
nathur)  :  It  is  not  objected  to. 

President  The  motion  of  Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai 
will  be  taken  up  at  3-30  this  afternoon. 

Legislative  Business, — (Non-Official.) 

THE  TRAVANCORE  HINDU  INHERITANCE 
REMOVAL  OF  DISABILITIES  BILL. 

Mr-  Q.  Narayana  Ayar:  I  beg  to  move  that,  the  Bill  as 
reported  by  the  Select  Committee  be  taken  up  for  consideration. 
Certain  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Bill  with  the  unanimous  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Select  Committee. 

Mr.  A.  Easvara  Pillai  ( Kottarakara  and  Pattanapuram 
cum  Shencottah ) :  I  second  it. 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  carried- 
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Clauses  1  tQ  3, 

The  question  that  Clauses  1  to  5  do  form  part  of  the  Bill  was 
put  to  vote  and  carrie  . 

The  Clauses  were  added  to  the  Bill. 

Preamble  and  Title. 

The  question  that  the  Preamble  and  Title  of  the  Bill  do  fom 
part  of  the  Bill  was  put  to  vote  and  carried- 

The  Preamble  and  Title  were  added  to  the  Bill. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  s  I  beg  to  move  that  the  Bill  be 
passed. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillaj:  I  second  it 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  Bill  was  passed. 

THE  TRAVANCORE  KRISHNANVAKA 
MARUMAKKATHAYAM  BILL. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Etenkath  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  introduce  the  Tra- 
vancore  Krishnanvaka  Marumakkathayam  Bill. 

Sir,  it  is  nearly  14  years  now  since  the  major  communities  in 
the  State  that  were  having  the  Marumakkathayam  system  for  their 
inheritance  got  Regulations  enacted  bringing  about  drastic  changes 
in  the  law  of  succession,  inheritance,  marriage  and  its  dissolution, 
and,  more  important  than  all,  the  partition  of  property.  I  do  not 
propose  to  discuss  here  the  principle  of  the  Marumakkathayam 
system  and  its  origin.  It  is  now  accepted  on  all  hands  that  that  is 
an  antiquated  system  not  suited  to  the  present  times.  On  account  of 
the  tightening  of  the  marriage  tie  in  these  communities  also,  na  tural 
affection  has  turned  towards  ones’  own  issues  from  those  of  one’s 
sisters’.  It  was  this  idea  which  prevailed  upon  the  Legislature 
when  it  enacted  the  Nayar  Regulation,  the  Ezhava  Regulation,  the 
Nanjinad  Veliala  Regulation,  and  the  other  Regulations,  on  the 
lines  of  the  Nayar  Regulation. 

Now,  Sir,  the  Krishnanvaka  Marumakkathayam  community, 
although  only  a  minority  community,  has  been  expressing  its 
desire  that  it  should  also  be  given  the  beuefit  of  provisions  similar 
to  those  of  the  Nayar  Regulation,  and  that  they  alone  should  not  be 
put  to  the  hardship  of  following  the  antiquated  and  unnatural 
system  of  Marumakkathayam,  under  which,  even  in  very  rich 
families,  the  Karanavan  alone  monopolised  the  whole  property 
leaving  very  little  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  various  members  cf  the 
family,  air,  it  is  this  that  has  been  responsible  for  the  Marumakka- 
thayam  law  being  substituted  by  enactments  like  the  Nayar  Regu¬ 
lation. 
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Sir,  ones  we  provide  for  partition  of  tarwad  property,  it  auto¬ 
matically  follows  that  there  should  be  the  tightening  of  the  marri¬ 
age  tie  ;  and  hence  it  is  that  in  all  these. recent  enactments  govern¬ 
ing  the  Marumakkathayam  communities,  the  dissolution  of  marriage 
is  made  more  and  more  difficult.  Unless  there  is  such  tightening 
of  the  marriage  tie,  it  would  not  be  fair  to  give  away  his  share  to 
every  member  of  a  family,  at  the  same  time  allowing  him  full  right 
of  disposal  of  such  share  of  the  property. 

Sir,  bearing  in  view  all  these  points,  the  present  Bill  has  been 
drawn  up.  The  only  deviation  1  have  endeavoured  to  make  is  to 
fix  the  exact  date  on  which  the  share  of  a  person  claiming  partition 
is  to  be  calculated .  In  other  words, -I  have  attempted  to  fix  the 
exact  time  when  a  member  of  a  family  can  claim  partition.  Sir, 
this  change  was  necessitated  by  our  experience  of  the  actual  work- 
dug  of  the  Nayar  Regulation.  Sir,  when  a  suit  for  partition  is  filed, 
it  should  be  made  a  definite  rule  that  only  the  members  actually  in 
.existence  at  the  time  of  such  suit,  or  notice  of  suit,  who  would  be 
•■entitled  to  their  per  capita  share  of  the  family  property.  There 
.•should  be  no  room  for  the  tendency  on  the  part  of  any  member  of 
the  family  to  delay  the  partition.  As  it  is,  when  a  member  moves 
for  partition,  there  is  procrastination  in  the  actual  effecting  of  the 
partition,  because  there  is  absolutely  no  definiteness  as  to  the  number 
•of  shares  into  which  the  family  property  is  to  be  divided.  Certainly 
if  by  delaying  the  partition  a  particular  member  stands  to  get  for 
■himself,  or  his  branch  of  the  family,  a  greater  share  of  the  family 
■  property,  fee  would  do  everything  in  his  power  to  put  off  the  par- 
-tkion.  'Especially  in  the  female  line,  knowing  full  well  that  the 
■greater  the  number  of  children  that  a  female  member  has  the 
, greater  Would  be  her  share  of  tkefamily  property,  interested  parties 
will  surely  act  as  a  hindrance  to  the  partition  being  effected,  and 
.■joint  all  sorts  of  obstacles  in.the  way,  The  moment  a  member  sues 
■for  partition  it. should  be  made  definite  as  to  the  number  of  shares 
i»to  which  the  family  property  would  be  divisible-  Then,  of 
-course,  there  would  be  no  purpose  served  in  any  body  delaying  the 
^partition  indefinitely.  It  is  with  that  object  in  view  that  I  have 
.  made  the  provisions' in  sub-clauses  (b)  and  (c)  of  Clause  39. 
v  ;  Mr.  U  Narayana  Alyar;  May  I  know- from  the  member 
'  -’the  trend  of  the  rulings  of  our  High 'Court  in  suits  for  partition  of 
"  i&yar  families  ?  Is  the  number  of  Shares  to  he  fixed  on  the  basis 
' -Sf' Hie  number  of  members  existing  oh  the  date  of  suit,  or  on  the 
date  of  decree  ? 
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Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  The  rulings  are  conflicting,  and  are 
not  clear.  In  a  full  Bench  decision  Mr.  Changanacherry  Parames- 
varan  Pillai,  J.,  has  expressed  strongly  that1  the  actual  effecting  of 
partition  should  not  be  delayed  on  any  account,  and  that  the  divided  ■ 
status  and  the  individual  share  should  be  fixed  as  on  the  date  of r 
notice  of  partition. 

The  trend  of  the  opinion  of  the  Nayar  Community,  if  the’ 
member  wants  to  know  that,  is  that,  the  date  on  which  the  parti¬ 
tion  is  sought  for  should  be  judged  as  the  criterion  for  sharing  the 
properties  per  capita ,  because  it  would  be  of  no  good  to  any  one  'to 
allow  the  members  to  increase  and  wait  for  an  indefinite  time  when’ 
all  these  members  can  come  to  an  agreement  and  effect  a  ■  partition. 
The  object  of  this  legislation  is  to  bring  about. as  far-  as.possible  a 
decrease  in  litigation  and  to  prevent  from  hindering  the.  benefit  oft 
Taw  from  being  given  to  the  members  of  this  community. 

With  these  words  I  move  the  Bill. 

Mr-  James  Fletcher  ( Iialkulam  and  Vilamnkod  cum. 

, ’Neyyat.tinkara )  :  Sir,  I  second  this  Bill  and  support  it  on  these, 
reasons.  This  Krishnanvaka  people  are  living  mostly  in  South 
Travancove.  They  are  a  very  enterprising  community  having 
mostly  trade  and  agriculture  for  their  profession.  Ordinarily,  they 
have  got  properties  and  a  settled  law  regarding .  the  disposition  of 
their  properties  is  necessary. 

Mr.  M-  Govindan  ( Nominated ) ;  May  I  know  the  popula¬ 
tion  ot  this  Krishnanvaka  community  for  whom  the  proposed  legis-, 
lation  is  brought  forward  ? 

Mr.  James  Fletcher:  I  think  it  will  be  about  a  lakh 
and  a  half. 

Mr.  M.  Govindan  s  Does  the  member  mean  15,00ft  ? 
{Laughter.) 

Mr.  James  Fletcher  :  Sir,  I  am  subject  to  correction. 

President  :  There  is  a  slight  defference  {Laughter-) 

Mr.  KochikalP.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  May  I  ask  the 
member  whether  he  means  only  four  thousand  ? 

President :  Order,  order.  The  honourable  member  will 
proceed. 

Mr.  James  Fletcher:  Sir,  lam  not  concerned  with  this 
lmmber,  I  may  state  that  they  are  a  very  enterprising  community 
in  South  Travancore  and  as  I  submitted  already,  they  are  people 
having  much  landed  estate  in  their  possession.  They  naturally 
require  some  definite,  and  clear  Regulation  to  effect  thedivisionof 
their  properties,  Till  now  they  were  following  various  systems  with 
regard  to  the  partition  of  their  properties,  home  people,  were  follow¬ 
ing  Makkathayatn  system  of  inheritance  and  others  Mtu'umakk.ar 
thayato  system,  so  much  so  there  was  ah^aj  s  f.ome.difllqul  y ■■#§[ 
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confusion  in  the  disposition  of  their  properties.  Much  unnecessary 
litigation  had  to  be  carried  on  for  the  sake  of  division  of  their  pro¬ 
perty  and  also  questions  of  inheritance  arose  which  brought  about 
much  loss  and  damage  to  the  community.  Therefore,  a  Bill  of  this 
sort  is  "highly  necessary,  which  will  settle  their  system  of  inheritance 
and  make  matters  easy  for  them  to  divide  their  ancestral  properties. 
Therefore,  I  support  this  Bill.  Though  the  population  may  be 
small,  yet  they  need  some  law  regulating  the  question  of  marriage 
succession  and  partition  among  the  members  of  the  community. 
I  may  say  that  even  if  the  number  is  much  less  than  a  lakh  and  a 
half  the  Bill  as  is  introduced  now  is  necessary. 

Mr.  A  Easwara  Pillai  ( Co-opted ) :  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  a 
few  observations  on  the  Bill  before  the  House. 

Sir,  the  Bill  sought  to  be  introduced  by  Mr.  Elenkath  affects 
the  community  known  as  the  Krishnanvaka  community.  Though 
the  population  is  only  12,032  according  to  the  last  Census  and  9,684 
according  to  the  previous  Census,  it  was  referred  to  by  one  of  the 
honourable  members  as  a  lakh  and  a  half.  1  think  the  honourable 
member  may  not  be  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  population  is  limited 
to  12,032  only  according  to  the  last  Census. 

Mr.  M.  S.  Anirudhan  :  May  1  know  whether  there  are 
Makkathayees  ? 

Mr-  A  Easwara  Pillai:  Sir,  I  shall  refer  to  that.  When 
I  said  that  the  community  consists  of  12,032  members,  I  meant  the 
community  known  by  the  name  -Krishnanvaka  which  includes  the 
two  sectiens,  one  following  the  Hindu  Mithakshara  Law  and  known 
as  Makkathayees  .and  the  other  following  the  Marumakkathaynm  Law 
of  the  State  and  are  known  as  Marumakkathayees.  The  Maru- 
makkathayees  number  a  little  more  than  one  thousand.  So,  what 
I  beg  to  state  is  that  this  Bill  refers  to  about  a  1000  Krishnanvaka 
Marumakkathayees  of  this  State,  that  is  about  a  twelfth  of  the  total 
population  of  the  Krishnanvaka  community.  This  is  a  social  legis¬ 
lation  and  the  honourable  members  may  consider  whethei  a  social 
Bill  which  affects  about  a  thousand  of  the  Krishnanvaka  community 
is  quite  necessary.  Leave  has  been  granted  and  the  Bill  is  sought 
to  be  introduced.  Sir,  this  Bill  when  passed  or  when  it  becomes 
law  it  will  affect  the  community  as  a  whole.  It  is  referred  to  in  the 
latest  Census  Report  by  the  learned  Census  Commissioner  Dr.  N. 
Kunjan  Pillai, 

President :  I  should  like  to  know  from  Mr.  Easwara  Pillai 
whether  he  is  opposing  the  motion  or  supporting  it. 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai  :  Sir,  I  am  placing  a  few  facts  for 
the  consideration  of  this  House  and  if  necessary  to  oppose  tile 
introduction  of  this  Bill. 
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Mr.  M.  5.  Anirudhan  May  1  know  whether  the  member 
belongs  to  the  Makkathayam  or  Marumakkathayam  group  ? 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai;  Sir,  I  belong  to  the  Makkatha¬ 
yam  group. 

President :  Yes,  the  honourable  member  will  proceed. 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai  :  Sir,  in  the  latest  Census  Report 
there  is  a  reference  made  to  the  exact  position  of  the  two  sections 
of  the  community .  I  shall  refer  to  a  sentence  in  that  report.  It 
reads  thus  : 

“  Ttiore  is  a  movo  on  U10  part  of  the  younger  generation  of  the  two 
sections  to  bring  about  a  fusion  between  them.” 

Sir,  that  is  the  actual  state  of  affairs  in  the  community.  If  the 
Bill  comes  into  Law,  the  Marumakkathayam  section  will  have  no 
possibility  of  a  fusion  which  is  being  tried  by  the  younger  genera¬ 
tion  of  the  community.  The  population  is  only  twelve  thousand 
and  even  among  the  one  thousand  Marumakkathayees  there  are  a 
large  number  who  docs  not  like  such  a  Bill. 

Mr.  K.  R  Elenkath:  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  this  legislation  which  is  more  akin  to  Makkathayam  Law 
will  not  help  the  fusion  ? 

Mr.  A-  Easwara  Pillai :  In  my  opinion,  for  a  few  people 
a  Marumakkathayam  Law  just  similar  to  the  Nayar  Regulation  is  not 
necessary.  But  another  Bill  which  is  more  comprehensive  and  may 
include  the  Makkathayees  as  well  as  the  Marumakkathcyees  may 
help  fusion  to  a  considerable  extent.  1  his  piece  of  legislation  does 
not  help  fusion  ;  but  on  the  other  hand,  it  separates  and  affects  a 
cleavage  between  sections. 

Mr.  James  Fletcher :  May  I  know  whether  the  member 
isawareoft.be  facts  that  the  Nayar  Regulation  more  or  less  con¬ 
verted  the  Marumakkathayam  system  into  a  Makkathayam  system. 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai :  Yes  ;  I  was  saying  that  a  similar 
system  is  not  necessary  in  this  case.  A  law  affecting  the  Makka¬ 
thayees  as  well  as  the  Marumakkathayees  will  be  more  acceptable 
than  the  one  that  is  now  introduced,  because  this  Bill  makes  a  lot 
of  difference  between  the  two  Sections  of  the  Community. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  May  1  know  whether  there  is 
any  move  on  the  part  of  the  Makkathayees  to  change  the  questions 
of  inheritance  ? 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai  :  There  is  no  move  actually  oh  the 
part  of  the  Makkaathayeee.  But,  when  they  were  referred  to  it  was 
their  opinion  that  the  solidarity  of  the  Community  would  not  be 
severed  by  such  a  new  legislation, 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  t  .May  1  know 
whether  inter  marriage  and  inter  dining  take  place  between  these 
two  sections, 
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Mf.  4.  Easwara  Pillai :  No,  there  is  no  inter-marriage 
and  inter-dining  between  them  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  term. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  Whether  the  member,... . 

President :  Order,  order  ;  I  may  make  mention  to  the 
honourable  members  that  his  trend  of  thought  need  not  be  inter¬ 
rupted.  He  may  bs  allowed  to  proceed  and  honourable  members 
may  put  questions  after  he  has  sat  down. 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai :  What  I  was  stating  was  that  the 
solidarity  of  the  community  will  be  destroyed  if  this  Bill  is  intro¬ 
duced  because  one  section  of  it,  I  mean,  the  one  thousand  will 
not  have  any  connection  with  the  others  who  follow  Makkatbayaro. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P  Balakrishnan  Tampi  :  May  know 
what  connection  exists  between  them  at  present? 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai :  They  have  a  common  name  and 
common  descent. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Excepting  this 
aSSnoB  name,  may  1  know  whether  there  is  any  other  bond  of 
unity  between  these  two  sections  ? 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai:  I  may  request,  the  honourable 
members  to  refer  to  the  Census  Report, -when  in  it  is  stated  that  they 
are  one  and  the  same  community  being  originally  Makkathayees. 
I,  shall  for  that  purpose  read  one  or  two  sentennees . 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair =  May  I  know 
whether  there  are  any  bond  of  union  excepting  this  common  name. 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai :  Yes  ;  they  are  of  the  same  family. 
That  is  what  I  say. 

Mr.  Kochickal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi:  May  I  know 
whether  he  considers  the  last  Census  Report  as  the  authority  on 
this  question  ? 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai:  Yes  ;  my  observation  was  based 
on  this  report  in  consideration  of  previous  reports  and  the  present 
position  of  the  community. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  May  I  know 
whether  any  attempt  at  fusion  was  made  between  the  two  sections 
after  the  Census  Report  ? 

Mr.  A,  Easwara  Pilla.1:  Even  while  the  Census  Report 
Was  in  preparation  and  after,  there  was  actual  attempt  made  for 
this  fusion. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  ;  May  1  know 
When  was  this  report  published  ? 

Mr.  A.  EasWara  Pillai  i.  Some  ten  or  twelve  years  ago* 
(Laughter.) 

President  :  Tfie  honourable  member  will  proceed* 
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Mr,  A.  Easwara  Pillai :  .Sir,  I  mean,  it  was  published 
eight  years  ago. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  ;  May  I  know  how 
far  that  trial  has  fructified  ? 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai :  I  may  assure  the  honourable 
member  that  sine.)  the  community  is  not  so  educated  such  changes 
can  only  take  place  very  gradually.  My  friend  who  comes  from  a 
progressive  community  cannot  aspire  to  have  immediate  changes 
brought  about:  in  a  community  where  the  education  is  not  so  advan¬ 
ced  among  its  members. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukdshna  Pillai :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Maruinukkathayam  Krishnanvaka  Community  is  in  favour  of 
any  legislation  for  them  ?  ! 

Mr.  A  Easwara  Pillai  :  There  are  ever  so  many  legisla¬ 
tions  and  as  they  are  tlw  loyal  subjects  of  this  State  they  are  in 
favour  them 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  I  want  to  know 
whether  there  are  any  social  legislation  affecting  inheritance? 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai:  Yes.  Tiulv  we  wish  to  have  a 
legislation  alfecting  the  whole  community  including  the  Makkatha- 
yees  and  the  Marumakkathayees. 

Mr.  K  R.  Elenkath  :  May  I  know - 

President  :  Order,  order.  ,'l  would  deprecate  such  constant 
interruptions.  The  honourable  member  can  note  down  the  question 
and  when  the  speaker  has  concluded,  he  can  put  those  questions 
hinr  I  don’t  want  the  honourable  'member  to  int-rrupt  the  conti¬ 
nuity  of  thought  and  exposition  of  the  speaker. 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai  =  Sir,  I  was  saying  that  tliis’House 
should  consider  whether  a  Bill  which  affects  only  a  limited  number 
that  is  to  say  about  a  thousand  people  who  belong  to  the  Krishnan¬ 
vaka  community  is  absolutely  necessary  at  this  juncture  air,  these 
families  who  comprise  this  small  section  were  following  the  Maru- 
makkathayam  system.  There  were  no  difficulties  whatsoever  with 
regard  to"  partition,  marriage  or  any  other  funotionB.  pertaining  to 
that  system.  Therefore  I  don’t  see  any  necessity  to  have  .a  separate 
legislation  for  this  small  community.  But  if  it  is  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary,  a  law  may  be  introduced.  But  I  doubt  whether  there-ia 
actually  any  necessity  for  a  Bill  of  this  kind.  Moreover  this  Bill 
if  it  becomes  law  may  affect  the  fusion  that  is  sought  to  be  affected 
by  the  younger  generation  of  the  community.  Therefore  I  oppose 
the  introduction  of  this  Bill, 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  May  I  know  whether  the  same 
Law  is  followed  by  the  Makkathayees  and  Marumakkathayees  of 
the  Krishnanvaka  community  ? 
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Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai:  Sir,  I  was  explaining  to  the  House 
that  the  total  number  of  the  community  comes  to  twelve  thousand 
and  about  eleven  thousand  of  them  follow  Makkathayam.  And 
about  one  thousand  follow  the  Marumakkathayain  system  now, 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  Is  it  not  good  to  have  the  minority 
served  by  a  separate  law  ? 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai :  If  it  could  help  the  fusion  of 
the  minority  section  of  the  community  as  tried  by  the  younger 
generation. 

Mr.  M.  Govindan  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose  the  motion  of  my 
•  honourable  friend  Mr.  Elenkath.  Sir,  a  new  law  is  proposed  to  be 
introduced  for  a  community  numbering  less  than  a  thousand  accord¬ 
ing  to  my  friend  who  belongs  to  a  very  kindrel  communUy. 

Mr- A.  Easwara  Pillai '•  I  was  referring  that  it  is  not  less 
than  thousand,  but  a  little  above  thousand, 

Mr-  M.  Govindan  ■■  Well,  let  it  be  a  little  above  thousand 
and  I  thank  my  honourable  friend  for  the  correction.  Let  us 
suppose  that  a  family  consists  of  50  members  who  form  a  tar  ward. 
Then  it  would  work  up  about  20  tarwards  which  are  affected  by 
this  legislation.  And  then  again  about  50  percent,  of  these  tar¬ 
wards  would  possess  properties.  That  is  ten  tarwards  will  only  be 
practically  affected  by  this  bill.  My  honourable  friend  who  un¬ 
fortunately  belongs  to  the  kindred  community  is  a  follower  of  the 
Makkathayam  system.  I  am  sorry  that  in  this  House  there  is  no 
one  to  represent  the  Maru makkathayam  section  of  the  community 
which  is  sought  to  be  affected  by  the  introduction  of  this  bill . 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan.  Tampi :  Sir,  is  the 
member  in  order  in  referring  to  the  constitution  of  the  House  V 

President  :  He  can  lament  the  absence  of  a  representative. 

Mr.  M.  Govindan  :  The  honourable  member  Mr.  Easwara 
Pillai  himself  is  not  certain  whether  the  bill  is  not  wanted. 

President:  The  honourable  member  cannot  make  remarks 
in  that  manner  because  Mr.  Easwara  Pillai  concluded  his  speech  by 
opposing  it. 

Mr.  M.  Govindan :  Sir,  in  Travancore  wu  have  got  for 
almost  every  numerically  important  community,  separate  legisla¬ 
tions.  We  have  got  six  or  seven  such  separate  legislations  in  our 
Statute  Book.  All  the  minority  communities  are  also  getting 
separate  pieces  of  legislation  for  them.  So  my  submission  is  if  such 
communities  as  the  Krishnanvaka  which  are  numerically  very  small 
are  to  be  given  separate  legislations,  then  administration  of  justice 
will  not  be  easy  as  the  various  subtle  differences  of  law  enjoined  by 
different  communities  make  complications.  Sir,  my  friend  Mr. 
Elenkath  said  that  the  community  wants  a  legislation  very  similar 
to  that  of  Nairs.  If  they  want  an  exactly  the  same  legislation  per¬ 
taining  to  Nairs,  why  not  have  them  by  adding  small  amendments 
to  the  Hair  Regulation  itself  and  include  these  Krishna vnkais  in  the 
Nair  community. 
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Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  ••  May  I  know  whether 
'it  will  not  affect  the  claim  of  that  community  in  regard  to  their 
.  appointment  in  the  public  service  ? 

Mr-  M.  GovJndan  :  My  friend  is  not  serious  in  putting 
that  question  and  therefore  I  am  not  answering  that.  I  have  already 
.  pointed  out  that  this  complexity  is  uncalled  for  and  unnecessary 
and  needlessly  hampers  the  administration  of  justice  in  the  land- 
What.I  should  propose  is  that  in  future  we  must  have  legislations 
.for  communities  keeping  in  view  the  common  interests  of  those 
ecmmumties  so  that  one  piece  of  legislation  may  affect  the  whole 
Travancoveans. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  One  question,  Sir. 

.  Mr.  M.  Govipdan  :  I  d.o  not  yield.  My  friend  Mr.  Kottpf 
who  has  been  interrupting  me . 

Mr-  K-  R  Elenkath  :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order.  May  I 
;  know  whether  it  is  propor  for  an  honourable  member  to  say  that  a 
question  put  by  another  honourable  member  was  not  in  serious.  Is 
,  it  in  order,  to  attribute  that  another  honourable  member  was  hot 
serious  in  putting  a  question  ? 

President:  After  ail,  on  the  question  of  the  degree  of  seri- 
.ousness  which  prompts  an  honourable  .member  to  put  a  question  -is 
\ not  an  easy  one  either  for  the  Chair  or  for  any  other  honourable 
member  to  ascertain. 

Mr-  M.  Govindan  :  Sir,  I  did  not  say  that  he  was  not 
“in.serious”.  But  ,1  said  that  the  honourable  member  was  not 
.  serious.  My  friend  is  imputing  to  me  ungramatical  observations. 
Sir,  any  piece, 'of  legislation  that  we  attempt  to  place  on  the  Statute 
Book  must  be  in  the  direction  of  unifying  the  various  sections  and 
:  not  with  a.  view  to  perpetuate  the  existing  differences.  In  Travan- 
core  most  people  who  were  following  the  system  of  Marumakka- 
..thayam  have  recently  changed  into  Makkathayees  Therefore  a  piece 
of  legislation  common  to  all  the  people  of  the  State  would  be  the 
.  proper  thing  for. this  House  to  attempt.  But  that  may  take  some 
more  time  to  bear  fruition.  Whatever  that.be,  let  us  not  proceed 
.  in  the  opposite  direction  and  make  special  pieces  of  legislations  for 
20  or  30  families  a  piece.  It  is  not,  proper  to  do  so.  I  was  just 
referring  to  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Ivottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai’s 
Bill  ciA.,  the  Civil  Marriages  Bill. . 

President :  The  honourable  member  is  now  discussing  a 
bill  intended  for  the  Marumakkathayee  Krishnanvaka  community. 
So  he  is  not  relevant  to  speak  on  any  other  bill. 

v Mr.  M.  GOVlfldan  «  Sir,  lam  relevant  in  this  way.  My 
suggestion  is  that  we  must  make  legislations  with  a  view  to  unify 
the  different  communities  of  the  State. 

President  :  The  discussion  is  not  wholly  relevant  because 
We  a're-in  the  preliminary  stage  that  is  we  are  to  consider  whether 
.  the  bflt  should  be  introduced  or  not.  The  honourable  member  may 
unafce  up -hw  Mtisd  not  go-  ittto  minute  details.

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Mr.  M.  Govindan  :  Sir,  therefore  I  oppose  this  bill  and 
say  that  it  should  not  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee  but  should 
be  thrown  out  by  this  House. 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai  ( Toyala  cum  Agastees- 
varam)  :  Sir,  in  connection  with  this  bill,  I  wish  to  make  certain 
observations.  Sir,  this  community  known  by  the  name  of  Krishnan- 
vaka  Marumakkathayee  community  as  stated  by  Mr.  Easwara  Pillai 
is  a  very  small  community.  Almost  all  other  communities  who 
were  following  Marumakkathayam  system,  like  the  Nairs,  Yellalas 
and  the  Ezhavas  found  that  that  system  was  a  great  obstacle  to  the 
moral  and  the  material  growth  of  the  respective  communities  and 
so  they  have  done  away  with  it.  Sir,  it  is  a  fundamental  principle 
of  jurisprudence  that  the  laws  governing  societies  must  be  flexible. 
As  communities  advance  and  progress,  as  ideas  and  sentiments  of 
communities  change,  it  is  necessary  that  the  social  law’s  also  must 
change  in  order  to  keep  in  conformity  with  the  changing  'ideas  and 
■sentiments.  So  far  as  this  community  is  concerned,  there  is  a 
feeling  that  this  Marumakkathayam  system  stands  in  the  way  of 
progress.  Naturally  there  has  been  some  agitation  to  do  away  with 
this  system.  So  far  as  this  Bill  is  concerned,  I  support  the  princi¬ 
ple  to  the  extent  that  it  attempts  to  do  away  with  the  Marumakka¬ 
thayam  system. 

Sir,  certain  things  have  to  be  borne  in  mind  when  enacting  a 
new  social  measure.  We  shall  have  to  beep  in  view  the  needs  and 
aspirations  of  the  community,  the  ideas  and  sentiments  of  the  com¬ 
munity  and,  above  all,  in  enacting  such  a  measure,  we,  as  respon¬ 
sible  members  of  the  Legislature  have  to  see  whether  the  proposed 
measure  tends  to  the  progress  and  the  advancement  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  concerned.  In  the  light  of  these  things,  if  we  examine  the 
proposed  measure,  we  find  that  the  measure  is  wanting  in  many 
respects.  Though  I  am  in  favour  of  a  Bill  for  the  community  and 
I  am  in  favour  of  doing  away  with  the  Marumakkathayam  system 
obtaining  in  the  community,  yet  I  do  not  support  the  Bill  as  it  is  in 
•  its  present  form. 

Sir,  the  Bill  as  it  is,  is  a  close  copy  of  the  Nair  Regulation. 
•As  stated  by  Mr-  Easwara  Pillai,  and  I  know  it  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  Krishnanvaka  Marumakkathayam  community  is  a  very  small 
community,  consisting  of  1,U00  and  odd  people.  There  was  some 
difference  of  opinion  in  regard  to  the  origin  or  the  history  of  this 
"community.  As  stated  by  my  friend  Mr.  Easwara  Pillai,  this 
community  consists  of  two  sections  and  it  is  for  one  section  of  the 
community,  namely  the  Marumakkathaya  community  that  we  are 
proposing  this  measure.  But,  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  two  sections 
belong  to  the  one  community  called  the  Krishnanvaka  community* 
They  trace  their  descent  fropo  a  common  ancestor  and  from  a 
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common  place-  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  only  one  community.  One 
section  of  the  community  following  the  Marumakkathayam  law 
came  earlier  from  Conjeevaram  and  because  they  had  no  women 
among  them,  they  married  local  women. and  brought  forth  children 
and  also  adopted  the  Marumakkathayam  system.  Originally  all  the 
members  of  this  community  were  following  the  Makkathayam 
system  and  the  Marumakkathayam  system  was  adopted  by  oue 
section  of  the  community  only  later  on.  In  enacting  a  measure 
for  this  community  we  have  to  keep  in  view  this  aspect  of  the 
matter,  namely,  that  these  two  sections  belong  te  one  and  the  same 
community  and  como  from  one  and  the  same  ancestor  and  that  the 
Marumakkathayam  system  which  one  section  is  following  was  only 
a  later  adoption. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  May  I  know'  from  the  honourab'e 
member  whether  on  account  of  the  fact  that  all  humanity  has 
descended  from  Adam  and  Eve,  we  should  have  only  one  law'  for 
all  communities  alike  ? 

Mr.  A-  Easwara  Pillai  ;  May  I  know'  from  the  honourable 
member  who  was  that  common  ancestor  ? 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai  ;  My  point  is  this,  Sir. 
These  two  sections  belong  to  one  community.  They  come  from  one 
place.  Originally  they  came  from  Conjeevaram.  That  is  how  tra-- 
dition  goes.  Of  course  it  is  all  history  and  tradition  and  we  have  to 
believe  in  these  things.  Anyhow,  one  thing  is  clear.  Originally 
they  were  following  Makkathayam,  But  when  one  section  came 
here  earlier  they  adopted  the  Marumakkathayam  system.  That  is 
my  point. 

Mr-  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  What  about  their  customs  and 
manners  ? 

■  -Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai  :  I  shall  refer  to  their  cus¬ 
toms  and  manners.  Sir,  as  I  submitted,  the  present  Bill  is  a  close 
copy  of  the  Nair  Regulation.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  know  that 
there  is,  among  the  younger  generation  in  both  the  sections,  a  de¬ 
sire  to  have  a  fusion  between  the  two  sections  and  in  my  opinion 
such  a  fusion  will  certainly  tend  to  their  progress.  It  will  add  to 
their  strength  and  their  prestige.  When  the  needs  and  aspirations 
of  the  people  and  when  the  desire  of  the  people  are  for  fusion,  we 
should  as  far  as  possible  try  to  amalgamate  these  two  sections.  As 
I  said,  they  originally  belonged  to  one  community  and  that  only 
subsequently  they  had  to  adopt  this  Marumakkathayam  system. 
Now  there  iB  a  desire  among  them  for  fusion.  According  to  the 
present  Bill  proposed  by  Mr.  Elenkath  the  provisions  relating  to 
marriage  and  other  things  stand  as  an  obstacle  to  that  fusion,  foj 
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example  we  shall  take  the  provision  relating  to  marriage.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  provision  in  the  Nair  Regulation,  a  Nair  woman  can 
marry  from  outside  her  community.  Similarly  there  is  a  provision 
in  this  Bill  also  which  enables  a  woman  belonging  to  the  Krishnan- 
vaka  community  to  marry  anyone  from  outside  the  community. 

Mr.  K.  R-  Elenkath,:  Is  not  an  advantage  to  the  women 
of  the  community  to  have  such  marriages  legalised  ? 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai :  Whether  it  is  an  advan¬ 
tage  or  a  disadvantage  depends  upon  the  sense  of  the  community 
and  in  enacting  a  social  piece  of  legislation,  it  is  not  our  individual 
opinion  or  ideas  that  ought  to  prevail.  It  is  the  ideas  and  senti- 
ments,  the  wishes  and  the  aspiration,  of  the  communities  concerned 
that  ought  to  be  respected  and  not  our  opinions,  however  valuable 
they  may  be  and  however  cultured  they  may  be-  I  know  as  a  mat¬ 
ter  or  fact  that  marriages  of  women  outside  the  community  are  very 
rare.  Further,  such  marriages  are  looked  down  upon  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  that  community.  When  that  is  the  case,  when  you  enact  a 
measure  enabling  women  to  marry  from  outside  the  community, 
that  is  not  only  going  against  the  sentiments  and  the  wishes  of' the 
community  but  also  preventing  a  fusion  of  the  two  sections  for  all 
time  to  come, 

Mr'  K,  R.  Elenkath  ;  Are  there  not  marriages  of  Krishnan- 
vaka  women  with  non- Kris hnanvaka  men  even  at  present  V 

Mr.  V.  5.  Arumukham  Pillai ;  I  said  that  such  marriages 
are  very  rare  and  that  such  marriages  are  looked  down  upon  by  that 
community  in  general.  Therefore,  my  point  is  that  in  enacting 
such  a  measure,  we  should  keep  in  view  the  sentiments  of  the  com¬ 
munity  with  regard  to  that  matter. 

Mr.  K-  R.  Elenkath  :  Is  there  any  obligatory  clause  in  the 
present  Bill  that  Krishnanvaka  women  should  marry  froip  outside 
their  community  ?  •  . 

Mr-  V.  5.  Arumukham  Pillai :  Under  the  proposed  meas* 
lire  the  women  of  the  community  are  at  liberty  to  marry  from,  out* 
side  the  community.  It  is  in  the  first  place  against  the  sentiments 
and  ideas  of  the  community  and  in  the  second  place  it  is  a  great 
obstacle  to  a  fusion  between  the  two  sections  which  is  the  aspiration 
of  the  younger  generation  in  both  the  sections. 

Again,  Sir,  unless  there  is  facility  for  intermarriages  between 
the  two  sections,  a  fusion  between  the  two  sections  is  not  possible 
under  any  circumstance,  Therefore,  such  important  provisions  as 
this  ought  to  be  changed.  It  is  our  responsible  duty  to,  ascertain 
the  wishes  and  sentiments  of  the  community  in  general  and  to  enact 
provisions  in  accordance  with  those  wishes  and  sentiments. 
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Another  point  that  I  wish  to  mention  is  about  the  partition  of 
tarwad  properties.  Following  the  Nair  Regulation  my  honourable 
friend  the  mover  has  advocated  division  iter  capita.  Sir,  the  opinion 
in  the  community  is  divided  in  this  matter-  As  in  the  case  of  the 
Nair  community,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Vellala  community  and  as 
in  the  case  of  the  Ezhava  community,  there  is  a  clear  division  of 
opinion  in  this  community  also  on  this  matter  In  the  case  of  the 
Nairs  the  majority  opinion  was  for  division  per  capita  and  the  Re¬ 
gulation  was  passed  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  that  com¬ 
munity.  in  the  case  of  the  Vellalas  the  opinion  was  divided,  and 
in  the  Legislature,  as  my  friend  Mr.  Hovindan  lamented  there  was 
a  Very  small  minority,  only  one  or  two  members;  naturally  the 
voice  of  the  majority  members  prevailed  and  they  adopted  a  via 
media,,  half  per  stirpes  and  ha  f  per  capita.  Here  also  as  in  the  case 
of  the  communities  following'  the  Marumnkkathayam  system  the  opi¬ 
nion  is  divided  as  to  whether  partition  should  be  per  capita  or  per 
stirpes.  In  regard  to  that  matter  also  the  opinion  of  the  majority 
has  to  be  ascertained  and  partition  has  to  be  effected  in  accordance 
with  the  opinion  of  the  majority. 

Sir,  some  interested  persons  may  be  very  anxiotfs  to  rush 
through  the  Bill  with  the  solo  object  of  getting  a  division  of  the 
.  properties.  But  we,  the  responsible  members  of  the  Legislature 
.  ought  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  needs  and  aspirations  of  the 
-  people  and  the  wishes  of  the  community. 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai :  May  I  know  whether  the  hono* 
urable  member  can  mention  any  one  who  wants  to  rush  through 
the- Bill  with  a  view  to  have  partition  in  his  family  'i 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai  :  Sir,  I  am  'aware,  but  I 
do  not  want  to  state  the  name  of  the  person  before  the  House. 

‘  What  I  submit  to  the  House  is  that  it  is  our  duty,  as  responsible 
'  members  of  the  Legislature,  to  ascertain  the  opinion  of  the  various 
'  members  of  the  community  and  to  enact  a  measure  in  accordance 
'  with  their  desires  and  aspirations  and  their  ideas  and  sentiments. 

'  In  regard  to  the  partition,  as  to  whether  it  should  be  per  stirpes  or 
’  per  capita/I  forgot  to  mention  one  fact.  Under  the  present  condi¬ 
tion  of  things,  i.  e,  in  the  absence  of  any  enactment,  by  agreement 
■  of  parties,  they  have  been  dividing  the  tarwad  properties  and  the 
principle  followed  in  the  matter  of  division  has  been  per  stirpes  and 
not  per  capita,  That  is  a  strong  evidence  of  the  existing  customs 
of  division  in  the  community.  So,  in  view  of  these  facts  I  do  not 
•  '  think  that  per  capita  division  advocated  in  the  Bill  will  be  approved 
by  the  majority  of  che  people  in  the  community. 

’  Whatever  that  might  be,  it  is  our  duty  to  ascertain  the  opinion 
gf  the  majority  and  to  act  in  accordance  with  their  opinion, 
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Mr.  M-  Qovindan  :  May  I  kr.ow  whether  the  member  is 
proposing  a  roving  commission  to  ascertain  that  matter  ? 

Mr.  V-  S.  Arumukham  Pillai ;  No,  Sir.  My  friend  who 
has  been  long  in  the  Legislature  knows  the  method  for  ascertaining 
the  opinion  of  the  community  in  general.  The  Select  Committee 
may  call  for  the  members  of  the  community  to  depose  before  the 
committee  itself.  That  is  the  usual  method. 

Mr.  M.  Qovindan  :  May  I  know  -whether  the  member  is 
opposing  or  supporting  the  affirmation  of  the  principle  of  the  Bill  ? 

Mr.  V-  5.  Arumukham  Pillai :  My  position  is  this,  f 
am  supporting  the  principle  of  the  Bill  in  so  far  as  it  relates  tc  the 
doing  away  of  the  Mat'umakkathayam  law.  I  do  not  support  the 
other  provisions  in  the  Bill-  All  that  I  suggest  js  that  the  wishes 
and  aspirations  of  the  community  ought  to  be  ascertained  before 
enacting  a  measure  for  the  community  concerned. 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai  :  Regarding  the  opinion  of  the 
community  in  general,  may  I  know  whether  he  advocates  that 
method  with  regard  to  both  the  sections  of  the  community. 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai  ;  We  are  not  concerned 
with  that  section  which  is  following  Makkathayam  law. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampii:  Sir,  I  sup- 
port  the  introduction  of  the  bill.  I  do  not  propose  to  go  into  the 
history  or  the  ethnology  of  the  community  or  the  description  given 
in  the  Census  Report.  Tt  is  very  clear  that  the  members  of  that 
community  want  a  piece  of  social  legislation,  a  change  in  their  per¬ 
sonal  law,  rather  a  codification  of  their  personal  law  with  minor 
changes.  It  has  been  brought  forward  by  a  member  representing 
the  Kalkulam  constituency  and  it  has  been  supported  by  another 
learned  friend,  an  eminent  member  who  is  also  a  representative  of 
that  constituency.  I  cannot  understand  why  members  of  the  other 
communities  should  be  so  anxious  about  fusion  in  law.  I  do  not 
in  fact  understand  the  meaning  of  the  word  fusion.  I  am  glad  that 
it  has  some  resemblence  to  some  scientific  term  when  the  honourable 
member  Mr.  Kalkulam  A.  Easwara  Pillai  referred  to  fusion.  But 
he  said  that  there  is  nothing  like  inter-dining  or  inter-marriage  in 
the  communities.  He  appears  to  be  a  detached  observer. 

Mr.  V-  5.  Arumukham  Pillai:  May  I  know  from  the 
member . 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  1  do  not 

yield  Sir.  What  1  am  saying  is,  but  for  the  common  accident  of 
having  the  name  of  Krishnauvaka,  there  is  nothing  to  make  out 
that  {these  communities  are  not  different.  My  honourable  friend 
Mr,  Kalkulam  A,  Easwara  Pillai,  who  is  an  expert  in  these  matters

pan  speak  with  authority  on  matters  concerning  the  Krishnanvaka 
community.  I  do  not  claim  to  speak  with  authority  about  the  matter. 
But  I  am  certainly  sorry  to  observe  that  another  “honourable  friend, 
whose  strong  point  was .  his .  grammar,  said  that  the  community  do 
not  in  fact  deserve  legislation  because  of  the  want  of  numerical 
strength.  I  am  sorry  that  such  an  argument  should  'have  come 
from  a  person  who,  in  time  and  out  of  time,  dins  into  the  cars  of 
the  House  certain  things,  because  of  the  strength  of  superior  num¬ 
bers.  I  would  go  to  the  extent  of  saying  that  even  if  there  is  only 
qne  man  in  the  State  who  wants  a  personal  law  and  for  which  there 
is  no  provision  in  the  Statute  Book,  it  is  up  to  this  House  to  make 
law  for  him.  The  fact  that  a  community  is  too  small  is  certainly 
no  fault  of  the  community.  I  leave  it  at  that. 

If  I  were  a  selfish  member  of  such  a  community,  I  would  have 
even  prayed  that  that  community  should  have  the  incentive  to  in¬ 
crease  its  members  so  as  to  come  within  the  ambit  of  the  Public 
Service  Commissioner's  rules  after  a  period  of  some  10  or  15  years. 

Mr.  M.  Govindan  :  On  a  point  of  order.  Is  it  relevant  for 
the  member  to  speak  about  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  in 
this  connection? 

President ;  The  honourable  member  was  pointing  out  that 
fusion  or  assimilation  of  two  communities  may  lead  to  extra,  rather, 
increase  of  population,  which  may  in  turn  lend  to  claims  before  a 
future  Public  Service  Commissioner,  who,  if  guided  by  the  law  of 
population,  may  have  to  yield  to  those  claims. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi .  Therefore, 
there  is  no  point  in  saying  that  no  legislation  is  required  because  the 
members  of  the  community  do  not  exceed  1500.  Further,  there 
has  been  no  serious  opposition  to  this  Bill  ever  since  it  was  published. 
That  itself  is  a  sure  indication  that  the  community  wants  such  a  me¬ 
asure.  I  do  not  say  that  the  Bill  as  it  is  is  perfect.  I  do  not  think 
that  the  mover  of  the  Bill  will  claim  that  it  is  perfect.  There  is  a 
definite  procedure  prescribed,  as  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  Arumu- 
kham  Pillai  suggested  and  that  is,  the  Select  Committee  can  indicate 
changes.  It  may  give  the  Bill  Krishnanvaka  Makkathayee  bias  or 
Vellala  bias  or  even  Nair  bins.  Whether  the  Bill  should  be  changed 
in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  community  is  a  matter  which 
could  be  taken  up  at  the  next  stage.  These  are  changes  that  could 
be  made  by  the  Select  Committee  to  make  the  Bill  an  acceptable  one 
to  the  community  at  large.  If,  as  was  suggested  bv  one  other 
honourable  friend,  the  Select  Committee,  on  taking  evidence,  finds 
any  violent  opposition  from  a  certain  section  of  the  community, 
then  we  can  think  of  dropping  the  Bill.  At  this  stage,  I  support 
the  introduction  of  the  Bill. 
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Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai :  May  I  known,  when  there  is  no 
opposition  to  the  measure,  what  is  tho  necessity  for  evidence  -being 
taken  ? 

Mr.  Kochikal  P-  Balakrishnan  Tampi  :  From  the 
opinions  expressed  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  1  think  that  a  certain 
amount  of  taking  of  evidence  may  be  necessary.'  '  ' 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  Sir,  I  rise  to  support 
the  principle  of  the  Bill.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  find  how  we  can  ques¬ 
tion  at  this  stage  the  necessity  of  this  Bill.  A  Bill  may  be  thrown 
■out  if  the  principle  is  not  acceptable.  But,  some  legislation  was 
■thought  to  be.  necessary  by  this  House  and  that  was  .the  reason 
•.why  ‘  leave  to  introduce  ’  was  granted.  After  having  given  that,  I 
do  not  think  it  is  possible  for  us  to  say  that  there  is  no  necessity 
for  this  legislation.  .  , 

Another  •  point  raised  was  regarding  the  question  of  fusion 
.  between  two  sections  of  the.  community.  The  opposition  .  to  this 
Bill  is  that  it  affects  only  a  portion  of  a  community  numbering  just 
..above  a  thousand.  There  X  may  say  this  fact.  .The  legislature 
here  has.  passed  a.  Bill  for  the  Ksbatriya  community.  They 
"number  only  three  thousand.  Thereby,  the  principle  accepted 
.being  that  even  a  small  minority  can  be  given  a  legislation 
.if  -that  community  desires.  ,ir.  If  the  circumstances  of  the 
community  necessitate  a  codification  of  laws  with  regard  to  inheri¬ 
tance  so  as  to  make  it  definite  and  free  from  the  ravages  of  litiga¬ 
tion,  I  cannot  see  my  way  to  oppose  the  principle  of  the  Bill  simply 
because,  the  numerical  strength  of  the  community  is'  only  a  thou¬ 
sand.  Whether  this  House  has  to 'go  "to  .the  help  of  the  community 
and  bring  about  a  legislation  if  it  is  found  that 'such  legislation: -is 
..  for  the  advancement  of  the  community  and  if  such  a '  legislation  is 
brought  about  by  the  desire  of  that  community,  my  suggestion  is 
.  that,  the  bill  must  be  passed.  If  this  Bill  is  'not  passed,  where  ’is 
the  likelihood  of  fusion.  I  do  not  see  any  acceptable  arguments 
being  advanced  to  support  that  position.'  My  friend  Mr.  KalkuJam 
A.  Easwara  Pillai  who  represents  the  Makkathayee  section'  which 
was  the  more  numerous  section  oE  the  comniunity. 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai  :  Sir,  May  I  correct  the  member- 
I  represent  the  Marumakkathayam  section.  ’  V 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  I  thought  he  re¬ 
presented  the  Makkathayee  section  of  the  community.  Now  he 
has  .said  contrary  to  that.  I  am  not  very  anxious  about  that. 

.With  regard  to  the  question  of  fusion,,  we  find  that  this  .com¬ 
munity  has  been  in  existence  for  a  fairly  long  time.  There  has 
been  no  legislation  passed  as  yet  regarding  any  sseetion  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  Yet  so  much  fusion  has  taken  place  ip  -the  community 
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that  even  now  there  is  neither  inter-dining  nor  inter -marriage- 
That  has  been  the  result  of  having  no  legislation  for  this  Maru- 
makkathayam  section.  What  is  the  proposal  made  by  my  friend 
Mr.  Elenkath.  The  proposal  is  to  approximate  more  closely  with 
these  people  who  follow  the  Mitakshara  system  in  the  Krishnanvaka 
community.  The  proposal  is  to  give  a  Makkathayee  bias  for  the 
Marumakkathayce  section  of  the  Krishnanvaka  community.  In  that 
community,  it  has  been  stated  that  some  interested  people  are 
anxious  to  get  their  share  of  the  family  property.  How  can  that 
be  not,  a  very  undesirable  desire?  To  have  a  portion  of  the  family 
property  to  which  he  has  a  claim,  is  a  legitimate  desire.  Instead  of 
deprecating  that,  I  say  it  is  a  legitimate  grievance  put  before  this 
House.  There  are  a  number  of  people  in  the  community  who  are 
notable  to  get  their  legitimate  share  of  maintenance.  They  are 
'  people  who  are  merely  called  the  owners  of  joint  family  properties 
but  who  do  not  enjoy  them-  The  head  of  the  family  for  the  time 
being  exploiting  all  others, 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai  =  Does  the  member  know  the 
number  of  partition  suits  pending  before  courts  ? 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  I  am  not  aware  of 
that.  But  1  am  aware  of  the  desire  of  the  community  to  have 
partition  effected  so  that,  every  member  of  the  community  may 
enjoy  his  legitimate  share  and  that  has  been  made  out  by  the 
honourable  momber  himself  who  oppoeed  this  legislation.  1  am 
not  at  all  satisfied  with  the  Bill  as  it  is.  I  think  drastic  changes 
are  necessary.  When  I  say,  I  accept  the  principle  of  the  Bill,  I 
mean  only  this.  A.  minority  section  of  the  Krishnanvaka  commu¬ 
nity  is  in  need  of  a  legislation  and  that  the  legislation  has  to  be 
made.  The  principle  accepted  so  far  as  I  am  concerned  is  that 
there  is  necessity  for  a  legislation  of  the  kind.  Ample  freedom 
should  be  given  to  the  Select  Committee  to  make  the  necessary 
changes  in  the  legislation  proposed.  The  opinion  of  the  commu¬ 
nity,  as  far  as  it  is  possible  and  consistent  with  the  importance  of 
the  measure,  should  be  ascertained  before  the  final  legislation  is 
passed. 

With  these  words,  I  support  the  principle  of  the  Bill. 

Mr.  Q.  Narayana  Aiyar :  Sir,  I  support  the  principle 
of  the  Bill.  The  Bill  was  published  in  September  last  and  clearly 
10  months  have  elapsed  since  it  was  published.  No  protest  has 
been  heard  from  the  members  of  that  community,  stating  that  such 
a  piece  of  legislation  is  unwanted.  The  fact  that  the  members  of 
the  community  number  only  a  few  thousand  is  no  reason  for  refus¬ 
ing  legislation  for  the  community  if  there  is  a  real  need  for  it. 
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[Mr.  G-.  Narayaua  Aiyar.] 

1c  has  to  be  stated  here  that  the  Marumakkathayain  system  of 
law  is  beset  with^  certain  very  serious  difficulties  in  practice, 
Whenever  cases  arise  under  the  system,  custom  and  precedent’s 
have  to  be  depended  upon.  There  are  no  written  laws,  so  far  as 
custom  is  concerned.  Courts  find  it  very  difficult  to  arrive  at  safe 
conclusions.  So,  to  avoid  all  unnecessary  complications,  it  is  ad- 
visabie  to  have  a  legislation.  1  suggest  that  it  h  desirable  to  have 
the  status  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  members  of  this  country 
well  defined  by  a  statute  so  that  the  community  itself  may  know 
what  all  definite  rights  it  has. 

The  Council  adjourned  for  lunch  at  1  p.  m.  and  reassembled  at 
2  p.  m.  with  the  President  in  the  Chair. 

Mr.  G-  Narayana  Aiyar:  I  think  there  is  no  reason 
for  refusing  legislation  if  mere  is  a  real  necessity  for  it. 
Suppose  a  Taravad  or  a  member, 'of  this  community  wants  to  execute 
a  hypothecation.  What  are  their  powers  and  safeguards  ?  Who 
all  should  join  in  the  deed  ?  What  has  the  creditor  to  enquire  ? 
What  are  the  safeguards  ?  Now  these  have  to  be  ascertained 
relying  on  customs.  There  is  no  written  law.  It  depends  upon 
several  rulings  of  our  courts  which  are  in  some  cases  inconsis¬ 
tent  so  much  so  that  the  members  of  this  community- 
find  it  very  difficult  to  raise  money  for  certain  necessities. 
They  have  to  undergo  nil  kinds  of  risks.  Properties  have  to  be 
sold  for  lesser  value.  It  is  certainly  a  serious  drawback.  1  think 
there  should  be  definite  laws.  It  is  clear  that  there  is  necessity  for 
such  a  legislation.  When  I  say  that,  it  should  not  be  understood 
that  I  support  all  the  provisions  of  the  Bill.  There  are  various 
sections,  for  instance,  those  with  regard  to  partition,  which  I 
oppose.  The  right  to  partition  given  under  the  Nayar  Regulation 
is  said  to  have  shattered  many  families.  I  support  the  principle  of 
the  Bill  and  am  convinced  of  the  necessity  for  such  a  legislation. 
With  these  words  I  support  the  principle  of  the  Bill. 

Mr  P.  R.  God  a  Varma  Raja  ( Eadavaga ) :  I  also  sup¬ 
port  the  principle  of  the  Bill.  I  do  not  quite  agree  with  the 
argument  brought  forward  by  one  of  the  honourable  members  that 
this  legislation  is  detrimental  to  the  fusion  of  the  two  divisions  in 
the  community.  After  all  it  is  only  by  means  of  legislation 
that  the  law  can  be  made  definite  and  certain  and  it  is  to  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  people  and  the  members  of  the  community  concern¬ 
ed  that  the  law  should  be  so. 

Coming  to  the  point  raised  by  Mr.  Govindan  that  all  com¬ 
munal  laws  should  be  scrapped.  I  am  of  the  view  that  it  is  a 
Utopian  idea.  Under  the  present  conditions  it  is  not  possible  to 
abolish  all  communal  legislation.  Simply  because  the  community 
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consists  of  only  two  or  three  thousand  members,  it  is  not  right  that 
a  legislation  should  be  denied  to  them.  So  far  as  the  Krishnan¬ 
vaka  community  is  concerned,  law  is  gathered  from  the  customs 
and  usages  of  the  community.  Almost  all  the  major  communities 
and  even  some  of  the  minor  communities  have  got  special  social 
laws  passed  by  this  Council.  So  it  is  not  quite  proper  to  deny  any 
law  to  this  community  alone.  If  it  is  necessary  to  amend  or 
m  idify  the  provisions  of  this  Bill  it  may  bo  made  at  the  Select 
Committee  stage  and  even  when  the  Bill  considered  by  this 
House.  So  far  as  the  idea  of  fusion  of  the  two  divisions  in  the 
community  is  concerned,  if  the  Bill  is  so  modified  as  to  make  its 
provisions  conform  to  the  law  applicable  to  that  division  of  the 
community  which  follows  the  Makkathayam  Law  it  is  quite  possible 
that  the  two  divisions  will  be  fused  together  so  that  they  may  form 
one  community  in  law  and  custom.  It  is  by  social  propaganda  that 
fusion  of  communities  is  possible.  We  do  now'  see  before  our  eyes 
that  sub-divisions  of  society  are  being  gradually  merged  in  one 
another  and  if  we  give  them  chance  to  organise  and  help  them  to 
educate  so  as  to  understand  and  realize  their  position  it  is  quite 
easy  to  fuse  them  together.  With  these  words  I  support  the 
principle  of  the  Bill. 

Mf.  A.  Easwara  Pillai  :  May  I  know  whether  it  is  the 
view  of  the  member  that  fusion  is  possible  if  this  Bill  is  passed. 

Mr.  P.  R-  Goda  Varma  Raja:  Yes,  quite  possible.

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  I  wish  to  speak  a  few  words  in 
reply  to  the  criticisms  raised  by  certain  members  against  the  princi¬ 
ple  of  the  Bill.  I  am  glad  that  no  very  serious  objection  has  been 
taken  by  honourable  members.  The  only  objection  is  that  this 
Bill  if  passed,  may  even  tend  to  make  a  cleavage  between  the 
Makkuthayam  and  Marmnakknthayam  Sections  ofithe  Krishnanvaka 
community.  1  am  surprised  how  one  can  argue  in  that  manner 
■when  we  find  that  the  very  object  of  the  Bill,  as  has  been  observed 
by  various  members,  is  to  create  a  Makkathayam  bias  in  place  of  the 
Marumakkathayam  Law  which Jthe  corrmuniiy  is  'now  following. 
Whether  a  fusion  is  required  or  necessary  is  a  question  which  I 
cannot  answer  now.  Whether  Mr.  Easwara  Piliai  has  behind  him 
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the  consolidated  opinion  of  the  Maruraakkathayara  Section  of  the 
community  is  a  question  which  I  am  not  quite  sure  of.  A  question 
was  put  whether  a  Makkathayam  member  can  legitimately 
represent  the  Mavumakathayam  Section  of  the  community.  I 
understand  that  all  educated  people  of  the  community  are  in 
support  of  the  principle  of  the  Bill  and  it  was  with  great  difficulty 
that  Government  was  able  to  find  out  a  man  who  opposes  the  Bill 
to  be  represented  in  this  House.  There  are  graduates  and  graduates- 
in-law  who  support  the  principle  of  the  Bill.  All  these  people  have 
unitedly  approached  the  Government  with  memorials.  So  it  is 
not  a  hasty  legislation  that  we  are  endeavouring  to  launch  upon. 

Mr.  A-  Easwara  Pillai :  May  I  know  whether  the  persons 
referred  to  by  the  member  all  belong  to  one  particular  family  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  They  belong  to  i  he  Maru makka¬ 
thayam  section  of  the  community  and  all  the  educated  members  of 
that  section  are  in  support  of  this  legislation. 

Mr.  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  :  If  an 
honourable  member  who  is  a  ITair  can  sponsor  such  a  Bill,  why 
not  another  honourable  member  who  belong  to  the  M.akk  ithayee 
section  of  the  Krishnanvaka  community  sponsor  a  Bill  for  the 
Marumakkathayee  section  of’ that  community  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  We,  as  members  of  this  House  are 
entitled  to  bring  forward  any  legislation  affecting  any  community. 
The  Division  Peishkar  went  to  the  spot,  made  enquiries  and  sub¬ 
mitted  a  report  and  with  reference  to  that . 

President  :  Order,  order-  It  should  not  be  taken  from 
that  letter  that  in  regard  to  social  legislations,  Government  will 
force  any  views  u  pon  the  House.  They  propose  to  take  a  neutral 
attitude  so  far  as  this  bill  is  concerned. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  My  object  in  rending  out  this  was 
to  show  that  this  was  not  a  hasty  step  taken  by  me  but  the  com¬ 
munity  has  already  moved  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Easwara  Pillai :  May  I  know  whether  the  whole  of 
the  Marumakkathayee  section  of  the  community  supports  the 
Bill  or  only  a  portion  of  it  p 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  A  large  majority  of  them  demand 
such  a  legislation.  And  even  in  the  case  of  taking  a  referendum  it 
is  not  very  difficult  be  ause  the  members  of  that  section  of  the 
community  number  on  the  whole  1,385  only.  This  is  the  latest 
figure.  _  The  adults  will  certainly  be  less  than  a  thousand.  There¬ 
fore  it  is  not  very  difficult  to  take  evidence  or  a  referendum  if  the 
Select  Committee  visits  about  three  places  in  South  Travancore  viz., 
Eraniel,  Thuckalai  and  Manavalakurichi,  With  regard  to  one 
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argument  raised  by  Mr.  Govindan  and  well  answered  by 
Mr.  Thampi,  that  is,  even  though  the  number  of  a  certain  com¬ 
munity  is  very  small,  i£  there  is  a  (need  for  legislation  with 
reference  to  that  community  then  certainly  we  must  see  that  such 
legislation  is  passed.  But  I  should  also  say  that  if  there  is  only 
one  person  who  is  legitimately  suffering  for  want  of  a  social 
legislation  that  person  should  not  be  denied  the  right  of  having  a 
special  legislation  for  him.  Sir,  this  community  is  closely  allied  in 
manners  and  customs  to  the  Hair  community  and  why  should  this 
legislation  which  may  give  them  additional  privileges  be  denied 
to  them.  With  these  words,  I  leave  the  Bill  for  the  consideration 
of  the  House.

-  THE  TH  AYANCORE  HINDU  WOMEN’S  RIGHTS 
TO  PROPERTY  BILL. 


Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  Sir,  I  request  that  leave  may 
be  granted  for  the  introduction  of  the  Travancore  Hindu  Women’s 
rights  to  property  bill. 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai :  I  second  it.  Sir,  I  want  to  make 
an  observation  that  the  Select  Committee  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  the  Krishnanvaka  Marumakkathayam  Bill  may  be 
empowered  to  take  evidence- 

President  •.  Order,  order.  It  is  expected  that  all  honour¬ 
able  members  should  be  alert.  We  have  passed  from  that  subject 
and  have  taken  up  the  next  one  on  the  agenda,  that  is  The  Hindu 
Women’s  Rights  to  Property  Bill.  But  I  understand  that  the 
honourable  member  wants  that  liberties  should  be  given  to  the 
Select  Committee  to  take  evidence.  That  is  noted.  What  is  the 
time  within  which  the  Select  Committee  is  expected  to  submit  its 
report  ? 

Mr.  K.R.  Elenkath  ;  Within  two  months. 

Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar :  I  oppose  the  motion 
moved  by  the  honourable  member  Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar. 
The  present  mode  of  giving  maintenance  to  the  childless 
widow  in  a  Mithakshara  family  is  a  long-established  usage. 
The  custom  is  to  fix  the  amount  of  maintenance  consistent 
with’  the  needs  of  the  widow  and  the  status  of  the  family 
from  whom  she  claims  maintenance.  The  needs  of  a  childless 
widow  are  limited,  but  at  the  same  time,  the  needs  of  her  husband’s 
family  are  far  more.  Her  position  has  undergone  a  vast  change 
with  her  becoming  a  widow.  Her  family  cannot  grow.  Nobody 
approaches  her  for  even  subscriptions.  Generally  the  good  feeling 
and  natural  affection  of  a  childless  widow  is  found  to  be  inclined 
more  towards  the  members  of  her  original  family  than  to  the 
members  of  her  husband’s  family.  Naturally  if  the  widow  is 
allowed  to  possess  more  than  what  is  required  for  her  expenses,  she 
will  only  allow  such  excess  ±o  flow  into  the  hands  of  the  members 
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of  her  original  family.  This  cannot  be  allowed.  Further,  when 
she  has  only  a  life  interest  over  the  properties  which  may  be  con¬ 
ferred  upon  her  under  the  Bill  which  is  sought  to  be  introduced  she 
may  not  care  to  improve  the  properties  and  keep  them  in  good 
condition.  I  do  not  think  that  the  members  of  the  community  or 
communities  who  may  be  affected  by  the  proposed  legislation  would 
agree  to  the  proposal.  The  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  people  who 
may  be  affected  has  not  boon  taken. 

The  motion  whether  Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  has  the  leave  of 
the  House  for  introducing  his  Bill  was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

Leave  was  granted  to  introduce  the  Bill. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Sir,  I  beg 
leave  of  the  House  to  withdraw  my  motion  for  the  amendment  of 
the  Standing  Orders  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  other  House  has 
expressed  its  opinion  in  regard  to  this.  Moreover,  Sir,  I  do  this 
in  deference  to  the  opinion  of  some  of  the  honourable  members  who 
seem  to  be  persistent  against  early  rising.

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Sir,  I 
second  the  motion.  I  am  glad  that  Mr.  Kitten  has  realised  the 
necessity  of  opening  Ayurvedic  Hospitals  in  the  important  Munici¬ 
pal  areas  in  the  State.  He  has  pointed  out  the  popularity  of  the 
Ayurvedic  Hospital.  Incidentally,  I  may  say  that  our  Govern¬ 
ment  have  been  consistently  patronising  the  Ayurvedic  System , 
and  long  before  the  Raja  of  Panagal  in  Madras  or  the  Government 
of  Ceylon  took  up  the  question  of  organising  the  Ayurvedic  treat¬ 
ment;  our  State  had  organised  the  Department  and  started 
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hospitals  also.  But  of  late,  during  the  last  decade,  lam  afraid,  the 
Government  had.  been  resting  on  the  oars  of  the  past  reputation  and 
not  doing  anything  to  increase  the  usefulness  or  the  popularity  of 
the  institutions  already  opened.  In  spite  of  the  routine  attitude  to 
the  Department — if  I  can  speak  so  without  offending  the  suscepti¬ 
bilities  of  my  friend  Mr.Govindan  over  here — the  Ayurvedic  insti¬ 
tutions,  the  Hospitals  and  Vaidyasalas  have  been  very  popular 

indeed. 

Incidentally,  I  may  mention  that  this  is  a  branch  of  learning 
in  which  we  could  specialise  in  Travancore,  A  college  or  an  instC 
tution  in  which  the  Vaidyans  could  be  trained  could  be  opened  and 
all  modern  excellences  in  surgery  could  be  combined  with  the  old 
system  of  Ayurvedic  treatment.  We  owe  it  not  only  to  Travan- 
,  core  but  to  the  rest  of  India,  Ceylon  and  Burma,  because  many 
persons  under  the  guise  of  being  Ayurvedic  Doctors  of  Malabar 
actually  go  about  practising  curious  systems  of  medicine  and 
quackery  in  the  great  metropolitan  cities  of  India.  Even  the 
Ayurvedic  ipiacks  have  become  popular  there.  Personally,  I  know 
some  of  them  who  have  set  up  themselves  as  Ayurvedic  Doctors 
and  have  changed  their  terminology,  in  Bombay  and  in  Madras. 
This  is  the  general  observation  I  have  to  make- 

Coming  to  the  specific  resolution,  certainly,  I  wholeheartedly 
support  the  resolution,  because,  inspite  of  the  many  Allopathic 
Institutions  in  and  out  of  AUeppey — I  am  speaking  with  particular 
reference  to  Alleppey — I  can  not  say  that  medical  aid  is  available 
to  all  the  poor  people  of  Alleppey  and  the  suburbs-  These  are  days 
when  we  are  developing  a  new  system  of  treatment,  namely,  psy¬ 
chotherapy.  When  a  person  thinks  that  the  coloured  waters  of 
Allopathy  could  cure  him,  it  may  be  very  good.  But  when  he 
believes  that  no  advantage  would  be  gained  by  that  treatment,  then, 
certainly, ,  he  must  bo  given  the  treatment  which  he  believes  is 
effective.  The  people  of  our  country  have  a  natural  and  inherent 
bias  in  favour  of  the  indigenous  system  of  medicine.  With  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  principles  of  psychotherapy,  also  I  would  say  that  the 
people  of  Travancore  should  be  given  facilities  for  getting  expert 
treatment  in  tho  indigenous  systems.  The  sum  involved  here  will 
not  be  very  considerable,  especially  in  starting  hospitals. 

I,  therefore,  wholeheartedly  support  the  resolution  of  my 
friend  Mr  Kitten. 

Mr- V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillah  Sir,  in  so  far  as  it  re¬ 
lates  to  the  establishment  of  an  Ayurvedic  Hospital  at  Nagercoil,  I 

oppose  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Najr  :  Sir,  the  member 
is  not  loud  enough. 
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President :  The  honourable  member  will  raise  his  voice. 

Mr.  V.  5.  Arumukham  Pillai'  Sir,  I  oppose  the  resolir 
tion  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  establishment  of  an  Ayurvedic 
Hospital  at  Nagercoil.  I  also  beir  to  add  that  it  is  an  insult  offered 
to  the  Tamilians  as  a  class,  to  the  Tamilian  medical  science  find  the 
Tamil  medical  institutions.  m 

The  people  of  South  Travancore  and  the  Tamilians  as  a  class 
have  been  agitating  for  a  long  time  for  the  development  of  the  Sidha 
Medical  institution  and  Sidha  Medical  Science.  But  as  is  usual 
with  all  Tamilian  agitations,  the  Government  have  been  treating 
them  with  scant  courtesy.  The  object  of  encouraging  the  indi¬ 
genous  systems  of.  medicine  is  to  offer  cheap  medicine  and  medical 
aid  to  the  bulk  of  the  population.  This  cheap  medical  aid  is  entirely 
denied  to  the  Tamilians  as  a  class.  Sir,  the  Tamilians  form  about 
one  sixth  of  the  population  of  the  State  and  a  fair  portion  of  the 
State  revenue,  namely  one  sixth,  'is  being  contributed  by  the 
Tamilians.  It  is  only  fair  and  reasonable  that  a  fair  proportion  of 
the  revenues  of  our  State  are  contributed  and  allotted  by  the  State 
to  the  development  of  this  system  of  medicine. 

I  may  in  this  connection,  draw  the  pointed  attention  of  the 
Government  to  the  establishment  of  the  Sidha  branch  in  the  Ayur¬ 
veda  College.  I  submit  that  the  establishment  of  a  Sidha  branch 
and  the  development  of  the  Tamil  science  will  not  only  bring 
cheap  medical  aid  to  the  bulk  of  the  population,  who  form  the  sub¬ 
jects  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja,  but  it  will  also  have  a  healthy 
influence  as  the  Ayurvedic;system  itself, 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  May  I  know 
whether  there  is  any  difference  between  the  Ayurvedic  System  and 
the  Sidha  System  ? 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai  =  Yes,  there  is  a  lot  of  dif¬ 
ference.  I  shall  submit  in  this  connection  that  even  the  Ayurvedic 
names  of  medicines  cannot  be  pronounced... 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  honourable  member  whether  Unani  quacks,  I  mean, 
whether  the  Sidha  quacks  kill  more  people  than  the  Ayurvedic 
quacks. 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai :  We  are  not  concerned 
with  eccentrics,  lunatics  and  all  those.  We  are  concerned  with 
medical  science  and  the  development  of  the  Sidha  System.  The 
Tamilians  who  form  one  sixth  of  the  population  cannot  take  to 
Ayurveda  because  it  is  foreign  to  them.  Ayurveda  is  quite  unsuit¬ 
ed  to  their  culture  and  habits.  Sir,  the  net  result,  therefore,  is 
that  one  sixth  of  the  population  of  the  State  is  deprived  of  cheap 
medical  aid.  I  was  submitting  that  it  is  highly  essential  that  this 
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system  should  be  developed  and  a  branch  opened  in  the  Ayurvedic 
College  itself.  I  also  submit  that  the  establishment  of  the  branch 
will  have  a  healthy  influence  on  the  Ayurvedic  science  itself,  be¬ 
cause  there  are  certain  treatments  which  are  peculiar  to  the  several 
systems  which  are  quite  unknown. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Sir,  I  raise 
a  point  of  order.  The  resolution  is  about  the  Ayurvedic  Hospital. 
Is  the  member  in  order  to  dilate  upon  other  topics  ? 

President :  What  he,  apparently  says  is  that  the  Sidha 
system  has  been  so  thoroughly  neglected  that  he  will  not  vote  for 
the  Ayurvedic  Hospital.  If  possible,  the  honourable  member  can 
consider  the  expediency  of  moying an  amendment  with  the  objeet 
of  giving  greater  attention  to  the  Sidlia  System  also.  I  leave  it  to 
the  honourable  member. 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arunmkham  Pillai  Sir,  it  is  now  too  late. 

Therefore,  my  point  is  that  an  Ayurvedic  Hospital  is  not 
necessary  in  Nagereoil  and  it  is  an  insult  and  the. . . 

Mr-  M.  Govindan  :  May  I  know  whether  there  is  at  present 
an  aided  Ayurvedic  Hospital  at  Nagereoil  which  is  resorted  to  by 
a  large  number  of  patients. 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai :  It  is  generally  resorted  to 
only  by  the  Government  servants  there  and  by  the  people  of  Nor¬ 
thern  and  Central  Travancore  who  have  come  down  to  Nagereoil. 
Local  people  do  not  resort  to  that  hospital. 

Mr.  A.  Easwara  Pillai ;  May  I  ask  whether  the  Allopathic 
system  is  an  insult  to  South  Travaneore  and  to  the  Tamilians  ? 

Mr.  V.  S.  Arumukham  Pillai :  No  ;  it  is  common  to 
Tamilians  and  non-Tamilians.  My  objection  is  only  to  that  system 
which  is  favoured  by  a  set  of  people  who  are  unsympathetic  towards 
the  Tamilians,  and  who  consider  them  as  aliens  ;  it  is  there  that 
our  feeling  gets  embittered. 

Mr.  T.  Mahomed  Ismail  :  I  support  the  resolution. 
At  the  same  time,  I  do  not  oppose  starting  any  other  indigenous 
■  system  of  treatment,  Siddha  Vaidiyam  or  Unani-  I  support  the 
resolution  because  I  fully  believe  that  it  is  a  cheaper  form  of  treat¬ 
ment  than  the  Allopathic  system  and  poor  people  in  the  moffusil 
and  in  village  parts  are  quite  satisfied  with  its  efficacy.  We  all  know, 
Sir,  what  the  common  people  feel  in  the  matter.  They  think  that 
it  is  easier  to  approach  the  Ayurvedic  doctor  and  to  take  him  to 
their  houses  for  treatment.  Ho  willingly  walks  to  poor  houses  and 
does  not  insist  on  motor  cars,  It  is  easier  to  pay  him  also  ;  you 
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just  have  to  pay  8  annas  or  so  as  fees  for  the  physician,  over  and 
above  the  price  of  the  medicine  which  also  is  always  low.  In  the 
case  of  the  Allopathic  doctors,  who  are  suited  and  booted,  although 
they  themselves  do  not  insist  on  or  demand  any  fees,  there  is  a 
general  feeling  among  the  people  themseles  that  anything  less 
than  Rs.  five  per  visit  would  be  too  low  and  not  decent  enough. 
Somehow,  it  is  a  fact  that  all  Allopathic  doctors  are  paid  such  fat 
fees.lt  is  the  general  impression  current  among  the  people  that 
Allopathic  doctors  first  feel  the  purse  of  the  person  calling  them  be¬ 
fore  they  feel  the  pulse  of  the  patient.  Therefore,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  indigenous  systems  of  treatment  are  cheaper. 

In  regard  to  efficacy  also,  the  figures  published  in  the  depart¬ 
mental  reports  as  pointed  out  by  the  mover  of  the  resolution  show 
that  the  Ayurvedic  system  is  considered  to  be  better  than  the  Allo¬ 
pathic  system. 

Therefore,  Sir,  if  the  Government  have  the  interest  of  the  peo 
pie  at  heart,  they  should  establish  Ayurvedic  hospitals  not  only  in 
big  towns  as  recommended  by  the  mover  of  the  resolution  but  also 
in  all  our  villages.  However  if  the  Government  find  financial 
difficulties  in  the  matter  of  establishing  hospitals  in  all  the  villages 
in  the  State  immediately,  they  should  establish  such  hospitals  at 
least  in  the  important  towns.  I  therefore  heartily  support  the 
resolution. 

Mr-  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  ;  Sir,  I  support 
the  resolution.  There  is  certainly  no  question  as  to  the  efficacy  of 
the  Ayurvedic  system  of  treatment ;  it  has  been  proved  that  the 
Ayurvedic  system  is  superior  to  Allopathy  for  curing  certain  disea¬ 
ses.  When,  in  South  Travancore,  there  was  an  outbreak  of  malaria 
while  the  Allopathic  experts  were  not  able  successfully  to  combat 
the  disease,  the  few  Ayurvedic  physicians  that  were  sent  there  were 
able  to  give  a  more  effective  treatment.  The  results  were  more 
satisfactory,  and  the  expenditure  involved  was  much  less.  There 
is  therefore  no  question  as  to  the  efficacy  of  the  Ayurvedic 
treatment. 

As  Mr.  Ismail  observed,  the  middle  and  the  poorer  classes  can 
well  afford  Ayurvedic  treatment  but  not  Allopathy  ;  and  in  point 
of  efficacy  Allopathy  is  not  in  any  way  superior  to  Ayurveda. 

My  friend  Mr.  Arumukham  Pillai  referred  to  the  Sidha  system, 

I  whole-heartedly  support  him  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  Sidha  Vaidya  Samajam  has  been  recently  established  at  Min- 
jara  I  understand  that  they  have  sent  up  memorials  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  requesting  their  patronage  and  encouragement  for  this  negle¬ 
cted  system  of  treatment.  There  is  absolutely  no  question  as  to 
whether  that  system  of  treatment  would  be  successful  or  not  •  be¬ 
cause  it  has  been  tried  and  found  as  successful  as  Ayurveda  or  any 
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other  system.  Therefore,  at  least  in  South  Travancore,  in  Nager- 
coil  for  instance,  it  is  very  necessary  to  establish  a  Sidha  hos¬ 
pital. 

Sir,  in  regard  to  the  comparative  efficacy  of  the  Allopathic 
system,  I  find  from  a  perusal  of  the  departmental  reports  for  the 
years  1111  and  1112,  that  the  Ayurvedic  system  has  proved  more 
efficacious  than  Allopathy.  In  the  year  1111,  94  per  cent,  of  the 
patients  who  resorted  to  the  Ayurvedic  system  were  successfully 
cured,  and  in  the  year  1112  the  percentage  is  97.  On  the  other 
hand,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  Medical  Department, 
the  percentage  of  patients  cured  by  Allopathy  is  much  lower.  It  is 
therefore  highly  necessary  that  ihe  Government  should  allot  more 
funds  for  Ayurveda  ;  at  least,  they  should  patronoise  and  encour¬ 
age  the  system  in  the  particular  localities  mentioned  by  my  friend 
Mr.  Kitten. 

There  is  also  one  more  point  which  I  would  like  to  submit  in 
this  connection.  I  find  that  already  grants  are  being  given  to  cer¬ 
tain  institutions  in  Quilon,  Kilimanoor  and  Nagercoil.  The  resolution 
speaks  of  establishing  Ayurvedic  hospitals  at  Nagercoil,  Quilon, 
Alleppey  and  Kottayam.  Therefore,  the  amounts  disbursed  by 
way  of  'grants  to  the  Ayurvedic  hospitals  at  Nagercoil  and  Quilon 
have  to  be  taken  into  account  in  considering  the  additional  expen¬ 
diture  involved  in  the  proposal  contained  in  the  resolution.  I  hope 
this  modest  resolution  will  commend  itself  to  the  Government. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  :  I  support  the  resolution.  I 
may  at  the  outset  submit  that  the  public  have  full  confidence  in  the 
Ayurvedic  system  of  treatment.  The  very  name  Ayurveda  indi¬ 
cates  what  the  system  is  and  how  comprehensive  it  is.  It  has  been 
in  existence  from  time  immemorial.  There  is  no  doubt  that  it  is 
less  expensive  than  Allopathy.  There  are  certain  diseases  for  which 
there  are  no  proper  medicines  or  treatment  under  Allopathy  while 
there  are  methods  of  safe  treatments  under  Ayurveda.  For  instance 
in  the  case  of  rheumatism  and  mental  diseases,  while  the  Allopa¬ 
thic  doctors  say  that  they  have  no  specifics,  the  Ayurvedic  physi¬ 
cians  are  able  to  suggest  remedies  and  to  treat  the  patients  success¬ 
fully.  Further,  systems  of  treatment  such  as  pizhichal  and  kizhi 
vasty,  etc.,  which  are  a  palliative  for  all  sorts  of  complicated  disea¬ 
ses,  have  no  corresponding  substitutes  in  Allopathy.  Further,  as 
has  been  already  stated,  Ayurveda  is  very  cheap  and  quite  suited  to 
the  poverty-stricken  masses  of  our  country.  Therefore,  it  has  to 
be  encouraged  sufficiently. 
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I  may  in  this  connection,  Sir,  submit  that,  in  almost  all  reso¬ 
lutions  and  motions  during  the  voting  of  grants,  the  activities  of 
this  House  seem  to  be  confined  wholly  to  certain  specific  localities 
in  the  State  say  from  Kottayam  to  Nagercoil.  Nobody  seems  to 
take  any  trouble  over  the  other  parts  of  the  country  especially  the 
northern  taluks.  Everybody  wants  all  Government  institutions 
to  be  centred  round  the  four  important  towns  in  the  State.  Sir  this 
deplorable  state  of  affairs  should  not  be  allowed  _  to  continue  any 
longer.  Other  parts  of  the  country  are  also  entitled  to  kind  treat¬ 
ment  at  the  hands  of  the  Government.  The  taluks  of  Parur,  Kun- 
natnad  and  Muvattupuzha,  for  instance,  also  contribute  to  the  reve¬ 
nues  of  Government.  I  would  submit  therefore  that  it  is  highly 
ueeessarj  to  establish  Ayurvedic  hospitals  in  the  northernmost  fron¬ 
tier  where  the  people  find  it  very  difficult  now  to  go  to  the  distant 
hospitals. 

I  would  also  suggest  the  need  for  standardisation  of  Ayurve¬ 
dic  medicines.  Now,  there  are  numerous  shops  selling  almost  all 
the  Ayurvedic  medicines.  Nobody  knows  whether  the  medicines 
contain  all  the  prescribed  ingredients,  in  the  prescribed  proportion. 
There  is  no  method  of  ascertaining  that-  In  the  case  of  Allopathy 
for  instance,  we  know  what  the  patent  medicines  are  and  what  their 
constituents  are,  and  there  is  some  kind  of  guarantee  that  the  me¬ 
dicines  are  really  what  they  are  said  to  be.  That  is  not  the  case 
with  Ayurvedic  medicines  like  tailams  ghrithams  and  other  medicines. 
When  the  physician  prescribes  a  particular  medicine  for  a  particu¬ 
lar  disease  we  immediately  go  to  one  of  these  shops  apd  buy  it ; 
and  it  often  happens  that  the  medicine  is  not  effective.  That  is  not 
because  of  the  physician.  The  defect  lies  in  the  constitution  of  the 
medicine.  Therefore,  some  system  has  to  be  found  out  by  the 
Government  to  assure  us  that  the  Ayurvedic  medicines  sold  in 
shops  do  contain  all  the  necessary  ingredients. 

Mr-  M-  Govindan  :  Does  not  my  friend  think  that  it  would 
be  better  and  safer  to  extend  the  Ayurvedic  system  to  the  various 
towns  as  proposed  by  Mr,  Kitten,  before  standardising  the  various 
medicines  ? 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar :  Certainly.  The  establishment 
of  more  Ayurvedic  hospitals  need  not  wait  till  the  standardisation  of 
medicines  which  process  will  necessarily  take  some  time. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  Sir  I  beg  to  support  the  resolution,  of 
course,  without  condemning  other  systems  of  medicine.  But  I 
should  add  that  Ayurvedic  hospitals,  should  be  established  also  in 
other  important  centres  like  Muvattupuzha,  Perumbavur,  Alwaye, 
Parur,  Puthenkurisu  and  other  places  ;  that  is  a  matter  in  which 
my  friend  Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  has  anticipated  me. 
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There  is  one  great  advantage  in  the  Ayurveda  system  which 
we  do  not  have  in  Allopathy.  While,  under  the  Ayurvedic  system 
of  treatment,  the  cure  is  lasting  and  almost  permanent,  in  Allopa* 
thy,  not  only  is  it  not  lasting  but  it  also  injuriously  affects  the 
general  health  of  the  patient  in  some  cases.  For  example,  if  you 
take  quinine  for  malaria,  you  are  sometime  affected  and  a  general 
break  down  in  health  is  noticed.  But  if  you  take  Indu  Kanta  Gli.rU 
than,  on  the  other  hand,  it  not  only  cures  malaria  but  also  impro¬ 
ves  the  general  health  of  the  patient.  1  do  not  know  if  the  honov 
urable  the  Surgeon -General  is  aware  of  it. 

I  would  therefore  heartily  support  the  resolution  and  request 
the  Government  to  establish  Ayurvedic  hospitals  in  the  northern 
taluks  also.

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Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath:  Sir,  I  rise  to  offer  a  few  observa¬ 
tions  on  some  of  the  points  that  have  been  raised.  Sir,  it  needs  no 
saying  that  the  Ayurvedic  system  of  treatment  is  the  cheapest  and 
the  most  easily  available  system  of  treatment  in  the  State.  Looking 
from  that  standpoint  I  should  think  that  easy  access  to  efficient 
physicians  in  important  centres  throughout  the  State  is  a  thing  to 
which  no  member  of  this  House  can  object.  But  with  regard  to 
locating  these  hospitals  in  the  particular  towns  mentioned  in  the 
resolution,  I  am  entirely  in  agreement  with  the  opinion  expr  ssed 
by  my  predecessor  that  they  should  as  far  as  possible  be  a  means 
of  giving  help  to  really  needy  persons  but  not  to  persons  who  have 
all  facilities  in  the  towns.  I  should  think  that  the  towns  (which 
have  been  referred  to  in  the  resolution  may  be  altered  into  divisions 
and  that  in  the  case  of  Nagercoil  it  may  be  the  P.  W.  Division 
instead  of  the  Eevenue  Division.  What  I  would  suggest  is  that 
as  far  as  possible,  where  we  have  an  overlapping  of  medical  con  - 
veniences  we  shall  not  go  in  for  more  institutions.  On  the  other 
hand  it  will  be  more  advantageous  and  benefic'al  if  you  locate  these 
hospitals  in  areas  which  are  near  the  towns  and  at  the  same  time 
within  reach  of  the  rural  areas. 

With  regard  to  the  contemplation  by  Government  of  having 
a  few  central  Allopathic  hospitals  in  some  of  the  main  towns  in  the 
State,  L  should  think  that  this  question  should  be  waived  in  the 
light  of  this  resolution.  If  the  central  Allopathic  institutions  are 
to  be  located  at  Nagercoil,  Quilon,  Alleppey  and  Kottayam,  I  should 
think  that  there  will  be  overlapping  and  unnecessary  expenditure  if 
Ayurvedic  institutions  are  to  be  had  in  the  very  same  places.  So, 
the  location  of  hospitals  has  to  be  considered  along  with  the  re-or¬ 
ganisation  of  the  central  Allopathic  hospital  system. 

With  regard  to  locating  a  hospital  at  Nagercoil  I  would  sug¬ 
gest  that  Neyyattinkara  may  be  substituted  for  Nagercoil,.  because 
Neyyattinkara  is  an  area  which  is  very  often  stricken  with  malaria. 

Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar  :  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  a  dispensary  at  Neyyattinkara  at  present  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath:  Yes.  When  the  scheme  of  central 
Allopathic  hospitals  come  it  will  become  a  dispensary.  That  is  my 
idea.  Then  all  these  minor  hospitals  will  become  dispensaries  and 
a  few  central  hospitals  will  be  available  in  the  big  towns.  As  1 
find  that  Mr.  Arumugham  Pillai  is  amenable  to  it,  I  will  advocate 
the  cause  of  South  Travancore  and  suggest  that  the  proposed  hos¬ 
pital  for  Nagercoil  may  be  shifted  to  Neyyattinkara. 

Mr.  M.  Govindan :  Does  the  member  want  Ayurvedic 
treatment  or  Siddha  Vaidya  treatment? 
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Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  :  I  am  coming  to  that.  Ayurveda 
system  has  been  a  recognised  one  and  all  people  have  confidence  in 
it.  Coming  to  the  Siddha  Vaidya  system  of  treatment,  I  am  not 
one  who  is  opposed  to  popularising  it.  On  the  other  hand  if  this 
system  is  well  developed,  if  will  be  of  immense  good  to  the  people. 
But  it  must  be  in  the  hands  of  experts  and  not  quacks.  When 
compared  with  the  Ayurveda  system  the  Siddha  Vaidya  system 
has  its  own  risks  because  only  experts  can  find  real  remedy  for 
diseases. 

Mr.  Nedumartgad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  there  are  no  experts  for  the  Siddha  Vaidya 
system  of  treatment  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  Elenkath  >  'There  are.  lam  thankful  to  the 
member  for  reminding  me  by  his  question  of  his  speech  at  the 
Siddha  Vaidya  Samajam  at  Munchira.  That  is  the  only  association 
where  the  expert  physicians  of  all  parts  of  Travancore  meet  and 
discuss  matters.  Having  regard  to  that  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
Government  should  have  a  control  over  it  and  the  Ayurveda  ins¬ 
titutions  may  have  the  help  of  the  Siddha  Vaidya  experts.  There 
is  the  Ayurveda  College  and  we  have  an  expert  in  the  Siddha 
Vaidya  system  and  if  Government  is  to  encourage  the  system,  they 
must  have  a  proper  person  to  supervise  and  see  that  the  aid  given 
to  institutions  and  vaidyans  is  properly  utilised  and  given  to  the 
most  competent  persons.  With  these  words  I  support  the  reso¬ 
lution. 

Mr-  V.  S.  AruitlUghaftt  Pillai :  Sir,  before  the  official 
member  rises  to  speak,  1  may  be  permitted  to  move  the  following 
amendment.  My  amendment  is  to  delete  “Nagercoil’’  and  to  add 
at  the  end  of  the  resolution  “and  a  Siddha  Vaidya  hospital  at 
Nagercoil,”  With  the  amendment  the  resolution  will  read  thus  : 

“This  council  recommends  to  fee  Government  feat  frea  Ayurveda 
hospitals  be  established  in  the  towns  of  Quiloti,  Alleppey  and  Kot- 
tayam  and*  Siddha  Vaidya  hospital  at  Nogereoil.” 

Mrs-  Aberanam  Qnanasikhatritmf  {Nominated)  :  I  se¬ 
cond  it. 

Mr.  C.  0.  Mad  ha  van  :  Sir;  speaking  first  about  the 'mo¬ 
tion  brought  forward  by  Mr.  T;  K.  Kittan  I  may  at  once  inform 
him  that  the  Government  have  long  since  realised  the  growing 
popularity  of  the  Ayurvedic  svstem  of  treatment. .  The  Ayurv>  die 
Department  was  organised  in  Travancore  about  60  years  ago  and 
a  College  for  the  teaching  of  the  Ay  urveda  system  of  treatment 
was  also  established  at  almost  the  same  time.  Men  and  women  who 
got  nut  of  the  College  have  been  opening  dispensaries  and  hospi¬ 
tals  in  nifEerent  parts  of  the  state  and  the  Government  have  been 
granting  recognition  and  eivmg  grants'  to  these  dispensaries  and 
hospitals  so  much  so  that  we  can  now  see  an  Ayurvedic  dispen¬ 
sary  in  almost  every  part  of  Travancore- 
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Coming  to  tlie  question  of  hospitals,  which  is  directly  the 
subject  matter  of  the  resolution  of  Mr.  T.  K.  Kittan,  I  may  inform 
the  House  that  at  present  there  are  aided  Ayurvedic  hospitals  in 
JN'agercoil,  Quilon  and  Kilimanoor,  besides  the  Departmental  hos¬ 
pital  conducted  in  Trivandrum  its»l£.  A  similar  resolution  for  the 
establishment  of  Ayurvedic  hospitals  in  all  important  towns  in  the 
State  was  moved  in  a  session  of  the  Sri  Mularn  Assembly  in  Novem¬ 
ber  last  by  Mr.  T.  P-  Velayudhan  Pillai  ai.d  the  resolution  was 
passed  in  that  House.  In  pursuance  of  that  resolution  the  question 
was  referred  to  the  Director  of  Ayurveda  and  ilie  matter  is  now 
under  liis  consideration.  It  may  be  expected  that  when  he  submits 
his  report,  the  Government  will  take  up  the  question  tf  opening 
more  hospitals  in  places  where  they  are  most  needed  and  are  likely 
to  be  most  useful.  I  may  also  inform  the  House  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  have  now,  as  the  House  already  knows,  appointed  as  the 
Head  of  the  Department  of  Ayurveda  one  of  the  most  eminent 
Ayurvedic  physicians  not  only  in  Travancore  or  Kerala  but  in  the 
whole  of  South  India  and  we  may  trust  him  to  develop  the  Depart¬ 
ment  to  its  fullest  possible  extent  of  utility  to  the;  people. 

Coming  to  the  amendment  of  Mr.  V.  S.  Arumugham  Pillai,  I 
may  inform  him  that  the  Government  have  not  been  overlooking 
the  usefulness  of  the  Siddha  Vaidya  system  of  treatment.  At  pre¬ 
sent  there  are  six  Siddha  Vaidyans  receiving  a  grant  of  Os.  15 
each  per  mensem  from  the  Government.  There  is  a  Siddha  Vaidya 
Ashram  opened  at  Munchira  by  a  snnyasin, 

He  has  approached  Government  for  help  in  the  direction  of  a 
site  and  building  grant  and  in  other  ways  too.  That  question  also 
has  been  referred  to  the  Director  of  Ayurveda  and  when  he  sub¬ 
mits  his  report  Government  will  certainly  pny  due  attention  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  Director. 

Mr,  V.  5.  Arumugham  Pillai :  May  I  know  whether 
there  was  not  a  special  allotment  for  the  development  of  Siddha 
medical  science  in  the  last  year’s  Budget  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  Madhavan  :  Without  looking  into  the  papers 
I  cannot  say  anything  definitely  about  it.  If  at  all  it  might  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  Budget  for  the  Department  of  Ayurveda.  I  am  sub¬ 
ject  to  correction,  because  I  am  speaking  without  relerence  to  the 
Budget.  What  I  want  to  impress  on  ttie  House  is  that  this  system 
of  treatment  has  not  been  completely  ignored  by  the  Government. 

So  far  as  the  opening  of  hospitals  is  concerned,  it  is  not  known 
Whether  there  are  persons  who  possess  the  requisite  qualifications 
to  conduct  a  Siddha  Hospital  on  a  satisfactory  basis.  At  Nagercoil 
there  is  a  flourishing  Ayurvedic  hospital  I  do  not  want  to  enter 
into  any  controversy  regarding  the  relative  popularity  of  the 
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Ayurvedic  and  the  siddha  systems  ot  treatment  in  the  Tamil  parts 
of  the  country.  All  that  I  wish  to  say  is  that  the  Siddha  Vydia 
system  of  treatment  also  is  receiving  all  possible  consideration  at 
the  hands  of  the  Government.  As  the  Government  are  doing  all 
that  the  resolution  wants,  either  with  or  without  the  amendment 
the  honourable  mover  may  consider  whether  there  is  any  real  ne¬ 
cessity  for  pressing  his  resolution.

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Mf.  K.  K.  Kuruvila  ( Mavelikara  and  Tiruvalla*  cum 
Patt'immtitta) :  I  rise  to  support  the  resolution  moved  by 
Mr.  Kittan.  He  has  graded  the  beggars  into  three  different 
sections  and  I  also  propose  to  divide  them  into  three,  but  on  a 
different  basis.  I  find  there  are  beggars  in  the  locality,  there  are 
beggars  who  come  from  outside  to  the  locality  and  a  third  kind  who 
cannot  help  themselves.  I  feel  that  in  the  case  of  the  first  two 
types,  the  municipalities  could  do  a  great  deal  to  improve  their 
condition.  If  the  municipalities  would  pay  some  attention  as  to  the 
number  of  actual  beggars  in  the  locality  and  the  number  that  invade 
the  locality  from  outside,  we  may  be  able  to  get  at  some  basis  on 
which  we  can  work  that  problem.  I  want  to  deal  particularly  with 
the  third  type.  They  are  people,  whom  we  find  often  in  our  streets, 
people  who  do  not  get  any  outside  help  and  as  a  consequence'  whom 
we  have  tried  to  take,  at  least  some  of  these  people,  into  the  hos¬ 
pitals.  But  the  doctors  in  charge  of  the  hospitals  positively  refuse 
to  take  them  in  on  the  ground  of  want  of  accommodation  in  the 
hospitals.  We  are  led  hy  compassion,  but  we. have  no  opportunity 
to  exercise  our  compassion.  If  there  is  airy  opportunity  for  the 
socially  minded  to  take  these  people  on  the  road  who  are  without 
help  and  exposed  to  heat,  sun  and  rain,  I  think  it  will  be  a  great 
blessing  to  the  country.  1  therefore  appeal  to  the  House  and  you, 
Sir,  to  arrive  at  a  device  by  which  the  socially  minded  might  be 
able  to  take  such  of  these  men  who  cannot  help  themselves,  to  the 
'hospitals  or  to  their  homes  where  they  can  be  well  provided  for. 

The  other  question  is  whether  some  legislation  is  not  necessary 
for  the  purpose.  If  necessary  that  has  to  be  done.  I  want  to 
emphasise  that  it  is  the  duty  of  any  civilized  State  to  render  all  aid 
to  this  particular  type  of  people.  With  these  words,  I  support  the 
resolution. 

Mr.  C.  O.  Madhavan:  Sir,  the  resolution  moved  by 
.Mr.  Kittan  raises  a  question  which  is  rather  complicated.  Here,  so 
far  as  difficulty  in  actual  experience  goes,  it  is  not  one  of  finding. ..

#PffiSident :  Why  ?  Iam  told  that— I  am  subject  to  correc¬ 
tion-!  he  honourable  member  can  read  and  understand  Euglish  well. 
•If  the  honourable  member,  as  the  mover  of  the  resolution,  cannot 
follow  English,  I  can  well- understand  the  necessity  to  have  the  reply 
speech  in  Malayalam,  so  that  he  can  take  any  line  he  likes.  But 
‘otherwise,  if  he  speaks  in  Malayalam,  it  is  likely  other  honourable 
members  may  say  that  they  don’t  follow  him  ;  or  understand  him.

The  men  and  women  who  are  taken  over 
there  are  provided  with  all.  sorts  of  comforts  and  conveniences,  but 
after  a  fejv  days  they  prefer  going  out  and  roaming  about  the 
streets. 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvila :  Does  the  member  know  that  .tjiere  is 
a, poor  .home  in  Pudupalli  where  there  are  about  .40  .ippatgs  and 
whp,  I  understand,  are  living  there  very  comfortably  upd.er  the 
attention. of  voluntary  workers?  :If  you  have  some  .such  .system, 
does  not  the  member  think  it  advisable  to  follow  that? 

Mr.  C.  O.  Madhavan  :  I  accept  that  information  .from  the 
.member.  I  must  confess  that  I  am  not  aware  of  that.  But,  J  am 
speaking,  from  my  own  personal  knowledge  of  what .  takes  .place  here

the  following  motion  for  the  adjiirnment  of  the  business  of  the 


“I. beg. leave  to  moyeJor  the  adjournment  of  the  business  ofthis- House 
for.  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  definite  matter  of  ur&tnt  tpubJio 
importance,  namely,  the  serious  situation  caused  by  the  iw®t  and 
regular  assemblage  of  persons  under  the  na“e 
Travanoore  Youth  League  prompted  and  supported  by.  the  btate 
Congress  .culminating  in  the  incidents  of  the  4th  Chingom  1114 
(,20th  August  196.8)  when  in  front  of  thelampanw.-Railww  Station 
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several  such  persona  harangued  the  crowd  and  incited  them  to 
acts  of  violence,  and  subsequently  paraded  the  public  streets 
assaulting  policemen  lawfully  employed  In  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  wilfully  overturning  and  damaging  traffic  Posts  and  signals, 
destorying  street  lights,  attacking  and  damagingipublio  passenger- 
vehicles  and  pelting  innocent  passers-by  with  stones 'and  causing 
diverse  other  injuries  to  life  and  property,  and  to  urge  on  the 
attention  of  Government  the  imperative1  necessity  of  taking 
adequate  measures  to  restore  tranquillity.” 

I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  and  Government  • 
the  serious  situation  arising  out  of  all  these  incidents  mentioned  in 
the  motion  and  to  press  on  the  attention  of  Government  the  urgent 
necessity  to  take  adequate  measures  to  safeguard  the  life  and  pro. 
party  of  law  abiding  citizens  and  make  it  possible  for  us  to  live  in  4 
peace  in  this  land.  Sir,  during  the  discussion  of  the  budget,  I  had  . 
occasion  to  pomt  out — not  merely  myself  but  my  honourable 
friends  Mr-  Muhammed  Ismail,  Mr.  Padiyara  Joseph  Kunju  and 
Mr.  Simon — the  very  serious  laxity  that  is  now  in  existence  with 
regard  to  the  control  of  the  rowdy  and  the  hooligan  elements  that 
are  making  life  of  peaceful  citizens  impossible  in  this  city  and  in 
various  other  parts  of  the  State.  (Bear,  hear.)  Iam  constrained 
to  bring  this  matter  to  this  House  and  discuss  it  and  draw  again 
the  attention  of  the  Government  to  this  faoL  because  there  has  been 
a  repetition  of  the  evils  and  .dangers  that  we  were  complaining 
against  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  of  the  budget  in  an  accentuated 
form  on  the  fourth  of  this  month.  Sir,  the  incidents  are  well 
known  to  all  the  members  of  this  House  and  to  the  public.  What 
were  those  incidents  ?  A  body  of  people  called  the  All-Travancore 
Youth  League  wanted  to  hold  a  conference  and  a  socialist  by  name 
Srimathi  Kamala  Devi  has  been  invited  to  preside  over  that  con¬ 
ference.  A  prohibitory  order  was  issued  restraining  her  from  taking 
part  in  the  meeting  and  making  speeches.  Another  order  was 
served  prohibiting  her  from  entering  the  State  territory.  But 
all  those  orders  and  precautions  taken  by  the  authorities  were  pooh 
poohed  and  they  were  violated  and  that  respectable  lady  came  and 
took  her  lodging  in  the  Trivandrum  Railway  Station  under  the 
technical  ground  that  that  place  was  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Magistrate.  Eventually  the  order  was  disobeyed.  If  it  was  the 
purpose  and  intention  of  the  Youth  League  Organisation  and  its 
President  merely  to  violate  the  order  and  show  to  the  public  that  • ' 
they  were  not  prepared  to  respect  the  order  it  could  have  been  done 
by  the  President,  by  coining  out  of  the  Railway  Station,  as  soon  as 
she  reached  Trivandrum.  But  instead  of  that  she  wanted  to 
gather  the  crowd  and  ropse  them,  by  keeping  them  in  suspence,

She  remained  in  the  Railway  Station  retiring  room  without  stirring 
out,  held  interviews  and  thus  excited  and  collected  the  crowd  on 
the  road  and  then  she  came  out  with  all  the  paraphernalea  of  revo¬ 
lutionary  Slogans  which  have  now  become  the  order  of  the  day. 
The  mob  was  roused  to  a  frenzy  when  the  lady  dramatically  came 
out  and  disobeyed  the  order  in  front  of  the  Railway  Station.  She 
was  arrested  and  produced  before  the  magistrate  with  due  expedi¬ 
tion.  But  when  the  crowd  gets  excited,  it  works  havoc.  The  crowd 
was  then  harangued  by  the  customary  Youth  League  harangued  by 
the  usual  speakers,  all  of  them  socialists  or  communists 
f  and  most  of  them  members  of  the  State  Congress.  I  do  .  not 
understand  the  subtle  distinction  between  them  and  the  State  Con¬ 
gress  members.  They  have  one  object  in  common  and  that  is  to 
‘create  disaffection,  a  violent  atmosphere,  to  attack  the  established 
system  and  to  promote  disloyalty  and  contempt  for  authority.  They 
have  been  haranguing  every  evening  like  this  for  some  time.  I 
have  had  occasion  to  point  out  that.  But  nothing  was  done- 

President :  Was  any  body  arrested  by  the  Police  ? 

Mr.  M.  Ramachandra  Rao :  No,  Sir.  The  matter  is 
under  consideration, 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  :  Sir,  those  persons 
have  been  persistent  in  their  attack.  Those  names  are  well  known. 
Messrs  G.  Sreedliar,  Sankaranarayanan  Tampi,  Damodaran,  a  man 
from  Malabar,  a  socialist,  Kunjuraman  Hair  of  whom  mention  has 
been  made  on  another  occasion  elsewhere  in  a  memorable  way,  and 
N.  P.  Kurukkal,  and  some  others  made  very  violent  speeches  on 
that  day.

'  Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  Now  what  was  the 
content  of  their  speeches.  One  of  the  speakers  described  the  esta¬ 
blishment  of  democracy  in  England  after  the  people’s  fight  with 
<■  Charles  I.  He  detailed  the  circumstances  which  led  to  the 
execution  of  Charles  I. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  May  I  know  whether  the  member  was 
present  on  the  occasion  ? 
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Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  ■■  I  have  got  reliable 
reports  from  papers  an:l  persons  who  were  present  at^  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R  Kesavan  Nair  :  Sir,  X  rise  to  a 
point  of  order,  whether  it  is  proper  for  a  member  to  refer  to  records 
which  are  not  in  possession  of  the  House. 

President :  It  is  not  open  t.o  any  honourable  member  to 
refer  to  the  contents  of  a  document  without  placing  it  before  the 
House. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrisha  Pillai :  I  am  not  referring  to 
the  contents  of  any  record.  I  am  placing  before  the  House  a  sitnple 
narrative  of  what  toot  place  on  the  4th  of  Chingom  as  I  was  able 
to  gather  personally  and  from  reports. 

Mir.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Sir,  is  it  in 
order  to  refer  to  disloyal  statements  so  as  to  make  it  appear  that 
the  member  is  loyal  and  standing  by  the  side  of  Government  ? 

President :  It  is  not  a  point  of  order  that  he  has  raisfed. 
The  honourable  member  who  is  now  on  his  legs  is  endeavouring  to 
point  out  that  the  speeches  incited  to  revolution  and  I  think  it  will 
be  clear  if  honourable  members  will  look  into  the  newspaper  re-, 
ports.  The  honourable  member  is  saying  that  revolutionary 
speeches  were  made. 

Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  I  was  trying  to  say 
that  these  speeches  excited  the  mob.  I  think  it  is  my  duty  to 
place  before  the  House  the  circumstances  in  which  the  mob  was 
roused  into  a  frenzy.  As  a  result  of  these  incitements,  the  mob  was 
excited  and  the  violent  acts  followed. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  Is  the  member  in  order  in  discldsing: 
the  contents  of  those  speeches  ? 

President :  The  honourable  member  is  quite  in  order.  He 
is  not  referring  to  a  document  Honourable  members  who  have 
beert  staying  in  Trivandrum  know  that  reference  was  made’  ifl  the 
speeches  to  the  days  of  Charles  I. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  :  These  lurid  pictures 
were  given  to  the  unthinking  mob.  One  man  ’compared  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  a  rock.  One  man  went  and  smashed  against  it.and  fell 
back,  another  person  went  and  smashed  against  it  and  hie  wats 
destroyed.  Therefore,  let  us  all  go  together  ar.d  give  a  push  aftd 
overthrow  this  rock.  That  is  the  method  and  then,  “inqula 5'  sindtl- 
had\  ”  Long- live  revolution  I  That  was  the  cry  of'  those  persons’ 
haranguing  the  crowd.  After  the  meeting  the  crdwd  moved. 
When  the  crowd  reached  near  the  over-bridge  at  the  junction 'they' 
overthrew  the  traffic  editable  on  duty.'  The'  c’atfdpy  Whs'brdhto 
and  thrown  assunder.  Then  the  constable  wag:  boated'  and.  War 
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dragged  from  that  spot  to  the  police  Head  quarters.  Immagine  the 
police  constable  being  literally  dragged  to  the  Head  quarters,  along 
the  road  for  a  distance  of  more  than  hundred  yards  all  because  he 
was  a  policeman,  and  think  of  the  effect  of  it.  Then  came  the 
attack  on  the  Transport  buses.  Sir,  the  Transport  buses  are  of 
great  political  importance  in  the  agitation  of  the  State  Congress  and 
the  Youth  League  and  they  mix  it  up  with  responsible  govern¬ 
ment.  This  State  Congress  agitation  it  must  be  remembered  is 
propped  up  by  disgruntled  vested  interests.  You  will  find  that 
in  eveij  political  demonstration  and  out  burst  enginured  by  the 
State  Congress  the  state  Transport  buses  are  attacked.  A  number 
of  buses  were  attacked,  innocent  travellers  and  even  one.  lady  was 
wounded.  My  friend  Mr.  Joseph  Kunju’s  maid  servant  who  was 
travelling  in  a  bus  was  very  seriously  wounded  by  the  stone  thrown 
and  another  traveller  in  that  bus  who  has  also  been  seriously 
wounded  fainted  on  the  spot,  One  driver  has  been  seriously 

wounded.  The  fury  did  not  stop  there.  They  were  shouting 

“whose  car  is  that.  Is  it  the  car  of  so  and  so.  Stop  that  car.” 

That  was  stopped.  Then  one  man  said  “I  am  the  brother  of 

Nagappan  Hair.”  Then  they  asked  him  to  shout  some  Ki  Jed- 

President :  What  does  it  mean  ?  Is  there  any  word  called 
“Kee  Jai,1’ 

Mr-  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  They  add  some 
slogan  or  name  before  Ki-Jai.  After  that  the  car  was  allowed  to 
go.  The  reporter  of  the  ‘Malayala  liajyam’  was  specifically  en¬ 
quired  by  them  for  attack.  I  give  all  these  details  to  show  that 
the  Youth  League  and  the  State  Congress  are  directly  involved  in 
this,  as  evidenced  by  the  political  preferences  showm.  I  have  made 
that  charge  in  the  motion  and  it  is  up  to  me  to  point  out  this  circum¬ 
stance.  It  is  clear  from  these  circumstances,  that:  the  Youth- 
league  was  directly  responsible  for  these  incidents,  and  that  there 
is  little  difference  between  the  Youth  League  and  the  State  Congress. 
The  discrimination  shown  by  the  crowd  in  attacking  persons,  in 
accordance  with  'their  political  views  clearly  show,  the  guiding  hand 
of  a  political  party  in  these  incidents  and  attacks.  It  may  be  asked  by 
that  body  called  the  State  Congress  “what  have  we  to  do  with  these 
things?  We  have  accepted  the. creed  of-  non-violence.  We  are 
the  lineal  descendants  of  Gandhian  principles.  We  are  the  true 
followers  of  Mahatma  Gandhi  and  our  creed  is  truth  and  non-' 
violence.  We  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  Youth  League.”  Last 
time  when  there  were  many  acts  of  hooliganism  committed1  by  stm 
dents  and  others  the  State  Congress  disclaimed'  all  responsiblity  for 
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that  and  voted  in  favour  of  the  adjournment  motion  to  demonstrate 
their  innccense.  But  what  did  they  do  ?  They  afterwards  patted 
the  young  men  on  their  back  and  encouraged  them  by  calling  their 
acts  childish  pranks.  Sir,  I  emphatically  assert  that  the  State 
Congress  cannot  disclaim  their  connection  with  the  Youth  League, 
we  find  that  throughout  Travancore  the  State  Congress  leaders  are 
holding  meetings  for  establishing  branches  of  the  Youth  League, 
and  to  carry  on  the  propaganda  of  the  State  Congress.  What  does 
this  organisation  stand  for  ?  What  are  its  rules  ?  When  did  it  come 
into  existence  ?  Nobody  could  answer  these  questions.  Sir,  it  is 
very  difficult  to  find  a  difference  between  the  Youth  League  and  the 
State  Congress.  Their  aims  are  common,  their  methods  are 
common.  It  is  true  that  the  acts  are  done  by  State  Congress  mem¬ 
bers  who  are  also  members  of  the  Youth  League.  Therefore,  what  I 
wish  to  point  out  to  the  House  is  that  the  State  Congress  prompts 
the  Youth  League  and  it  has  been  responsible  for  all  these  acts  of 
violence.  Sir,  responsible  government  does  not  mean  anarchy.  If 
we  are  asked  whether  it  is  responsible  government  or  peace  and 
tranquillity  in  the  land  that  we  want,  there  can  be  no  difference  of 
opinion  that  every  citizen  who  has  the  interests  of  his  country  at 
heart  would  choose  the  latter. 

President :  The  honourable  member  has  four  minutes  more. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  •  No  amount  of  asser¬ 
tion  on  the  part, of  the'IState  Congress  that  they  are  peaceful  can  be 
accepted  so  long  as  there  are  the  actual  facts  to  disprove  these  asser¬ 
tions.  It  is  not  good  to  proclaim  that  “we  are  all  non-violent”  and 
then  to  act  otherwise.  Sir,  it  has  been  very  specifically  stated  in  a 
pamphlet  published  under  the  joint  names  of  one  Srikantan  Nair 
and  one  Thanu  Pillai  who  are  joint  secretaries  of  the  Youth  League 
in  this  manner  “We  appeal  to  the  people  of  the  country  that  here¬ 
after  we  should  have  only  certain  revolutionary  cries  which  will 
rouse  the  people  to  action.” 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  :  Is  the  member 
in  order  in  referring  to  the  contents  of  a  document  which  we  are 
not  in  possession  of  ? 

President :  Honourable  member  may  place  the  document 
on  the  table  of  the  House  after  reading  it. 

Mr..  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  I  shall  place  it,  Sir.

We  are  ready  for  res¬ 
ponsible  government.  Inquilab  Sindabad.’’  The  pamphlet  insists 
that  “you  must  not  hive  any  other  slogans  except  those  which 
are  capable  of  creating  a  revolutionary  mentality  among  the  people 
and  which  will  rouse  up  the  masses.  These  alone  should  be  shou¬ 
ted  at  our  meetings.  That  is  the  purpose  of  this  pamphlet,” 

President :  Is  it  signed  ? 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Plllai  ••  It  is  signed  Sir. 

President  •.  Which  is  the  press  which  printed  this  document? 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  The  Dame  of  the  press 
is  not  given.  But  it  is  given  M.  P .  W:  T.  at  the  end. 

President :  The  rule  in  regard  to  this  is  given  'on  page  32 S 
oE  ‘May’s  Parliamentary  Practice,’  which  is  as  follows  : 

“  A  minister  of  the  crown  is  not  at  liberty  to  read  or  quote  from  a 
despatch  or  other  state  paper  not  before  the  House,  unless  _  he  be 
prepared  to  lay  it  upon  the  table.  This  restraint  is  similar  to 
rule  of  evidence  in  courts  of  law,  which  prevents  oouneel  from 
citing  documents  whioh  have  not  been  produced  in  evidence.  The 
prinoiple  is  so  reasonable  that  it  has  not  been  contested;  and  when 
.  tbe  objection  has  been  made  in  time,  it  has  been  generally 
acquiesced  In.  It  has  also  been  admitted  that  a  document  whioh 
has  been  cited  ought  to  be  laid  upon  the  table  of  the  Honse,  if  it 
can  be  done  without  injury  to  the  public  interests.”

In  this  connection  I  may  say  that  the' state  Congress  is 
responsible  to  create  an  atmosphere  like  this  and  by  announcing  to 
the  public  that  they  were  going  to  disobey  the  law  on  the  1st  of 
Chingom  which  they  have  not  dared  to  do  as  y  it  and  now  they 
seem  to  have  postponed  it  to  the  10th  of  Chingom  with  a  view  to 

keep  the  tension  in  the  minds  of  the  public. . .  ...I  challenge 

the  State  Congress  to  declare  their-  policy  in  regard  to  this  openly 
if  they  have  got  any  honesty  of  purpose. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  •.  Is  the  member  in  order  in  referring 
to  the  decision  of  the  State  Congress  ? 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  =  Sir,  I  have  heard  on 
reliable  authority  that  the  rumour  is  being  spread  by  the  State  Con¬ 
gress  with  regard  to  the  breaking  of  the  law  prohibiting  their  meet¬ 
ings.  We  heard  that  it  was  on  the  1st  of  Chingom  that  they  were 
going  to  break  the  law  and  now  we  hear  that  they  are  going  to 
break’the  law  on  the  10th  of  Chingom. 

President  How  does  it  arise  on  this  matter  ? 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  Sir,  it  is  relevant  be¬ 
cause  this  kind  of  rumour  always  keep  the  people  in  a  state  of 
ferment.  I  challenge  the  party  once  again  whether  this  is  not  the 
motive  behind  their  declaration  of  disobedience  of  law..  Sir,  I  place 
this  matter  before  the  House  and  request  the  Government  to  take 
prompt  measures  which  would  enable  the  citizens  of  this  State  to 
live  in  peace  and  tranquillity.

Mr.  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi.  Well  Sir,  lam 
rising  to  oppose  the  resolution,  I  mean  this  motion,  because  it  is 
worded  in  such  a  maimer  as  to  cause  reflection  upon  the  only  politi¬ 
cal  organisation  in  this  State,  namely,  the  State  Congress. 

Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  :  Question. 

Mr  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  I  can 
understand  the  identity  of  thought  of  these  two  members  who 
have  spoken  just  now  about  this  motion.  It  may  be  that  these 
two  great  souls  think  alike!  1  am  not  surprised  at  the  identity 
of  the  sentences  in  the  speeches  of  these  two  honourable  members. 
Sir,  the  whole  trouble  is  due  to  the  existence  of  people  who 
are  out  to  flatter  the  Government.  The  informers  in  every 
country  have  done  far  more  mischief  than  the  re volutipnaries 
themselves.  As  far  as  the  disturbances,  which  form  the  subject 
jpatter  of  this  motion,  are  concerned  any  person  who  has  respect 
for  law  and  order  will  condemn  them.  But  it  is  well  known  that 
while  there  is  disturbance  in  law  and  order  there  is  nothing  do^  to 
prevent  the  mishappenings.  I  wonder  why  the  wrong  doers  are  not 
.immediately  found  out  and  punished.  (Shame).  Sir,  a  charge  is 
now  made  not  against  the  miscreants  but  against  a  political  institut¬ 
ion,  a  great  political  body  which  is  growing  in  strength  minute  by 
minute.  My  friend,  with  the  obliging  nature  of  a  prosecuting 
inspector,  has  been  repeating  the  names  of  the  people  who  are  not 
in  the  House  It  is  unfair  for  the  honourable  members  of  this 
House  to  refer  to  people  who  are  not  in  this  House  and  to  accuse 
them,  especially  when  they  have  no  .opportunity  to  defend  them¬ 
selves.  I  don’t  defend  them  but  only  say  that  it  is  not  befitting-  the 
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decorum  and  dignity  of  the  House  to  mention  names  of  people 
and  accuse  them.  As  far  as  the  two  people  and  their  statement 
are  concerned,  I  may  say  that  one  is  an  M.  A.  and  the  other  a  b.  a. 
I  can  say  that  they  are  more  respectable  than  Mr.  Kottoor  Kunju- 
krishna  Pillai  and  Mr.  Padiyara  Joseph .  Kunju.  There  are  no 
flunkey  s.  there  are  no  snobs  among  them.  They  are  not  cynics,  They 
do  not  make  themselves  very  cheap  at  Bhaktivilas . 

President :  Order,  order:  the  Buies  relating  to  the  resolut¬ 
ions  show  that  all  defamatory  statements  and  deprecatory  re¬ 
ferences  are  to  be  avoided  as  far  as  possible,  I  know  that  in  the 
heat  of  the  moment  honourable  members  may  say  these.  But  to 
suggest,  as  the  honourable  member  has  been  suggesting,  that  there 
is  some  ulterior  motive  behind  the  actions  of  some  people,  is  not 
worthy  of  this  honourable  House.  I  trust  the  honourable  member 
will  not  continue  in  that  strain. 

Mr.  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  s  Yes,  I  too 
think  it  is  not  right  to  attribute  motives  and  I  accept  the  correction. 

After  all,  my  friend  Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  was  not 
present  on  the  occasion  when  the  disturbances  happened-  1  am  told 
that  the  people  who  collected  there  behaved  very  peacefully  and 
the  trouble  started  only  after  7-30  p.  m.  It  was  then  that  some 
hooligan  boys  went  about  causing  disturbances.  But  then,  why 
should  we  connect  that  with  the  arrival  and  activities  of  Kamala 
Devi  and  with  the  Youth  League  movement,  or  with  the  State 
Congress  and  raise  a  spectre  to  charge  the  State  Congress  with.  It 
may  be  a  rhetorical  art,  but  it  will  not  be  acceptable  to  the  members 
of  this  House  or  to  the  public  or  to  gentlemen  who  move  in  polite 
circles.,  As  a  member  of  the  State  Congress,  I  take  the  fullest  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  every  act  done  or  every  statement  made  by  any 
office  bearers  of  the  State  Congress  ;  but  to  say  that  there  was 
murder  or  arson  is  rather  going  too  far.  But  all  these  are  irrelevant 
.remarks  and  ray  friends,  abhorrence  of  the  Gandhi  cap,  the  red  rag 
to  his  eyes,  is  very  amusing.  Sir,  I  cannot  understand  the  state¬ 
ment  that  these  disturbances  are  taking  place  because  the  State 
Congress  is  here  making  an  agitation  for  responsible  government. 
There  is  no  "point  in  exaggerating  the  mysteries  of  the  State  Con¬ 
gress.  "  In  spite  of  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai,  or  in  spite  of  the  Gov- 
•  ernment’s  nominee  Mr.  Joseph  Kunju,  th:s  movement  will  continue. 
It  is  gaining  momentum  ’ey  these  theatrical  attacks  of  the  ostensible 
supporters  of  the  Government. 

Sir,  he  has  thrown  oat  a  challenge  to  the  State  Congress 
regarding  the  question  of  disobeying  la  v.  The  State  Congress  is 
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[Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi] 
certainly  thinking  of  breaking  some  of  the  laws  which  impose 
certain  restrictions- 

President :  The  honourable  member  need  not  raise  that 
question. 

Mr.  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  =  No  Sir,  he 

has  raised  the  question. 

President :  Honourable  member  need  not  refer  to  that  as 
it  is  not  in  point  in  connection  with  this  motion. 

Mr-  Kochikkal  P-  Balakrishnan  T ampi  ;  I  am  sorry, 
Sir.  Atanyrate.it  is  only  by  making  these  charges  upon  the 
State  Congress,  that  these  honourable  members  can  please  the  Gov¬ 
ernment.  If  there  is  only  some  trouble  in  this  State  could  these 
people  make  themselves  very  useful  to  the  Government.  Sir,  in 
fact,  some  of  the  technical  laws  which  impose  restrictions  upon  civil 
liberty  may  be  broken.  Whatever  may  be  said  about  the  State  Con¬ 
gress  it  cannot  be  said  that  it  is  showing  cowardice.  Some  of  the 

f-atest  people,  some  of  the  people  who  may  be  called  the  uncrowned 

ings  by  the  people  of  this  city . 

President :  Order,  order.  The  honourable  member  wil 

realise  that  he  is  going  very  near  sedition.  In  a  monarchy,  that  ex. 
pression  is  not  proper,  but  i£  the  honourable  member  requires  a 
ruling  I  shall  make  one  unless  the  honourable  member  is  prepared 
to  withdraw  it. 

Mr.  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  •  Sir,  I  was 
pointing  out . 

President :  Order,  order.  With  in  a  monarchy  the  express' 
ion  ‘  uncrowned  king  ’  may  or  may  not  be  objectionable  according 
to  the  manner  in  which  it  is  used.  To  speak  of  the  leader  of  a 
political  party  conducting  political  agitations  as  an  uncrowned  king 
and  that  in  a  country  where  there  is  a  king  crowned  or  entitled 
to  wear  a  crown,  is  or  may  be  sedition.  If  the  honourable  member 
wants  a  ruling  I  am  prepared  to  give  that  the  honourable  member 
will  withdraw. 

Mr-  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Sir,  in  the 

light  of  the  explanation  given  by  the  President,  I  withdraw.  Why 
Sir,  why  should  I  fight  for  a  phrase  l  withdraw  that  expression. 
The  fact  is  that  a  most  respected  leader  of  the  people  with  un¬ 
questionable  antecedents  is  leading  the  movement.  I  do  not  speak 
about  the  unworthy  people  vhoir  my  friend  Joseph  Kunju  spoke... 

President  •  Honourable  member  will  realise  that  using  the 
name  of  another  member,  who  is  equally  a  member  of  this  House 
with  the  honourable  member  now  in  possession  of  the  House,  with¬ 
out  the  usual  prefix  of  Mr.  or  honourable  member,  is  rudeness,  and 
is  also  defamatory. 
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Mr.  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  1  am  very 
sorry,  Sir  ;  I  never  meant  it. 

Sir,  this  movement  is  led  by  some  of  the  most  raspected  people 
of  the  country,  who  are  not  cowards  at  any  rate.  Perhaps  Mr. 
Thanu  Pillai  is  less  respected  than  only  Mr.  A.  Narayana  Pillai. 
That  is  his  position  in  the  country. 

President  :  Wus  any  mention  made  about  Mr.  Thauu  Pillai? 

Mr-  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tami :  Mention  was 
made  about  the  State  Congress. 

President  :  Oh  1  State  Congress  means  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai : 
{Laughter.) 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi:  1  would  say 
even  that.  Because,  Sir,  at  any  moment  he  may  become  the  un¬ 
questioned  dictator  of  the  State  Congress. 

Sir,  to  cry  them  down  as  rowdies,  as  people  who  go  about  pre- 
tendiug  to  be  saints  but  really  inciting  people  to  violence,  is  not  fair. 
Sir,  there  is  nothing  which  the  State  Congress  does  behind  the 
curtain.  All  the  cards  are  on  the  table,  The  State  Congress  is  out 
to  agitate  for  the  establishment  of  responsible  government.  It  is 
out  to  point  out  the  vagaries  or  corruption,  if  any,  in  the  present 
Government. 

President :  Honourable  member  must  withdraw  that  ex¬ 
pression  ‘corruption  in  the  present  Government’  and  apologise  for 
using  that  expression. 

Mr-  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  T ampi .  I  go  withdraw 
Sir;  I  do  apologise.  {Laughter-) 

President:  Honourable  member  will  apologise  in  a  serious 
manner. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  I  do  seriously 
apologise,  Sir  ;  I  never  knew  the  Chair  and  the  Dewan  are  one. 

President :  Honourable  member  will  apologise  for  that  be¬ 
cause  the  Chair  and  the  Dewan  are  one. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  I  do  apo¬ 
logise,  Sir. 

Sir,  I  would  again  repeat  that  there  is  no  good  in  creating  a 
situation  out  of  nothing  and  in  rousing  the  Government  to  fury. 
Any  way,  Sir,  I  can  assure  the  House  that  if  the  State  Congress 
wants  to  disobey  the  .law  it  may  not  be  due  to  the  incitement  by 
such  doubtful  supporters  of  Government,  like  Kottur  Kunjukrishna 
Pillai. 

President :  Again,  honourable  member  will  observe  decorum 
While  using  the  name  of  another  honourable  member,  he  need  nbt  ba 
insulted. 
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Mr.  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Sir,  I  never 
meant  any  insult. 

President :  Ordinary  decorum  of  debate  requires  that  one 
honourable  member  should  not  insult  another  honourable  member. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  =  I  do  not  want 
to  insult  my  friend  ;  if  there  was  any  insult  so  apparent  it  was  be- 
cause  my  memory  failed  me- 

President  :  Oh  !  I  quite  realise  that  whenever  that  name 
comes  up  honourable  member’s  memory  fails  him.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Kochikkal  P  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Sir,  I  want, 
to  make  it  perfectly  clear  that  there  is  absolutely  no  political  con¬ 
nection  between  the  State  Congress  and  the  Youth  League.  What¬ 
ever  might  be  the  activities  of  the  Youth  League,  they  are  not 
activities  approved  of  or  inspired  by  any  responsible  member  of  the 
State  Congress.  And,  Sir,  while  in  so  washing  my  hands  off  the 
Youth  League  which  I  am  bound  to  do  as  a  member  of  the  State 
Congress — it  is  not  a  case  of  merely  washing  my  hands  off  as  was 
done  by  Pontius  Pilate.  I  go  to  the  extent  of  saying  that  even  the 
Youth  League,  so  far  as  reports  go,  does  not  seem  to  be  such  a  re¬ 
volutionary  body  as  has  been  depicted  by  my  friend  here  today. 
Sir,  I  think  far  greater  harm  is  done  to  the  State  by  the  imaginary 
picture  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrisbna  Piliai  than  by  the 
repetition  of  certain  international  slogans  which  have  crossed  the 
frontier.  Sir,  by  themselves,  those  slogans  are  not  capable  of  any 
harm  whatsoever  unless  some  people  take  them  up  like  the  Persian 
or  Arabic  word  ‘Zindabad’. 

President :  Honourable  member  will  realise  the  full  impli¬ 
cations  of  the  slogans  about  lViplavam\ 

Mr.  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Sir,  those  are 
slogans  repeated  by  a  coterie  of  school  boys  at  the  close  of  almost 
every  public  meeting  in  British  India,  so  that  there  is  no  real  justi¬ 
fication  for  my  friend  Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Piliai  in  going  into 
the  dictionary  meaning  of  words  like  Viplavam,  raking  up  their 
etimology,  and  exaggerating  matters,  saying  that  these  people  arc 
revolutionaries  and  that  the  days  are  like  those  of  King  Charles  I- 
Sir,  most  of  the  words  of  the  English  Language  are  liable  to  be  in¬ 
terpreted  and  exaggerated  in  that  manner. 

All  that  I  mean  to  say,  Sir,  is  this.  To  create  an  agitation  is 
no  offence.  To  create  disaffection  against  Government  is  almost 
the  duty  of  every  political  organisation.  After  all,  Sir,  that  was 
what,  in  substance,  they  have  stated  in  the  MontagUe-Chelmsford 

Report  j  ‘'to  shake  the  placid  contentment, . 

President :  ‘‘To  disturb  the  contentment  of  the  masses*’. 
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Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Yes,  Sir, 

Therefore  Sir,  if  my  friend  Mr.  Kontur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai 
would  suggest  that  the  people  who  use  these  slogans  are  revolution¬ 
aries  because  they  use  such  slogans  I  would  only  submit  that  it  is 
an  eminent  English  Jew  and  other  distinguished  Englishmen  that 
have  created  the  trouble. 

Sir,  every  thing  depends  on  the  way  things  are  looked  at.  I 
would  again  repeat  that  it  is  such  exaggeration  by  my  friend  Mr. 
Kunjukrishna  Pillai  and  others  that  does  more  harm  than  the  slo¬ 
gans  themselves  or  the  people  who  partake  in  these  movements. 

Sir,  I  oppose  this  resolution  because  of  the  insinuations  it  con¬ 
tains  against  the  most  respected  political  organisation  in  the  State, 
the  leaders  of  which  organisation  are  gaining  the  respect  of  every 
section  of  the  people  except  half  a  dozen  disgruntled  people.  I  am 
in  full  sympathy  with  the  mover  if  his  only  object  is  to  have  the 
conduct  of  the  guilty  and  lawless  enquired  into,  But  unfortunately 
the  resolution  is  so  cleverly  worded  that  if  I  support  the  resolution 
as  it  is  I  would  also  be  accepting  the  insinuations  against  the 
State  Congress.  For  that  reason  I  oppose  the  resolution. 

Mf.  N .  V.  Chacko  :  Sir,  I  also  oppose  the  resolution  for 
the  wording  of  it.  It  says  “prompted  and  supported  by  the  Tra- 
vaneore  State  Congress”.  Is  anybody  entitled  to  say  that  whatever 
has  taken  place  has  been  ‘prompted  and  supported’  by  the  State 
Cangress;  except  by  making  merely  baseless  assertions.  If  any¬ 
body  can  assert  so  it  can  be  denied  by  equally  strong  asseverations. 
There  is  no  reason  or  justifies  tion  for  this  sort  of  assertion  except  the 
hatred  cherished  by  some  of  my  honourable  friends  for  the  State 
Congress. 

The  motion  further  refers  to  ‘parading  the  public  streets, 

assaulting  the  policemen . . . Is  it  possible  that  it  was 

the  members  of  the  Youth  League  that  did  all  these,  or  anybody 
else  ?  It  has  been  admitted  that  there  was  .a  large  crowd  of  about 
25,000-  Certainly,  there  are  not  25,000  students  in  Trivandritfn, 
so  that  the  crowd  must  have  included  a  large  number  of  those '•  who 
are  not  students. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai-.  I  never  said  any¬ 
thing  about  students,  Sir. 

Mr-  N.  V-  Chacko  •  Sir,  nobody  has  said  that  he  saw  any 
student  doing  any  particular  mischief* 

President:  Does  the  "Youth  League  consist  of  students 
alone  or  of  others  also  ? 

Mr.  N.  V-  Chacko:  I  do  not  know,  Sir;  it  may  in  fact 
consist  of  young  men  as  well  as  old.  All  that  the  motion  says  is 
under  the  name  of  the  ‘Travancore  Youth  League’;  it  is  not  stated 
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that  the  members  of  the  Youth  League  did  all  the  mischief.  After 
all,  Sir,  much  of  the  resolution  is  the  result  of  panic  and  scare  is 
being  created  among  the  people.  My  view  is  that  even  a  pin 
should  not  be  destroyed  nor  even  the  peace  of  a  fly  disturbed.  But 
it  is  certainly  not  right  to  exaggerate  things.  We  are  all  human 
beings.  "When  we  sit  together  and  talk,  some  times  we  laugh  too 
aloud.  Certainly  it  cannot  be  said  that  it  was  with  a  view  to  dis¬ 
turb  the  gathering  that  we  laugh  like  that.  I  have  heard  of  persons 
taking  part  in  certain  parties  some  times  turning  away  their  dresses 
in  fun.  In  a  big  crowd  it  is  quite  possible  that  some  little  urchins 
enjoy  small  jokes  by  throwings  stones  or  tearing  placards.  That 
does’  not  deserve  to  be  characterised  as  lawlessness  or  violence. 
Every  child  likes  its  toy  or  loves  doll  as  much  as  its  own  life  ;  but 
ultimately  what  does  it  do  ?  It  breaks  it  into  pieces.  That  is  com¬ 
mon  psychology.  It  should  not  be  argued  that  it  wanted  to  destroy 
its  father’s  property.  Even  for  learning  its  structure,  it  may  des¬ 
troy  the  toy.  From  the  mere  love  of  a  bull  one  may  be  tempted 
to  destroy  it.  “Every  man  kills  the  thing  he  loves.” 

The  motion  further  speaks  of  restoring  tranquillity.  After  all, 
Sir,  some  mischief  makers  did  some  thing,  and  without  anybody’s 
interference  the  matter  ended  of  itself  and  tranquillity  was  restored 
automatically.  It  was  like  a  passing  breeze.  There  was  no  real 
disburbance  of  tranquillity,  nor  any  indication  that  any  mischief 
would  be  repeated.  There  is  already  tranquillity  and  nothing  is  to 
be  done  to  restore  it.  There  is  no  reason  why  such  things  should 
be  exaggerated.  Certainly,  it  cannot  be  called  a  revolution,  or  oven 

In  this  connection,  it  is  well  that  the  Government  knows  some¬ 
thing  about  the  present  position  of  the  State  Congress  in  the  coun¬ 
try.  Whatever  may  be  the  reason  for  it,  the  State  Congress  is 
fast  gaming  ground  every  day,  even  in  the  rural  parts.  One  has 
really  to  wonder  how  quickly  the  people  in  the  villages,  most  of 
whom  do  not  even  know  how  to  read,  are  taking  to  the  "State  Con¬ 
gress.  Nobody  has  gone  and  told  them  a  word  about  the  State 
Ceng 'ess.  It  is  like  infection  spreading  fast  through  the  air. 

( l  uglier.)  Sir,  when  some  honourable  members  here  say  that  there 
are  oily  half-a-dozen  members  or  so  constituting  the  State  Con¬ 
gress,  I  must  warn  the  Government  that  they  may  not  be  deceived 
by  believing  such  statements.  They  are  deliberately  misleading 
the  Government,  and  very  soon  a  time  may  come  when  the  Govern¬ 
ment  will  have  to  pray  ‘  Save  us  from  our  friends’.  The  Gov- 
eminent  should  try  to  profit  by  the  lesson  of  “Lear”  and  his 
daughters.  Sir,  so  far  as  the  C.  I.  D.  reports  are  concerned,  if  they 
report  to  the  Government  that  every  thing-is  all  right  in  the  country 
and  that  the  people  are  all  loyal  and  law  abiding, Jthe  Government 
would  immediately  be  tempted  to  daeide  that  there  was  no  need  to' 
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coi  1 1  tl  e  C.  I.  D.  establishment.  Therefore,  it  is  the  instinct 
of  self-preservation  that  makes  the  C.  I.  D.  people  submit  false  and 
misleading  reports  to  the  Government.  Similarly,  there  are  a  few 
other  individuals  also  who  seek  to  mislead  the  Government  so  that 
they  may  gain  their  own  ends. 

Sir,  there  is  no  use  of  denouncing  the  State  Congress  so 
violently.  After  all,  the  members  of  that  body  are  also  human 
beings.  They  too  have  been  born  and  brought  up  in  this  country. 
It  is  not  wise  cr  proper  for  others  to  vilify  them.  People  living 
in  glass  houses  should  not  throw  stones  at  others. 

Mr- Kottur  Kunjukfishna  Pillai  .•  May  I  ask  whether 
all  the  stones  in  the  country  have  been,  gathered  by  the  State  Con¬ 
gress  ? 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko :  I  do  not  understand  the  question. 

I  know  that  the  honourable  member  himself  was,  till  recently, 
a  violent  agitator.  He  was  a  fire-brand.  I  do  not  know  whether 
it  is  because  of  his  growing  age  that  he  has  ceased  to  be  such  now. 
Any  how,  he  is  setting  me  a  bad  example  at  present. 

Some  might  assert  that  they  love  the  Government,  that  they 
are  all  loyal  and  law  abiding  and  that  all  others  are  bad  and  disloyal. 
Sir,  we  of  the  State  Congress  Party,  are  not  making  a  trade  of  onr 
loyalty.  Tbe  most  important  tiling  for  the  Government  to  do  is 
to  see  where  the  disease  is  and  to  apply  the  proper  remedy  taking 
care  that  the  remedy  itself  is  not  worse  than  the  disease.  Some¬ 
times  it  may  be  that  the  patient  is  so  diseased  that  he  himself  does 
not  know  of  his  disease.  Take  for  instance,  the  case  of  the  lunatic; 
He  does  not  know  that  he  is  a  lunatic.  The  wisest  policy  for  the 
Government  would  be  to  know  where  disease  is  and  to  apply  the 
proper  remedy  instead  of  scandalising  the  people.  The  honourable 
member  Mr.  Padiyarn  Joseph  Kunjn  lias  been  scandalising  the 
members  of  the  State  Congress  Party  and  indulging  in  all  sorts  of 
philippics,  tirades  and  jermiads  against  us.  There  is  no  use  of  that. 
The  members  of  the  State  Congress  may  have  their  own  faults, 
because  they  are  human  beings.  But  it  should  be  remembered  that 
others  too  have  got  their  histories  which  are  well-known  and  are 
much  worse  than  those  of  the  members  of  the  State  Congress, 
That  is  why  I  said  that  people  who  live  in  glass  houses  should  not 
throw  si, ones  at  others. 

There  is  another  tiling  to  which  I  should  make  reference.  If 
anything  is  said  about  the  police  or  Government  wrongful  act 
is  attributed  to  them,  people  have  come  to  believe  that-  Matters' 
have  now  reached  such  a  stage.  There  has  been  an  attack  on1 
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Mr.  Madhava,  Varrier.  Who  committed  the  attack  ?  There  has 
been  an  attack  on  Mr.  Mathew  Muthalali-  Who  committed  it  ?  Then 
there  has  been  a  burglary  into  the  house  of  Miss  Mascreane  and 
there  has  been  another  into  Mr.  Gangadhara  Menon’s  house. 

President :  Order,  order.  Matters  whidi  have  already  been 
the  subject  of  discussion  in  the  House  cannot  be  re-opened. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko :  lam  only  quoting  examples.  Who 
committed  those  attacks  and  burglaries  ?  Were  they  people  belong¬ 
ing  to  oc  sympathising  with  the  State  Congress  or  were  they  people 
who  were  set  on  by  the  State  Congress  ?  When  such  rowdies  or 
raskhasas  were  active  against  the  State  Congress  proper  action 
should  have  been  taken  then.  Since  they  were  not  checked,  I  was 
wondering  whether  those  rowdies  would  not  be  attacking  the  Go¬ 
vernment  officers  also  in  course  of  time.  If  Miss  Masereane’s  house 
was  not  safe  from  burglary,  could  the  residence  of  any  other  lady 
in  Travancore  be  considered  to  be  safe  ?  T  have  been  thinking  of 
all  these  things.  We  had  also  attacks  at  Chengannur  and  other 
places  when  meetings  were  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the 
State  Congress.  Who  were  responsible  for  these  ?  Certainly  not 
the  State  Congress  people.  The  acts  of  mischief  under  consider¬ 
ation  may  have  been  committed  by  those  who  attacked  the  State 
Congress  people  and  committed  the  burglaries  to  which  I  referred  or 
their  successors  or  friends  or  those  who  caught  the  infection  from 
those  rowdies.  It  is  very  unfortunate  that  people  really  believe  it 
when  somebody  tells  them  that  the  present  disturbances  may  have 
been  got  up  by  the  Government  themselves.  Sir,  things  have  gone 
so  far  that  any  rumours  against  the  Government  are  being  believed'. 
So,  the  Government  should  find  out  the  real  disease  and  apply  the 
proper  remedy  instead  of  merely  doing  things  which  will  only  make 
matters  worse. 

Mr.  James  Fletcher  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support  the  motion. 
That  on  the  night  at  about  8  o’  clock  on  the  4th  Chingom  1114  there 
were  acts  of  vio'enceand  that  there  were  overturning  and  damaging 
of  trafic  posts  and  signals  and  that  there  were  destruction  of  street 
lights  connot  be  denied.  They  are  facts.  On  that  evening,  while 
I  was  returning  from  the  Public  Library,  just,  before  8  p.  m.  I  saw 
a  crowd  of  j  oung  men  running  along  the  road,  doing  these  mis¬ 
chiefs.  I  immediately  enquired  who  those  young  men  were  and 
where  they  came  from.  They  were  coming  from  a  meeting  con¬ 
vened  by  a  body  called  the  Travancore  Youth  League  and  held  some¬ 
where  near  the  Railway  Station.  I  was  also  told  that  there  were 
certain  speakers  who  spoke  at  this  meeting  and  these  young  men  after 
hearing  those  inflamatory  speeches  at  the  meeting  were  returning 
from  the  meeting  and  on  their  way  were  doing  these  mischiefs. 
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Now,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  there  is  a  clear  connection  between 
the  speeches  that  were  made  at  the  particular  place  and  the  acts 
that  immediately  followed  the  speeches  and  these  young  men  who 
committed  those  acts.  That  these  young  men,  members  of  the 
Youth  League  and  others,  who  went  to  the  meeting  have  com¬ 
mitted  all  these  mischiefs  and  other  acts  of  voilence  is  clear. 

Then,  Sir,  I  may  submit  another  important  matter  that  came 
to  my  mind  on  that  day-  It  became  dangerous  for  people  to  go 
along  the  public  road  at  that  time.  Those  young  men  were  pelting 
stones  at  anybody  and  everybody  and  there  were  many  passers-by. 
The  traffic  constables  who  were  standing  at  their  post  of  duty  had 
to  leave  their  places.  Their  posts  were  dragged  away  and  broken 
and  something  serious  would  have  been  done  to  the  poor  constables 
also  if  they  had  not  remained  quiet.  And  I  was  thinking  that,  it 
was  high  time  that  something  must  be  done  to  restore  law  and 
order.  Personally,  I  was  feeling  that  this  sort  of  latitude  cannot 
he  given  to  any  particular  set  of  people  whoever  they  be.  The 
next  day  also,  that  is  on  the  5th  I  feared  the  same  thing  to  recur. 
Fortunately,  the  Commissioner  of  Police  was  prompt  enough  to 
take  necessary  action  and  things  did  not  take  any  such  serious  turn 
as  on  the  4th. 

Now,  Sir,  I  may  refer  to  the  persons  who  spoke  at  the  public 
meeting.  Are  those  persons  no':  known  to  us  ?  To  which  party 
do  they  belong  7  Do  they  belong  to  the  State  Congress  Party  or 
do  they  belong  to  any  other  party  ?  If  those  speakers,  if  those 
who  made  incendiary  speeches  belong  to  the  State  Congress,  I  am 
sure,  the  State  Congress  will  have  to  take  the  responsibility,  because 
it  is  their  own  men  who  go  and  address,  young  people  who  are 
easily  incited.  If  these  leaders  do  not  take  care  to  speak  in  proper 
style  but  speak  all  sorts  of  things  which  will  incite  young  people, 
surely  action  must  be  taken  against  the  leaders  and  my  respectful 
submission  is  that,  in  order  that  there  might  be  no  recurrence  of 
such  acts  of  violence  and  such  injuries  to  property  and  probably  to 
life,  the  Government  should  take  necessary  steps  and  adequate 
measures  to  restore  peace  and  tranquillity. 

Mr.  R,  V.  Thomas  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  While  I 
deeply  deplore  the  acts  of  violence  committed  on  the  evening  of  the 
arrest  of  Srimathi  Kamaladevi,  I  strongly  protest  against  the 
manner  in  which  the  mover  has  sought  to  move  his  motion  before 
the  House.  The  motion  may  be  characterised  as  a  mixture  of 
insinuation  and  falsehood  against.... ... 

President  =  Order,  order.  “Insinuation”  is  parliamentary 
but  “falsehood”  is  not  and  the  honourable  member  will  withdraw 

that  word. 
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Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  I  withdraw.  Sir,  the  State  Congress 
is  one  of  the  most  important  and  raally  organised  political  party  in 
the  State,  I  have  no  objection  to  any  of  the  honourable  members 
moving  any  motion  to  discuss  matters  of  violence  committed  in  the 
streets  of  Trivandrum  or  in  the  suburbs.  But  I  would  request  and 
would  even  expect  honourable  members  of  this  House  to  be  at  least 
polite  in  attributing  motives  to  a  particular  party,  in  saying  that  a 
particular  party  which  is  respectable  and  which  is  considered  to  be 
respectable  by  a  vast  majority  of  the  people  of  the  land  is  acting 
violently  or  is  prompting  others  to  acts  of  violence  from  behind  the 
screen.  I  would  tell  you,  Sir,  that  the  State  Congress  is  not  a 
political  organisation  which  would  go  behind  the  ordinary  canons  of 
morality.  It  has  very  open,  wise  and  honest  missions.  I  would 
tell  you,  Sir,  that  if  I  were  in  the  least  suspicious  of  the  honest 
feelings  of  my  colleagues,  I  would  be  the  first  man  to  come  forward 
to  tender  my  resignation.  Sir,  I  took  the  decision  to  be  a  member 
of  this  party  after  deliberation  and  after  having  watched  the  work 
of  this  organisation.  I  tell  you,  Sir,  that  we,  the  members  of  the 
State  Congress,  cannot  take  such  things  lying  down.  I  am  sur¬ 
prised  that  one  of  the  front  rank  leaders  of  the  National  Congress 
like  Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  has  come  forward  to  cast  this 
slur  on  the  activities  of  a  political  party  which  is  held  in  very  high 
esteem  by  a  vast  majority  of  the  people  of  the  land.  You  may  hide 
facts.  But  there  is  no  use  hiding  them-  You  must  face  them. 
There  is  no  use  in  hurling  thunderbolts  at  a  rival  party.  You  must 
substantiate  them  and  strengthen  them  by  facts  and  figures.  1  have 
heard  and  I  have  been  bearing  throughout  this  session  that  some 
of  the  members  of  this  House  have  been  very  studious  in  indulging 
in  very  violent  language  against  the  State  Congress.  Sir,  there  is 
a  limit  to  all  these  "things.  They  may  be  doing  all  these  unwanted 
acts  in  the  fond  hope  that  those  acts  will  be  appreciated  by  Govern¬ 
ment.  There  is  no  use  of  recriminations  between  them  and  the 
State  Congress.  Dining  the  last  budget  session,  there  were  com¬ 
munal  bickerings  and  from  the  floor  of  this  House  there  were  flung 
arrows  at  communal  sections  from  one  side  of  the  House  to  another. 
But  this  time  at  least,  I  am  relieved  to  find  that  the  differences  are 
not  communal  but  are  only  political.  I  think  that  the  communal 
bitterness  that  has  been  in  the  country  during  last  year,  has  now 
disappeared  and  that  it  has  taken  a  political  form.  That,  I  am 
quite  sure,  will  show  that  the  political  education  in  this  country 
has  gone  up  to  a  great  extent. 

Sir,  the  mover  of  the  motion,  has  by  his  motion  in  a  Very 
clever  way  tried  to  create  an  impression  that  the  State  Congress  is  a 
political  party  that  is  doing  mischief  in  the  land,  that  it  is  directing 
ftU  the  mischief  that  is  being  committed,  all  the  vandalism"  that  is 
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being  committed  in  the  land  by  irresponsible  men.  From  all  that 
has  transpired  on  the  floor  of  this  House  during  the  Budget  Session 
and  also  in  another  place  we  can  very  well  conclude  that  there  is 
real  political  agitation  in  the  land  and  we  the  State  Congress  people 
do  not  deny  it. 

We  are  out  for  agitation  and  agitation  for  political  rights  is  a 
very  wholesome  thing.  We  would  assure  you  that  in  the  methods 
to  achieve  our  aims,  namely,  responsible  Government  under  the 
aegis  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  we  will  wholly  resort  to  honest 
and  straight  forward  methods.  1  challenge  any  member  on  this 
side  of  the  House,  or  even  any  member  of  the  Government  Treasury 
Bench  to  point  out  one  instance  of  hooliganism  or  cowardice  com¬ 
mitted  by  any  member  of  the  State  Congress  Party.  It  is  very  easy 
to  make  silly  remarks  that  the  State  Congress  is  a  disloyal  body 
and  a  subversive  organisation.  Unless  that  is  strengthened  by  facts, 
there  is  no  use  characterising  like  that-  Without  such  facte,  all 
these  allegations  deserve  to  be  ignored. 

Mr.  Joseph  Kunju  stated  that  only  a  vo;y  small  section  of  the 
Christian  population  is  behind  this  political  organisation.  I  challenge 
him  to  prove  that. 

I  may  tell  you,  Sir,  that  a  great  majority  of  the  elected  re¬ 
presentatives  and  accredited  leaders  are  on  the  side  of  the  State 
Congress.  I  challenge  the  honourable  member  to  show  me  whether 
there  are  more  antagonists  to  the  State  Congress  or  well  wishers  to 
the  State  Congress  among  the  elected  representatives  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature-  It  is  possible  to  make  sweeping  remarks  glibly.  But  we 
must  face  the  real  facts.  There  is  a  great  political  interest  in  the 
country.  The  Government  must  realise  that  there  is  implanted  in 
the  hearts  of  the  people  an  irrevocable  decision  to  achive — responsible 
Government  under  the  aegis  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja.  Any 
amount  of  repression  or  thunderbolt  by  Government  cannot  deter 
us  from  pursuing  that  ideal. 

President :  The  honourable  member  must  understand  that 
the  issue  is  about  the  incidents  on  a  particular  day  and  not  the 
general  question  of  responsible  Government. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Thomas  :  Yes,  Sir.  The  mover  of  the  resolution 
seeks  to  discredit  the  State  Congress  organisation  of  which  he  is  a 
powerful  rival  and  antagonist.  He  wants  to  push  down  the  State 
Congress  from  the  estimation  of  the  public.  The  mover  has  sought 
to  include  in  the  motion  that  all  the  hooliganism  are  the  causes  of  the 
assemblage  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Youth  League  organisation  ; 
who  are  supported  by  the  State  Congress  party.  Ho  right-minded  - 
man  will  be  able  to  oppose  the  motion  wholesale  when  we  realise  the  _ 
fact  that  hooliganism  and  rowdyisom  were  committed  in  Trivandrum 
V«l.  XXI.  No.  8. 
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[Mr.  K.  V.  Thomas-] 

the  other  <Jay  on  the.  eve  of  the  arrest  of  Miss  Kamaladevi  Chattopa- 
dhyaya  and  even  on  previous  days  here  as  well  as  in  mofussil places 
some  months  back.  It  seems  to  me,  lhat  it  has  become  the  order 
of  the  day  in  Travancore  that  hooliganism  and  rowdyism  are  pre- 
petrated  in  public  meetings.  No  right-minded  man  can  oppose  the 
motion  which  seeks  in  effect  to  suppress  all  lawlessness.  I  would 
have  endorsed  every  idea  stated  here  if  the  object  of  the  motion 
was  to  suppress  lawlessness  and  rowdyism.  But  to  say  that  the 
State  Congress  party  was  responsible  for  the  mischief  created  is 
certainly  unwarranted.  To  accuse  the  State  Congress  unnecessarily 
is  one  which’  I  cannot  understand.  It  is  there  I  want  to  enter  a 
strong  protest. 

In  this  connexion,  I  would  like  to  say  what  all  kinds  of  hooli¬ 
ganism  have  taken  place  before.  There  was  a  wanton  attack  on 
Mr.  Madhava  Warrier,  a  prominent  citizen  of  the  place.  Then 
Mr.  K.  P.  Nilacanta  Pillai,  ex-member  of  this  Legislature  was 
brutally  assaulted.  He  was' a  loyal  subject  and  devoted  worker. 
Then  there  was  a  burglary  in  Miss  Anne  Masereno’s  house.  Can  all 
these  lawlessness  and  hooliganism  be  attributed  to  the  existence 
of  the  State  Congress  party  ?  Can  it  ever  be  said  that  the  State  Con¬ 
gress  party  was  behind  these  scenes  ?  When  such  a  deliberate  state¬ 
ment  is  made,  it  is  there,  we  enter  our  strong  protest.  I  think  this 
motion  is  a  propaganda  very  systematically  carried  on  by  a  rival 
political  party,  I  moan,  the  National  Congress.  I  would  request 
you,  Sir,  to  restore  political  tranquillity  in  the  land  by  facing  the 
real  facts.  I  would  earnestly  request  you,  Sir,  to  come  to  a  certain 
understanding  between  the  different  political  parties  and  chalk  out 
a  new  scheme  to  end  all  these  unwanted  and  unwholesome  acts  of 
hooliganism  and  lawlessness.

-Iu  other  words,  the  portion  reluin-r  to 
the  form  of  the  resolution  which  deals  with  all  the  acts  perpetrated 
by  the  Youth  League,  which  is  closely  affiliated  (o  the  State 
Congress  party.  It  is  not  denied  that  the  AH-Travaneore  Youth 
League  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  acts  of  rowdyism  and  hooliou- 
nism  committed  on  the  night  of  Saturday  last.  It  is  not  denied 
that  there  was  a  meeting  till  about  7-3  0  r.  m.  in  front  of  the  Central 
KaiJway  Station.  Those  who  opposed  the  motion  did  not  deny  the 
fact  that  there  were  fiery  speeches  by  a  few  young  men  calling 
themselves  the  leaders  pf  the  Youth  League  at  Saturday’s  evening 
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meeting.  Such  meetings  were  going  on  for  a  number  of  days  and 
it  was  only  natural  that  in  consequence,  excitement  was  created  by 
the  leaders  to  indulge  in  vilification  of  Government  by  a  series  of 
scandalous  seditious  criticisms.  This  would  show  that  a  lot  of 
people  were  aroused  to  action.  They  marched  from  the  Central 
Railway  Station  and  on  coming  to  the  junction  of  the  overbridge, 
molested  the  constable  there.  Sir,  the  connection  can  easily  be 
established.  That  the  All-Travancore  Youth  League  with  their 
philosophy  of  revolution  committed  all  the  atrocities  I  am  not  able 
to  say.  But,  I  would  say  that  it  was  the  necessary  consequence  of 
all  the  rublish  that  was  spoken  at  the  meeting  of  the  Youth  League 
in  front  of  the  Central  Railway  Station.  Then  Sir,  about  the  State 
Congress  activities  and  their  connection  with  the  All-Travancore 
Youth  League,  I  would  ask  the  members  of  the  State  Congress  who 
are  here  whether  Miss  Kamaladevi  C'hatlopadhyaya  was  not  visited 
by  the  President  of  State  Congress  party  on  Friday  night  at  the 
retiring  room  of  the  Central  Station.

I  should  thiuk,  Sir,  that  nothing  more  is 
needed  to  establish  connection  between  the  State  Congress  and  the 
All-Travancore  Youth  League.  It  is  no  use  faying  that  the  State 
Congress  is  not  responsible  for  the  hooliganism.  It  cannot  be 
denied  that,  if  the  Stale  Congress  is  prohibited  from  holding 
meetings,  the)-  try  to  find  other  ways  of  spreading  scandals  about 
Government.  I  therefore  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the 
circumstances  that  happened  cn  last  Saturday  night  oil  account  of 
the  Youth  League  meetings.  In  view  of  the  policy  pursued 
by  the  State  Congress  party  it  will  be  apparent  that  they  were  behind 
the  scenes.  I  therefore  support  the  motion. 

M.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  :  Sir,  I  am  sorry,  at  the  close  of  this 
session,  we  have  to  discuss  this  subject.  I  want  to  say  at  the  outset 
that  responsible  government  does  not  mean  anarchy.  X  entirely 
agree  with  ray  honourable  friend  Mr.  Kottur,  when  he  said  that 
responsible  government  does  not  mean  anarchy.  We  want 
discipline  and  it  is  accepted  that  we  pursue  that  ideal.  There  has 
bean  no  denial  tint  acts  of  rowdyism  were  perpetrated  the  other 
day.  It  needs  no  description.  The  members  have  been  indulging 
in  a  description  that  all  kinds  of  havoc  were  done.  We  have  not 
questioned  that  fact.  Mr,  Fletcher  said  that  he  was  able  to  discover 
a  group  of  people  whom  he  saw  committing  acts  of  violence,  but  I 
for  one,  cannot  say  definitely  whether  he  identified  those  people. 

I  was  told  by  some  friends  that  that  group  of  young  people  was 
from  among  the  members  of  the  Youth  League.  I  was  told  by 
others  that  that  group  was  represented  by  young  people  from  the 
sea-eoast.  That  it  is  a  set  of  irresponsible  youngsters  who  threw 
stones  cannot  be  denied. 
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Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  :  May  I  ask  the 

member  whether  that  group  of  people  who  threw  stones  was  not 
the  one  set  up  for  greeting  Mr.  Kariman  with  black  flags  when  he 

W<1  ^Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  ;  I  have  no  idea  of  that.  Whatever 
that  be,  my  point  is  about  the  wonderful  way  in  which  Mr.  Simon 
has  connected  the  Youth  League  movement  with  those  atrocities. 
He  has  stated  that  Mr.  Pattern  Thanu  Pillai  saw  the  President  of 
the  Youth  League.  He  has  also  stated  that  a  few  others  saw  the 
President  of  the  Youth  League.  In  the  course  of  my  stay  here  I 
may  have  seen  Mr.  Simon,  Mr.  Govinda  Pillai,  the  Secretary  and  I 
may  have  seen  the  Chief  Secretary  and  Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna 
Pillai.  Does  it  mean  that  I  am  a  member  of  the  Independent 
Party,  or  a  member  of  the  Progressive  Party?  I  do  not  know  how 
Mr.  Simon  can  say  that  because  Mr.  Pattern  Thanu  Pillai  has  visited 
so  and  so  or  because  he  has  seen  the  President  of  the  Youth 
League,  a  close  relationship  is  established  between  the  State 
Congress  and  the  Youth  League 

Mr.  N.  V.  C hacko  Does  the  member  know  that  State 
Congress  members  have  visited  Rajakuman  Amirtha  Kaor  ? 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  :  I  never  enquired  who  visits  whom. 
It  is  not  within  my  sphere.  My  friend  Mr,  Kunjukrishna  Pillai 
said  that  because  some  people  threw  stones  at  the  transport  buses 
there  must  he  some  connection  between  the  State  Congress  and  the 
Youth  League.  I  cannot  understand  it.  There  are  several 
members  of  the  State  Congress  Party  who  support  the  Transport 
Scheme.  There  are  several  members  who  appreciate  the  work  of 
nalionalisntion  of  transport  in  this  country. 

Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai:  May  1  know 
whether  the  President  and  other  members  of  the  Youth  League  are 
members  of  the  State  Congress  ? 

Mr,  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  ;  I  submit  that  I  draw  my  conclusions 
from  all  the  things  that  I  see  and  read.  I  have  never  enquired  who 
has  seen,  who  has  gone  into  the  room  of  another  and  discussed 
matters  with  him. 

President :  The  question  is  whether  the  President  and 
other  members  of  the  Youth  League  are  not  members  of  the  State 
Congress. 

Mr.  Kottoor  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  Can  he  deny 

that  ? 

Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla :  I  do  not  deny  either. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Chacko:  May  I  know  whether  they  are  all 
members  of  the  human  family? 
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Mr.  K.  K.  Kuruvilla:  I  may  say  that  in  a  statement  that 
has  been  handed  over  to  me  by  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  it  is  stated  that 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  the  adherence  of  the  creed  of  non¬ 
violence. 

Mr.  Kott':  or  Kun jukrishna  Pillai  :  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  That  document  is  not  placed  on  the  tabic. 

Mr,  K.  K.  Kuruvilla  ••  I  am  prepared  to  do  that.  I 
think  many  people  in  this  House  know  Mr.  'Puttom  Thanu  Pillai 
much  more  than  i.  If  he  has  made  a  statement  like  this,  how  can 
an  honest  man  make  a  statement  like  th's  that  the  State  Congress 
is  inciting  people  to  actions  of  violence.  I  do  not  know  how  can  a 
man  of  Mr.  Thanu  Pilhi’s  standing  make  a  statement  like  this  and 
act  contrary  to  it*  That  statement  comes  to  the  public  from  an 
honest  man.  I  cannot  understand  how  a  man  can  command  the 
respect  of  a  good  number  of  people  if  he  advised  young  people  for 
doing  tilings  contrary  to  the  statement.  I  think  non-violence  and 
honesty  are  the  creed  of  the  State  Congress.  I  do  not  go  behind  it. 
I  do  not  study  the  characters  of  certain  men.  I  have  no  time  for 
that.  I  take  the  man  at  his  word.  Here  is  an  organisation  which 
says  that,  non-violence  and  honesty  are  its  creed  and  I  accept  it.  If 
I  am  a  member  of  the  State  Congress  in  this  Council  it  is  because 
I  believe  in  non-violence  and  becau.se  I  adhere  to  that  principle-  I 
cannot  understand  how  we  can  say  that  the  State  Congress  which 
in  all  its  public  activities  hasaccep'ed  the  principle  of  mon-violence 
and  which  stands  for  right  and  righteousness  can  be  charged  with 
this  offence.  I  fail  to  understand  how  a  charge  can  be  brought 
against  them  that  they  have  incited  the  people  to  do  acts  of  violence. 
I  therefore  deny  that;  charge.  I  very  strongly  oppose  the  adjourn¬ 
ment  motion  brought  forward  by  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai.  At  the 
same  time  I  do  say  that  I  will  support  any  movement  to  jstop 
rowdyism  in  this  country.  If  I  am  permitted,  1  want  to  say  two 
things.  I  belong  to  a  Christian  community  and  as  an  honest  man 
I  would  say  that  there  has  been  created  among  the  people  in  this 
country  a  political  interest  which  is  unparallel  in  the  history  of  this 
land.  This  political  interest,  for  all  purposes,  should  be  so 
developed  and  managed,  that:  it  may  contribute  to  the  good  of  the 
country.  So  far  as  T  know,  there  is  no  violence  in  the  heart  of  the 
people  who  are  politically  interested,  if  some  members  of  the 
Treasury  Bench  would  accompany  me  to  the  interior  parts  without 
any  police  aid,  I  feel  sure  I  shall  be  able  to  convince  them  of  the 
interest  people  are  showing  in  political  matters.  I  feel  I  can  under¬ 
take  the  safety  of  the  person  and  property  of  the  individuals  that 
accompany  me.

Mr.  Abdul  Tayeb  Sheikh  Kader  Bhoy  ( Commerce  nd 
Industry,  South) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support  this  motion  and  in  doing 
so  I  wish  to  speak  a  few  words  on  the  matter.  I  strongly  condemn 
the  acts  of  goondaisom  and  unlawful  acts  committed  by  those  per¬ 
sons  who  assembled  on  the  4th  Chingom  1114,  under  the  name  of 
the  All-Travancore  Youth  League.  Sir,  the  trouble  created  was 
very  serious  and  unless  some  measures  arc  taken  to  stop  such 
goondaisom  taking  places  again  it  will  be  very  unsafe  for  respec¬ 
table  and  law-abiding  citizens  to  live  and  move  about  freely.  Sir, 
much  has  been  said  on  the  subject  and  I  do  not  want  to  make  any 
long  statement.  Before  I  take  my  seat  1  request  the  members  of 
Youth  League  not  to  adopt  such  unlawful  measures  to  demand 
responsible  government  under  the  aegis  of  H:s  Highness  the 
Maharaja  and  create  a  bad  impression  about  our  State  outside. 

Lastly  I  appeal  to  Government  to  see  that  some  measures  are 
taken  to  see  that  such  acts  are  not  repeated  in  future. 

Mr.  K-  M.  Korah  s  When  the  adjournment  motion  was  read 
out .  to.  us  this  morning  and  when  we  knew  from  it  that  all  the 
.  violent  attacks  mentioned  there  were  prompted  and  supported  by  the 
Travancore  State  Congress,  I  really  expected  that  my  friend  Mr. 
Kottoor  Kunjukrislma  Pillai  will  come  forward  with  some  definite 
and  clear  grounds  on  whiffi  this  assumption  rests, 

I  was  closly  listening  to  him  and  the  only  sentence  which  I 
could  hear  from  him  in  support  of  his  statement  was  that  the  State 
Congress  is  managing  the  Youth  League  and  that  some  of  the 
members  of  the  State  Congress  happened  to  speak  on  several  occa¬ 
sions  in  the  meetings  convened  by  the  Youth  League.  That  fact 
does  not  warrant  the  statement  that  the  State  Congress  prompted 
the  members  of  the  Youth  League  to  do  these  acts  of  violence  on  the 
face  of  it-  This  charge  levelled  at  the  State  Congress  does  not  re¬ 
quire  any  answer.  And  I  think  this  is  another  device  to  make  an 
impression  that  the  State  Congress  is  violent  and  I  am  not  at  all 
surprised  to  see  that  this  device  is  machinated  by  Mr.  Kottur  who 
is  a  prominent  member  of  the  rival  organisation,  the  National  Con¬ 
gress,  which  is  determined  to  crush  the  State  Congress  ami  I  know 
fully  well  that  the  public  would  give  only  the  worth  that  is  due  to 
such  imputations  to  the  State  Congress.  1  do  not  think  that  any¬ 
body  would  deny  the  fact  that  adequate  measures  should  be  taken 
to  safeguard  the  life  and  property  of  the  citizens  of  the  State. 
Assaulting  of  policemen,  and  overturning  and  damaging  traffic 
posts  and  signals  are  violent  acts  and  if  at  all  anybody  has  Hone 
that  they  should  be  punished.  The  insinuation  that  the  State 
Congress  is  responsible  for  these  acts  is  rather  most  unhappy.

President  :  No.  Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar  may  speak. 

Mr.  G.  Narayana  Aiyar :  Sir,  almost  on  all  days  we 
find  that  highly  vulgar  and  inflammatory  speeches  are  delivered  at 
the  meetings  held  at  the  Central  Station  maidan.  It  has  become 
very  difficult  to  go  to  that  locality  in  the  evening.  The  crowd  that 
gather  at  such  meetings  is  so  great  and  the  nature  of  the  speeches 
delivered  there  is  so  very  violent  that  no  peaceful  citizen  can  think 
of  going  over  there  to  take  some  rest.

Mr.  M.  Ramachandra  Rao  :  Sir,  l  am  not  going-  to 
take  part  in  the  debate  regarding  this  motion.  But  I  wish  to  place 
before  the  House  only  a  few  facts  connected  with  the  incidents  that 
took  place  on  the  4th  of  this  month.  It  is  true  Sir,  that  on  that 
unfortunate  day  there  happened  all  the  incidents  winch  were 
referred  to  by  several  honourable  members  in  this  House.  I  have 
also  information  that  the  crowd  which  marched  through  the  road 
were  composed  of  the  audience  of  the  meeting  held  on  that  evening 
in  front  of  the  Central  Station.

Madhavan:  Sir,  in  opposing  the  motion  for 
the  adjournment  of  the  business  of  the  House  1  may  say  that  the 
Government  are  closely  and  most  anxiously  watching  the  recent 
developments,  Sir,  the  events  that  are  taking  place  in  the  town 
have  been  graphically  described  by  members  [on  the  other  side  of 
the  House  and  so  I  do  not  want  to  repeat  what  they  have  said. 
But  I  may  say  a  few  words  about  the  attempts  which  have  been 
made  to  disown  the  responsibilities  for  such  happenings. 

Mr.  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  T  ampi ;  °By  whom  ? 

Mr.  c.  O.  Madhavan  :  I  would  just  refer  to  one  phase  oi' 
these  incidents.  What  is  it  that  we  find  here  V  Meetings  arc  held 
almost  every  day  in  the  Central  Station  mnidan,  large  crowds 
gather  there  and  most  violent  and  inflammatory  speeches  arc  made. 
And  the  people  who  hear  the  speeches  naturally  catch  the  spirit  of 
what  they  hear  and  march  along  the  main  road  doing  all  sorts  of 
violent  things.  Life  and  property  (have  become  insecure  in  the 
town.  Sir,  who  is  responsible  for  all  these  things  ? 

Mr.  Kochikkal  P,  Balakrishnan  Tampi  ;  Govern- 
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Mr.  c.  O.  Madhavan :  Yes,  Sir,  in  a  way  Government 
are  responsible,  because  up  till  now  Government  have  not  taken 
effective  action  against  those  responsible  for  these  happenings. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  :  Hear,  hear. 

Mr.  C.  O.  Madhavan  :  In  that  sense  I  agree  with  Mr.  Bala- 
krishnan  Tampi.  Sir,  I  have  been  hearing  speeches  in  this  House 
to  show  that  the  State  Congress  is  not  in  any  way  connected  with 
Youth  League  and  that  the  Youth  League  is  not  connected  with 
the  incidents  referred  to.  But  I  ask  one  question.  We  have  been 
hearing  of  Youth  League  meetings  that  are  held  all  over  the 
oonntry  . . . 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair ;  May  I  know 
whether  the  member  is  not  aware  of  the  meetings  of  the  National  ^ 
Congress  taking  place  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  Madhavan  :  Sir,  I  am  not  going  to  answer  that 
question.  To  proceed  with  what  I  was  saying  I  may  state  that 
Hie  persons  who  preside  and  speak  at  these  meetinings  are  the 
members  of  the  State  Congress. 

Mr.  Kottur  Kunjukrishna  Pillai :  Was  not  the  State 
Congress  engaged  in  forming  branches  of  the  Youth  League  in 
various  centres  of  the  country  ? 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair  =  Sir,  my  question 
was  not  answered.  I  want  to  know  whether  meetings  of  the 
NaLpnal  Congress  were  not  going  on  after  the  State  Congress 
meetings  were  banned  f 

Mr.  C  0.  Madhavan  :  Sir,  I  do  not  see  any  relevancy  in 
the  question  put  by  Mr.  Kesavan  Nair  to  the  point  I  am  at. 

Mr.  Nedumangad  R.  Kesavan  Nair :  There  is  ample 
relevancy. 

President  :  I  suppose  it  is  for  the  Chair  to  decide  the 
question  of  relevancy.  I  take  that  the  honourable  member,  the 
Chief  Secretary  is  saying  that  the  Youth  League  meetings  were  \/ 
really  presided  over  by  the  State  Congress  people  who  also  took 
active  part  in  those  meetings.  The  question  of  the  National  Con¬ 
gress  holding  meetings  is  irrelevant  here. 

Mr-  C.  O.  Madhavan  :  After  the  meetings  of  the  State 
Congress  were  prohibited  we  find  meeting  of  the  Youth  League 
being  held  all  over  the  country.  Most  of  these  meetings  are  being 
presded  over  by  the  State  Congress  people  and  they  are  also  ad- 
dressied  by  them. 

Mr.  Kochikkal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  is  it  not  be¬ 
cause  that  they  are  the  natural  leaders  of  the  people  ? 

Mr.  C’  0.  Madhavan  :  I  don’t  want  to  dispute  that.  It  is 
quite  open  to  Mr,  Thampi  to  assume  the  natural  leadership  of  the 
people. 

VoUXUNo.  8. 
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Mr.  R.  V  Thomas:  May  I  know  from  the  honourable 
member  whether  the  Youth  League  meetings  are  prohibited  ? 

Mr.  C.  o.  Madhavan  =  Sir,  the  question  is  irrelevant  to 
what  I  was  saying. 

Mr.  R.  Y.  Thomas:  May  I  know  how  my  question  is 
irrelevant  ? 

President  :  It  is  for  the  Chair  to  decide  the  question  of 
irrelevancy. 

Mr.  C.  0.  Madhavan  :  The  meetings  that  were  held  at 
the  Central  Station  maidan  were  also  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
State  Congress  though  not  openly.  The  inflammatory  speeches 
that  were  uttered  in  those  meetings  were  responsible  for  all  the  in¬ 
cidents  that  happened  on  that  particular  day. 

Mr.  Kochikal  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  :  Does  the 
honourable  member  know  that  he  is  only  paraphrasing  the  resolu¬ 
tion  before  the  House '? 

Mr.  C.  O.  Madhavan  :  This  clearly  shows  that  there  is  a 
very  close  connection  between  the  so-called  Youth  League  and  the 
State  Congress. 

President:  The  House  will  now  adjourn  sine  die. 

The  House  adjourned  sine  die  at  5.30  p.  m.

THE  TEAYANCOKE  HINDU  INHEEITANOE  (REMOVAL 
OE  DISABILITIES)  BILL. 

As  passed  by  the  Sri  Ghitra  State  Council. 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  to  amend  the  Hindu  Law  of  inheritance 
as  administered  in  Travancore  rela^ng  to  exclusion  from  inheritance  of 
certain  class  of  heirs  and  to  remove  certain  doubts  ;  It  is  hereby  enacted 
as  follows : — 

1.  This  Eegulation  may  be  called  the  Travancore  Hindu  Inheritance 
(Bemoval  of  Disabilities)  Eegulation,  1113. 

2.  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  Travancore. 

3.  It  shall  come  into  force  at  once. 

4.  Notwithstanding  any  rule  of  Hindu  Law  or  custom  to  the  con¬ 
trary,  no  person  governed  by  Hindu  Law  shall  be  excluded  from  in¬ 
heritance,  or  from  any  right  or  share  in  joint  family  property  by  reason 
only  of  a  disease,  deformity  or  physical  or  mental  defect. 

5.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Regulation  shall  affect  any  right  which 
has  accrued  or  any  liability  which  has  been  incurred  before  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  this  Eegulation  or  shall  be  deemed  to  confer  upon  any 
person  any  right  in  respect  of  any  religious  office  or  service  or  of  the 
management  of  any  religious  or  charitable  trust  which  he  would  not 
have  had  if  this  Eegulation  had  not  been  passed.

THE  TRAVANCORE  TRADE  DISPUTES  BILL, 

A  REGULATION  TO  MAKE  PROVISION  FOB  THE  INVESTIGATION  AND 
SETTLEMENT  OF  TRADE  DISPUTES,  AND  FOE  CERTAIN 
OTHER  PURPOSES, 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for  the  investigation  and 
settlement  ol  trade  disputes  and  for  certain  other  pur- 

Preamble.  poses  hereinafter  appearing  :  It  is  hereby  enacted  as 

follows :  — 

1.  (1)  This  Regulation  may  be  called  the  Travancore  Trade  Disputes 

Regulation. 

Short  title,  extent,  (2)  It  extents  to  Ihe  whole  of  Travancore.

(e)  “lock  out"  means  the  closing  of  a  place  of  employment,  or  the 
suspension  of  work,  or  the  refusal  by  an  employer  to  continue  to  employ 
any  number  of  persons  employed  by  him,  whore  such  closing,  suspension 
or  refusal  occurs  in  consequence  of  a  dispute  and  is  intended  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  compelling  those  persons,  or  of  aiding  another  employer  in  com¬ 
pelling  persons  employed  by  him,  to  accept  toms  or  conditions  of  or  affect¬ 
ing  employment. 

(f)  “prescribed”  means  prescribed  by  rules  made  nnder  this  Regu¬ 
lation  ; 

(g)  “Trade  Union”  means  any  trade  union  registered  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Travancore  Trade  Unions  Regulation; 

Ui)  “public  utility  service”  means— 

(5)  any  railway  or  other  transport  service  which  Our  Government 
may,  by  notification  in  Our  Government  Gazette,  declare  to 
be  a  public  utibty  service  for  the  purposes  of  tiiis  Regu¬ 
lation  ;  or 

(ii)  anyanchal,  postal,  telegraph  or  telephone  service  ;  or 
(ii'l)  any  industry,  business  or  undertaking  which  supplies  power, 
light  or  water  to  the  publio  ;  or 
(iv)  any  system  of  public  conservancy  or  sanitation ; 


(a) ‘‘railway  company”  includes  any  persona,  whether  incorporated 
or  not,  who  are  owners  or  lessees  oi  a  railway  or  parties  to  an  agreement  for 
workin'g  a  railway ; 

O')  “strike”  means  a  cessation  of  work  by  a  body  of  persona  em¬ 
ployed  in  any  trade  or  industry  acting  in  combination,  or  a  concerted  refusal 
or  a  refusal  under  a  common  ■  understanding,  of'  any  number  of  persons  who 
are  or  have  been  so  employed  to  continue  to  work  or  to  accept  employment; 

(k)  ‘‘trade  dispute”  moans  any  dispute  or  difference  between  em¬ 
ployers  and  workmen,  or  betweon  workmen  and  workmen,  which  is  con¬ 
nected  with  the.  employment  or  non-omploymont  or  the  terms  of  the 
employment,  or  with  the  conditions  of  labour,  of  any  person;  and 

( l )  “workman”,  means  any  person  employed  in  any  trade  or  in 
industry  to  do  any  skilled  or  unskilled  manual  or  clerical  work  for  hire  or 
reward,  notwithstanding  that  such  person  has  been  discharged  by  the  em¬ 
ployer  If  the  discharge  is  made  during  a  strike  or  during  a  dispute  that 
causes  a  strike  but  does  not  include  any  person  employed  in  Our  military 
service. 

Reference  of  Disputes  to  Courts  and  Boards. 

3,  If  any  trade  dispute  exists  or  is  apprehended,  Our  Government  or, 
Reference  of  die-  ’i  any  Officer  or  body  of  persons  is  proscribed  In  that 
pnten,  to  Courts  or  botnlf  by  Our  Government,  suoh  Officer  or  body  of 
Boards.  persons  may,  by  order  in  writing —

■  Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  law  regulating 
labour  In  factories  ;  It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  :  —

CHAPTER  I. 

Preliminary. 

Short  title,  extent  1.  (1)  This  Regulation  may  be  called  the  Travanoon 

and  commencement.  Factories  Regulation,  1114.

Definition.  2.  In  this  Regulation,  unless  there  is  anything  re¬

(.h)  for  pumping  oil,  water  or  sewage,  or

manager  of  the  factory  an  order  in  writing,  directing  that  mechanical  or 
other  devices  for  preventing  such  generation  or  inhalation  shall  bo  provided 
before  a  specified  date,  and  shall  thereafter  be  maintained  in  good  order  and 
used  throughout  working  hours.

(3)  If  it  appears  to  the  Inspector  that  the  water  used.  in  factory  for 
increasing  humidity  which  is  required  to  be  effectively  purified  under  sub¬ 
section  (2)  is  not  effectively  purified,  he  may  serve  on  the  manager  of  the 
faotory  an  order  in  writing  specifying  the  raeaures  which  in  his  opinion 
should  bo  adopted,  and  requiring  thorn  to  be  oarried  out  before  a  specified 
date.

CHAPTER  IV. 

Restrictions  on  working  hours  of  adults. 

34,  No  adult  worker  shall  be  allowed  to  work  in  a  factory  for  more  than 

fifty-four  hours  in  any  week,  or,  where  the  factory  is  a 
Weekly  hour*,  seasonal  one,  for  more  than  sixty  hours  in  a  week  : 

Provided  that  an  adult  worker  in  a  non-seasonal  factory  engaged  In 
work  which  for  technical  reasons 'must  be  continuous  throughout  the  day 
may  work  for  fifty -six  hours  in  any  week. 

35.  (1)  No  adult  worker  shall  be  allowed  to  work  in  a  factory  on  a 
Weekly  holiday.  Sunday  unless— 

(а)  he  has  had  or  will  have  a  holiday  for  a  whole  day  on  one  of  the 
three  days  immediately  before  or  after  that  Sunday  ;  and 

(б)  the  manager  of  the  faotoyy  has,  before  that  Sunday  or  the  substi¬ 
tuted  day,  whichever  is  earlier:  — 

(i)  delivered  a  notice  to  the  office  of  the  Inspector  of  his  Intention 
to  require  the  worker  to  work  on  the  Sunday  and  of  the  day 
which  is  to  be  substituted,  and 
(ii)  displayed  a  notice  to  that  effect  in  the  factory  : 

Provided  that  no  substitution  shall  be  made  which  will  ?result  Sn  any 
worker  working  for  more  than  10  days  consecutively  without  a  holiday  for 
a  whole  day. 

(2)  Notices  given  under  sub-section  (1)  may  be  cancelled  by  o  notice 
delivered  to  the  office  of  the  Inspector  and  a  notice  displayed  in  the  factory 
not  later  than  the  day  before  the  Sunday  or  the  holiday  to  be  cancelled, 
whichever  is  earlier. 

(3)  Where,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sub-seotlon  (1),  any 
worker  works  on  a  Sunday  and  has  had  a  holiday  on  one  of  the  three  days 
immediately  before  it,  that  Sunday  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  his 
weekly  hours  of  work,  be  included  in  the  preceding  week. 

36.  No  adult  worker  shall  be  allowed  to  work  in  a 
Daily  hours,  factory  for  more  than  ten  hours  in  any  day  : 
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Provided  that  a  male  adult  worker  in  a  seasonal  factory  may  work  for 
eleven  hours  in  any  day. 

Intervals  for  rest.  87.  The  periods  of  work  of  adult  workers  in  a  factory 
during  each  day  shall  be  fixed  either— 

(a)  so  that  no  period  shall  exceed  six  hours,  and  so  that  no  worker 
shall  work  for  more  than  six  hours  before  he  has  had  an  interval 
for  rest  of  at  least  one  hour  ;  or 

(b)  so  that  no  period  shall  oxcood  five  hours  nndso  that  no  worker  shall 

work  for  more  than  fivo  hours  before  ho  has  had  an  interval  for  rest 
of  at  least  half  an  hour,  or  for  more  than  eight  and  a  half  before 
he  has  had  at  least  two  such  intervals. 

38.  The  period  of  work  of  an  adult  worker  in  a  factory  shall  be  so  ar¬ 

ranged  that,  along  with  his  intervals  for  rest  under  Section 

Spread  over.  37,  they  shall  not  spread  over  more  than  thirteen  hours 
in  any  day,  save  with  the  permission  of  Our  Government 
and  subject  (o  such  conditions  as  they  may  impose,  either  generally  or  in 
the  case  of  any  particular  factory.

(2)  The  periods  shown  in  the  Notioe  required  by  sub-section  (1)  shall 
be  fixed  beforehand  in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions  of  the 
section  and  shall  be  snoh  that  workers  working  for  those  periods  would  not 
be  working  in  contravention  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  Sections  34,  35, 
36,  37  and  38. 

(3)  Where  all  the  adult  workers  In  a  factory  are  requited  to  work 
within  the  same  periods,  the  manager  of  the  factory  shall  fix  those  periods 
for  suoh  workers  generally. 

(4)  Where  all  the  adult  workers  in  a  factory  are  not  required  to  work 
within  the  same  periods,  the  manager  of  the  factory  shall  classify  them  into 
groups  according  to  the  nature  of  their  work . 

(5)  For  each  group  wh'ch  is  not  required  to  work  on  a  system  of  shifts, 
the  manager  of  the  factory  shall  fix  the  periods  within  which  the  group  may 
be  required  to  work. 

(6)  Where  any  group  is  required  to  work  on  a  system  of  shifts  an d  the 
relays  are  not  subjeot  to  prs-determined  periodical  changes  of  shift,  the 
manager  of  the  factory  shall  fix  the  periods  within  which  each  relay  of  the 
group  may  be  required  to  work. 

(71  Where  any  group  is  to  work  on  a  system  of  shifts.  and  the  relays 
are  to  be  subjeot  to  pre-determined  periodical  changes  of  shifts,  the  manager 
of  the  factory  shall  draw  up  a  scheme  of  shifts  whereunder  the  periods  with¬ 
in  which  any  relay  of  the  group  may  be  required  to  work  and  the  relay 
which  will  be  working  at  any  time  of  the  day  shall  be  known  for  any  day* 

(8)  Our  Government  may  make  rules  prescribihg.forms  for  the  Notice 
of  Periods  for  work  for  adults  and  the  moaner  in  which  It  shall  be  main¬ 
tained, 
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40.  (1)  A  copy  oi  the  Notice  referred  to  in  sub-section  (1)  of  Section  39

Provided  that,  if  the  Inspector  is  •  of  opinion  that  any  muster  roll  or 
register  maintained  as  part  of  the  routine  of  a  factory  gives  in  respect  of 
any  or  all  of  the  workers  in  the  factory,  the  particulars  required  under  this 
Section,  he  may,  by  order  in  writing,  direct  that  such  muster  roll  or  regis¬ 
ter  shall  to  the  corresponding  extent  be  maintained  in  place  of  and  be 
treated  as  the  Register  of  Adult  Workers  in  that  factory  ;

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  law  relating 
to  Trading  Companies  and  other  Associations;  It 
Preamble.  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows:—' 

PART  I. 

Pbeliminary. 

1.  (1)  This  Regulation  may  be  called  The  Travancore  Companies 
Regulation,  11—” 

(2)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  Our 
Short  title,  com-  Government  may  by  notification  in  Our  Government 
menceroont  and  ox-  G-azette  appoint  in  that  behalf. 

(3)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  Travancore. 

2.  (1)  In  this  Regulation,  unless  there  is  any- 

Delinitious.  thing  repugnant  in  the  subject  or  context, — 

(i)  ‘Articles’  means,  the  articles  of  association  of  a  company  as 
originally  framed  or  as  altered  by  special  resolution  including  so  far  as 
they  apply  to  the  company  to  the  regulations  contained,  (as  the  case  may 
be)  in  Table  A  in  the  First  Schedule  annexed  to  the  Travancore  Com¬ 
panies  Regulation  I  of  1063  or  in  Table  A  in  the  First  Schedule  annexed 
to  the  Travancore  Companies  Regulation  I  of  1092  or  in  Table  A  in  the 
First  Schedule  annexed  to  this  Regulation ; 

(ii)  ‘Company’  means  a  company  formed  and  registered  under 
this  Regulation  or  an  existing  company  ; 

(iii)  ‘Debenture’  includes  debenture  stock  ; 

(iv)  ‘Director’  includes  any  person  occupying  the  position  of  a 
director  by  whatever  name  called ; 

(v)  ‘District  Court'  means  the  principal  civil  court  of  original 
jurisdiction  in  a  district ; 

(vi)  ‘Existing  company’  means  a  company  formed  and  regis¬ 
tered  under  the  Travancore  Companies  Regulation,  I  of  1063,  or  under 
the  Travancore  Companies  Regulation,  I  of  1092  ; 

(viil  ‘Insurance  company’means  a  company  that  carries  on  the 
business  of  insurance  either  solely  or  in  common  with  any  other 
business  or  businesses ; 

(viii)  ‘Manager’  means  a  person  who,  subject  to  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  directors,  has  the  ruanagsment  of  the  whole  affairs  of  a 
company,  and  includes  a  director  or  any  other  person  occupying  the 
position  of  a  manager  by  whatever  name  called  and  whether  under  a 
contract  of  service  or  not ; 
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(ix)  ‘Managing  Agent’  means  a  person,  firm  or  company  en¬ 
titled  to  the  management  of  the  whole  affairs  of  a  company  by  virtue 
of  an  agreement  with  the  company,  and  under  the  control  and  direction 
of  the  directors  except  to  the  extent,  if  any,  otherwise  provided  for  in 
the  agreement,  and  includes  any  person,  firm  or  company  occupying 
such  position  by  whatever  name  called  : 

Explanation:  If  a  person  occupying  the  position  of  a  managing 
agent  calls  himself  a  manager  he  shall  nevertheless  be  regarded  as 
managing  agent  and  not  as  manager  for  the  purposes  of  this  Re¬ 
gulation  ; 

(x)  ‘Memorandum’  means  the  memorandum  of  association  of  a 
company  as  originally  framed  or  as  altered  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Regulation ; 

(xi)  ‘Officer’,  includes  any  director,  manager,  managing  agent 
or  secretary  but,  save  in  Sections  291,  292  and  293,  does  not  include 
an  auditor ; 

txii)  ‘Prescribed’  means,  as  respects  the  provisions  of  this  Re¬ 
gulation  relating  to  the  winding  up  of  companies,  prescribed  by  Rules 
made  by  Our  High  Court,  and  as  respects  the  other  provisions  of  this 
Regulation,  prescribed  by  Our  Government ; 

(xiij)  ‘Private  Company’  means  a  company  which  by  its 
articles-- 

(a)  restricts  the  right  to  transfer  the  shares,  if  any ; 

(b)  limits  the  number  of  its  members  to  fifty  not  including  per¬ 
sons  who  are  in  the  employment  of  the  company ; 

(c)  prohibits  any  invitation  to  the  public  to  subscribe  for  the 

shares,  if  any,  or  debentures  of  the  company  : 

Provided  that  where  two  or  more  persons  hold  one  or  more  shares 
in  a  company  jointly  they  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  definition,  be 
treated  as  a  single  member  ; 

(xiv)  ‘Public  Company’  means  a  company  incorporated  under 
this  Regulation  or  under  the  Travancore  Companies  Regulation,  I  of 
1092  or  under  the  Travancore  Companies  Regulation,  1  of  1063,  which 
is  not  a  private  Company  ; 

(xv)  ‘Prospectus’  means  any  prospectus,  notice,  oiroular,  ad¬ 
vertisement  or  other  invitation,  offering  to  the  public  for  subscription 
or  purchase  any  shares  or  debentures  of  a  company,  but  shall  not  in¬ 
clude  any  trade  advertisement  which  shows  on  the  face  of  it  that  a 
formal  prospectus  ha6  been  prepared  and  filed ; 

(xvi)  ‘The  Registrar’  means  the  officer  performing  under  this 
Regulation  the  duty  of  registration  of  companies  ;  and 

(xvii)  ‘Share’  means  share  in  the  share  capital  of  the  company, 
and  includes  stock  exeept  when  a  distinction  between  stock  and  shares 
is  expressed  or  implied. 

(-2)  where  the  assets  of  a  company  sonsist  in  whole  or  in  part  of 
shares  in  another  company,  whether  held  directly  or  through  a  nominee 
and  whether  that  other  company  is  a  company  within  the  meaning  of 
his  Regulation  or  not,  and 


(a)  the  amount  of  the  shares  so  held  is  at  the  time  when  the  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  holding  company  are  made  up  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of 
the  issued  share  capital  of  that  other  company  or  such  as  to  entitle  the 
company  to  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  voting  power  in  that  other 
company,  or 

(b)  the  company  has  power  (not  being  power  vested  in  it  by 
virtue  only  of  the  provisions  of  a  debenture  trust  deed  or  by  virtue  of 
shares  issued  to  it  for  the  purpose  in  pursuance  of  those  provisions 
directly  or  indirectly  to  appoint  the  majority  of  the  directors  of  that 
other  company, 

that  other  company  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  subsidiary  company 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Regulation,  and  the  expression  ‘  subsidiary 
company’  in  this  Regulation  means  a  company  in  the  case  of  which 
the  conditions  of  this  sub-section  are  satisfied  and  includes  a  subsidiary 
company  of  such  company  : 

Provided  that  where  a  company  the  ordinary  business  of  which  in¬ 
cludes  the  lending  of  money  holds  shares  in  another  company  as  security 
only,  no  account  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  under  this 
section  whether  that  other  company  is  a  subsidiary  company,  be  taken 
of  the  shares  so  held.

(2)  Any  company  which  makes  default  in  complying  with  the 
requirements  of  this  section  and  every  officer  of  the  company  who  is 
knowingly  a  party  to  the  default  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  rupees. 

Meetings  and  Proceedings.

eighteen  months  from  the  date  of  its  incorporation 
Annual  general  and  thereafter  once  at  least  in  every  calendar  year

(2)  If  default  is  made  in  holding  a  meeting  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  company  and  every  director  or  mana¬ 
ger  of  the  company  who  is  knowingly  and  wilfully  a  party  to  the  default 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  rupees. 

(3)  If  default  is  made  as  aforesaid  the  Court  may,  on  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  any  member  of  the  company,  call  or  direct  the  calling  of  a 
general  meeting  of  the  company. 

82.  (1)  Every  company  limited  by  shares  and  every  company 

'limited  by  guarantee  and  having  a  share  capital  shall 
Statutory  meeting  within  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more 
of  the  oorapany.  than  six  months  from  the  date  at  which  the  company 
is  entitled  to  commence  business,  hold  a  general 
meeting  of  the  members  of  the  company,  which  shall  be  called  a 
statutory  meeting.

(3)  The  statutory  report  shall  be  sworn  to  and  certified  by  not 
less  than  two  directors  of  the  company  or  by  the  chairman  of  the  direc¬ 
tors  if  authorised  in  this  behalf  by  the  directors  before  a  Magistrate 
and  shall  state— 

(а)  the  total  number  of  shares  allotted,  distinguishing  shares 
allotted  as  fully  or  partly  paid  up  otherwise  than  in  cash,  and  stating  in 
the  case  of  shares  partly  paid  up  the  extent  to  which  they  are  so  paid 
up,  and  in  either  case  the  consideration  for  which  they  have  been 
allotted ; 

(б)  the  total  amount  of  cash  received  by  the  company  in  respect 
of  all  the  shares  allotted,  distinguished  as  aforesaid  ; 

(c)  an  abstract  of  the  receipts  of  the  company  and  of  the  pay¬ 
ments  made  thereout  up  to  a  date  within  seven  days  of  the  date  of  the 
report  exhibiting  under  distinctive  headings  the  receipts  of  the  com¬ 
pany  from  shares  and  debentures  and  other  sources,  the  payments 
made  thereout,  and  particulars  concerning  the  balance  remaining  in 
hand,  and  an  account  or  estimate  of  the  preliminary  expenses  of  the 
company  showing  separately  any  commission  or  discount  paid  on  the 
issue  or  sale  of  shares  ; 

(d)  the  names,  addresses  and  descriptions  of  the  direotois, 
auditors,  managing  agents  and  managers,  if  any,  and  secretary  of  the 
company  and  the  changes,  if  any,  which  have  occurred  since  the  date 
of  the  incorporation ; 

(e)  the  particulars  of  any  contract,  the  modification  of  which  is 
to  be  submitted  to  the  meeting  for  its  approval,  together  with  the 
particulars  of  the  modification  or  proposed  modification  ;

(A)  the  particulars  of  any  commission  or  brokerage  paid  or  to  be 
paid  in  connection  with  the  issue  or  sale  of  shares  to  any  director, 
managing  agent  or  manager  or  a  partner  of  the  managing  agent  if  the 
managing  agent  is  a  firm  or  if  the  managing  agent  is  a  private  com¬ 
pany  a  director  thereof. 

(4)  The  statutory  report  shall,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  shares 
allotted  by  the  company,  and  to  the  cash  received  in  respect  of  such 
shares  and  to  the  receipts  and  payments  of  the  company,  be  certified  as 
correct  by  the  auditors  of  the  company. 

(5)  The  directors  shall  cause  a  copy  of  thfe  statutory  report 
sworn  to  and  certified  as  required  by  this  section  to  be  delivered  to  the 
Registrar  for  registration  forthwith  after  the  sending  thereof  to  the 
members  of  the  company.

trar  a  prospectus  or  a  statement  in  lieu  of  prospectus  in  tile  form  and 
containing  the  particulars  set  out  in  the  form  marked  II  in  the  Second 
Schedule. 

(2)  If  default  is  made  in  complying  with  sub-section  (1)  of  this 
section,  the  company  and  every  officer  of  the  company  who  is  know¬ 
ingly  and.  wilfully  in  default  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  rupees.

Provided  that  the  Court,  on  being  satisfied  that  the  failure  to 
comply  with  the  conditions  was  accidental  or  due  to  inadvertence  or  to. 
some  other  sufficient  cause,  or  that  on  other  grounds  it  is  just  and 
equitable  to  grant  relief,  may,  on  the  application  of  the  company  or  any 
other  person  interested  and  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  seem  to 
the  Court  just  and  expedient,  order  that  the  company  be  relieved  from 
such  consequences  as  aforesaid. 

PART  V. 

Winding  up. 

Preliminary, 

196.  (1)  The  winding  up  of  a  company  may  be  either — 

Mode  of  winding 

up. 

(i)  by  the  Court ;  or 

(ii)  voluntary ;  or 

(iii)  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Court. 


(2)  The  provisions  of  this  Regulation  with  respect  to  winding  up 
apply,  unless  the  contrary  appears,  to  the  winding  up  of  a  company  in 
any  of  these  modes.

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(ii)  all  the  provisions  of  this  Regulation  shall  apply  to  the 
cempany  and  the  members,  contributories  and  creditors  thereof  in  the 
same  manner  in  all  respects  as  if  it  hacl  been  formed  under  this  Regu¬ 
lation,  subject  as  follows  (that  is  to  say)  :  — 

O)  the  regulations  in  Table  A  in  the  First  Schedule  shall  not 
apply  unless  adopted  by  special  resolution 

(t)  the  provisions  of  this  Regulation  relating  to  tile  numbering 
of  shares  shall  not  apply  to  any  joint  stock  company  whose  shares  are 
cot  numbered  ; 

(c)  subject  to  the  provisory  of  this  section,  the  company  shall 
not  have  power  to  alter  any  provision  contained  in  any  Regulation  or 
Proclamation  relating  to  the  company; 

(d)  in  the  event  of  thecompany  being  wound  up,  every  person 
shall  be  a  contributory,  in  respect  of  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the 
company  contracted  before  registration,  who  is  liable  to  pay  or  contri¬ 
bute  to  the  payment  of  any  debt  or  liability  of  the  company  contracted 
before  registration,  or  to  pay  or  contribute  to  the  payment  of  any  sum 
for  the  adjustment  of  the  rights  of  the  members  among  themselves  in 
respect  of  any  such  debt  or  liability  or  to  pay  or  contribute  to  the 
payment  of  the  costs  and  expenses  of  winding  up  the  company,  so  far 
as  relates  to  such  debts  or  liabilities  as  aforesaid  and  every  contributory 
shall  be  liable  to  contribute  to  the  assets  of  the  company,  in  the  course 
of  the  winding  up,  all  sums  due  from  him  in  respect  of  any  such  liabi¬ 
lity  as  aforesaid  ;  and  in  the  event  of  the  death  or  insolvency  of  any 
contributory,  the  provision  of  this  Regulation  with  respect  to  the  legal 
representatives  and  heirs  of  deceased  contributories,  and  with  reference 
te  the  assignees  of  insolvent  contributories  shall  apply;

shall  apply  notwithstanding  any  provisions  contained  in  any 
Regulation  or  Proclamation,  deed  of  settlement,  contract  of  co¬ 
partnery,  or  other  instrument  constituting  or  regulating  the  company; 

(iv)  nothing  in  this  section  shall  authorise  the  company  to 
alter  any  such  provisions  contained  in  any  deed  of  settlement,  contract 
of  co-partnery  or  other  instrument  constituting  or  regulating  the  com¬ 
pany,  as  would,  if  the  company  had  originally  been  formed  under  this 
Regulation,  have  been  required  to  be  contained  in  the  memorandum 
and  are  not  authorised  to  be  altered  by  this  Regulation  ; 

(v)  nothing  in  this  Regulation  shall  derogate  from  any  lawful

Winding  tjp  of  Unregistered  Companies 

328.  Tor  the  purpose  of  this  Part,  the  expression  ‘’unregistered 

company”  shall  not  include  a  Railway  Company, 
Meaning  of ‘mire,  nor  a  company  registered  under  the'  Travancore 
gioterucl  company."  Companies  Regulations  I  of  1063  ana  I  of  1092  or 
under  this  Regulation,  but  save  as  aforesaid,  shall 
include  any  partnership,  association  or  company  consisting  of  more  than 
seven  members. 

329.  (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Part,  any  unregistered 

company  may  he  wound  up  under  this  Regulation 
Winding  up  u£  and  all  the  provisions  of  this  Regulation  with  respect 
unregistered  wm-  to  winding-up  shall  apply  to  an  unregistered  com- 
pames’  pany,  with  the  following  exceptions  and  additions  ; — 

(i)  an  unregistered  company  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  determin¬ 
ing  the  court  having  jurisdiction  in  the  matter  of  the  winding-up.  be 
deemed  to  be  registered  in  the  place  where  its  principal  place  of  busi¬ 
ness  is  situate; 

(ii)  no  unregistered  company  shall  be  wound  up  under  this 
Regulation  voluntarily  or  subject  to  supervision  ; 

(iii)  ihe  circumstances  in  which  an  unregistered  company  may 
be  wound  up  are  as  follows  (that  is  to  say)  : — 

(a)  if  the  company  is  dissolved,  or  lias  ceased  to  carry  on  busi¬ 
ness  or  is  carrying  on  business  only  for  the  purpose  of  winding  up  it* 
aflairs ; 

(b)  if  the  company  is  unable  to  pay  its  debts ; 

( o )  if  the  Court  is  of  opinion  that  it  is  just  land  equitable  that 
the  company  should  be  wound  up  ; 

(iv)  an  unregistered  company  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Regulation  be  deemed  to  be  unable  to  pay  its  debts — 

(а)  if  a  creditor,  by  assignment  or  otherwise,  to  whom  the  com¬ 
pany  is  indebted  in  a  sum  exceeding  five  hundred  rupees  then  due,  baa 
served  on  Ihe  company,  by  leaving  at  its  principal  place  of  business,  or 
by  delivering  to  the  secretary,  or  some  director,  manager  or  principal 
officer  of  the  company,  or  by  otherwise  serving  in  such  manner  as  the 
Court  may  approve  or  direct,  a  demand  under  his  hand  requiring  the 
company  to  pay  the  sum  so  due,  and  the  company  has  for  three  weeks 
after  the  service  of  the  demand  neglected  to  pay  the  sum,  or  to  secure 
or  compound  for  it  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  creditor ; 

(б)  if  any  suit  or  other  legal  proceeding  has  been  instituted 
against  any  member  for  any  debt  or  demand  due  or  claimed  to  be  due, 
from  the  company  or  from  him  in  his  character  of  member,  and  notice 
in  writing  of  the  institution  of  the  suit  or  other  legal  proceeding  having 
been  served  on  the  company  by  leaving  the  same  at  its  principal  place 
of  business  or  by  delivering  it  to  the  secretary,  or  some  director,  mana¬ 
ger  or  principal  officer  of  the  company  or  by  otherwise  serving  the  same 
in  such  manner  as  the  Coart  may  approve  or  direct,  the  company  has 


iiot  within  ten  days  after  service  of  the'  notice  paid,  secured  or  com¬ 
pounded  for  the  debt,  or  demand,  or  procured  the  suit  or  other  legal 
proceeding  to  be  stayed,  or  indemnified  the  defendant  to  his  reasonable 
satisfaction  against  the  suit  or  other  legal  proceeding,  and  against  all 
costs,  damages  and  expenses  to  be  incurred  by  him  by  reason  of  the 
same ; 

(c)  if  execution  or  other  process  issued  on  a  decree  or  order  ob¬ 
tained  in  any  Court  in  favour  of  a  creditor  against  the  company,  or  any 
member  thereof  as  such  or  any  person  authorised  to  be  sued  as  nominal 
defendant  on  behalf  of  the  company,  is  returned  unsatisfied  ;  and 

(U)  if  it  is  otherwise  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court  that 
the  company  is  unable  to  pay  its  debts. 

(2)  Nothing  in’  this  part  shall,  affect  the  operation  of  any  enact¬ 
ment  which  provides  for  any  partnership,  association  or  company  being 
wound  up  or  being  wound  up  as  a  company  or  as  an  unregistered  com¬ 
pany,  under  any  enactment  repealed  by  this  Regulation  except  that 
references  in  any  such  first-mentioned  enactment  to  any  such  repealed

(а)  a  certified  copy  of  the  charter,  statutes  or  memorandum  and 
articles  of  the  company,  or  other  instrument  constituting  or  defining 
the  constitution  of  the  company,  and,  if  the  instrument  is  not  written 
in  the  English  language  or  in  any  of  the  vernacular  languages  of  Ira 
vancore,  a  certified  translation  thereof  ; 

(б)  the  full  address  of  the  registered  or  principal  office  ot  tty- 
company  ; 


(c)  a  list  of  the  directors  and  managers  (if  any)  of  the  company ; 

(d)  the  names  and  addresses  of  some  one  or  more  persons  resi. 
dent  in  Travancore  authorised  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  company  ser¬ 
vice  of  process  and  any  notices  required  to  be  served  on  the  company ; 

(e)  the  fall  address  of  that  office  of  the  company  ;n  Travancore 
wh;ch  is  to  be  deemed  the  principal  place  of  business  in  Travancore  of 
the  company  ; 

and  in  the  event  of  any  alteration  being  made  in  any  such 
instrument  or  in  any  such  address  or  in  the  directors  or  managers  or  in 
the  names  or  addresses  of  any  such  persons  as  the  address  of  the  office  of 
its  principal  place  of  business  aforesaid,  the  company  shall,  within 
the  prescribed  time,  file  with  the  Begistrar  a  notice  of  the  alteration.

(6)  conspicuously  exhibit  on  every  place  where  it  carries  on  busi¬ 
ness  in  Travancore  the  name  of  the  company  and  the  country  in  which 
the  company  is  incorporated  in  letters  easily  legible  in  English  ohara- 
cters,  and  also  in  the  characters  of  one  of  the  vernacular  languages 
used  in  that  place  ;  and 

(c)  have  the  name  of  the  company  and  of  th°  country  in  which 
the  company  is  incorporated  mentioned  in  legible  English  characters  in 
all  bill-heads  and  letter  paper,  and  in  all  notices,  advertisements  and 
other  official  publications  of  the  company. 
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(5)  Every  company  to  which  this  section  applies  shall  if  the 
liability  of  the  members  of  the  company  is  limited  cause  notice  of  that 
fact  to  be  stated  in  legible  characters  in  every  prospectus  inviting  sub¬ 
scriptions  for  its  shares,  and  in  all  bill-heads  and  letter  paper  notices, 
advertisements  and  other  official  publications  of  the  company  in  Travan- 
core  and  to  be  affixed  on  every  place  where  it  carries  on  business. 

(6)  If  any  company  to  which  this  section  applies  fails  to  comply

(i)  before  the  issue,  circulation  or  distribution  of  the  prospectus 
in  Travancore  a  copy  thereof,  certified  by  the  chairman  and  two  other 
directors  of  the  company  as  having  been  approved  by  resolution  of  the 
managing  body  has  been  delivered  for  registration  to  the  Registrar; 

(ii)  the  prospectus  states  on  the  face  of  it  that  the  copy  has 
been  so  delivered  ; 

(iii)  the  prospectus  is  dated  ;  and 

(It)  the  prospectus  otherwise  complies  with  this  Part ;  or 

( b )  to  issue  to  any  person  in  Travancore  a  form  of  application  for 
shares  in  cr  debentures  of  such  a  company  or  intended  company  as 
aforesaid,  unless  the  form  is  issued  with  a  prospectus  which  complies 
with  this  Part : 

Provided  that  this  provision  shall  not  apply  if  it  is  shown  that  the 
form  of  application  was  issued  in  connection  with  a  bona  fide  invitation 
to  a  person  to  enter  into  an  under-writing  agreement  with  respect  to  the 
shares  or  debentures. 


(2)  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  issue  to  existing  mem- 
bers  or  debenture-holders  of  a  company  of  a  prospectus  or  form  of 
applications  relating  to  shares  in  or  debentures  of  the  company,  whether 
an  applicant  for  shares  or  debentures  will  or  will  not  have  the  right  to 
renounce  in  favour  of  other  persons,  but,  subject  as  aforesaid,  this 
section  shall  apply  to  a  prospectus  or  form  of  application  whether  issued 
on  or  with  reference  to  the  formation  of  u  company  or  subsequently.

to  be,  for  the  purposes  of  this  section,  a  prospectus  issued  by  the  com¬ 
pany.

other  instruments,  and  securities  whether  transferable  or  negotiable  oi 
not ;  the  granting  and  issuing  of  letters  of  credit,  travellers’  cheques  and 
circular  notes ;  the  buying,  selling  and  dealing  in  bullion  and  specie,  the 
buying  and  selling  of  foreign  exchange  including  foreign  bank  notes,  the 
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acquiring,  holding,  issuing  on  commission,  under-writing  and  dealing 
in  stock,  funds,  shares,  debentures,  debenture  stock,  bonds,  obliga¬ 
tions,  securities,  and  investments  of  all  kinds  ;  the  purchasing  and  sel¬ 
ling  of  bonds,  scrips  or  other  forms  of  securities  on  behalf  of  consti¬ 
tuents  or  others,  the  negotiating  of  loans  and  advances,  the  receiving 
of  all  kinds  of  bonds,  scrips  or  valuables  on  deposit,  or  for  safe  custody 
or  otherwise  ;  the  collecting  and  transmitting  of  money  and  securities ; 

(2)  acting  as  agents  for  Governments  or  local  authorities  or 
for  any  other  person  or  persons  ;  the  carrying  on  of  an  agency  business 
of  any  description  other  than  the  business  of  a  managing  agent  of  a 
company  not  being  a  banking  company  including  the  power  to  act  as 
attorneys  and  to  give  discharges  and  receipts  ; 

(3)  contracting  for  public  and  private  loans  and  negotiating 
and  issuing  the  same ; 

(4)  the  promoting,  effecting,  insuring,  guaranteeing,  under¬ 
writing,  participating  in  managing  and  carrying  out  of  any  issue, 
public  or  private,  of  State,  municipal  or  other  loans  or  of  shares,  stock, 
debentures,  or  debenture  stock  of  any  company,  corporation  or  asso¬ 
ciation  and  the  lending  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  any  such  issue; 

(5)  carrying  on  and  transacting  every  kind  of  guarantee  and 
indemnity  business; 

(6)  promoting  or  financing  or  assisting  in  promoting  or  finan¬ 
cing  any  business  undertaking  or  industry,  either  existing  or  new,  and 
developing  or  forming  the  same  either  through  the  instrumentality  of 
syndicates  or  otherwise  ; 

(7)  acquisition  by  purchase,  lease,  exchange,  hire  or  otherwise 
of  any  property  immovable  or  movable  and  any  rights  or  privileges

jects  or  for  any  exhibition  or  for  any  public,  general  or  useful  object ; 

(14)  the  acquisition,  construction,  maintenance  and  alteration 
of  any  building  or  works  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  purposes  of 
the  company ; 

(15)  selling,  improving,  managing,  'developing,  exchanging, 
leasing,  mortgaging,  disposing  of  or  turning  into  account  or  otherwise 
dealing  with  all  or  any  part  of  the  property  and  rights  of  the  com¬ 
pany; 

(16)  acquiring  and  undertaking  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
business  of  any  person  or  company,  when  such  business  is'of  a  nature 
enumerated  or  described  in  this  section  ;

LIMITED  BY  SHARES. 

Preliminary. 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires  ex¬ 
pressions  defined  in  the  Travancore  Companies  Regulation,  1114,  or 
any  statutory  modification  thereof  in  force  at  the  date  at  which  these 
regulations  become  binding  on  the  company,  shall  have  the  meanings 
so  defined  ;  and  words  importing  the  singular  shall  include  the  plural 
and  vice  versa,  and  words  importing  the  masculine  gender  shall  include 
females,  and  words  importing  persons  shall  include  bodies  corporate. 

Business. 

2.  The  directors  shall  have  regard  to  the  restrictions  on  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  business  imposed  by  Section  133  of  the  Travancore  Com¬ 
panies  Regulation,  1114,  if,  and  so  far  as,  those  restrictions  a, re  binding 
upon  the  company. 

Shares. 

3.  Subject  to  the  provisions,  if  any,  in  that  behalf  of  the  memo¬ 
randum  of  association  of  the  company,  and  without  prejudice  to  any 
special  rights  previously  conferred  on  the  holders  of  existing  shares  in 
the  company,  any  share  in  the  company  may  be  issued  with  such 
preferred,  deferred  or  other  special  rights,  or  such  restrictions,  whether 
in  regard  to  dividend,  voting,  return  of  share  capital,  or  otherwise,  as 
the  company  may  from  time  to  time  by  special  resolution  determine, 
and  any  preference  share  may  with  the  sanction  of  a  special  resolution 
be  issued  on  the  terms  that  it  is  or  at  the  option  of  the  company  is 
liable  to  be  redeemed. 

4.  If  at  any  time  the  share  capital  is  divided  into  different  classes

5.  No  shale  shall  be  offered  to  the  public  for  subscription  except 
upon  the  terms  that  the  amount  payable  on  application  shall  be  a  t 
least  five  per  cent,  of  the  nominal  amount  of  the  share  ;  and  the  direct¬ 
ors  shall,  as  regards  any  allotment  of  shares,  duly  comply  with  such 
of  the  provisions  of  Sections  131  and  134  and  of  the  Travancore 
Companies  Regulation,  1114  as  may  be  applicable  thereto. 

6.  Every  person  whose  name  is  entered  as  a  member  in  the  register 
of  members  shall,  without  payment,  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  under 
the  common  seal  of  the  company  specifying  the  share  or  shar  s  held  by 

.  him  and  the  amount  paid  up  thereon:  Provided  that  in  respect  of  a 
share  or  shares  held  jointly  by  several  persons  the  company  shall  not  be 
bound  to  issue  more  than  one  certificate,  and  delivery  of  a  certificate 
for  share  to  one  of  several  joint-holders  shall  be  sufficient  delivery 
to  all.

12.  The  directors  may  from  time  to  time  make  calls  upon  the

34.  Such  of  the  regulations  of  the  company  (other  than  those  relat¬ 
ing  to  share-warrants),  as  are  applicable  to  paid-up  shares  apply  to 
stock,  and  the  words  “share”  and  “share-holder”  therein  shall  include 
“stock”  and  “stock-holder”. 

Share-warrants. 

35.  The  company  may  issue  share-warrants  and  accordingly  the 
directors  may  in  their  discretion,  with  respect  to  any  share  which  is 
fully  paid  up,  on  application  in  writing  signed  by  the  person  registered 
as  holder  of  the  share,  and  authenticated  by  such  evidence  (if  any)  as 
the  directors  may  from  time  to  time  require  as  to  the  identity  of  the 
person  sighing  the  request,  and  on  receiving  the  certificate  (if  any) 
of  the  share,  and  the  amount  of  the  stamp  duty  on  the  warrant  and 
such  fee  as  the  directors  may  from  time  to  time  require,  issue  under 
the  company’s  seal  a  warrant,  duly  stamped,  stating  that  the  bearer  of 
the  warrant  is  entitled  to  the  shares  therein  specified,  and  may  provide 
by  coupons  or  otherwise  for  the  payment  of  dividends,  or  other  moneys 
on  the  shares  included  in  the  warrant. 

36.  A.  share-warrant  shall  enti.le  the  bearer  to  the  shares  included 
in  it  and  tire  share  shall  be  transferred  by  the  delivery  of  the  share- 
warrant,  and  the  provisions  of  the  regulations  of  the  company  with 
respect  to  transfer  and  transmission  of  shares  shall  not  apply  thereto, 


37.  'The  bearer  of  a  share-warrant  shall,  on  surrender  of  the  warrant 
to  the  company  for  cancellation,  and  on  payment  of  such  sum  as  the 
directors  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  be  entitled  to  have  his  name 
entered  as  a  member  in  the  register  of  members  in  respect  of  the  shares 
included  in  the  warrant. 

38.  The  bearer  of  a  share-warrant  may  at  any  time  deposit  the 
warrant  at  the  office  of  the  company  and  so  long  as  the  war-rant  remains 
so  deposited,  the  depositor  shall  have  the  same  right  of  signing  a  requi¬ 
sition  for  calling  a  meeting  of  the  company,  and  of  attending  and  voting 
and  exercising  the  other  privileges  of  a  member  at  any  meeting  held 
after  the  expiration  of  two  clear  days  from  the  time  of  deposit,  as  if  his 
name  were  inserted  in  the  register  of  members  as  the  holder  of  the 
shares  included  in  the  deposited  warrant.  Not  more  than  one  person 
shall  be  recognised  as  the  depositor  of  the  share-warrant.  The  com¬ 
pany  shall,  on  two  days’  written  notice,  return  the  deposited  share- 
warrant  to  the  depositor. 

39.  Subject  as  herein  otherwise  expressly  provided,  no  person  shall 
as  bearer  of  a  share-warrant,  sign  a  requisition  for  calling  a  meeting 
of  the  company,  or  attend,  or  vote  or  exercise  any  other  privilege  of  a 
member  at  a  meeting  of  the  company,  or  he  entitled  to  receive  any 
notices  from  the  company ;  but  the  bearer  of  a  share-warrant  shall  be 
entitled  in  all  other  respects  to  the  same  privileges  and  advantages  as 
if  he  were  named  in  the  register  of  members  as  the  holder  of  the  shares 
included  in  the  warrant,  and  he  shall  be  a  member  of  the  company. 

40.  The  directors  may  from  time  to  time  make  rules  as  to  the 
terms  on  which  fif  they  shall  think  fit)  a  new  share-warrant  or  coupon 

.  may  be  issued  by  way  of  renewal  in  case  of  defacement,  loss  or 
destruction. 

Alteration  of  Capital, 

41 .  The  directors  may  with  the  sanction  of  the  company  in  general 
meeting  increase  the  share  capital  by  such  sum,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  such  amount,  as  the  resolution  shall  prescribe, 

42.  Subject  to  any  direction  to  the  contrary  that  may  be  given  by 
the  resolution  sanctioning  the  increase  of  share  capital,  all  new  shares 
shall,  before  issue,  be  offered  to  such  persons  as  at  the  date  of  the  offer 
are  entitled  to  receive  notices  from  the  company  of  general  meetings 
in  proportion,  as  nearly  as  the  circumstances  admit  to  the  amount  of 
the  existing  shares  to  which  they  are  entitled.  The  offer  shall  be  made 
by  notice  specifying  the  number  of  shares  offered,  and  limiting  a  time 
within  which  the  offer,  if  not  accepted,  will  be  deemed  to  be  declined, 
and  after  the  expiration  of  that  time,  or  on  the  receipt  of  an  intimation 
from  the  person  to  whom  the  offer  is  made  that  he  declines  to  accept 
the  shares  offered .  the  directors  may  dispose  of  the  same  in  such  manner 
as  they  think  most  beneficial  t.o  the  company.  The  directors  may  like¬ 
wise  so  dispose  of  ally  new  shares  which  (by  reason  of  the  ratio  which 

.  the. new  shares  bear  to  shares  held  by  persons  entitled  to  an  offer  of 
new  shares),  cannot,  in  the  opinion  of  the  directors,  be  conveniently 
pffered  under  this  article.  '  -  • 


43.  The  new  shares  shall  be  subject  to  the  .same  provisions  with 
reference  to  the  payment  of  calls,  lien,  transfer,  transmission,  forfeiture 
and  otherwise  as  the  shares  in  the  original  share  capital. 

44.  The  company  may,  by  ordinary  resolution,  — 

(a)  consolidate  and  divide  its  share  capital  into  shares  of  larger 

amount  than  its  existing  shares 

(b)  by  sub-division  of  its  existing  shares  or  any  of  them,  divide 

the  whole  or  any  part  of  its  share  capital  into  shares  of 
smaller  amount  than  is  fixed  by  the  memorandum  of 
association,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (d)  of  sub-section  (1)  of  Section  53  of  the 
Travancore  Companies  Regulation 

(c)  cancel  ary  shares  which,  at  the  date  of  the  passing  of  the 

resolution,  have  not  been  taken  or  agreed  to  be  taken 
by  any  person. 

45.  The  company  may,  by  special  resolution,  reduce  its  share  capital 
in  any  manner  and  with,  and  subject  to  any  incident  authorised  and 
consent  required  by  law. 

General  Meetings. 

46.  The  statutory  general  meeting  of  the  company  shall  be  held 
within  the  period  required  by  Section  82  of  the  Travancore  Companies 
Regulation. 

47.  A  general  meeting  shall  be  held  within  eighteen  months  from 
the  date  of  its  incorporation  and  thereafter  once  at  least  in  every  year 
at  such  time  (not  being  more  than  fifteen  months  after  the  holding  of 
the  last  preceding  general  meeting)  and  place  in  Travancore  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  company  in  general  meeting,  or,  in  default,  at  such 
time  in  the  month  following  that  in  which  the  anniversary  of  the  com¬ 
pany’s  incorporation  occurs  and  at  such  place  in  Travancore  as  the 
directors  shall  appoint,  in  default  of  a  general  meeting  being  so  held, 
a  general  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  next  following  and  may 
be  called  by  any  two  members  in  the  same  manner  as  nearly  as  possible 
as  that  in  which  meetings  are  to  be  called  by  the  directors. 

48.  The  above-mentioned  general  meetings  shall  be  called  ordinary 
meetings  ;  all  other  general  meeting's  shall  be  called  extraordinary. 

49.  The  directors  may,  whenever  they  think  fit,  call  an  extraordi¬ 
nary  general  meeting,  and  extraordinary  geneial  meetings  shall  also 
be  called  on  such  requisition,  or  in  default,  may  be  called  by. such 
requisitionists  as  provided  by  Section  83  of  the  Travancore  Companies  Re¬ 
gulation,  .  If  at  any  time  there  are  not  within  Travancore  sufficient 
directors  capable  of  acting  to  form  a  quorum,  any  director  or  any  two 
members  of  the  company  may  call  an  extraoi dinary  general  meeting  in 
the  same  manner  as  nearly  as  possible  as  that  in  wliich  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  directors. 
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Proceedings  at  General  Meeting. 

50.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  sub- section  (‘2)  of  Section  86  o i 

the  Travancove  Companies  Regulation,  ,  relating  to  special  resolu¬ 
tions,  fourteen  days’  notice  at  the  least  (exclusive  of  the  d  ay  on  which  the 
notice  is  served  or  deemed  to  be  served,  but  inclusive  of  the  day  for 
which  notice  is  given)  specifying  the  place,  the  day  and  the  hour  of 
meeting  and,  in  case  of  special  business,  the  general  nature  of  that  busi¬ 
ness,  shall  be  given  in  manner  hereinafter  mentioned,  or  in  such  other 
manner,  if  any,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  company  in  general  meet¬ 
ing  to  such  persons  as  are,  under  the  Travancore  Companies  Regula¬ 
tion,  or  the  Regulations  of  the  company,  entitled  to  receive  such 

notices  from  the  company;  but  the  accidental  omission  to  give  notice  to 
or  the  non-receipt  of  notice  by  any  member  shall  not  invalidate  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  at  any  general  meeting. 

51.  All  business  shall  be  deemed  special  that  is  transacted  at  an  ex¬ 
traordinary  meeting  and  all  that  is  transacted  at  an  ordinary  masting 
with  the  exception  of  sanctioning  a  dividend,  the  consideration  of  the 
accounts,  balance-sheets  and  the  ordinary  report  of  the  directors  and 
auditors,  the  election  of  directors  and  other  officers  in  the  place  of  those 
retiring  by  rotation,  and  the  fixing  of  the  remuneration  of  the  auditors. 

52.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  general  meeting  unless 
a  quorum  of  members  is  present  at  the  time  when  the  meeting  proceeds 
to  business;  save  as  hereiD  otherwise  provided,  two  members  in  the 
case  of  a  private  company  and  five  members  in  the  case  of  any  other 
company  personally  present  shall  be  a  quorum. 

53.  If  within  half  an  hour  from  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting 
a  quorum  is  not  present,  the  meeting,  if  called  upon  the  requisition  of 
members,  shall  be  dissolved  ;  in  any  other  case,  it  shall  stand  adjourned 
to  the  same  day  in  the  next  week  at  the  same  time  and  place,  and,  if 
at  the  adjourned  meeting  a  quorum  is  not  present  within  half  an  hour 
from  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting,  the  members  present  shall  be 
a  quorum. 

54.  The  chairman,  if  any,  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  preside  as 
chairman  at  every  general  meeting  of  the  company. 

55.  If  there  is  no  such  chairman  or  if  at  any  meeting  he  is  not 
present  within  fifteen  minutes  after  the  time  appointed  for  holding  the 
meeting,  or  is  unwilling  to  act  as  chairman,  the  members  present  shall 
choose  some  one  of  their  number  to  be  chairman. 

56.  The  chairman  may,  with  the  consent  of  any  meeting  at  which 
a  quorum  is  present  (and  shall  if  so  directed  by  the  meeting),  adjourn 
the  meeting  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place,  but  no  business 
shall  be  transacted  at  any  adjourned  meeting  other  than  the  business 
left  unfinished  at  the  meeting  from  which  the  adjournment  took  place. 
When  a  meeting  is  adjourned  for  ten  days  or  more,  notice  of  the  ad¬ 
journed  meeting  shall  be  given  as  in  the  case  of  an  original  meeting. 
Save  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  give  any  notice  of  an 
adjournment  or  of  the  business  to  be  transacted  at  an  adjourned 
meeting. 
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57.  A.t  any  general  meeting  a  resolution  put  to  the  vote  of  the 
meeting  shall  be  decided  on  a  show  of  hands,  unless  a  poll  is  (before  or 
on  tha  declaration  of  the  result  of  the  show  of  hands)  demanded  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  clause  (c)  sub-section  (1)  of  Section  84 
of  the  Travaacove  Companies  'Regulation  and  unless  a  poll  is  so  de- 
manded,  a  declaration  by  the  chairman  that  a  resolution  has,  on  a  show 
of  hands,  been  carried,  or  carried  unanimously,  or  by  a  particular 
majority,  or  lost,  and  an  entry  to  that  effect  in  the  book  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  company  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  fact,,  without 
proof  of  the  number  or  proportion  of  the  votes  recorded  in  favour  of, 
or  against,  that  resolution. 

58.  If  a  poll  is  duly  demanded,  it  shall  be  taken  in  such  manner  as 
the  chairman  directs,  and  the  result  of  the  poll  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
the  resolution  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  poll  was  demanded, 

59.  In  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes,  whether  on  a  show  of  hands 
or  on  a  poll,  the  chairman  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  show  of  hands 
takes  place,  or  at  which  the  poll  is  demanded,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
second  or  casting  vote. 

GO.  A  poll  demanded  on  the  election  of  a  chairman  or  on  a  question 
of  adjournment  shall  be  taken  forthwith.  A  poll  demanded  on  any 
other  question  shall  be  taken  at  such  time  as  the  chairman  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  directs. 

Votes  of  Members. 

61 .  On  a  show  of  hands  every  member  present  in  person  shall  have 
one  vote.  On  a  poll  every  member  shall  have  one  vote  in  respect  of 
such  share  or  each  hundred  rupee  of  stock  held  by  him. 

62.  In  the  case  of  joint-holders,  the  vote  of  the  senior  who  tenders 
a  vote,  whether  in  person  or  by  proxy,  shall  be  accepted  to  the  exclusion 
of  votes  of  the  other  joint-holders  ;  and  for  this  purpose  seniority  shall 
be  determined  by  the  order  in  which  the  names  stand  in  the  register 
of  members. 

63  A  member  of  unsound  mind,  or  in  respect  of  whom  an  order 
has  been  made  by  any  Court  having  jurisdiction  in  lunacy,  may  vote, 
whether  on  a  show  of  hands  or  on  a  poll,  by  his  committee  or  other 
legal  guardian,  and  any  such  committee  or  guardian  may,  on  a  poll, 
vote  by  proxy. 

64.  No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting 
unless  all  calls  or  other  sums  presently  payable  by  him  in  respect  of 
shares  in  the  company  have  been  paid. 

65.  On  a  poll,  votes  may  be  given  either  personally  or  by  proxy  : 

Provided  that  no  company  shall  vote  by  proxy  as  long  as  a  resolution 
of  the  directors  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  Section  85  of  the 
Travancore  Companies  Regulation,  is  in  force. 

66.  The  instrument  appointing  a  proxy  shall  be  in  writing  under 
the  hand  of  the  appointor  or  of  his  attorney  duly  authorised  in  writing 
or,  if  the  appointor  is  a  corporation  either  under  the  common  seal,  or 
under  the  hand  of  an  officer  or  attorney  so  authorised.  No  person  shall 
act  as  a  proxy  unless  he  is  member  of  the  company. 


67  The  instrument  appointing  a  proxy  and  the  power-of-attorney 
or  other  authority  (if  any)  under  which  it  is  signed  or  a  notarially  certi¬ 
fied  copy  of  that  power  or  authority,  shall  be  deposited  at  the  regis:ered 
office  of  the  company  not  less  than  seventy-two  hours  before  the  time 
for  holding  the  meeting  at  which  the  person  named  in  the  instrument 
proposes  to  vote,  and  in  default  the  instrument  of  proxy  shall  not  be 
treated  as  valid. 

68.  An  instrument  appointing  a  proxy  may  be  in  the  following  form 
or  any  other  form  which  the  directors  shall  approve  :  —

69.  The  number  of  the  directors  and  the  names  of  the  first  directors 
shall  be  determined  in  writing  by  a  majority  of  the  subscribers  of  the 
memorandum  of  association. 

70.  The  remuneration  of  the  directors  shall  from  time  to  time  be 
determined  by  the  company  in  general  meeting. 

71.  The  qualification  of  a  director  shall  be  the  holding  of  at  least 
one  share  in  the  company,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  92  of  the  Travancore  Companies  ^Regulation, 

Powers  and  duties  of  Directors. 

72.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  managed  by  the  directors 
who  may  pay  all  expenses  incurred  in  getting  up  and  registering  the 
compan; ,  and  may  exercise  all  such  powers  of  the  company  as  are  not, 
by  the  Travancore  Companies  Regulation  or  any  statutory  modification 
thereof  for  the  time  being  in  force,  or  by  these  articles,  required  to  be 
exercised  by  the  company  in  general  meeting,  subject  nevertheless  to 
any  regulation  of  these  articles,  to  the  provisions  of  the  Regulation  and 
tq  such  regulations  beiog  not  inconsistent  with  the  aforesaid  regulations 
or  provisions,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  company  in  general  meeting: 
but  no  regulation  made  by  the  company  in  general  meeting  shall 
invalidate  any  prior  act  of  the  directors  which  would  have  been  valid 
if  that  regulation  had  not  been  made. 

73.  The  directors  may  from  time  to  time  appoint  one  or  more  zi 
their  body  to  the  office  of  managing  director  or  manager  for  such  term, 
and  at  such  remuneration  (whether  by  way  of  salary,  or  commission, 
or  participation  in  profits,  or  partly  in  one  way  and  partly  in  another) 
as  they  may  think  fit,  and  a  director  so  appointed  shall  not,  while 
holding  that  office,  be  subject  to  retirement  by  rotation,  or  taken  into 
account  in  determining  the  rotation  of  retirement  of*' directors,  but  his 
appointment  shall  be  subject  to  determination  ipso  facto  if  he  ceases 
from  any  cause;  to  be  a  director.,  or  if  the  company  in  general  meeting 
resolve  that  his  tenure-  of  the  office  of  managing  director  or  manager  be 

.  determined.  '  '  . *  - 


74-  The  amount  for  the  lime  being  remaining  undischarged  o* 
moneys  borrowed  or  raised  by  the  directors  for  the  purposes  of  the 
company  (otherwise  than  by  the  issue  of  share  capital)  shall  not  at  any 
time  exceed  the  issued  share  capital  of  the  company  without  the  sanc¬ 
tion  of  the  company  in  general  meeting, 

75.  The  directors  shall  duly  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Travancore  Companies  Kegulation,  1114  or  any  statutory  modification 
thereof  for  the  time  being  in  force,  and  in  particular  with  the  provisions 
in  regard  to  the  registration  of  the  particulars  of  mortgages  and  charges 
affecting  the  property  of  the  company  or  created  by  it,  aDd  to  keeping 
a  register  of  the  directors,  and  to  sending  to  the  registrar  an  annual  list 
of  members,  and  o  summary  of  particulars  relating  thereto  and  notice 
of  any  consolidation  or  increase  of  share  capital,  or  conversion  of  shares 
into  stock,  and  copies  of  special  resolutions  and  a  copy  of  the  register  of 
directors  and  notifications  of  any  changes  therein. 

7t>.  The  directors  shall  cause  minutes  to  be  made  in  books  provided 
for  the  purpose -- 

(a)  of  all  appointments  of  officers  made  by  the  directors ; 

(&)  of  the  names  of  the  directors  present  at  each  meeting  of  the 
directors  and  of  any  committee  of  the  directors  ; 

(c)  of  all  resolutions  and  proceedings  at  all  meetings  of  the

77.  The  seal  of  the  company  shall  not  be  affixed  to  any  instrument 
except  by  the  authority  of  a  resolution  of  the  board  of  directors,  and 
in  the  presence  of  at  least  two  directors  and  of  the  secretary  or  such 
other  person  as  the  directors  may  appoint  for  the  purpose  and  these 
two  directors  and  secretary  or  other  person  as  aforesaid  shall  sign 
every  instrument  to  which  the  seal  of  the  company  is  so  affixed  in  their 
presence. 

Disiinrilifieations  of  Directors. 

78.  The  office  of  director  shall  be  vacated  if  the  director —

1114  or  at  any  time  thereafter  ceases  to  hold,  the  share 
qualification,  if  any,  necessary  for  his  appointment ;  or 
(&)  is  found  to  be  of  unsound  mind  by  a  Court,  of  competent 
jurisdiction  ;  or 
(fl)  is  adjudged  insolvent ;  or 

( d )  fails  to  pay  calls  made  on  him  in  respect  of  shares  held  by 

him  within  six  xnonths  from  the  date  of  such  calls  being 
xnade ;  or 


(<;)  without  the  sanction  of  the  company  in  general  meeting 
accepts  or  holds  any  office  of  profit  under  the  company 
other  than  that  of  a  managing  director  or  manager  or  a 
legal  or  technical  advisor  or  a  banker  ;  or 
(/)  absents  himself  from  three  consecutive  meeting's  of  the 
directors  or  from  all  meetings  of  the  directors  for  a  con¬ 
tinuous  period  of  three  months,  whichever  is  longer,  with¬ 
out  leave  of  absence  from  the  board  of  directors  ;  or 
(</)  accepts  a  loan  from  the  company  ;  or 

(A)  is  concerned  or  participates  in  the  profits  of  any  contract 
with  the  company  .  or 

(i)  is  punished  with  imprisonment  for  a  term  exceeding  six 
months: 

Provided,  however,  that  no  director  shall  vacalo  his  office  by  reason 
of  his  being  a  member  of  any  company  which  has  entered  into  contracts 
with,  or  done  any  work  for,  die  company  of  which  he  is  director,  but 
a  director  shall  not  vote  in  respect  of  any  such  contract  or  work,  and  if 
he  does  so  vote,  his  vo'e  shall  not  be  counted. 

Violation  of  Directors. 

Vi).  At  the  first  ordinary  meeting'  of  the  company,  tire  whole  of  the 
directors  shall  retire  from  office,  and  at  the  ordinary  meeting  in  every 
subsequent  year,  one-third  o!  the  directors  for  the  time  being  or,  if 
their  number  is  not  three  or  a  multiple  of  three,  then  the  number 
nearest  to  one-third  shall  retire  from  office. 

80.  The  directors  to  retire  in  every  year  shall  bo  those  who  have 
been  longest  in  office  since  their  last  election,  but  as  between  persons 
who  became  directors  on  the  same  day  those  to  retire  shall  (unless  they 
otherwise  agree  among  themselves,  be  determined  by  lot.

83.  If  at.  aDy  moating  at  which  an  election  of  directors  ought  to 
take  place,  ibe  places  of  the  vacating  directors  are  not  filled  up,  the 
meeting  shall  stand  adjourned  till  the  same  clay  in  the  next  week  at  the 
same  time  and  place,  and,  if  at  the  adjourned  meeting  the  places  of  the 
vacating  directors  are  not  filled  up,  the  vacating  directors  or  such  of 
them  as  have  not  had  their  places  filled  up  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  re-elected  at  the  adjourned  meeting. 

84.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  89  and  90  of  the  Tra- 
vanoore  Companies  Begulation  the  company  may  from  time  to  time 
in  general  meeting  increase  or  reduce  the  number  of  directors,  and  may 
also  determine  in  what  rotation  the  increased  or  reduced  number  is  to 
go  out  of  office. 

85.  Any  casual  vacancy  occurring  on  the  board  of  directors  may 
be  filled  up  by  the  directors,  but  the  person  so  chosen  shall  be  subject 
to  retirement  at  the  same  time  as  if  he  had  become  a  director  on  the 
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day  on  which  the  director  in  whose  place  he  is  appointed  was  last 
elected  a  director. 

86.  'I'lie  directors  shall  have  power  at  any  time,  and  from  time  to 
time,  to  appoint  a  person  as  an  additional  director  who  shall  retire  from 
office  at  the  next;  following  ordinary  general  meeting,  but  shall  be 
eligible  for  alection  by  the  company  at  that  meeting  as  an  additional 
director. 

87.  The  company  may  by  extraordinary  resolution  remove  any 
direct.*  before  the  expiration  of  his  period  of  office  and  may  by  an 
ordinary  rosoliilion  appoint  another  person  in  lus  stead  ;  the  person 
so  appointed  shall  be  subject  to  retirement  at  the  same  time  as  if  he 
had  become  a  director  on  the  day  on  which  the  director  in  whose  place 
he  is  appointed  was  last  elected  a  director.

90.  The  continuing  directors  may  act  notwithstanding  any  vacancy 
in  their  body,  but  if  and  so  long  as  their  number  is  reduced  below 
the  number  fixed  by  or  pursuant  to  the  regulations  of  the  company  as 
the  necessary  quorum  of  directors,  the  continuing  directors  may  act  for 
the  purpose  of  increasing  the  number  of  directors  to  that  number,  or 
of  summoning  a  general  meeting  of  the  company,  but  for  no  other 
purpose. 

91.  The  directors  may  elect  a  chairman  of  their  meetings  and

95.  All  acts  done  by  any  meeting  of  the  directors  or  of  a  committee 
of  directors,  or  by  any  person  acting  as  a  director,  shall,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  that  it  be  afterwards  discovered  that  there  was  some  defect  in  the 
appointment  of  any  such  directors  or  persons,  acting  as  aforesaid,  or 
that  they  or  any  of  them  were  disqualified,  be  as  valid  as  if  every  such 
person  had  been  duly  appointed  and  was  qualified  to  be  a  director. 

Dividends  mid  Deserve.

97.  The  directors  may  from  time  to  time  pay  to  the  members  such 
interim  dividends  as  appear  to  the  directors  to  be  justified  by  the  profits 
of  the  company.

The  Committee  took  np  for  consideration  Part  I  Budget. — Educa¬ 
tion  Demand. 

Begarding  the  provision  for  the  speoial  school  for  Malayala  Brah¬ 
mins  Mr.  K.  Kesavan  said  that  lie  objected  to  it  on  the  ground  that 
public  funds  should  not  be  set  out  for  any  particular  community.  The 
cither  two  non-official  members  did  not  object  to  this  provision.

8  lakhs  for  the  Tra- 
vancore  University,  the  non-official  members  stated  that  they  could  not 
consider  it  without  understanding  the  fuller  details  and  implications 
of  the  whole  scheme. 

Scientific  and  Miscellaneous  Departments. 

Begarding  the  provision  for  the  Photographic  Department,  the 
non-official  members  said  that  the  Photographic  Department  was  pre¬ 
sumably  established  at  a  time  when  private  photographers  had  not  the 
same  technical  equipment,  and  that  since  competent  private  enterprise 
was  by  no  means  unavailable  at  the  present  time  and  since  the  Depart¬ 
ment  all  these  years  has  not  been  making  considerable  profits,  there 
was  no  reason  why  private  enterprise  should  not  be  patronised  and  the 
Photographic  Department  abolished. 

Public  Library, 

The  non-official  members  were  unanimous  Hhat  the  local  allow¬ 
ance  of  Bs.  600  to  the  Honorary  Secretary  might  be  abolished  as  there 
were  enough  qualified  men  to  take  up  the  duty  without  any  allowance.

The  non-official  members  unanimously  moved  for  the  abolition  of 
a  separate  department  for  Archaeology  and  suggested  that  the  work 
done  now  by  the  Department  might  be  entrusted  to  the  department  of 
History  and  Archaeology  in  the  Travancore  University.

In  passing  this  demand,  the  non-official  members  suggested  that 
the  requirements  of  this  department  should  also  be  got  through  the 
Stores  Purchase  Committee. 

State  Charities  was  next  passed  by  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  considered  last  the  abstract  of  the  detailed  Budget 
of  the  P.  W.  D.  for  the  year  1114  M.  E. 

Mr.  JBalakrishnan  Tampi  made  the  following  suggestions : — 

(1)  That  the  possibility  of  reducing  the  number  of  Executive 
Engineers  must  be  considered  in  view  of  the  appointment  of  the  De¬ 
puty  Chief  Engineer  in  view  of  the  diversion  of  work  incidental  to  the 
formation  of  the  Water  Works  and  Drainage  Departments  and  in  view 
of  a  separate  Engineer  for  Irrigstion. 

(2)  That  the  Edathua-Ambalapuzha  road  which  serves  to  link 
up  the  main  central  road  with  the  coastal  road  and  also  the  Kayam- 
colam — Karthikapalli  road  may  be  taken  up  because  Government  have 
more  than  once  promised  to  consider  the  proposals  favourably. 

Mr,  Kesavan  stated  that  the  Dewan  visited  the  roads  branching
